ADAM DUNCAN, created, »ift 
O^obcr 1797, Lprd Vil'count Duni 
can of Caxnpcrdowii, 4ind Baron Duncan 
of Lundie, in the Shirc of Perth, wa« 
bom the ift of ^uly 1731 , at Dundee, in 
Scotland. He was a voun^er fon of the 
ancient and refpe^lable tamily of the 
Duncans, of Lundte, in the county of 
Perth, who poflei^ an eftate of about 
500U per annum, which came to our 
cailaot Commander about fiftetn months 
iioce, by the death of his elder bitithcr 
Colonel Duncan. Lord Duncan married 
a paternal filler of the prelent Lord Ad- 
vocate of Scotland, and niece of Mr. Se- 
cretary Dundas, by whombe has feveral 
children. 

He early was devoted to the fervice of 
his country in the Navy, and on the 15th 
of February 1761, was made aCaptain 
in the ihip the Valiant % on the a4th of 
September 17S7, he was advanced to the ' 
poll of Rear- Admiral } became Vke- 
Admiral in 1793, and Admiral of the 
Blue in 1795. He was foon noticed by 
the late Lord Keppel, and was with bim 
at the taking of Havanna ; and when that 
Nobleman was made an Admiral » he 
chofe his friend Duncan for his Captain, 
and he was afterwards one of the Mem- 
bers on his Court Martial. 

Before the late engagement, vtrhich 
has covered hina with laurels. Admiral 
Duncan had not an opportunity of at- 
cbseving any very brilliant ohjoSl. It 
bas been the courfe of his fervice rather 
to be uieful than confpicuous. He has 
not, been an adventurer or a ouack. He 
yna not employed upon exploits calcu« 
latod either to raife his faime, or to fill 
hf9 pnric, i^ut his m«;fit« bave been 



truly appreciated by the judgor- of the 
fervice, and no man has tnjoycd throngh 
lite a more ftable reputation in publicy or 
a more amiable charaAcr in pnvatt life. 

The promptitude and alacrity with 
which he earned his fleet to fea, the Ikill 
with which he fetzed the proper moment 
of attack > the bravery and man^gemwt 
of th^ a^ion» though Tplendid, aiv tho 
lead titles to our praife. The patitnce 
and conftancy with which he maintained 
his difficult and painful ftation during fo 
many boifferous months, and (till more 
the gallantry with which* during the 
critical period of the mutiny, he kept 
his poft in tii9 blockade of the enemy 
.with only three ihipS} when he was 
abandoned » by all the rift of his fqua* 
dron^ are proofs of heroifm, zeal, and 
virtue, which will be Jong remembered 
wittt gratitude by his country. 

We cannot on die prelent occaiion 
omit to prefent our readers with the fol- 
lowing ipeech, which was made by Lord 
Duncan to his crew on the 3d or June 
1797, and wbich bears every mark of 
authoiticity in its unaiFe^ed piety, its 
ardent patriotifm, its indignant grief, its 
iimple yet imprtflive eloquence, fo ad« 
mirably adapted to the hearts and ua* 
derftandings of its auditors 1 

<< My fads — I once mote call you 
together with a fonowful Vieirt> mwn 
what I haiK lately feen $ the difa<{e8rioi& 
of the fleets | I call it diffaffcQioni for 
the crews have no grievances. To be 
deferted by my fleet, in the face of aa 
enemy, is a dl%race which I believe 
never before happened toaBritifh Ad« 
mtral; nor could I have fuppoft^ it 
poffible. My grefttcft «omtort under

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God iSt that I have been fupported by 
the officen^Wettiien, andinarine^, of tbts 
ihlp ; for which, with a heart overflowing 
with gratitude, I requeft you to accept 
my fincere thanks. I flatter myfelf much 

food may rcfult from your example, by 
rioeing thofe deluded people to a feme 
of the difty which they owe not only to 
their King and Country, but to them- 
felves. 

" The Britifli Navy has ever been the 
fupport of that liberty which has been- 
handed down to us by our anceflors, and 
which 1 truft we ftiall maintain to the 
Jateft pofterity ; and that can only be 
done by unanimity and obedience. This 
ihip's company, and others who have 
diftinguiflied themfclves by their loyalty 
and good order, deferve to be, and doubt - 
lefs nviU be the ^vourites of a grateful 
country ; they will alfo have from their 
inward feelings a tomfort which will be 
lafting, and not like the fleeting and 
fshe confidence of thofe who have fwerved 
from their duty. 

** It has often been nay pride with you 
to loo^ into the Texef, and fee a foe 
which dreaded coming out to meet us ;-« 
my pride is now humbled indeed !-*my 
feelings are not eafily to be exprefled I— 
our cup has overflovtre^, ^^ made us 
wanton. The all -wife Trovidcnee has 

fiven us this check as a vraming, and I 
0|>e we (hall improve by it. ^ On him 



then let us truft, where o«r oniy^cvLriy^ 
can be found. I find there are man^ 
good men among us 5 for my own part 
I have had full confidence of all in thi% 
flnp : and once more beg to exprels my 
approbation of your conduct. 

" May God who bac thns hx con- 
du6ted you, continue to do fo ; and may 
the Britifli Navy, the glory and fupport 
of our country, be reflored to its wonted 
fplendour, and be not only the bulwark 
of Britaini but the Terrou of tub 
World. 

" But this can only be effected by a 
ftrift adherence to our duty and obe- 
dience 5 and let us pray that the Al- 
mighty God ^nay keep us ii^ the righ^ 
way of thinking. 

" God blefs you all.'* 

This fpeech is faid to have fo affe^le^ 
the crew, that fcarcc a dif eye was toi 
be feen on their retiring. 

Lord Duncan has been throu^ HA 
diftineuiflied by unafluming and un- 
obtrufive fimpUcity of manners. With 
a moft elegant perfon he ever had a manly 
mind. He is full fix feet thiee inche^ 
high ; but with a character of mufcular 
ftrength and proportion that fets off tbq 
height : though eafy in his carriage be^ 
i$ ereft, and it is fcarcely poflible ta 
conceive a perfon more natyrally graceful^

WERB T not perfieftly confident of 
the patriotic fpirit with which 
you af^nded the Chair of the Board of 
Agriculture, of your ardent zeal to carry 
the public views of that Inftitution into 
efiect, and of the liberal candour with 
which you receive and even invite the 
opinions of others on the various and 
extended branches of your enquiries, I 
ihouid hold it vain to addrefs you on the 
fubje6l, and to offer fentiments fo widely 
difFerinz from the firft principles of your 
tmdertaking; but under thefe impremons ' 
of my mind, it would be bmt empty 
affeflation in me to make any apologv to 

Jou iot the following obfervations, which 
therefore be^ leave thus publicly, with- 
out further preface, to lay before you. 

The obj(fa of your laft year's Com- 
HJittee, which I hear you mean to revive, 
wa« that of mloiii^ Waftct and Com- 



roons : I touch not on the differeitl 
modes propofed, be^aufe I obge6l to the 
abfolute inclofure of them in any mode. 
My reafons are as follow ; ai\d perhaps 
they will apply to all inclofures on tbq 
prefent fyftem, as well as to' thofe of- 
Waftes and Commons j for I think thcna 
conclufive againft both, as they are now, 
or are propofed hereafter to be con« 
<<uaed. 

The great principle of impronng land 
for public advantage is to leave z, portion 
of It fo improved pKblici juris, and 01^ 
this principle is founded the cuftom in 
open fields of leaving one third or fourth 
every year, as of common right for all 
perfons, as well thofe of fionaller prooery 
m the community, and ^Ijat not in tana, 
at thofe of fnperior r^nk or property, 
and that in land, to turn thcu* .cattle^ 
horfes, and (heep, upon that nortion, ac* 
cording to the -extent of *thfir feveral 
* ' * Wgat 
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legal holdings, wiiether they be land or 
cottage, for ucliniited right of common is 
I principle too ablurd to be defended, 
though a cuftom too commonly put in 
prafiice. This abufe I would eameftly 
wi(h to fee correftcd by a general a£^, 
much lefs violating the fcpurity of pro- 
pert^r than each individual 26^ or inclofure 
orof nafigation that cuts througli it, or 
entirely takes it away ; and jXiflly too, if 
the public at large is benefited by it, ci- 
ther through the facility given lo the cir- 
culation of commerce) cr by lowering the 
price of provifions. But is this the con- 
iequence of icclofures untler the preftni 
Jj^em T Is it not rather the annihilation ' 
of public right for the advancement of 
ieparatc property ? And do we not nnd, 
by forty years experience at leaft (for to 
that period I will confine the great annual 
iocreaf^ of inclgfures) that this trrone- 
PCS principle has turned both country 
gentlemen and their overgrown tenants • 
into arrogant and unfeeling monopolies j 
for when did ycu know a man, or com- 
bination cf men, with exclufive rights or 
f privileges coniidcrthe public in any other 
ightthan as an ohje8 of pluadfrf If 
they did in articles of luxury only, I 
Ihouldbe lefs averfe (though in my heart 
I muft ever fcorn the narrow principle in 
the men), but in thofc of the neceflary 
fubMenceof man, efpccially the poor and 
iiiduilriousy whether labourer, ti lidefman, 
or mechanic, I hold it to be the indifpen- 
jable duty of the legiHature to withlland, 
in the firH inftance, fo illiberal and de- 
fruftive a proceeding. 

But will you prevent any man from 
improving and making the mod of his 
property \ By no means. As far as it is 
confiftent with the general right of the 
coinmunity : but I would not allow any 
man to acquire a duplication of his fepa- 
(ate property, by talking from others their 
ihare in the right of palture overall lands 
in rotation, only to enable him to lay hea- 
vier burdens on the public markets. 

True it is, that the property of indivi- 
duals lies molt inconveniently fcatteredin 
yarious parts of op^n fields, that tref- 
pafles on each other's lands afe daily 
made, and that conunons are oveirllocked 
tod negleftefi; but ^11 thefe difficulties 
and abuifs would be effe^ually removed 



by allowing or even enforcing by law « 
power in commiflioncrs to aUot and lay 
together. for each proprietor a portion of 
land (quantity and quality conlidered} 
equivalent tathat which before lay dii* 
per fed in the open fields, and even incIoU 
in^ it, leaving one third or other reafon- 
able portion of it open every year to 4 
general fight of common, under new re- 
gulation and controul, in which the pro- 
prietors of land would have their flinrct 
and keeping the oth^r diviiion^ in feveral-r 
ty to themlclves. 

The wafles and common? might be im- 
proved by banking, draining, and vari- 
ous other ways which local circumOancet 
could point out, at the expense of every 
individual who had a right thereon by pa- 
rochial levy f , to the tenfold advantage 
of the poor cottager and tradefman, as 
virell as of the ricu, and to the permanent 
diminution of the price ofprovUions atmar^ 
ket \ wherein, thoueh the lower and'^more 
numerous claiTes of the community would 
receivAfhemofl apparent daily benefit, and 
comfort the rich, the great, and the powcr« 
ful, who are not plagued with thr double 
dilbrder of pride and covetoufnefs, muft 
fee that they will ultimately find the time 
and liberal advantage that mo(t properly 
comes to their fhare, and in the. manner in 
*wbicb it left becomes tbem to accept //* By 
abundance ofprovifions in crouded mark- 
ets, and the free purchafe of them at eaiy 
ratesby the earnings of their indu fir ious 
and laborious dependents and neighbours, 
to the incredible diminution of the poor 
rates j which, though in one point of view 
they may be thought an honour, are ia> 
fa6l both a heavy burden and difjg^race to 
this country. 

I am aware that it will be faid, ** Un- 
lefs you will hold out to land proprietors 
the great and exclufive advai\tagtrs of the 
prelent plan of inclofurc, they will not be 
at the expcnce or rifque of it, au * your 
fields will never be improved, but for 
ever lie in the unprodu£>ive and diforder- 
ly ftate of former times.** 

I am ready, Sir, to own, that the 
immediate oltenfible profit to the griat 
proprietor (for the fmall land owner, it^ 
IS well known, is often ruined by the un. 
equal and intolerable prefTure of firfl ad- 
vances) will not be fo flattering to hit

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eager expectation j but from the collate- 
ral and permanent advantages of thi« par- 
tial inciofure, acccmpanied with the com- 
forts that will arile lo the middle and in- 
ferior orders of his fellow fubjc^s from 
the view of millions of them, who j)y 
their little claims and exercife of their 
common rights will not only raife provi- 
sion for their own families, but by i^ar- 
iRgand bringing to market calves, pigs, 
poultry, eggs, and butter, will largely 
contribute to the general cccnomjr by the 
rcdu^ion of prices in thole raoftneccirary 
articles. I fay, Sir, from fuch a view, 
• which ought to makp the hearts of the 
opulent to leap for joy, the great and libe- 
ral proprietor will not only have his full 
meafure of delight, he will in fa^ alio 
reap ample amends for the imagined dif- 
appointment of his firft cravings by the 
ealter accefs to his deareft fupernuitics, as 
well as to the means of providing for the 
maintenance of his neceHary houfehold.

Notwithftanding the acknowledged an<| 
notorious decreafe of foreft timber, fo 
clearly proved, and fo forcibly urged ta 
public conHderation in tlie manly and pa- 
triotic reports of the commiilioners ap- 
pointed by Parliament many years ago to 
enquire into the ftate of the crown lands, 
&c. no care is taken in any bill of incio- 
fure to lay down a prirciple, or enforce 
the pra£liceof plan^in?, but we fee whole 
counties newly inclofra as bare of timber 
as the open fields. This is a fatal omif- 
fion, which I hope the Houfe of Com- 
mons will immediately corre£t by fome 
ftanding order on that moft important 
point. 



IXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM JOHN WILKES, ESQ^, TO 

DATKP AUGUST 6, I765, PROM GENEVA. 



T Travelled through very difficult and 
•* dangerous roads from Grenoble to the 
OraHd Cbartreufey the chief monaftery of 
the rigid order of the Chartreux, The 
general chapter of thofe monks is held 
there once in every year. It lies about 
ci^ht leagues north of C^renoble, and is 
built near the fummit of a very high, ro- 
m.mtic, and fleep mountain, among deep, 
l^loomy woods of pine trees, and rugged, 
lavage rocks. Nature fits here indeH in 
great majefty, on a fubliroe, cra^g^ 
th>ore, but the fstuation, I think, infprres 
honor rather than penr.venefs. As you 
aicend, a variety of cafcadcs precipitating 



down among the fragments of the broken 
rocks, (ill the ear with a wild kind of 
melody. When you have nearlv gained 
the fummit, the clouds are under your 
feet, a folemn death- like filence reigns, 
and over-hangine recks and tremendous 
precipices alarm (he imagination with real 
dangers. Horror ubiauf animoSiJimuliy* 
fa /lent i a terrent^ and this filence is never 
interrupted but by the hideous crufh of 
the fragments of tlie fplitting rock. The 
prcfent convent is not quite on the fum- 
mit •. There is a very old chapel dedi- 
cated to the Virgin Mai^ called S/. Brjc- 
no^i Chapel^ ft ill nearer the fununit of the

The rule of tlicir order enjoins /ilence, 
h«t a ^rf£ coaajuteur has a dii'penfatioa 
to receire ftrangers,and to do the honours 
«f the convent. The ^ere general is 
fikewile ezcmpt firom the rule. The fa- 
thers are allowed to drink wine, and the 
pere geueral ient me a prefent of the beft 
B«rgimdjr I ever tailed. There aie fepa- 
rate apartments for the French, Spaniards, 
Ko^liib, &€. with a Urge hall to dine, for 
die baiiding is immenie. At a diBance are 
final! houies and (beds for all kinds of 
srorJuneo* carpenters, joiners, iiniths, 
aaibos, 5c c. The Fathers have each a 
hed-chsunbcr,an anti chamber, a cabinet, 
and a iinall garden, with a variety of iron 
md wooden inllruments to make their 
own chairs, boxes, &c. to cultivate their 
guldens, and to araule themfelvcs. Many 
of them are men of great families in 
France and Germany, and appeared of 

Srh breeding, as I obierved m a variety 
ItLtie circumstances, when I attended 
Ihcir evening devotions. Five of them 
i^ given up to their relations large fa* 
wSS^ efiateS' to retire to that dreary foli- 
frfr The pete coadjuteur and the pert 
^m£Tal sctxz really £ne gentlemen, of 
ea^and police converfauon. They had 
hnth lived much in the gay world. From 
htdttLj and dilgull they had recired from 
lb to that internal peace and trantpiiUitv, 
ich they told me they had found only 
i^thole deiarts. Tbxs^fr//// world how- 
CSV they did oot ttem quite to forget, 
Lfc I law an the table of the pere ge- 
\m^ the Mer^ure Hijiettqne printed at 
f^mimbup, and the Journal ^EncychpC' 
\^^ ai Bomilosi, »id they aikcd mt a 



thovfand queftions about th€ btc waf , and 
the affair^ of England. 

I have been with Voltaire at Pernryi 
and was charmed with the reception he 
gave me, and ftill more with the Anelenib 
and exquifite wit of his converfatioo. £ 
think him the molt univerfai genius, the 
moft amiable as wvll asthewittieft of our 
fpccies. He is a divine old man, born tor 
the advancement of true philofophv and 
the polite a;ts, and to free maiikini fro«i 
the gloomy tericrtof Suptrftition, 

Atquemctus omnes, et inexorabUe ftittm 
Subjccit pedibus, Arcpitumque Acherootifl 
avari. 

He has done more to perfwade the prafUec 
oi'a general toleration, of humanity, and 
benevolence, than, the grtateft philoib* 
phersof antiquity. Hik conduct in ths 
affair of the family of Calas is more me« 
ritorious than the whole lives of moft 
faints. He is exa^ly well bred, and id ' 
converialion poiTeAcs a fund of gaiety 
and humour which would be admired in 
a young man, and he joins to it thole 
immr^.ieftores of literature only to be ac- 
* quired by age. His memory is very won- 
derful, and the anecdotes it ruruiines are 
ki various and interefting, that he is (he 
only exception I know of a man above Ic- 
veoty not being funk into his anecdota^em 
He lives in the nobleft, pyeft ftyle of a 
Fi'ench nobleman, receiving all ftrangers, 

fiving plays in his own theatre, and. you 
ave the entire command of his houle, 
equipages, horfes, &c. . He is adored by 
all the mhabitants and vaA'als of his ex« 
tenilve domains, and with reafon, for he 
hath been the creator of every thing ofe- 
hil, beautiful, Or valuable m the whole 
tia^ near him, which before was a rud« 
wildemefs. When he came, tke de/art 
fmiledf and paradtfn was oprned in the 
luild. He has built little towns and vi^ 
lages, eftabliihed fcveral manufactures, 
and peopled the country with a happy 
race of mortals, who are daily bleding 
their benetaC^or. I told him, these are 
tby glorious WORKS, Parent of Good^ 
and he is really more pleaied in talking of 
them than of his moft applauded literary 
irorks. The charming l*ucelle is his fa- 
vourite. Ht is fometimes wanton in her 
Eratfe, and is fure of her kind reception 
y all pofterity. Nothing delights bins 
more tnan the marriage and eftabliihment 
of hfs vaflals, and on thofe occaiions he 
is always bountiful. There is not a m1« 
ferable being dependent on htm . He has

voffible advantage from nature^ Geneva 
IS the hioft difagreeable and melancholy 
city in the world > from whence ahnoft aJJ 
elegant pleafurcs ar^ baniihed.

On the fontri 
the cnefnut groves of Savoy, on the north 
the vineyards and high cultivated fields 
of the Pals dfe Vaud, are rcflefted in its 
liihpid waters. A greater contraft can 
Scarcely be imagined than between the 
natives on each fide this great lake. Ail 
the inhabitants of the Pais de Vaud, 
which is in the canton of Berne, are hap- 
py, free, neat, well-cloathcd, and at their 
eafe, while thole in the Dutchy of Savoy 
are poor, wretched peafants, cruelivop- 
prefted, ragged, and almbft naked. To 
flriking is the dilJFerence under the faihe 
climate, at fo fmali a diftance, between 
the flaves of a defpotie prince, and the 
free fUbje£ls of a mild republic.

In my laft letter, I believe, that in the 
character I gave of the old EUirle of Cla- 
lendon, I omitted two or three words 
through had and inadvertance, wch I was 
not fcniible of till after it was fent to the 
poil-houle, wh^•re i fpeak of his great 
judgment in matters ot civil prudence, 
liaving then in my thoughts his accurate 
knowledge of the lawes of his country, 
in the iludyes he had been bred, and his 
•pright ar.d dexterous management of the 
icaie duri!!g tiie riine of hi» beinj; chan- 
ceUour, as well as his compl^henhve ikill 
lA the drtOHa Imperii ^ whiiit he managed 



the great trilft of being firft and cheift 
. minifter of ftate. It had been happy fof 
the whole nation, if the king, his mafter, 
had followed his wife, hondt, and faith- 
ful! counfeis, and had hot facrificed him 
to the envy and malice of flattering and 
defigning courtiers, whofe naUghty pro* 
jeft he oppofed with great conrage and 
aeale, and to the revenge of a luftful wo- 
man, who had then to great an inflnence 
upon the king : the jointly cottfpiring irtj 
his difgrace and ruine, being Very fenfi* 
ble that they could not about theii^ 

vile defignes and purpofes, unlefs he wer^ 
removed.

YOU caniK)t, you fay> without regret 
give up the beautiful Night-piece, 
which you was early taught, and have 
long been accuilomed to contemplate with 
delight } yet you allow that the ob- 
leftions wWch are urged to the Tranf- 
lation, in ft rift reafon, leem to ^arry with 
tliem "fome weight : but what has roetry, 
which derives its excellency from the 
powers of the imagination, and from 
ingenious fiftion, to do with Reafon ? or 
with Truth ? (I fuppofe we muft add), or 
with Pnilofophy ? or with Confiftency ? or 
with the Reality of Things ? &c. " A 
Pcet, we are told, is not obliged to fpealc 
with the e^aftnefs of Philofophy, but 
with the liberty of Poetry*.*' Pope, 
you muft confcfs, ha<5 carried this ha- 
7ardous privilege to the very edge of the 
precipice. Thus in the next verfe, with 
a noble daring, which breaks through the 
dull regularity cf nature, and a greatnefs 
of mind, which dildains the reftralnts of 
fyftem, we fintl him making the vivid 
planets rpll round the fateliite of a planet, 
and that one not of the fird order : 

** Around her throne the vivid planets roll." 

This ftriking innovation, or rather im- 
provement, as I fuppofe we muft call it, 
talis under ("he fame clai's as that before coft. 
fidered — the different arrangement of the 
ideas ufcd in common. "Tlie next couplet 
gives an imjJrovenHrnt of another lort, 
produced by the addition of ideas in- 
tirely new ; 

<« O'er the dark trees s yeltewer verdure flied, 
'• And tip with fihrerevVy mountain's head.** 



A quick perception of the nicer and 
more minute difterences in the api>ear- 
ances of things, and the power of de- 
fcribing them with fuch colouring of ex- 
■preflion as to fet the objeft before the ey« 
of the^reader, are confidered amone;^^ the 
fureft chara6leriftic» of real genius f • 
Pope's admirers will not fail to difcover 
this diftinguifhing excellency of the true 
Poet in the fine example of his mifterly 
performance now before us. In the text 
It is fimply faid, that the forefts with the 
towers and cliffs appear. Pope had too 
much of real genius to content himfelf 
with thfs mere enumeration of the feveral 
obje«5U brought into view. Hethereforc 
darkfns the trees, and clothes them witb 
a yellower verdure, while he tips evcfr 
mountain's head with filver. The word 
yellower is hot, I prefume, ufed hert 
comparatively, with relation to any other 
objef^ ; but, as is not unufual with tht^ 
belt writers, diminutively : yellower,/ £• 
rather, or inclining to, yellow. 

After viewing the cliffs and foreftt 
under the rich colouring, which Pope hat 
thrown over them, we are perhaps rather 
furprifcd to obferve, as we go on, th« 
rocks without any embellilhment again 
riling into profpe6t. Homer, in his plain 
account, feems to have done as mucn as 
this himfclf. Enough, however, has bcciv 
Superadded tomak^ agreat improvement j 
and Pope drew his ideas from his own 
ftores. Does not the partial (hade, which 
here, amidft the furrounding fplendor, 
meets your eye rather unexpectedly, re- 
mind you where the fame tone of colour- 
ing is applied more regularly on another 
pccafion, in achannin^ pailage, which we

In this place every thing is proper, 
coniiftent, and afFcfting. The office, in 
which the Poet engages Melancholy, 
whom he beautifully imperlonates, Is 
exaftly fuittti to her nature and cha- 
rafter : her influence fpreads over every 
objed within view ^ and the dark tints 
which flic throws round her, arc every 
where prefervcd, unvaried and unbroken, 
thrcughout the whole fcene. Do you 
not here difcover where the Tranflator 
<h*pped his pencil for the yellower ver- 
dure } which he has (bed with fuch won- 
<tenul effcfl over the dark trees in this 
admired Night-piece. 

I am pleaied with the opportunity of 
prcfentijig to you fuch a iample of ex- 
Quiliic painting. The view of it will, 
I hope, aflbi-d you a temporary rcfrefh- 
nient, and in fome degree relieve your 
mind from the laiBtude with which you 
have too probably felt yourlelf opprefled 
at .times, while travelling through the 
preceding commentary. With I'pirits 
thus recruited, can you colleft fufficient 
relblution to accompany me' a few mi- 
nutes longer ? while I conlider the re- 
maining improvements which Pope has 
added to the moji beautiful ^igbi-piece^ 
that can be found in Poeiry, 

The next, you will obfcrvc, is efFe6led 
by the fubftitution of one idea for an- 
other : 

** Now fliine the vaUs,** 

I am difpofed, you know, to depend 
Very much on Homer's accuracy of 
painting, and fliould not therefore he 
cafily induced to give up an image, which 
be has prefented to us, in exchange for 
another, which I can fcarcely perfuade 
mylclf to think equally proper. Whe- 
ther Pope had at any time an opportunity 
of contemplating liich a nignt- fcene at 
Homer delcribes in lb matterly a man- 
ner, with every objcfl belonging to it, I 
<io not know : it will, I believe, be ge- 
nerally allowed by thole who have, that 
be has not exa6^1y taken his views froni 
nature. By moonlight, or rather Itar- 
y%^i as it is in Humeri the vales, tn« 



compafTcd by woods and mountainf, are 
fo tar from fiiining as to be fcarcely 
difcernible. The fummits of the hills, 
and the tops of the trees, with their ex- 
ternal foliage, will be illuminated, and 
appear bright to the eye : while the vales 
below, and the interior parts, are all ob- 
fcure and indilcriminate. 

It does not at once appear, for what 
word in the text Pope lubttiluted the 
word vales j whether for <;x^'^r^at^i ir^tfonq 
ax^3(, or 9a7r»t. It (hould feem as if he 
intended to convey the images reprefented 
by Homer under the terms ^xoirta* and 
w^oMi ctK^tf by the heads of the moun- 
tains, which he has tipped with filver ; 
and the rocks, which he has made to rife 
in profpe^l } and he thought, perhaps, 
that lie had fatisAed all the claims of the 
term vaircn by the yellowrA verdure, which 
be had before (bed oa the dark trees i and 
threw in the vales gratuitouHy, as a 
beautiful addition to the Icene. If this 
be admitted, the improvement will come 
under the fame clafs as that iaft con- 
fidered. 

It is rather whimfical that the inge^ 
nioUs Eflayift, whom I before introduced 
to your aci^uaintance, ami with whorn J 
am glad to find you fo much pleaied, in 
his proictranilation, which he meant no 
doubt for au exail copy of the original, 
has admitted with Pope the interpolated 
va/es J which he has rendered ft ill moi-c 
ftriking by ?he repetition of the numeral 
adje£live every t and by the addition of 
the intenfitive adverb dijUn£ilp Every 
hill, emery valley^ artd every foreft is 
diJiinSiy feen. He drops alio with Pope 
the wcrds repeated by Homer, in order 
to keep alive and entorce mere ftrongly 
the leading idea, which he meant to inw 
pi^f». 

Can we fufpe6l that the ingenious 
Eflayift took his fenie of Homer frcm 
Pope ? a? Pope did his from Ogilby : 

'< Steep mountain cll^s, «d//|M, and tpwert 
•ppear/^ 

Though Madam^ Dacier and our 
Chapman, ftrange as it may (eem, have 
bolh admitted t'ae vales. 

** Et Ton decouvre fans paine les {bm- 
mets des montagnes, les promontoii'ca 
efleves , ct les valUes . * *— D a c I B R .

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You will not, I fufpeft, be very forry 
that we are now come to the c lofe of this 
wonderful defcription : and I am not fure 
but you will call upon me for a con- 
ffderabie portion of admiration, which 
Pope's advocates will claim in his behalf 
from every reader of tafte, for the mag- 
nificent imagery which terminates this, 
beautiful profpeft in the following verfe : 
«< A flood of glory burft* from all the (kies." 

T^is verfe, in fublimity of conception, 
and grandeur of expreflion, lurpallts every 
thing preceding, and will tnerefore i>c 
thought peculiarly >yell foiled to the 
diftinguifbed place, which it here occu- 
pies. I am very far from wifhing to 
lully the luftre breaking forth in this 
admirable line ; but I am not quite fuie 
that I fufticiendy underftand it to com- 
prehend its whole beauty. Whatever of 
meaning it conveys, appears to me too 
general and indiltin6^. The continued 
Socd of glory i* furely little confcnant 
to the idea exprcfled , in the original, 
where the light is broken into innume- 
rable particles, reprelenting the numerous 
fires m the Trojan camp. The bound id's 
aether is opened, and to good purpole j 
thus opened, it difcovers all the ftars. 

Thus this charming pifture is finifhed j 
and now the great Mailer, with cunlum- 
mate (kill, inti-oduces a folitary fpeitacor 
to enjoy its various beauties in fiient 
contemplation. 

By this artful management he gives a 
wonderful pathos to the defcription, aixi 
without feeming to intend it, very pcwer- 
fully affe^s the feelings of his reaJers ; 
who become, equally with the (hcphcrJ, 
intercfted in the fcene. Pope has, I 
think, very much weakened the effe^ by 
multiplying the (hepherds to an indeHnitc 
number, and not confining himlelf to the 
one only whom he found in the original.

A fimilar defcrtion, or rather perverfion 
of the text, equally injurious to the fsM'c 
of his author, has been noticed before in 
more inftances than one. When the 
iWains in general are faid to rejoice ; or, 
as Pope has paiaphrafed the fenrcnce, 

— •* rejoicing in the fight 

** to Eye the blue vault, and bicfs the 
ufcful light i** 

the fwalns muft be fuppofed in general 
to be in the tields, engaged tcgeilier in 
their various enipL ymcnts, as by day ; 
wliercas at this time oi:ly one folitary 
fhepherd is memioiie<J, watclung his 
fleck. Tha*e is an elegant lemark of 
great delicacy on this paflage in a note 
by the French Poet-* before mentioned, 
with which I know you will be much 
plealed, I will therefore tranfcribe it, 
and conclude : — ** La voila bien cette 
douce ieniihilite d'Homere, que je nc 
ceilerai jamais de vanter a Tcgal dc 
toutes ies autres qualites les plus bril- 
liantcs. Le Bcr^ifr So/i:ajr/f c\ii \)tut' 
etre Homere lui-niemc qui, dans le calme 
d'une nuit tranquiile, aura, du haut dc 
quelquc montague, jcui du fpeilaclc cn- 
chanteur de la nature, eclairee par les 
doux rayons de la lune. {^He.

AN ESSAY ON BIOGRAPHY AND EGOTISM IN WRITING.

'X^HERE \% perhaps no kind of com- 
-*• pofition more dcleftabie than Bio- 
craphy, or the writing of the lives of 
iniivii'uals. If well executed, it is a 
faithful mirror of life, and we recognize 



in it our virtues and weaknefies, our 
tempers and affedliors. It is more de- 
lightful than Hifiory, as the Biographer 
can with jjropriety dcictnd to the do- 
meflic habits, the peculiarities, the cha«

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nacriflic traits, of the pcrfon whofc life 
iie dcfcribes 5 which the Hiftorian cannot 
do without a diminution of that dignity 
^ich (hou)d breathe in his narration, 
tJhi is required to fupport his pige. 

Biography has an irrcftlUble charm 
which takes poflViDon of the imagination 
by bringing before it the mott pleafirig 
images- It dcvclopcs the paflions of the 
huiuan heart, comes home to men's bo- 
iojns, exhibits the fellibility of our na- 
ture, and (if I may ufe the cxprcifion) 
reconciles us to ourlelves. 

In Plutarch's Lives we find, to cite 
the words of Heinfius, comfieHUtum eru- 
djticniiy pruJentia ihejautum\ an epi- 
tome of learuing, an<ii a treafury ct pru- 
dence. Plutarch certainly policifcd a n-ce 
diicrimination of chara^ci', and was a 
very fit arbiter of things. His volumes 
are adapted to every Ration of life, and 
every diverfity of age. They deliver 
rules for condu5^,and precepts foraiition j 
they arc not Icfs adapted to inftruft the 
Lcgillator, than to inform the School- 
boy. Plutarch is not dazzled by the 
glare of a£lion, but contemplates his 
characters 'in folitude and retirement. 
He gives us a faithful pi£lure of human 
liature, and as KouCfeau has obfecvcd 
^iih much felicity of exprefTion, be rtf^re- 
fiftts mankind m tbeir nigbt-gowns and 

Suetonius has produced a work of 
Biography, which is not without great 
information. He does not abound with 
tiie deep remarks or the fagacious reaion- 
ing of Tacitus, but the accuracy with 
^hich his fafts arc recorded enables us 
to elt?.bli{h cur reflc6lions upon the balis 
Ci truth. His lives, however, arc prin- 
cipally a recital of luft and debauchery 5 
a piclure of Icenes that diigi-ace and vil- 
Jity nature ; a dcfcription of a6\ions that 
the foul of man recoils at. 

Our own countrymen have given us 
icveraJ biographical works, which will 
afford an inexhaultible fourcc of pk-afure 
and inllru(?tHon. 

It belongs to the Biographer to enliven 
his narrative with well-fele6\cd anecdote, 
and to footh the fancy with the images of 
domeftic life. Johnfon, in his life of 
Milton, not only defcribts the public 
anions, but watches the modes of liuJy, 
the progrefs of the compofitions of that 
fublimc Poet, and views him in his 
habits of domeftic privacy. 

''Being driven from all public ftations 
(fays the Biographer), Milton is yet too 
great not to be traced by curiofity to his 
mirclncnt, where he has been found by

Mr. Richardfon, the fondeft of his ad- 
m\xtx%y fitting before bis door, in a grey 
coat of coarfe ciotb, in warm ftdtry wea- 
ther, to enjoy the frrjb air 5 and fo, as 
wU a: in bis own room, receiving the 
ntifits of ptof'le of dijlmgmjbed parts, as 
Wfil as quaiity. 

** According to another account (con- 
tinues Johnfon) he was feen in a jmalt 
boufe, neatly enough drtffed in black 
clothes, fining in a room hung with rufiy 
green j pale but not cadaverous, with 
chalk -Jiones in bis bands. He faid, that , 
if it were not far the gout, bis blindnefs 
would be tohrable,^'' 

Such minute circumftanccs as thcfe in 
the life ef fo great a man as Milton, arc 
admitted with propriety, as every thing 
that can be told us of him will be liftened 
to with rapture j and I am of the opinion 
of the Profeifor, who once informed his 
pupils that be felt a gratification in 
knowing even that Milton fadened his 
{hoes with latchets. 

Thofe Authors who become their t)wn 
Biographers preient the world with a 
very agreeable performance in the literary 
hilt(iry of their Itudies and compolitions. 
It has been oblcrved that every man*s 
life is of importance to himlelf, and it 
might be added, that if he bai talents 
he may make the d*icription of it both 
pleafingand inltiii^Uve to others. 

What delight do we derive from the 
hillory which RouflTeau, Franklin, Gib- 
bons, and many other men, eminent for 
their intcllcj^hial endowments, have left 
us of themlelves. With what avidit) is 
every^nge read that contains the recital 
of their own aflions. This example of 
fvrlf biography, if I may ufe the ex- 
prefllon» has now been (hewn us by the 
\x\oX diitinguiflied chara^ers of the Rt- 
miblic of Literature} and will, I hope, 
be imitated by the many (hining gcniulcs, 
whj/c produ<^Uon« do k> much honour to 
the prelt^nt age. 

It a Sou they, a Hay ley, a Scot, and 
many others whom I could cite as mea 
whofe conceptions glance from heaven to 
earth, from earth to heaven, were to live 
over their years again, and denial in 
faithful colours the tenour of their lives^ 
what a fource of intellefluab pleafure 
would they open to potterity. 

I fhall now make a traniition to the 
fubjeft of fpcaking of one's felf, or the

kim. 

There are no pafH^es in Paradife Loft 
that enchain the mind more powerfully, 
thsn thofe cxtrinlick ones which relate to 
Wilton himfclf. We never regret being 
Aawn away from the main lubjc6l to 
fcear tlvc Poet bewail hU own fate, he 
A>es it with fucb heart-moving pity ! 
At the beginning of the Third Book be 
deicanta lo pathetically upon his own 
fcUndncfs, that the man who can read it 
withoot cmoticn had better read no more 5 
hi cannot poflefs any acquaintance with 
i^mpathy or feeling. He opens the Book 
with aa addref* to Light, which, after 
Ibme retrofpc^ion^ he ttius beautifully 
addreHes s

In a word, to return to the primary 
fubjeft of my Eflay, there is no vwiting 
more congenial with the general tafte of 
mankind than Biography; and of thofe 
Authors, I will further obferve, whom 
neither hiftcry nor tradition has fupplled 
us with an account of, there is no part 
of their works that will be read with 
fuch eager curioiity as where they indulge 
in Egotifm, and fpeak of themfelvea.

N a termer ktter I fent you fomc Re- 
marks on the Simoniacal Method of 
ebtaining Ecclcfiaiiical Preferments, 
whidi is now lb commonly pra^Slifcd j I 
kavc at prcl'eut a tew obiervations to 
ctl'er on the condurt of thofe Patrons who 
f-U that, which was cntrufted to them to 
vt freely gi'ven^ for the encouragement 
of piety and learning 

The foundation or what I fhall advance 
•n this fubjcfi ia, that a Patron who fells 
the Pi-efentation to a Benefice, fell$ that 
to which he himielf hath no right. I 
do not mean to alfert that be hath not a 
fw-Mtr to feiJ» bccaule, m I hiufie^ in my 



!aft letter, the Courts of Law will defend 
him in fo doing ; but that (however pa* 
radoxical it may found) he hath no kuid 
of rights either reafonable, equitable, or 
I think Ugalt to the thing or property lb 
fold. For what docs the corrupt pur- 
chaser buy ? Is it the duty of reading 
m-ayers, and preaching in a particular 
Chojch, together with that of vifiting 
and relieving the fick, and all the other 
lalioricut omces that attend a confcien- 
tious dilcl^rge of the clerical fun^^ion .' 
— Certainly not: the tithes and other 
emoluments are undoubtedly the only 
objcGs which regulate the price in the 
Cv^hUmpIaiiwA ot bctb bu^ur and feller. 

Ttt 
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To fijcfc emokmentt I repeat (and 
back«l by the authority of Blackftonc I 
am not much atraid of contradiction) 
the Patron himfctf neither bafy nor in any 
poHib^e cafe as patron can liavc, any 
right. 

*' The payment of tithes to tljc Clergy 
i« a praciice ib antient, that the time 
cannot be prccileiy arccitaincd when it 
v^as firft introduced into this country. 
It is probably coaeval with the planting 
ci Chriitianity among the Saxons by 
Ai'gvllin tlic Monk, about the end of thi 
fixrh century. But it is traced with 
certainty as far back as the year 786, 
\"vhcn by a conftitutlonal decree of a 
Synod then held, the payment of tithe's 
is ItrcTJirly cniolned j and by a fuble- 
41iient lawcf King Alfred, anno 900, a 
penalty was added upon the non-ob- 
Icr vance ; which law ot /lUVcd was again 
enforced by King Athelftan, about the 
year ^30. Every man therefore was, by 
the law of the land, bound to pay tithes 
to the Clergy at that time v though, be- 
fore the divifion of paridies, he might 
pay them to what Prielt he pleaied, which 
was called arbilrarv confiiratton. But 
after diocefes were divided into parifhes> 
the tithe of each parifli was allotted to 
its particular Miniftcr. This divifion 
of pariihes, and even of mother-ch\irchei, 
is exprefsly mentioned in a law ot King 
£dgar, anno 970 : dentur omnes decivncy 
pTimaria eccLJia ad quam ^arcubia pei- 
//W/."— Black STO N E. 

The right of the Clergy thercfcrc to 
tithct--I mean tlie right they can claim 
bf human laws, is, I prefuine, prior to 
the right which any man at this day hath 
to his eitate« The property of every 
cftate, in all probability, hath been often 
changed fince the /irft, or indeed the laft, 
of thcfc periods. Now every man that 
purchafcth an cftatc fubjcil to tithes, as 
every man muft that hath purchafcd land 
(not exempt) fincc the year 786, takes 
it fubjcft to that incumbrance, and pays 
Ui much the lefs for it on that account \ 
as, on the other hand, he that purchaleth 
land which more modern laws (with what 
reafon I fliall not now enquire) have 
exempted from tithes, pays io much the 
more for it, for a fimilar rcalbn. So 
iikewtfc, every farmer who rents land 
fubjeft to tithes, pays fo much the lefs 
rent, for it on that account j and if he 
rent land which is tithe- free, he pays the 
landlord as much additional rent for it as 
the tithe is worth. Tlicfe principles ad^

raitted will lead to an tsndenlable in- 
ference, which is, that by tlxc payment 
of tithes, no layman, whether landlord <x 
Unant, contributes any thing, out 9f bu 
01V n frof^r4yy towaids the maintenance 
of the Clergy j but they are maintained 
principaily, though not entirely, by tljjt 
quit- rent which God hath reserved out c€ 
ail lands almoit from the creation, and 
which hath been recognifed and cftaV- 
liflied by the munic»i)al laws of" Lhjs 
kingdom for more than a thouland y€»f s. 
If this be the cafe, no layman can ftici* 
the failitelt^*fhadow of right to titl>«, 
•thole inftancVs pcrhaos excepted, in whlcli 
tlie unguided zeal of Reformation plactjdi 
tlicm in lay hands, at the ditlblation of 
ti»e Abbeys in the time of King Henry 
the Eighth ; and, of con&quence, the 
Patron who Iclls a Prefcntation to a Be- 
ref ce, which is the right only of Uk 
Clergy, fells that which, both by law 
and reafon, belongs not to faiin. The 
right to tithes belonj^s to the Clergy ifi 
general ; the right of patrom^ w only 
to determine what particular Clerk (hail 
enjoy fuch a particular portion of them. 
" If the Patron fhould take poflTefliion of 
the church, chui'ch-yard, glebe, or tithe, 
be intrudes on another man''i property; 
for to theie the Parfon hath am exclufive 
right." But where this pra6lice of 
felling prefentations prevails, the Patron 
evidently lakes the emolument of th« 
tithes to himlelf } the Clerk is only his 
tenant or lelTee, jull as if he had purchaied 
a (ingle liie on lb much /^n//^or^/ elfate. 

That this pra6\ice is contrary to rea- 
fon is, I fuppofe, fuiKciently evident j— 
how far it is confonant to inc j>ri»iifrln 
of law, the following particulars may 
affitt us to determine: Simcny is not 
punidiable in a criminal way at the com- 
mon law } it being thought fuUiclent to 
leave the Clerk to edl /iajiuai cenfures. 
But as thefe did not aHeit the Simoniacal 
Patron, nor were eHicacious enough to 
repel the notorious jvaflice of the thing, 
divers A6l8 of Parliament have bcea 
made to reftrain it by civil forfeitures, 
which the modem prevailing ulage with 
regard to fpiritual -preferments, as Black* 
ftone with juft imlignatlon observes, call 
aloud to be put in execution. 

By the Itatute 31. Eliz. ch. 6. it is, 
for avoiding of Simony, ena^ed, «« That 
if any Patn.n, for money, or any ether 
corrupt confulejation or promifc, directly 
or indire6lly given, (hall prefcnt any 
perfcn to an eQclefiailical Dciiciicc, both 

Che 
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the giver and laker (hall forfeit two 
years value of fuch Benefice, one moiety 
to the King, and the other to any one 
that will lue for the fame ; and fuch 
pix;fcntation (hall be void, and the Pre- 
lentce be rendered incapable for ever of 
enjoying the fame Benefice, and the 
Crown fliall preltnt to it/r<? bac'vice.^'' 
And by a fubfequent Itatute, 12. Ann, 
ft. 2. en. 12. *<If any perfon, for money 
or profit, fliall procure m his own name, 
or the name of any other, the next pre- 
fentation to any Hving ecclefiaAical, and 
fliall be prcfented thereupon, it is de- 
clared to be a Simoniacal contra£l, and 
the party is fubjefled to all the eccle- 
(iaftical penalties of Simony ; is difabled 
from holding the Benefice ; and the prc- 
fentation devolves to the Crown.*' 

So that by the 31. Eliz. both the cor- 
rupt Giver and the corrupt Taker forfeit 
each two years value of the Benefice ; 
the Giver's Prefcntee is for ever excluded 
Irom enjoying that Benefice, and the 
Taker lofes nis prefentaiion for that 
turn. And by 12. Anne, if a Clerh 
purchafe ^a next prefentation (in waofe 
name the purcbaie is made it fignifies 
not), and be thereupon prcfented at any 
iuture time, it is Simony by the letter 
of the law, as well as by they^/V// of it j 
and though he may perhaps contjive to 
avoid the ccclcfiaftical penalties of Si- 
mony, I doubt he muft Itill carry about 
him the guilt of wilful and corrupt per- 
jury. 

rhefe laws then feem fufficiently clear 
and exprefs 5 but a fubterfuge hath been 
invented to evade the force of the latter 
of them. A Clerk purchafes an advow- 
fon^ and fells it again, refer ving the next 
prefentation 5 or perhaps waits for a va- 
cancy, and is inlHtuted before he fells 
the advowfon. I call this by the dif- 
graceful name of fubterfuge, becaufe 
every man who does it mull be confcious 
that the next prefentation was the ex- 
prefs objeft of hft purchafe j and with 
that confcioufnefs, whoever can abfolve 
himfelf from dire^ and palpable perjui v, 
I hold to be not meanly qualified for the 
office of Commentator on a new Edition 
of the Jefuit's Morals. 



But I am inadvertently recurring to 
the fubje6l of my former letter ; let me, 
ifeturn to the Simoniacal Patron. To 
make pecuniary advantage of that which 
is the exclu five right of another^ is lucb 
manifeft injultice that one may wrcll 
wonder that men of libei-al fentiment* in 
other points (liould not be artiamed of it. 
But fay they, we take no oaths againft 
Simony, let the Parfons look to that, 
whilft we pocket the money. To this I 
have one reply to make : *valeat qtianfum, 
'valfre tUhct, The Patron is a prin- 
cipal in the fuppofed tranfa6lion j a 
tran faction which could not poffibly have 
exiiled without his being a party in it ; 
a tranfu61ion which he is fully aware 
muft inevitably caufe another |>crfan to 
incirt" the guilt of perjury ! IIow far a 
Patron, under thefe circumftances, is a 
partaker cf his clerical aflbciate's guilt, 
IS a queflion that furely merits Ibinc 
confideiation, and I leave it for the con- 
fcicnce of every ferious perfon to refolve 
it for himfelf. 

A remedy adequate to the evil here 
complained of is a thing much to be 
defired ; and until a better is fucrgt'fted, 
I fubmit the following to the judgment 
of your readers: — By the penalties laid 
on the corrupt Patron, as well as oji the 
Simoniacal Clerk, in the (totute* a!rove- 
mentioned, I think it clearly appears to 
be the intention of tiie law, that Be- 
nefices fliould not be bought or fold u^on 
any occafion 'wbaiever. If I am wrong 
in this interpretation, feme oH your 
Correfpondents will doubtlefs have the 
goodncfs to fet me rignt. On the fup. 
pcfition that my interpretation cf thelc 
Itatutes is right, and finding by expe- 
rience that the penalties are inlufF.cient 
for the purpofc intended, I humbly pro- 
pofe that the Legiflature fliouId amend 
the law, and cnail, That as an oath 
againft having grjrn any Simoniacal 
confideration precedes the Clerk's infti- 
tution, fo one againft having recri-ved 
any, fliall follow the Patron's prefenta- 
tion.

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ACCOUNT 

OF 

JOHN WILKES, ESQi^ 



THIS Gentleman» at one period of 
his life, obtained a very oangerous 
influence over the minds of the people 5 
his name was lufficient to blow up the 
flames of .Icditian, and «xcite the lower 
orders of the community to afls of vio- 
lence againft his opponents in a manner 
ibmetbing allied to madnefs. After 
great viciflitudes of fortune he found 
himfelf^ placed in a ftate of independance 
and affluence ; gradually declined from 
the popularity he had acquired* axnl at 
laft terminated a turbulent .life in a ftate 
of negleded quiet. Reviewing the pre- 
fent ftate of the country, and comparing 
it with that in which he began his 
exertions, though fome advantages, may 
be placed to his account, we helitate in 
giving hfan credit for thole beneficial 
conlisq^ences which his admirers are apt 
to afcribe to him. We believe he was 
a patriot chiefly from accident, a fuc- 
celsful one it muft be owned, but not 
originating in principle. 

He was bom the iStK of Goober 
17*7 •« his father was a diftiller, who 
had raifed himfelf from a low fltuation 
to aflHuence by his bufinefs, which he 
carried on in the neighbourhood of St. 
John Street, near the Iflington Road, 
where this his eldeft fon flrft drew his 
breath. Mr. Wilkes the elder was a 
churchman, but Mrs. Wilkes a diflenter $ 
and the perfon employed about the edu- 
cation of their fon«was a Pre(byterian 
divine. His early connexions were there- 
fore amonffft the diflenters, and thefe 
wexe in iome meafure confirmed b/^n 
early marriage, before the yeai* 1750, 
with Miis Me»de, a lady who with her 
family held the fame religious tenets. 
This union was not a happy one : after 
the birth of one daughter, a lady ft ill 
living, both parties by confent agreed to 
live leparate, and a re-union never took 
place. It is neediefs to enquire into the 
« caufe of domeftic difcontent. Something 
in cafes of this kind is generally to be 
blamed on each fide. A zealous defender 
•f Mr. Wilkes (if not Mr. Wilkes him- 



felf), in anfwcr to an inquiry on this 
fubjeft during the Mid^lclex Ele^ion, 
thus defends him : — ** I now will takt 
an opportunity of faying a word or two 
of Mr. JWilkes's wife. I have heard 
fome of his friends remark that' flle it 
perhaps the woman in the world the moft 
unflt for him, and tAe only one to whom 
he would not have been even an uxorious 
hulband, for he loves a domeftic life} 
but 

Sic vifum venert, cui placet Imp al es 
Formas atque animos fiib jagaahenia 
Swo roittere cum jooo 

She was certainly a lai^ fortune, but 
unhappily half as old aeain as Mr« 
Wilkes, when he married her. I have 
often dined with them together in town 
and country. He was admired as an 
extremely civil and compiaiiant huflTand, 
rather cc^d, but exactly well-bred, and 
fet an example of polite and obliging^ 
behaviour in his family, which manv of 
thofe who Hnd fault with hhn woula do 
^ell to imitate. Her reputation is un- 
ipotted, and flie ftill poflefles Mr* 
Wilkes's efteem, thoueh I believe no 
mat fliare of his tendemefs.** Thia 
lady died the 4th of April 1784, and 
the newfpapers of the day faid that a 
conciliatory interview had taken place 
between her and her hufband a fliort time 
before her death. Mrs. Meade her mother 
died the 14th of January I769. 

Before Mr. Wilkes's marriage he had 
travelled abroad with great advantage, 
and in the courfe of his travels became 
intimate with the celejai-atcd Andrew 
Baxter, ** whole admirable, metaphyfws, 
cftabliftied on the phyfics of Newton, 
neg1e61ed as they ai*e, will (fays War-., 
burton) be deemed as great a diflionour 
to the wifdom of this age, as the neglefl: 
of Milton's poetry was to the wit of the 
paft." With this author he eftabliflied 
a friendfliip which lafted during \Ir. 
Baxter's liief, and on the publicatioa 
of the Appendix to the Enquiry into 
the Nature of the Human oouU was

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honoured with the following DtdU 
cation : 

"SIR, . 

*' The fubjeft of our converfation in 
the Capuchin's Garden at* Spa, in the 
fummerof 1745, Hes ftill by mc. in the 
dreff it was put in. I have not leifure 
^ prcient to prepare it for the public 
view,' In the interim I fend you the 
following iheets as a token of mv fuicere 
refpeft. It is a pleafure to think on the 
time we fpent fo agreeably together* 
"I am, &c." 

After Mr. Wilkes's marriage he fet- 
tled at Ayleibury, and cultivated letters 
and agreeable fociety for feverai years 
with iktle attention to oeconomy, if not 
with A total diiregard to it. He feems at 
this period to have had no intention of 
makmg himfelf confpicuous in public 
Iife» and probably, had he not embar- 
raAed his circuinftances, might have 
pafled through the world known only to, 
and admirra by, a private circle of 
Iriends. His manners were elegant, his 
liofpitality engaging, and his converfation 
inftruAive and entertaining. By his 
neighbours he was much elleemed, and 
by hi« friends beloved ^ and with the 
nobility and gentry of the county he 
lived on terms of intimacy and equality. 
He had arrived nearly at the age of 
twenty.feven before he made a fingle 
effort to emerge from the fituation of a 
private gentleman. At length the Ge* 
iieral Election in the year 1754 prompted 
Ikim to become a candidate for a feat in 



the Houfe of Commons, and he actottU 
ingly offered himfelf for the borough of 
Berwick*. On this occafion he made 
the following fpeech at the Guild to the 
£le6^ors on the 1 6th of April, which it 
believed to be his firft political pro- 
du6^ion, and on that account delerving 
to be preferved s 

<< Gentlemen^ 
** I beg your leaye to oflfer myfelf a 
candidate to reprefent you in PariiameDt | 
I came here with the utmoft pleafure ta 
make you a tender of my fervices> from 
the auurancet I had received^ of your 
fteady attachment to the caufe of Hboty. 
I early embarked in ^he fame generous 
caufe, and have always had it neareft to^ 
my heart. I am thoroughly fenfible of 
the excellence of the conftitution of thit 
happy country, and my utmoft efforts 
(hall be exerted for the prefervation of 
it. In this and everv other cafe I hope 
to be your faithful Keprefentaitive ; and 
while I am delivering your icntimentt, 
and difchareine my duty to my ConftU 
tuents, I ffiall have the falisnt^ion of 
ferving a caufe I have ever valued heyotid 
every thing. If I am fo happy as ta 
fucceed, I aflure you, Gentlemen, I fliall 
ever be watchful over the interefts of this 
Nation in general $ but the good of this 
Corporation (hall have mv particular at- 
tention. It Ihall always be my favourite 
ihidy. My warmeft endeavours fliall be 
employed tor you, and I fliall efteem my« 
ie't happy in every opportuAity of doing 
you a real fervice. Gentlemen, I come

He was not fuccefsful in the conteft $ 
the numbers at the dole of the poll being 
for Thomas Watfon, 374 5 John Dc- 
Javal, 307 5 and John Wilkes, 191. 

The publication of Tohnfon*s Di6lio- 
iiaij the next year (1755) gave Mr. 
MTilkes an opportunity of amuung a few 
cf his friends at the cxpence of our 
learned Lexicographer, who had aflerted 
in the Grammar of the English Tongue, 
prefixed to that workj that « H feldom. 



perhaps never, begins any but the firft 
lyliable.** His opponent, with fome 
plcafantry, produced a few icore inftances 
to prove that the remark was unfounded. 
It began, ** The Author of this obfer*. 
vation muft be a man of quick appre^ 
bemfion^ and of a moft compre-beiyive 
genius,** &c. We fliould be ^lad to 
print the whole of this jeu etejpritff if 
any of our correfpondents woukl favour 
us with a copy. 

At this period a feries of diflSpation 
had much deranged Mr. Wilkes s af^ 
fairs, but his extravagance flill con* 
tinned. On the railing the militia in

The Author of the beautiful poem of 

* The Dying Kegro,' was at the Bar, 
and pra6^ifed chiefly in the Court of 
Chancery and at the Rolls, in each of 
which Courts he had received compli- 
ments from thofe who prefided thei-c for 
fome fagacity which he had ftiewn ia 
fome of the caufes in which he had been 
engaged. He likewife went the Home 
Circuit, and by his knowledge in a par- 
ticular point of criminal law faved the 
life of a culprit, as the Judge aflured 
him*. 

Diflatisfied with the fuccefs of a cele- 
brated dramatic writer of our times, he 
turned fome of the lines from a tragedy 
of his into Latin verfe, and pretended 
that the Author had borrowed his lino* 
from them. The Author erroncoufly 
accufed a Gentleman of great critical 
acumen of the trick, and became ex« 
tremely angry. 

In that exquifite piece of humour, 

* The Hiftory of Joel Collier,' he had 
fome hand. He confefl*ed to a friend of 
his, that the MS. was fent to him out 
of the country, the compofition of more 
perfons than one, and that he revifed the 
flieets, and occafionally added fomething 
to it. 

He very often wrote on political fub* 
jefts and others, in the Public Advcrtifer, » 
under diflercnt fignatures. ~ He took a 
very aftive part in the defence of the late 
Sir John Fielding's charafter, when he 
was attacked for naving very humanely 
and very wifely endeavoured to prevent 
the reprefentation of that dangerous 
performance « The Beggars Opera.' Sir 
John Fielding fent for Mr. Bicknell» 
thanked him very much for the kindnefa 
h^ had done him, and in the ftron^eit 
manner afliired him of the conftant in- 
tegrity of his charafter as a Magiftrate, 
and of the purity of his intentions, and 
the cleannels of his hands, requefting 
him tP examine the books of his office

Mr. Bicknell was an elegant writer in 
proi'e and verfe. His < Familiar Let- 
ters,' by their eafe and fprightlinefs, were 
models of epiftolary writing. 



SIR GEORGE STAUIfTON, BART* 

This benevoUnt and acute Baronet 
had the honour and happineis to prevent 
the effuiion of human blood in the £a(( 
Indies, in the year 1781, The Peace 
bad been ftgned between England and 
France at Paris in that year, of which 
the French Commander in the Indies 
either was or aiFe£ted to be ignorant. 
Sir George, however, with that power 
of addrew, coolnefs of temper, and j>cr- 
fuafive eloquence which he lb eminently 
poflTeiTcs, prevailed upon the French 
Commander, M. de SufFrcin, to forego 
thofe advantages which his peculiar fitu» 
ation had aiForded him againit the Eng- 
lifli, and to poftpone till another oppor-

Grilli, Doge of Venice at 
the time, faid on the occafion, " The 
city of Cambray is the purgatory of the 
Venetbns j it has made the Allies fuffcr 
for the error they committed in leaguing 
together." 

CARDINAL FLEURT.

a final! dofe of the elixir of St. Pierre*e 
project for a perpetual peace : *< Yet,'* 
faid he, « after all, I fear I muft firft be 
obliged to fend amongft them a miflioiL- 
ary, who fliall be able to dilpofe their 
inclinations to make ufe of the Abbess 
remedy f-'' 



OBSERVATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS ON THE NATURE AND 
FORMATION OF VEGETABLE EARTH, OR SOIL. 



BY MR. SMITH* 



By Vegetable Soil we mean that which 
forms a covering to moll parts of 
the Globe, and in which all vegetables 
jrow, multiply, and are nouriflicd x it is 
itfelf totally formed of decayed animal 
auid vegetable fubftances ; it is of dif- 
ferent colours in different places, ac- 
cordrag to the different Aibftances which 
have grown and decayed upon it. When 
it i« pure it is capable of being burnt, 
uid in Scotland it is the fuel moft gene- 
rally uied, and goes under the name of 
Peat, It is of different depths in dif- 
ferent places, from one inch to between 
twenty and thirty feet. When examined 
minutely, we find it coropofed of fmall 



pieces of decayed vegetables ; and eve* 
Pitcoal itfelf appears to be formed hf 
vegetable matter, decompof^ under par- 
ticular circumftance$. On examining 
fome pieces of Coal, we often perceive 
the appearance of ligneous particles | 
but the true procefs through which tlie 
wood muft have gone before it afliinied 
this foflil (hape, we cannot determine* 
We find Oak, which has long been 
buried under ground, affume the hardnefe 
of Coal ; this is often dug out of the 
moffes in Scotland, where it goes by the 
name of Black Oak. I have feen fome 
of thofe Oak-ftakes which were found 
in laying the foundation of a bridge

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ever the Thamet , and wh!ch are faid to 
|iavc been drove in there by Julius 
Caefar, to have aiTumed the brittlenefs 
and hardnef$ of Coal. The quick in- 
crcafe of vegetable earth is furprifine in 
aany places j particularly near Dumrries 
there it a place called Lochermol's, which 
evidently appears to have been an arm 
of the rea> from boats and anchors having 
lieen dug up there by the common 
|»cople. Coins have likewife been found 
in It, twenty or thirty feet below the 
iurface of the vegetable foil 5 forae of 
ivhich denote the &ys of Aericola* The 
bottom of this Mofs is totally compofed 
•f fea fand : I have feen large Oak and 
Pine trees dug out of it in a high ftate 
of prefervation, and had the appearance 
.of wood newly cut 5 but the Pine feemed 
to contain more rofm than the Pine which 
grows in our climate, and fpliilters of it 
are ufed by the common people as 
torches : nuts are likewife found in theie 
l^ofles in a high ftate of prefervation. 
It is a curious faft that in whatever 
part of theft mooriih erounds, provided 
that the furfece be dry, we lay down 
limeitone or other calcareous earth, the 
common produ£lion» which is heath, will 
be deftroyed, and white chver fpring up- 
ia its place, although there was not a 
grain of white clover within many miiet 
of the fpot. The knowledge of this 
might be a valuable acquirement to 
phflofophers, who n^aintain the theory 
of the fpontaneous generation of vege- 
tables and animalculse. The fa6l is fo 
well known in this country, that the 
farmer has onlv to lime his land, and it 
|nroduces abundance of this plant, which 
IS an excellent pafture for his cattle. I 
will now attempt to prove by Experi- 
ment, that both vegetables and animals 
add to the foil, inftead of diminifliing it'; 
or that the vegetable mould affords Tittle 
more than a vehicle to the pabulum or 
feed of plants ; as I (hall endeavour to 
prove that Nature, by a certain regular 
procefs, is capable of turning both Air 
and Water into Earth, and therebv muft • 
increafe the magnitude of our GloLe. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 

I expofed a quantity of Earth or Soil 
in a furnace, where I kept it in a red 
heat for nearly twelve hours. I took it 
cut and weighed it, I found it to be 
fourteen pounds and a half. I put it 
into a large garden pot, and having fuf- 
ficicntly watered it for vegetation, I 
nlanted in it three tree MaUows : the 
Wallows in all, when planted, weighed 



twenty- two grains. I kept them there 
for four months in the fummer (cafoDy 
during which time they grew and flou- 
rished J at the end of which period I took 
them up and dried them caj-efully. On 
weighing them I found tliem to be above 
one pound and a half. I took the Earth 
which was in the pot, and kept it twelve 
hours in a furnace as before, and on 
weighing it I found it had only loft ome 
quarter of an ounce, which might be loft 
in making the Experiment. By this we 
fee that the Earth muft have gained 
confiderably in its weight during this 
fhort period. From this we fee that 
Plants arc able to convert Water into 
Vegetable Earth. Since I made this 
Experiment I find that it was made by 
Hales on a Willow, which increafed in 
five years io much as to vNreigh fifty 
pounds, without the diminution of the 
Earth in which it grew. We are led to 
conje^ure, from the Experiment, that 
moft of the Vegetable Earth of this 
Globe is, by the powers of vegetation, 
formed fVom Air, Water, and Light, 
and we find the increafe to be very great. 
The next queftion that occurred to me 
was, whether Vegetables had the power 
of converting Water into Earth, or 
whether or not the Water only afted as 
a ftimulus to the Plants, fo as to caufe 
an increafe of their p^ts, without being 
of itfelf much diminifhed in proportion 
to the increafe of the Plant, in the fame 
manner as an acid ftimulates the mouth 
to fecrete faliva, without any part of the 
acid entering into the compofition of the 
faliva : but that Water is diminifhtd by 
the growth of Plants, appears probable j 
for when a Plant has abforbed water, it 
attracts the hydrogene from it, which 
forms their inflammable principle, and 
throws off the oxigene, and in this mod* 
they purify the air. As the animal and 
what is called the vegetable life is the 
fame in their manner of increafe and 

frowth, I was led to make the following 
Experiment to inveftigate the fubjeft. 

EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 
I took two pieces of mufcular flefh of 
equal weight and nearly of the lame 
fhape, that when evaporation took place 
they might have equal furfaces expofed 
to the air. I then fixed them to a piece 
of wood, which I took care to balance 
juftly. On one piece of the mufcular 
flcfli T put a number of the eggs of the 
common flefh-fly. During the fpace of 
three days the meat kept an equilibrium \ 
but OA the fourth, tht ons on which I 

put 
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put the eggs pfeponderftted very con- 
siderably ; on the nfth more, and more, 
during the increafe of the maggots, and 
till ail the flefli was deftfoyed, which was 
in about eight or nine days. This (hews 
that animals poflfefs a power of attra^ing 
fomcthing from the air, and that they 
tncreafe, or give more to the earth, than 
they take away from it ) that is, they 
convert fome fpecies of air, perhaps 
a»otic, into a folid earthy fubftance. 
On colle^ing and weighing the maggots, 
their weight amounted to as much as the 
^eA meat on which they lived, while on 
the other hand, the piece of meat on 
which no eggs were placed had lott one 

Quarter of its weight by evaporation, or 
ecompofition by incipient putrefaction 
takinz place. By tnefe Experiments 
it evidently appeal's that animals as well 
as plants draw fomething from the air, 
which by fome unknown power they 
tonvert into a folid mafs ; and that not 
above one half of the water which they 
abforb is converted into a vegetable or 
animal fubftance *, but that the water 
operates as a ftimulus, exciting their or- 
ganized particles into aftion. This was 
«ridentiy the cafe in the latt Experiment, 
for the maggots were three days in hatch- 
ing, during which time a conliderable 
evaporation took place from the furface 
of the meat J yet notwithftanding this, 
they were found equal in weight to the 
original fubHance on which they had been 



fed. It therefore appears, that water 
and heat are the principal agents in na- 
ture in growth, generation, and multi- 
plication, botli of tJie animal and vege- 
table kingdoms. A curious inftancc of 
this occurs In a boy who was fweated 
down for a horfe race : the night before 
the race he was weighed, after which 
they gave him a bifcuit and a fmall glai's 
of wine j but to their great allonifhmcnt, 
wheji he was weighed in the raoming, 
they found he had gained half a ftone in 
weight ; Did not this wine and bilicult 
aft as a ftimulus in exciting that parti- 
cular aftion, which was the caufe of the 
ablbrption of fomething from the air ? 
People are known to grow fat upon 
nothing but ftrong btcr ; the coal- 
heavers about London are a good example 
of this, thc*y are generally rcbull, and 
few of them are great eaters, generally 
living upon porter: Is not this to be 
aftigned to the cffe6l of its Simulating 
quality, as in the former cafe ? From 
the above it appears that animals and 
vegetables have a power of creating and 
increafing earth, and that they add everv 
year a ftrala of earth to our globe, both 
calcareous, argillaceous, and vegetable. 
And it is a probable conje6iure, that tlie 
fame power which at prefcnt increa(cs it, 
is the power by which it was firft formed^ 
that is, the principle of Life I

CHARACTER OF RUBENS, 

BY THE' LATE SIR JOSHUA REYNOLDS. 
(taken from his works, lately PUBLISHEt) BY MR. MALONE.] 



'T^HE works of Mien of Genius alone, 
-*• where great faults are united with 
great beauties, afford proper matter for 
critic ifm. Genius it always eccentric, 
bold, and daring ; which, at the fame 
time that it commands attention, is lure 
to prove ke criticifm. It is the regular, 
cold, and timid compofer who elcapes 
cenliire, and delerves no praife. 

The elevated lituation on whicli Ru- 
bens ftands in the eftecm of the world, 
is alone a fufficient reafon fur Ibme exa- 
mination of his prctenfions. 

His fame is extended over a great part 
of the Continent, without a rival ; and 
it may be juftly faid, that he has en- 
riched his Country, not in a figurative 
fcnft only, by the great examples of Art

which he left, but by what fome would 
think a more folid advantage, the wealth 
arifmg tiom the coi^courfc of ftrangers 
whom his wt»rk$ continually invite to 
Antwei'p, which would othcrwifc have 
little to reward the vifit of a Con- ^ 
noifteur. 

To the City of Duefeldorp he has been 
an equal bcneta6>or. The Gallery of that 
City is confidered as containing one of 
the grtateft Colleftion of Pit5lures in tlie 
World 5 but if the works of Rubens 
were taken from it, I will venture to 
affcrt, that this great Rejjofitory would 
be rcduce<l to at Icail half its value. 

To extend his glory III 1 1 farther, he 
gives to Paris one of its moft ftrikiug 
features, the Luxcniboiu-g Gallery j and 

S if 
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if to thefe we add the many Towns, 
Churches, and private Cabinets, where 
a fingle Pifture of Rubens confers emi- 
nence, we cannot htfitate to place him 
in the firft rank of illuftrions Painters. 

Though I ft ill entertain the fame 
general opinion both in regard to his 
cxcellt^ncies and his clefefls, yet having 
now leen his greattft compofiticns, where 
he had more means of difplaying thole 
parts of his art in which he particularly 
e::ctlled, my eltimaticn of his genius is 
«f courfe railed. It is only in large 
compofiticns that his powers fcem to 
have rocm to expancl thcmfelves. They 
really incrcafe in propc rtion to the fize 
of the canvas on which they are to be 
difplayed. His f^iperiority is not {t^n 
in ealel pitlures, ncr even in detached 
parts oi his greater works, which are 
feldcm eminently beautiful. It dees not 
lie in an attitude, or in any peculiar 
exprefTion, but in the genei'al cfie«5l — in 
the genius which pervades and illumi- 
nates the whcle. 

I remember to have obfervcd, in a 
Pi«51iire of Diatreci, which 1 law in a 
private Cabinet at Brufltls, tlie contrary 
cfFcO. In that performance there ap- 
J)e3red to be a total ah fence of this ptr- 
T'liding genius j though every individual 
fissure was cone^ly drawn, and to the 
action of each as careful an attention 
was paid, as if it were a fet Academy 
figure. Here feemtd to be nothing left 
to chance j all the nymphs (the fubjeft 
was the Bath of Diana) were what the 
ladies call in attitudes ^ yet, without 
being able to cenfurc it for incorrcflnefs, 
or any other defeat, I thought it one of 
the coldell and mcft iniipid Pi6lure$ I 
ever beheld. 

The works of Rubens have that pe- 
culiar property always attendant on Ge- 
nius, to attra£l attention, and enforce 
admiration, in fpitc of all their faults. 
It is owing to this fafcinating power, 
that the performances of thole Painters 
with which he is furrounded, though 
they have perhaps fewer <lefe6ls, yet ap- 
pear ipiritlefs, tame, and inlipid j (uch 
as the altar-pieces of Ciayer, Schutz, 
Segers, Heyfcns, Tyfens, Van Bulen, 
and the rell. They arc done by men 
whofc hands, and mdeed all their fa- 
culties, appear to have been cramped and 
confined ; and it is evident, that every 
.thing they did was the cffcfl of great 
labour anil pains. The produ8ions of 
Rubtns, on the contrary, feem to flow 
vith a freedom and prodigality, as if 
tli^ coft him nothing j and to the ge- 



neral animation of the compodtion, thefr 
is always a correfpondcnt fpirit in the 
execution of the work. The ft liking 
brilliancy of his colours^ and their lively 
oppofition to each other, the fiowing 
liberty and freedom of his oatline, tbc 
animated pencil with which ever^' obJti5t 
is'toucheti, all contribute to awaken 3i>J 
keep alive the attention of the fpeciatcr ; 
awaken in him, in fomc mealure, cor- 
refpondcnt fenfations, and make him let! 
a degree of that enthufialrn with which 
the Painter was carried away. To this 
we may add the complete uniformity in 
all the parts of the work, fo that th« 
whole feems to be condu«?ied, and grow 
cut of one mind j ev«ry thing is of a 
piece, and fits its plate. Even his taltc 
of drawii^g, and of fcrm, appears to 
correfpond better with his colouring and 
compoiition, than if he had adopted any 
other manner, tUoUgh that manner, fim- 
ply conUdcred, might be better : it is 
here as in perfonal aitra(5lions ; there i* 
ftcqueutly iound a certain agreement and 
cojrefpandence in the whole together, 
which is often more captivating than 
mere resjular bcanty. 

Rubens appears to have had that con- 
fidence in hinifelf, which it is neceflary 
for every Art ilt to aftume, when he ha» 
finifhed his ftudies, and may venture in 
fomc meafure to throw ahdc the fetters 
of authority ; to confider the rules as 
fubjeft to his controul, and not himle)f 
fubje^l to the rules j to rifk and to dare 
extraordinary attempts with.-ut a guide, 
abandoning himielf to his o^vn fenfations, 
and depending •upon then*. To this con- 
fidence muft be imputed that originality 
of manr.erby which lie may be truly laid 
to have extended the limits of the art.— 
After Rubens had maile u]> his manner, 
he never looked out oi himfelf for aiTili- 
ance : there is confcquently very little 
in bis works that appears to be taken 
from other Matters, if he has borrowed 
any thing, he has had the addrefs to 
change and adapt it fo well to the reft of 
his wcik, that the theft is not diU 
coveraMc*. 

Befide the exccll^^ncy of Rubens in 
thelc general powers, he poflefiedthe true 
art of imitating. — He law the obje^Ss of 
Nature with a Painter's eye j he faw at 
cnce the predominant katme by which 
every objeil is known and diftinguiftied ; 
and as fbon as leen, it was executed with 
a hcility that 'is aftoniftiing : and let me 
add, this facility is to a Painter, when 
he clofcly examines a pi«Sture, a fourcc of 
great pitaivuc. — How (ai* this excellence 
4 »5iy

may l>c perccWec! or felt by thofe who 
arc not P.iinters, I know not : to them 
certainly it is not enough that objects 
be truly reprefented ; they mult rikcwifc 
be reprclcrtcd with grace j which means 
here, that the work, is clone with facility, 
and without effort. Rubens was, per- 
haps, the grcatell Mafter in the mecha- 
nical part of the Art, the bell workman 
with his tools that ever exercikd a 
pencil. 

This part of the Art, though it does 
not hold a rank with the pcwers of in- 
vention, of giving charaoler und ex- 
prcifion, has yet in it what may be called 
genius. It is certainly fomcthing that 
•cannot be taught by words, though it 
«nay be learned by a trequent examination 
of thofe pictures which poffcls this ex- 
•cellence. — It is felt by vyy fevv Painters, 
and it is as rare at this tnne among the 
living Painters, as any of the higher ex- 
cellencies of the Alt. 

This power, which Rubens polTefled 
in the aigheH degree, enabled him to 
reprcfcnt whatever he undertook betxer 
than any other Painter. — His animals, 
panic idarly lions and horfcs, aic fo ad- 
mirable, that it may be faid they were 
never properly reprefented but by him. 
His Portraits rank with the bcft works 
of the Painters who have made thai- 
branch of the Art the folc bufinels of 
their lives j and' vf thofe he has left a 
great vaiicty of fpecimens. The fame 
may be faid of his laodfcapes j and 
th(;ugh Claude Lorrain finilhed more 
minutely, as becomes a Profelfor in ^ny 
particular branch, yet there is fuch an 
airinefs and facility in the landfcapes of 
Jlubens, that a Painter would as foon 
wi(h to be the author of them, as thoic 
of Claude, or any other Artiii whatevci*. 
The Pifturcs of Rubens have this 
effeft on the fpe6\ator, that he feels him- 
fclf in no wife dilpofed to pick out and 
"dwell on his detcdls. The criticifnas 
v/hich are made on him are, indeed, oftca 
tmrealbnable. His Ityle ought no more 
to be blamed for not having the fub- 
limity of Michael Angelo, than Ovid 
fliould be cenfurcd becaule he is not like 
Virgil. 

However, it muil be acknowledged 
that he wanted many excellencies, which 
would have perfeflly united with his ftyie. 
Among thole we may reckon beauty in 
his female chara-^Urs : lomctimirs indeed 
they make approaches t j it j they are 
healthy and comely women, but Icidoiu, 
if ever, poflcfs any d^grvc of ek-^ancc ; 



the fame may be faid of his young men 
and children : his c!d men have that Lnt 
of dignity v/hich a buiUy btard will con- 
fer J but he never p./licl!td a poetical 
conception of character. In hi* repre- 
fenrations of the hijj;lieu cj^aja^crs in 
the Chrillian or the fabulous world, in- 
ftead of fmiething ab:)ve humanity, which 
might fill the idea wliich is conceived (f 
fuc-n beings, the fpectator fiuds little 
more than mere mortals, fuch as he meets 
wiih every day. 

The incorreflnefs of Rubens, in re- 
gard to his outline, oftencr proc^c^'.s 
from hafte and carelelTncfs, than from 
inability: there are, in his great woiks, 
to which he (icmi to have paid moie 
pai'ticular attention, naked figuies, as 
eminent for their drawing as tor their 
colouring. He appears to have enter- 
tained a great abhorrence of the meagre 
dry manner of his prcdeceflbrs, the old 
German and Flemlm Painters ; to avoid 
which, he kept his outline large and 
flowing : this, carried to an extreme, 
produced that heavineis which is fo fre- 
quently found in his figures. Anothei 
<iefe£l of this great Painter is, his inat- 
tention to the foldings of his drapery, 
cfpecially that of his women : it is 
liarccly ever caft with any choice or 
ikill. 

Carlo Maratti and Rubens are, in this 
refpcvit, in oppofite extremes j one dif- 
covers too much art in the difpolitions 
of drapery, and the other too little^ 
Rubens** drapery, befides, is not pro- 
perly hifbrical j the quality of the Itulf 
of which it is compofed, is too accu- 
rately diftinguifhcd 5 refembling the 
manner of Paul Veronefe. This drapery 
it lefs of&nfive In Rubens tlian it would 
be in many other Painters, as it partly 
contributes to that richncls which is the 
l^eculiar character of his Ityle, which we 
do not pretend to fct forth as of the moll 
fmiple and iubUme kind. 

The diflferencc of the manner of Ru- 
bens from that of any other Painter 
before him, is in nothing more diftin- 
guiihable than in his colouring, which it 
totally different from that of Titian, 
Corregio, or any of the great colour ifts. 
The cfFe6l of his P)6lures may be not 
improperly compared to duilers of 
flowers J all his colours appear as clear 
and as beautiful i at the iame time he 
has avoided that tawdry effe^l which cno 
would expe^ fuck £ay colours to pro- 
duce J in this refpeftrefcmbling Bartcct 
more rtuiQ any other Painter. What was 
E 2 faid. 
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fald of an ancient Painter mav be applied 
to thofe two Artifts — that their figtires 
look as if they fed upon rofes. 

It would be a curious and a profitable 
ihidy for a Painter, to examine the dif- 
ference, and the caufe of that difference 
of cffcft in the works of Con-egio and 
Rubens, both excellent in different ways. 
The preference probably would be given 
according fo the different habits of the 
Connoiflcur : thofe who had received 
their firft impreffions from the works of 
Rubens, would cenfure Correeio as heavy j 
and the admirers of Corregio would lay 
Rubens wanted folldity of effef^. There 
;s lightncfs, aivinef?, ?ind facility in Jlu- 
bens, his advocates will urge, and com-' 
paratively a laborious hcavinefs in Cor- 
regio ; whole admirers will ccmplain of 
Rubens's manner being carelefs and un- 
finifhed, whilft the works of Corregig 



arc wrought to the high«ft degree of 
delicacy j and what may be advanced in 
favour of Corregio's breadth of light, 
will, by his ceniurers, be called affe^led 
and pedantic. It mull" be oblei-ved, that 
we are fpcaking folely of the manner, 
the effeft of the pifture ; and we may 
conclude, according to the cuftom in 
Paftoral Poetry, by beftowing on each of 
thefe»illuftriou8 Painters a garland, with- 
out attributing fuperiority to either. 

To conclude, I will venture to repeat 
iiV favour of Rubens, what I have before 
faid in regard to the Dutch School — that 
thofe who cannot fee the extraoi-dinary 
merit of this great Painter, either have 
a narrow conception of the variety of 
Art, or are led away by the affe^lation 
of approving nothing but wh^t copicf 
from tne ItfJian S^hoo(. 
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THIS Performance, which defervcs 
every praifc which can be bcftowed 
upon it, developes fome of the d?uk 
tranfaflions which hare contributed to 
produce the confufion and diforder now 
reigning in almolt every part of Europe, 
Among other fecret practices employed 
to bring about this great event, the in- 
nocent meetings of the Free Mafons have 
been perverted to purpoles for whicl> 
they were never defigned, and have been 
made, the inftruments of difleminating 
Atheiim, Sedition, and every vicious ex- 
q^vagancc. The worlt mds brought 



about by the woi-ft means, and by the 
worft agents. 

The rile and progrefs of Free Mafonry 
in England are firlt detailed, with the 
various additions made to it bydefigning 
or unfufpicious perfons at different times^ 
its views and defigns, and the manner in 
which political difcuffions fii'ft were in- 
troduced. The fchifm$ which have arifen 
in the Ibciety j the alterations and ad- 
ditions made to it in Fi-ance, and the 
total change and perverfion of its prin- 
ciples by a fet of profligates under the 
B^m^ of'llluu^ioati, an Order founded in 
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»773\ ^y 'Or, Adam Weilhaupt, Profcf- 
for ot' Canon Law in the Univci l\ij of 
IngoliUdt, and aboliflied in 17S6 by the 
Eicclor of Bavaria, but revived imme- 
diately after under the name of the Union, 
and in a different form all over Germany. 
This aflbciation appears to have been 
formed for the exprefs purpofc of rooting 
out all the religious eUabiithments, and 
overturning all the exifting governments 
of Europe. 

The tenets and fccret manreuvret of 
this Society, fome of which are not yet 
difcovered, form the greatelt part of the 
prefent Volume. There is however fuf- 
iicicnt known, to caH forth the indig- 
nation of every peribn who profeflcs to 
he a friend to religion or virtue, and to 
put every one on their guard who knows 
and reJpc^s the rights of private pro- 
perty, and of good govanroent. 

Wc ftiall not follow our Author 
through the various difgufting fchemes 
«igendcred in the wicked rairids of the 
new philolbphers. It is fuiBcient to ob- 
icrvc, that *< The Order was faid to 
abjure Chriftianitv» and to rcfulc ad- 
miilion into the higher degrce^i to all 
who adhered to any of the three Ccn- 
feiTions. Scnfual pfcafures were rcftored 
to tie rank they htld in the Epicurean 
phiJoibphy. 8cU- murder was juilified 
on btoical principles. In the Lodges, 
Death was declared an eternal Sleep ; 
Patriotifm and Loyalty were called nar- 
row minded prejudices, and incompatible 
with univerlal benevolence j continual 
declamations were made on Liberty and 
Equality as the unalienable Rights of 
Xlan. The baneful influence of accu. 
mulated property was declared an inlur- 
rootmtahle objtacle to the happinefs of 
any nation, whole chief laws were framed 
for its protection and increale. Nothing 
was fo frequently difcourfed of as the 
propriety ot employing for a good pur- 
pofe, the means which the wicket! em- 
ployed for tvil purpofes j and it was 
taugljt, that the preponderacy of good 
in the ultimate relult confecrated every 
mean employed } and that wildom and 
yirtue confilicd in properly determining 
tliis balance."' Thefe principles were 
denied, but the proofs which aie here 
produced arc fufficiently ftror.g to claim 
the ajient of every confiderate reader. 

Our Author, amongft other excellent 
obfci rations, lays, ** All good men, all 
loveis of peace and of julHce, will abhor 
luul njctX the tliought of overturning the 



prefent conflitution of thingt, faulty as 
it may be, merely in the endeavour to 
eflablifh another, which the vices of 
mankind may fubvert again In a -twchre- 
month. They muft fee, that in order to 
gain their point, the propofers htve found 
it necelTary to deftroy the grounds of 
morality, by permitting the moft wicked 
means for accompliihing any end that our 
fancy, warped by paifion or intereft, itiay 
reprefent to us as of gi-eat importance. 
They fee, that inftead of inoralitv, vice 
mult prevail, and that therefore there it * 
no fecuhty for the continuance of this 
Utopian ieiicity ; and, in the mean time, 
defolation and milery mutt lay the wotid 
walte during the Itruggle, and half of 
thoic for whom we are itiiving will be 
fwcpt from the face oi* the earth. We^ 
have but to look to France, where in eigbt 
years there have been more executions 
and fpoliations and dilbelles of every 
kind by the pouvoir re«Vifluiionnmre, than 
can be found in the long records of that 
defpotic monarchy. 

•* There is nothing in the whole confti- 
tution of the Illurainatt that Itrikcs me 
with more horror than the propofals of 
Hercules and Minos *, to cnlift the 
women in this fticcking warfare with all 
that < is good, and piu'e, and lovely, and 
of good report." They could not have 
fallen on any expedient that will be maip 
efle(Slual and fatal. If any of my coun- 
trywomen fhall honour thefe pages with 
a reading, I would call on them, in the 
mult earnelt manner, to confider this as 
an aiiair of the utmoft importance to 
thcm.tlves. I would conjure them by 
the regard they have for their own dig- 
nity, and for their rank in fociety, ^to 
join agaiaft thclc enemies of human na- 
ture and profligate degraders of the fex ; 
and I would aHure them tliat the prefirnt 
iiAt.c of things almoft puts it in their 
powci- *to l>c the laviours of the world. 
But it they are remifs, and yield to the 
feduciicn, they will tail from that high 
ilate to which they have arilen in Chrif- 
tian Kuro|ie, and again link into that in- 
fjgnificancy or iiaveiy in which the fex 
i& found in all ag-es and conntties out 
of the hearing of Chriltianrty. 

*• I hope that my countrywomen will 
confider this folemn addi'cl's to them«s a 
proof of the high elte«m in which I hold 
tlicm. Tliey will not be ofFeinled then 
if, in this leafon of alarm and anxiety, 
when I wi^h to iinjuefs their minds with 
^ 4'rioas truth, I Ihail waivv ceremony.

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^hich IS alvrays defigning, and fpcak of 
them in honeil hnt decent plainnfls. 

** Man is imntTcrfed in luxury. Otir 
accotrmodationi are now fo numerous 
riiat every thing is pfeafure. Even in 
very fober fitiiations in this highly-culti- 
vated Society, there is hardly a thing 
that remains in the form of a neceflary of 
life, or even of a mere convenient y — ' 
e/ery thing is ornan'iented — it mull not 
appear of ufe—r^t muft appear as giving 
IbttM: lenfible pleafure. I do not fay this 
by way of blaming — it is nature— man is 
a refining creature, and our moft boafted 
ao^nirements arc but rcfinejnents on our 
neceflary wants. Our hut becomes a 
lalacc, our blanket alinedrefs, and our 
a-ts become fciences: This difcontent 
i»ith the natural condition of things, and 
this diJpofition to refinement, is a cha- 
rafteriitic of jDur fpecies, and is, thegi-eat 
employment of our lives* The direftlon 
which th*8 propcnftty chances to take in 
any agt or nation, marks itt chaja£ler 
in the moft eonfpicuous and inter efting 
wanner. All have it in fome degree, and 
h is 4'ery conceivable that, in fome, it 
may conltitute the chief objeft of at- 
tention. If this be the cafe in any 
nations, it is furely moft likely to be lo 
in thcfe where the accommodations of 
lif are the moft numerous — therefore in 
a rich and luxurious nation. I may 
forely, without exaggeration or reproach, 
give that appellation to our own nation 
at this moment. If you do not go to 
the very loweft cla(« of people, who muft 
labour all day, it it not the chief obje6l 
of all to procure perceptible p tea fur e in 
cne way or another ? The fober and 
bufy ftrugglc in the thoughts and hopes 
of getting the means of enjoying the 
comjons of life without farther labqur— 
and many have no other obje^ than 
pleafure. 

** Then let us refie6l that it is woman 
that is to ^rnce the whole — It is in na- 
ture, it is the very conftitution of man, 
that woman, and every thing connefted 
with woman, muft appear as the orna- 
ment of life. That this mix&s with 
evtiy other fecial fentimeut, appears 
from the condud of our fpecies in all 
ages and in every fituat ion. This I pre- 
funie would he the cafe even though 
fhtre weie no qualities or talents in the 
lex to juftify it. This fentiment refpe^l - 
ing the iex is necefiary, in order to rear 
lb helplefs, fo nice, ai:d fo Improveable a 
creatine as msn \ wit'iout it, the long 
' abiding talk ccuid' not be performed : — 



and I thmk that I may venture to fhy* 
that it ii performed in the different ftates 
of focicty nearly. in proportion as this 
preparatory and iralilj>cni"able fentiment 
is in force. 

** On the other hand, I think it no 
Icfs evident thit it is the defne of the 
women to be agreeable to the men, and 
that they will model thcinfelves accord- 
ing to what they think will pleafe. 
Without this adjullment of fentiments 
by nature, nothing would go on. AVe 
never obfervc any luch want of fymmetry 
in the works of God. If, therefore, 
thofe who take the lead, and give the 
fafhion in fociety, were wife and virtuous, 
I have no doubt but that the women 
would fct the brightett pattern of cvery^ 
thing that is excellent'. But if the men 
are nice and faftidious fenfualitts, the 
women will be ixfined and elegant vo- 
luptuaries. 

** There is no deficiency in the female 
mind, either in talents or in difpofitions ; 
nor can we fay with certainty that thcie 
is any fubjeft of intelle6lual or moral 
difcuAion in which women have not ex- 
celled. If the delicacy of their confti- 
tution, and other phyfical caufcs, allow 
the female fcx a fmaller ftiare of fome 
mental powers, they poflefs others in a 
fuperior degree, which aix; no lefs re- 
fpeilablc in their own nature, and of as 
great importance to fociety. Inftead of 
dcfcanting at large on their powers of 
mind, and fupporting my aflcriions by 
the inftances ot a Hypatia, a Schurm^n, 
a Zenobia, an Elizabeth, S:c. I may re- 
peat the account given of the fcx by a 
jjerfon of uncommon experience, who 
faw them without difgtTife, or any motive 
that could lead them to play a feigned 
part — Mr. Ledyard, who traverfed the 
greateft part of the world, for the mere 
indulgence of his tafte for obfcrvation of 
human nature 5 generally in want, and 
often in extreme mifery. 

* I have (fays he) always remarked 
that wcmeu, in all countries, are civil, 
obliging, tender, and humane : that they, 
are ever inclined to be gay and chearful, 
timorous and modeft 5 and that they do 
not hefitate, like men, to perform a kind 
or generous a^ion. — Not haughty, not 
arrogant, not fupercilious, they are full 
of courtefy, and fond of fociety — more 
liabk in general to err than man, but In 
general, alfo, more virtuous, and per- 
forming niore good actions than be. 
To a woman, vehether civilized or fa vage, 
I never addiefled myi'elf in the language 
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cf decency and fiiendflilp, without re- 
ceiving a decent and fricndlv anlwcf— 
with man it has often been otherwile. 

* In wandering ever the barren plaias 
of inhofpitable Denmark, through honcit 
Sweden, and frozen Lnpland, rude and 
churli/h Finland, unprincipled Rulfia, 
and the vide fpread regions cf the wan- 
dering Tartar, — if hungry, dry, cold, 
"vver, or fick, the women have ever been 
friendly to me, nnd uniformly fo; and to 
add to this virtue (fo worthy of the ap- 
peilation of benevolence), thele actions 
have been performed in fo free and fo 
kli.d a manner, that if I was thlrlly, I 
dianlc the l-.veetell draught, and if hun- 
gry, I ate the coarie meal with a double 
^tllfh ' 

*' And thefe arc they whom Welflianpt 
■would corrupt ! One of thefc, whom he 
had embraced with fcndnets, would he 
have murdered, to lave his honour, and 
<jualify hlmfelf to preach virtue I But 
l?t us not be too levere on Wciiliaupt — 
let us wafh ourlclves cltar cf all Itain 
before \vc think of reprobating him. 
Arc we not guilty in fomc degree, when 
we do not cultivate in the women thole 
powers of mird, and thole diipolitii.ns of 
heart, which would equally dignify them 
inevcry ftation as in tholc hun.ble ranks 
in which Mr. Ledyard molt irequcntly 
faw them ? I cannot think that we do 
this. They are not only to grace the 
whole of cultivated fcclety, but it is in 
their faithful and affedionate perfonal 
attachnaent that we are to find the fweeteft 
pltafures that life can give. Yet in all 
thefe lltuations where the manner in 
which they are treated is not dictated by 
the ftern laws of neccHity, are they not 
trained up for mere amuicment — are not 
fcrious occupations confidered as a talk 
which hurts their lovelinefs ? Wliat is 
this but fclfiflinefs, or as if they had no 
virtues worth cultivating ? 1 heir ^w- 
Jine/s U fuppoled to be the ornamenting 
themfclves, as if nature did not di6late 
this to them already, with at leaft as 
tu'jch force as is neceifary. Every thing 
IS prefcribed to them becaufe tt makes 
tbimmore lovely — even their moral leflbns 
arc enforced by this argument, and Mil's 
Woolltoncraft is perfectly right when 
flie lays that the fine lelfons given to 
young women by Fordyce or Koulltau 
are nothing 1)ut fclfilh ar.d rcfi:val voliip- 
tuculhcfs. This advocate of her lex puts 
her fillers in the proper point of view, 
when flie tells them that tl:ey are, like 
majj, the fubjevls of God's moral gu* 



vernmcnt—like man, prcpiHng thcm- 
lelvcs f r boundlei's improvement in s 
better ftate of exiftence. Had (kt ad* 
hercd to tliis view of ihct matter, and 
kept it conftantly in fight, her book 
(which doubtlefs contains many cxcelient 
thine-s, highly deferving of their leriovs 
coufideraiion) would have been a mcft 
valuable work. She julily oblerves, that 
tl^rirtues of the lex arc great and re- 
IpeSable, but that in our mad cliace of 
pleafure, only pleafuiT, they arc Utile 
thought of or attended to. Man trulls 
to his own uncontroulable power, or t» 
tlic gential goodnefs of the fex, that their 
vljtues will appear when wc have oc- 
cafirju f<.r tlicm \ — ** but we will itnSi 
for thele fcm^; other time :''-*-Many no- 
ble difplays do they make of the ino4 
dirficult attainments. Such is the patient 
bearing up under misfortuaea, which haa 
no brilliancy to fupport it in the effoit. 
This is more difficult than braving dan- 
ger in an a6live and confpicuout fituatton. 
ii v/ often is a woman left with a family* 
and the (battered remains of a fortune, 
loll: perhaps by diflipation or by in- 
dolence — and how feldom, how very iel- 
doni, do we fee v^oman ihrink from the 
tiiik, or difcharge it with negligence? 
Is it not therefore folly next to madnel», 
not to be careful of this our gicateft 
bleinng— of things which fo nearly con- 
cern our peace— nor guard ourlclves, and 
thefc our beft companions and friends, 
from the efFefls of thia fiual Illumi- 
nation ? It has indeed bi'ought to light 
what dreadful lengths men will go,whea 
untlcr the fanatical and dazzling glar« 
of happinefs in a ftate of liberty ar,d 
equality, and fpurred on by inlatiable 
luxury, and not held in check by moj-al 
feelings and the reitraints of religion— 
and mark, reader, that the women hav^ 
here* alio taken the complexion of the 
men, and have even gone beyond them. 
If we have feen a fon prelent himfelf to 
the National AiTembly of France, pro- 
fcfling his fatisfa<^ti .n with the executioa 
of his father three days before, and de- 
claring himfelf a ti ue citizen, who preferi 
the nation to all other confiderations j 
we have alfo feen, on the fame day, wives 
denouncingtheirhulband8,and (O fiiock- 
ing to human nature !) mothers denoun- 
cing their fons, as bad citizens and trai- 
tors. Mark too what return the women 
have met with for all their horrid fcr- 
vlces, vfrherc, to exprefs their lentimenti 
of civifm and abhorrence of royalty, they 
threw away the chaia^cr cf their fex, 
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and bit the amputated limbs of their 
murdered countrymen *. Surely thefe 
pati'iotic won^cn merited that the rights 
of their fex Ihould l>e confidered in full 
council, and they vvere well entitled to a 
icat ; but there is hot a fingle aft of their 

foiemment in which the fex is con- 
dercd as having any rights whatever, 
«r tliat they arc things to dc cared for. 

'* Are not the accurled fruits of Ipu- 
mination to be I'ecn in the prcfent humi- 
liating condition of woman in France ? 
pampered in every thing that can reduce 
tbem to the mere initruments of animal 
pleafure. In their prefent ftate of na- 
tional moderation (as they call it) and 
iecuritv, fee Madame Tallien come into 
the public theatre, accompanied by other 
ietuttifui women, (I was about to have 
mifhamed them Ladies,) laying afide all 
xnodefty, and jyefenting themfelves to 
the public view, with bared limbs, a la 
Satrvagey as the alluring objefts of defire. 
I make no doubt but tlwt this is a ferious 
matter, encouraged, nay, prompted by 
government. To keep the minds of the 
Parifians in the prcfent fever of diflblute 
gaiety, they are at more expence from 
the national treafury for the fupport of 
the fixty theatres, than all the pen lions 
and honorary ortices in Britain, three 
times told, amount to. Was not their 
abominable farce in the church of Notre 
Bame a bait of the fame kind, in the 
true fpirit of Weifhaupt's Eroterion ? 
« We do not,** faid the high prieli, * call 
I you to the worihip of inanimate idols. 
Sehold a mafter- piece of nature, (lifting 
up the veil which concealed the naked 
charms of the beautiful Madmf. Barbicr)r 
This- facred image (hould inflame all 
hearts.* And it did fo \ the people 
ihouted out, * No mere aitars, no more 
priefts, no God but the God of Nature/ 

" Orleans, the firlt prince oi the blood, 
did not fcrupleto proltitute his daughter, 
if not to the embraces, yet to the wanton 
view of the public, with the prccile in- 
tention of inilaming their dc lues. (See 
the account given of the dinners at Sil- 
lery's, by Camille Dflmoulins, in his 
Ipeech againft the BriiTotins.) But what 
will be the end of all this ? The fond- 
lings of the wealthy will be pampered in 



all the indulgences. which faftidioas ro« 
luptuoofijefs finds neccflary for vaiying 
or enhancing its plcafures ; but they will 
either be flighted as toys, or ihcy will be 
immured ; and the companions of th« 
poor will be drudges and Haves.** 

The third Chapter contains the ac- 
count oi the German Union, and the 
fourth Ihews how the French Revolution 
was conne^ed with the plans of the Ger- 
man mifcrcants, and in what manner it 
has been alEfted by them. By this ilate- 
mcnt it appears that the ftupid Bavarians 
(as the French were once^ plcafed to call 
them) were their inftruftors in the art of 
overturning the world, though the French 
were the firll who put it in practice. 

In this Chapter we have the following 
anecdote of the Count D'Artois : ** The 
unfortunate Prince who has taken refuge 
in this kingdom, and whole fituation 
amongrft^ us is an illullrious mark of the 
gcnerofity of the nation, and of the 
fovereignty of its laws, faid to one of the 
Gentlemen about him, that « if this 
country was to efcape the general wreck 
of nations, it would owe its prefer vatioii 
to religion.' When this was doubted, 
and it was oblerved that there had not 
been wantingmany Religionilts in France. 
• True/ faid the Prince, * but they were 
not in earned. I fee he^e a ferious in- 
tcrelt- in the thing. The people know 
what tijey are doing when they go to 
church i they underlfand fcmething of 
it, and take an intcieit in it.' May his 
obfervation be juft, and his expeftation$ 
be fulfilled!" 

The Poiiicript contains ftri^ures on 
the Utopian Theories let afloat by the 
French philofonhers, and now dillra^ling 
the world, with a defence of the fyflciu 
now exitHng in this country, which every 
conlidciate man is called upoa to cherifb 
and fupport. If the examples of mifer / 
brought upon other countries by languor 
and iutlifference in the people at large 
are not lutficient to call forth exertion, 
this nuiion, like its neighbours, will not 
efcape the domineering infolcnce and ra- 
pacity of an enemy at prefent more to be 
deteiicd than feared*

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An Authentic Account of anEmbafly from the King of Gres^jt Brltilrt to the Em»i 

peror of China, &c.

THERE are properly but three clajfes 
of men in China. Men of Utters^ 
from whom the Mandarines are taken ; 
tultivators of the ground ; and mechanic! ^ 
including merchants. In Pckin alone is 
conferred the bigbrfl degree of literature 
upon thofe who, in public examinations, 
arc found moU able in the fciences of 
morality and government, as taught in 
the ancient Cbinefe ivritersy with which 
Ihidies the bijiory of their country is in- 
timately blended. Among fuch gradu- 
ates all the civil offices' in the ftate arc 
diftribuied by the Emperor; and they 
comjwle all the great tribunals of the 
Empire. The candidates for thofe de- 

rs are fuch as have fucceeded in fimi- 
examinations in the principal city of 
each province. Thofe who have been 
chofen in the cities of the fccond order are 
the candidates in th? provincial capital. 
The examinations are can'ied on with 
great foleranity, and apparent fairnefs. 
Military rank is like given to tbofe ivho 
arc found, upon com petit ion, to excel in 
ihe military arty and in warlike exercifes. 
According to the belt information given 
to the Embafly, the population of Pckin 
is about three millrons. The lozv boufes 
of that city ittm fear cely fujficient fox fo 
' ^afi Vi multitude 5 but very little room is 
occupied by a Chinefe family in the mid- 
dle and lower clafTes of life. In their 
houfcs there arc no fuperfluous apartments. 
A Chinefe dwelling is generally fur- 
rounded by a wall, fix or feven feet high. 
Within this inclofure a 'whole family of 
three generations y with all their refpec- 
tivc wives and children, will frequently 
be found. One fmall room is made to 
fcrve for the individuals of each branch 
of the family, deeping in different beds, 
divided only by mats hanging from the 
cieling. One common room is uledfor 
eating. Several branches of a family, re- 
fiding under the lame roof, is attended 
with important efFe^s. It renders the 
young temperate and o\derly in their con- 
duft, under the authority and example 
of the elder ; and it cnMc.s the ivhnh to 
live like foldiers in a mffiy with more 
economy and advantage. 'The labouring 
poor are however reduced to the \\i'€ of 
^^gr table food^ with a very raje and 
fcanty rclifli of Sit^y. animal (ubflanci. 

The crowds ol people at Pekindo not 
preteni it from being healthy. The

Chinefe liVe much in the open air, and 
the atmofphete is dry. 

The commilTion of crimes is rare; 
Every tenth boufekeepery after the man- 
ner of the ancient titbing-men in Eng- 
land, is accountable to a certain degree 
for the conduct of the nine neighbouring^ 
families. The police is obferved with 
pai'tlcular rtri£>ncfs within the walls. 
The city partakes of the regularity and 
interior fafety of a camp : but is uibjeft 
alfo to its conftraints. 

JViib the poor^ marriage is a meafurt 
of prudence \ becaufe the children, par- 
ticularly the fons, are bound to maintain 
their parents. This unl^n therefore takca 
place whenever there is the leaft profpeft of 
lubiiftence for a future family. Children^ 
however, bom without means being had of 
providing for them, are fometimes aban^ 
doned by the wretched authors of their be- 
ing. Superflition comes in aid to reconcile 
this horrid praHice to the mind. The child 
is confidcred as a holy offrring to the 
Spirit of the adjoining river, in which 
the infant is thrown, with a gourd fuf- 
pendcd from its necky to keep it from im* 
mediate drowning. Fenuile infants arej 
for the moft part,, chofen as the lefs evil 
for this cruel facrifice ; and a faint hope 
is generally entertained that they may yet 
be i'aved from untimely death. Govern^ 
^ent appoints perfons to colle£l thcfe mi- 
ferable obje«5^s, (ox the purpofc of pro- 
viding i'or fuch as are found alive, and 
for burying thofe who have already ex- 
pired. 

The Miffionaries are likcwlft zealovt 
In this humane work. They Jiaftcn alfo 
to baptize thofe who retain the fmalleft 
fpark of life. One of thofe pious fathers 
acknowledged that in Pekin alche about 
two thoufand were every year expofed, of 
whqm a large proportion pcriflied. 

Chapter the Fifth deleribes the jour- 
ney of the EmbafTy to the Northern Fron* 
tier of Chi nay in its way toZhc-hol, the 
Aimmer refidence of the Emperor. As 
they proceeded on their march up the 
fides of diltant mountains, was defcriedf 
in the morning of the fourth day, a from 
minent line^ or narrow and unequal 
mark. The continuance of this line to 
the Tartarian mountains* tops was fuf* 
ficient to arrell the attention of the be- 
holder; and the form of a wall with bat- 
tlements was in a Uttlc tlnie diftin^lr 

f difcemea. 
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difccmcd, where fuch buildings were not 
expelled to be found, nor thought prac- 
ticable to be ere^td. What the eye 
could from a fingie fpot embrace of thofe 
fortified walls, carried along the ridges 
of hills, over the tops of the higheft 
mountains, defcending into the deepeft 
vailies, croifing upon arches over rivers, 
and doubled and trebled in many parts to 
take in important pafles, and intcrfperfed 
with towers or mafly baftions at almoft 
every hundred yards, as far as the iight 
could reach, prelented to the mind an 
undertaking of Jlupendous magnitude • 

The travellers were now able to deter- 
mine, from their own feelings, that it 
was not alone the dimenfions of thofe 
tvallsy however confiderable, that made 
the impreflion of wonder upon the perfons 
who had hitherto feen thefc intended bar^ 
tiers agatnft the Tartars, 

Aftonifliment is fcldom excited by the 
mere efFett of the continuance or multi- 
plication of labour that may be formed by- 
common means : It was the extreme dif- 
ficulty of conceiving how the materials 
could be conveyed, and fuch ftruihires 
raifetl \xi fiiuations apparently inaccejftble^ 
which principally occafioned furprilc and 
admiration. One of the moft elevated 
ridges over which the greal wall is car- 
ried has been afcertained to meafure/v^ 
ihoufanJ livo hundred and ttventy-Jive 
feet. ' 

Sir G. S. employs two pages in the 
hiftory and ules oi}*iit tonal U'cdU in dif- 
fei-cnt periods and countries ; the Roman 
'Wall defending Britain from the unci'vi' 
Itzed Pi^s ; the lualls in Eg^yftt^ Syria, 
and Kfeaiaj one ta the ealtward of the 
Caff>ian Sea, and another in the country 
%\ Tamerlane. All of thele united, iays 
our Author, whether they be confidered 
as to the extent of the country over which 
they were carried, and which they weie 
meant to prote£l, or as to the quantity 
of materials employed in their conft ruc- 
tion, orthelabour requiiite to overcome 
the difficulties of {ituation, were not 
equal to the Chinefe Wall alone. It has 
likewife far exceeded them in duration, as 
well as in folidity. Some parts of it 
indeed arc moiddering to decay, and 
others have undergone repair \ but ibe 
main woik has been built with a degree 
of care and architeftural ikill, which, 
without any fubfegucnt attention, have 
preferved it entire yor two tbottfund years. 
This is the date^ which, upon very 
fufficient evidence, Sir G. Staunton af- 
Cgns to ibts wonderful fabric. Mr. 
Bellp in bis travels, extends its autiquliy 



only to aboutyf;r centuries. He is in ge- 
neral a very authentic writer, in thoie 
fubjc£ts which he had himfelf an oppor- 
tunity of inveftigating ; but in this mat- 
ter his conje6^ure is undoubtedly very 
(hort of the truth. He may have doubted 
its age upon as flight grounds as fome 
others have done, who, from the filence 
of Marco Polo on the fubjc^, in his ac- 
count of his travels over land to the ca- 
pital of China, have concluded that the 
wall was not in exiftence in the thirteenth 
century. But it appears now, from tho 
detail of Polo^s route to China, in the 
Doge's library at Venice, that this tra- 
veller did not pafs through Tartary to 
China. Having followed the ufual track 
of the caravans to Sarmacand and 
Caihgar, he bent his courfe acrcfs the 
Gan8;es to Beneal ; and from thence f 
keeping to the louthward of the^Thibct 
mountains, reached the capital of China 
by the province of Shenfee. 

Captain Parifli has fubjoined very ac- 
curate meafurements of that part of the 
wall through which the Embafly pene- 
trated $ and if to this we add the plans 
and engravings relative to it, which em- 
bellKh the quarto edition, we may fafely 
pronounce the prefent de^ription of this 
extraordinary fabric to be much tlie vioji 
complete that has yet found its way to 
Europe. 

In the Firft Chapter of the Third Vo- 
lume of the o£lavo, we have the continu- 
ation of the journey of the Embafly to the 
Etn[*eror s fummer rejidence in lartary^ 
with an account of his reception there. It 
is fingular, that in fome villages they 
parted through, in the deeper and darker 
vailies of Tartary, they met with many 
of the inhabitants labouring under a dil- 
order which is called, in fimilar fituatioos 
in the Alps, the goitre, or fwelled neck. 
Nearly one-Jixtb of ibe natirjes had this 
deformity J which, however, like their 
bretliren in Switzerland, they did not 
efteeni fuch. Both fexes arcfubjeft to thele 
fwellings j but the females mote than 
the males; the latter removing oftencr 
from the fpots where the caules of the 
malady exUl. The minds of many of 
the perfons fo afflif^ed were much weak-. 
«ned} lime were reduced to an ablbluu 
ftatc of tatocy, Thefe lall are conildcred, 
fays our y\uthor, in feme degrees as la- 
cred i and are maintained by their fami- 
lies witii peculiar care. We have 
noted thefe particulars as (hewing a 
Jinking ccrreft)ond, nee with the affc£\ions 
and reafonin^fc of the ^eafuiui of the 
Glaciers* 

Soon 
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Soon after the arrival of the Embafly 
at Zhe-holy the ceremonial of its preien- 
tation to the Emperor being adjulled in 
the manner already related, the four- 
teenth day of September, three days be- 
fore that of the Brnperor'^s birth, was 
fixed for that purpoi'e. We (hall CtkS^, 
from a very exaft and detailed naiTative^ 
the moft ftriking circumHances. 

On that morning the AmbafTador and 
hit fuite went before day-light, as wa^ 
announced to be proper, to the garden 
of the palace of Zhe-hol. Soon after 
day- light, the found of feveral inftru- 
ments, and the confufed voices of men 
at a diftance, announced the Emperor's 
approach. He foon appeared from be- 
hind a high and perpendicular mountain 
Ikirttd with trees, as if from a facred 
grove, preceded by a ntanber oi per font ^ 
buHed in proclaiming aloud hii virtues 
and bis power. He was feated in a fort 
of open chair, or triumphal car, borne 
by lixteen men, and was accompanied 
and followed by guards, high flag and 
umbrella- bearers, and mufic. He was 
clad in plain dark f;lk, with a 'vehjet 
bonnety in form not much unlike the 
bonnet of Scotch Highlanders j on the 
front of which was pbced a ia^ge peail^ 
the only jewel or ornament that appeared. 

On his entrance into the tent, ttfc im- 
mediately mounted the throne by the 
front fteps. His prime mimfter^ and the 
two principal perfons of his houiiioJd, 
went cloic to him, and (poke to bim on 
tbeir knees. The Prefident of the Tri- 
bunal of Rites conduced the AmbaflTa- 
dor, attended by his page and Chinefe 
interpretci', and accompanied the Pleni- 
potentiary near to the toot of the throne, 
on the Uft band Jtde, according to the 
ufage of China, tbe place of honour. 
The other Gentlemen of the Embafly 
ftcod at the great opening of the tent. 

His Excellency was richly habited in 
an embroidered fuit of velvet, adorned 
with a diamond badge and Itar of the 
Order of the Bath ; and over the fuit a 
long muitle of the ^me order. This 
drcls was in confonnity to the Chinefe 
ideas and manner— upon the fame prin- 
ciples. The Minilter Plenipotentiary, 
as an Honorary Doftor of Laws of the 
Univerfity of Oxford, wore the fcarlet 
gown of that degree. This was aho 
luitable in a government where degrees 
in learning lead to every kind ct political 
fituation. The Ambaflador, inltru<^ted 
by the Prefident of the Tribunal of Rites, 
held the magnificent ftjuare box of gold, 
adorned with jewels, io which was iu- 
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clofed his Majefty*s letter to the Em- 
peror, between both hands, lifted above 
his head ; and thus, afcending the few 
lieps that led to the throne, and bending 
on one knee, prefented the box, with a 
fhort addrefs, to his Imperial Majefly ; 
who, gracioufly receiving the fame with 
his own hands, placed it by his ilde, and 
expreffed the fatisfa6tion he felt at this 
teftimony of his Britannic Majefty's 
efteem and good-will. This mode of 
reception was confidered, by the Chinefe 
Court, as particularly honourable ami 
diftinguifhed. 

His Imperial Majefty, after a little 
more converfation, gave, as a firll pre- 
fcnt to his Majeity of England, a gem, . 
or precious Itone, upwards of a foot 
long, intended to refemble a fceptre, and 
comidcred as emblematic of profperity 
and perice. 

During the ceremonies, the Emperor 
appeared pcrfeiliy unrpfcrved, chetrf il, 
and unaffected. His eyes were tuU and 
clear, and his countenance op::i. Btini; 
informed that the AmbaJlador's pak,e 
(Madtr Staunton), who was then in h^s 
thirteenth year, had alone n>ade ibme 
proficiency in the Chincle language, he 
defired to have the youth brought up to 
the throne, and to fpeak Chinele. What 
he laid, or his manner, was fo plealing 
to his Imperial Majeity, that he took 
from his girdle a purfe for holding arcca 
nut, and prelented it to him : Tuis was 
deemed a high mark of perlbual favour. 
It was of plain yellov^ lilk, with the 
figure of the five clawed dragon, and 
Ibmc Tartar charafters worked into it. 

On the ceremonies u fed upjn this occa- 
fion. Sir. G. Staunton makes Ibmo judici- 
ous remarks. He cblcrves, that there is a 
pty/ical ^^ well as a moral inequvUty in 
ibts homage paid to Ealfern princes. 
They will be confcious of being liable to 
private treachery ; and fuipicion has fug- 
gelt cd precautions againft dangerous de- 
iigns. The projlratiom, the knee.ings^ 
the handi uplifted above the head, render 
attach Lfs t>ra.'ticable. 

During the day, the Emperor fent his 
European gueiis, at the repaft in the 
tent, Icverai dilhes from his own table j 
and preleiited them with his own hands, 
a goblet or warm Chinefe wine, not un- 
like Niauwira of an inftrior qualify. Be- 
ing informed of the age of our king, he 
wiihed he might equal himiclf in years, 
which had already amowiied to eighty^ 
tb^eci and with as ocrtedt health. The 
Emperor was indeed yet fo hale and vi- 
gorous, that be fcaicely appeared to 

F Z have 
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tavc exifted as many years (fifty f eves.) 
as be had governed the Empiie. When 
the fcftival was over, he defccnded from 
his throne, and marched firm and ere6):, 
and without the leaft fymptom of infir- 
mity, to the open chair that was waiting 
for him. 

The fcventeenth of September was, as 
has already been obferved, the Emperor's 
Anniverfary, To this ceremony, as to 
the former, the Ambailador and his fuite 
vrcrc called before the rifing of the Sun. 
They were introduced into an inner 
building, bearing the femblance of a 
temple. It was turniOied with great in- 
fbruments of mufic, among which were 
itrts of cylindrical bells, iufpended in a 
line from ornamented frames of wood, 
and gradually diminilhing in fize from 
one extremity to the other ; and alfo tri- 
angular pieces of metal arranged in the 
/ime order as the bells. To the found 
of thefe inftruments a How and folemn 
hymn was fung by the eunuchs, who had 
fuch a command over their voices, as to 
refemble the efFeft of the mufical ghflcs 
at a dil^ance. The performers were cli- 
refled, in gliding from one tone to an- 
other, by the linking of a fhrill and Ib- 
nprous cymbol \ and the whole had a 
very mulical and grand effe6l. At a 
particular lignal, nine times repeated, all 
the perfons prelent proftrated themi'elves 
nine times, except the AmbaflTador and 
his fuite, who made a profound obei- 
faiice. But the Emperor, whom it was 
meant to honour, continued, in imitation 
of the Deity, invifible the whole lime. 

For a few days afterwards, a variety 
of entertainments were exhibited in the 
prefence of tlie Emperor. Some of the 
contrivances in the fire-works were new to 
the£ngli(hfpectators. Outofalarge4)oXy 
lifted up toa confiderable height, and the 
bottomfalling out as if it were by accident, 
came down a multitude oi paper lantbtms, 
foldtdfiaty as they iflued from the box, 
kut unfolding thenifelvei by degrtes. As 
each lanthem aflumed a regular form, a 
light was fuddenly perceived of a beau« 
tifuUy coloured flame. This devolution 
and devclopement was feveral times re- 
peated, with a difference of figure every 
time, as well as of the colours, with 
which the Chinefe feemed to have the art 
of cloathing fire at pleafure. On each 
fide of the Targe box was a correfpond- 
fncc of fmaller boxes, which opened in 
like manner, and let down a kind of net 
work of fire, which (hone like bumiftied 
copper, and flafhed like lightning, with 
f^ry impulfc of the wyid. The whole 



ended with a volcano, or eruption of ar« 
tificial fire^ in the grandeft ftyle. 

At none of tbtje amufemenu did any 
females appear. Only at the exhibition 
of a pantomimcf to which the Embaffj 
were invited, there were latticed galle- 
ries for the ladies, who, without being 
feen, could difcern all that was pafTmg 
on three open theatres, or fbges, one 
above another. They had not probably 
any view into the boxes j for the Empe- 
ror, in order to indulge their defire of 
feeing fome perfon of the EmbaflTy, di- 
re6^ed one of the eunuchs to condu^ the 
youth already mentioned (Sir G. Staun* 
ton's Son) out of the AmbafTador's box 
upon a platform within the ladies' view. 

Inftead of human f. inures upon the 
ftage, the aftors aflumed the forms of 
other animate and inanimate productions 
of the land and fea. They filled tlie 
three feveral ft ages, forming a kind of 
epitome of the world. 

Among other talents, the Emperor 
of China has thofe of a poet. He pre* 
fenttd a few ftanzas to the Ambaflador 
for his Majerty, together with feme cu- 
rious gems, which he particularly valued 
for having been eight centuries in his 
family, and which he gave as an camclt 
of perpetual friend/hip. 

Chapter the Second treats of the return 
to Pekin, and of obfervations and occur- 
rences ihei^. A curious tnftance is men- 
tioned of the ingenuity and dexterity of 
the Chinefe workmen. Two of them 
took down the two magnificent glafs 
htftres, fent as prefents to the Emperor, 
in order to nlacc thtm in a more advan- 
tageous pofirien. They feparated them 
pitce by piece, and put them again to- 
gether in a fliort time without ditiiculty 
or miftake, the whole confiding of many 
tboul'and minute pieces, though they had 
never feen any thing of the kind before. 
Another Chinefe cut a narrow flip from 
the edge of a curved plate of glafs, in 
order to fupply the place of one belong- 
ing to the dome of the PUnitarium^ 
which had been broken in the carriage. 
The Enghjb mechanics belonging to the 
Enihafly had in vain attempted to eta the 
glafs according to this curved line, with 
the afiiftance ot a diamond. The Cbine/e 
did not fliew his method; but it was 
faid that he fuccieded by firil drawing 
the point of a brated iron acrofs the fur- 
face to be divided. The ikill of this 
aitift was the more admirable, as there 
is no manufa£lure of glafs in the Empire^ 
except at Canton, where, infteadof ufing 
fiiut and bariUa> and converting them by 
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the proper procefs into glafs, the raanu- 
^Hiicer only melts the broken pieces of 
that material, and forms it into new 
Ihapes. 

Notwithftanding our Author's /e?rw^r 
affertiofif that the Chhiefe arc not fond of 
readtttgy he again tells us that the multi^ 
plicatioii of the claffic tuorks of the Chi- 
nefe by printing is prodigious, and alfo 
that tile lighter literature of the country 
grves no incon/idnabte oc<uf>ation to the 
prtfs. The Orphan of Cbinay which has 
appeared in an Englifh drefs, is no un» 
favouiable fpecimenof Cbinrfe tragedy \ 
and the Plfujlng H.'jhrj, of which an 
Engii/h tranflation was pubilflied feveral 
years ago, is antnflance oi Chi nefe novels 
^xpritmg that is interefting and iimple. 

Ga^ittei are frequently publiihed in 
Pekin, under the authority of Govern- 
ment. Theo/ariow appointments through- 
out the Empire, t}a& favours granted by 
the Emperor, bif remij^on of taxes to 
difirids fuffering by dearth, his recom* 
fenfc of extraordinary fervices^ the em- 
hajfiesitnty and the /r/^u/^ paid to Him, 
form a confiderable part oi the ptihjic 
news. The domelVic details of his houle- 
hold, or of his private life, are feUlom, 
if ever, mentioned. Singular events^ 
injl antes of longe'vity, lometimeS the 
fmmijbment of offence Sy committed by 
Mandarines, are there recorded. 

But though the daily prints are not, as 
in England, the vehicles of political 
knozoledge, and fometimes of fedition, 
yet more ft a- et means of mifcbiefzxt fa id 
to exilt in China. KfeQ, it is reported, 
has for ages fubfifted in the country, 
whole chief principles are founded upon 
an antipathy to monattby ; and who 
xiouri(h hopes of at laft fubverting it. 
Their meetings are held in the utmoft 
/ecrecy, and no man avows any know- 
ledge of them 5 but a fort of inquifition 
is laid to be e^abliOied, in order to find 
ttiemout. They, who are lul'pe^led of 
fuch fcntiments, are cut off, or hunted 
cmt of fociety. 

The qualification to be officers of the 
houfebotd, and other attendants in the 
Imperial palaces, confills in that opera- 
tion, which, in a few parts of Europe, 
is performed for meliorating the voice, 
and difqualifUs for being a parent. But 
h h intrujled witb^ the care of the ladies 



of the court, or to be allowed an approack 
to their apartments, it is neceflary to be 
what, without reference to cotour, the 
Turks are faid to have termed a black 
eumiib j which means, that all traces of 
fex fliould completely be erafed. The 
operations for this purpofe, however dc* 
licate in themfclves, are performed cvea 
upon Chinele of an adult age, with little 
peril in refpeft to life. 

The Narrati<ve of Mneas Anderfht^ 
though written by a perfon in a fubaltem 
capacity, and who could not therefore, a« 
he modelUy acknowledges, be fuppofcd 
to be in lYit fccret, as to the progrcfs of 
the negotiation between the Embajfy and 
the Court of China, contains however 
many ftirewd gueffes on the hoftile dif* 
polition of the Prime Minifter towards 
the Englifti. In t\sit fubfeouent publica- 
tion of Sir G. Staunton, the buiinefs^if 
more plainly and diftinftly ftated, at 
might be expefted, by a Member of ibt 
Cabinet. The Colao, for that is the 
nanw given to the firft officer of ftatc^ 
feemed determined from the firft that the 
European vifitors IhouW not winter ia 
China ; and, without lofing fight for a 
moment of that cool politenef, whick 
however flour if bing a talent it miy be 
deemed in Courts, feems to be prt-emi- 
nently vigorous at Pckin, informed hie 
Lordftiip, indirectly indeed, but in a 
manner it was impoflible to evade, that 
his departure muft no longer be dclayed. 

Lord Macartney fubinitted, with as 
good a grace as he could, to fo peremp- 
tory, though civil a difmiffal, which, 
after all, perhaps, was rather to be at- 
tributed to general principles of policy, 
than to any particular ground of diflike 5 
though the Colao" s retufal of the Am- 
baflador's prelents might afford reafon 
for fuch a lufpicion. It was fome con- 
folation for this difappointment, that the 
intercourfe with the Emperorj of which 
the fuppofed termination was tlie chief 
ground of the Ambaffador's itrgrct, was 
in facl maintained afterwards more inti- 
mately, and through a more favourable 
channel than while the EmbaiTy remaintxi 
at Pckin. This was owing to the cf- 
pccial kindnefs and favour of the Man- 
darin who had the care of re-CQndu6ling^ 
the EmbaiTy to Chufan.

THERE are few Authors, particu- 
larly of the clafs of novel writers, 
whole works have" been more juftly or 
mofe oniTerfally admired than thofe of 
I.B Sage. The vivacity of his cha- 
raAcrs» the intereding nature of his in- 
cidents, the epigiummatic turn of bis 
dnkNEoeft, the humour of his fcenes, and 
the fly eliptical vein of fatire by which 
lie inculcates his mora), and endeavours 
to itibrm the follies of various orders in 
focicty, have fcarccly ever been equalled, 
and certainly have never been furpafled. 
The GJ B».asy in particular, has raii'cd a 
mooament of death leCs fame to his me- 
mory, and the merits of it, which arc in 
every reader's knowledge, will mcll likely 
be handed down from age to age, to the 
rcmoteft periods of recording time. The 
work at prefent before us is laid to be 
the geiHiine offspring of this ingenious 
and entertaining writer; the lalt effort 
of his expiring genius : and of the truth 
of thefe obfcrvations the work itlclf 
bears intrinfic evidence. It polieflcs all 
the chara£lerlilic qualities of Le Sage's 
mind i and, as it was the laft he wrote, 
leems to have been intended as the plat- 
Ibrm of a cb^f tfa^irurey which, when 
fiiiiflicd> might fairly contend for lupe- 
riority with the Hero of S ant Ulan e. 
This is the firft time that this too long 
neglcded novel has wholly appeared in 
an Englifh drels, and it is truly obferved 
by the Tranflator in the Preface, that 
•' it does not confift, like moft of the 
novels of the prefent day, of a ieries of 
idle and unmeaning fi6lions, which ftrve 
only to miHead the judgment, and corrupt 
the heart ; but contains exa6): portraits 
of a variety of real characters, moral, 
political, and literary ; a feries of lively 
and plcafant adventures ; and many keen 
but juft cenfures upun the vices and 
follies of mankind.'* We micht indeed, 
from the pleaiure we have received in the 
penifal of it, have added many more 
commendatorv inftances of its merit j but 
we fliall kt the work fpcak for itfelf, by 
inicrting the following extra6l, calcu- 
lated ^o expofe thofe abufes of medicine, 
and that careleffnef^ and mifcondu^ of 
its empirical ptofeffors, which, as it ap- 
x>eart in every part of the works of Mo- 
Iicre> wasfodangerouHy prevalent at this 



period in France. Vanlllo, the fprightly 
hero of the prefent piece, being (Ufmiiled 
from the fervice of the Viceroy of Sicily, 
is taken under the patronage of Dr. Po- 
tofchi, a celebrated nollrum monger, who, 
among other curious difcoveries in phar- 
macy, invents a pomacca for all the ills 
attendant on old age and uglinefs, by 
means of which he rejuvenates, among 
others, the Baronefs de Conca, the female 
favourite of the Viceroy, and thereby 
enables her to maintain the empire which 
her ia6t itious charms had gained over his 
heart. , To this wonder-working Chemift 
and Pharmacopolift, Vanillo aAs as a 
confidential allirtant, and is by degrees 
inftru^ted in all the fecrets of his art. 
** I had already," fays Varilllo, ** bcea 
intruded to compound a variety. of medi- 
cines, when two prelcriptions were fcot 
to the fhop by Dr. Arilcador, a Na- 
varrois Phyfician, who at that time pafled 
for a ftcond Hippoci-ates in Palermo, 
There was not a Baion, a Count, or a 
Marquis, that would die contentedly by 
any other hand. Theie prefer ipt ions 
were calculated to produce very oppofite 
cffe6ls J for the one of them was intended 
for a Counfcllor, who had acquired a 
defiuxion of the lungs by elaborate plead- 
ing ; and the other lor a Divine, who 
had contracted a violent pleurify by run- 
ning too precipitately alter church pre- 
ferment. Having carefully mixed the 
drugs and other articles, ot which thefe 
refpeftive medicines were ordered to be 
com pu fed, I carried them to the houfes 
of the two patients ; but by a moll me- 
lancholy miftake, like a ilupid fellow af 
I was, I accidentally delivered the potior 
which was intended for the Advocate 
to THE Divine ; and that which was 
intended for the Divine to the Ad- 
vocate ; and, ftill more unfortunately, 
I did not recolleCl that I had made this 
egregious blunder until the patients had 
drained their reipe^^ive phials to the laft 
drop. 

** Dexterous as I may be at concealing 
truth under a varniili of falfehocd, I could 
not excufe this grofs and dangerous aft 
of careleft'nefs even to myfelf 5 and being 
certain that both thefe unfortunate men 
rouft Icon unavoidably be, if they were 
not aii'cady, numbered aiueng the dead. 

Ire- 
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I returned home in the moft painful agi- 
tation, bitterly lamenting the misfortune 
of their prelcriptions having fUUen into 
mjr hamU. An oM and hacknej ed jnac . 
tjtioncr would have contiuiietl calmly ia 
the (hop, without being the Icall cm- 
barrafled by the mi(takc he had matte j 
but I had not yet had iuftkient expe- 
rience in Pharmacy to indurate mv hcnrt. 
** I was i'o pciturbcd by ihis Jrciulful 
tvent, that Potofchi, oblervlng my cha- 
grin, aiked me with great concern what 
was the matter ; and, urged by the com- 
pun£lion I telr, I candidly confeilul the 
crime into which my negligence bad be- 
trayed me. Inllead however of expref- 
iing forrow or c( ramiicration for this 
fetai dilafter, he inlbntly burft into a 
fit of laughter, and told me that it was 
•afy to be fcen by the excefs of my af- 
fliaion, that I was yet a mere novice in 
the profefhon. * It is ridiculous, my 
dear ch*.d,' continued he, '"to feel lb fen- 
fibly the common accidents of trade. 
You mult IcaiTi not to take luch mis- 
fortunes as thcfe fo much to heart. Are 
mankiirdi and cfpeclilly tiie members of 
oi^ profeflion, infallible ? Is it not a 
common faying, that fuch a one has 
kluttdereU like an Apothecary f a faying 
which prefuppofes that we frequently 
make miltakes. Believe me truly,' ad- 
^cd he, « I have made maay worfe mif- 
takes in the courfe of my life 5 but I 
never thought it worth while to go to 
Kcme to confefs them.' 

* But tell me Signior Potofchi,' fald 
I« ' you who know all the properties of 
the drugs, tell nje whether you think 
tlie two Gentlemen I have caufed to take 
them be. In your opiolouy alive or 
^ead ?' 

* I know nothing about that,' replied 
Potoichi, * I am not fo well acquainted 
with the properties of drugs as to be 
certain of the effefts they may produce. 
But, at all events, do not permit your 
fears to betray your guilt j we can boldly 
allcrt that we precilcly followed the di- 
rection of the Phyfician in making up 
the prefcripi ions, and then, by concealing 
the change that has been made, if theie 
patients ihould die, which I confefs is 
extremely probable. Dr. Arifcador will 
bear the whole blame 5 which indeed is 
but common jultice j for if they (hould 
fniraculuudy live, he will of courfe have 
ail the honour/ 



" We refolved accordingly to place 
thefe two vic>ims to ilx: account oif the 
Phyfician, whofe reputation, luckily for 
us, vtiy much favoured ourdelign. 

** 'I'he eiifuing day Dr. Ariicador came 
into the fjiup, with vifibie emotion, to 
announce, as we conceived, the fudden 
death of his unfortwiate patients; but 
on the contrary he brought us the mott 
agreeable news I 

* My friends,' cried he, * I cannot 
contain my joy, or rather my tranfport j 
the two lalt prefcriptiqns I lent you 
ought to be confccraied in tlie temple of 
^iculapius, as two grand fpccihcs for 
the pieunj'y and "aidtfiuxioHfrom tht Itmgs* 
Can you credit what I ttli you ? , Both 
the Lawyer and the Divine had no fooner 
taken their medicines than they were al- 
molt inliantly relieved. They ilept pro* 
foundly the whole night, and found 
themielves, when they awoke this mom* 
ing, perfe»^ly recovered.

Mj^ 
dear friends,' continued he, •• you ought 
alfo to rejoice in this ne,v victory j for 
you have contributed towards it by the 
iidelity with which you prepared the 
medicines, and a portion of that glory 
which muft fiiine with fo much hiftre 
upon me v/ill be reflected in Ibmc degree, 
upon youri'eives !' 

** The Do6tf.r was fo overjoyed at the 
Idea o\ his extraordinary fuccels, that 
he could not dilcontinue his felf-congra* 
tulations upon the occalion 5 while we» 
who were in the fecret, with difficulty 
refi'aincd fr;;m laughing in his face j but 
the profound veneration wiiich Apothe* 
caries owe to the more exalterl chai after*

This ftroke of fatirical hnrrtour It)

THIS Book is intended (as the Title 
expre/Tes) to illuftrate a large £n- 
rraving, which the Inventor calls a 
Irlanifpherical Planetarium, or Repre- 
lentation, in plano^ of that interefting 
part of the Solar Syftem which includes 
the Orbit of our Earth. The defign is 
certainly a ufeful one, to fhew the man> 
ner in .which the moon revolvts round 
the earth as its particular centci*, and 
both together round the fun as their 
joint center, producing the variation of 
ieafon j alfo the mode of the earth's ro- 
tation on its axFs, by which is caufed the 
fucceflion of day and night. 

The Author (who, by the (ignature 
affixed to a Dedication to Mr. Adam 
Walker, the Lecturer in Philofophy, we 
find to be a Mr. F. B. Watfon) feems to 
fcave been imprefTed v.'ith an idea, cer- 
tainly rational enough, that pra£lical 
leflTons from vifible objefls take fafter 
kold on the young mind, and are more 
cffe^lual in demonft rating fafts, than 
written or oral reprefentation j and to 
have been thence led to give a delineated 
view of the relative pofitions of our 
planet, as being more intelligible to the 
tyro than the ufual mode of beginning 
to inftruft by the globe. To facilitate 



the toik to thofe who come quite unpre* 
pared to the ftudy of Aftronomy and 
Geography, is the objeft of the Ele- 
mentary Introduftion, which occupies 
7* pages of the Book, and is written in 
a ftyle as fimple, perhaps, as the nature 
of the fubjeft would swmit. It affords 
much ufeful information refpe6^ing both 
the before-mentioned fciences, and ex- 
plains with regard to the Engraved 
Planetarium, that as a fubftitute for real 
motion in defcribing the revolution of 
the earth, twelve of its pefitions are re- 
prefented, being thofe on the particular 
days of its entrance into the rei^c^ivc 
(ignsof the zodiac. 

From our recolle6lion of Mr. Walker's 
Eidouranion, and the obligations which 
in his Dedicatory Epiftle the Author 
profcfles to owe to that Gentleman, the 
prefent work appears to us to have been 
defigned to ferve at once as a preparation 
for the ftudy of the globes ^ and as a 
graphical reprefentation and explanation 
of that ingenious tranfparent piece of 
mechanifm invented by Mr. Walker. 

We think both the Treatife and the 
Engraving likely to be ufeful afliltants 
to the inceptive iffons of a young 
ftudent. J.

A candid and latisfeftory' defence of thofe 
Members of the Corporation of Surgeons 
who promoted the late unfucceftful appli- 
cation to Parliament ; an application which 
appears to have been d^cnfible on the 
grounds of utility, expediency, and propriety, 
and which ill defcrved the illiberal oppofition 
it met with. The powers which were fo- 
Ijcited for were only fuch as had already been 
granted to Itfs refpeftable focicties, and fuch 
as appear little liable to abufe. On a future 
applicatiun, when the rcafons arc more fully 



underftood than they appear to hive been, 
we cannot doubc that the Bill will pafs into a 
Law. Mr. Chevalier difcufles the objedls he 
has in view with temper and inteUigence, 
and refcues the leaders in the late application 
from the obloquy unmeritedly cad on them 
in a place where more decency miglit have 
been expefted. The hiftory of Surgery in 
tills pamphlet may be perufei with pleafure 
by readers who are not of the facuhy.

This Drama cannot be judgtd by 
common rules. It poffeiles ftrcng tf»- 
tereft, but of a very improbable kiml.

In charafter or fen- 
timent there is no novelty, but incident 
and fituation are produced with great 
eflTcft. The introduction of the aerial 
Being feems unneceflary j but it cannot 
be denied but the fUence and geftures of 
the Ghoft operate very forcibly on the 
audience.

Grevillc, the hero of the Play, by his 
marriage with Mil's Egerton, is ruppofed 
to ha9e forfeited all right to cftates of 
lojoool. a-ycar, left him by his lately 
dcccaied father, who, by a will, ilri^tly 
enjoins that the fon Ihould nof marry be- 
fore a certain period, and in cafe of fai- 
lure, that the property (hould devolve to 
Undermine, one of the executors.

Undcrmine's 
nephew, a youthful and honed auftioncer, 
confpires againit the inhumanity of his 
uncle, and by his means, and the zeal 
and dexterity of Grevilie's Ucward, a 
dife-very ^ made, that the obnoxious 
will has been rer>dertfd null and void by 
a fubicqutiit one, in which Greville's 
right Is continued, the iui.any of Under- 
mitiv cxpjied and detcoU'd, and the fuc- 
ctliiui parties become, as happy as the 
fitiiien tranfition from defpair and ibrrow 
to joy and triumph can make them. 

The characters are aUb intereftcd in a 
kind of underplot, in which the principal 
perfons, Egerton (the brother of Gre- 
ville's wife) and Mils Sydney, terminate 
their difappointments in matrimony ;

MONDAY, NOVEMBER 27. 

Mr. D. P. Coke moved for leave to 
brin^ in a Bill to regulate the trial of 
Cauies and Indictments within certain 
Cities and Towns Corporate in England. 
Leave given, and Bill ordered. 

Sir John Sinclair, conceiving that no 
information ought to be withheld that 
would enable the Houfe to judge of the 
efficiency and probable effe^s of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer's novel and 
important fyftem of Finance, gave notice, 
thet he fhould to morrow bring forwatd 
a motion for examining at the bar of the 
Houfe certain Colleftors and Commif- 
fioners of the Revenue relative 4^0 the 
produce of particular Taxes. 

LordBelgrave rofe to make his pro- 
mifed mc%ion on the 7th of William, 
commonly called the Treating Aft. Ad- 
verting to the circumftances that attended 
the late eltftion for Southwark, and the 
doubts which arofe on the conftruftion 
of the Treating Aft, he felt it his duty 
to move for leave to bring in a Bill to 
^utanend to all ambiguity on the fub- 
jcft. In liipport of the neceflity of fuch 
ameafuFc, fits Lordihip mentioned two 
oppofite decitions of Committees on the 
conftrliftion of the Aft. One was, that 
a perfcn who had been guilty of corrupt 

J^raftices fhould not be eligible for the 
ame place. Another was, that he ihould 
not be returnable to the fame Parliament. 
Though the conftmftion of the Aft was 
rather ambiguous, yet its fpirit was 
clear. In conformity to what he con- 
ceived to be its objeft, he fhould propofe 
to adopt in the amended Aft, namely, 
to incapacitate a Candidate who had betui 



guilty of corrupt praft ices at his eleftioflt 
from being eligible for the fame place ia 
Parliament at alL for the fame feflion.* 
His Lord (hip concluded by moving, 
*« That the Aft of the 7th of King WU- 
liam fhould be read." 

It was read accordingly. 

He then moved for leave to bring in t 
Bill to explain and amend the faid Aft. 

Leave was^iven, and a Bill ordered. 

TUESDAY^ NOVEMBER 28. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
flated, that the public accounts were not 
in fuflicient forwardnefs to enable him 
to enter upon a more detailed flateroent 
of the Ways and Means for the enfning 
year to-morrow. He therefore informed 
the Houfe that he ihould defer his notice 
to Friday. 

Mr. HuiTey rofe to point out an incon- 
venience which would arife from the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer not fub- 
mitting a refolution for the decifion of 
the Committee on Friday lall ; and this 
inconvenience would be increafed by the 
delay now propofed. He adverted to 
the ftate of the Land Tax Bill, which bad 
already pafled that Houfe, and was now 
in its laft ftage in the Upper Houfe. If 
this Bill paifed in its prefent (hape, no 
alteration could be made in the Aft dq- 
ring the prefent SeflTion. The duty nnift 
therefore remain at 4s. in the pound, 
and fubjeft the other aiticles of taxation 
to a di (proportionate duty j this be 
thought partial and unjufl. The land 
was, in his opinion, better able to bear 
an additional tax than the ardclet fc* 
lefted by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. 

Mr. Pitt confjdercd the obfervationt 
fo irrevclant as to be unworthy of notice. 

The Order for to-morrow was then 
difcharged, and fixed for Friday. 

Mr. Hobart ftated the necefUty of dif- 
patch in the progrefs of the Bill for con- 
tinuing the Aft of laft SciOon for tk 
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^ofii/hment of perAmt reducing men em- 
plo}red in his Majcfty*t Land and Sea 
fervicc, on account of the . Aft being 
nearly expired. He therefore propofcd 
that the Bill (honld be read a third time, 
after the other Orders were gone through. 

rOur readers will recofieft that the 
AS alluded to was limited to one month 
after the commencement of the then next 
Seilioh of Parliament.] 

Lord Belgrave brought up the Biil for 
explaining and amendinfi; tne Treating 
Aa, The Bill was read the firft time. 

The other Orders of the Day being 
gone through, the Sedu^ion Bill was 
read a third time and paHcd. 

WEDNESDAY, NOVHMBERI9. 

Sir John Sinclair faid, he h9d given 
notice of a motion for the attendance of 
the Board of Conuniflioners of the 
Taxes, but that fome circumftances had 
occurred to induce him not to perfift in 
that motion. He alluded to a paper, 
the authenticity of which he believed was 
no^ in any degree queftioned, viz. the 
Declaration of the Executive Dire^ory 
t>f France. He had ften that paper this 
morning ; it difplayed. in fuch ftrong and 
unequivocal terms the hoftility of the 
enemy, and announced lb openly their 
intention of invading this country, that 
be could not as an Engliihman, or as a 
friend to his country, think of propofing 
any motion which could, in any degree, 
tend to lefTen our unanimity in the eyes 
of the enemy. 

Mr. Pitt faid, if the Proclamation of 
the Dircflory had made one convert to 
unanimity, bo (hould rejoice that it had 
been publi(hed. He oppofed the in- 
tended motion, becaufe he thought the 
Houfe fiilly as competent to judge what 
the operation of the intended tax. would 
be, as the Commiflioners of the Taxes. 

The other Orders of the Day were 
then deferred. 

A Mefllage was received from the 
Lcrds, ftating that their LordQiips had 
agreed to the Bank Reftri6lion A6t, the 
Scotch Note Bill, and the French Lawn 
Bill. 

FRIDAY,'dBCBMB£R I. 

Conunittees of Ways and. Means and 
Supply deferred till Monday.

Mr. Pitt deterred the farther cond- 
deration of his Flan of Finance till 
Monday. 

MONDAY, DECEMBBIt4. 

Mr. Hunter brought up an account of 
the expelled amount of the AlTelfed Taxes 
for the year 1797, up to the 5th of April 
1798. 

On the motion of Mr. Pitt, the Order 
for calling over the names of defaulters 
was difcbarged. 

WAYS and means. 

The Order of the Da^ was read for the 
Houfe to resolve itfelf into a Committee 
of Ways and Means, to wliich were or- 
dered to be referred the different accounts 
prefented in the courie of laft week. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into 
the laid Conmiittee, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid» 
on a former day he ftated fo fully the 
general outline and principle on which 
he intended to provide for the fupplies, 
that he Q^ould now confine himfelf to a 
narrow com oafs. The Committee were 
aware that be proceeded on the fuppo- 
fition that it was felt and admitted, that 
the prefent moment called for vigorous 
exertions and uncommon facrifices to 
"counterafl the machinations of an ob* 
itinate, ambitious, and inveterate enemy ; 
an enemy, whole avowed obje^ was the 
deitruAion of our Religion, our Laws, 
and our Government. It was therefore 
oui' duty, if we had the courage of free- 
dom, and the fpirit of Engliihmen, to 
combat, not for mdemnlty, but exiftence. 
Fortunately for us, there never was a 
nation whofe profperity fumifhed her 
with fuch extenfive refources for perfe- 
vering, with efFe6l, in a conteit which 
implicated in its iifue ail that was deac 
to us as men and as ll^ngliil^en. 

It would be recollc£lt:d, that his plan 
embraced two obje^s, to prevent a great 
accumulation of debt in the market, by 
extending to an inordinate degree tie 
funding fyftem, and to guard againft 
entailing the burthen upon pofterity, by 
a fpeedy redemption. It would alfo be 
recolle6led, that he had ftated that an 
immediate call on the income and pro* 
perty of every individual would be im- 
proper, if not impraflicable. It then 
remained to find a criterion of his pro- 
perty by his expenditure, and tiiis would 
be found more oeneiicial to the State, and 
more juft to the IndrviJual. The Ai- 
feffed Taxes, he propofcd, (hould be the 
medium of carrying this into effect, 
H * They 
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They were paid, he faM, by about 
Soo>ooo mafters of families, tinder whofe 
roof would be found a population of four 
millions. The number of poor who 
would be excluded amounted to three 
millions. This diftin£lion he intended 
to follow up with a variety of modifica- 
tions and abatements, with a view to 
prevent the preffure from falling too 
heavily on the lower order. Thefe taxes 
he had taken at 2,700,0001. but as part 
of them (6oo,oool.)* had been impofed 
laft Teflion, no precife eftimate could be 
formed of their total amount. 

The abatements which he had to pro- 
pofe, affe<5led thofe chiefly who paid only 
the prefent taxes on houles and windows. 
In cafes where the pcrfon paid alfo for 
horfes, carriages, and male fcrvants, it 
was his intention the duty fliould be 
trebled. In the former cafe he fhould 
propofe a modification of the new duty. 
With the houfe artd window tax he Ihould 
Wcewife couple the watch and dog taxes. 
The duty he conceived ought not to be 
triple on the man who kept one watch 
and one dog in a houfe of inferior rent.— 
Where many watches and fcveral dogs 
were kept, it would in general be found 
that the owner was liable to the horfc, 
carriage, or iervants tax, and fubje£led 
to the. triple duty. 'It was therefore his 
intention to propofe, that thofe who 
contributed only to the houfe, window, 
the do^, and watch taxes, (bould not pay 
the triple aflcffinent in any cafe where 
his contribution did not exceed three 
pounds. On thofe whofe payments were 
under that fum, he propofed the duty 
ihould attach as follows: thofe whole 
Affeflfed Taxes were under three ihillings, 
were not to be fubjefted to any addition. 
If they paid above three (hiUings, and 
under one pound, to pay half a rate; 
namely, half the fum which they paid at 
prefent — for inflance, where the party 
now paid I OS. he fhould pay 158. From 
il. to 2I. to pav a finglt rate, /. e, where 
^ man now paid 30s. he viras to pay 3I, 
When 2I. and under 3I. he was to pay 
double } for example, the perfon who 
paid 50S. was to contribute 7I. los. 
Where the party paid 3I. and upwards to 
30I. he was to contribute accoiding to 
the treble rate : thus, the individual who 
paid 3I. 3s. fhould be called upon to 
contribute nine guineas in addition. It 
would, he remarked, be fcarcely poffible 
to form an eftimate of the numbers who 
would be exempted by thefe arrange- 
ments from the prefTure* Taking the

There were then no more than 300,000 
mafbrs of families in the country who 
could be afte6led by the operation of the 
Tax in a ferious degree. On looking, 
however, to the common obje£l which 
this meafure was calculated to efieft, it 
was necefTary that the Tax fhould be 
flriftly enforced. Where the marks of ' 
opulence appeared in the keeping of car* 
rtages, horfes, and male fervants, thofe 
perfons who may well be fuppofcd to 
afford it, their expences fhould bear a 
triple rate on all the other duties. This 
was not all : Where a man could afford 
to pay 30I. and upwards for Aflfcfled 
Taxes, his expences may be calculated 
as falling little fhort of loool. per ami* 
He fliouTd therefore propofe, that thofe 
who paid from 30I. to 50I. fhould now 
pay three and a half over their former 
afleffment, and thofe who paid above 50K' 
quadruple.

In con- 
ie^uence of the increafcof conmiiffion for 
managing and collef^ing, there -would be 
a defalcation in the amount, which in his 
former ftatement he had eftimated at

had been made, which comprifed about 
fouf'fiftht of the whole kingdom, he was 
led to believe that the eharzes for man* 
aging the treble rate woukl not exceed 
90o»oool. or one million on 8>ioo,oool.

^ Mr. Pitt laid, he had not been able to 
give the Reports of the Finance Com- 
mittee that attention which was neceflary 
before a difcuilion took place upon the 
fubjeft. He therefore moved, that the 
confideratlon of the ReporU ihould be 
ehlarp;ed from Thurfday next to Monday 
fc'nmght. Agreed to. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report of 
the Conunittee of Ways and Means. 
The Refoiutions were read. 

On the queftion for their being read 
the fecond time, 

Mr. Wiglcy laid, on a fubjeft fo novel 
and important, he thought it the duty of 
the Minifter to allow a fiiort interval for 
deliberation. It was alfo, he faid, of 
that alarming and onpreflive nature that 
Gentlemen ought to have an opportunity 
of confulting their Conltituents before 
the meafure was pafled into a law. To 
him the operation of the meafure feemed 
partial, and would prefs peculiarly hard 
on perfons afTeffed between three pounds . 

The orincipal burden of the 
feven millions fell upoa aoo,ooo inha- 
bitants, whofe fituation precluded them 
horn adequate relief on the principle laid 
down, while thole in the highell lltuations 
were not affei^led in a proportionable 
degree. 

Mr. Jones faid, that he felt the necefTity 
fo extremely urgenty that he was com- 
pelled to give hib afTcnt to the Refoiu- 
tions. He wilhed it to be impr^lfed on 
Gentlemen*s minds, and engraven upon 
their hearts, that every 6d. that was ex- 
pended, and every drop of blood that 
was (hed in the conteft, were wholly to 
be afcribed to the mfatiable ambition and 
inveterate animofity of the five defpots of 
France. In order to reftrain their am- 
bition, which feemed to have no bounds 
but the extin£lion of our laws, religion* 
and liberty, he Ihould give the Refo- 
iutions his moll hearty approbation, re- 
ferving t^e power of fuggeiiing modid- 
catioas.

the national debt. On that occallon the 

Right Hob. Gentleman declared that the 

country enjoyed and was likely to enjoy, 

** not a nominal and delufive, but a real 

and genuine peace.^' For God's fake, 

he faidy give us peace again, and by 

prudent management the country will be 

reftorcd to its wonted profperity and 

happinefs. 

Mr. Pitt faid, at no period preceding 
the one alluded to, was there a fairer 
profpe^i of a lafting peace. The then 
rulers of France were bufied in reforming 
abufes in their Government. They pro- 
fefled ceconomy at home, and peace 
abroad ^ but the feeds of that harveft, 
which had (jncebeendiifeminated through- 
out Europe, and had produced incalcu- 
lable milchief, did not then develope 
themfelvcs. No man, he (aid, was more 
anxious for peace than he was, but it 
muft be upon a folid and honourable 
bafis, or it would be only a protra6led 
war, with the inconvenience of unnerving 
our forces, and renewing the conflid. 
He diftin^ly wi/hed, for the benefit of 
mankind, the tranc^uillity of Europe, and 
for the intereft ot France itlclf, to fee 
the prefent fyftem extinguiihed, and 
happier principles triumpli ; but what 
he chiefly wifhed was, that the fecurity 
of this country fhould not depend upon 
the forbearan(;e of France, but upon the 
exertion of our own energies. 

The Refolutions were then read the 
iecond time, and Bills ordered purfuant 
thereto. 

The Order of the Day was read for 
tie fecond reading of the Com Regu- 
lating Bill. 

Mr. Ryder called the attention of the 
Houfe to the Aft of laft feflion, and 
ftated, that it was intended to fubjeft the 
importation of Com to the old regu- 
lations, and to prohibit the exportation 
for a time to be limited.

An Addrefs of Thanks was inunc- 
diately voted for this moil gracious com* 
municatioh. 

It was alfo ord/rred, on motion, that 
the Houfe ihould proceed to St. Paulas 
on the fame occaGon ; and a Committee 
was appointed to manage the proceflion. 

Sir G. Shuckburgh Evelyn moved, 
" That there be laid before the Houfe a 
lift of the names of perfons paying AS* 
fefled Taxes to the annual amount of goU 
and upwards, diltinguiihing them into 
different clafles. 

Mr. Ryder did not think the account 
would give any material information* 
It had been matter of furprii'e to fomct 
that the number of perfons paying up- 
wards of xool. afteflment was not greater, 
and it was inferred, that the returns were 
erroneous.

Mr. Tiemey begged to be informed of 
the probable day on which the new Tax 
Bill would be read a fecond time. 

Mr. Pitt replied, that he ihould veiy 
probably prcfcnt it to-morrow; propote 
to read il the firft time on Friday* and 
the fecond on Monday. 

Mr. Tiemey dcfired an explanation on 
another fubjcil. He had feen in a pub- 
lic paper an article which bore an onicial 
fhape, iignifying that the 3,ooo,oool.

thing like a Loyalty Loan. Tlie Mi- 
niiUr had reprefented it as a Loan to be 
provided for in the ufual way.

■ Mr. Pitt faid, he conceived that if the 
reftriftion continued, the Bank would 
SK)t feel any inconvenience in advancing 
S,ooo,oool. to be repaid at a limited 
time, but it certainly was not his inten- 
tion to include that fum in the prefent 
year. 

[Before the bxieftion of adjournment 
was put, Mr. Pitt, in confequence of 
this converfation, fignified his inteMion 
to provide for the above fum by Ex- 
chequer Bills.]

Mr. Secietary Dundas moved, that the 
Aft of the 29th Geo. II. relative to the 
Naturalization of Foreign Officer* in the 
fervice of Great Britain, be read. 

The Aft was read accordingly. 

Mr. Dundas then obferved, that tbc 
tendency of the Motion he was about to 
fubmit, was to extend the provifions of 
the Aft above-mentioned to foreigner! 
icrving in the Weft Indies, by adding 
another battalion to the 60th regriment* 
to be fupplied from the Germans, now 
ferving his Majefty in the Weft Indies, 
He concljLided by moving for leave to 
bring in a Bill to explain and amend the 
faid Aft. 

Leave was given, and a Bill ordered. 

Mr. Pitt brought up his Bill ^ 
trebling the Aflefled Taxes, which was 
read the firft, and 'on the qiieftion for iu 
being read the (econd time, 

Mr. Wilberforce Bird rofc to ftate faU 
objeftion to the principle and operation 
of the meafure. It was calculated, i« 
his opinion, to ruin the middle and in* 
ferlor clafs of manufafturers, and thole 
who^aintained their families on fniaU 
capitals, would be completely *^ done 
away."— He mentioned various branches 
of manufafture which were on the de- 
dine $ and others, particularly the clock 
and watch trade, that were almoft oc- 
tinguiihed, from the accumulated doties 
impofed upon them either direftly or in- 
direftly. 

Mr. Ryder defended the Bill. It had 
been afferted that it prefled pecaliarlf 
hard on the middle and inferior clafies, 
but would the Hon. Gentleman produce 
a fingle inftance of a mealure, fo general 
in its operation, that cpntamed fo masy 
exemptions, and furnilhed fuch efiefto^ 
means of relief to thole clafles ? He was 
confident that he could not. 

Mr. Burdon confidered this meafure 
as a heavy calamity, but one which was 
to terminate with the occafion that p»o- 
duced it. He wiihed to fee it attach 
more largely on the higher clalfes, par- 
ticularly on Lard Proprietors, as large 
contribution from permanent incomes 
could not be fo feiilihiy felt, as from the 
produce of induftry. 

Mr. Alderman Lufkington, after de« 
Scribing the effcfts of the mealure on the 
manufafturcs, and the enterprifing fpirit 
of the coumry, I'uggcftcd rfie propriety 
of exempting from the meafure perfoaa 
paying under lol. afieHtd taxes, and 

BMdi- 
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tnodlfylng the claft above that CuiUf 
which, he faid, would leave a furplut of 
6,500,000!. blit he did 'not bring any 
thins forward in the ibape of a Motion. 

Nir. Pitt exprcfifed his furpriie at the 
aflertions, that the tendency of this Bill 
was to do avray thofe peribns who were 
the fupport of the State, and that the 
Tax was direfUy againft the manufac- 
turing clafs of the country. 

To fuppofe that' the whole could be 
levied upon the rich alone> was vifionaiy 
and impolitic, if it were practicable. There 
was i'uch a fympathy between the higher 
and the interior claflTes^ that an undue 
prefllire of thp former would operate as 
% difcouragenfCnt to the purchaie of com- 
modities, and an univerfal ftagnation of 
trade would take place. 

Mr. Ticmey faid, he obje£bd to the 
principle of the bill, becaufe he was 
convinced it was opprefllve, and calcu- 
lated to provoke irritation in the minds 
of the people at a period when the greatcft 
unanimity ought to prevail. He could 
alTurc the Hon. Qentleman, that many 
of thofe who were othcrwife dil'pofcd to 
think well of his meafures, dreaded the 
pafling of this Bill, from a conviction 
of their inability to comply with it. He 
did not expert that the Miniiler would 
abandon it altogether, but he wifhed for 
time, that, it might be rendered as pa- 
latable as pofllble* 

The queftion for the Bill being read 
the fecond thne was put and carried. 

Mr. Pitt faid, it certainly was his in- 
tention that the Bill ihould be read the 
fbcond time on Monday next, as it was 
of the utmoft importance to the public 
fervice that it ihould pal's before the ho- 
lidays. He moved accordingly. • 

Mr. Tiemey, after making fome fur- 
ther obfervationsy moved, that Thurf- 
day (hould be fubltituted for Mon- 
day. On a divifion, there appeared lor 
the amendment, 5 *, againft it, 5S. 

FRIDAY, DECEMBER 8. 

Mr. Yorke fubmitted to the Minifter 
the propriety of poftponing the commit- 
ment of the Treble Aifcflcd Tax Bill to 
Thurfday. 

Mr. Pitt faid, when he mentioned 
Tuclday, it was on the luppofition that 
the Bill would have been printed, and 
ready for delivery this day. As this 
was opt the cafe, he ihould accede to the 
wifh of the Hon. Gentleman. 
t Mr. Tierney urged the neccffity of 
poftponiag the fecond itading to 1 uef- 
day, that Members might hiive an op- 
portunity' of perufing the printed Bill 
before the principle was difcuflcd. 
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Mr. Pitt (kid, if the delay propo6d 
could remove the miiiu>prehenuons which 
prevailed on the mealurey he had no ob- 
jection. 

The Order for Monday was then dif- 
charged, and a new one made for Tuef- 
day. 

Sir J. Sinclair fignified his intentioil 
to fubmit, on Wednefday fe^nnij^t, cer- 
tain Refolutions to the Houfe, fimilar to 
thofe he had brought forward M 6eiEoii> 
for the cultivation of waile lands. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Com- 
mittee of ways and meaftt,- In ^kh it 
was refolved> that towards raifinj^ the 
fupplies, the Aim of three millioas mould 
be granted in Exchequer Bills. 

Mr. Nicholls role, and, agreeable to 
the notice he had given» moved that all 
fees and falaries annexed .to any office 
imder the crown, exceeding 2000U 
(hould be remitted during the continn- 
anco of the war. The L^ Chancellor, 
the Soeaker, the Judges, and Foreign 
Minifters, were exempted. 

Mr. Tierney faid, that though he ap- 
proved of the principle of the Refolution> 
he dilapproved of the mode in which it 
would operate. He hoped therefore that 
the Motion would be withdrawn, and {o 
modified as to be more generally bene- 
ficial.— The Motion was withdrawn. 

The Report of the Cora Bill was re- 
confidered.

I HAVE the pfoiAire to inform you, 
{or the information of my Lords Com- 
mi(fioiicrt of the Admiralty, that on 
Saturday the 23d infiant, atone P. M. 
being then off the Coaft of Holland, the 
Vlic Ifland bearing South, durance eight 
leagues, we difcovered a fchooner about 
four or five miles a-head of ut, which 
we gare chace to. The wind being at 
S. E. prevented her from gaining the 
Vlic Parage. Finding we were coming 
fail up with her, and judging we were 
unacquainted witb the coaft, lie ran 
clofe in, and let go her anchor in eight 
feet water. Mr.Stephenfon, my Maf- 
ter, knowing the coaft very well, we 
followed until we came into left than 
three fathoms, let go our anchor, and 
immediately commenced a heavy fire on 
her : they however engaged us forty 
minutes, then cut her cable and ran her 
on ihore : thirteen of her crew took 
this opportunity of leavinf^ her before 
our boats could take polTellion. No 
time was to be loft } the fignal for an 
enemy on their coaft had been made 
from our firft fir^g on the fchooner, 
and we could plainly perceive they were 
bringing down two neld pitces againtl 
us ; but, by our conftant 6re of round 
and grape (hot, we in a great mea(ure 
ftopped their progrefs. The tide of 
flood having made, Die was foon got 
o(r, without any other damage than 
having received a fliot between wind 
and water, and which w« foon got 
ftgpped. 

The fccond Lieutenant of the fchooner 
was killed. We had a few (hot through 
our fails, an4 two through our Enfign. 
She proves to be the D'Ondeilbaariaid, 
or the Invincible Dutch- fchooner, from 
Amfterdam, mounting 10 guns, carry- 
ing 46 men ; left the Vlic liland only 
that morning ; had made no captures ^ 
i|uite a new veffel, and a remaikable 
Uft failer.

Beacby Head bearing North Ball, dif- 
tant about feven leagues, I difcovered a 
cutter in the South Baft, I immediately 
made all fail in chace, and, after a run- 
ning Bre of two hours (within muikec 
ihot), came up with and captured Le 
Policrate French -privateer, carrying 7a 
men, and mounting 16 guns, five o€ 
which were thrown overboard during 
the chace. She is an entire new veiTel, 
copper-bottomed, completely Etted for 
three months, and bound to the Wed: 
Indies, failed from Dunkirk on Tuefday 
lad, and had not taken any thing. It is 
matter of much concern for me to add^ 
that, in confequcnce of my being under 
the necclfity of carrying a very heavy 
prefs of fail, my deck (the chace being 
on the lee bow) was expofed to a very 
heavy fire of mufquetry and grape (hot 
from his flcrn chace guns, by which Mr* 
George Kennedy, the Mailer, w;»s kil- 
led, in whom the fervicc has loft a moft 
experienced feaman apd a gallant of- 
ficer 3 four feamen were alio wounded | 
two fcvcrely.

Paris, Dec. 8. The ratification of 
iW treaty of Campo- Formic, of the 17 th 
cf O^lobers ^"^m celebrated at Paris with 
great pomp. The Membert of the Di- 
tcftory, in their grand cofiume^ the Fo- 
leign Ambafladors and Envoys^ the Mi- 
atftry, &c being aflembled in the great 
Court of the Luxemburgh, General Buo- 
naparte, Joubert, and Berthier, made 
their appearance, under repeated (houts 
•f numerous fpeAators, « Long live the 
Republic I Long live Buonaparte ! Long 
five the French Nation !*' General Buo- 
aaparto being prefented to the Diredlory 
by the Miniftcrfor Foreign Alfairs, the 
btter delivered a fpeech of confiderablc 
length, wherein, after having paflTed an 
ingenious eulogium on his talents, vir- 
tues, and exploits, he obferved that a 
aew enemy was calling upon him. 
** This enemy (he faid) is celebrated for 
his hatred againft the French, and for the 
lfl(olent tyranny he excrcifes over all the 
natiotia upon earth. Let the genius of 
Buonaparte make him Toon expiate his 
liatred and tyranny, and di£late to the 
wants of the iea a peace worthy of the 
^ory of the French Kepublic/' 

At the end of this fpeech, General 
Bupnaparte delivered to the Prefident 
the Emperor*s ratification of the treaty 
of Campo- Formio, and addreflfed the 
J)ine6lors hi the following ttrms : 

** Citizens Direftors, 

*• The French people, in order to be 
fVee, had Kings to combat. To obtain 
a Conllitution founded on reafon, they 
had to overcome the prejudices of eighteen 
centuries. Religion, royalilm, and the 
feudal fyftem, governed Europe i'or 
twenty centuries pail \ but with the peace 
which vou have Concluded begins the 
sera .ot Reprefentative Governments. 
You have fucceeded in organizing the 
great Nation, wliofe vaft territory is cir- 
cumfcribed by thofe limits only which 
nature hcrlelf has traced * You have done 
more. The two fineft countries of Eu- 
rope, one*: celebrated for the arts, fciences, 
and great men they produced, fee the 
Genius of Liberty Hfe from the tombs 
of their anceftors. They are two pe- 
deftals, on which fate is going to place 
two powerful nations. I have the ho- 
liour to deliver to you the Treaty ligned 
at Campo- Formio, and ratified by his 
Majeity the Empsror. This Peace fe- 
ctux;s the liberty, the profpctity, and the 
glory ^f the Republic, when th(phap- 
piaeif of the Frtuck people ihall be firmly 



fettled on the bafif of the t>eft and wifeft 
laws, all Europe will be firee.'* 

This fpeech was received with the rooii 
enthufiaftic (houts of applaufe, and an« 
fwered by the Prefident of the Direftory^ 
who concluded his harangue in the fol- 
lowinjp manner^ 

'* Citizen Genenl ! crown fo gloriout 
a career by a conqoeft Which the great 
nation owes to its outraged dignity. Go» 
and by the puniftiment you infli£l on the 
Cabinet of London ftrike terror into all 
the governments whi<$h ihall dare to doube 
the power of a nation of freemen. Pom- 
pey did not difdain to-crufh a neft of pi- 
rates. Greater thaa the Roman General, 
go and chain down the gigantic pirate 
who lords it over the feas : go and puniih 
in London crimes which have remained 
unpunifbed but too long* Numerous vo- 
taries of liberty wait your arrival} yon 
will find no enemy but vice and wicked- 
nelii. They alone fupport that perfidious 
Government \ ftrike it down, ud let ita 
downfall inform the world, that if the 
French people are the benefaflors of Eu- 
rope, they are alfo the avengers of tho 
rights of nations." 

At the end of this fpeech, the Pitfident 
and all the Members of the Dire^oi^ gave 
him the fraternal embrace \ and, after the 
ceremony was over,theDirtftors,Generalt 
Buonfiparte and Berthier, the Miniftert, 
Forei^ Aofbafladors, &:c. fat down to a 
fuperb dinrfer, during which, among other 
toafts, the following was drank : '^ The 
liberty of the feas ; and may the Repub- 
lican armies foon refcue them from the 
yoke of that oppreflive govcinmcnt which 
has fo long tyrannized the globe.'* 

To deprive tis of the means of ftrength, 
the French Government has had recourfe 
to a violent and deftifive meafilre. All the 
Englifh goods in France were upon one 
day feized and confii^ated throughout the 
feptiblic, on k law which had not been ob- 
ferved. In a meflage to the Councils, 
the Dife^ory call for a law more efft£tu- 
ally to prevent the !ntrodu<5lion of Eng- 
lifh goods into France in any manner^ 
They even propofe to (hut their ports a- 
gainft ^ery neutral vefTel that has touch- 
ed at an Englifh port in the courfeof her 
voyage $ to Condemn as prizes every ihip 
that has the leaft part of her carffo con« 
fjfting of Engli/h goods, and tney ac« 
tually declare war againft all the maritime 
powers that ihall dare to be the carriers of 
our produce and manufa6lhres. 

The French papers ftate, that the En- 
glifli goods already Iciied in Paris only,

Hague, Dec. 13. Forty-threc Ba- 
tavian Reprefentatives have nubliiked a 
Manifefto, figned by them, wnerein they 
declare that they will not accept any plan 
of a Conltitution, which is not founded 
on a true Democracy^ on the moft perfeA 
civil e^a/ityy on a regular influence of 
the people on the Government, and on a 
clearly determined refponjibilitjy of both 
the Members of the Executive Power.

Paris Papers ftate officially that there 
has been an infurre^ion at l^ome, from, 
which city th? French Envoy (Jofcph. 
Buonapane) has fled, feveral French 
halving been previously mafiacred. Upon 
this lubjeft there is a very long letter 
from tlic Envoy, written at Florence, -lb . 
the Miniller for Foreign Afairs In 
Paris J — L 

" On the «6th of December (the En- 
voy (ays) three individuals called vpok 
him at Rome, to tell him, that on thfe 
following night a Revohitibn wouki takb 
place ; an intimation which ho reotivtA 
with fome figns * of difapprobation \ 
though they en<}uired whether the Fftnch 
Government would proted them. (if. 
four o'clock in the morning of the »ftb» 
he was informed, that there was a revp«> 
lutionary aQcmbly it the vilU Mediclv 
compofed of eighty or a Jwodred porlni^ 
He learned, altenratdf, that a f^Mrok 
had been atucked by fixty meii^ wh# 
Were difperfcd, after two of the Papal 
dragoons had been killed* In the^meaB 
time, inreral perlbns had taken the trir 
coloured cockade % and the French ^nvcy 
propofcd to hiiave theie arrefted, if their 
names fliould not be ibund on his li;t. 

<« While his Secretaries were examifh* 
Sn|[ this lift, twenty of the Infui^gents* 
with FrcfKh cockades in their hats, dc- 
fired to lee him, ihouting *< hin^s ik$ 
ItepubUc^'^Livf ib€ Rorrian Fe^teJ^ At 
his command they rerired ia difeonten^ 
and he was ibon afterwards inforoied* 
that the ftreet waf filled with a crowd* 
amongft^whom the ipies of the Govern* 
ment Ihoutcd ^Ti;^ ia Republique \o\»dMf 
than the others. The Papal crowd fired 
upon this crowd within the nrecin^s of 
bis palace: on which he dewed the ki* 
diers to retire, «nd prepared ip refill 
them. A tedious (ktnm(h enfued, is 
which the French General Daphoti wh» 
was to have >tonuntnded the grenadiers 
of the Jrmy ofEngUnd, and two or xbrik 
others were killed. The Mini fteis of 
Spain and Fiorescc then azrived^ as well 
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as forty" Papa] troops» and the tumult 
bjtffan to fubfide j btit no pcrfon autho" 
. ri^d by the Papal Government came to 
.concert on the means of entirely dclivcr- 
ibg him from thcrevolters. At nine in 
the evening he let out from Rome for 
^Florence. He promifes to fend the Mi- 
nifter for Foreign Affiiirs further details 
relttive to the Government of Rome, 
^' and (he ^vs) to ihew what punilhment 
ought to be mnidted upoo it/* 

Upon the receipt of this letter, the 
Pite^ory immediately arretted the Papal 
:MiDi(ler of Rome at Paris, and fent or- 
;^flrs to General Berthier in Italy, to 
.fnarch his columns to the ancient Capitol 
iOLtbe world 5— and, as a French {iaper 
•remarks, ** the bell of modern Rome has 
(Orbbably tolled its laft hour.'* Notwith- 
standing the extortion it has already ex- 
perienced, the venerable city flill holds 
^ut too rich and tempting^ a prey for the 
PireAors not to (eize this favourable 
opportunity (moft likely occafioned by 
their own arts) to gratify their. infatiable 
Tapacity.

lias arrived on the Mole, with the me- 
lancholy and horrid account of a mutinVf 
oil the ftzd of September, on board the 
iHemuoiie frigate, when Captain Pi got, 
mnd all his Officers, except the furgeon 
tUdd laafter's mate, were murdered, as 
ipvell at moft of the marines — in all, more 
<han forty perfons. They carried the 
tirigate to Laguana, and delivered her up 
to the Spanim Governor, on a capitula- 
tion to be paid their arrears of pay, to be 
received as Spanifii fubjefts, and not to 
be returned, at the end of the war. The 
mutiny was headed by Capuln Pigot's 
own Coxfwain, who had been in dif- 
ftrent (hips four or five years -v^ith him. 
He cut off the Captain's htad while alleep. 

As foon as Admiral Harvey was at- 
<juainted with the circumftance of the 
Hermione frigate, he fent a flag of truce 
CO the Governor of the Havannah, re- 
tfuetting his Excellency to give up the 
thip and crew. The governor, we un- 
Herftand, affured him, that he had taken 
care that the crew (hould have no coi^e- 
fpondencc \rith any Spanifli ihips, or 
with the fliore } and that he had already 
written to his Court for inftru£tions>bow 
•oaa.

As foon as Mr. Binftead, tiusjudge 
Advocate, had concluded the fentence, 
the Prefidcnt informed the Provoft Mar- 
ftial that Captain Williamfon was na 
longer in his cuftody, and tbe Court then 
diftolved. 

The Court ^was uncommonly croude^^ 
notwithCtanding which a pcrfea fjjenct 
and ftillnels prex'ailed. Captain Wil- 
liamfon, during the whole of his trial, 
condu<Bed himielf with much firmnefs : 
he heard the Icntence with fortitude, and 
on retiring, bowed to the Court.

two years. His Lordihip at the iamc 
time adUred the prifoner» that if It had 
,not been tor the gracious interferences of 
their Royal Hiehnefles, he would have 
^beeu fent to the Houfe of Correction, and

Pfymoutbi Jan. 13. On the morning 
0f the xith, the Cerberus, of thirty-two 

fjns, Captain Drew, arrived in Cawiai^ 
ay from Cork, having under her convoy 
the Reynard of %o guns, and Epervoir, 
©f-i6 guni?, French privateers, which had 
^een captured by her in November lad : 
^>MxiTkg the nisht of the loth and morn- 
ing ofthe 11 in, the wind blew from the 
Southward with ^reat violence, attended 
by a very heayy lea, and for the moft part 
hard rirtn . This flate of the weather con- 
tinued until about half pafl one o^dock, 
P. M. when (he w^nd abated confidera- 
.bhr, and veered a little to the weftward 
jof^ the fo^th. All the morning, till that 
fxTOM,' the |Ceynar4 was in great flanger of 
.llriviag on the rocks in Fireflone Bay x 
Jbut ihe fortunately efcaped, and is jiow 
ihfe in Uamoase. As loon as the gale 
Jibated a little, t^tain Drew, ofthe Cer- 
.berus, Mr. James Drew, a^Jng lieut^. 
nant of the fame fhjp, apd nephpw to Cap- 
,tain Drew, Captain f^uliing, late of t& 
Penguin, of 1 8- guns, now on the Cork 
*ftation, Mr. Pobre and Mr. Daily, mid- 
ftipmcoy C£ipta|o Dnevr't coxswain, and 



a black fervant belonging to Captain PuU 
line, together with a l^at^s crew of fix 
faitors, left Cawfand Bay in the Cerbe- 
rus^ s barge, and fleered for HanK>aze» 
Captain Drew having letters from Admi- 
ral (Lingfmill, at Cork* for the port ad^ 
miral here. Thev made their paflago 
v^ iafely, though the fea ran very hol- 
low, until they csune abreaft of Redding 
Point, and at the o))ening of Hamoaze ; 
but about two o'clock p. M<i as they 
were pafBng the bridge, a very narrow 
channel, fituate between Mount Edge- 
combe and St. Nicholas's Ifland, they 
found, notwichilanding the wind h!u{ 
much abated, that the fwell of the fea 
there was very heavy 9 occailoned by the 
then flrong ebb tide nrom the harbour run- 
ning counter to the foutherly wind and 
fea, the ground beneath oeing v^ry 
rocJ[;y,and the water ihoak Although we 
may fairly prefunoe that the utmoft cai^ 
was taken by Captain Drew to guard a- 
gainft accid^nta, be could not prevent the 
noelancholy fete which awraited htm and 
his companions t when they got abreaft 
nearly ot St. Nipholas's Ifland, a heavy 
fea broke into the boat, which rendered 
\\%f fituation ve^y dangerous. Captain 
pxvtf now b^ame alarmed, and inflantly 
pulled off his coat to be prepared for tfaie 
worft, at the fame time advtfmgall haod^ 
in the boat to confider of the beft meaii< 
of faving th^ir lives, in cafe any ftiU more 
iniminent d^tnger fhould a^ife. His feara 
were foon realised, for the fea which firft 
Ihiick the boat was infhmtly folbwed by 
two others, by whiph fhe foundered, and 
dreadAil to relate, ^very perfou on board 
her, expept two of the failor^, periffaed t 
Not being ^b{e to fwim, each of theni 
&cured an oar» ;^ld on thef^ they were 
driven to the rocl^s at Mqunt Edgecombe^ - 
by which means tl^eir lives were pro^* 
dentially prefbrvefi. Captain Dscw waa 
obferved by thefe ipen for ifome time com- 
bating the waves, and endeavouring to 
reach the fhore, but hi^ ftrength being 
exhaufted, he funl^ in their fight 1 his coat 
has been fince picked up» 9n\ thf letter^ 
for the port admiral found in fhf pocket 
of it. Captain Fulling had been lately 
promoted to the rank of Po^ Captain, 
and took paffage from Cork }n the CJe?- 
bcnis, to join his Majefty't fhip Hin-: 
fipftan,of 54 guns, now fittmg in this har- 
bour ft>r a ftore-fhip, to the conmiand of 
irhlch he lyas juft appointed by the Lordf 
9( the Admiralty. A fhort time fince, he 
married a daiighter of Admiral Kingf* 
mill, vidioti, among many other dear re. 
^ves, he ]»s left to deplore this dread*^ 
6 fu( 
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fill cataftrophe. Captain Drew was tin- 
married, but hat many very near relations 
at Saltafli^ about four miles from the fpot 
>vbere the accident happened, to isment 
his unhappy fate. . 

Captain Drew and Captain Pulling 
■were both ofiicers ol exempfary charac- 
■ ters in their proieflion, much belovtd by 
their officers and men> and have rendered 
their country eminent fcrvices during the 
time they have been cruizing on the Iri/h 
Nation. In ibort, at a period like the 
preient, when great exertions areneceflary 
to defeat the (Sfigns of a dangerous ene 
my* the loi's of fuch men is to be deplor- 
ed by the country in general. Several of 
the dead bodies have been taken up, but 
xre cannot find that either of the officers is 
among the number.

THIS Gendeman has often contri- 
buted to the pubKc amufement. - 
His dramatic performances, if not of the 
iiigher order, are always entertaining, 
free from exceptionable ribaldry, and not 
calculated to inflame the padions, or de- 
bale the underftanding. From the fuc- 
ct(k he has met with, we hope he may be 
encouraged to continue his exertions, and 
no longer conAne himfelf to the province 
of farce ; but afford .the town fomething 
likely to confer on his name a more laft- 
ing celebrity. 

He is the Ton of a Geptleman wc^ 
known in the polite world, who rcfided 
at Bath, as a pointer of conHderable 
eminence in that city, where he acquired 
both reputation and fortune. Our author 
Is a native of Bath, and employs his pen 
inore for his amufement than pecuniary 
advantage. His firll performance was a 
tragedy, entitled •* Such Things Were,** 
a^tcd at Bath th« ad of January 1788, 
and tbrmcd on the ftory of Kuk's pi-uclty 
in the reign of James the Second, thi 
circumftances of which are known to 
moil of our readers from Pomfret*s poem 
on the fubje^Sl.

Two days after, Mr. Hoare's firlt dra» 
ma tic produilion was again brought be- 
fore the public, at the, bcr.efit ot Mrs* 
.Siddons, the 2d of May, at Drury Lane, 
under the title of "Julia, or Such Thine « 
Were,'* in which that accompliihed 
a6>refs reprefented the principal chara^Ver 
with her ufual excellence. 

The laft performance of Mr. Hotise 
was ** The Italian Villagers," an opera, 
a^cd at Covent Garden,the asthof^April 
laii, in which the icrious and comic are 
pleafingly intermixed. So fertile a pen

VV Will it be a departure from 
the rcfpe^l I owe my readers, to prefer ve 
the memory of a Dog, who poured out 
his life with his grief upon the aflies of 
the man whofe hand had nourifhed him ? 
A few days before the 9th *rbermidor ♦, 
a Revolutionary Tribunal in one of the 
departments of the North of France con- 
demned to death M. dcs R»*»», an an- 
cient Magiltrate, and a mcil eftimabJe 
roan, guilty^ at fifty leagues from Paris, 
©f a confpiracy, which had not exifted 
it St. Lazare. M. dcs R. had a Water 
Spaniel, of ten or twelve years old, of 
the fmall breed, which had ocen brought 
up by him, and had never quitted him. 
Des K*»*» in prifon faw bis family dif- 
perfed by a fyftem of terror ;— fome had 
taken flight 5 others, themfelves arrefted, 
were carried into diftant gaols ; his do- 
meftics were difmiflTedj nis houfe was 
buried in the folitude of the Seals ; his 
friends efther abandoned him, or con- 
cealed themfelves j every thine in the 
world was filent to him, except his Dog. 
This faithful animal had been refultd 
admittance into the prifon. .He had re- 
turned to his matter's houfe, and found 
it (hut. He took refuge with i, neigh- 
bour, who received him j but that pof- 
terity may judge fcundly of the times in 
which we have exifted, it mult be added, 
that this man received him trembling, in 
fecret, and dreading left his humanity 
for an animal ihould condu^V him to the 
'fcaffojd. Every day, at the fame hour, 
the Dog lef^ the houfe, and went to the 
door ot the prifon. He was reiufed ad- 
mittance, but he conltantly pafled an 
hour before it, and then returned. His 
fidelity at length won upon the porter, 
and he was one day allowed to enter* 
The Dog faw his mailer. It was diffi- 
cult to Teparare them 5 but the gaoler 
carried him away, and the Dcg relumed 
to his retreat. He came back the next 
morning, and evei7 day j and once each 
day he. was admitted. He licked the 
hand of his friend, locked at htm, licked 
- his hand again, and went awajf of him- 

• * ** When the day of fentence arrived, 
notwithitanding the crowd, iK)twith- 
Sanding the guard, be penetrated into 



the hall, and crouched himCelf betweoi 
the legs of the unhappy roan, whom he 
was about to lofc for ever. The Judges 
condemned the roan j and, may my tears 
be pardoned for the expreflion, which 
efcapes from them, they condemned him 
in tne prefence of his Dog. They re- 
conducted him to the prifon, and the 
Dog, for that time, did not quit the door. 
The fatal hour arrives j the prifon opens f^ 
the unfortunate man pafles out \ it is the 
Dog that receives him at the threfliold. 
He clings upon his hand. Alas \ that 
hand will never more be fpread upon thy 
carefling head ! He fellows him. The 
axe falls, the matter dies, but the tcn- 
dernefs of the Dog cannot ceafe. The 
body is carried away, he walks at its 
f)dc 5 the earth receives it, he lays him- 
felf upon the grave. 

«« There he pafled the firft night, the 
next day, the fecond night. The neigh- 
bour, in the mean time, unhappv at net 
feeing him, rifles himfelf, fearchin^ for 
the Dog, guefles for the extent ot his 
fidelity the alylum he has chofen, finds 
him, careflcs him, brings him back, and 
makes him eat. An nour afterwards, 
the Dog efcaped, and regained his fa- 
vourite place. Three months pafled 
away, each morning cf which he came 
to feek his food, and then returned to the 
aflies of his matter j but each day he was 
more fad, more meagre, more languifhinjj^, 
and it was plain that he was gradually 
reaching his end . Th^ endeavoured, by- 
chaining him up to wean him ; but yc% 
cannot triumph over Nature ! He broke, 
or bit througn his bonds ; efcaped 5 re- 
turned to the grave, and never quitted it 
more. Tt was in vam that they en- 
deavoured to bring him back. They 
carried him food, but he ate no longer. 
For four and twenty hcurs he was fccn 
employing his weakened limbs in digging 
up the earth that Icparated him from the 
remains of the man he had fo much hveif, 
Paflion gave him ftrength, and he gra- 
dually approached the body ; his labour^ 
of affeftion then vehemently increafed ; 
his efforts became cofivuifive j he fhrieked 
in his ftruggles j his faithful heart gave

DUNSTER Caftle, in Somcrfctfliire, 
U 164 inile» from London. It 
was ffiven by William the Conqueror to 
WilUfim Dc Mohun, in which family it 
contlmied till Sir John De Mohun, one 
of the firft Knights of the Garter, having 
no male ifliie, conveyed it to truftees for 
the ufe of his wife. Who after his deceaie 
' lijld iti in the reign of Edward the Third, 
to Lady ElizabeUi Luttr**!!, daughter of 
Hugh Courtenay, Earl of DevonOiire, 
ftnd widow of Sir Andrew Luttrell, 
XLnight. Her fon, Sir Henry Luttrell, 
«rho was Lieutenant of Harfleur, and 
Steward of the Houfchold to Henry the 
Fifths Queen, added feyeral Buildings, 
amd left the Caftle and honours to his 
pofteiity, by whom it is polfeiTed. It 
Ibnds on a hill, and is a beautiful ftnic- 
ture, though built in the ancient man- 
aer. And of this edifice our View is 
Korth Wdl,< the bell calculated to (hew 
its' form and beauty. It had formerly 
two wings and thiee towers ; and has a 
£ne proipe^ of a vale of two miles, 
bounded by the Severn. In the civil 
wars it was ganifoned fbr King Charles 
the Firft, but was taken by General 
Sdake. It was alio the prilbn of the 



famous William PryDJie> tn the tlnoe of 
Oliver Cronfwvell. 

Dun(Ver is about two soiles from Mine- 
bead. Its fituation is low, but encom- 
pa^ed wkh hills, except towarcfs the fea, 
ff'om which it is about a mile and half 
diftant. It had formerly an Ahbey of 
Benedi^ine Monks, founded by William 
De Mohun, and dedicated to Saint 
George } but he annexed it as a cell to 
the Abbey of «aint Peter of Bath. 
About the time of the fuppreflion, it 
conHfted only of three Monks, and its 
revenues amounted to 37I. 4:1. Sd. per 
ann. The Church of this Town was 
built in the reigjn of Henry the Seventh } 
is a large hand lorn t Oru^ure in the form 
of a Cathedral, with a fine tower, and 
part of the ancient Abbey b ftill ftandii>g 
near it. Its market is on Friday. T* 
has a fair on Whitfun Monday for p^u- 
lax's goods. 

The Caftle commands an cxtciiKve- 
view over the Briftol Channel into Waits- 
The Park is four miles in<ircumference» . 
and well flocked with deer. The prefent 
pblTeitor, John Fowncs Luttiell, efq^is 
Keprbfentative for the Borough of Mine* 
head. 



DUTCH TERRITORIES IN INDIA. 



THE following calculation of the 
Dividends matte by the Dutch Eait 
India Company to the rroprieiors, may 
prove an interefling article at the prefent 
moment : 

The Company was eftabllihed In 1605, 
•amd from that time to the year 1710, 
they divided no lefs a fum than 260% 
»-8ths per cent, in money, cloves, fpices,. 
bonds on Holland, &c. - Ip the period 
of 63 years, this Company divided 12 
5*9ths per cent, of the capital ftock> one 
year with another. 

So great were the concerns of this 
Company in India, that they employed 
ih their India ftorehoufes at leatt 1400 
■ten^ as well for the building as fitting 
out (hips. Fifty workmen were yearly 
praj^laycd in finifhing and cleanfmg the 
%iceries. And their Gsneralat Batavift 



commanded upwards of 50,000 menv-tx- 
clufive of the fleets, of which he had the 
difpofal. They employed upwaixJs of 
100 (hips outwaixi bound, and above 50 
homeward. In the firft went about- 10 
or 11,000 msn : and in the latter about 
5000I .

THE following Letter^ for whicli I folicit a place in The European Magaiine, wai 
written by Mr. George Ballard, Author of " Memoir* of feveral Ladles of Great 
Britain, who have been celebi*ated for their Writings or Skill in tlt« learned Lan* 
guages, Arts, and Sciences,*^ 4to. 1752, of whom tfie follomng Ihort account 
mav be acceptable to your readers 1 — He was born at Campden in Gloucellerftiire» 
and being of a weak and fickly conftitution, was by nis parents put apprentice to 
a habit maker, as an eafy bufinefs, adapted to his bodily itrength; He acquired a 
confiderable maftery in the Saxon language in the hours devoted to deep, after hit 
daj^s labour was over. His induftry was fo Krfat that he copied a Saxoa 
Dictionary, which he borrowed of Browne Willis (nvt being able to purchafe it), 
and added near a thouiand words, coIIe£ted from his own reading. His induftry 
at length became noticed, and Lord Chedworth and the Gentlemen of his hunt, 
who were ufed to fpend annually at Campden, m (he hunting feafon, about a 
month, generouAy offered to fettle on him one hundred pounds a year during his 
life i but fuch was his modefty that he accepted only fixty pounds a year, declaring 
that that fum was fu£[icient to iatisfy both his wants and wifties. With this 
provifion he retired to Oxford, for the benefit of the Bodleian Library, and Dr. 
Jenner made him one of the ei^t Clerks of Magdalen College. He was alio 
appointed one of the UniverG^ Beadles. His death, which happened in the 
latter end of June 175^, was acdelerated, as it was thought, by hik too intenie 
application to his ftudies.

I have 
not the leaft inclination to enter into a 
controveriy which has occaiioned fo ro\ich 
warmth of zeal and acrimony of ftile in 
fo roanv great writers, and which would 
certainly gain me the ill will and dif- 
efleem of one party or other ; befides I 
look at it as the moft egregious folly and 
indifcretion to enter into difputes about 
fa^s and a^^ions, when one is almoft 
altogether ignorant of the fprtngs ind 
caules thereof. She falls under my no- 
lice no otherwife than to reprefent her 
under the character of a learned and in- 
genious princefs : and (you may believe 
ine. Sir) if ever I (hould attempt to give 
% view of her, it will be at the beft end 
of the pcrfpc^ive : but what ever this 
Gentleinaii had faid concerning her, 
would have been of no ufe or fervicc to 
intf for he has forfeited his judgement 
and veracity in £0 many places, that I 
could not have depended upon him in 



any thing wherein he had not the con- 
fentient teilimony of other authors $ and 
I muft beg leave to (ay, that I hardly 
ever met with a more difingenuous 
writer. He fccms to have entirely 
wanted the two moft eftential qualities in 
an hiftorian, im^aitialitj and truth : and 
has nothing (in my opinion) to recom* 
mend him to an noneft enquirer after 
hiftorical truths. He is indeed mafter 
of an elegant ftile, and beautifull turn of 
thought : but thofe fine qualifications in 
a bad hiftorian are rtij pernicious ones, 
fipce they ferve to'no other purpofe than 
to palliate fal (hoods, and to captivate, 
tempt, and decoy the reader, the more 
eafily to fwallow his deftruflive bait. I 
can't for my lite concieve what were the 
motives which put Mr. Higeons upon 
this invidious perforitiance. rarty fptcen 
oftentimes produces bad effefts among 
Ibme fort or writers ; but muft I, be- 
caufe i diffent in opinion in fome ex- 
ternals of divine worfhip, endeavour to 
rake together all the Icandal I can meet 
with, to brand with eternal infamy all 
thofe who do not fall in with my own 
way of thinking. This is an employ- 
ment fit for none but the difciples of 
Satan. 
I for my own part have been as icru«

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puloufly nice and carefuU in doing all 
imaginable juftice to the pious memory 
of ieverall very learned R. Catholick 
ladies, as I have to the moft celebrated 
and delcrving ones of the Proteftant 
Church ; and if I did not, I think I 
ought to be deprived of pen and paper^ 
JN, Saunders (an inveterate and impla- 
cable enemy to thofe of the Reformed 
Church), in his book Di ScbifmaU Ang, 
has laihed the^ Proteftant princes at an 
unmerciful rate, and M. Luther has 
treated K. Hen. 8. with very little cere- 
money ; as being princes not at all to 
theire good likeing : but this giddy 
vrriter is ftill of a worfe ftamp ; for ex- 
cepting two or three princes, he falls 
foul upon all indifcriminately : princes 
and peopUy lawi and language^ muft all 
fall a facrifice to his depreciating pen. 
Pro p atria mori ufcd to be one of the 
greateft boaftes of antiquity ;' but this 
worthy wrlter^s fentiments are the very 
reverfe. Our Monarchs, who, by the 
nioft judicious writers have been efteemcd 
the mcft renownd of all the European 
princes, are by this modeft, candid Cren* 
tleman, brought upon the ftage, and rc- 
prefen^ed as a fet of men, guilty of the 
mott enormous crimes, and are treated 
by him with all the indignity and con- 
tempt imaginable. They fefdom can 
receive their titles of honour or any re- 
fpeftful epithets from hira j Richard and 
Harry, Mary and Elizabeth^ James and 
Charles, &c. is the genteel manner by 
which this petulant and infolent writer 
introduces thole moft puiflant princes to 
his readers : in the very fame manner as 
if he had been drawing up an hiilorical 
account of cafes which had happened 
among tlieir fuhjefls in Weftminiier< 
hall. And fo fond is he of fcandal, and 
of reproaching his Sovereign princes, 
that even the glorious K. Ed. 3. could 
not elcapc the malignant humour of hit 
pen. And rather than he (hould palV 
vncenfured, he would take the pains of 
ftroiing into Scotland, to fetch an igno- 
luinious tale to brand that greit prince 
with an indeliable mark or infamy to 
\».idt posterity, Tndeed he fets out with 
im ill omen (p. 51.) in venting his im- 
potent malice upon^ the poor monks $ 
&r however thofe of later times may b% 



thought to have degtoerated, I alvtrari 
looked upon thofe of the iirft ages as 
men of primitive fimplicity and piety ; 
fuch were the monks of Samgor, &c. 
I therefore wonder at the inhumanity of 
this uncharitable writer, thus to en- 
deavour to ftain and blemiih the memory 
of thofe religious men with fuch an 
odious character .—Nor can the fair iex 
pafs by him without being fprinkled with 
the gall of his pen in a very plentiful! 
manner. Thofe brave Heroinst vrho fo 
courageoufly difpatched the Pagan Danes* 
enemies, who had in a moft lamentable 
manner harraffed, infelled, and oyer run 
their country (for which they arc highly 
applauded by as wife and equitable judges 
as Mr. Higgons), muft at laft be ftj^- 
mati^ed by him with lafting infamy ior 
an a£l, which in a parallel inftance is 
comended in holy writ. But thofe writers 
were guided bv very different fpirits, the 
one by the Ipirit of truth itfelf ; the 
other by the fpirit of detraction.— • 
Nothing but the moft brutal ferocity 
coOld ftimulate him to write what he has 
there delivered : to fay that the only bu^ 
Jinefs of 'woman is to propagate mankind^ 
and to Hourijb tbem with ibfir milkf is 
fuch an unchriftian and brutifh expredion 
as even the very heathens thcmfelves 
would have been aihamed of.

his mark. Had be taken the paios to 
have made bimielf maftcr of the Septen- 
trioaal literature f if he had had but a 
Ipark of roodefty left in bim) be muft 
nave bluihed and been out of countenance 
at the nnpudence of his afiertion. And 
indeed, not to know otherwife, delcovera 
in him great poverty of reading. He 
mi^bt have learned from a very great 
variety of authors, men of the 6ra rank 
ror deep learning and found judgement, 
and who have penetrated into the very 
bottom of this kind of literatui^, that 
the language of bis anceftors is not lb 
barbarous as he imagines.

You muft know. Sir, that from a boy 
I have ever pofleired the noble ambition 
of being firft in company. The delcrip- 
tion in Homer of Jupiter making Heaven 
tremble at hi# nod, filled and delighted 
my imagination \ I have diawn upon 
myfelf many a beating, .by attempting a 
fupcriprity it was not in my powei>to 
maintain. My father*s fondnels rather 
encouraged than repreflcd thefe emotions, 
which, I think, be would hardly have 
done, had he forelieen thole conlequences 
which I now proceed to relate. 

Stveimi yoari have elapled. Once I 



married a woman of great peribnal at- 
traflions, and whofe beauty, I confefs, 
time has hitherto but little injured. My 
father at nrlt was rather di (pleated \ for 
bavins ril'en in the world by uniting 
himlelf to a woman of handfome fortune, 
he could hardly brook the idea of my 
marrying from difintereded, or, a« thcr 
world calls it, romantic attachment. 
My wife however, who 'proved a con« 
fummate politician in the art of fettling 
all dift'erence& that oppofed her own in- 
teiTit» ibon reconciled him to what could 
not now be avoided, and we began to 
lead a tolerably happy life, in the midft 
of a very large and annually increafing 
family. 

But it was not long before I found 
my wife pofiefled of the failing abovo 
alluded to \ namely, an ardent defire of 
promoting the remoteft branches of her 
own family, together with an unac« 
countable dillike to mine.

become Captain of an Indiaman ; a pro- 
motion, which I afliire you. Sir, coft me 
no fmall liim. It might be fuppofed 
that by this time I had purchafed a little 
tranquillity and domeitfc enjoyment,-^ 
** but fott by regulaf- approach — not 
yet.'*— A female nclation ot my I'poufes, 
whofe affinity it might even puzzle the 
herald*s office to trace, Arrived poft hafte 
from her ncrthem recefs, being encou- 
raged thereto by a letter from my wife, 
informing her, that as ibe had been 
marriageable many years, the run of a 
winter or two in town would certainly 
do her buHnefs. I was forced to efcort 
her during this rnn of a winter or two, 
to all public places, without even the 
conibiatory vanity of gallanting a hand- 
ibme woman ; tor our kinfwoman was 
far from delerving that epithet, (he being 
very coarle, very old, and very ugly. 
Here, however, I was in fome fort vi6tor ; 
the men flirunk at her approach, and 
the two winters which were bargained 
for being elapfed, I relblutely fent her 
back into the country. 

I now, by the death of my father, in- 
herited a handfome fortune, but was not 
fated to enjoy it. The ocean of re- 
lations that kindly took their dinner with

one (hilling of that wealth, which alone 
renders fucn creatures tolerable. — Him I 
am forced to keep a penfioncr in my 
houfe 1 he is, forlooth, too much epf a 
Gentleman to enter into any bufiiiefs, 
unlefs I will advance a capital (ufficient 
to brii^ him a finecurc income tor life ; 
and in the mean time I am obliged to 
keep him a fervant and a horfe, to en- 
able him Xojkffort bis dignity, . 

Oh, Mt. Editor ! could you but be 
prefent at our congrefs : about twenty 
birds fetting up their difcordant pipes, 
. my eldeft girl worrying the youngen, my 
kinfman aforei'aid worrying a German 
flute, my wife fcolding the lcrvants> and 
her mother fcolding the children with 
the lungs of a fifhwoman, you woul^ 
wonder not to find me annihilated by 
fuch a complication of founds: vexed 
and alarmed, I abruptly quit the houfe ] 
I wander up the gravel walk and enter 
my fummer houfe > here, like Young's 
Bufiris, " coUefted'in myfelf I ftand 
alone J " I caft my eyes upwards to tbo 
dome of my (ummer houfe, which I 
(hould mention, was forraerJy one of the 
fmaller domes of the Bank, but taken 
down during the late repairs, and pur- 
chafed by me. It feems to reproach me 
with its pi-efent forlorn fituation, once 
the pleaied witnefs of bufy faces and 
large fums of money 5 now, fuch are the 
revolutions of life, the fad fpeftator of a 
vacant countenance and empty pockets. 

Such, Mr, Editor, are tne Plcafurea 
of Patronage! I daily fee my fortune 
wafting, without one valuable acquifition, 
or pleafurable connexion, I repeat the 
fame dull jefts, and they are received with 
the fame forced, and fervile laugli. I ad- 
vance the fame opinions, and they are 
tagged with the fame ftupid «* very true.'* 
My own relations, too independent to 
feek an intimacy which my wife repels, 
are ftrangers to my houfe 5 and if you 
except my formal iuperannuated partner, 
and pert loquacious clerk, no ftranger 
enters my doors to foften the tedium o^ 
life.

THE commeiKemcnt of die prefent 
reign opened to Mr. Wilkes that 
carter in politicks which he afterwards 
purfuod with io much turbolence, and at 
laft terminated with fo much fuccefs. In 
the Parliament which aiTembked the 3d 
of November 1761 » he was rctnmed 
Member for the Borou^ of Ayleibury, 
9nd connected himfelf withthofe families, 
which hairing held the principal potts 
onder Gorernment during the greater 
part of the reigns of the two .preceding 
Lings, faw with a jealous eye the fa- 
vours of the crown diverted trora the 
ufual channel to their former adve^Taries. 
The introduction of X^rd Bute to the 
Miniftry ferved as a fignal for a new 
Qppofition, in whicl^ (though he was no 
orator) Mr. Wilkes foon rendered him- 
ielf confpicuoufly ufeful by his pen. 
The war with Spain, in the year 176s, 
occJfioned the publication of the papers 
which pafled in the negotiation preceding 
ix ; but the col led ion not being thought 
|b peffed as it ought to have been, Mr. 
Wilke$ publilhed ** Obfervations on the 
Papers relative to the Rupture with Spain 
]aid before both Houfes of parliament 
by his Majefty's Command, in a Letter 
from a Member of Parliament to a Friend 
in the- Country,'* Jvo. He had before 
this intimated a wilh to be appointed 
the i&rft Governor of Canada, in order, 
as he expreHed it, *< to have reconciled 
the new-iubjeCts to the Englifti, and to 
^ve ihewn the French the advantages of 
the mild rule of laws over that of law. 
lefs power and del'potifm ;** * but in this 
application, perhaps unfortunatelv for 
t^ worlds he was not fuccefsful. It 
was alfo reported at the time, and not 
contradi^ed, that he had propofed him- 
lelf to go as Ambailiidor to Conllanti- 
pople. 

On the a9th of May 1761, Lord Bute 
was appointed Firft Commiflioner of the 
'ipreaiury; and, to reconcile the public 



to his elevation, he employed varioat 
writers to defend the meaiures of his ad« 
miniftration. Among others were Dr. 
Snx>llet and Mr. Murphy ; the former of 
whom began a paper on the day of his 
patron*s promotion, called << The Bri- 
ton;** and the latter, on the loth of 
June, another entitled " The Auditor.** 
To encounter thefc it was propofed to 
Mr. Wilkes to publifli a paper to be 
called " The Engliihman,*' which he 
aflented to, except that he did not adopt 
the title recommended, but chofe another* 
that of «* The North Briton,'* the firlt 
numbey of which appeared the 5th «f 
June. 

In the conduct of this periodical pub« ' 
lication it is certain he had the afTittance 
of Churchill f, and, as it is generally 
believed, of Lloyd, and they foon ihcwed 
that in ability to wield the ^nreapons of 
political controverfy, they had a manifeft ' 
advantage over their opponents. Such 
an inundation of fcurrdity and abufe; 
fuch virulent inve^ives againft the na* 
tivesof the Northern parts of the ifland i 
and fuch groundlefs charges and inllnu- 
ations fo daringly urged \ the public had 
never bci'ore feen. The moderate viewed 
this conduct with apprehenfion, and the 
timid began to fear the intiodu^ion of a 
civil war which nothing but the for- 
bearance of the Scots could preventt and 
the lovers of order faw the mounds placed 
to It cure fociety broken down, and H- 
centioufnefs under tTic pretence of liberty 
riotipg without Controul. The Premier 
at firft beheld the gathering ftorm with 
too much contempt, and afterwards with 
too much fear. After fufiering himfelf 
to be pelted for almdft a year, he refi^hed ' 
his poft onthe Sth of April 1763, leaving 
to his fucceflbis the puniihnnent of tte 
libellers of Adminiftration, who bad be* 
come bold by neglect, and who ought to 
have felt the animadverdon of tbe utw in ' 
a mvch earlier ftage.

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In the progrefs of the North Briton 
feme individuals were inlult-.d who did 
uotrubmit patiently to the ftigma in* 
tended to be tattened on them. For fome 
cxprelfion* jn No. 12, Lord Talbot chal. 
Icnged the fuppofed author to a bloodlels 
<iud •, and for No, 40, he was called to 
account more i'uccefsfully afterwards by 
Kir. Martin f. Mr. Peregrine Cu^ ha4 
rccourfe to the Court of King's Bench J, 
aod fome irritable Scots relcnt«l the im- 
putations on their country in a manner 
tliat could not be detendcd §. The im- 
punity with which the paper had been 
iij^Fcrcd to proceed, at length roufed the 
attention of the Government 1 and on the 
publication of No. 45, a fweeping illegal 
general warrant was iflued again 11 the 
authors^ printers, and publi(her», which, 
though intended to crulh the jftithor, 
operated . fo much in his favour as to 
induce the public to efpoufe his caule as 
their own, and laid the foundation of that 
popularity, by which he artcrwards ex- 
tricated himfelf from, all his difficulties, 
and long attached the populace to liim 
as a fufferer in the caufe of liberty. 

The circumftances which attended his 
being taken into cuilody have been mi- 
nutely, and we believe accurately, re- 
lated by himfelf : they do credit to him 
as a Briton ||. He was committed to 
the Tower the 30th of April 5 but a 
habeas corpus being iflfucd^ he was 
brought up to the Court of Common 
P|eas the 3d of May, and remanded bade 
until the 6tb» when lit was difcbarged. 
On both theie occaftons he made inflam- 
matory fpeechef againft the Government. 

Previous to this event his Majetty, on 
the 4th of May, difplaced Mr. Wilkes 
from being Colonel ot the Buckingham- 
shire militia, a iituation which he had 
^lled very muct^ to his credit $ and fooQ 
after. Lord Temple, who had expreHerl 
his concern at the lofs of an oflicer (to 
uie his own words), ** who by his de- 
portment in command \ifz9 endeared to 
the whole corps,*' was deprived of his 
poll, of Lord Lieutenaih of the county.' 



Diuring the recefs of Pai liament, Mr. 
Wilkes 'let up a printing prefs in his 
boufe in Great George- ftreet, contrary 
to the advice of many of his friends. 
The principal work executed thei-e was 
The North Briton, in three volumes ; 
fof the publication of which he was af- 
terwards convicted 9. He this furomer 
mad«>a vtfit to France, to f^ his daugh- 
ter. 

On the meeting o^ the ParKanient on 
the 15th of November, both the con- 
tending parties prepared for a^ion. A • 
meilage m the name of his Majefty was 
lent to the Houfe of Conunons^ int^brm- 
ing than of the libel No. 45, and of the 
fteps taken by the Miniliry in conic- 
quence of it. Mr. Wilkes alfo laid hU 
complaint of a breach of privilege before 
the Houfe 5 the hearing of which was 
poliponed until a future day. In the 
Houie of Lords, a complaint of breach 
of privilege was made by Biihop War- 
burton, that his name had been put to a 
n;oil bjalphemous work, entitled " An 
Ellay on Woman j'* fix copies of which 
had been printed bv Mr. Wilkes, with- 
out any deiign 01 publication. This 
char^ was entirely unlooked for^ and 
occauoned great odium to fall on the 
offending patriot, whofe profligacy waa 
exclaim^ againft with the utmoft free- 
dom. Informations ^ere flled againft 
him, both for this concealed work, and 
for The North Briton^ and the utmolt 
fe verity of the law was threatened to be 
enforced againlt him. On the other 
hand, a6lions were commenced by him 
againlt the Secretaries of State, and all 
the perfons concerned in iifuing and exe- 
cuting the illegal general warrants fcr 
fetzing his perfon and papers. 

At this juncture the acrimony of party 
could not be exceeded by any thing 
which later times have witnefled. In 
the courfe of the debate in the Houfe of 
Commdus on the ijth of November^ 
Mr. Martin, one of the Secretaries of the 
Treafury, who had been in the grofleft 
manner infulted in The North Sriton^

Srftcrday, that the writer of The North 
rttbn, who had ftabbed me in the dark, 
was a cowardly as well as a malignant 
and infamous fcoundrel j and vour letter 
of this morning's date acknowledges that 
every paflage of The North Briton in 
which I have been named, or even alluded 
to, was written by yourfelf, I mnft take 
the liberty to repeat, that you arc a ma- 
lignant and infamous fcoundrel ; and that 
I defure to give yoU an opportunity of 
Ihewing me, whether the epithet of cow- 
ardly was rightly applied or not. 

•' I defire that you mav meet me in 
Hyde Park immediately, with a brace of 
piltols each, to determine our difference. 

«« I (bail jp> to the Ring in H/Je Park 
with my mttols fo concealed that nobody 
may fee tnem ; and 1 will wait in ex- 
pe^ation of you one hour. As I fhali 
call in my way at your houfe, to deliver 
this letter, I propofe to go from thence 
dirc^ly to the Ring in Hyde Park, from 
whence we may proceed, if it be neceffary, 
to any more private place j and I men- 



tion that I (hall wait an hour, in order 
to give you full thnc to meet me. 
•« Jam, 
** Your humble fervant, 

" SAM. MARTIN.** 

The circumfbnces attending this duel 
are faid to have been as follo\y i— When 
the Gentlemen met in Hyde Park, they 
walked together for a little while, to , 
avoid fome company which feenaed coming 
up to them. They brought each a j>air 
of piftols. When they were' alone, tlie 
firff fire was from Mr. Martin's piftoL 
Mr. Martin's piftol miffed Mr. Wilkes, 
and the piftol in Mr. Wilkes's hand . 
flafhed in the pan. The Gentlemen then 
each took one of Mr. Wilkes'» pair of 
pillols : Mr. Wilkes miffed, and the ball 
of Mr. Martin's pirtol lodged in Mr. 
Wilkes's bcUy. Mr. Wilkes bled im- 
mediately very much. Mr. Martin then 
came up, and defired to give him all the 
afliltance in his power. Mr. Wilkes re- 
plied, that Mr. Martin had behaved like 
a man of honour, and that he was killed^ 
and intifted on Mr. Martin's making hi« 
immediate efcape, and no creature fhouU 
know from Mr. Wilkes hpw the affair 
happened. Upon this they parted, but 
Mr. Martin came up a^am in two or 
thi-ee minutes to Mr, Wilkes, offering 
him a (^cond time his affiftance ; but 
Mr. Wilkes again infifted on his going 
off". Mr. Martin expreffed his concern 
for Mr. Wilkes, ikid the thing was too 
well known by feveral people who came 
up almoft dire5^1y, and then went away. 
Mr. Wilkes wa» carried home, but 
would not tell any circumftance of the 
cafe till he found it fo much known. 
He only faid to the Surgeon, &c. that it 
was an affair of honour. 

The day following, Mr. Wilkes ima-» 
gining himiirlf in the greatelt danger, re- 
turned Mr. Martin his letter, tnat no 
evidence might appeiu- againlt him ; and 
iniiffed upon it with his relations, that iU 
cafe of his death no trouble (hoold be 
given Mr. Martin, for he had behaved 
as a man of honour. 

Mr. Martin immediately fled to Paris, 
and Mr. Wilkes was unable to attend 
his duty in Parliament j but his fituation 
did not ieem to foften or fatisfy the ven- 
geance of his opponents. On the 3d of 
December The North Briton, by order 
of both Houles, was barnt by the com-.

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iDon hangmani aad on the i6th the Houfe 
of Commons directed Dr. Hebbcrden 
ud Mr. C«rar Hawkins to attend their 
devoted Member at proper intervals^ to 
obferve the pregrefs of his cure ; and 
tha^they, together with Dr. Brccklelby 
md Mr, Graves, his own phyfician and 
furgeon, fliould report their opinion on 
tfie 19th of January • enfuing j but in 
the interval, Mr. Wilkes, considering 
himfeif not fecure in England, on the 
«5th of December, without any notice, 
ouietly left London for Paris, where on 
the 30th he had a friendly meeting with 



his antagoni(( Mr. Martiii, in whick 
both parties (eemed to bury their ani* 
mo(ity in oblivion j and behaved to each 
other with great poIitenef$. 

On the 6th of December the adioa 
brought by Mr. Wilkes againft Mr. 
Wood, as Under-Secretary of State, for 
feiztnjg his papers, was tried before Lord 
Chief Tuftice Pratt, when a vesdift was 
given tor i oool. damages ; and the caufe 
againft Lord Halifax proceeded until 
Mr. Wilkes was outlawed, by which it 
became neceflarlly fufpended.

LORD CHANCELLOR HARDWICKB. 

FOR the following account of this 
great Magiftrate the Compiler is 
ubliged to a learned friend : 

The Earl of Hardwicke was certainly 
one of the greateft ornaments of the 
Englifli Nation. He was born in very 
humble life, commenced his lenl career 
in the lowell walk of the p/ofeflion \ but, 
uniting uncommon abilities with un- 
common indu(h-y, advanced himfelf to 
the higheft office of the Englifti Judica- 
ture, and to the dignity of a Peer of 
Great Britain. He acquired animroenfe 
fortune, and obtained for his fons ibme 
of die firil offices in Church and State. 
It is obfervaole, that his Lordihip, and 
his g^eat contemporary the Earl of Manf- 
field, differed extremely in their mode of 
fniflifyinc their mone^r 5 the former in- 
vefting it immediately in the purchase of 
land, the latter placing it out upon 
mortgage. In the event, the mode 
adopted by Lord Hardwicke proved moil 

}' >rodu£live, the increafe of the value of 
and, and the advance of rents, greatly 
counterbalancing the advantage of live 
jicr cent, intereit. In the years 1740, 
1748, and i75», hPs Lordffiip was ap- 
pointed one of the Lords Juftices for the 
adminiftration of the Government during 
King George the Seconds abfence on 
his joumies in thofe years to his German 



dominions. In 174$, he was unatrio 
moufly chofen High Steward of the Uni* 
verfity of Cambridge. In 1736-7; he 
was appointed Lord High Chancellor of 
Enghuid; and held that office till 1756, 
when he refigned the Teals, to the great 
concern of the Bar, and, as it was laid 
at the time, to the great raortificatioa 
of the King. The period during which 
he predded in Chancery is an sera in the 
judicature of that Court. The Bar was 
never more refpeetable j but the fuperior 
powers of his Lordffiip were univerlalljr 
felt and acknowledged ; and, except fome 
petulant expreffions which fell from Lord 
Chief JuHice Willes, when he was called 
to his affiftance in the cal'e of Omychund 
againft Barker, his Lordffiip^was treated 
in his Court with a degree of rcfpe^ that 
bordered nearly on veneration. He was 
moft patient in hearing a caufe, alraoft 
always pronounced inmiediate judgment 
upon it, and very feldom poftpooed ht» 
deci(ior.s from one term to another. Id 
his arguments from the Bench his laa* 
guage was eafy and dignified $ he dif* 
played a profufion of legal learning \ his 
mode of applying it was luminous, and 
his condufions carried convi£lion. Only 
three appeals were made from his decrees^ 
and in thefe his decifions were confirmed. 
A determination of Lord Hardwicke it, 
to this day, the very higheft autHority

'* Being lately called upon, by the 
death of my moft affeaionate and entirely 
Wloved wife, to reflef^ on the uncertaintr 
of ail enjoyments in this world, I think 
it an ad of duty and prudence to make 
Tome difpoijtion of my real and perfonaJ 
rftate by will. But, having mentioned 
the afFe6ling occafion which has turned 
my thoughts to this lubjeA, I ouzht, in 
thi firtt place, to return my gratehil ac- 
knowlcdgments to Almighty God (the 
author of every good and perfeft gift) 
for many great mercies and unmerited 
advantages, particularly" for that greateft 
of ail bkflings conferred upon me, in my 
marriage witli my rooft amiable wife 
Catherine, whofe artlei^ nMmner» fweetek 
temper, tender, generous, and diOnterefted 
kindnefs, unafi^aed piety to God, and 
habitual chearfiilnefs (the happy refult 
of the purelt innocence, and the moft 
ibady nrinciples of religion and virtue), 
made her the delight of all who knew 
her, and an example worthy of innitation. 
It was the goodnefs of God to indulge 
Die in the enjoyment of fuch a hlefling; 
k was his wiicKxn and righteous will to 
make that enjoyment (hort, and to take 
her irom me in the bloom of her age, and 
ro the midft of mv beft hopes, left I 
might §m\ more calmnefs and profperity 
than was ^ood for me { being conlcious 
of many trailties, errors, and tranf- 
^reffioas, of which I humbly implore his 
torgivenefs, through the merits of Jefus 
Chfift^ my only Saviour ; and that his 
Providence will gracioutly deliver roe, 
both here and in another ftate of eiiiftence, 
finom the evil conieooences of them all. 
In the next place, I deiire my executors 



to bury me in the fame vault at W, irt 
C.fliire, with my faid deareft wife* an4 
my two iniant daughters, M. and C. lu 
the firm belief and hope of the refurreflioa 
of the innocent and pure in heart to a 
blefled inunortality.'* 

Lord Hardwiske was of So ardent and • 
(6 indudrious ^ mind, that when Bow« 
er*s celebrated Lives of the Popes came 
out, he had read them through, before a 
finele £ellow of a college in Ctmbridgc 
had looked into them.

SAMUEL BRET. 

The Jews have in genci-al been fup- 
pofed to have proceeded in their traditions 
from father to fon without any of thofe 
public Coimcils which obtained fo often 
in the Chriftian Church. Samuel Bret 
gives an account of a Jewifli Council, at 
which he was prefent, on the plain of 
Ageda, in Hungary, on the 12th of Oc- 
tober^ 1650. The account of the mat- 
ters agitated in it is very curious, and 
it ended re infe^d, as moft Chriftian 
Councils did. It is publifhed in the 
fourth volume of ** The Phoenix,'* in 
1707, and at the end of Dr. Clayton, 
Bifhop of Clogher's " Diflertation on 
Prophecy,'* 8vo. 1749 ; and has lately 
*been reprinted, and in a learned and ele- 
gant little Work, entitled " Hora Bib- 
lica:,'*^ written by an' eminent Advocate, 
who to the moft founded <ind extenfive 
knowledge of his profeflion adds a variety 
of erudition and htei-atureliardly ever to 
be met with in the moft profound fcholar. 
•To the detriment of the country and of 
literature in general, the modefty of this 
elegant writer has permitted only a few 
copies of the work to be printed for the 
ulc of his friends. It is, however, moft 
devoutly to be wiftied, that the great 
merit of the work will prevail upon him 
to extend the more general diffufion of 
its valuable contents } and that he will 
give up his particular feelings to the 
wilhes and inftru61ion of the public. 

JOHN WILKES, Esq.' 

This extraordinary perfon died, as he 
Jived, with great philofophic coolnels. 
Not long before he died, he repeated fame 
paffages from the poem of the «* Puiluits 
of Literature," ofwhieh he fpokc highly. 
He behaved with the greateft kindntl's 
and civility to the lervants who waited 
upon him, and thanked them for their 
care and attention; and in the lalt draught 
which he tool^, he drank the health of 
his beloved and excellejit daughter who 
attended him with great folicicude. He 
laughed much at politics and at poli- 
ticians : he had,- indeed, there played a 
great part himfelf ; and ufcd to lay of 
himfelr, " that he was a volcano burnt 



out." He did not, indeed, laugh at the 
ufeful fcience of politics, but at that art, 
which, according to Oxenftiem, is that 
of deceiving, not of go vjeming mankind •; 
an art which he had praftilisd with great 
fuccefs himfelf Upon the weak and the 
incautious, whom he was ever himfelf 
the firft to ridicule, whflft he profited by 
their follies, as Vxt pfedeceflbrs had ever 
done before him t« His fucceflbrs will 
not, perhaps, be able to enjoy that ad- 
vantage, as the miferies they have en- 
tailed upon the Country may in the end 
reach themfclves no leis than the pcrfons 
whom they have duped, and 

Even-banded Juftke 
May bring tlic ingiedients of the poifon'd

To their own lips. 

Any errors in Mr. Wilkes's political 
life, to which an ignorant, a foolifti, and 
a vindiftive Miniftry eave rife, were am- 
ply compenfated by his fubfequent be- 
haviour as a Magiftrate, and by the 
ienfible and falutary advice which he gare 
in the riots of 1780, rcfpefting the pre- 
fervation of the Bank of Engbmd. 

AtfTHONV CHEMIER, ESQ^ - 

Thi^ acute and excellent Under-Secre- 
tary of State told an ingenious friend of 
his upon his death-bed, " My dear D, 
take my word for it, it is impoftible to 
be a politician and to ht an honeftman.^* 
A queftion of nearly the fame kind was 
aiked of the virtuous Earl Stanhope, foon 
after he became Secretary of State to 
George the Second, by that exraordinary 
perfon, Mr. William Whifton. 

M. d'aguesseau, great chancel- 
lor OF FRANCE. 

In a difpute between the Phyficians 
and Surgeons of Paris, a Phyfician re-* 
quefted this great Magiftrate to let up a 
wall between the two profeffions. " Bnt 
pray. Sir,'' replied he, "on which fide 
am I to place the patient ?" 

He was advifed by one of his friends 
to manage his health a little, and not to 
give I'uch long audiences to the fuitors 
in his Court. " How, Sir," faid he, 
<* can I give myfelf any repofe, wheril 
know there are lo many perfons who ftand 
in need of my afliftance." 

He was no lefs a great fcholar and in 
excellent matbematiciany than he was; a

SIR GEORGE STAUNTON, BART. 

Tins benevolent and acute Baronet 
had the honour and happinefs to prevent 
the e€'u{ion of human blood in the Eall 
Indies, in the year 1781, The peace 
h<ki been figned between England and 
France at Paris in that year, of which 
the French Commander in tlie Indie* 
eitjicr was or afFe^led to bp ignorant, 
5ir George, however, with that power 
of addrefs, coolncfs of temper, and per- 
fuaiive eloquence, which he fo eminently 
pofleflci, prevailed upon the French Com- 
mander, M. dc SufFrein, to forego thofc 
advantages which his peculiar fituatlon 
had afforded him againdthe Englifh, and 
to poilpone till another opportunity the 
nileries of war, but too otten recuiring 
between thp two nations. The bene- 
di^ion beftowed upon the peace -mali;.ers,' 
Sar George moft eminently deferves ; and 
would to Heaven, that in th'eie times his 
npa^ic eloquence were again found, and 
agam employed to eflPefluate the mod 
lalutrry of all purpofes, prevention of 
t}ie havoc and the deftrutlion of the 
human race ! 

Sir George ftudied medicine at Mont* 
pelFier in early life, ^oon after hp came 
tp London he tranflated feme Medical 
Eflays of Dr. Stuci^, of Vi/:nna, into 
Englidi from the Latin ; and wrote, in 
French, " A Comparilbn between the 
French and the EngliAi Literature,"" for 
the Journal Etran^fv, The Memoirs of 
hi^ Li^ would exhibit thofe of a ftrong 
and ardent mind, labouring occafionally 
under difHculties and dangers, yet ever 
furmounting them by fortitude, by pa* 
tiencc, by talent, and by virtue ; and it 
is to be hoped, that one of thele days he 
wij] oblige the world with the lame 
faithful and inftrudive picture of his 
own chara^Jer which he has lately ex- 
hibited of the character of a great Na- 
tion ^^ 



MR* SEWARD 

Is the Compiler of << Anecdotes of 
Diftinguiihed Perfons, chiefly of the 
prefent and of the two preceding Cen« 
luries.'* He is not, as has been often 
fuppofed, related to the ingenious Poetcfs 
of his name \ but is the ion of an emi» 
nent . brewer of Redcrofs-ftreet, near 
Cripplegate, formerly in partnerfliijp with 
Meflrs. Calverts* He was firtt lent to 
Harrow School^ and afterwards to that 
of the Charter Houfe, where his pro- 
ficiency in literature was fuch as might 
be expe^ed from fo broken and fo in- 
terrupted an education f . He afterwards 
was entered at. Oriel College, Oxford » 
but did not day long enough there to 
take any degree. He had the honour of 
bjcing ele6led an unworthy Member of 
the Royal and Antiquarian Societies in 
1778, as he has added nothing to the 
publications of thofe learned Bodies. 

In the year 1 797 he had the honour to 
fumifh two Prologues to the plays a^Ved 
by the young Gentlemen of that excellent 
feminary ot learning, manners, morals, 
and religion, the fchool of the Rev. Dr. 
Valpy of Reading. See the European 
Magazine for November and December^ 
1797. 

Mr. 8eward is an unprofeiTional .man, 
as by the kindnefs of his father he was 
at the middle part of life furnidied with 
a competence. He had a long; and an 
intimate acquaintance with that great 
and good n>an Dr» Johpfon, which he 
ever looked upon as one of the greated 
honours and pleafures of his lite \ and 
ever moft readily fubfcribed to this opi- 
nion of his learned and acute friend :.—

DR. JOHNSON. 

During the American War party ran 
very b^> aikl the Oppoiition appealed 
to the people in inflammatory fpeeches 
and papers.

As this well is in tha 
centre of a large plain containing de- 
cayed vegetables, and as it is the only 
fpring in the place, it would appear that 
the water, impregnated with the hepatic 
gas from the decaying vegetables, is 
carried to it by filtration, and there forma 
a fiream of hepatic water. The well at 
MofRtt, which yiekis hepatic water, is 
fituaaed at the bottom of a mountaia 
whith is covered with decayed vege« 
tabl^, or ia rather a moia or moor. 
And I believe if other vreils which pro« 
ducc thh water were carefully examined^ 
they would be firond to take their origin 
from fome bed of decayed vegetables or 
putrid water. Peaif which is a dried 
vegetable earth, when burnt, if the afhea 
be fiirred while hot in a dark room, we 
may perceive a fulphareous flame amon^ 
than. Did the fire, while burning, cauie 
a necefTary decompofition of the peat; 
or did the fulphur exift in the peat ready 
fonnc4^ 

Thde obfervations tend to prove that . 
folphur is made vifible by the decom« 
pohtion of the animal or vegetable fub* 
ftance } but not to fhew the manner ia 
which the fulphur is formed. ' I am led 
to conceive, that during vegetation there 
is a certain procefs in the plant, hy whiclv 
it is enabled to create fulphuric acid,, 
which immediately joins itfelf to part of 
the plant, or to the vegetable fixed alkali 
forming vitriolic t^tar% in the fame 
manner as we fee a certain procefa going *" 
on in animal lifie, forming different acids, 
as tartareous, faccarine, phofphoric, &c« 
But during combuftion, the oxigene of 
the acid uniting itfelf with the carbone 
or inflammable gas, forms carbonic acid^ 
or water, leaving the fulphur, which, 
being expofed to the air and heat, taket 
fire and bums. The fame thm^ will 
take place d urine decompofition m the 
cafe of putrefaction $ but then the ful- 
phur Will unite itfelf with the volatile 
alkali \ and being decompofed will form 
fulphuric gas, uniting with the fuper* 
abundant hydroj^. As there is % 
greater decmnpoiition going forward ia 
hot climates tnan in co}d ones, confe- 
quently there will be more fulphur found 
in the former than the latter : volcanofi 
muft therefore form much fulphur by a 
quick decompofitioa of vegetables, &c«

After a tcmp^f^ryrcfidence with 
a friend, whom we efteem £br the idte- 
gi ity of his principles, and love for the 
iKnevolence of his difpolition, we feel a 
Toid, when iirft deprived of hisfociety, * 
vhich time alone can remove. We mils 
the pleaPure of hearing fenttments con- 
genial with our own i after having been 
accuftomed to the freedom of intimacy, 
and the cordiality of friendlhip, we na-- 
nirally look for the indulgence, which 
«nder thole relations we liave enjoyed 5 - 
and fcnfibly feel the difference between 
the benignant treatment of a friend, and 
the diihint civility of Grangers. Oer- 
^irs, ever ready to take the alarm, may 
&ggeft the poflfibility of the parting 
being a final one ; an idea, when our 
lleans are wanned with the recollc6^ion 
«f his friendly attention to us> pregnant 
with mifery. Toybe «naffc£led at fuch 
a parting (if that indeed be poflible I), 
argues a heart naturally cold and irifen- 
fible, or rendered eminently depraved by 
a long- continued courfe of vicious pur- 
iiiits. He, who can ftand fuch a fhock 
unmoved, will be fubjeA to few of the 
|Kmgs that agonize the hearts of the more 
Reeling. That nice perception of pain 
and pteafure, which dilftinguifhes.the fons 
of genius and delicacy, he is a itranger 
tQi from the evils, which they ai-e 
doomed to difcover in nuny occurrences 
of life, he is fhielded by dulnefs and in- 
jfenfibility. From ■ cirCXimftances alfo, 
which to them prove the pureit fources 
of delight, he can derive no iatisfaflion ; 
if his miferies are few and tranfient, fo 
aie his joys $ with the pkafures of me- 
lancholy he will be utterly unacquainted, 
the luxury of grief he will be incapable 
of experiencing. It was with fenlations 
of a far different defcription that I lately 
parted from Horatio, the companion of 
my youth, and the friend of my riper 
years. When at ichool he was remark- 
able for a calm evennefi of difpofition, 
which few of the common perplexities of 
childhood could difturb } and a difm- 
tfrcflcd |encro4ty of tamper, which en- 



deared him to ail his companions. Un- 
impelled by the fpur of emulation, little 
dclirous oi^ furpailing his young dafs- 
fdlows, he was notwithilanding generally 
the leader of his little band $ the plea- 
fure he derived from reatling was a luf- 
fitient inducement to fludy, and his good 
fen fe made him anxious to- polFefi him- 
felf of all the advantages to be derived ' 
faom a liberal education. His little fouJ» 
devoid of ambition, fighed not for dif* 
tindion : content with the placid (atif- 
fa^ion of his own mind, he looked not» 
he wHhed not, for applaufe ^ he could ice 
without regret thoie honours paid to 
another which his fuperior merits might 
liavc claimed. As he grew older, thefe 
traits in his cliara^er becoming, mere 
ftriklng, at length attra6\cd the notice 
of his father, who, inltead of chcriihing 
and bringing them to maturity, endea.- 
voured. to ItiAe them in their birtli, 
Mr. — — , who in the fcrvice of the 
public had enriched and aggrandized hi$ 
family, dctermintid the Houfc of Com- 
mons fhouUl be the tlieatre for the dif- 
play of his lbn*'s abilities i to fee him a 
Qonfpicuous a£lor on that buflling ^^gc 
became the firft wi(h of his heart, and the 
fond expeflatlons he entertained of hie 
fuccefs were well juftificd by ihe eajly 
genius and riiing talents of his fon. The 
particular turn of Horatio's mind he 
confidered as unfortunate, aod likely to 
counteract his future views : in order to 
obviate this imp^iment, he hrove to 
implant in his youthful mind the Icedaof 
ambition, and to convert his open in- 
genuouihefs into worldly cunning. Ho- 
ratio perceived his father's intentions* 
and fecretly lamented that their ideas of 
happinefs were fo widely different. After 
taking a degree at Oxford, he fetout oa 
his travels, and continued abroad for 
three years j during which time.he gained 
a thorough knowledge of the laws and 
conftitutions of the diifertnt flates he 
vifited, and of the manners and cuftoms 
pf their inhabitants. He returned to his 
jiative country with a head itored with 
ufeful information, and a heart teeming 
with benevolence. Soon after his ar- 
rival, he took his feat in the lloufe toi- 
the borough of ~, and delivered his 
maiden fpeech in an important debate 
^ith great ^ffe^, |t w^s about the fame 
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time, during a vlfit to a relation in the 
country, that he firft met wUh Julia 
Bcnfon 5 Julia was the only daughter of 
a country Gentleman of good family 
though fmall fortune, wKo, an enemy to 
the uoiite re6ncments of the preien: day, 
Hyed in the trve llyle of ancient Biitilh 
hofpitality. The ccnliant thtme of his 
inveftive was the degenciate etttinii.acy 
and frenchified duplicity of the modems j 
and in avoiding this extreme, but i>ji the 
prudent nranagement of his wife, he 
would have carried his plainncfs and 
generofity (the two qualities he piinci* 
pally prided himfclf in) to rudenefs and 
profuhon. Under the eye of this af- 
feflionate yet intelligent mother, Julia 
acquired ail thoie accomplifhment9 which 
improve the undei^tanding and amend 
the heart. Unlike, to the generality of 
young ladies, (he was taught to recom- 
mend hcrfelf rather by the beauties of 
iter mind, than the. ftudied graces of her 
pcrfon } to think the mcdctty of nature 
ill exchanged for the difplay of fafhlonablc 
manncra, and the doubtful falliea of po- 
lite wit a poor fubftitute for the purity 
ef free converfatlon. To a mind thus 
well regulated fbe was indebted to nature 
for a perfe^ fymmetry of form and a 
lively Moom of complexion. Her eye 
beamed with fenfibility, her countenance 
glowed with animation. Young and 
anlefs, her manners were htt from that 
diftruft, which a long acquaintance with 
the world fekiom fails to prod\icc. Her 
tongue fpoke the language of truth ^ but 
the language of her countenance was far 
moreexpremve of her feelings. A firai- 
larity of difpofition iirii attra£led them 
towards each other } the mind of Julia, 
Horatio found to be the mirror of his 
own ; and her heart the repofitcry of the 
fame thoughts and wiOies. Soon after 
the recefs, whiJft a^ivelv employed, 
agreeably to the wiihes of his fatJier, in 
proiecutmg his parliamentary intercfts, 
Horatio was called upon to perform the 
laft fad duties to that father!s memory $ 
big with projefts of future greatncfs, and 
anticipating in idea his fon's fpeedy fuc- 
cefs, Mr. ■■ ■* was unexpectedly arrelfed 
in the midft of his plans, and cut off, ere 
they were ripe for execution, by the Itrong 
hand of death. Though grieved for the 
lofs of a beloved parent, yet rcleaftd by 
thic event from every tic upon his in- 
clination, Horatio heiit^ted not a moment 
in the choice #f bis future lile. The 



(lormy path of politics, with its dazzling 
promifes of wealth and greatnefs, he 
wiHinglj rcfigned to his younger and 
more ambitious brother, and indulged 
his own wifjics in entering more inime-" 
diately into the Icrvice of hb m»k«r. 
With what gratitude did Ije raile his eyes 
to Heaven on fnd^ing himielf conveyed 
fiom the: troubled ocean of public life t» 
tilt calm repcie of his native fields, to the 
paltoral care ot his flock, and to the 
peaceful pleafures of retlieraent ! It was 
not long before his Julia fhared and in- 
creafed his happinefs. Though by tl« 
wary Tons oi cmejulneft this wouid.have . 
been deemed an imprudent conne^lion, 
Horatio haftened to fnatch her to his 
bolbra, as if apprehenfivc of being pre- 
vented, by the readier zeal oi another* 
from poiTcmng himfelf of fuch a treaiure. 
He has now arrived at the fummit of his 
wi(hes. Far from reauirinsr more .thao 
he poflefles, he woulcl think his prelent 
fituation ill exchanged for the moft 
fplcndid eitabliihmeDt. His heart ac* 
knowledges content for its inmate, and 
dilates to receive her with all her accom« 
panying virtues. A Icnipulous attention 
to the duties of his holy office engroflcs ' 
a great part of his time, .and conltitutes 
his principal enjoyment. Happy in pro- 
portion to his power of comnHinicaciAg 
happinefs to others, his conftaot ea« . 
deavour is to perievere in the path <3i vif- 
' tue, and his greated pleafure to recover 
the wandering fteps of others from the 
read of vice. His Julia, the £uthful 
companion of all his joys and forrows^ 
unites with him in his works of love ; 
and while (he (beds the teai;of fympatbf 
at a tale of diftrefs, fnaresnot lier efforts 
to raili: and exhilarate the fpirits of. the 
affli^ed. n Their gentle affability aod 
condefcending manners win the aife^ioos 
of their more affluent neighbours \ while 
the humble cottager, the happy penfioncr 
of their bounty, vainly feeks foriang^ai^ 
to expfefs the grateful feelings of his 
heart. Thus lanftifying the gifts of 
fortune by rendering them fubfervient to 
the pur poles of virtue, they have opened 
to themfelves a fource of pure and un* 
alloyed enjoyment j and if the great* 
amidlt the trappings of guilt and the 
fplendour of fafhion, fliould furvey. with 
csntempt their gentle happinefs, they ia 
return ** can look with pity on the great, 
aBd bleli their humbler lot.''

TJIS Grace, in February 1688, went on 
•*^ hit journey to Comburyy where after 
ibme ftay lie returned back in the fpring 
to London, and was very ill of the gout 
until the end of Mayj being then re* 
coverod, the King and Queen came to 
Bath, and his Grace, tntmSfing to foiiov^ 
kis Majefty in his whole proofs, and 
with 8 coniiderable train, was tn Auguit 
•gain diiabicd by the goot, and kept his 
chamber ior a month at Badmington. 
Hit Majefty pafibg that way in his 
going from Bath to Chelter, and in his 
ffctum back, Tiiited his Grace in his 
chamber. 

<< I continued,*' fays Sir Robert 
Southwell, ** ibr this month with his 
Grace, and lay U^ near him, as often in 
tiie niffht to hear him at his devotions : 
be had coropoied fome excellent prayers 
on ieveral occaiions, which have unce 
Jippeared amongft his papers/* In le- 
ireral dilcouries which he had with Sir 
Robert about this time, his Grace added 
another teftimony to 8olomon*s opinion 
of the vanity of aU human thing* i and 
thou^ this is a truth fo nneraily known, 
thititieems ahnoH ftak to fuggeft it, 
its nfe cannot be too often enforced in 
retraining the madnefs of ambition, and 
the too eager puribits of the world. The 
I>uke 6f Amond, defcended from one of 
tiie firft families in Europe, poflci£ng 
with a fplendid fortune two dukedoms, 
happy in a wift and the high eftablidi* 
Inentt of a numerous offiprtag, handlbme 
k his perfon, a man of talents, &c. &c. 
•—yet this man, from the full experience 
of lifc (thoneh enjoyed in its hifheft 
and moft flattermg fcale), often dechumcd 
«< againft the emptinel's of all worldly 
tiiiDgt— K>f honour, riches, favour, nay 
«vcnof fiunily and polierity itfelf.** 

Dticouriiaff one day on the charaflcrof 
Cktrkf tht Second, Sir Robert South* 



well aiked the Duke of Onnond, how 
early he tbouffht it was that the Kingr 
appeared to oe a. Roman Catholic, on 
which he replied, "That his firft fitf- 
picions were whilft his Majefty wa^in 
frlandcrs j for though Iw never law that 
aeal and tendemcis as to divine thinp 
which he often wifticvi, yet from what he 
could fee, his inclinationt looked a little 
that way j however, fo little (added his 
Grace), that I thought upon returning 
to his kingdom, it would quite wear 
off/* 

His Grace hired a feat hi Dorfetftiire, 
called Kingflon-Hall, where he hoped, 
by the benefit of that Champaln country 
and good air, both to recreate himrelt 
and to confirm his health. At his de- 
parture from Badmington to go to this 
^lace, fo nmch were his former fcrvices 
forsottcn at Court, that he exdaimcd, 
«< He had not one friend left at White- 
hail, to write bun the very co mn aon oc-' 
currences that palled.^* 

It was during this winter that he be- 
gan to feel t^ darting of ibme fharp 
Siins from his neck towards his head, 
e had alio fome fwelUng or diforder in 
his throat, which often mtemspted his 
fwaliowing ; but at the end of March he 
was taken with fo riolent a fcrer, that 
he was twice let blood 1 and it was oy 
blithering, cupping, snd the ufe of tlie 
bark, ^t be wat refcucd firom tbe 
giave. 

« I waa with him,** continue s Sir 
Robert Southwell, •< for about three 
weeks in April (1688), in vHiich time 
his Grace was finre to difcourfe over the 
man^ memorable accidents of his life ) 
and m fpeakinff of things at preient, he 
lamented hishlaje^ (J^uaes tne Second} 
(hould be advHcd to put foeh qveftions 
as then palled to men of undoubted loy- 
alty ; that for his own part, he had ever 
been, not only tealous to Icrve the crown, 
but even to pleaie his prince | that ha 
did in truth think the Popiih Lords had 
hardfhip and injuHice, when deprived of 
fitting m the Houfei as it was their right 

and 
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tnd inhferifahce ♦; Sut notwidiftjinding 
that, the danger of difpenfing with thelc 
laws was now become fo vifiblc, that he 
dkl not fire how any man couki, in good 
<onfcicnce, be ablent from the Houfc 
whenever Aat came to be a qucftion." 

On Friday the axd of June hi« Grace 
was feized with a cold ihivering fit of an 
ague, which though it was foon removed, 
he ftUI loft ground 5 however he continued 
«t times to take the air in a coach. 

On Wcdnefday the i8th of July he 
wa» for half a dozen miles abroad with 
the Lady Oflbry J and although he re- 
turned back ill, yet he was for the next 
twod^s fomewhat better, and walked a 
little abont the houfe } but on the? Friday 
evening he was tak^n with a painful 
ftitch in his fide, which, however, was 
that night by fome application well mi- 
tigated. 

On Saturday the zift of July, when 
his fteward Mr. Clerk came to him in 
the morning, " James," faid he, " This 
day four ytar» was a melancholy day to 
me, by the lo(s of my wife.'* 

He afterwards fpoke of indifferent 
things, and afked his ftew'ard, «< When 
it was that Sir Robert SouthweH had, in 
his lafl letter, promifed to be there ?" 
Though he took delight to fee the little 
Lord Thurles (his great grandfon) play 
before him, yet he frequently inquired 
about the hour of the day, and dire6icd 
his chaplain to prepare the facrament for 
him next morning by ten oVlock,and named 
thofc who fhoukl receive it with him. 

About ten o'clock he defired to rife, 
aigainll the family came into prtyers, as 
they were vw>nt 5 and at gcttmg up, he 
took notice with fome content, that his 
legs were limber, and bended with more 
eafe, than fince he firft was fickj which,' 
however, was nothing elfc than the 
mounting up of the humour towards the 
vital parts : and although, whilft he was 
at prayers, he anfwered diftin£Uy> and as 
loiftd as he was wont, yet it appeared by 
the motions of his countenance, that he 
• had fits of pain which he was willing 
to fupprefs. He kept up alfo till evening 
prayers, which vjrere at three o'clock, 
and anfwered diitin^\ly as before. He 
afterwards difcourfed about indifferent 
^ngs, yet was by fits uneafV* lb as to 
iay to hit fteward, <* James, oe fure you 



give thoTe paper? (here in the window to 
Sir Robert Southwell, for be will not 
come time enough to find me alive/' 

He then deiired to return to hisbed 
for fome refrefhment, and Mr. Clerk, 
perceiving him to decline much fafler 
than he him felf apprehended, aiked him 
about four o'clock, if his Grace, inftead 
of receiving the facrament to-morrow (as 
he had appointed), would take it then ^ 
to which he anfwered chearfuUy, " A)x# 
with' all my heart." So being aflitted 
by the Earl of Offory and his lady> he 
took it with moit exemplary marJ&s of 
.piety and devotion. After thi*. he dif* 
courfcd .freely as before, and told the 
Do6lor who fat by, that although he 
found a great decay withm him, yet he 
wa* not then much fenfible of pain. In 
a little while alter he called for his fervant 
to turn him on his fide, to try if he could 

fei fome reft j but when the isrvant came 
e found him dying, and within fix mi- 
nutes afterwards he expired. 

He appointed by his will to be in- 
terred with his lady and two fons at 
Welhninf^cr Abbey ; to have it privately 
done, and not to exceed the ceremony 
that wae ufed for his wife. So care 
being taken of his body, which was now 
by long ficknefs much wafted and de- 
cayed. It was rolled in fea- cloths, put 
into a thin cofHn of leatf, and the lead 
one alfo put into a thick cof&n of w^od, 
which was filled up with pitch, and thcle 
wcce \^Tapped up in velvet. - It was 
thus, on Wednelday *the ift of Auguft 
(1688), conveyed to the hearfe, and being 
attended with fix mouniing coaches of 
his Grace's family on the road to Lon- 
don, his body was met near Weftminfter 
by his grandfon and many other friends, 
and with all decency there depofited on 
Sunday night the 4th of Auguft, the 
Dean reading the i'enr ice. 

His Grace could remember (bmc things 
that paftiKl when he was but three years 
old. He was only four years old, when 
his great great uncle Earl Thomas, died 
in If) 14, but he retained a perfeA re- 
membrance of him. That Earl lived in 
the reign of Henry the Eighth, King 
Edward the Sixth, Queen Mary, Queen 
ElizabetJ), and King James ; and his 
Orace .had feen Kin^ James the Firft, 
King Charles the Firft, i^ing Charles

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the Second, and Kin|^ James the Second t 
fo that between them both, they were 
co-temporary with nine princes of Eng« 
land. 

His Grace had alfo feyen generations 
in his own family : three above, and three 
below himfelf. He had feveral great 
^andchildren^ of which the eldeft. Lord 
Stranrct fon to the Countefs of Derbv, 
was above eight years old at his death* 
And as he was on his death -bed, he had . 
the contentment of feeing his third and 
fourth generation before his eyes» viz. 
his grandibn the Earl of OiTory, and his 
great grandfon Thomas Vifcount Thurksy 
^ho was near two years old. 

He parted with theie, and all the 
glories of the world, with a fteady and 
unfliaken mind. He fealc^ up his faith 
in the Communion of the Church of 
England, and enjoyed what he had ever 
prayed for«— that of not out- living his 
intelleas. 

The charaAer of the Duke of Ormond 
comes down to pofterity with that refpe^l 
which ihould attach to fuch exalted cha- 
raflers. In rank he was of one of the 
firft families in Europe $ as, befule a 
long race of ennobled anceftors,- he 
clainted the honour of an alliance with 
Edward the Firft and Queen Elizabeth. 
lit himfelf was thrice Lord Lieutenant 
of j^reland, a Duke in that kingdom as 
well as in^England, a Knight of the moft 
noble Order of the Garter, and for many 
years Lord High Steward of his Majelty 
(King Charles the Second^s) houfehold. 

Tbcie diftinguifhed honours he not 
only bore with dignity ard propriety, 
but fliewed himfelf the Nobleman tinder 
every preiTure of adverfity , whether ar ifing 
from unforefetn and unavoidable events, 
or the malice of his enemies. During 
the troublefome reign of Charles the 
Firft, he ihewed every fpecies of a^ivity 
and loyalty in favour of that unfortunate 
Monarch, which fervices he continued to 
his fon, Charles the Second, during his 
banifhment, as well in thofe happier 
days after his reftoration. How he was 
jewarded by that Monarch has been feen 
in the aboye Memoirs, and exhibits an- 
other trait of the thoughtleis difpofition 
of Charles, who in a great degree facri- 
ficed his father^s and his own moft dif- 
intereftcd friend to the intrigues of 
profligate courtiers, and the malice of 
abandoned miltrelTes. . 

The Duke was no fcholar, though it 
might be fuppolcd this was his own 
feult, being placed by King James the 
Firft, at the age of nine yeai s old^ under 



the prote6lion of Archbifhop Abbot | 
but his family eftate being under (equef- 
tration at that time, and having no al« 
lowance from the Kinz, yvt find " he 
was but very indifterently entertained by 
his Grace, and had very little fchooling 
beftowed upon him.** The little Latin 
he picked up was under one Conyers, t 
Roman Catholic tutor, at Finchley, near 
Barnet j and this, with a competent 
knowledge of the French and Italian, 
were all his literary acquifitions. He 
was, however, a man of a ftrong mind, 
quick parts, with much obfenration } 
and having feen a great deal of the worldy 
he profited by his experience. 

Of his military exploits the civil wars 
of Ireland fpeak in very refpe6lable 
terms : always diligent and a^ive when 
any thing was likely to be done for the 
intereft of the nation, yet never lofing 
iight of that coolnefs and precaution 
which fliould belong to able Generals. 
In the pUv of The Rehearfal, no doubt, 
there is a fttir attempted to be thrown oa 
his character, in the debate which Prince 
Volfcius is fuppofed to hold with him- 
felf relative \o love and honour, thereby 
alluding to the Duke*s lofing Dublin to 
the rebels, whilft he was toying with a 
miftrefs ; but this being only the dra- 
matic aflertion of his moft profefTed and 
jnveterate enemy, and a man of known 
profiigacv, it ought not to be admitted 
to afFe£i nis charaSer. 

In his civil capacity he- was a man of 
bufinefs aini integrity, and fupported the 
high ofiices he went through with a dig* 
nity equal to his rank, and an hofpitaiit^ 
even fuperior to his great fortune ; his 
political and intimate connections indeed 
beft fpeak his praife, as the two friends 
whom he moft aifociated with in the Court 
of Charles the Second, and who loved and 
fupported him with the moft cordial re- 
turns of friendftiip, were Clarendon and 
SotttbampioHf names that will be ever 
dear to Engliftunen for th^ir virtue and 
their talents. 

In his fkmiliar life he was gay, elegant* 
and cheariul ; a great encourager of the 
Thea^tres, and of learned men in all prp* 
feflions : Carte fays, in his life of^^ the 
Duke of Ormond, " That he frequently 
ufed to pafs a night with Dryden, and 
thofe with whom Dryden conforted :7* 
— ''who they were (fays Dr. Johnfon) 
Carte has not told ; but certainly the 
table at which Ormond fat wa» not fur- 
rounded with a plebeian ibciety.** 

To all the* branches of his family }^ 
was tender and aiTe^iionate, and he had 

the 
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the ha|>pinerfl of havlne that affeftion 
proportionablv repaid hini« which we 
tiave a fpiritcd and duteous inftance of in 
that fine reply made by his- (on the Earl 
of Oflbry» m oppofition to the charges 
brought againh his father by Lord 
Sha(fte(bury $ where> by artfully repeat* 
ing what the Duke di/i Hot do^ ne brings 
in review all the profligate and uncon- 
ftitutiooal a£lions of his adTcrfary. 

To fum up ally the Duke of Ormond 
was a fincere and orthodox Chriftian; 
which charaAer he fupported invariably 
in a Court, and under tne influence of a 
Mailer^ where ChriiUanity was not only 
out of fa/hiony but attempted to be 
thrown into Adicule and difgrace* 

CONGRSVK. 

It IS not always that the temper of an 
mjgreeable writer correfponds with his 
Jiterai-y chara^er, or that the familiar 
diipofition of an eminent writer can be 
faithfully handed down tft pofterity x we 
have documents for both in the character 
of Congreve, as moft of the wits and 
poets of his time fpeak of him, inde- 
pendant of his talents, << as a chearfiily 
agreeable,, friendly man/* Swift pays 
lum this acknowledgement t << I droppcfd 
im for an hour or two on Will Conereve \ 
and, notwithftandin^ the complamt in 
his eyes, which at times pains him, he 
cntenained me much by his lively and 
agreeable talents.** And Gay, in one of 
his letters to Swift many years after* 
wards, thus fpeaks of him i ** Mr. 
Congreve I fee often i he labotirs ftill 
under the fame aflli^^ions as to his 'fight 
and gout } but in his intervals of heauh, 
he has not loft any thing of his agreeable 
cbearful temper. ^ I palled all the lalt 
iealba with him at Bath, and I have 
Iprat reafon to value myielf upon his 
triendihip, for I am fure he liacerely 
wiflies me well.**

Sir Thomas Robinfon (commonly called 
long Sir Thomay) walked as Due D*Ac'^ 
onittaim in the proceilion \ but it fo 
happened, that at the dinner given in the 
hail, there was no chait provided for him» 
which put him in a great paiTion with a 
very refpeflable Gentleman in the medi- 
cal profeflion now living, who a£Ved 
pro forma on that day as the Arch- 
bifhop*s Regifter. The next day this 
Medical Gentleman dininz in private 
with the Archbifliop at Lambeth, his 
Grace was obferving how well and or- 
derly all things went on the day before. 
" Nay, not lo well, pleafe your Grace 
(fays the other), as I had a ^eat^r^iu 
with Sir Thomas Robinfon for not pro- 
viding him a chair at the entertainment^ 
as if It was my buiinefs to get him one. 
«« And indeed. Sir,** favs the Archbifliop 
very gravely, " I think with fome jui- 
tice : for though you may not be able to 
get him a cbair, it furcly was in your 
power to give him afiool/"

THE Worlcs of Dr. Smollett arc at 
length partially colljeftcd, amA pub- 
lilhed in a more relpe^ahle form than 
they have hitherto been. Ar the preient 
period^ when prejudice and partiality 
have in a great meafure fublided, his 
merit may be fairly eftimated. His ex- 
cellencies were certainly many and ereat, 
and his defefls trifling and infignihcant. 
He has, however, had the lot to be more 
read than applauded, and lefs applauded 
than many other writers who have not 

S)flefled a tytbe of bis genius. From 
r. Moore's accoxmt, he appears to have 
been compelled to write for fubfiftence ; 
and where tliat is the cafe> multitudes of 
faults ought to be overlooked and for- 
given. 

Dr. Moore has prefixed to the prefent 
ICdition^ a iketch of thole variations of 
manners in Europe which gave rife to 
that particular Ipccies of writing for 
which Dr. Smollett was fo much diftln- 
guiihed, in which fome very ^arly cuf- 
toms and inftitutions are comprehended. 
This dillertation, which might with 
•c^ual propriety be added to the works 
of any other novelKt as to thofe of Smol- 
kt, is compiled from Warton and other 
writers, and contains little but what is 
far-fetched, and can be only with diffi- 
culty found applicable to the fubjeft. 

The lite of Dr. Smollett is dclcrving 
of more attentibn. He wa§ of sm ancient 
and refpeftable family in the c©unty-6f 
Dunbarton, where one of his anceiiors 
was fettled early in the fifteenth century. 
His father was a younger brother, and 
brcd^o no profefllon ; but after his n>ar- 
flage was provided for by a life-rent of 
rbL« b9ufe and farm of Da^uhurn, on the 



banks of the Leven, near the family man- 
fionof Bonhill, which, with an annuity* 
made his income about 300I. a year. 
He afterwards died, and left his family 
entirely dependent on the bbunty of their 
grandfather. 

Dr. Smollett was bom in the year 1711, 
and baptized Tobias George, as appears 
from the recoixis of the pariih of (Jard- 
rofs, to which that part of the vale lying 
between Loch Lormqnd and the town of 
Dunbarton belongs. He was firft fcnt 
to the Grammar School at Dunbarton* 
from whence he was removed to Glaf- 
gow, on account of the funerior oppor- 
tunities which the latter affords for im- 
provement. In Glafgow he formed an 
intimacy with fome young ftudents of 
phyfic and furgery. In that country the 
education for both is nearly the iame : 
fill who are intended for the profeflion of 
furgery alio fludy medicine. Smollett^s 
intimacy with thofe (hidents, more than 
any great taite for the ftudy, determined 
him to become one of their number \ and 
by the advice of his relations he waE en- 
gaged as an apprentice to Mr. John 
Gordon, at that time a furgeon of ex- 
tenfive pra^lice. During his apprentice- 
fiiip, Smollett attended^ the anatomical 
and medical lectures in the Univerfity. 
Tliey did not) however, er^ofs his at- 
tention fo far as to prevent his making 
confidcrable progrefs alio in what after- 
wards became his favourite ftudy, name- 
ly, the chara61ers of mankind, which now 
appeared to him on a larger theatre, and 
in greater variety, than he had hitherto 
had any opportunity of viewing th«m. 

At Glalgow he began to diref^ the 

edge of his boyiih latlrc againfl ftick 
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finti and {etakf ftooU of a&aafioB 
mnd ridicule as the foil produced, and of 
whkh he afterwards found a ripe and 
plentiful crop in tbe capital. The (hafts 
of his- Wit wen not even then confined to 
the youthful circles of coquetry and fop- 
pery» but were fometimes aimed at more 
tbrnNLl and ierious ailembrtes. Some of 
theie performances are laid to have been 
full of humouTy but none of them have 
been preierved« 

Alter the death of his grandfather Sir 
James Smollett, the children, of hrs 
jouttgefi fon were -in a very unfortunate 
iituaUonj for although he had main- 
tained them in a decent manner until that 
period, it was found at his death that he 
bad made little or no provifion for them. 
Our author^ apprenticemip being there- 
fore finiihed, he determined to leave 
Scotland, and try his fortune in London. 

Ue iet out accordingly with a (inall 
fum of monty, and a very large allbrtment 
of letters of recommendation. Whether 
his rekticms intended to compenfate for 
the ficantinds of the one, by their pro- 
fitfion in the other, is uncertain ; but be 
has been often heard to declare, that 
their liberality in the lalt article was 
prodigious. 

The only iituation, however, which 
all theie recommendations ^could procure 
him was tliat of furgeon's mate to a 
Aiip cf the line. In this office he aftcd 
at the unfortunate expedition to Cartha- 
gena, in the year 1741. Of this he 
wrote an account, a Iketch of which' was 
uibUflied in the Adventures of -Roderick 
l^andom, and afterwards more circum- 
ftantially in a Compendium of Voyages, 
in (even volumes, tsmo. 

Smollett was foon dilgufied with his 
£tuation, and although he had a certainty 
of being promoted, he quitted the fervice 
in the Weft Indies, and sefided ibme 
time in the ifiand,of Jamaica, where he 
firtt became acquainted with a lady of 
the name of Laicelles, whom he after- 
wards married. 

He returned to London in the year 
1746, after the rebellion "was entirely 
quaflied by the battle of Cul laden ; and 
the reports of exceffive Icverities exercifed 
, in the Highlands being much circulated, 
occaiioaea him to write his beautiful 
Ode, beginning 

Mourn, haplef^ C^edonia ! mourn 
Thy baniibM peace, thy hMircls torn ! 

About autumn 1746, be began bis 
caseer as gn author by the publication of 
a iatire, tntitled «< Advice,'* in which 



he not only attacks, with all tht leverity*' 
of Juveual, ibme of tj^ raoft odioup^ 
vices of the times, but alfo names or 
points out in a manner not to be mlftaken 
ieveral indiWduals, diitinguifh^d by th/eir 
rank, offices, or riches, who were luf- 
pe^ed of them. This poem, though 
poflefled of confiderable poetical merits, 
was far more caicuiated to injure him 
from the rei'cntment it kindled in the 
brealts of individuals, than to be ufeCiil 
to him by the ditplayof his talents. 

He was applied to by Mr. Rich, at . 
that lime patentee of Covent Garden, ta- 
write an opera, which he executed aaif 
cordingly. It wu entitled «Aloefte;^y| 
but a difpute taking place between the^ 
author and the manager, the opera was* 
never a£led nor publtfhed. This quarrel 
obtained for Rich the di(tin£^ion otbeing 
mentioned in another fatire, entitled 
** Reproof,^' a fcoond part of the for- 
mer, publilhed about the beginning of 
the year 1747. Rich was not of a t^- 
per to be dillurbed by this ipeci^s of 
vengeance. Every dramatic produ«^>toii 
of Dr. Smollett was now precluded from 
Covent Garden Theatre. He foon after 
had ainifunderilanding with Mr. Gar- 
rick, and was puffied by the violence of 
his temper to inlert into the. romance of 
Roderick Random, fonoie uncandid aDd 
unjuft ohfervations and criticifms on tk^t 
great amor's condu£^. Although Mr. 
Garrick was as linfible as Rich was 
callous to attacks of this kind. Dr. 
Smollet himlelf was probably the greatelk 
lufFcrer by this intemperance, as he hacj 
now reafon to believe> that every dramatic 
piece of his would be as efi'e6lually ex- 
cluded frdm Drufy Lane as from tha 
other Royal Theatre. 

In the year 1748 he publiftied Th« 
Adventures off Roderick Random, a 
work replete^ with humour, which de- 
lighted the public at the time, and is (iill 
a favourite with many. In this no\el 
he is fuppofed to h;ive introduced many 
of his own adventures, and by it he ac<^ 
quired much more reputation than mo* 
nev. He was adviftd therefore, in the 
following year (1749) ^® publifli the 
tragedy of The Regicide, which he had 
written at the age cf eighteen, by fub- 
fcription ; and in the preface he has 

5iven a circumftantial doail of all tXw 
ifficulties and difappointments he had 
met with in attempting to get it upon 
the tiage, although he had ahvady done 
the iame in the liory of Melopoyo ia 
• Roderick Random. 

In ihs iummsr of 1740 Jk» teolUtt 

went 
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wt^e to Parfs, ud aboMt that time, or 
while thne, virtote Peregrine Pickle, 
which wa« p^bMihcd in the next year 
(«7S')» Dr. 'Moore omits to notice, 
that in 1751 Dr. Smollett publifhcd a 
pamphlet, entitled " An Eflay on the 
external Vie of Water, in a Letter to 
Dr. ••*•, with particular Remarks up- 
«n the prefent Method of ufing the Mi- 
nerai waters at Bath in Somcrictfliire," 
4to^ In this he engaged, as was his 
pra^ice, with feme warmth in a dil'pttte 
then I'ubfifting amongfl the medical people 
* of Bath, where he ieems to have been 
then ietrled. This is the only perform- 
ance he ever publiftied in the line of hit 
proieiEoDy and ougbt not to have been 
excluded from his works. 

His next work, which Dr. Moore does 
not give the date of, wis The Adventures 
of Ferdinand Count Fathom, publiflied 
in X753 5 and in the feme year he gave 
i proof of the impetoolity of his cha- 
racter by the rafh manner in which ht 
cha^ifed a perfon who had behaved to 
biai with ingratitude and rudenrfs. A 
few ftrokcs with a cane acrofs the (lioul- 
d«irs were exaggerated by this man and 
hiscounfel * into an intended aflaflination, 
and a proieaition in the King's Bench 
was commer.ced accordingly; but in 
ipite of all the mifrepreientation of ma- 
lice, the good fcnic of an EnglWh Jury 
dilHngui(hed between an unpremeditated 
aflault, and the fudden impulfe of a 
Gentleman in repelling unprovokecl rude- 
■efs. Dr. Smollett was honourably ac- 
quitted. 

In 1755 Dr. Smollett publiihed a 
Tranflation of Don Quixote, in a vols. 
4to. He has been accpied of not havine 
had a fufficient knowledge of the Spani/h 
language, when he undertook that ufk ^ 
but it IS certain he took pains to make 
himfelf mafter of the fubjcft. Imme- 
diately on its being finUhed, he went to 
hit nafirt country, to vifit his friends 
and relations, for whom he is laid to 
hsLve maintained unfhaken fleadinefit, and 
that affeflionate prejudice, for which the 
natives of Scotland are aceufed by their 
philolbpbical nci^bours. 

Soon sdur his anival at London^ Dr. 



SraoHett was prevailed «p«fi to undertake 
the conducing of The Critiol Rtview> 
which commenced in January 1756. 
However adequate his tafte and judgment 
in literary works may have been for fuch 
an undertakings it certainly was not 
fuitabie to a man of his temper and acutir 
fenfibility, as it expoled him to continttal 
attacks from authors, whofe perform- 
ances were cenfured, or in their opinion 
not fuBiciently piaifed.io The Review. 
This occasioned frequent controverlies* 
the acrimony of which was fometimea 
greater than his patience^ which was SMt 
nis moft Otininif virtue, could bear. 

Previous to his undertaking The Cri* 
tical Review, Dr. Smollett having given 
up all thoughts of prance as a phyhciant 
had reftred to Chfilea, a fituation at a 
fulEcient diftance from London to pre- 
vent his literary occxipationa from being 
diiiurbcd, and iufficiently near to prefb-ve 
his hopes of feeing his friends at often 
as his leifure would permit. 

In 1757 his farce of The Repriial, or 
The Tars of Old •England, was a^ed at 
Drury Lane, and the breach between the 
author and Mr. Garrick was entirely 
dofed; and in May 1758, Dr. Smollett 
became embroiled in a difpute with Ad- 
miral KnowiesJ whofe chara6ter and 
condu6t were treated with much di£. 
relpcft in Tht Critical Revievif of that 
month. Dr. Smollett was delirous of 
acconunodating 'the difference, but the 
Admiral was ifkexorablc. The prole - 
cution therefore went on. Whoi the 
caufe came to ^e heard in the Court of 
King's Bench, iit was ftated by the Ad- 
mirsu*s counfe]^ that it was not with a 
view to punifli a wretched printer that 
his client had ^ied the fuit, but to dif- 
cover who h|d vrritten the offen£ve ar* 
ticl^ ) that Phta he ihould come to the 
knowledge 06 the author, if he proved to 
be a Gentleman, another kind of iatif* 
&£lion would be demanded bf him. 

Dr. Smcll^tt no Iboner heard this than 
he declared bimfelf the writer of the ar« 
ticle in queftion, and gave the Admiral 
to underitand that he was ready to give 
him the latxsla^ioQ to which his couoiei 
alluded. This declaration, however, had 



^ The Hon. Alexander Hume Campbell was the ptotecucpr^s covnfel on this occaiioD, 
and save great occaBon of offence %o Dr. Smollett, in his manner of condii4Hng the cauJGr, 
which occafioned Dr. SmoUett to pern an expoflukicory letter to himi the rough draft of whicbr 
was fent to Mr. Macherdie for his approbation. This letter Dr. Moore prinb, as he fays, 
from Dr. Anderlbo*s Life of Dr. ^moUdtt; He ffems not to know what Dr. Anderfon

pobHfhed in The European Magazine Cor Mar«h 1724. The original maauicrlptSy in Dr. 
So^cHttt^ hand^^Krncingy a^ flill in our peflcflioii. 
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w> oth^r eflf«A tban that of becoming the 
foundation pf a new proiecution againft 
the Do^or bimfelf,' in confcqqcnce of 
which he was fined in lool. and fentenced 
to three iponths imprifonment ia the 
King's Bench prifon. 

Previous to this the complete Hiftoiy 
of England, in four volumes 4to. was 
publifhed, in the year 1758. It has been 
declared, and never contradiftcd, that 
this work was coropofed and finifhed for 
the prefs in fourteen months. It cer- 
tainly is no fuffifient apology for a lite- 
jriry work being ill compoied, that it 
was compofed haftily ; but the /hortnefs 
of the time beftowed on this performance, 
joined to the Ihanc of merit which cannot 
be denied to it, will make this Hiftory be 
coniidered as one of the moft ftriking 
proofs of facility in writing that ever 
was given. Though interfperfed with 
few of thofe reflexions which conftitute 
what is called t^ philofophy of hiftory, 
and which diftinguiih the hiftorits of 
Gibbon, Robertfon, and Hume, the 
fprightly vein of Smollett*s rapid nar- 
rative, and the lively colours in which 
many chara£lers are painted, rendered it 
highly agreeable to the generality of 
readers. Few authors have written fo 
well who have written fo haftily } and 
Bone have left a ftronger impreflion, that 
many of their works are inrerior to what 
it was in their power to have rendered 
them. It was afterwards publiihed in 
Svo. in numbers, of which the weeklv 
iaie amounted to more than ten thoufand. 
Dr. Moore ncglcAs to mention, that 
in January 17^0, a new periodical pub- 
lication was commenced^ to which Dr» 
Smoliet^s name was appended in all the. 
advertifcmcnts, entitled ** Tlie Britifh 
Magazine, or Monthly Repofitory," in 
whiph the Adventures of Sir Launcelot 
Greaves firft ma^e their appearance, and 
about the (ame jrime our author permitted 
his name to appear to a Bookfeller's 
Edition of a Tranflation of the Works 
of Voltaire, tp which, it is moft pro- 
tiable, he gave but little ailifrance. 

At the beginning of the reign of his 
prefent Majeuy, in the year 176a, when 
every channel of calumny was opened, 
and every vehicle of abufe emploved 
^igainft the Earl of Bute, Dr. Smollett 
^as nrevailed upon to write in defence 
of the meafures of his adminiftration. 
He accordingly undertook, to pubiifh a 
weekly paper, called " The Briton,*' 
which produced the fanums " North 
^itpn,*' which in lefs tl^in ayeoriUenccd 
its antagonift. 



Dr. Moore takes but little notice of 
the Continuation of the Hiftory of Eng* 
Jand, four voUunes of which in Svo. were 
completed early in 1763, and a fifth is 
1765, which brought down the hiilorf 
to that period. It has been aflerted, ai^ 
is generally believed, that Dr. Sino]l«tt 
fold this work' to his pi^inter at a pri^ 
which enabled the purchafcr to re-iell k 
to a city bookfeller, on the day the bar- 
gain was made, at a profit of no leff 
than one thouiand poxuids. In 1766 tt 
was publiihed in two volumes 4to. and 
in that year Dr. Smollett agaia vifitcd 
Scotland. 

About this time our author met witk 
a misfortune, which touched his heart 
more fenfibly than any he bad before en- 
countered : his only child, a daughter 
whofe amiable diipoUtions and early ac- 
complidimcnts foothed the cares, &ittere^ 
the hopes, and fixed the afieflions, af 
her father, was fnatched from him by 
death. 

This calamity, with his own id 
health, and the earned requeft of his 
wife, determined him to leave England* 
and to fpend fome time in a ftreign 
country and milder climate } a fcheme 
which he accomplilhed, and fa#n after 
his return publifhed his travels throygh 
France and Italy, in the form f f letters 
from different parts of thoie covntries. 

In 1769 he publiflied Tlie Adventures 
of an Atom, a work of a different nature 
from any of his other pcitormances ; 
being a political romance, intended to 
delcribe, under Japanele names, the con- 
du6l and charatters of the leaders of 
party towards the end of the reign of 
George the Second, and the beginning of 
that of George the Thiol. 

Dr. SmolUtt never ei^ ^yed good health 
or fpirits after the death of his daughter. 
His laft work was The Expedition of 
Humphrey Clinker, publi(hea in 1771. 
His complaints havuig recurred with 
violence, he was prelled by his friends. 
Dr. Armftrong and Dr. Hunter, to try 
again the efFe^s of a milder climate i 
but, as his circumfbmces could ill fup- 
poit the expence of the journey, and of 
his remaining free from all care l|ut what 
concerned his health, application was 
made to obtain for him the office of Con* 
ful at Naples, Leghorn, or Nice, that he 
might enjoy the mfluence of the Italian 
climate, without that degree 9f mental 
exettion which misht injure his confli. 
tution. This application was Euitlef:*. 

He ibt out for Italy, howetter, early 
in the year 1770, and alter i^liding a 

fliort 
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Ihort t?me at Leghorn, he withdrew V^^ 
wore tramjirii and^laJutary iituation In 
the neighbourhood of that towci:^ where 
he died abo«t the month of 06lobcr 17^1, 
in the 51(1 year of his age. A monu. 
inent was erected to his memory by his 
wife, wir;h an infcription by Br. Afm- 
fkrong, and in 1774 a pillar was ercjgcd 
to commemorate him on the banks d^hie 
levcn, by his couftn James SmoUet, with 
mn inlcription revifed by Dr. JohnfoiK 

Though he died in indigent circum- 
ftancesy-had he lived a few years longer, 
lie would hare experienced irfRuen(;e, at 
he muft have inherited the cftate of Bort- 
hill, of loool. a year, by the death of his 
cotifin Mr. Smollett, whole heir of entail 
ke was, and who would in all probability 
have be<}ueathcd'htm the reft of his for- 
tune, ot nearly the feme value, both of 
«which fell to the Doaor's filter Mrs. 
heifer. 

Befidet the performances mentioned by 
Df. Moore, Dr. Smollett compiled fevcral 
Volumes of the Klodcrn Univcrlal Hif- 
tory^ and publiflicd, ab^ut 1756, a Col- 
le^ii n of Voyages, in which was inferted 
his o%vn account ofthe txpediiion againft 
Carthigena, which ought to have found 
a plac6 in hiswoiks.-* In i^jS alio, 'a 
Tran^anon of Tdtmachus was printed 
in his name, and on the- 1 ft of April 1785 
a farce, ^vhich was laid to have been left 
in the hatds of a printer, entitled ** The 
Jfraelites, or the Pampti-cd Nabf.b,'' by 
Dr. Smollett, was a6>cd at Covcnt Gar- 
den, for the oentfit of Mr. Aickin. (See 
£hr*j^, Mag. /f/ir// 1785, n. 184.) 

1>T, Moore concludes his account in 
the following jnanner :— " The pcrlbn of 
Dr. Smollett -was ftout and well pro- 
portioned, his countenance engaging, 
his manner rclcj ved, with a certain air 
of dignity that itemed to* indicate that 
he was not um onfcious of his own 
powers. He wat of a dilpofition To hu- 
mane and generous, that he was ever 
ready to fcrvc tiie unfortunate, and on 
icme cccafions to aflllt thtnn beyond 
what his circuniOances could jultify, 
Thoii|;h few coufd penetrate with more 
acutcA.Ms into character, yet none was 
more a pt to overlook mifcondu6l, when 
atten<li d with misfortune. 

<* He lived in a hofpitable manner, but 
defpifal that hofpitality which is founded 
on oiie itation, which entertains only 
^ie ^yaofc iituation in life flatt^;s the 
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vanity of the entertainer, mr fueh as can 
-jnake returns of the (iune kind, that 
hofpitality which keeps a debtor and 
creditor account of dinners, Sinoflett 
invited to his plain but plentiful ^ic 
the perlbns whofe chara£lers he efteemcd^ 
in whole converfation he delighted, and 
many for no other reafon than becanie 
th^ ftood in need of his countenance and 
prote6lion. 

*• As nothing was more abhorrent to his 
nature than pertnefs or intrufion, few 
things could render him more indignant 
than a cold reception j to this, however, 
he imagined he had fometimcs been ex- 
pofcd, on his applications in iavour of 
others \ for himfelf he never made an 
application to any great man in his life. 

" Free from vanity, Smollett had a 
confiderable /hare of pride, and great fcn- 
fibility 5 his pailions were eafily moved, 
and too impetuous ^hen roufed ; he 
could not conceal his contempt of folly, 
his deteftation of fraud, nor refrain firom 
proclaiming his indignation againft every 
mftance of oppreflion. 

"Though Smollett poflcffed a verfatillry 
of ftyle in writing, which he could accom- 
modate to every charaftcr, he has no fup- 
plenefs in his condu6^. His Icaminz, 
ailigence, and natural acutenefs, would 
have rendered him eminent in the fcience 
of medicine, had he pcrfevered in that 
profeflOon ; other parts of his character 
were ill fuited for augmenting his prac- 
tice. He could neither ftoop to impofe 
on credulity, nor hpman caprice. ' 

•* He was of an intrepid, independent, 
imprudent difpofition, equally incapable 
of deceit and adulation, and n>ore dilpofed 
to cultivate the acqtWiintance of thofe he 
could ferve than of thofe who could ferve 
him. What wonder that a man of this 
charafier was not what is called fucceis- 
ful in life/'

THE above is a very valuable appen- 
dage to Mr. Walker's former work, 
•* The Critical and Pronouncing Die- 
tionaxy;*' for though the latter was fully 
competent to the ohjtSt it propofed, that 
of intruding us in the moit approved 
mode of Pronunciation, prober names 

from the Greek and Latin form fo con- 
iiderable a part of every cultivated living 
language, that a Di6Uonary fcems to be 
imperfeft without them. Mr. Walker 
kas therefore, with that indefatigable 
perfcverance and accurate relearch which 
navediftinguffhed him through lite, pro- 

. duced this defideratum, which wiU be 
found, not only convenient to the polite 
fcholar as a remembranceTy "but highly 
vfefu) to al) thofc who have occafion to 
write orconverlc on a number of fubjc^s 

-"vrhcre the pronunciation of proper namt:« 
io confiantly interfere. 

In the proiecntion of this work the 
ai)^)ior ieems po liaye aimed more at utili- 
ty than criticifm. He has g^ven a fuller 
and more complete vocabulary of proper 
names, than is any where to be met with, 
and what diliinguiflies his from every 
oth^r,,be ha? divided the names into fyi- 
lables as they ought to be pronounced, 
upon fuch principles as are founded in 
the very nature of our language^ and 
which immediately decide upon the quan- 
tity of many fyllables, which without 
fuch principles mull remain in a ftate of 
uncertainty. In this he has purl'ued the 
fame track which he has marked out in 
his Critical Pronouncing Diftionary, by 
ihewing the precife boundaries of Greek 
and Latin accent and quantity in the pto- 
niyiciaCion of Englifh. 

His Introduction is 1^ vindkation of 
the Englifli pronunciation of the I^atin, 
which is fo much decried by foreigners, 
and thofe Engliftimen who do not enter 
rationally intq the queftion j and he 
clearly (hews, . that though toieigners 
upon the whole may* pronounce nearer 
to the ancient Romans than the English, 
that they differ as widely from each other

as they do in their own languages 5 ami 
have no right to expe^ the Engliih fhould 
agree with them, till they agree an^ong 
themfelves \ efpecially when it is con^* 
fidered that the Engliih in their pronun- 
ciation of the Latin do exa^ly what other 
nations do, that is, they pronounce it ac- 
cording to the analogy of their native 
tongue. 

His obfervations of the Greek and 
Latin accent and quantity are new and 
curious, he ihews the confufion and un- 
■'Certainty about them among the learned, 
and attcm^fts a lolutioji of the dilHculties 
attending the fubjeft, by fifll alcertain- 
ing the nature of Englifh accent and 
quantity, an(^ then endtavouring to (hew 
what the Greek, and Latin accent and 
quantity iiiull be to be intelligible. His 
diftinrtion of the fpeaking voice into its 
two leading inflexions,* which imme- 
diately gives us a clearer idea oi accent 
than >^e have hitherto feep, Teems not 
unfuccefs fully applfcd to explain that of 
the Greek and Latin \ though after all 
the illultraadn he has given of this point 
by demonftrating that on every I'yltem of 
accent the learned languages muit necef* 
farily have been very monotonous, we 
muft confefs that the fubje^t Ieems ftil| to 
remain in great obrcurjty. Perhaps the 
line he has choked out may be fome guide 
to future difcoverers, for as hejuftlyob- 
fcrves, how can we expert to inveltigate 
(he Greek and Latin accent and (juaatity 
when we do not underlUnd the nature oV 
our own ? 

On the whole we look upon this per- 
formance to be very ufeful to mott clafTes 
of people ; particularly to the profeffors 
of the fine arts, as well as the readers of 
facred and profane hiltory, politics, poe- 
try, &c. &c. To public and private 
fchools it will be perhaps ftill more ufeful, 
whei-e an early and clafllcal idv'a of pro- 
nunciation' becomes fonocefliry an* orna- 
mental appendage to knowledge in moft 
of the depvcip^ius of liie.

THE Novel before ui poflefles a con- 
fiderable ihare of merit. The cba- 
rafkers of Eliza dUver» Lord Elderland, 
the Dowager Counted, and tbe Darn ley 
Family) are properly ikfcriminated, and 
well fuftalned thoughout.

Aances, indeed, we are wiling to fuppofe 
them errors of the prefs.,; ^. ^ . ** O bend 
your eyes on rat, andlet mc*in them trace, 
lobetber if my.prefumi)tiious ,wiibes are 
favoured wiiji your approbation. " — " He 
■formed at that moment an opinion of her 



principles, that tvb/cb be ever after re* 
tained.'^ — " And who, on his part be 
felt not the leail inclination for his cou- 
fin/* 

Such as tbe following miift, however, 
be fuppoicd to have elcaped the pen of 
the writer j " Tell him to (corn [tea^h] 
his wife to ftay at home^"— " The eaf* 
pence of travelling of it away.'' — " | 
fliuddered in'vgluntaT\ii]y,''^" She rc- 
fifted for years /o the entreaties of the C\X^ 
pcrior."— " As to the Earl, as [who] 
was himfelf wcri'e, &c." 

The Author (whom by the preface wc 
find to be a female) deprecates in modeft 
terras the fevcrity ot" ciiticifm, and fays, 
that the work " has been written in the 
midft of perplexities, caies, ai.d uncer- 
tainties, and has often been flown to in 
times of anxiety, to ^hcat expectation and 
fojrow of their wca»y moments."" 

We hope that the lady will not think 
us infenfible to her for rows j but, the 
very fame fenfe of duty to om* reader^ 
which has induced us to fpeak of her 
work in .the favourable terms we have 
uljcdat the beginnmg of this article, has 
oblieed us alfo to hint at i(s inaccuracies*' 



An Authentic* Account of an EmbalTy frorn the King of Great Britain to the Ein- 
. ' . pcror of China, ^c.

TUE Third Cha(>*€r cf this Volume 
treats of the departure from Pekin, 
and of the occurrences that took place 
in the journey. *. Our Author remarks 
that feiv bandfome females were vifible 
in the villages by which they palled. 
He endeavours to account for this by 
mentioning a cuftom, fubfifting in China, 
among tlie powerful and opulent, of pur- 
chafuig from their parents, a^ the age of 
fourteen, fuch maidens as aredilHnguifhed 
by their faces or their figure, i^fcident 
had thrown a few of thele within view 
of the Gentlemen of the Embaily, who 
confidered them, from the fairncis and 
delicacy of their complexions, and the 
beauty jyid reeularity of their features^ 
as entitled tp admiration. Sbmeot" thofc 
vrho did not appear Indifcriminately 
abroad, but whom ^uriofity impelled to 
quit their houfes to fee the extraordinary 
strangers pafs, were fometimes hoot^ 
back by Chinefe of the other lex. 



This account feems a little at variance 
with ^neati Anderfon's dcfcription of 
the two fexts at Pekin : of whom he 
relates, that he very cordially fliock 
hands with the females, and appeared by 
his freedoni rather to gratify than offend 
the men. That we may not caufelefj»ly 
fufpcft his veracity, wc will fuppofe that 
the women, to whom our traveller's fa- 
miliarity was fo generally acceptable, 
were of that f^afy and accejibU chara^er^ 
of which Pekin, like other great and 
voluptuous capitals, may be conceived 
to attcrd a plentiful fupply. 

Of the towns which the Embafly obo 
fcrved, in the flow progrcfs of the yachts, 
fometimes againft the llream, Sir G. S. 
gives the following general defcription : 
They were for the moft part furrouzided 
with walls higher, than the roofs of the 
houfes they incioied* The walls formed 
a fquare, facing th( four cardinal points. 

TJ^ 
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Tlic gSLttt had the names of EaU, Weft, 
North, or So«th, accord iog to the ta^, 
engraven in ftone orer the entrance. 
The ftreets were for the moft part nar- 
row, nor were there within the walls any 
wide openings or fquares. Large edi- 
iices were iew, and confecrated to public 
iifcs, or the refidcnce of the principal 
perfons in authority. The fumptuous 
Jaws of China regulate the dwellings, 
ms well &s the apparel of the opulent. 

The houfes were In,general of a fimple ' 
canftruftion, and in height one ftory.' 
The inundations were of freeftone or 
granite : the wails generally of bricks, 
of an earth feieflcd with care. The tim- 
ber ufed in building is chiefly the Larch 
Fir, which is planted on mountains too 
cold or fteep for other culture. The 
windows are fmall, and of paper, inftead 
of glafs. Very tittle iron is ufed, 
fcarcely even a nail in any of their build- 
ings. The floors arc of marble flags, 
or mdurated earth. In elegant and pub- 
lic flm^hires, a range of columns, made 
•f the (intire trunk of the fame kind of 
6r, run parallel to the outiide walls, be- 
tween wiiich and the columns a gallery 
is thus formed. The body of the roof 
in that cafe relts upon the walls, and its 
proje6ling part' only upon the columns. 

All public buildings, and moft palaces, 
kave their chief doors and windows to 
the fouth. The principal edifices are a 
liaH of audience, in which complaints 
are heard, and juftice adminiftered $ a 
college for ftudents, in which they are 
fokmnly examined for degprees ; templet 
fof public worftiip of divers fc£ls 5 gra- 
iiaries, in order to be provided againft 
famine ; and a public library. The or- 
dinary boiiits advance to the ftreet with- 
out columns 5 inftead of which, foch at 
have fliops hang out two tall poles, 
painted and gilt, and crofled with boards, 
to inibrra the learned 4>aflenger, in large 
j^olden chambers, and the unlearned, by 
figurative allufions, of the articles witn 
which he may be lupplied. Within fide 
tiie ornaments are few, and the furniture 
iimple. Every thing of wood is painted 
red, and vamimed. 

One of the methods employed by the 
Cbiocle to catch fiOi is fomewhat lingu- 
iar : To one fide of a boat a flat board 
painted white is fixed at an angle of 
about forty -five* degrees, , the: edge in- 
clining towards the watet;V/Qn moQn- ' 
light nights the boat is ^ tii^oed thar 
the paiatcd beard is turct^ tctevards the 



mooD, firom whence the rays of 'lights 
flriking on the whitened furikce, give to 
it the appearance of moving water, oa 
which the flth leaping as in their element^ 
the boatmen railing with a ftring the 
board, turn the fifti mto the boat. Everr 
method of catching filh is followed witn 
avidity, to make up for the fcarcity of 
the flcfli of quadrupeds. Of the large 
fort the common people feldort tafte, 
unlefs fuch as die by accident or difeafe. 
In fuch cafes the appetite of a Chinefe 
furmounts all fcruple; whether it be an 
ox or came/, zjbeep or afs, it is equally 
acceptable. 

The following detail of a rcligioiit 
ceremony on fliipboard, to propitiate the 
Spirit a fthe Yellow River, in a part where 
the navigation was dangerous, will re- 
mind our claflical readers of the rites dc- 
fcribed by the great Maftcr of the Romaa 
Epic : 

** The Captain, furrounded by tSic crew 
of the yacht, aflembled on the forecaftle, 
and holding as a vi5lim in his hand a 
cock, wrune off his head, which com- 
mitting to the ftream, he confecrated the 
veflel with the blood fpouting from the 
body, by fprinkling it upon the deck, 
the mafts, the anchor, and the doors of 
the apartments ; and ftuck upon them a 
few pf the feathers of the bird. Several 
bowls of meat were then brought for- 
ward, and ranged in a line acrofs the 
deck. Before thefe were placed a cup 
of oil, one filled with tea, one with fome 
ardent fpirit, and a fourth with fait ; 
the Captain making at the time three 
profound inclinations of the body, with 
nands uplifted, and muttering a few 
words, as if of folicitation, to die Deity, 
The loo^ or brazen drum, was beaten in 
the mean time forcibly \ lighted matches 
were held towards heaven ; papers, co- 
vered with tin or filver leaf, were burnt | 
and crackers fired off in great abundance 
by the crew. The Captain afterwards 
made libations to the river, by emptying 
into it from the veflbrs prow the fevcrai 
caps of liquids, and concluded with 
throwing in alfo that which held the ialt. 
All the ceremonies being over, and the 
bowls of meat removed, the people feailed 
on it, and launched afterwards with con- 
fident the yacht into the current. As 
,foon as ihehad reached the oppofite fliore| 
the Captain returned thanks to Heaven 
.with three inclinations of the body.***

difcuflbt the ability of the Nation to refiit 
the enemy, and points out the fate of thofe 
countries which have fubmitted to French 
power or intrigue, and concludes with a fhort 
refutatioD of the erroneous opinions, in re* 
fpec^ to Religion and Government, which are 
fuppo(ed to be gaining too much ground.

AurcHa Rowland is introduced to the 
auiiience in th*c capacity of companion to 
Lady Ferment, by whom fhe Is treated 
with infult and deceit 5 though (be was 
the real hcircl's to an immenfe tortune, of 
which /he was deprived by the treachery 
of Sir Jofcph Ferment and Mr. Garden, 
who were left the executors of her father's 
will. This, however, was a fecret of 
which ihc had no. knowledge, but was 
firftdifcovcrcd, through the loquacity of a 
miid-ienrant, to Harry Monrole, who, 
uoder the afTumed appearance of a foreign 
Count, is retained in the family as tutor 
to Young Jonas, Lady Ferment's fon.

Sir Guy Garden is a Baronet of !ai^ 
fortune, and the friend of Oliver Fermetit^ 
whofc ?ood qualities he edeems, and is 
made the confident of his love for Aurc- 
lia. The Baronet is throughout a man 
difpoicd to be diflatlsfied i and while be 
is conftantly performing good a^lions, 
appears vexed at the foitHcfs of his own 
heart. He dcfpifes, however, the (elfilh- 
nefs of his brotner Mr. Garden, who, he 
fays, will go to his grave^** like a pul- 
let dying of the pip.*' Aurelia's fituation 
with Lady Ferment becoming intolerably 
irkfome, the lover obtains for her the 
• proteflion of Sir Guy, which (he conlenu 
to accept for a while. In the mean time, 
the Count proceeds in his enquiries, and 
obtains fome further information on exa- 
mining Mr. Garden's attorney. But as 
he was not fecXire of poflfefling any influ- 
ence in the affedions of Aurelia,he recurs 
to the good ofHces of Suian,* ami contrives 
to have her invited as a vintor at the 
houfe of Sir Joieph, which Lady Ferment . 
dares not refuie, when be explained that 
he was acquainted with an intrigue be- 
tween her and a young Highlander at a 
mafquerade. His filter Suian's natural 
goodncfs does not fulFer her toaflTift in her 
brother's defigns on Aurelia, and, over- 
heai'ing fome words of a confpiracy againft 
her between Mr. Garden and Sir Joieph, 
ftie inilantly takes the alarm, commuri- 
cates all me knows, and accelerates her 
flight. She afterwards bears the brunts 
of all her brother's fury and refentmetit 
on finding his bif d was nown, and, on his 
threatening to get hu into his pofleflton, 
flie engages Jonas to alHlt in counteract- 
ing them. The iienoMmrnt comes in the 
fifth a^, when Aurelia is in the hands of 
the Gount, who had carried her oH' by 
violence, and is proceeding to avail him. 
felf fully of that advantage at the moment 
when Oliver and Jonas arrive and refcue 
her — The Gount, in revenge for his dif- 
appointment,'propores that Oliver ihould 
fight him on the ipot, and offers him one 
ot his piftols. Oliver declines this from 
a fpirit of philanthropy, and at laft pre- 
vails on the Gount to relinquifh his pur* 
pefe, and contribute to do jultice to the 
injured orphan. The Gount embraces 
this plan with earneltnefs, and after cx- 
pofing the feltilh iniquity of the two con- 
federates, the piece concludes with the 
union of Ollvei* with Aurelia, whole 
property y% tg bc r^ftpfcd j— and Jonas 
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ind Sufan sre made happy in the fame 
manner. 

This Comedy has both meritg and de- 
leas. The chara6ler8 arc ftrongly drawn 
sind well fupportcd. The drift of the

In the grave fcenes, the language is vigo- 
rous and animated, but the comic ones 
vant (j^rtghilincfs and elejgance. As a 
performance which has a tendency to make 
mtnJUnd diHatisfied with each other by 
the gloomy view it gives oF human na- 
ture, we are not furprifod at the cold 
reception it met with.

Lord Vibrate, according to the import 
•f iSs name, is a refie^ing but an unlileady 
character, "whofe negative principle of 
•Aion is not to formadetcrraination upon 
any iubjcfl,yet who is ever determining, 
and ever contradi^ing hisdetbrminatioos. 
He had promi&d his daughter Lady Jane 
to Mr. Dcbval, a Gentleman of the'pureft 
honour, who is atuched to her, and who 
is the obje^l of her affe^ions. As Delaval 
is, however, of- too grave a turn to fuit 
Lady Vibrate, a rantipole woman of qua- 
lity, ihe pcrfuadcs her hufbiind to allot 
her daughter to Sir George Verfatile, a 
lively man of fa(hion, who adapts himfclf 
to the humour of all he approaches. Sir 
George had been protcflcd in his youth 
by the father of Delaval, and a pafiioa

By the aid of a 
domino, which Sir George has fent to the 
botel for the purpofe of attending Lady 

K3C Vibrate to the mafquerade, Mils 
bval obtains an interview with her 
lover, whom (he brings to Ibme degree of 
remorie, by the foftneJs of her complaints 
and the tone of her voice, which, though 
be fuppofes her a man, reminds him of 
the voice of his former miltrcfs. Mifs 
JDcbral, on retiring, finds th:it her bro- 
ther is in the houfe, and returns in g«eat 
agony, knowing his intentions, intreating 
Lady Jane not to lot Sir George and NT r. 
Delaval know the name of each other. 
Tho-danger of ad^covery in this refpe6l 
produces a f^enc peculiarly interelting, 
and which is managed with great dexte- 
rity.

Sir George at the mafquerade, and 
awakens in his heart the keeiM[(l afi^onies 
at the fenfe of the injuries he Md infli^ed. 
In the conflict of her fcelingsf ihe at 
length faints, and is difcovered. Sir 
George is then thoroughly repentant^ 
and all his aife^ion for Mifs Delaval 
revives. He has, however, the debt of 
honour UtiW to iettle with his unknown 
antagonil^. At the time appointed, Mr* 
Delaval arrives, and before he will avow 
himfelf to Sir George, he gives an inte- 
refttng pifture of Sir George's early life» 
of the protection which he received 
from the late Mr. Delaval ; of the at* 
tachment of Miis Delaval towards Sir 
George, and his bafe defertion. Finally » 
he acknowledges himfclf to be her bro- 
ther, and demands immediate arbitratioa 
by the fword, or a paper from Sir George^ 
acknowledging the whole of his mifcon. 
duft, fublcribed by his own hand. Sir 
George rcfules the ignominious paper, 
but determines not to raiie his hand

iN the fittuif of the 19th of Jasvtry, 
^ the . AiTembly reje^ed the motion of 
Va^^Beymsy fot celebrating;, on the sift, 
Xh% AitnirerQic/ ^f tbe Death of Louis 
XVI. by anoathof harrtd to^tbe Stadt- 
jtK>Heratc and Dcfpotifin. The Arifto- 
%raiic Party teliified much difpleafure 
ftgainft bot^ the propSfition aoid \\i 
author. The Afiembiy ^avbg pro- 
cte^ed to the election of a new Prefi- 
d^nt, Midderigh, a decided Republican, 
was chofen by fiftysfivc votes. The 
Renegade Pompe Van Mecrdcrvoort, 
Wiio wu^ Paui^t laft year, and is tbit

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Committeei by declaring^ that they 
ihould ferve as the baiis of the new 
ConftitutioD ; and that two Committeet 
Jhould be appointed to carry this 
propofition into effeft, by preparing the 
Conftititrion, and detercnining the mode 
in which it (hould be accepted. After 
a debate, in which the Ariilucratic Pany 
made hut a feeble refiftancey it was 
refolvcd to convoke immediately the 
Members of the Confiitational Com- 
mittee. The Committee being arrived, 
after fome difcuffion, the AlTembly 
decreed, by the nominal appeal of the 
n^ajority or voices, that the principles 
propofed by the Conftituenr Committee 
ihould be adopted in whole, and not 
^^ article by anicle, as the Federalifts 
propofed, in order to delay thebufinefs : 
after which the AiTembly decreed, by a 
majority of eighty -five to twenty. four^ 
that the principles in queftion ihould 
fer^eas the baiis of the Conftitution. 

In the night between the sift and 
2 2d, the Batavian garrifon and the 
National zuard were ordered under arms 
by the rrefident Midderigh, whofe 
firmnefs and prefence of mind cannot 
be fufficiently praifed. The French 
troops remained in (heir quarters, and 
did not appear. Thus the enemies of 
this Resolution cannot fay that it was 
brought about by the arms of France. 
• An extraordinary meeting of the 
Members of the AlTemblv wasfumrooned 
by the Preiident to talce place at the 
National Hotel. The Members of the 
Committee for Foreign Affairs, viz. 
Backer, Nahn, De Beven, Queifen, 
Gevers, and Jordans, with their Secre- 
tary, were put under arreft at their owa 
houfes at an early hour. 

The Republican Mcmbe^^ of the 
National AlTembiy, to the number of 
fixty, met in the Hotel De Haarlem| 
and proceeded to the National Hotel. 
A companyof grenadiers of the National 
G uard commenced the proceffion. The 
Meffengers of the Aflcmbly came next l 
then the Preiident Midderigh, decorated 
vrith the three-coloured fcarf, followed 
}py the Staff* Officers of the Garrifon. 
The patriotic Miniftersof the Affembly 
came next, two and two i and a company 
of Batavian grenadiers marched in the 
rear. When the procelfion arrived at 
the National Hotel, the people teftified 
their fatisfaflion by cries of Lifv^ tbe 
Hepuhlic I The other Members of the 
AlTembly were likewifc admitted into 
the Hall, in the order in which they 
prefented themfclves, with the excep- 
tion of twenty*cwO| y^ho were put undef 



arreft in a feparate cMmber. At eight 
o'clock the Afftinbly refolvcd into a 
Secret Committee, the refult of which 
is now known. The Prefident opened 
the buHnefs by an energetic fpe;,ech, the 
printing of which was decreed. He 
informed the Committee, that in confe- 
quence of the danger to which the 
country was cxpofed, by counter-revo» 
lutionary attempts operating both at 
home and abroad, the taithful Depofito- 
ries of the Sovereignty of the People 
had, in its names, arretted the Mcmbere 
of the Committee for Foreign Affairs, 
and feveral other Members of the Na- 
tional Aflcmbly. This mcafure, after 
fome debate, was fan6tioned by a great 
majority. The Prefidcnt then invited 
all the Members to renew with htm 
their political profedion of faith, and to 
fwear folemnly that they held in exe- 
cration the StadtboUrratef Ariftotracyt 
Federati/m, omd every tyranny, Al 1 1 he 
Members, except ten, took the oath— 
The Preiident ordered them,in the naraa 
of the Batavian People, to leave the 
Afiembly. Two Members were ap- 
pointed to collet the papers of the 
Committee for Foreign Affairs, and two 
others to take care of thjB papers of the 
Committee for Internal Correipondence, 
in the poffelfion of Kliffens. At eleven 
o'clock the Sitting became public, and 
fome Members, who had not been ia 
the Secret Committee, made the new 
declaration. The Prcfident propofed to 
annul the regulation eftablilhed by 
L. L. H. H. P. P. that execrable tef- 
tament of Fedtralifm, which for two 
years had produced fo much diffention ; 
to conftitute themfelves as the Legiila* 
tive Body of the Republic, under the title 
of the Conftituent Affcmbly, reprefent- 
ing the* Bauvian People ; to annul all 
the Provincial and Departmental Sove- 
reignties; and to refcind the right of 
augmenting the number of the Membera 
of the Aflembly. Thefe motions were 
carried with acclamation. 

The Prefident then propofed to ap- 
point a Provifional Executive confifHog 
of five Members, and previoufly to ap« 
point a Committee to draw up an in- 
ilru€tiott by which they were to aft. 
The following are the names of the Pro« 
vifional Dire6bry : Vreede, Time, Van 
Langen, Welduk,and Pokke. A Com* 
mittee was appointed to draw up a pro- 
clamation, addreffed to the Batavian 
people^ uj>on the Revolution. — A Com- 
mittee was appointed to wait upon Citi- 
zen Delacroix, the French Ambaffaoor» 
f nd inform him of the decree which had 
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pR^e^ For rendering the Batayiari Re- 
public one and iDdivilible. On its return, 
th« arrival of that Miniver in perfon 
was announced .--Ht entered, drelled in 
hi* diplomatic robe, introduced .by the 
Secretaries of the Affembly, and in the 
mHft of fiiouts of Live tbe Republic f > 
He addrelTed the AiTembly in the fol* 
lowing Speech : 

" Ctiizen Prrfii/ent, Citi%eHs Repre^ 
fentati'ues of tbe Bata*vian Viopte^ 
** Apprifed by your rocffage of the 
energetic meafures which the B&tavian 
Convention has taken for the fafety 
of the country, I have taken the earlieft 
opportunity to congratulate ^ou on the 
occaAon; Continue, Citizens, to fee u re 
the happinefs of the people by the \vif- 
^om or your deliberations. Uive them 
a free Conftiturion, founded upon the 
principles on which public happinefs 
alone can dcpeiid, Organife without 
deiay a vigorous Government, calculated 
to excite and to dire^ the energy of the 
Batavians againft the common enemy. 
Be affured that the French Republic 
and its Executive Directory, of which I 
have the honour to be the organ, will 
behold you with fatisfa6kion preparing 
to eftahliih the happinefs of your coun- 
try* will applaud your efforts, and will 
fupport you with its utmoft power/* 

The Preiident made the following 
reply :

Joke of an elective Ariftoccacy, under 
the name of a Popular Reprefcntative 
Governmint, and to make you tmbrace 
8 ibameful ilavery, whiie nothing was 
held our to you bur the mere Ihadow of 
Liberty ; this pernicious project* ^o un- , 
equivocally declared in the plan of the 
Conftiiution which you have reje^ed, 
was never U>(1 light of ; on the contrary, 
it became more and more dear to all u% 
parttzans, and the only difference eb* 
ieivable in it, from the efforts hitherto 
niade with the fame view, i$, that now 
a mucn greater ibaie of artidcc and of 
violence woui^ be rcXortedcc^ it was 



again referred for the Freaeh Republic 
to fecon^ the endeavours of the truo 
Republicans, to ra^fe you a fccond tiro* 
from the gulph in which you had bcca 
p!unged> in order more cfTeftuatly to 
enflave you. ^We had only to chufe 
between a lad political crifis, and the 
profpe6t of Cttin^ Liberty for ever op- 
prcffcd, and what Patriot could for a 
moment befuate in the choice f 

Yes, Bataviansy we have felt our*- 
felves under the cruel neceffity of pui- 
ting in a ttaie of erred fomc Members 
of your Rcprcfcntaiive ACcnibly, and 
to remove others from a ibare in the 
Gnvernn^ent, not with any inientian to 
injure them, unlefs they have rcndcrt^ 
themfelf es guUty of iomc crimes, or to 
purfue them for, their condu^, for wc 
are already too fully aware^of the faul 
effect of a Syftem of Terror^ but to 
prevent them from continuing to fap 
the foundations of our late politiea) Re« 
volution, our Q^c£t' is, by clearing 
away every obftacle, to make you 
fpcedily attain to a regular order of 
things that may enable you to chaia 
down Defpotifm, and (but out ii^9ry 
accefs to Anarchy ; thus you may ce- 
ment the fecuriiy ofthcBaUvian Peo. 
pie, and render the Batavian Republic 
as ferviceable to its Aliifis as it muft be 
formidable to its Foes. 

Js this an over-coloured picture of the 
prefent ftate of things ? Do we mjcanly 
refort to calumny in order to fire you 
with refentment againft upright men > 
Or, rather, do we not pay a due homage 
to truth ? Arc not the attempts made 
againtt Civil Liberty as evidciH as day > 
Is.not the favour and prote^ien atForded 
to the partisans of the HouCe of Orange 
fufficienily known ? Was it not enough 
to hace approved oncfelf a fincere Pa« 
triot, in order to be infulted and Ri^« 
matizcd ? H^s any means been left un- 
employed, in order to cruih the public 
fpirit ? And has nor the organization 
of our land forces been, for « length of 
time, a fource of well grotinded com- 
plamts ? Have not attempts beenma4e» 
in your Reprefcntative AlTemblies, lo 
defend the Committee of Union t Have 
not many of your rukrs attaek<id, b/ 
the moti &amefui means, the unity oiF 
the Republic, the fok means of fecu ring 
our internal hapfinefs, and our cuerual 
ftrcngth^ Has not every pollible ob- 
ftiicte been thrown in the way to retard 
the formation of the Nvioo*' Goard» 
tlMt Bulwark of Uberty, not Itfs for- 
midable CQ Pefpots than favourable to 
the happincfs U the People i Has act 
I conuAcccft 
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commerce l>een tolerated with our la* 
Itiral Enemy ? Is it not even protected 
in contempt of the laws ? Has not the 
Armed Force, in fevcral places, been 
employed to ftifle the voice of the Peo- 
ple, and to afford a powerful fupport to 
Che infoleoce of Defpotifm ? Have not 
the National Treafures, treafures amaf- 
fcd at the expence of your fwcat and 
blood, been employed to diffeminate 
corruption, and at the point of a bayo- 
net to force a Conftitution on you which 
you have rtjefted with indienaiion ? 
Has not impunity in fome mealurc been 
fccured to fordid felfiflmefs ? Have not 
certain individuals been permitted to 
enrich themfelves with the fruits of 
your labours, which you were obliged 
to pour intocofTefs exhalifted as foon as 
filled } Do not flich perfons fatten on 
Ihe bfood and the tears of the widow and 
Che orphan ? Has not the Natidnal Navy, 
' the miferable remains of our former 
grandeur, been raflily and wantonly ex- 
pofed to total ruin, and that contrary to 
the exprefs intention of the Freucb 
Govcrnrnent? And very recently was 
it not obvious to obferve the deteftable 
efforts that were made to Inatch from 
our bands every pcflible means of re- 
cruiting our maritime force, and h^d 
not the Government been changed, 
would not this nefarious project have 
completely fucceeded ? 

Has Dot the public credit been im- 
paired by means equally falfe and per- 
fidious ? Have we not feen the diSTerent 
provinces openly oppofe the will of the 
riationa) Reprelentation, and is not this 
Reprefentation torn by divi(ions and a 
fpirit of party ? Has it not expofcd it- 
felf to contempt by its want ot energy, 
and has it not by the adoption of , half 
tneafures, diflolved the ties of the Ad- 
miniftration ? 

And while the whole of thcfc abufes 
arc paiBng under our eyes, the deftruc- 
tioD^ of the Republic becomes inevitable 
from the continuation of thefe horrors 5 
will not the National fpirit aroufe from 
lis lethargic flumber ? Will you not all 
run 10 arms in order to combat the ene- 
mies of your happinefs. and wholly to 
cniih them ihouid they obdinately at- 
tempt to perfevere in their defigns ? 
Shall the dcfcendants of thofe heroes 
who armed only with thei^courage re- 
duced the all powerful dominion of 
Spaioy permit themfelves to be intimi- 
dKtd bv the vain threats of an handful 
t>f feffilh Tyrants > Will they bafcly 
conceal themfelves when attempts are 
nud^ifil; to {ivt ft mortal ft at to the 



caufe of Liberty ? And we, your Re- 
prefentaiives, who behold thefe odiout 
machinations, how could we juftify our- 
fclves in your eyes, iu the eyes of our 
children, if we had continued any longer 
to remain lifttefs and inert ? Should we 
not well deferve to be coi^founded with, 
thofe contemptible beings who attempt- 
ed to build their power on your dow«- 
fall, from which we have at length ref« 
cued you hy a vigorous ^nd deciiive 
blow ? If fuch had been our condu£^, 
mud not oijr memory be blackened ia 
the hiftory of future times ? 

No, no Baiavians, let us fwear on the 
Altar of Liberty, upon which the Peo- 
ple of the Low Countries have already 
laid their offerings, when every other 
State was ftill enflavcd $ let us fwear by 
the general intereft, by the profperitjF 
of our children, b^ the happinefs 06 
poftcrity, that we will never endure the 
exillence either of Defpotifm or of 
Anarchy ! 

Let us all fwear that we will rcfcue 
the Country from its deplorable ftateof 
opprelTion, and let us (pare no facrifice 
that may cnfure our lucctfs ; let our 
condu6t prove, that we chcrifli Civil 
Liberty as ardently as we deleft licen* 
tioufnefs ! 

Stand round the General Adminiftra* 
tion, in order to fupport it in all the 
meafures that may be deemed expedicnc 
for accomplifhing this great end ; thus 
we fhall foon obtain a good Conftitution^ 
fupported by the eternal principles of 
nature, which are fufceptibic of no 
changes, and on which alone can be 
folidiy bottomed our political happinefs. 
■ We ihall thus impofe filence oa 
calumny, and fiiame on our adverfaries j 
thus ftiall we clearly prove to the great- 
eft, to the moft courageous of ah Na- 
tions, that it is not in vain that they 
have aided us to £hake off the yoke un- 
der which we bowed ; wc will prove* 
that the Batavian is worthy of a Frater- 
nal Alliance with that great People i 
and thus ftiall aftonifticd Europe loon 
recognize in us the worthy defcendants 
of thofe Batavians, who defended their 
Liberty when the whole Univerfe bent 
the knee before the power of Imperial 
Rome ; foon alfo fliall it fee revived^ ia 
the prcfent generation, the fame Peo- 
ple who heretofore ftiook the Throne 
of Philip ; that fame people who, .by 
their energy and courage, had fo extend-' 
ed their poffeftions in tne other quartersf> 
of the Globe, that the Sun in its regp* 
lar courfe muft aUvays continue to ftivne 
on the Batavian in bah Uemifpheres | 

that 
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that People, who waged a contcft with 
the two moi! formidable Powers of the 
World J who forced the Commerce of 
the entire Univerfe to centre in thrir 
Ports ; who hicld in their band the Po» 
Ktical Balance^; and who extended their 
Sceptre over the immenfityof the Ocean. 

Batavians f it is to this pitch of glory 
that you muft again afpire, oy the means 
of a vigorous and wife Conftitution, 
But we fhall never attain it if we endure 
anj longer the exiftence of that ord4;r of 
things, or rather of that fyftematic dif- 
order, which for thefe two years paft 
has not ceafed ro cramp our enbrts. The 
monfter of Fcderalifm, not unlike the 
Hydra of the ancient Poets, can never 
be fubdu^d but by a vigorous blow, 
which at one ftroke will cru0i and def. 
troy all its heads. This great blow has 
JHft been ftruck— the monflcr is already 
ID its laft glory, but its laft convUlfive 
druggie might prove dangerous, and 
tgainft this danger we have ftill toguard. 

It is impofBbTe for any Society to exift 
without order; but it is of the firft im- 
portance that it mould not be difturbed 
ina Provifional Government. Let every 
ODc therefore obey the orders that are 
prefcribed by this Provifional Govern* 
ment; let it betaken for granted, that 
the temporary facriBce of U)me eCfential 
parts of our Civil Liberty has na other 
end in view hut to procure a good Con* 
ilitution, and) through the medium of 
that Cooftitucion, to fecure to us the 
full and complete enjoyment of that 
Liberty. 

All the Conftituted Authorities (hall 
continue their prefent functions, until 
the moment arrives for making the ne- 
ceflary alterations in them in a regular 
manner, and conducive to the Public 
Cood. 

THey&/-^/^/ Provincial Adminiftra- 
tioos, or Conftituted Authorities in the 
Provinces, and the Regencies in the dif- 
ferent, towns, diftri^ts, and villages, as 
alfo the Adminift rations of the dams, 
rivers, and bridges, (hall be continued 
to that perioU, and (ball be fubje^ and 
jtfponfibletp the Executive Power. 

The Committees of J uftice ihall pro- 
irifionally remain on their prefent root- 
ing, and IhaU undergo no change what- 
ever. Every Officer, Mayor, rrocura- 
tor of the Communes, and Public Ac- 
cufer fliall provifiooally continue the 
cxercife of their fun^tons, and (hall pro* 
iecute withincreafed a6livity all didurb- 
trs of tranquillity and order, . under 
whatever maik they may attempt to 
)mk» fcsfoiu and property ihall be 



fcreened from all infult or injury ; the 
exifting laws to that eflfcA ihall remain 
in full force, and be rigoroufly executed. 
Commerce fiiall be prote^cd, and every 
one (hall enjoy that I'ecurity which can- 
ditutesthe foundation of all focial anion^ 
no inhabitant of the yet exifting Pro- 
vinces, no community; no Society or 
Corporation (hall affemble together in 
order to prefer collectively to that Af- 
fembly, or to the Executive Power^ 
any demand or petition, but it will be 
allowed every Batavian Citizen to pro« 
pofe his opinions, and to defend his in* 
tereOs. 

Thus this new order of things will find 
itfelf ellablKhed without anv (hock or 
confufion $ and the end for wnich it waa 
judged ncce(rary will be completely ful- 
dlied. Thus are about to be accom- 
pli ihedihe ardent wi(hes of the true Ba- 
tavians ; and a wife and vigorous Con- 
ititution will confolidate our happinefs, 
gratify the wi(hes of our Allies, and 
render us formidable to our Enemies. 

Batavians 1 it is m order to attain th:t 
falutary end that the A(rcmbly of your 
Reprelentatives has this day conltitutcd 
itfelf the Confticuent Reprefentative 
Body of the Batavian People, under the 
Prcfidency of Citizen H. Midderich, 
and has appointed as his Provifional Se- 
cretaries Citizens And, Ploos, Van Am- 
ftel, L. C. Vonk, W. F. Van Benne- 
kom, and the Secretary of the ci-devant 
National AfTembiy, Citizen J. Van 
Haeften. Let us enjoin each to refpe^ 
the (ignature of the Prcddent for the 
time being, together with that of one 
of his Secretaries, or of his fucceHTors, to 
obey and obferve the orders or com- 
mand^thus figned, as having emanated 
from us. All Petitions to be prefented 
to the Conftituent Afferobly, reprefent- 
ing the Batavian People, and all Sen- 
tences of Colleges charged with the Ad- 
miniftration of Ju(tice throughout the 
whole of the Republic, are hencefor- 
ward to be delivered in the name of the 
Batavian People. 

The prefent ihall be publilhed and 
duck up every where, agreeably tocuf* 
tom i we moreover order and charge the 
Conftituted Authorities of the Batavian 
People, who /hall liill remain in office, 
to iaue the nece(rary orders, that our in- 
tentions in this refpe^ be duly executed.

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SATURDAY, JAirUAltY 6. 

THE Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
attended by fevcral Members, pre- 
sented the Affefrcd Tax Bill from the 
Houlc of Commons, which, after the 
Deputation had withdrawn, was, on the 
rootion of Lord Grcnville, read a firft 
time. 

Lord GrenvilTe then moved, that a 
itifficient mimber of copies of the Bill, 
for the ofc of their Lordmips, be printed, 
which was ordered accordingly. 

MONDAY, JANUARY 8. 

In the abfencc of Lord OrenvilJe, Lord 
Waifingham moved, " That the Aflefled • 
Tax Bill be read a fecond time on Tuef- 
day, and that their Lordihips be fum» 
moned on the occafion." — Ordered. 

The various Bills before the Houfe 
were then forwarded in their reipeftivc 
fcges. 

TUESDAY, JANUARY 9. 

Lord Grenville moved tlie Order of the 
Day for the fecond reading of the Aflcfled 
Tax Bill, which being read, his Lord- 
ftiip rofe and ftated, that he Ihould preface 
a motion for committing the Bill with a 
▼crv few words, conceiving that in the 
fira infbmce it was unnecefTary to take 
up their Lordfhips* xime. In this view, 
he would refer to their Addrefs of the 
15th of November laft to his Majelty, 
in which was acknowledged the found- 
ation of the meafure now pending in their ' 
Lordfhips* Houfe. It bad been deemedl 
neceflarv, in order fuccefsfuUy to coun- 
teraft the exertions of the enemy, to raife 
a certaun portion of the Supplies within 
the year — this ncceflary determination 
produced tUe preftnt rowbre. By the 
operations of thtf Bill, the poorer claffes 
of fociety were entirely exempted, the 
middle nuiks were touched upon at 
lightly as' poflible 5 the great weight of 
the burden fell, therefort, as in jultice 
and propriety it fliould, upon the higher 
and richer orders of fociety. In this 
view of the fubjea, he muft think thar

no ferious or weighty objcSion could lie^ 
againft the Bill j it was not therefore his 
intention at that period to take Up thiir 
Lord/hips* time any further j but re-^ 
ferving nimfelf for the refutation, at a, 
future part of the debate, of wha^ might 
be obje£ted to the meafurei ie inoved^ 
" That the Bill be committed.^"' 

Irord Carrington defended, in general 
terrtis,' the principle and operations of the. 
Bill, deeming it, under the prefent cir- 
cumftances, the moft unexceptionable 
mode of Finance that could be refortcxl' 
to. 

Lord Holland (hisfitfiffeech) rofe to 
oppoie the further progrefs of the Bill ; 
after (lightly noticmg the circumftahce 
of its bcmg the firft time of his addrefling; 
their Lordfl>ip8, he proceeded, with a 
confiderable degree of animation and 
earheftnefs, to declaim a^ainft the mea* 
fare. The oppreflions of the prefent Bill^ 
he faid, would fall upon the people in a 
thoufand different /hapes. He predicted, 
that its produce would fall confiderably 
fliort of the propofed fum. Thofe pro- 
vifions of the Bill which went to qua- 
druple and quintuple the rates upon large 
aifeirments^ he obfei-ved, might be ealiTy 
evaded by the procefs of /wearing iff. 
In concluding, be contended, that though 
the burthen was apparently attached to 
the richer and higher orders of fociety,, 
> they would eventually find means to fhift 
it t6 the mid4ling and lower claiTes, upon 
whom the whole weight of taxation, a» 
propofed by the Bill in queftion, would 
ultimately fall. He concluded by giving 
his decided neg^ative to the meafure. 

The Earl ot Liverpool obferved, that 
the only queftion before the Houfe was, 
reQ)e6ting the raifmg a part of the Sup- 
plies witnin the year, to be emploved 
for the profceution of the War. Thisk 
meafure, he contended, was, in the pre- 
fent fituation of aftairs^ wife and pplitic* 
That the meafure wa« not new, would 
be fecn by recurring to the hirtory of <he 

R country J 
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country i tlie ^expedient wat adopted in 
the early ftaees, after the Revolution, 
And at periods when the country was by 
BO means ib well able to bear the buirthea 
at at prefent. TTit fitnation- of the 
country at this moment was folely to b« 
imputed to the cffc&% of French prin- 
efples. Notwithftanding thefe, he couW 
aver, that Miniiters had the confidence 
of the great body of the people^ who were 
lar from being averle to prolecuting tht 
, War to a fafe'and honourable conclufion. 
ImprciTed with thefe fentiments, he nunft 
fupport the mcafure. 

Lord Auckiand faid^ he approved of 
the general principle of the Bill $ and he 
trulttd tlie Ipirit and zeal of thole whp 
bad it in their power would be fuch, 
that many would come fcsward and pay 
more than what this law would oblige 
them to pay. He trufted this mode 
would ihew the. enemy that this country 
could d,o without having recourfe to the 
funded fyftem. It would fuperlcde the 
necefllty of adding one million and a half 
of annual taxes on curfelvet and' our 
pofterlty. 

The Duke of Bedford expreffed his 
concern that he was not in tbc Hovfe 
when the motion was made for the fecond 
reading of the Bill) as he ihould have 
preferred making his objeftion to the 
principle of the Kill in that fta^e, rather 
than when the motion was made for the 
commitment of it. He now, however, 
had to avow his oppofition to the BUI, 
both in its principle and provirions>. He 
iniiHed this was an unfair mode, Inaf- 
,ihuch as tlie AflelTed Taxes formed no 
criterion of expenditure; in its principle 
It was arbitrary, and in ita effc6ls ex- 
ceflive ; it would lay an execution upon 
thofe who lived up to the amount of their 
income, and would hold oiU a bounty 
upon |)aHimonioirlher». His- Grace faid 
this WHS no party queftion ; his opjH)- 
(ition to this mcafure aroi« from A wrih 
for the Minifter to rcfort to ibme other 
means of Taxation. 

The Eail of Kinnonl defended the 
BilK HlsLord(hip obfcrv/ed, that the 

general fenfe of the country went with 
le fate unanimous Addrefs of the two 
Houfes to his Maieftyr The^ War, he 
conceived, was omdi: part j\i(l and ne« 
cefTary, and a w»Uon aggrcflion on the 
part of the enemy. He leiainJcd the 
Houlc of the declaration of the French 
Government, that it was* abfolutely ne- 
ctHary that one of the two Governments 
Biuft fall, for that both could not (t&nd ! 
# light not luch threats to ro\iifc the 



fpirit of this Country, and call forth 
their refcurces, which he trufted would, 
under the Providence of God, pull down 
their haughty tone, reftrain their aaUte^ 
and confound their devices ? 

iord Thurlow faid, it was unnecefl^ 
for him to argue upon the neceflkycS 
gieat and vigoious exertions being madfc 
at "the prefent arduous crifxt. The 
papers upon their Lordftvipa' table, con- 
taining an account of the late negotiation, 
had left them no sdlemativc;. * he con- 
4uft of France, in that inftance^ was the 
moft imjuftifiable and abfurd that could 
be conceived. Such v^s their areHtcn 
to Peace, that they were abfolutely alraiA 
to make any pwpofitions to u»> fift they 
/hould be accepted. Our only refourccr 
thtrefore, was to a6l with vigour in the 
profecution of a War with an enemy 
who had plainly (hewn t^t they were 
totally averfc to Peace. 

Load GrenvUIe contended, that the 
method of taiiing a large proportion o£ 
the Supplies within the ycai', for the 
ftrvicc of the year, was a mcafure boUk 
of energy and wifdoro. It defeated the 
hopes of our enemy, who depended upon 
the ruin of our Financial ayftcm, uA 
who publickly avowed their profpcE of 
fuccefs was founded upon the hipe of 
being able to deftroy our Fuiida, This 
Bill, which was to give the means of 
energy and vigour to repel all luch. 
(Tan^erous innovations, would, he hoped» 
receive the fupport of their Lordlhipsy 
as the means to fecure, defend, and pre- 
ferve that Conftitution as it now ftood, 
to which they all looked with awe from 
its venerable antiquity, and with love, 
gratitude, and affe£Uon» becaufe of tbr 
innutnerabl^s bleffings which they had 
enjoj'cd under it. 

The Houfc then divided, for the Bill, 
50 } Proxies, 23 j— 7i. A^jainft it, 6, 
NJajority, 67. 

The Duke of Bedford gave notice* 

.that on that day fortnight be fiiould 

wove to difmifs his Majetty^s Mioiftcrs. 

He then moved, that the Houie be fum- 

moned for that day. 

Lord Gwenville CucT, the Houfe would 
not probably be fitting at the time men- 
tioned by the noble Duke. 

The Duke cf Bedford faid > the HouTc 
ought to lit \fhstl great public buEoc& 
required it. 

The motion was negatived. 

WEDNESDAY, JANUARY ID. 

The Houlfe went through the Coa^ 
roittce upon the Alfeflld Tax BiH, with- 
out any ameadmcat,. when the Kepoit 
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^as immediately received, and the Bill 
ordered to be read a third time on Thurf- 
day. 

THURSDAY, JANUARY XI, 

• The AfleiTcd Tax Bill was read a third 
^ime and pafTed.

Lord GrcnviUe delivered the :foilowing

*' His Majefty thinjcs prosper to lic- 
.^uaint the HcuCe of Lords, (hat his 
•Majedy has i:t^:eived various advices of 
prcparationji made and meafures taken in 
.France, apparently in purfuance of a de- 
sign, openly and repeatedly profefled, of 
attejupt^ng the invafion of tlicfe king- 
^ons. 

** His Maiefty is fimdy perfiiaJed, 
^hat by the ze:^, coura^^c, and .exertions 
Jof his fubje^s^ ftrviggiing for whatever 
}s mod dear to them, fuch an enterprize, 
,jf attempted, will terminate in the con- 
/ufion and ruin of thofc who may be 
i^g^ged in it. But hif Majefty, in h^s 



anxiotw coDcern for thclafiet^ and wel<- 
hrt of his ^Lhi'ui people, feels it in* 
cumbent on him to omit 1)0 fuitabk pre- 
caution whkh may contribute to toclr 
defence. 

" His Majefhr therefore, in porfuabct. 
of the A^ pamd for ^ rovtdinf for tbt 
A\igmentaiion of the Militia, has thoughc 
it right to make this commusicit&oD t» 
the Houli; of Lordt, tolhe end that hk 
Maje(jky mav cauiJB the laid Militia, or 
fuch part tnensof as he ihaii think ne- 
ceil'ary, to be drawn out and embodied, 
and to r;'irch as occafion ihall require.'* 

Lor4 Gxenvilie faid, Jt would only he 
necefTary for him to move a general Ad- 
dtcfs of Thanks to hi* Majcfty, alluring 
his Majctty of their Lordilupt^ firm an« 
zealous fupport in any meaiuref which 
his Majelty mi^ht think it ntcelfary t# 
take for the detience of thefe kii^loms.

The Exchequer Loaa Bill waa iwd

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Sir William Dolben moved for leave 
to briiig in a Bill for regulaiing Britifh 
veileU canning ilaves to the coaft of 
Aii'ica^ which was granted. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the ftcond reading of the Alieffed Tax 
BilU . 

Mr* Wigley obferved, that having 
been informed by his Majefty^s fpeech, 
tliat the rdburces of th>6 country were 
aazp)e» he had hoped d\at fome meanv 
6f taxation would have been found lei's 
injurious in its tendency than the ^preient 
Bill) which, he faid» would bear with 
intolerable jfrcflure upon tradermen and 
the middling clais of the people, and all 
tho£e peribns who found it neceiTary to 
keep up fome little appearance. He 
wimed that the CoUeftors of the laft 
Afleflmenu might be examined at the 
bar of the Houle to prove the impofii- 
bility of colie£ling thofe intended by the 
Bill, which' he contended was partial, 
and ought to be extended in a much 
greater proportion to the higher ciaiTe^ 
^ the community. 

Mr. Henry Thornton faid, he was 
inftru£^ed, by the unanimous voice of his 
conftituents, to oppofe the Bill ; that 
from his obfeVvation a greater number of 
individuals had fuffier^ under the late 
AflliTments than could have been ima- 
gined. If this Bill paiTed, it would 
caufe a complete revolution in feveral 
trades on account of the rich laying afide 
articles of luxury. 

Mr. Yorkc urged the fecond reading 
-of the Bill i a more pra^ical criterion 
of property, he faid, could not be found 
than tnat of expenditure. 

Mr. Nicholls alledged tl»at the prin- 
ciple of the Bill went firft to deftroy the 
lower and middle clafles of fociety, and 
next to deftroy the capital of the coun- 
try J he felt for the lower clafles, he felt 
for all the Conunons of England, whom 
this Bill went to annihilate. It was the 
znoft impolitic Bill that had ever been 
propofed within that Houfe, but he knew 
that this tax would not,, that it could 
not be colleaed. The Stockholders, he 
^d, would be materially affefled if it 
naited, and the money which (hould arife 
from the indaftry of thofe tradefmen who 
would be tomea out of employ by its 
operation would not be adequate to pay 
the dividends. 

Lord Hawkefbury obftrved, thtt the 
pritioiple of the Bill had been very much 
milunoerftood, and its operations not fqf- 
ficiently examined. He contended, that 
wHh the modlieatioM intended to be 



introduced, it vrould not bear fo hard 
upon the lower clafs, as any dire6l tax 
upon any of the articles of general con- 
fumption. 

Mr. Alderman Lu&ineton faid, he 
was inftru8ed by biff conmtuenu to op- 
pofe the Bill j he felt the neccifity of 
vigorous preparations, but he vfi/hed 
that fome mode might be adopted lefa 
injurious to the middle and lower ordera 
ot the community. 

Mr. Sheridan, after cenfurins, in fe- 
vere terms, the conduft of Adminil^ 
tration, adverted to the propofed plan for 
increafing the Affefled Taxes, ne ob- 
ferved that it was a penalty upon the 
retrenchments of ceconopy, an encou* 
rajgement of .perjury, and 4 commiflion 
of bankruptcy againft the whole nation « 
The principle of the Bill was, he faid, 
a iifcal contribiition, it went to eftablifli 
in every parifh a fifcal inquisition, to re- 
port the profits of every individual.»a 
moft enormous proceeding in a fi-ee com- 
mercial country. By this Inquifitorial 
Aft, a tr^defman, wiiofe income might 
fall from aool. to 150I. muft either dif- 
clole his circumftances, which would ftill 
more reduce his credit, or be guilty of 
perjury, and defraud his creditors by 
paying the tax with their money. 

Mr. Burdon defended the Bill, upon 
the principle of imperious necefHty, and 
thoufi^ht that the fcale ought to be carried 
to a higher extent— in proportion to the 
income, as high as four, or four and a 
half, in a fcale of progreffive afcent. 

Mr. Dundas faid, that whatever ob- 
jeflion had hitherto been made, not one 
had been offered againlt the principle. 
It was agreed to be neceifary to raiie a 
large fura of money within the year, and 
the only queftion was, how tliot fum wa« 
to be raifcd ? 

Mr. Fox confidcrcd the principles of 
the prefent Bl|l, as far as regarded the 
lower and middling clalfes, as a confif- 
cation of their property, an annihilation 
of thehr trade, and in many initances the 
•confinement of their perfons i and he had 
yielded up his own judgment, as he held 
It to be his duty, and had come jdown to 
that Houfe in obedience to his confti- 
tuents, who had inflnifted him to watch 
the progrefs of the Bill. In its operation^ 
his conflituents would be particularly 
affefted) nay, they would even be an- 
nihilated i and he doubted not bu^ that 
this would be the cafe with ^1 the great 
comu ercial and populous towns, whole 
poor inhabitants would particularly luf- 
Hu There vreit'but three kinds of 

incomeS| 
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jiKomef , lyfr. Fox faid, in thia country, 
namely, that rcfulting from Land, from 
the Funds, and Commercial Property i 
thcfe, be faid, would ieverally and col- 
leflively be injured by this Bill, which 
was in faft not a tax upon property, but 
a tax upon induftry. He concludtrd by 
ftating, that upon a mealure of this im- 
portance, the Minifters would not, he 
iioped, objeft to grant time to enable 
the public to li^rm an ophiion upon 
the meafure ; and added, that he 
ihouJd not attend the Committee, but 
give it his hearty negative upon the 
third reading. 

Mr. Pitt laid, that after the moft ac- 
curate inquiry in his power, every ob- 
jcftion which had been made aeainll this 
Bill did not affeft its principle, but 
might eafily be obviated in a Committee, 
without altering the general principle, . 
or defeating the tendency of the meaiure. 
Giving, therefore, all due weight to the 
ohje61ions which had bren made, and 
which might be made againft thi$ meafui^, 
he was iTill convinced that it was the 
duty of that Houfe to inquire fully into 
it, to fee what modifications might be 
made in it. As to the genera^ ctteSi of 
the Bill, he had no helita^ion to declare, 
in the moll explicit mannt-r, that on the 
determinatich of the Houfe upon this 
meafure, alte^ the various modifications 
had been fuggcfted, depend etl no lefs than 
whfther a great exertion (hould be made 
to fare the country, or whether wc fhculd 
give up every thing that conftitutcd the 
greatnefs and happincfs of this country ? 
Mr. Pitt then pr;?ce^ded to follow Mr, 
Fox through all his obfervations upon 
the Bill before the Houfe, and refuted 
them with his nfual eloquence.' He ad. 
mitted that many modifications and al- 
terations might be proper, but ihey 
might be made in a Committee j he faid 
that it vras in;^ nded to introduce various 
mitigations in favour of the retail trader, 
and to fupei^ed^ the nec^flity of appeal in 
«fcertaining the amount of his income j 
and having heard no fatisla£lory argu- 
ments againft the principle of the mea- 
fure, he trulted the Houfe would agree 
to the motion for reading the Bill a 
iccond time, • 

Mr. Fox, Mr. Sheridan, and Mr. 
Thornton explained. Mr. Alderman

Mr. Tierncy n\oved, that an humhlti 
Addrefs (hould be preCented to his Ma- 

Sly, exprerting the great concern of that 
oulc, that his Majelly had been induced 
to make a divilion of the offices in the 
Stan; Department, (o that a new office 
was created, though all the duties had 
heretofore been tranfafted by two Secre* 
taries of State, tlius unneceffarily in* 
ci*eafmg the expencc, and indireflly ad- 
ding to the influence of the Crown. The 
motion for the Addrefs went further 
humbly to reprefent, that Mr. Dundac 
hiuifelf had, in the courfe of the prefect 
war,'^dUcharged the duties of the two 
ofiiccs, now divided between him and the 
Duke of Portland, with' the cxpence of 
only four extra clerks, at the fame time 
that he like wife did the bufincf%of Trca- 
furcr of the Navy j that the lahries of 
the two Secretaries %as hei*ctoforc only 
90C0I. between them, or 4.,50ol. each j 
whereas it was now increal'cd to 6oool. 
foj each of the three Secretaries, fo that 
x8,oool. was now paid by the public for 
fc; vices that were bctore difcnarged for 
9C00I. from which it appeared that thei*c 
was an increafe, when there ftiouki rather 
have been a diminution of expence 5 and 
tiius, befides the extra expenditure, wa$ 
additional patronage thrown iiito the 
hands of the Crown, without the confent 
of Parliament. The Addrefs, as moved 
by Mr. Tierney, complained of many 
other abufes in the Secretary of State's 
oiHce, of the great increafe of expendi* 
ture, and the mifapplicatien, and con- 
cluded by praying tliat his Majelly 
would, in his royal wifdomi adopt fuck 
means to re£^ify thcfe abnfes, as might 
appear moil expedient for the honour of 
the Crown, the independence of Parlia- 
ment, and the p^-efervatior^ of the C«xi- 
(litution.

In Uie firft place, every houie 
paying under il. of Afleilcd Taxes at 
prtrfeut, would be totally exempted from 
al) additional duties. From il. to 2I. 
(for It was exceedingly proper to begin 
on a fmall proportion) would pay one-

Mr. Tierncy rofe, and in in eAefp^tie . 
fpecch of fome length, not only diiap« 
proved of the tax generally, but obje6>ed ' 
totlte propoled modifications as delufory. 
He inquired from Mr. Pitt, whether hi« 
propoied modifications would or would 
not increafe the taxes ? 

Mr. Pitt i-eplied, that they would .ma- 
terially decrealc the amount, which muil 
be wrovided for in another way. 

The Report was tlien poftponed till 
Thursday. 

THURSDAY, DECEMRER 28. 

Mr. Abbot informed the Houfe, that 
the Lords had agreed to the amendment 
moved by him, on the Refoluti«n fbr th« 
better Promulgation of ihe Statutes, 

A MefTage from the Lord* ftated that- 
their Lordfhips had agreed to the Ex- 
chequer Bin without any amendment. 

Alderman Lufhington brought up a ' 
petition from 4.76 watch ai^ clock* 
makers, ftating the inconveniences arifing 
from the duty laid upon clocks and 
watches by an a£l of laft fefhons, and 
praying that the fame might be repealed. 
The petition was oidered to lie on the 
table. 

On a motion of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, the order of the day for 
taking into confideration the Report of 
a Bill for granting additional duties on 
Affefled Taxes being read. 

Sir ^an Gardner faid, he was happy 
to find that the Bill had already under- 
gone full difcuOion, and that the ob- 
je^ious made by thofe who would have 
been too heavily affefled by its provifions 
had been completely removed. 

Sir William Milner faid, that be wouM 
not oppofe any particular claufe of the 
Bill, becaufe he meant to oppofe the 
whole Bill, and its principle. 

!ylr. Bragge, Sir William Geary, and 
Mr. Buixlon moved feveral claufes, which 
were agreed to. 

Mr. Baker gave notice, that he would 
pove a claule for granting certain ex- 
emptions to clergymen whole incomes did 
not exceed 1 50I. per annum, 

SATURDAY, DECEMBER 30. 

Mr. Secietary Dumlas, adverting to 
the meafurc adopted laft SefTion, for pro» 
viding for the defence of the country by 
the appointment of a Supplementary Mi- 
litia, called the attetrtion of the Houfe to 
a motion he intended to make on the 
fubjcft of thele corps. The objeft of 
the Bill he propofed to introduce was, to 
enable fuch individuals in ihc Supple- 
mentary Militia, as were wilAl|f to etttc* 
•into regular regiments, to do fo« It was 
5 «U» 
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»!fb his Intention to make a provifion» 
that in cafes where men enlilted under 
thcfc circuraftances, the county or parifh 
Zhou Id not be called upon to raile any 
othtT in their ftcad. The effea of this 
would he, to relieve counties, and at the 
feme time augment the military force of 
the country, as the plan, he faid, would 
produce almolt immediately 10,000 men 
trained to aims. He concluded by mov- 
ing for leave to bring in a Bill, allowing 
a certain proportion of men belongingvto 
the Supplemental Militia to enliU in the 
regular regiments. 

Sir W. Pulteney thought the meafure 
^as not fufficiently extemive in its ope- 
ration. 

Mr. Dundas replied. 

Leave was given, and a Bill ordered. 

The Bill having been previoufiy pre- 
pared, Mr. Dundas brought it in, and 
moved that it ftiould be read the firft 
time. It was read accordingly, and 
ordered to be read a fecond time on 
Tuclday. 

Mr. Pitt moved that the Report of the 
Aflefl'cd Tax Bill ihould be brought up. 
The fchedule was then taken up, and a 
variety of verbal and literal alterations 
were made in the feveral daulcs. 

Mr. Buxton brought in a cbiife to 
empower Commiflloncis for building 
churches, gaols^ and bridges, to fujpend 
the ere^ion and payment of the funds 
payrable to the creditors, for three years, 
which was carried. 

After the amendments in the body of 
the Bill were gone through, the Bill, 
with the amemlments, was ordered to be 
engrofl'ed, printeii, and read a third time 
on Wcdnelday. 

TUliSDAY, JANUARY 2. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas moved the Or- 
der of the Day for the fecond reading of 
the Bill for allowing a Certain proportion 
of the Supplemental Militia to enter into 
the Regulars, under particular pro- 
viiions. 

On the quell ion being put, 

Mr. Hobhoule exprelTed his readincfs 
to concur in any plan to enable the 
country to combat with our foes, but 
he thought the prefent one would be in- 
e0c£h]al. Few people would be inclined 
to enlift, if they were liable to be fent 
to Guemfey and Jericv. The Right 
. Hon. Gentleman mutt, he faid, be very 
fangutne indeed in his expectations, if 
he was of opinion that any confiderable 
force could be collected by this mea- 
lure. 
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Mr. Secretary Dundas faid, the num- 
ber of perfons who had manifeftcd a dc- 
firc to be translcrred from the Supple- 
mental Corps to the Rejrulars, induced 
him to be fanguine in hi» expectations. 

The Bill was then read a lecond time, 
and committed. 

WEDNKSDAV, JANUARY 3. 

A petition was pielented from the 
Clock and Watcli makers of Brittol, 
(tating the annihilation of their trade, and 
the hard/liips to which they, -cro fub- 
je6>ed by the operation of the A6t of laft 
leHion. — Ordered to lie on the table. 

The Houle having reiolved itlclf into 
a Conamittee on the Army Augmentation 
Bill, it was refolvcd, that the number to 
be received into the Regulars Ihould be 
fixed at 10,000, or one fifth of the whole ; 
and the duration of their I'ervice limited 
to fix months after the concluQon oF il)# 
war. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the third reading of the Affcffed Tax 
.Bill, 

Mr. Thompfon opened the debate. 
The principle and operation ot the mea- 
fure he confidered as objeftionable in 
eery point of view. It was, he faid, 
not a tax upon property, but on povrrty, 
impofyjg a contribution more intolerjible 
than could be impolcd by the molt ra- 
pacious invader. 

Mr. Nicholls, in a long and intem- 
perate fpcech, recapitulated the argu- 
ments he had already urged againft the 
Bill. 

Mr. DIckinfon, jun . in a well delivered 
maiden fpeech, faid lie did not at firft 
approve of the Bill, but in its modified 
ftate it appeared to him nnobjefVionablc 
in its opei*atton, and calculated to fave 
the country from impending deftru^ion. 

Mr. Andrews was convinced that the 
Bill under difcuflion was the belt that 
could be deviled. It was, it inuft be 
admitted, a ftrong meafure j but the con- 
juncture required great facrifices. 

Mr. Rofe fpoke in favour of the Bill. 

Sir Francis Burdet declared it to be 
his determination to oppofe the Supplies, 
becaufe they contributed to the fuppoit 
of the war, and the inlamous fyftem of 
corruption adopted by Miniltcrs, who, 
under pretext of maintaining the Confti- 
tutioD, had fquandercd the wealth, (hed 
the blood, and deftroyed the liberties of 
the country. 

Mr. Alderman Luftiington approved 
of the Bill in its modified (hape. 

Lord Sttnley, Mr. Jckyll, Mr. Gourte- 
S nayt 
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nay, Mr. B. Edwards, and Mr. W. 
Smith, fpoke agalnft the Bill ; and Lord 
Hawkelbury, Mr. Ellifon, and Dr, Law- 
rence, in favour of it. At half pall 
twelve Mr. Pitt propofcd to adjourn the 
dehate to Thwriilay, in order to give 
Gentlemen an opp'orlunity of delivering 
their lentimcnts. The motion wa« 
agreed to. 

THURSDAY, JANUARY 4. 

The Army Augmentation Bill was 
read a third time and_paflcd. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved the Order of the Day for the re- 
sumption of the adjourned debate on the 
third reading of the A»Tcflcd Tax Bill. 

Mr. Hobhcufe renewed his obje«S\ion8 
to the Bill. If it paiTed into a faw, he 
laid it would be a tiansler of private in- 
dividuals' property into the hands of tlie 
Crown. 1 

Mr. Lefevre^ in a fpeedi of fome 
length, fupported the Bill. 

Mr. Percival remarked that thofe who 
oppofed this Bill pafling into a law, ftu- 
dioufly avoided entering into the circum- 
ftances whtch conftituted its expediency. 
After defcanting at large on the merits 
cf the "Bill, he gave it as his decided 
opinion, that it was the beft and moft 
eligible mcde of railing the Supplies 
that cculd be adopted. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, it was not his wifli 
to vvitUhold the Supplies. Whoever wa^ 
in Adminifiration, and whether the war 
^vas jurt and necellary or not at the com- 
mencement, our fleets and armies muft 
be lupportcd. It had been aiked, « Can 
you dcvife any better mode of ralfing the 
Supplies V Though it did not fall 
within his department to bring forward 
fchemes of Finance, he felt no hefitation 
in declaring, that the only cor.ftitutional 
mode was to perfcvere in the old way, 
by Loan, with flie payment of interelt, 
with a- Sinking Fund kept inviolate and 
inalienable. 

He concluded by moving, that the 
tjiird reading of (he Bill ftiould be poft- 
jjoned for one month. 

Mr. Dundas faid, he had no hefitation 
in declaring, that if ever there was a 
mcafurc which of all others defervcd nicft 
approbation, and was likely to bring 
tne country out of its dillrefs, it >vas 
the prefcnt one. Our ftrcngth as a na- 
tion was but little diminiSicd. The 
riches of the country were now in full 
vigour J and were the country Forced to 
yield to an imperious enemy, it would 
be with its lburce» of wealth urJm- 
paircdr 



Mr. Ticrnev, after ccndcmnmg the 
prindple of the Bill generally, entered 
juto (bnie of the defefts, which he argued 
were equally oppreflivc and ineffeiiuaJ> 
and contended that the Bill was uni- 
vcrfally reprobated throughout the ccun- 
tiy 'y and that carrying it into eiTcft 
would produce the moft dreadful and 
ruinoo* confcquences,. for which he muA 
confider Miniiters to be refponhble. 

Ml. Wilberforce obfcrvcd, that his 
fupport of the prcfent Bill aroic folciy 
from bis convi^ion of the pi*opriety and 
the ncceflity of the meafure. 

Mr. Fox rofe, and, in a fpeech of con- 
fiderable length, went iiito a geneial 
examination of the ftate of the country, 
with refpe^l to the war and finance. He 
put a variety of cafes, to /hew that an 
unequal pi'elfup; would arife from the 
operation of the tax, and that if the funds 
were io far cxbauftcd tliat we could, not 
raife another loan, the fK uation of tlic 
country muft be* defperatc. If the tax 
could not be equally and juftly levied, it 
ought not to be levies at all, and inftcad 
of a tax it would be a' robbery. Mr. 
Fox expatiated fully on the tendency of 
the Bill, and faid, tliat he had that night 
aticnded in confequencc of the reqr.elt of 
his conftituents ; but he ftill retained his 
opinion, that a general attendance ujxiu 
that Houfe would be of no fervice to the 
country, and therefore he fhould decline 
attending in future. 

Mr. Pitt role, and having replied to 
Mr. Fox in an ingenious ipecch, ani- 
madverting on the lecefTion of the Leadci^s 
of Oppofition, faid he was unable; at 
that late hour, to go into a long detail 
upon the Bill ; he fiiculJ leave it to ih£ 
Ciecifion of the Houfc, which, he faid, 
w<?uld, he was i'uic, be confirmed by the 
voice of tlie country. 

The Houfe then divided — For Mr. 
Sherivlan^s mjtion, 75 j agalnft it, ao2«. 
The original motion was then put, and 
the Houfe again divided, Ayes, 196 j 
Noes, II. 

FRIDAY, JANUARY 5. 

Mr. Tierncy moved, that the Hou& 
fiiould refulvc itlelf inty a Comniittce of 
Ways and Means, lie affirmed, that 
he had given particular notice to pro- 
pose, as an article towards raifing the 
fupply, a repeal of the claufes in dif- 
ferent a61s, for exempting his Majefty 
or any branches of the Royal Family 
from .contributing to the payment of 
taxes. With relpe6l to the propriety of 
the refohitlon, he thought it highly cx- 
podient, though it wa< not intended to 
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!?e engrafted on the Bill, that they (hould 
go hand in hur.d. 

Mr. Wilbcrtorce and Mr. Dundat op- 
iated the motion} after which a divifion 
X ^tock place : For Mr. Tiemcy^t motion^ 
*9 f againlt it, 57. 

On the motion for the further con- 
fideration of the Aifeffed Tax Bill, the 
qiicliion was put and carried, and the 
Hcule proceeded to receive claufes by 
way of riders. After the amendments 
were read, the Bill pa (Ted. 

THURSDAY, JANUARY II. 

Mr. Mainwaring prefented a petition 
figncd hy Sooo Watchmakers of London, 
\Vcftminftcr, and the Borough of South- 
wark, praying a repeal of the Clock and 
Watch Duty. 

Mr. Mainwaring then gave noticct 
that on the c^th of February, the day after 
the recefs, as he. underflood, would ecd, 
he fUould move for a Committee, to 
whom all the petitions from Watch- 



makers might be referred ; and upon 
the report of that Comraitttc he Ihould 
found a motion for leave to bring in a 
Bill to repeal thofc duties. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas prefented a Mef- 
fagc from his Majelly, cf tl.c lame import 
as the one prefented to the Lords.

SIR, 

T BEG to acquaint you, for the in- 
-* formation of the Lords Commif- 
fioners of the Admiralty, that in th€ 
night of the 16th ult. I lolt company 
with the Phoebe, in a very heavy gaic 
of wind at W. S. W. which came on 
the 8th, and continued blowing Urong 
without inttrmiliion until the 24th, 
and though the violence of the gale then 
abated, ftill it blew from the Weft, that 
with every poflible exertion we were 
unable to get farther to the weftward 
than 29 degrees of longitude before the 
31ft ult. the day on which my limited 
time for cruizing on the ground pre- 
fcribcd by their Lordfhips expired. 

On the I ft inftant I edged away to 
the eaftward, and oh the 5th, at eleven 
o^clock in the night, Ulhant bearing N. 
65 deg. E. 94 leagues, croffed a large 
(h'p, ilanding under eafy fail to the 
N. W. I inftantly gave chace, and foo.n 
got clofc alongiide of her ; for it being 
tolck, hazy weather^ flic was deceived 



in our (Irength, and (hrunk not from 
the action, but had the temerity to ex- 
change feveral broadfidcs with us be- 
fore Ihe called out for -quarter 5 in 
which we had one man killed a«d four 
wounded, and our mafts and rigging 
confiderably damaged. Having (hifted 
the prifoners, and our Carpenter ' 
plugged up eight (hot holes Ihe had re- 
ceived between wind and water, we 
were about to take her in tow (for htf 
miaen-maft was (hot away, and flie was 
utteriv difabled to carry any fail), when 
the officer 00 board hailed us, and fdid 
flie was fmking. I fent all our boats 
to her affilUnce immediately, and find- 
ing no efforts could fave her, had but 
juft time to draw our men and their 
wounded from her, when flic funk 
alongfidc of us. She proved to be tbe 
Chen, from Nantz, carrying 26 loni^ 
^wclve, eighteen, and twenty-four 
pounders (mixed) upon her main deck, 
and 23c min, commanded by Monfuur 
Chalfin; had been out fourteen days, 
and taken nothing; ihe had twelve 
men killed and twenty-two wounded ; 
among the latter was the gallant Cap- 
tain, who, wiih two others, died of their 
wounds the next day. 

On Thurfday evening, the Eddiftonc 
bearing N. E. twelve leagues, I captured

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a little privateer from Rofco, called the 
Emprunt FoflTe j had only two fmall 
carriage guns» fix fwivels, and 25 men 
on board j (he had been out but one 
dav, and hs.d taken nothing. 

Our main-raaft and fore-mad bein?

much of the landing rigging fo injured 
that it is neceflfary to replace it, I 
thought it would be expediting the 
fcrvice to ftecr direftly for this port, 
inftead of Falmouth ; and I hope my 
having done fo will meet their Lord- 
ihips' approbation.

.A declaration of the fovereignty of the 
people between the Meufe, the Rhine, 
and the Mofelle, has been publi(hed here. 
The following are fomc of its principal 
paflages i " The former Sovereigns of 
thele countries are the enemies of the Na- 
tion, and for ever baniftied from it. Th« 
inhsbkants of thefe land»are frceftnd in- 
dependent. The people, as the girarantee 
of their freedom, accept the French Con- 
flituticn J and to fccjre their political 
independence, unite themfelvcs to the 
French people, and incorporate their ter- 
ritory with that of the Republic ; their 
connection with the German Empire is 
for ever annulled, ^c.*' 

On this proclamation, all the fe^ions 
of thjs town were -afllmbled to give their 
votes relative to the union with France. 
The Citizens declared, that according to 
the declaration they had before made, on . 
the 4th of October 1797, they vvi(hed no- 
thing fo much as to remain under their 
termer happy con(titution j but if they 
were to be ceded to France, they would be 
as good French Citizens as they had 
been faithful fubj?£ts to their Princesy 
They added, that they would wait for the 
decinon of the Congrefs at RaUadt. A 

fimilar 
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fimilar declaration has been made by the 
Citixensat Bonn. 

The Revolution of the aid ult. has 

S'ven birth to a new Government in 
olland, the Executive Directory, which 
coniifts of five pcrfons, ail of whom, ex- 
cept the Ciii/cn Wildsrrick, who was ill, 
took the oaths prcfcribed on the 26th ult. 
The Prefident is Citizen Wreedc. Six 
Minifters have been appointed. The 
command of ai) the troops in Holland, 
both French and Dutch, is, it appears,. to 
be given to General Joubert. On the 
34th, the intermediary Adminillration of 
the late province in Holland gave in the 
fc^gnation of their authority, and a de- 
claration of adhei-ence to the decrees of 
the AlTembly.— Rotterdam, Anifterdam, 
theHague» and all the principal towns of 
the Rei)ublic, have lent deputations to 
the Aflembly, congratulating them on the 
meafures of public lecurity which have 
been taken. 

The principles of the new Dutch Con- 
vention are divided into feven articles-^ 
the Rights of Man j Civic Liberty and 
Equality 5 Unity and Indivifibility j 
Confolidation of the Debts and Finances 
of the Provinces 5 the E(tabli(hment of 
an effcAual and refponfiblc Executive j 
the Right of the People to change t!>c 
Form cf their Government j and, laftly, 
the Separation of the Church from the 
State.

HOCUE'S ORDERS. 

Though the authenticity of the fol- 
lowing Orders have been affe6>cd to be 
doubted we are affured they are genuine, 
and the originals to be leen in the Secre- 
tary of State's Office. 

Extract from the Official Orders 
of Colonel Tate, delivered to him 
by General Hoche, preparatory to* 
his, landing in Wales. 

THERE will be placed umlcr the 
•command of Colonel Tate, a body 
of troops, completely organised, the 
number of 1050, alt reVolute, detcrmincfl 
men, with whom he may undertake any 
thing : they are to be called, " La Se- 
conde Legion des Fi*ancs.'* 

The deltru6lion of Briftol is of the 
very lail importance, arui every pofliblc 
effort (liould be made to accoinplifli it. 
For. this pivpofe it will be j>ropcr to 
reconnoitre the mouth of the Severn in 
iht day- time, and to fail up the Avon at 
night-fall within five miles of the town, 
where the landing fliould be made on the 
right bank, in the grtateli filer ce \ and, 
the troops bein^ fupplied with com** 
buftibic matter. Colonel Tate is to ad- 
vance rapidly, in the dark, on that fide 
of Briftol which may be to windward, 
and immediately to fet fire to that quar- 
ttr. If the enterprize be conducted with 
dexterity, it cannot fail to produce the 
total ruin of the town, the port, the 
docks, and tlic vcflfcls, and to Itrike ter- 
ror and amazement into the very heart 
of the capital of England. 

The expedition under the command of 
Colonel Tate l\as in view three principal 
objects : the firit is, if poflible, to raifc 
an infurreftioh in the country ; the fecond 
is, to intercept and embarrafs the com- 
meixc oi the enemy ; and the third is, 
to prepare and facilitate the way for a 
Delcent, by diftra^ing the attention of 
the English Government. 

In all countries the poor are the clal^ 

moft prone to infurre^ion { and this dif- 

4 pofition 
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t>olition is to be forwarded by diftri- 
butine money and drink, by inveighing 
againS the 6overnment as the caufe of 
the public diftrefs, by recommending and 
facilitating a rifing to jilunder the pub^ 
3ic ftores and ma^zines, and the property 
of the richjy whole affluence Is the natural 
Aibjeft of envy to the poor. 

It is, notwithftanding, to be obfcrved, 
that however defc6^ive may be the mo- 
rality of the Englifli people, they have 
itill a refpcft for the Laws and their 
Magiftratcs, even in the moment of in- 
furred ion J it will be therefore advifable 
to fpare, as much as poiFibley the pro- 
perty of thofe who may be in any civil 
fund ion, and even of the Country Gen- 
tiemen; and all impofitioQS (hould be 
hid upon the Peers, the men of rank and 
high fortune, the Clergy, thofe who ferve 
as Oflicers in the Army and Navy, and 
efpccially in the Militia 5 of all fuch, the 
country feats, farms, woods, cattle, and 
com, fhould be given up to be plundered 
by the people. Thefe predatoiy excur- 
fions fliould be made in different, and 
even diftant quarters, by detachments of 
two or three hundred men each. 

The conunerce of the enemy in the 
country is to be interrupted by breaking 
down bridges, cutting dykes, and ruining 
caufewavs, which is at the fame time 
eflcntially neceilary for the preiervation 
of the army ) by plundering all convoys 
of fubfiilence, the public Itages and wag- 
gons, and even private carriages 5 the 
cutting off the fupplies of proviUons from 
the principal towns, burning all vefleis 
and boats on the rivers and canals, de- 
flroying magazines, fetting fire to docks 
and coal yards, rope walks, great manu- 
f^Siovlctf'Scc, It is to be obferved like- 
wife, that by thefe means a crowd of ar- 
tisans will be thrown out of employment, 
and of courfe ready to embark m any 
meafure which holds out to them fub- 
fiftence and plunder, without labour or 
fatigue. 

The fuccefs of the ezpeditton will 
likewife be materially forwarded by dif- 
•rraing the militia, by burning the arfe- 
iials in the fea ports, by fiopping the 
couriers of Government, by feaucing the 
enemy's troops to defcrt, and by the 
terror which the fuccefs ot'the legion, and 
the progrd't of the infurre^lion, will 
carry into the bofoms of the unwarlike 
citizens. 

In order to fpread the panic as general 
as polhble, the legion is to be divided 
into feveral columns, having fettled a 
common rendezvous, where they are to

affemble every four, fix, or eight days. 
The inhabitants mutt be obliged to ferve 
as guides, and any who refute are to be 
puni(hcd on the fpot ; the magiftrates, 
or fome of their families, are always to 
be employed in preference on this fervicc 
that they may not acculb or punifh th« 
others. 

Ail denunciations againft thofe who 
join in the legion arc to be punifhed 
with death. W^hercver the legion, or 
any of its cohinins, is pofted, if the 
neighbouring parilhes do not give inftant 
notice of the approach of the enemy* 
wiicther by ringing of bells, or other- 
wife, they are to be given up to fire and 
fword. 

Colonel Tate will not omit to obferve, 
that there are in England numbers of 
French, who will be eager to join him, 
fuch as prifoners of war, foldiers and 
failors, privates in the En^lift Emigrant 
regiments, and a crowd ot others, whom 
want and the dcfire of vengeance will 
draw to his ftandard. He may admit 
fuch Frenchmen into the legion j but he 
will obierve to be On his guard, that the 
new comers may not raife cabals or 
fa£>ions, efpecially if there fhould bm 
among them any Nobles or Pritfts, whole 
ambition is only to be exceeded by their 
cowardice : (hould any fuch attempt be 
made, he will take care to punifti it jnok 
fevercly. 

Colonel Tate will encourage all de- 
ferters and prifoners to enter into the new 
companies before mentioned 5 fhould fuch 
prifoners refulc, he will (liave their heads 
and eye -brows ; and if they are taken 
again in arms, they are to be (hot.

In cafe your pofition (hould be, at laft, 
no longer tenable, or that iuperior forces 
Ihould compel you to quit the country 



bordering on the Channel, you muft nof 
lofe an inftant to join two French parties 
fent into the counties of York, Durham, 
and Northumberland. In that cafe, yoa 
muft fend me notice to Ireland, that I 
may be enabled to execute a diverfion in 
your favour. An Officer in difi^uife may 
reach me, cither by feizing a firfjing-bQat 
on the coaft of Wales, or clfe by the route 
of Scotland.

with piftols in their hands. The Ladies* 
natuialiy in great alaim, afkcd them what 
they wanted ? Upon which they faid, 
** Your money and watches." Two of 
the Ladles delivered up their watches, 
and all of them their money. The ruf- 
fians then cn^juircd ior the Colonel (Co- 
lontj Waugn, who had died in Mrs. E.*$ 
houfe about a fortnight before), one of 
the villains faying, that he owed him a 
grudge for fomething that had happerei 
in the Weft Indies, and would that night 
be revenged. On being told that the 
Colonel was dead, the lavage ruffian cx- 
prelTed no furprile. They then proceeded 
to work. One of the four, wiih a piftol 
in his hand, was left to guard the Ladies j 
one ./as left in the paSage, to give the 
alarm in cafe of any perfon coming to the 
door ; and the two others then proceeded 
up (tairs, whence they brought down 
into the paflage no Ids than fix trunks ; 
four belonging to the decealed Officer, 
and two to Mrs. Elliott. This occupied 
them about an hour j after which the 
robbers told the Ladies they muft walk 
down Itairs. At their requeft they in- 
dulged them with a light, and marched 
the three Ladies and their fervant down 
to the back kitchen. They complained 
of its being damp, and of their having no 
feats there : upon which one of the men 
obfervcd, that the front kitchen was too 
near the ftreet, but he would bring them 
chairs ; which he did accordingly. One 
of the ruffians guarded the Ladies in the 
back kitchen as before, while the others 
proceeded to rifle Mrs. Elliott's drawers 
and bureau in the parlcurs, from which 
they took about twelve or fourteen pounds 
in money, fonjp rings, and other articles 
of value. They next, very coolly, car- 
ried oflF the trunks, which occupied them 
a confiderable time, as it was near twelve 
o'clock before they finally left the houfe. 
This they knew from their guard leaving 
them, and the outer door being foon after 
iliut with a noife^ Upon coming up 
fiairs, the floors of the rooms were co- 
vered with papers and clothes, which 
they had thrown about in their feaich for 
money. 

The whole of the four ruffians were 
difguifed, one with a crape over his face, 
and the other three with pieces of linen 
covering their faces, except their eyes and 
nofc. Two of them had a flrong Irifh 
accent, cncof whom was for putting the 
l^adics to dcatl^. 



On the fame night, the villians, with 
their booty, ftopped at a public-houfe 
near Black Friars Bridge, and, knocking 
at the door, demanded of the landlord if 
they could be accommodated with a room 
to put their luggage in, as they had juil 
come cut of the country ? Being anfwcred 
in the affirmative, one of them got out of 
the coach, and carried two tninks into 
the houfe. A coal-heaver and acoop^ 
happening to be (till in the houii;, the 
landlord hinted his lufpicions to them, 
upon which the coal-heaver feized the 
man who had alighted by the wrift t 
upon feeing this, the hackney coach, with 
the other three, drove off ; but, as the 
number was obferved, there are hopes of 
their being traced and dilcovered. The 
man who was taken was examined on 
Saturday at Guildhall, and committed for 
trial at the enfulng Seffions at the Old 
Bailey. 

Feb. a. At twelve o'^clock this day, 
the doors of the Royal Exchange were 
opened, and in lefs than half an hour the 
fquare was nearly filled by refpe6>able 
Merchants and Citizens of London, who 
came to fanftion, by their approbation, 
the patriotic meafure for which the meet- 
ing was convened. About a quarter be- 
fore one, the Lord Mayor, accompanied 
by a great number of Gentlemen of the 
firft rank and commercial conl'equen^e in 
the city, appeared on the IcafFolding, 
which had been erefted in the form of 
hultings, on the Ealt fide of the fquare. 
At one, his Lordfhip was called to the 
chair, with bud plaudits. Mr. Bofan- 
quet.'in a neatfpeech, propofed the meet- 
ing immediately entering into individual 
fubfcriptions, which, was received with 
unanimous applaule. Little more was 
fpoken,or that could be heard, except that 
Mr. Brooke Watfon briefly laid, ** Gen- 
tlemen, Before we diflblve, let us give a 
cheer for Old England.'' This fhort 
addrefs produced an initantaneous efFe6^, 
and " OU E?! gland for eve r^^ was echoed 
for fomc moments with enthufiaftic rap- 
ture. 

The followhig account of the dreadful 
catallrophe of the fhip Thomas, of Liver- 
pool, is copied from a Barbadoes paper 
of thei4thof Oftober: 

'* On Tuefday afternoon laft drifted on 
/hore on the north ealt part of this Illand 
a boat with two men and a boy. 

** Of all human fufferings, tew, if any, 
can exceed what thcfc mifcrable, ill-fated 
piortals experienced, nor can dangers 
equal what they encountered, at the 
recital of which our blood freezes, and 
T X our 
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our feelings cannot but be deeply 
dillrcHed at the relation of fuch a fccne of 
liuman mifery. 

** Thefe are part of a crew belonging 
to the (hip Thomas, M'Quay , of Liver- 
pool, on his middle voyage from thecoaft 
ot Africa to this ifland. From that coaft 
being infefted with French privateers, 
Captain M'Quay had taught his male 
flavcs the ufc of arras, in oidtr that they 
(hould aid him to repel the attacks of the 
enemy, (honld any be made, as he had 
frequent ikirmiihes with them on his lait 
voyage. Biitinliead ofbtcoming aiixili- 
ai'ies in his defence, they took advantage 
of his initru6lions, and leizing his ammu- 
nition chcft, on the zA of September, early 
in the moniing, about two hundred and 
three of them appeared on deck, accou- 
tred, and fired on the crew, feme of whom 
fell, others in diimay leaped ovei beard, 
■who were alio fired at, whillt others cut 
away the boat lafljed to her ftern, and 
took refuge in her by elcaping through 
the cabin windows, leaving the Captain 
and the reft of the crew cndeavcuring to 
<juell the infurgents, by difcharging luch 
aims as areuiually kept in cabins ; but 
upon the Captain*s obferving that fome 
were in the boat, and about to dtllrt the 
ihip, he remonlh-ated To warmly as to 
induce them to return $ but they, per- 
ceiving that they were overpowered, and 
Iceing no polTibiiity of eicaping the dan- 
ger tliat awaited them, again lecurcd the 
boat, and quitted the £ip j of thele 
were twelve. 

<* Having fled from the fury offavage 
ferocity, they now became a prey to the 
winds aixl waves, to hunger and thirft j 
and ii'ur having fuffered the horrors of 
thefe for fome days, they providentially 
took a fmall turtle, whillt floating aileep 
on the furtace of the water, which they 
devoured ; and a^ain being driven t9 
dilirefs for want ot food, they foakcd their 
ihoes, and two hairy caps which were 
among them, in the water, which being 
rendered loft, each paitock of them. But 
day after day having palfed, and the 
cravings of hunger prtfling hard upon 
them, they fell upon the horrible, dread- 
ful expedient of eating each other j and 
to prevent any contention about who 
iliould become the food for others, they 
caft lots, when he on whom the lot fell 
with manly Ibrtitude refigncd his life, 
with the perfuafion of his body becoming 
the means of exifterce to his companions 
in difirefs, but folicitcd that he might be 
bled to death (the furgeon being with 



them, and having his cafe of inlhni- 
ments in his pocket when be left the 
ihip). 

<« No fooncr had the fatal inftniroent 
touched the vein, than the operator applied 
his parched lips, and drank of ^he blocd 
that flowed, whilft the lefl anxioufly 
watched his departing breath, that tney ' 
might fatisfy the hunger that gnawcS 
them. Thofe tliat glutted themfelves 
with hunnan <le(h and human gore, and 
whofe ftomachs retained the unnstural 
food, foon peiiflied with raging infanity, 
from putrefaction, as we conceive, fuper- 
feding digeftion. Thus the dreary prof- 
peft became the mere fo to the furvivors^ 
from feeing their fellow companions ex. 
pire before them, frrm the very caufc that 
ravenous hunger impelled them to ima- 
gine would give them cxiftence. Thcfe 
that remained attribute the prefcrvation 
of their lives to having rejcdcd following 
the example of their fellow- fufTtrcrs* 
Indeed they aflcrt having refufed jilking 
their lives to the chance of a ftraw 5 but 
the majority having determined it, they 
could not rcfufe. 

<« On Tuelday morning, the loth inft. 
(being the thirty-eighth day), the lonely 
travellers defcried ihelhore ; but, having 
no helm to euide their little boat, defpair 
took poHedion of their almoft exhauibd 
fpirits, and, being hopelefs, retigned 
themfelves to death. That Providence, 
however, without whole knowledge a 
fparrow doth not fall to the ground, and 
whofe gracious interpofition in favour of 
the two has been apparent, became their 
helm and guide, anddircfled them to the 
ihorp ; which, when having approached , 
worn-out nature could fcarcely permit 
them to leave the boat and embrace the 
earth fo fervently wilhed for j the hoy 
having fallen into the furf, and unable to 
make an effort, was drov^mcd. 

** The remnant of the woeful twelve, 
exerting their little (Irergth, crawled on 
their bellies to the mouth of Joe's River, 
where they flacked their thirft, and being 
difcovcred by a Mr. Mafcoll,then in the 
Bay Houfe of Mr. Hayncs, he hofpitably 

fave them that afliilance which humanity 
i6lates, and fuch extremef diitrtfs re- 
quired 5 but, hearing of two coloured 
men having taken poifeflion of the boat, 
he left them in charge of a Mr. Mayers, 
a neighbouring indigent fhocmakcr, 
from whom they alfo received that gent- 
rons hoi'pitality which his circumfcribcd 
ability would admit of.** 

A?efy 
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A very dangerous mutiny lately broke 
out on board the Fleet at the Cape, but 
was quelled by the fpirited exertions of 
Ocneral Dundas, the Admiral, and Lord 
Macartney, alftftcd by the military. All 
the Ijatterirs were manned, and upwards 
of a hundred pieces of cannon were loaded 
and pointed at the Admii^'s fliip : the 
furnaces were heated, and red hot balls 
were ready to pour into and fmk the 
Tremendous, which was at anchor be- 
fore the Amfterdam batteries, in cale the 
mutineers (hould refule to deliver up the 
delegates^ with the ringleaders, and re- 



turn to obedience. A Proclamation was 
iifued at feven A. M. and only two hour* 
allowed for the routineers to confider 
whether they would return to their duty 
or not. When they found that it wa« 
pofitively determined to fink the (hip, in 
cafe of a refolal, the fignal of fubmiflioA 
was hoifted ten minutes before nine by 
the Tremendous, as wtrll as all the other 
fhips, and the delegates were given up. 
Several of them have fmce made their 
exit at the yard arm, and every tlyng 
was quiet.

IN atnm]gting! a portnit of tbb cele^ 
brated comic Aareft, we lament with 
Cibbcr, <* Tiut dit animated graces of 
■the player can live no longer than the 
inftant breath and motion thst prefent 
tlrem; or, at leaft, can but faintly gliai- 
Bfirr through the memory or trapem6l at- 
t«ihiti<in of a few furvivingfpcfbitors.'** 
Is her merooirty kowever» we-ihall be- 
able to hoW up to pcfieriiy the«irly and' 
rapid ftridet flie made in her profeflion 5 
and, from the^ vartont and contndhd' 
characters Ihe appeared in with unrivaHed 
appkVife, they will at leaft be able tO' 
cpnchide with certainty, " That Mrs. 
Abington was the firit Comic Afireis^ 
of her time.** None of the preient<iay, 
for inftance, can rcnaember Bctfierton, and 
cooieqtiently can know nothing ^er/anaiiy 
of the' abilities of this once celebrated 
Tragedian ; but ^^rho can read this de- 
daration of Cibbery ** That he nerer 
beard a line in trandy comt from Bet- 
terton, wherein his judgment, his ear, 
aad his imagination, were not fully fa* 
tisfied,** but mvth reft perfe^ly con- 
rinced of hts tranfcendant abilities. 

Mrs. Abington, whofe maiden name 
was Barton^ was very early in life intro- 
dacsd to Theophilus Cibbcr \ who, with 
a few yoathfnl irregulars, opened (he 
little Theatre in the Haymasket. Her 
firft appearance was in Miranda in Ibe 
hufy iodfi to the Marplot of Cibber, and 
here (he gave fucb an early fpecimen of 
ber comic powers, that this comedy was 
s^Ud twice to nmnerous ami critical au- 
diences, who unanimoufly teltlHed their 
«f inioB of |icr riling csceUcnct* She 



oontinued at this Theatre the remainder 
of the (eafon, where fhe performed feveral 
other charaAers with unabated apfbtiie. 
From* thenct ftie war engaged by Shutei< 
for Mr. Simpibti, Proprietor of the Bathi 
Theatre, then under the aAingntanage- 
mcnt of Mr. King $ and ha«Hng gon^ 
through two feafone with increaAng pro-- 
mxXt and reputation. Mils Barton re- 
turned to Lofidons when (he was inttamly^ 
engaged to join a leleftion from the two 
winter Theatres, during the fummH* 
months, at Richmond. 

Here the late Mr. Lacey, one of th«F 
Patentees of Drury Lane Theatre, fa^ 
her perfbnn frequently, and was io (truck* 
with the original vivacity and nmvtte of 
her talents, that he gate her a cordial 
and friendly inviUtion to his famity^ 
who then refided at their beautiful villa 
atlflewor^, on the baitkt of theThames* 
Here he IJlcewife introdnctd her to Gar- ' 
rick and Poott, and one of her earliei^ 
performances at Drury Lane Tticatn? was 
her iMdf Tliant to Footers Sir Pauly a 
chara^er, intereitmg and difilailt as it- 
is, which (he performed much to -the fa- 
tisfa6lion of the audience. 

So hr Foriutti affifted the talents of 
this young Aarcfs, by being engaged at 
one of the winter Theatres, and under 
the management of the belt A6tor of hit- 
time ! but «* (he did not come with both 
hands full j" Mrs Cibber, Mrs. Piitch- 
ard, and Mrs. Clive, were then in full 
pofTcfTion of the (tage, and as her line of 
pbying in fome refj^ clalhedwith thofc 
celebrated performers, it waa thought 
necefTary that her youth and inexperience 
fhould yield to mtXWnf and nKne tried 

V a abilitiet* 
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abilities. The genius of Abington • 
could not brook this cold delay ; (he 
^It her powers ripened by nature, which 
in others could be only gained by time 
,and experience, and (he was determined 
to give them fair play. Accordingly, in 
the middle of a Ct^on, we find her quit- 
ting her engagements at Drury Lane, and 
accompanying her hu(band to Dublin, 
where the l&ength of great theatrical 
powers were exerted in the riv^Khip of 
two contending Theatres. 

Mrs Abington beingengaged at Smock 
Alley Theatre, (he made her tf/fi^t in 
Mrs. Sullen, in TZ»<f Stratagem, to the 
Archer of Mr. Brown, the then a^ing 
Manager j a performer of very confi. 
dcrable merit, and in fonse parts of co- 
medy unrivalled. Her next chaiaflcr 
was Beatricey which was followed by 
thofe of Coriftna^ Clarinda, Flora, and 
Violante — hady Fanciful, Leantbe, Maria 
in the Nonjuror, fecond Conjlantia, Portia, 
Fine- Lady in Letbe, (£fc. crc. and every 
night (he appeared fo added to her repu- 
tation, that long before the clofe of the 
feafon (he was confidered as one of the 
iirft and mo(l promifin^ aflrelTes on the 
fta«. 

What jpave an additional eclaJ to this 
young a^refs's general merit, was her 
wilUngnels to exert herfelf to the utmoft 
ibr the benefit of a Theatre which had 
to contend with very confiderable forces 
under the management of Mei&s. Barry 
and Woodward i and towards the dole 
of this feafon an opportunity offered, 
which produced both reputation to her- 
iHf and much profit to the Managers. 
Tbc farce of Htgb Life Belovt Statrs had 
been brought out fome time before in 
X'Ondon with very great applaule ; and 
though Bairy and Woodward were very 
indufirious in producing the pieces whicn 
w^re beft received there, in the multi- 
plicity of other bufmefs they overlooked 
this : Wilkinfon, who was at that time 
at Smock Alley, luckily feized upon it $ 
he communicated \i\$ intentions to Mrs, 
Abington, who not only approved of his 
choice, but confented to play the part of 
Kitty — the other parts lay within the 
compafs of the Company — and as the 
two Principals had frequently feen the 
farce in London, they were quite perfc^ 
in all the management of the ftage bu- 
fmefs. 

Under thefe favourable circum(hince8 
this popular farce was brought out, and 



received with unbounded applaud ^ The 
theatrical records of that day, givine an 
account of its reception, thus fpeak of 
Mrs. Abington : «• When Mrs. Abing- 
ton advanced in Mrs. Kitty, the whole 
circle were in furprife and rapture, each 
congratulating the, other on luch an ac- 
quihtion to the (tage. Such a jewel wai 
invaJuable, and their own taftes and 
judgments, they feared, would be juftly 
called in queftion, if this daughter of 
Thalia was not immediately taketi by 
the hand, and diftingui(hed as her certain 
and ftriking merit demanded.^* 

The audfcncc.wcre as good as their 
word upon this cccafion, as Mrs. Abing- 
ton, during her whole (tay in Ireland, 
was (o great a favourite with the ladies 
of the firft fafhion and diftin^ion there, 
that whenover (he appeared, the houfcs 
were numcroufly and brilliantly attended, 
her company fought aiter by ths firft 
families ofdiftin6Vi»n, whillt beracknow- 
ledgtd tafte in drcfs and manners ren- 
dered her the decided arbitreft of fafhion 
and elegant deportment. 

Diftinguifhcd merit like this could not 
long efcape the penetrating eye of Gar- 
rick j he accordingly oflfercd her fuch 
terms as (he could not well refiife, and 
(he returned to Drury Lane Theatre, 
after an abfence of fome years, " with all 
her blu(hing honours thick about her/' 
Her firfi appearance was in the chara^er 
of the Widow Belmour, in Mr. Mur- 
phy's excellent comedy of " The Way 
to Keep Him," wherein (he^not only 
con^med the report of her former repu* 
tation, but drew that ap^aufe from the 
author (as exprefTed in his dedication of 
the la(t edition), which will be a lalting 
teft of her intrinfic merit. 

And here we cannot but paufe on the- 
inward fatisfaftion Mrs. Abington muft 
neceflarily feel on her return to Drury 
Lane Theatre •, when (lie had to refled, 
that by her own fpirited, yet prudent 
condu6l, (he had been the architect of her- 
own fame and growing fortune. Had 
(he, like other young aflreffes, b*i\ 
content to vegetate in the foil where (he 
was firft planted (and which, perhaps, it 
would have been prudent tw another 
perfon to have fo adviied her), time and 
chance might have railed her to ai^ di* 
gible fituation ; but true genius, gene- 
rally fpeaking, is its bett advifer— (he 
knew beft what (he could do, and wha^ 
another might call prejumptiun, (lie found

wcrid. 
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horn her feelings to be the call of natwre 5 
fljc had fpirit as well as judgment to obey 
that call, and \itt grateful mifirefy ever 
tnic to her votaries, did not neglect to 
cultivate tbc icntiments Ihc infpired. 

it would be g<»ing into a detail, which 
the limits of this work will not admit, 
to comment upon the leveral chara^ers 
which Mrs. Abington performed at this 
Theatre : her principal ones were Milli- 
raont in The Way of the World, Mrs. 
Sullen in The Stratagem, Ciarinda in 
The Sufpicious Hufband, the original 
JLady Alton in Colman's Englifli Mer- 
chant, and Charlotte in The Hypocrite 
—Beatrice in Much Ado about Nothing, 
the fecond Conftantia, played before their 
Majelties, in the revived Comedy of 
The Chances, Mifs Pnie in Love for 
Love, EftiFania in Rule a Wife and Have 
a Wife, Biddy Tipkin in The Tender 
Hurband, Mifs Hoyden, &c. &c. 

In all thofe parts, and many more of 
equal confequence, (he -was received as 
one of the moft favoured adtreifes that 
ever ftood before the eye of the public, 
and on every night (he appeared was fure 
to draw together Nimbtr^ Fajbiony and 
CritUifm \ but what peculiarly diftin- 
guilh^ the merit of this accompliihed 
a^reis, was the unconunon verfatility of 
her talents, which could exhibit fuch 
oppofitc parts as MiUimont and Mifs 
Prufi and give to each fuch a ftrift and 
natural conformation of charafler as to 
be unrivalled in both. 

The late General Burgoyne was fo 
highly delighted with this very extraor- 
dinary talent, that in his Maid of the 
Oaks (a Comedy which he wrote in com- 

Siment to Lord Derby's firft marriage), 
drew the charafter of Lady Bab tar- 
doan cxprefsly for Mrs. Abington j and 
here was a teft of abilities which none 
but herlelf perhaps would undertake, as 
there cannot be conceived two fituaticns 
in life io extremely oppofite in ftyle, 
manners, habit, and demeanour, as Lady 
Bab in her real and aflumcd chara6ler 1 
but all thefe dijHcuUies vanished in her 
hands. i (he enriched it with all the va- 
rieties of tafte and nature, and rendered 
it fo capital a piece of Itagc deception, 
that the audiejice* who faw the tranfitions, 
could Icarccly believe the evidence of 
their own ienfes. 

As fooii AS Mr. Garrick quitted the 
il^ge, Mn. Abington had fome notions 
of retiring likpwile; but at the earneii 
foiicitation of Mr. Shcndan, who wanted 
iwih a prop t9 bi» infant management, 



and particularly to his intended Comedy 
of The School for Scandal, (ht was pre- 
vailed on to remain. Htr firft chara6h;r 
was (. harlot 'e in Tibe Hypocrite ^ which, 
with her powerful fup|Sort of Ladf 
Tt at.Uy foon proved the youne Manager's 
diicemment m retaining fucn an actrcfa 
at anv price. In ftiort, her fuccefs wat 
equal to his moft fanguine expectations, 
and the author has trequently acknow- 
ledged it in the handlomelt and moft 
liberal term«. 

She continued here for a few years, 
performing in all the firft lines of genteel 
comedy, and now and then giving the 
luxurious treats oiMifs Pruct mydetty 4fr. 
equally to the delight of the general part 
ot her audience, as to the entertainment 
of the bert judges of dramatic exhibition. 
On fome dilagrecment, however, witb 
Mr. Sheridan, Sc left Prury Lane j and 
Mi. Harris, whofe a<5fivity and forefight 
in ftrengtheniog his company can only be 
equalled by his liberality in rewarding 
extraordinary merit, immediately made 
offers to our heroine, which induced her 
to clofe with him, and fhe appeared at 
Coven t Garden Theatre in November 
1781, introduced by a prologue, written 
for the purpofe. 

The fame fuccefs followed here as at 
Drury Lane, and (he went round the 
whole range of her Various and contrafted 
charaflers with equal applaule. 

Whiltt in this career (he cxpreflTed a 
wifti to appear in the chara6>er of the 
Scornful Lady, in the play of that name \ 
a part in which Mrs. Oldtieid had been 
much celebrated, and which fhe is faid 
to have performed with apphufe to the 
laft. This Con>cdy therefore was altered 
and brought out under the title of Tlic 
Capricious Lady, in which Mrs. Abing- 
ton undertook the principal part 5 and 
though file had to contralt the cold, re- 
fined manners of the prude of the laft 
century with the gay familiar habits of 
the prelent times, fl)e fiiewed that deep 
acumen in h'r profcflTion, with the pow- 
ers of exhibition fo forcibly, that fhe 
rendered The Capricious L^dy highly 
acceptable to the audience j who viewed 
it like one of the pi6\ures of Vandyke, 
where beauty continues to be ever beau- 
tiful, however varied by tlie draperies, of 
diftercirt ages. 

Her reputation was fo confirmed at 
Covent Garden Theatre, filling the boxes 
every night file jicrformed with evei-y 
perlon who was of rank and fafiiion--* 
induced the Manager to oiftr her,- we- 

have 
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have beard, tuo^Utk dan a ih'>u^attti gm^ 
mras p*T anndifny pFOTidtd fhcwoukien- 
9^t witii him i'or three yt»rs^ ; but the 
laciguc »t' performing fo inany nights, 
arid in that fucectlion which luchan en- 
IPgcnsfDt would LccelTarily produce, (he 
declined the prui&r, and artkltd with 
Mr. Daly, the Manager of the Dablin 
Tluat^^y for twelve nigbt»9 for the lum 
«if Bve hundred guineas. She therefore 
let out for Ireland in the fpring of that 
Tear, where, after fuitiiling her engage- 
Boem^ there with rtputation to herfdf 
Jnd proEi to hor Manag>:r, ihe fjient the 
viaiiaLnder of the year in that bofpitable 
lUngdoRi, paying vifit& to the feveral 
iainilie* of dittin^l*on about the metro* 
^li» who had early patronized her, and 
now continu«d their friend fhip» aad ci» 
^itie» with unaba:ing folicitude. 

Oil her return from Ireland, a few- 
^ears ago, it waf apprehended that (he 
"would no more return to the ftage ; aad 
we believe it waf for ioroe time her fixed 
cictcnninatioD. She had maay allure- 
iBcats to this choice; a fidt rate and 
Hfig eUabli/bed reputation in her pro- 
licfisoo \ a gtntecl indcpendetKy \ and 
with theie, aciicleof the mod refpeflable 
cliara£leri> in literary and poli/hed life, 
confiantly foUcitinff her fociety.* In &ort, 
ail the chamM^of the otium cum dignitatt • 
preiented thtmfelves, when accident^ 
which perhaps deter mi net u$ more in the 
affairs, of lile than rules drawn from re- 
fit^ ioa, decided otherwife. 

The, lute Gloi;ious Naval Vi£lory, ob* 
taineci by the Eaii of §t, Vincent over the 
lifianiih Fkret, at the fame time that it 
revived the well known ardour of the 
Bntiih nation, drew forth its utmoft li- 
heniity : the widows and orphans of 
tbofe men who fo bravely and nobly fell 
in the di;fcnce of ili.eir country* that 
coiwtry ielt for, honoured, and rewarded, 
^ibfciiptions were immediately opened 
/cu their tt\kt{i when all ranks of fociety 
prcUijd fciTvard as their ben^fartors* 
^UK)ngft. the red, the Manager of Covent 
Cajden, with hU ufual libeiality, gave a 
fre^ night, aiid the firft' performers of 
hoih Theatres as liberally oScred their 
lcrviccs« 

Ina oonteft of ^nerous feeling, it was 
iar, very far irom the chancer of 
A« I NOT ON to be an idle fpe^tor. 
'rhough fhe ha4 fee;ningly quitted the 
field of glory/ and her fulpended banners 
triumpliantly proclaimed her former fer- 
vicei», ibe could not refill the aj hiring bait 
of maiui:ghcr taienis feificcabic ta the 



caufe of humanity. She wrote lo hit 
Grace the Duke of Leeds, as one of the 
troRees for managing the charity, oflcruis 
to fpcak an EpU.gue on the occafion> or 
to come forward in any other ftiajx where 
fhe could be of mott advantage. The 
former was politely and readily accepted, 
and ihe fpoke the Epilogue amidit the 
unbounded appbufe of a mod nuofteroua 
and brilliant audience. 

This circumftance of courfe occafioned 
an interview with the Manajger, who 
took this opportunity to jxefs her return 
to the ftage. Other incidents ftrcngthened 
this folicitation ; the death of the late 
Mrtt Pope (who, as an afitefi or a im- 
iVMif, muft be ever mentioned with re- 
fpeft), with the retirement of Mifs Wal- 
Its, &c. created a chafm in the arrange- 
ments of the Theatre, which none bat 
extraordinary talents could fill up : the 
Manager faw bis remedy in Mrs. Abing- 
ton$ and Mrs. Abington might have 
fcen from this and other circumftaoces, 
that ihe might accommodate herfelf more 
in the line of her budnefs now than here- 
tofore. Whatever were her mbdves, 
after fome heiltation, ihe accepted the 
Manager's offer, and foon after the 
opening of the Theatre, ihe made her 
appearance in Beatrice^ introduced by a 
prologue, written by Mr. Colman for 
that piirpofe, and fpoken by Murray. 

Her reception from the public was 
foch as did honour to both parties : (be 
was welcomed with (bouts ot unbounded 
apniaufe, which ihe evidently felt with 
reijTe^ and gratitude. Thofe who had 
never ieen her before (for fuch it the 
fki6iuating Hate of human nature, that a 
few years make a coniiderable change in 
the formation of audience)' were fur- 
priied at the appearance of an a^refs, 
whom the little pens of malice had been 
previouily endeavouring to link into age 
ana necellary retirement, in the full pof- 
feflion of perlbn, health, and talents } 
whilil thofe of her former draofiatic ad- 
mirers hailed her like the moi-n ** after a 
winter's return of light.** Thej faw 
their favourite comic a^refs a^m re- 
itored to them in the full noeridian of 
abilitiesi with Shakfpeare, Cougreve, 
Vanburgh, Wycherly, and <* aU the 
mufes in her train/* 

Of the profeflional merits of Mrs. 
Abington, though much has been already 
faid, a brief review of them neceliarilyN 
demands, a place in tbefe Menwirs :

talents, but that (he will once more ihcw 
us (if it was only by way of legacy) 
** .what we may jiever lock upon the like 
agin." JLet 4 1 not be pleaded, that her 
t&ae of life and en bon point fliould re- 
train her from now pcrfoiming the parts 
ot romps and girls : thcl'e arc only im- 
pediments in the way of moderate abi- 
Hties, whioh without the aid of perjbtial 
reprefentation caimot ftind alone ;* bat 
Stents of fuch iiiptrior Juftre (particw-. 



hrly M her features can fltll exhibit all 
that vivacity and ai'chiwris, mnd her voice 
found the notes of juv«»i4i^y, Yrfaivii ati 
tach to thofe characters) want not tbo!e 
inferiidr appendages. Thole who «• 
member Mrs. Pntchard in Efti^aiiia, and 
Mrs. Clive ill PhiUts, will Dtadlly cor. 
roborate this opinion : with pericns lol* 
ler than Mrs. Abirigton^ and at a mere 
advanced iVate of lite, the audiences bm 
nothing in tboie cekbsvified performers 
but the genius of their aHing \ and per- 
fectly fatisiied with this, they exclaimed 
with the poet : 

** Before fuch merit aH objefliont fly,

To thefe very diftumii^hed public 
talents, with thole of much reading, good 
fenfe, and agreeable converlation, let the 
prailc of private life be addod in ali it« 
leveral duties ; which has long endeanHi 
her to her friends, and procured her the 
eiteem and prote6\ion of tiie moit rt* 
fptCtable ranks iu ibciety*

THIS Villa, or Vlllaken (m Mr. 
Wilkes ufed to term it), is fituated 
■ear the Fort of Sandown; and, though" 
not large, has everyrequJlVtc to make it 
a defirable abode. The houfe is rather 
low J it is however extenfive, having had . 
many improvements made to it by its 
late proprietor, whofe judgment and taHe 
in all tne elegancies of life are well 
luiown. It ftatxls on an eminence, and 
commands the whole profpefl of San- 
down Bay. When Mr. Wilkes pui- 
<ha(bd it, it was merely a cottage, in the 
garden of which he ere6\ed fome rooms, 
detached from the houie and each other, 
the compofition of which was merely of 
the floor-cloth manufa^ory 6f Knightf- 
bridge. Two of thefe' rooms are large, 
well proportioned, and 6tted up in ah 
t^qpcnilyc and flegant (lyle ; the other 
building contains two bed-chambers. 
The inttrmcdiate fpace between them is 



in one place a little jroliftied orchard 9 
and in another, a dofc grove of fljort 
ftuntef^ trees, that refcmble, both in ihcit 
ftze and number, a paftoral fcene on xX» 
•fiageof a playhoufc. 

The afp|£l of one of the great rooms 
opens to tne Ocean, and takes in the 
whole of Sandown Bay ^ a grand and 
noble obj^ft ! formed by the chalky cliff* 
of Culver on the Eaft \ and on the Wt-ft 
by craggry rocks of the mountainout 
point ot Dunnofe, fix miles' diftant froai 
each other. 

The other building fronts to the North, 
and opens to the (hade of the dwarf apj Ic 
trees of the orchard. 

The houfe in which tht family re- 
fided is fmalU and at a little diitance 
from thefe whimfical though not un- 
pleafjng ere6\ions, which are In reality 
the fumnwr howfes of the garden. We 
ought alfo to notice a grand covciTd 

bench. 
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bench, formed within the bank, and which 
opens from the bottom of the flope, upon 
a level with the bay and the ocean.

THE Copper Coin of oiir Provinccii 
has, in The European Mapzine 
^nd in fonie other publications, been a 
frequent Aibjeft of obfervatiort, and as 
generally the fabjeft of praifc j but 
having the misfortune to differ in opinion 
from thofe writers, who have apparently 
taken much pains to confider, and fliil 
more to commend, the fubjefts, devices, 
and execution of that infinite variety of 
medals, which feem to me to be in other 
J-efpe6ls, befides their weight and number, 
' a burthen to the country, I (hall in the 
firft inftance flightly advert to the only 
two good reafons which I have ever heard 
for allowing them to paflf current eten 
in a fmall difh-i^l ; and fccondly) conlider 
mrhether thofe reafons are as iolid as the 
tfUs in which thefc hiftorical and fcien- 
tific fymbols are Itruck ? and whether, 
if they are, the advantage which the en- 
lightened part of the nation derive from 
^hcfe copper records of the names, per- 
fons, and dwellings of miners, mechanics, 
and tradefmen, be not more than coun- 
terbalanced by the lofs and inconve- 
nience which the lower orders of the 
people fuftain from this immenfe influx 
of hafe metal coin, while the emolument 
that accrues from it renders it an advan- 
tageous branch of traffic to thofe con- 
cerned in its circulation ? 

The firft reafon which I have heard 
urged in favour of thefe fymbols is, chat 
they will be handed down to future ages 
as fpecimens of the ingenuity of the 
prefent : that they will £e collefted by 
connoilTeurs as yet unborn ; and, de- 
pofited in cafes of glafs and velvet, be 
ihewn to pofterity as elaborate veftiges 
which will ferve to mark by what gra- 
dations the Arts have arrived to that 
fubltme acme^ at which we behold thtm 
in this country. Their particular ad- 
vantage to pofterity has been alfo ftated, 
inafmuch as they will ferve as permanent 
records of important events ; and remain 
long after our diurnal productions, an- 
nual regifters, and folios in which are 
entombed the tran factions of centuries 
and of focieties, ihail^ as well as the 



iadors upon the bufy fcenc, have mom 
dered into congenial duft. 

If, while pondering upon fo grave a 
fubje6l, I mig^t be permitted to mdulgc 
a ludicrous fuggeftion, I ihould obferve 
,that the latter of thefe obfervations bringt 
ftrongly to my mind the idea of the ftu- 
dent who prefented to the Antiquariaa 
Society all the tickets of IJlinpon Turm» 
pike^ with the laudable view of illuftrating 
that part of the Englifti hiftory •. 

But to recur to my fpeculattbn, and 
examine this fubjeft with the mvity 
which it deferves. Thefe fymbols have 
by their admirers been in fome inftancec 
compai*ed to thofe of the Grecian Cities \ 
but much more frequently, for what 
reaibn I am at a lofs even to guefs, to 
the copper and brafs Coin and Medals 
of tjie Romans. Their execution has 
been ftated as far fuperior to the latter, 
even in the moft flouriftiing ages of the 
Republic or Empire f ; and they have, 
like thofe, been quoted as criterions of 
the gepius and tafte of the nation, and 
as examples of the elevated ftate of the 
Arts. 

It is the proparty of ceneral affertions 
to /brink from a critical difquifition.. In 
the long feries of Roman copper Medals, 
which hath defcended to us, is to be 
traced, it is true, the progrefs of defign 
and fculpture, emerging from its rudeft 
efforts under the firft Emperors, imtil 
conqueft opening a free communication 
with Greece, the artifts were enabled, liy 
a clofe imitation of thofe fublime e(fu« 
fions of genius with which that country 
abounded, almofi to reach the per fe^ ion 
which tbvie exhibited. This inquiry 
may be accurately purfued in the leries 
of Roman Silver and Copper \ \ and the 
rife and decline of the Arts will be found 
to be exa^Iy the antitype of the rile 
and decline of the Empire : we may ob- 
ferve them emerge, as it were, from Cnaos, 
attain their zenith of perfection, and, 
feared by the turbulence of the times, 
• r^lapfe again into their primitive rude- 
nefs and barbarity.

the Coin of many* Nations, of which 
thofe pieces are perhaps the only veftige$> 
may be confuiered not only as fcales of 
their tafte and genius, but as an uni« 
wr(al hiftory, in which remarkable events 
are, in indelible charaders, impreiled 
upon fubftances the moft permanent i and 
suranged in leries* which may be com- 
pared» the co^pper and brafs efpeciaHy, to 
volumes, wmcfa are not liable to thofe 
accidents of time and chance that bavo 
fwept away thou/ands of tombs whofe 
materials were more frail and more fub* 
|e^ to decay, fuch as bark, wood, wax, 
vellum, and other fubftances, upon which, 
a» we may learn from thofe few that 
remain, the wifdom of phllofophers; the 
vivtue» of legiflators, the exoloits of he- 
roes, the fublime effufions or poetic ge- 
aius, and the hiftory of nations, wej^c 
formerly infer ibed. 

Coin and Medals having this faperior 
property of durability, have become the 
gnides of the learned* Their fymbols 
and infcriptions- have been coufidered as 
€JueSf which have enabled laborious and 
icienttfic men to thread the mazes of thofe 
labyrinths of tradition and mythology, 
in which, in many iaftances, truth hath 
been imprifoned. They may alfo be 
conHdered as being in thtmlelves the 
rcgif^ers of fyftems, events, and tranfac- 
tions, of which the remembrance had been 
buried with them, and was revived at 
their refulbitation ; and the criterion by 
which, upon comparing them with the 
fragments of ancient marbles, and of 
ancient wrkecs, we are able to form a 
more accurate judgment of the certainty 
of seras, and the concatenation of caufes 
With effects $ and from thofe pennanent 
lecprds deduce and difcrimmatc the 
anions, the principles, the events, and 
even the pamons, of thofe perfons and 
periods, which are by them commemo- 
iated. 

Having thus generaUy ftated my op!. 
Idon of the ufe which has been, and 
may be made of thefe hiftorical and chro. 
•ological fymbols, I moft remark that all 
sny obfervations are founded upon a fyf- 
tsm, which is applicable to, and com* 
piaheads thofe which may be deen^d 
/v^/bc Coin and Medals % by which I mean 
thofe pieces that upon any great occafion 
vrcre ftruck by their parent iiates, or 



wfaieh were tha current coin of the dift 
ferent nations of antiquity. 
. Provincial and, perhaps, what mny be 
deemed domeftic Medals, were not un-' 
known either to the Greeks or Romany* 
There were few, if any, of the cities- 
throughout the ejitenfive dominions of 
thofe once celebrated nations, but what 
had their fymbol upon' their money \ at 
tl\e fame time it muft be obfesved, that' 
that coinage, and thofe fymbols, in« 
(eriptions, &c. were ianfltoned by Go* 
vernment • : nor does it appear that any 
other private Medals have come down to 
u» than thofe termed Contorniath fome of 
whieh, although bearing the names and 
images of illuftrious Greeks and Komah» 
on the obvcrfc, ftich a» Homer, Py tha- 
^oras, Socrates^ Salloft, Horace, &c. ar» 
judged by Medal ifts to be only ticketa 
for feats at the theatres, and other public 
exhibitions i an opinion which is ftrength-' 
encd by turning to their reverfes, wnicl^ 
prefent athletas, a£lors, mufical trophies^ 
or fome infcription alluding to theamufe- 
ment to which they were the Intro* 
du£tion. We do not find, among tha 
number of thofe veftiges of art and an- 
tiquity of which we arc the poffedbrs, any 
that can with propriety be confidsfcd a» 
Jhop- bills ^ or trade fmaiC s tokens^ 

The Greeks and. Romans were nations 
that had too juft notions of the incon* 
venience that might arife to particular 
dafles of individuals, and to the public 
in general, to fufFer any of the member* 
of the cities, provinces, and ftatcs, with- 
m the fcope of their dominion, to afTuipe 
a right, which, for the wifeft and beft of 
parpofes, bad been always conGdered as- 
inherent to the eaecutive part of their 
Government. 

It may herebeobje£led^ that tbisftatc» 
ment is not (Iri^ly corre6t \ becaiife, in: 
the infancy of both thofe nations, it waa 
their cuftom to ufe pieces of unftampcd 
metal of various fizes, and conrequent)y 
weight, in their traffic for commodities ( 
. which pieces were the only iaontes, till 
the convenience of this circulating me-» 
ilium pointed out the necefTity of an ac* 
curate adjuftment of its value, and taught 
thole who were concerned in commerce^ 
by the means of fcales and weights^ 
which they carried for that purpoiles 
nearly to determine the proportion^

This is txiie» but liow long this mode 
of exchange continoed is neither vtry. 
certain, nor very materiaJ to the prelent 
<\ne&\on, as thele pieces were plain t per- 
liaps» as the ftate of fociety inprovedy 
the difficulties which stttendcid its exten- 
fon, and the frauds that were frequently 
pca^lifed* might render it abiblutely ne- 
ccifary forCovemment to ian6lion by its 
authority an inilrument of commerce, 
from which fuch confiderable advantage 
^as to be derived « hence aroie the firft 
ilfinps or impreilions upon money, as, 
for inilance, a iortifir, which is believed 
to be tlie moft ancient, an ox, a cow, a 
t^xn, or fome other domeftic animal, which 
vras the fymbol denoting the produce of 
the ftate fi to whkh the Coin belonged. 
To thefe were next added the names of 
the mone^ers, and at length the effigies 
of the Prince, with the date, legend. Sec, 
^hich were probably introduced at firft 
to imprefs upon the Coin a fuperior im- 
portance, and to prevent counterfeits : 
therefore the firft cnethod of trafficking 
to which I have alluded, by exchanging 
commodities for unftampra pieces of 
metal, cannot be confidered as ifluing 
thole pieces as Coin, from privaif per* 
fons ; for there b not a iingle veftige in 
any author upon the iltbject of money, 
thai I have been able to trace, which de« 
notes that the iirft pieces an thofe rude 
ages, as they pai&a from the hands of 
one dealer into thoft of another, had any 
Harop or mark upon them; but were 
only confidered as that kind of nMdium 
for which the (hells called coivries^ cur- 
rent in "Hindoftan t and on the coaft of 
Africa §, and the iruU in Mexico, form 
perhaps as cpnvenient a fubftitute. 



It would be extending this fpecplation 
far, very far beyond the limits which a 
periodical publication prefcribes, in ori> 
der to introduce that variety which is (ii> 
agreeable, and indeed fo u fef ul to ita 
readers, were I to purfue the ft^bjed 
firom thofe points upon which I hard 
founded it, through the various coun- 
tries, ancient and modem, whole medalic 
hi£ory forms a part of erudition, at once 
fo «ntertaining and fo interefting. I ffiaU 
therefore confine myfelf merelv to thofe 
obfervatiotts which coincide with the de- 
iign of this tra6l, and repeat that the 
coinage of every country has efcr been 
under the fanflion and infpe5lion of Go- 
vernment 5 and that the circulation of 
money fabricated by private perfons, 
though perhaps in a few inftances to- 
leratoi, has not only been generally con- 
fidered as inimical to the true intereft of 
the State, but has, in moft cafes, fub- 
je6ted the offenders to punifliment. 

Of the contorniatt I have already 
fpoken, as perhaps the only fpecles of 
ancient private medals that are to be 
found, as the jeto^m or counters || are of 
the femi-modern. 

^ Thefe pieces, although they are fome- 
times miftaken for Coin, it is well known, 
were, in ages when the fcience of arith* 
mettc was liule underftood, intended 
merely for calculation. They are marked 
with the names of companies, of abbies, 
and of other focieties and places, whoie 
revenues were complex and of difficult 
adjuftment $ but were never in circulation , 
as money, except in nu>re modern timet 
around the f card table ; or, until they 

became objects of curiofity, had any 

value, beyond that of the weight of their 

metal, affixed to them. 

Having ventured thefe few prefatory 

ob£brvations, which I deemed neceilanf

I come now to the Copper Coinage of 
this country ; which, in coraparifon with 
thofe of Gold and Silver, is a modern 
prpdu£lion : for although in Greece it 
tiad as ancient a date as the latter, and 
among the Romans, by two centuries 
preceded it. Copper, as the authorized 
money of England, was almoft totally 
unknown until the year 1672., 

It ha^ by Hiftorians and Medalifts been 
obfcrved, that Queen Elizabeth had an 
unconquerable averhon to a Copper Coin- 
age: how fuch an unaccountable pro- 
penfity became rooted in the mind of fo 
wife and politic a Princcfs, they do not 
feem to nave taken much pains to in- 
quire; which they ought cfpecially to 
hav^ done, as horn the mcreaied value of 
the metal, i\it filver halfpenny muft have 
appeared like the half-crowns of Gulliver 
to th^ inhabitants of Brobdingnag : how- 
cv(?r, notwithftandin^ its diminution and 
cpnfequent inconvenience, it continued, 
from neccflity, in circulation j and th? 
idea of a Copper Coinage, which in the 
courfe of her reign was fevcral times 
pfopofedi was, thoygh (ometimes fup-. 



ported by Adminiilratlon, always Beg«« 
tived by the Queen. 

The RoyalFarthlng tokens of Jaroet, 
which were illiied in Mav 1613, it doea 
not appear were generally circulated j 
' although from the harp upon the reverie 
it has been thought that they were in- 
tended to be diffuied, not only over thia 
kingdom but Ireland, where, though 
there had been a Copper Coinage above 
200 years antecedent to this period, an 
univerfal fcarcity of this kind of inoney * 
prevailed. 

Thefe copper tokens were never con- 
fidered by the people as the current coin 
of the country, notwithftanding they 
were the produftion of the Royal mint, 
Thofe that received them held them in 
the fame eftiraation as they now do pro^ 
vtHcial halfpence, as pledges for which 
Government, like modem companies an4 
tradefmen, had prom i fed to give them 
other coin, // retjuireH. 

It is fuppofed that they continued in 
currency until the year 1648, when that 
unfortunate and difgracefui event to thi^ 
countrv, the murder of its Monarcbj 
(loppea their circulation.

clofe of the laft volume, and entitled, Am 
Appendix concerning the Book of Job \ 
In this fliort piece, which is exquifitelyf^ 
written, he repells an attack, made upon 
him by Dr. Lowth. The difpute waa 
managed on both (ides with too much 
heat ; but on the part of the Bi(hop« 
with that fuperiority of 'wit and argu- 
mentf luhich^ to fay the truth, in all bis

WHAT then is tafte ? The oftener 
I confider the fubjefl, and the 
more I read and hear of the opinions, 
which different perfons, apparently of 
equal abilities to judge, entertain and 
without fcruple declare of the fame 
vrorks } the more do I find myfelf tempted 
to repeat the queftion. 

In the account of the Life, Writings, 
and Chara6ler of a late celebrated Pre- 
late, the R. R. Biographer notices a little 
piece of the Bidiep^s in the following 
terms : 

«< The edition cf D. L. 1765, befides 

*many other improvements, with which 

" \iS(^^ enriched, is further dillingiii(hed 
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JUnz Sbinkinf^nd other trafli, as^r called 
sty of the fame ibrt, very liberally fprinkled 
over various paru of thU witty perform- 
ance» he leprobated, not only with con- 
tempt and icom, but even i^itb abhor- 
rence and indignation ^ as being grof«ly 
indecent on (uch an occaiion, and un- 
pardonable from one fcholar to another. 
The R. R. Biographer leems indeed to 
make Tome fort of apology for his re- 
vcrcd friend by a conreflion, which ef- 
capes him in this place i though he 
meant i% I am inclined to believe, agree- 
ably to his ufual ftrain of panegyrlct 
rather as a compliment. This great man, 
of unrivalled excellence, had, it ieems, 
fuch an unhappy propenfity to coarfe and 
vul^r ribaldry, that in ail his contro- 
verhal writings he fell into it invclun- 
tarily and unawares, however dignified 
the chara^er of the perlon vvhom he 
chofe to attack i or ferious and even fa- 
cred the fubjeft, which drew forth his 
pen. 

Thcfe involunUry effufions the R. R. 
Biographer extolls, as To many ftrokes of 
fuperior wit i our refpeftcd friend called 
them trafh and buttoonerv. Our re- 
fpefted friend, you will well remember, 
to uncommon erudition addtd alfo an ex- 
quifite taftc, with a quick and lively feel- 
ing of every thing either excellent or of- 
^five. You, who knew the man, will 
know bow to appreciate his opinion. 
Nor does he ftand alone on this ground. 
•* Dr. Ix)wth, in a pointed and pohjbed 
tpifiU^ defended himfelf, and attacked 
the Biihop : and his viftory*' over the 
inagnificd fuperigrity of wit and argu- 
ment " was eitabliftied,*' fays a late ce- 
lebrated billorian, no mean judge, << by 
^he filent confufion of Warburton and 
bis Jlcwes *.*' How are we to account 
for this contrariety of opinion in two 
fuch men as Dr. Hurd and Mr. Gibbon ? 
not only as to the refpe^ive merits of 
Jhe REMARKABLE DISCOURSE, 
and the POINTED Ato> POUSHED 
EPISTLE 5 but as to the fuccefs alio 
with which they were feverally attended. 
Nor do our difiiculiics end here. The 
R. R. Biographer, in his account, f &c. 
repeats with great folcmnity what the 
learned commentator on Horace had be- 
fore taken occafion to advance J : that 
Pr. Warburton*s edition of Pope's works 



was " the btfl edition that was ever given 
of any Claffick.'"^^^ The reafon," fays 
the laft refpe6iable Editor, <* of my un- 
dertaking it (an edition of Pope's works) 
was the univerfal complaint that Dr. 
Warburton had diifigured and dijgraced 
his edition by many forced and far- 
fetched interpretations, totally unfup* 
ported by the palfages which they were 
brought to elucidate. If this,** he adds^ 
*< wertf my (ingle opinion, nothing could 
have induced me to have delivered it with 
fo much freedom §.*' Dr. Warton, front 
his education, his early and long-continued 
habits, the call of his mind, and the courfe 
of his ftudies, will be thought in general 
well qualified to judge of a work of this 
fort. 

What then is tafte ? To bring the 
matter nearer home, I wouW wilh you to . 
confider all I have written above as a 
preparatory apology for the liberty I am 
about to take, in a critique on another 
palTage in Pope's Tranflation 5 where I 
find myfelf unfortunately ag^in at va- 
riance with the elegant Fitzoiborn^, hit 
ableft advocate { fi'om whom I never caa 
diffent without pain. 

After having prefented his literary 
friend with the admired night-piece: 
*• The following palfage,*' fays this'fine 
writer, " having been quotea by a cele- 
brated author ot antiquity as |n in(hmce 
of the true fublime, I will leavj: it to you 
to determine} whether the Tranilatioa 
has not at leall as juil a claim to that 
character, as the original ||.**

I wifh I could continue equally to 
approve what follows. To ediroate the 
reai merits of the Trandation more juft- 
Jy, we muftconfiderwhat circumftance it 
was. which the poet meant to illuflrate 
by this -companion. That we find was 
the mingling of the armies in battle ; 
with all the din, and terror, and confuted 
founds, arifing from the clamours oiF the 
foldiers, the claAiing of arms, the groans 
of the dying, and the l])outs of the coo- 
querors ; defcribed with 1^ much ani* 
mation in the lines below :

You never, I am lure, read thcfe af- 
feeing lines without being much moTedp 
and even agitated by the pathos and 
fublimity tf this tranfcendent poetry* 
Do you feel yourfclf moved in the Anoa 
manner ? when you read the tranilation* 
which is given by Pope, as follows :

The wanton tranfpofition of the fen- 
tences in the outlet you will at once ac- 
knowledge to be very injudicious \ by 
which the narration is rendered won* 
derfully-embarrafled and confufed. Every 
reader mull, I fufpcft, be fomewhat per. 
plexed, when he finds fhield clofed witli 
fhield, and helmet clofed with helmct» 
before the parties, which are armed with 
them, meet j or the hods, in Pope's lan- 
guagcj draw iMjbudoivy/quadrom again ft

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mt\i otiier. But I mil not mterrtipt my 
critique on the paflkge immediately be- 
fore u« by any further obfcrvationt on 
this. Having only diflingui(h«d the 
more extraordinary trnprovements by 
Italics, I will leave you to judge of them 
fLt ieifure. 

What I moft wifli you at this time to 
cbferve, is how happily the mingling of 
the armies is reprelented under the image 
of two ftreams, fwollen bv the rain» of 
-winter, rolling down the fiaes of oppofite 
hills, and mectine with dreadful con-

waters join. Here let me beg of you to

under which tho(e of the text appear* 
that they can by no corapreflion \j% 
brought to bear a part in the lame piece. 
In the genuine work of Homer no torrent* 
mre poured alons the plain, and there 
divided into a thowfand feparate chan- 
neU ; nor do we trace them roaring ta 
the main. 

Pope feemt to have borrowed this lad 
thought from his old friend Ogilby. He 
too carries his riv*lets and gutters to the 
main; with leis outras^e, however, in 
his mode of conveying them, to the ^nfc 
of his author. 

Riv'leu and gutters, b!g with fudden rain. 
In egc^xtki channel tunable to the main. 

It will not be eafy to difcovcr by what 
reafons Pope was led, while thcle linca 
of Ogilby were' before him, to adopt one 
part, and that the lefs accurate; whea 
by deferting the other Ik wanders To much 
the further out of his way. By this ex- 
traordinary iT^nagement, joined with his 
other impronjfmgntSi no angle featune is 
preferved of Homer's painting. lu the 
tranlcendent foblimity, which we arc 
called upon to admire, we lofc fight in- 
tircly of the poet's meaning ; and the 
great defign, which he had in view, is 
altogether overlooked and unaccom* 
pliftied. 

' Allowing tlierefore, if you pleafe, te 
this admired pafTage all tint true lub« 
lime, which Fitzolborne thinks he dif- 
covers in it ; with this conceftion, eveo 
in its utmoft latitude, I cannot bring 
myfelf to approve a trandation, which 
retains fo little of the original. I aiik 
the led difpofed to approve this, as 
Homer evidently fuffers very much by 
having his thoughts thus arbiti-arily rail- 
reprelcnted j and the order of hi^ coropo- 
fition fo much deranged. 

I am rather inclined to flatter myfelf 
that on this point your fentiments will 
^very nearly coincide with nHne. How- 
ever, if perchance the degradation of 
your favourite from the high feat of 
honour, to which his admirers had inju- 
dicioufly raifcd him, fhould dwtll upon 
your mind with any lefs agreeable iife- 
prcftion 5 to do it all away at once, let' 
«ne carry you to the great mafter him- 
fclf. Here, as at the dofc of the ad- 
mired Night-piece, with equal (kill, and 
an cffc6l equally happy, he places a fo-^ 
litary (hepberd on the fummit of a rock* 
who hears the terrifying founds at a

TO THE EDITOR OF THE EUROPEAN MAGAZINE* 



IN your Magazine for January 179S 
(Vol. XXXIII. p. 4.)f 18 a letter to 
Sir J. Sinclair, refpeAing the Inclofure 
ci Warte Lands. As at this per tody op- 
pofition to a meafure which many con- 
ceive would be of public benefit, natu- 
rally incites a fpirit of patriotifm in its 
defence, I have ventured to conteft the 
opinions, which the writer of this letter 
lias advanced. 

The great principle (he fiift tells us) 
of improving lands for public advantage, 
is to leave a portion of it fo improved 
•* publici juris j" to do which he recom- 
mends <* the improvement of waftcs and 
commons by banking, draining, d:c. at 
the expence of every individual who had 
a right thereon by paroc)iial ievy." 
This right he wilhes to fee extended to 
•very houle-holder paying fcot and lot^ 
and his due proportion to fuch levy. 
Upon this Jet Agricola himfelf decide, 
whether the improvers ought not firft to 
be jccure of long leafes, left they Should 
' be compelled to expend hundreds, for no 
other purpoie than to throw a ftrong 
temptation in the way of their landlords, 
to appropriate to themfelves that benefit, 
which the tenants conceived themfelvet 
to have merited. 

Your Correfpondent obferves, ** Tljat 
the increafe oF inclofurts has turned 
country gentlemen and their overgrovm 
tenants into arrogant and unfeeling mo- 
nopolifts P' but the very converfe of the 
fpirit of monopoly is the natural confe- 
quence of the inclofure and improvement 
of wafte lands ; for the more abundant 
the general produce, the greater the com- 
petitioi^, confequently more difficult the 
practicability, and more doubtful the 
.profpeft of monopolizing to advantage. 
Scarcity is eifential to the fuccefs of fpe* 
#ulation. 

Agricola next fays, ** That there is 
no man, or combination of men, with 
exclufive rights or privileges, who con- 
fider the oublic in any other light than 
as an objeft of plunder 1 ** This ot^e^i 



as it refpeds conmions^ has not occupied 
much of the attention of great faimers t 
they treat the benefits of conunons with 
contempt. 

I am equally an enemy with Agricola 
to the enlargement of farms ; they throw 
an immenfe burden of population on the 
trading and nanufa^uring towns, and 
contribute largely to the increafe of the 
poor rates. In a well-policed flate» 
modes pf fubfiftence, fufficiently elevated 
above poverty to admit of every fufR- 
ciency, and fbme of the comforts of life» 
cannot be too numerous. 

** I would not (continues Agricola) 
allow any man to acquire a duplication 
of his feparate property by taking from 
others their fhare in the right of paflurc 
over all lands in relation;^* and he ac* 
ccrdingly wifhes, «* that one third or 
other reafonable portion of tlie wufle land 
fliould be left open every year to a general 
right of common." I cannot luppofc 
that the Legiflature would iaiT6lity a 
fyftera of incloliire, wliich docs not return 
to every legal holder (as far as it be 
poflible) an equivalent for the right he 
furrenders. 

Agricola laflly complains of the decay 
of Timber : nothing out pure untainted 
patriotifni can remedy this evil j the 
diflance of the return will ever operate as 
an impediment to planting. 

I have offered ihefe few obfervationt 
by way of particular reply to your Cor- 
refpondent, who appears to feel fincerefy 
for the caufe of humanity j I alfo profels 
myfclf a foldier lifted under the fame 
banner : we both drive at the fame point» 
though we may differ concei;ning the 
means of arriving at it. Confiftent with 
thefe principles, I fhall adduce fome far- 
ther aiguments in favour of the propofed 
Bill. A wide field hereprefents itfelf 5 
but I will be as concile as poffible. I 
prefume to declare, that I am not a mere 
7bcoriJ} on the quelHon j for I have had 
a " praSiical*^ knowledge of farming 
IDoix than twenty yearsi naveconflantly 

reftded 
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ttfided in 1 dUhi^l where " em^jpectfi*^ 
of Commons prevails, and have noticed 
their effe^s on the real interetb of the 
whole community with m) inattentive, 
and I truft with an impartial eye. 

Perhaps there is no lubjeft more intri- 
cate in its nature than the one before us. 
In other enquiries we may trace fom^ 
leading principles, which lerve as a ge- 
nera] clue, to goide us through the 
labyrinths which prefcnt themfclves at 
every ftcj>, on j^litical queftions. A 
general inclofmg fyftera comprehends 
fuch a multiplicity of difUn6l objects, 
and b<:ars fo many relations to the civi- 
lized ftate of man, that numerous diffi- 
cultie«, and thofe of an oppofite com- 
plexion, occur at every ftep we take on 
this tender ground. 

There can be no doubt but that every 
general law muft operate as a grievance, 
of more or lei's magnitude, on many in- 
dividuals. This i? a partial evil which 
cannot be exiled the world j it cleaves to 
the very nature of human infiitutions, 
and can never be avoided while pafllons 
agitate the bofom of man. Every con- 
fjdemble alteration in any branch ot policy 
cannot be of equal benefit to **/z//}'' but 
it is the ** duty^^ of a wile and equitable 
Xegiilaturc, to apportion its ftatutes to 
the advantage ot the ** majority''' of the 
people } and it will ever be acquitted at 
the bar of right reafon, if the laws which" 
it frames arc highly beneficial to the 
many, though they may take away fome 
benefits from the few. This is the 

frand, and indeed only hinge, on which 
unian laws ought to turn. 
The lands which I conceive are pro- 
pofcd to come under the controul of the 
mclofing a6l, are of fevcral defcriptions, 
and therefore the benefit of the improve- 
ment mull vary in its fize. Large open 
failures may produce as much herbage 
m their prelent Hate, as it can poflibly 
do under any mode of fuppofed improve- 
ment. Thefe pailures are of various 
dclcriptions refpefting extent, fituation, 
and quality \ and without doubt local 
circumftances may rationally juflify an 
attempt to amend them. Some of them 
may probably be doubled in their value 
by the proper application of drains, ma- 
nures, &c. &c. 

Yet I muft confefs, that the plan of 
incloiing our large Commons, impro- 
perly ftyled Waftes, is that part ot the 
iVftcm which pleafes me Icaft. I think 
they as the leatt ful'ccptible of improve- 
mcnt,Twid the commercial objecliojw,

which pointedly prefent thcmfelves oa 
the queltion, more forcibly apply to (his 
particular branch of it. It is alfo folely 
firom Commons of this kind that the 
poor receive any confiJcrabIc degree q£ 
benefit. 

The Common- fields, which in fornix 
dJftriiU form the moft confiderable part 
of the arable lands, will come next under 
confideration. The cuftom of leaving 
every third year in thefe fields fallow^ 
undoubtedly fprung from the incapabi- 
lity of the land bearing more than two 
crops without rell : and in the fallo>v 
year- the gates were thrown open by th^ 
farmers, and cattle without diftinflion 
were admitted, by which means the land 
received a recruit. This is evidently 
the oriain of the fallow ye.ir in opeti 
arable fields, when the uiumprovcd rfate 
of agriculture did not admit of a regular 
fucccflion of crops, and ere the manuring 
ones of turnips, clover, and grafles, were 
underftocd. This idea is ifrongly cor- 
roborated by the pra6llce which Jfill 
exifts of throwing open the gates of our 
inclofed arables in any year in vrhich it 
happens to be fallow. 

The profperity of every coimtry, whe- 
ther it arifes from its commercial or agri- 
cultural concerns, muft depend upon thiC 
proportion of liberty allowed to indi- 
viduals to think and afl for therafelves 
in their own aff lirs. . The moft ailive 
fuirit droops under the wing of <J^iV;^- 
tilin. Tl:c fatal eff*ct^s of this opprtflive 
influence are eminently confpicuGUs in 
rural improvement. Mucli has bei-a 
written on th'j fubjeSl of tythes \ they 
are laid to opeiate as an impediment to 
that ardor for experiment, which Is the 
parent of beneficial dirco\H:ry : on the 
fame account, retraining leales have bt::a 
fevcrely reprehended j but neither tythe, . 
nor the reftraining leafe, eremites fucli 
oppofition to theprogrcffivc Improvenxnt 
of nuft)andry> as two crops, and a fu]lc\y 
** regularly'' fucceeding each other. Mo- 
dern difcoveries cannot be applied under 
this old fyftem j and fuc;h are the baneful 
confequences attendant upon it, that the 
land every year dccreales in value ; and 
it is a notorious; fa6l, that a well-in- 
formed farmer prefers inclofed arable, at 
20S. per acre, to Common- field, -at 2S.6d. 
The increafed quantity of grain which 
will be produced by inclofmg thefe fields, 
may be eftimatcd at nearly double, and 
we may carry at leatt this part of the 
fchcme into cfFe£l with more confidence, 
becaulc it Is not obnoxious to the ar- 
gument 
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komxtt i«!lidi hu b^cn fo often urged 
ni ths dtknffing the meriu of the quef- 
tkaattorffe-»<<T6^ Rtgbis of the Cot^ 
mgfr,^ I fpeak from experience, and 
thenrfore ^^euc with confidence, when I 
aflerttfa»tthe benefit deceived from the 
Oertiie of his rights on thefe fields is fo 
laiaH, that language Icnows not a value 
hj >#hich to^ appreciate it : the fcanty 
piekli^s neaf tne hedge, and the rufliy 
graft which grows on the divifions of 
the pr^rtv (mearjO, being the only 
(bppiy wUch they afford. 
In rettim for the furrender of this near- 

tablblate nothing, the cottager will 
UTt a confidcrable advantage in the 
fticreaft, not only of temporary, but of 
pemanent labour i for the ground being 
ttopptd every year muft atfgrd one thiid 
ittort ompk^ment than when it was in a 
ftMtept commonage : this is an tncreafe 
Calsdwd oertain, without reference to 
the fuTf^ quantity of corn which the 
land Btuft inevitabiV produce, and there- 
by requiring mors uiboiir in the harveft- 
iM* and thrsUhins* 

I am fiitisfied no juft exception can 
he made to this part of the indofing 
ichcm«: there is another part of it, 
which, though circumicribed in its ex- 
tent, is fram Its nature more forcibly and 
immediately felt, i^ far as its influence 
Oxtends s I mean the cottage, with its 
Hrcumjacent gankn, erected on, and 
leaced in fi^nn, the Wafte. When we 
accolled that this borrowed laml is firom 
Its fitoatton extremelT unprofitable, bear- 
ing nothing but rumet and the coarleft 
nals! wemaO ccmtemplatewith pleafure 
Ibc induftry of man, ftimoiated by the 
iMpe of profit, and the confcioufnefs of 
property, to its utmoft ejcertions, A)c- 
ceedat length in the placing its poflefTor 
in a more comfortable ftate of exiftence. 
The encroachment made by this fmall 
lodofure on ihe ideal rights of others 
WBmk not, ought not to be thoujght on, 
when fo much actual benefit artfes to a 
portion of the poor but induflrious com. 
mvnitv* The labour which the cottager 
expends on his little garden feldom m- 
terferes whh the dailv duties of his fer- 
iritude ) be toils with ^leafure early in 
the morning and tate m the evening, 
pfoducing at the fame time advantages to 
liimlelf and to fidtij^ $ for the quantum 
«f labour which a ihitc can produce is 
tbejuftftandardofits proi*peiity»

Let it alfo be remarked, that kol 
cultivated as ^ garden will produce nearly 
double the quantity of food which tM 
fiune land would yield under any other 
mode of hufbandry. The gcxd policy of 
incrcaling thefe produSlivc fpots is feMV 
evident. 

I am not ignorant that many ohw 
Jef^ions, particularly fomc of a com- 
mercial kind, may be urged to the fyftem 
of inclofure $ but let the inherent rights 
of humanity it ever field more facred ' 
than the artificial claims of all grafping 
fpcculation, and let us oppofe, as the 
moft deftru£live poifon of national felicity, 
afiy meafure which may tend to increafis 
tlie price of provinons) rather let uO 
ardently hope that fucb a fydem mav be 
adopted, which may render them fo cheap 
as to be atuinable by the loweil ranks of 
the people. 

It were wafling words to prove thf 
felf-evident propoiition, ** that increalo 
of quantity muil decreale the price.** 
The vaft increale whicl) rauft arife from 
^n inclofure of the Common -fields may 
be readily conceived i at prefent they 
throw every impediment in the way of a 
fpirited courfe of hufbandry, the impofii- 
bility of raifmg the manuring crops of 
clover and' turnips (abfolutely neceflary 
in many diitri^ls^, the damages fre^ 
quently fullained m the fowing, and in 
the harvefling \ with many other incoiw 
veniences too tedious to enumerate. 

' If a due regard be paid to the rr^hta 
of every individual, and if the land in- 
clofed be equitably apportioned, I truft 
I am neither morally or politicaUy 
wrongt when I avow the warmed feeling 
qf my heart — when I cordially wifh, that 
a long fcafon will not elapie, ere we be- 
hold every fpot of barren land which the 
ifland affbixls converted into fiuitful 
fields and verdant paiiures*. And I 
/hall then fee the man, who now con- 
templates with plcafure, and reftgns witli 
reluclance, a right which imagination hat 
magnified into a benefit, rijoice when he. 
finds an ample recompence awarded t^ 
him ; a recompence» which will remu* 
nei-ate him a hundred fold* Lef tie 
likewllc indulge the pleafing hope, that ' 
habits of indultry, frugality, and grati- 
tude, will diftiMulfli the chandler* of 
the poor, that t£ey naay thereby expeft 
With confidence the pfotoAion asd bene* 
ficence of the rich. 
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TiMre omMtf I tHak9 titii g doubt 
but that ^ indofing rcbont it upon

CommoiK» at- the Author of The North 
Briton, No. 45, which, by a Reibhition 
^the 15th oiF November preceding* had 
been roted « a falfe, fcandalous, and ie- 
ditiout libel \ containing eapreflions of 
Che oioft unexampled inftuence and con* 
tumdjr towards nis Ms^efty, thegroffeft 
mfpefuont upon both Houfet of Parlia- 
■sent, and the moft audacious defiance of 
the authority of the whole Legiflaiure ; 
and moft manifeftly tending to alienate 
the afFedions of the people horn his 
Majefty, to withdraw tliem From their 
obedience to the laws of the realm, and 
to excite them to traiterous infuneflions 
againft his Migefty's Government/* On 
the aift of Februarv he was found guilty 
of repliblifhing The North Bi?iton, and 
alio of printing Che £il*ay on Woman. 
He this year printed at Faris his cele- 
brated Letter to the worthy Elef^cvrs of 
the Borough of Aylc(bufy, which is 
dated Oa. the vX, . 

His abience from England did not 
prevent the proceedings againft him on 
the verdi£ls being carried on with great 
vigour. To eiiiorce his appearance hi 
the Court of King^s Bench, procefs of 
outlawry was iflu^ agaimi him on the 
td of November, which from that time 
fufpended his adioa againft Lord Halli- 
fax. In that month he went to Bou- 
Joyne, to meet his firiends Churchill and 
Hum&ey Cotes $ a meeting which ter- 



minated vrith tbe death of OmvcImH H 
the 4th of November *• 

Being now an exile from hk tmt^txf^ 
be employed fome of his tiflK in f Ukii^ 
parts of France, Italy, and Switasfkndi 
particularly in AugtUjt 1765, be faid hif 
compliments to-Voltaire, as may be fte» 
in our Magazine f^t January la^ p* 6« 
It is probable he was fupported by ham 
ofthcOppoiitton) and on the chmgt of 
the Miniiby, in 1765, he made appli> 
cation to be leftored to his native couo- 
try, which the new AdmUiiliraiiM did 
not leem willing to permit. He wa» 
offered, fiowever, hf Mr. Fitaherbort, m 
the name of fome di the Miniftry» tht 
annual fum of loooh to be paid out if 
the income of their reibcaive pk^aa. 
But this propoial he rejeacd aa clan^ 
deftine, ekemofynary, and prtaarious. 
" I demand," iays he, in a ktttr %o Mr* 
Onflow, «< from the juftice afmjr friandt* 
a fM pardon under the neat leal— ^ 
having fuccersfuUy icrvfd my conilfyu 
I will wait here till tht fiHl day of tfar 
new year. If I fliould not thsa bavt 
received it, I fluU then have ihc ftraiKCfft 
proof that the prefcntMiniftry aw nri ttw r 
the friends of Mr. Wilkes, nor of j«l^ 
tice : bccauie the letter of Mr. FiMk 
herbert tells me, * thai there is psrMI 
harmony among them, and tha ptrMt 
confidence and fupport a^ ^heir Mate.**

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being defrauded by a woman, who lived 
with him in the charafler of a hou(e- 
keeper. This was not the firft appli- 
cation of the like kin- 1. 

In November 1766 he rctunvcd to 
England, cxpe<51ing, from the interpo- 
fition of his friends in the Miniftry, that 
his pardon would be obtained ;' but in 
this he was difappointed. The Duke of 
Grafton, to whom be applied by letter, 
behaved with gi-ca^ coldnefs on the oc- 
cafion, and referred him to Lord Chat- 
ham, with whom he appears not to have 
been on good terms. He was therefore 
oblige^i to return to jParis, where he wrote 
«nd printed his famous Letter to the, 
Duke of Grafton, which has fmce been 
fo much celebrated. Finding that no 
dependance was to be placed on his for- 
mer friends, after a twelvemonth interval, 
he tock the refolution, apparently a def- 
perate one, of depending on his own 
exertions 'only for extricating himfelf 
firom his di&culties. Accordingly, in 
the beginning of the year 1768, he again, 
to the fui-prife of every one, made his 
appearance in London ; and on the 4th 
of March tranfmitted a fubmilfive letter 
to the King, requefting a pardon, of 
which application no notice was taken. 
On the 16th of the fame month he cifered 
himfelf a candidate to re pre fen t the city 
of London, and at the c\o{g. of the poll 
on the 23d was found to have polled 
1247 votes. Not difiiearten^d at this 
failure^ he immediately declared his in- 
tention of becoming a candidate for the 
county of Middlcfex, and on the a 8th 
was chofen by a vaft majority. On the 
» 7th of April he was taken up on a ta- 
fias utlagatiwjf and committed to the 
King's Bench, and on the x8th of June 
was fentenced,on the two verdi6^s againft 
him, to be impiiloned twenty- two 
months, to pay two fines of 5C0I. each, 
and to give fecurity for his good beha- 
viour for feven years, hlrtifclf in loool. 
and two fureties m 5P0I. each. 

On the 8th of June the Outlawry 
ifitied againft him was reverfed, whicn 
enabled him to refume the prcceedings 
formerly begun againft Lord Hallifax. 
He was now confined in the King's 
Bench, but his partisans were ftilla^live, 
and on his birth day there was much 
rioting and diforder. On the 28th of 
November he caufed a petition to be 
prefenied to the King, foliciting his 
clemency, and in the cpurfe of this year 
pnbliftied the Introdu6lion to a Hiftory 
of England ^ a frork, which it is ima- 



gined he did not proceed !n ftirther, Bor 
did the fpecimen afford much promifie. 

UndeprefiTed by imprifonment, or the 
rigour of the law, li^ ftili braved the 
vengeance of Government, and ftill found 
himiclf fupported by his friends. On tlw 
a7th of January 1769 he was cholea 
Alderman of the Ward of Farringdoa 
Without, on the dtath of Sir Fnncis 
Gofting 5 and on the 3d of February b^ 
was expelled the Houie of Conunonsy 
for publifhlng with an introduAion €^ 
thanks of Lord Weynaouth, Secretary erf" 
State, to the Officers and Soldiers who 
were on duty in St. George's F^lds, at 
the riot on the loth of May 1768.* Oa 
the 1 6th of February he was re-eledcd, 
and on the next day again expelled. On 
the 16th of March he v^s a third time 
ele6(ed, and on the fucceed^ng; day a third 
time expelled. The Freeholders of Mid- 
dlefex l^ill firmly fupported him, and on 
the 13th of April he was a fourth tiase 
returned ; but on the 8th of May the 
Houfe of Commons declared bis op- 
ponent, Henry Lawes Lutterell, the m- 
tins Member. His caufs againft Lord 
Hallifax was at length (nth November) 
broueht before a Jury, who awarded him 
40001. damages. In this year a focicty, 
calling itfelf Supporters of th«k Bill of 
Rights,. iuttitutcd itfelf for the purpoie 
of relieving him from l^is debts, which 
the members of it, after fome difficulty* 
accomplifhed. 

He at length regained his liberty on 
the 18th of April 1770, and took his 
feat in the Court of Aldermen. It was 
foon difcovered that thgre was a difference 
of opinion in many jSints between him 
and feveral of his former friends. Early 
in 1 77 1 a rupture between him and Mi^ 
Home (now Home Tooke) produced 
hoftilities in the newipapers, and both 
parties exerte4 the ir abilities in abudaig- 
each other with much acrimony, to the 
great entertainment of the public, though 
little to their o*vn credit. After fomo 
time it was found that the world wa^ 
pervcrfe enough to believe both the Gen* 
tlcmen in their unfavourable reprefcnia- 
tion of each other. Mr. Wilkes foon 
faw this effeft of the controverfy, and 
wifely withdrew hs>m it on beirg choiea 
Shcriflf on the 3d of July 1771. Hi» 
antagonift alfo, being left to hinUclf 
without an ''opponent, and feeling the 
dilgracc which he had brought on him- 
felf, alio prudently and filentiy quitted 
the field, difccmiited and dilappcinted. 
Qn the 8tb of Oilobcr 1772, Mr. 

\Yiikc| 
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Wffkes was by't4ic Livery clc£^ed one 
o£ the perfons to be felcfVcd for Lord 
Mavor, but was not choi'en by the Court 
of Aldermen ; and the fame circumftance 
happened the fucceeding year. On the 
third year (1774) he was again elefted in 
the lame manner, and approved by the 
Court of Aidermen. On the 20th of 
Oftober he was again ele6led Member 
■ for the county of Middlefex, and was 
permitted to take his feat without mo- 
leflation. The popularity which he had 
hitherto enjoyed was now to fufFer fome 
diminution. In the beginning of 1776 
Sir Stephen Theodore Janflfen refigned 
the office of Chamberlain, and Mr. 
Wilkes was a candidate to fucceed him j 
when, notwitt|Aanding every exertion in 
his favour, and every art employed, he 
lolt his ele^ton, and Mr. Aidtruian 
Hopkins was chofen, by a majority of 
177. He made ai>cjher effort in the 
fucceeding year with equal ill fuccefs ; 
and on a third attempt in J778, was 
again rejefted, having only 287 votes 
agajnil 12x6. His ficuation at this rime 
was truly melancholy : his intereft in the 
?ity appeared to be loit j a motion to pay 
bis debts hnd been rejetUd in the Com- 
mon Council } he was involved in diifi. 
culties of various kinds $ his creditors 
Were clamorous ; and fuch ©f his pro- 
pcity which could be alcertained, and 
amo'ngft the reft his books, had been 
taken io execution : thofe.who formerly 
iupported hin^ were become cold to his 
folicitations, and languid in their exer- 
tions, and the clouds of adverfity feemed 
to gather round him on every fide, with- 
out a ray of light to chear him. While 
fn this ibrlorn Itate, fortune again unex- 
pefledly took him by tlig hand . In 1 77 (^ 
Kir. Hopkins died, and Mr. Wilkes at 
length obtained an eftablininient, which, 
profiting by experience, rendered the 
remainder of his life eafy and comfort- 
able. On the I ft of December he was 
chofen Chamberlain, by a majority of 
1972 votes, and continued to fill the 
office with credit to himiclf, and to the 
fatisfa^lion of his conftituents, during 
the reft of his lite, in fpite of fome feeble 
attempts at pppofition to him. 

In 1780 he was agajn ele£led Knight 
of the Shire for Middlefex, and the fame 
honour was conferred on him in 178.^ ; 
after which he made no folicitations, and 
at the next ele^ion permitted another 
ti?ri!frrc<J^ chofen, without interfering 
{a ^y manner, Jn the riocs of 1789

his conduct obtained great applatife. On 
the 3d of May i78'2 his annual motion 
for relcinding the vote of his expulfion 
was fuccel'siul, and he from time to time 
published fpeeches on various queftions^ 
which he either made or attempted to 
make in Parliament, the greater part of 
which he publiihed in 3 vols. xzmo. 
1777 ^^ 1782, and afterwards in i vol. 
8vo. He likewife printed feparate aa^ 
admirable defence of Mr. Haftings, in a . 
fpeech on the impeachment. In 1790 he^ 
printed a few copies of fplendid editions 
of Catullus and Theophraftus, for par- 
ticular friends, and lately, A Supplement 
to the Mifcclianeous Works of Mr. 
Gibbon. 

In the latter period of Mr. Wilkes*s 
life he had been very attentive to his 
health, and by avoiding all excefles, was 
enabled to extend his exiftepce longer 
than ecu id well be cxpefted from the 
turbulent fcenes he had paffed through, 
and the variety of diftrcffes he had at 
times experienced. The powers of his 
mind never failed him, and his fpeech to-, 
Admiral Waldegrave, not many days 
before his death, is an evidence that his 
faculilcs were not in the leaft affc6led. 
He died with great compolure on the 
a6th of Peceir.btr 1797 } and by his will 
gave to John Smith, an officer in the 
Kaft India Company's fervice, lool. — to 
Mrs Amelia Arnold, the houfe in Ken- 
fington Gore, with all the fmniture and 
ready money in it, and loool. — to Har- 
riet Wilkes, of Kenfington Gore, the 
houfe in the Ifle of Wight, all the fur- 
niture, Sec, and 2000I. — to William 
Montague, 200I. — to Henry Parkeff 
20I. — toJamesBowdon,iol. — to Charles, 
fon of William Montague, 20I. — to 
Richard Keys, James By field, Thomas 
Smith, lol. each— to all his fervants, 5 
guineas each. His daughter refiduary 
legatee, and ffie^ with William Montague^ 
were appointed executors. The will was 
proved as the teftator dying pofTeifed of 
lefs than jo,oool. 

His remains we|^ interred in a vault 
in GroiVenor Chapel, South Audley.- 
ftreet, according to the di^cftions of his 
will, being near to where he died. A 
hearie and three mourning coaches, and 
Mifs Wilkes's coach, formed the caval- 
cade ; and eight labouring men, drelTed 
in new black cloaths, bore the deceafed 
to the place of interment, for which^each 
man received a guinea, befides the fuit 
oif cloaths. He has alio duro^^ a tablet

^T^HE rlMiIty of Man has treated few 
I argumeQts with more attention and 
re^eft, than thofe which tend to enlarge 
the boundaries of human wifdom, and 
jbtter him with the profpe£l of attaining 
"aibrolute perfection : the enthufiaft has 
Abutted in the plumes of fancied fupe- 
riority, the philofopher has gravely con- 
gratulated his fellow creatures on the 
approach of that period, when vice (hall 
VBRlce her final exit from the world ^ 
when deep, that prefent obvious proof 
of imbecility, fliall no longer be needed $ 
and Man, by his own energies, ihall 
«rotra6t life, and fet diieafes at defiance. 
Bven thofe whofe calm and religious 
ientiments hourly imprefs them with a 
^nfciouihefs of the real inferiority of 
Man, have in fome fort acquiefced'in the 
reigning opinion j they have thought 
emulation the grand fpring of human 
endeavour, and that the youth who en- 
ters the world, imprcfTed with an idea 
of the excellence of thofe around him, 
will exert all his powers to attain tha^ 
^cellence, and confequently (he fyftem 
which began in error, will end in reality. 
It is time, however, to confider whe- 
ther the efFecl be always fuch as thefe 
friends to the human race have repre- 
sented it? and whether difappointment 
id our darling expe^ations may not give 
|>irth to many of thofe vices which it 
|hoiId be the endeavour of the philo- 
Ibpber to er»dicat« 4rom the bunun 



breafl ? Youth is the feafon of romantic 
attachment j he enters the world, con-^ 
vinced of the jperieflion of thofe around 
him ; he rejoices, and expels evcrf 
bofom to vibrate in unifon } he g^evesj^ 
and is aftoniflied if he find not every eyt 
clouded with forrow. Can the writers, 
who have filled him with thefe expefla* 
tions, wonder at the depravity or melan-* 
choly which too frequently follow the 
convi6lion of their fallaj^, and ought 
they not to reproach themlelves with th^ 
confequences of thofe opinions which 
their works are calculated to infp^re } 

Celfus entered the world with every 
advantage ; to fortune he was indebted 
for a liberal independence, and h^ in* 
herited from nature a pleating form, a 
found conftitutiou, an excellent under- 
flanding, and a feeling heart. He was 
remarkable at fchool for his quicknefs 
in comprehending the beauties of tht 
Cladlcs, inlbmuch that it was propheGed 
on all hands that he would make a bril- 
liant figure in life. Childhood is per- 
haps the feafon of all others in whic^ 
excellence brings the fweeted re^ompenot 
to the poifeflbr, being feldom blighted by 
envy, or clouded by dctraftion. But 
notwithftanding the applaufcs which the 
talents and virtues of Celfus in(]pired| 
his fchoolfellows could not fail to remark 
the inconftancy with which he varied his 
friendfhips ; the intimate firiend of to* 
<by being frequently flightly noticed oh 
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tHe'i no iT O W , tnd utiBy l u i w tc a on the 
it^ en^ag ; this circumibmce» which 
tiey afcriUd to pride, did not fail to 
#Nop the idmlratlon hit ichoolfeilow« 
feh for htm. Cci(ut» in fpitt of this 
liiHi^y ptifed through his ejtercifes with 
pncoamon applanfe, which was rather 
Incrcafed than leflcned during a refidence 
0f three years at Oxford ; and having 
tntered himfeif a ftudent ^t the Temple, 
We are now to conficler him as thrown 
upon the theatre of the worid, to aft the 

£art to which chance or inclination (ball 
trcft him. 
During his ftay at fchool, CeiAra had, 
frcm a grandeur and elevation of fenti* 
menc inherent in him» chiefly addifted 
fiimfelr to the ftudy of thofe authors who 
have reprefented mankind in the faireft 
j)oint ofyicw. The Piftorals of Theo- 
critus and Virgil delighted his imagi- 
mtion, the Romances of Taffo and . 
AHofto charmed his fancy, and adiled 
new force to his univeri'al benevolence i 
lie learnt firom H9mer to equip fleets and 
armies to redrels private wrongs, and 
'Was plcafed to fee the Goddefs of Wif- 
^om-herfelf defccnd from Heaven to guide 
her favourite in his paflage through life. 
Among the moderns, Addiibn was his 
tt^teft favourite j and if a paflage in 
Boileau or Swift fometimes awoke him 
irom his dream of felicity, he quickly 
ipumed the ungenerous reflexion, and 
ihook it off, « like dew drops from the 
lion's mane.*' 

The fortune, talenti, and vivacity of 
Celfus, no ibooer feen than admired, 
drew a large circle of acquaiintance 
around him, -each contending for his 
friendftiip. The choice of a iriend was 
•the only thing left to contribute to tlie 
felicity of Cellos, and this, in his opi- 
mon, was to fix the happinefs or mifcry 
•f his fatvnc life. In all the works of 
imagination he had pentied, he could not 
fail to remark that his hero was accom- 
panied by fome dear and infeparable 
friend, whofe lenttments exa^ly coin- 
cided fftith hit own } who, when he .went 
^orth^ battle, fought undaunted by his 
fide ) who fhared with him the dangers 
•f the ferns $ and who, in the days of 
iMo ctnce and peaoc, k^ fbpctched befide 
hka in the (hade, alternately chaumiog 
tiM praifte of foiiie fatvourite fair. 

teprcAd with this fisntiment, Celfus 
Mppmcd to br in the company of Mcr- 
Mtor, and fbtrck with the probity of his 
jhwigk ri Md the t (m$ tx n btexprcffdl 
lor (be welfare of his country, determined 
t» tlta hrai the iritnd of hia boion». It 



iv«t not long, however, befoTB CeUbt 
perceived that Mercatorwas not the man 
deflincd by Heaven to participate in hi« 
forrowa and his jo3rs } Mercator rega* 
lated his pafltons by the 4i6Utea of pm* 
dence and reafoil, was in ever^ reipe^ 
too methodical for the ardent dtipafiticii 
of Celfus, and vras therefore quickiy 
iighted, smd quicklv fofTOtten. A ievr 
days afterwards Celfus dined with a i^ 
ciety of falhionable men at a tavern ia 
6t. James's- ftreet, and among thole wfi^ 
diltingniihed themielves by merriment or 
nolfe, cduM not help being partlculail^ 
ftruck with the elegant appearance^ 
fprightly converfation, and briiliant as* 
partees of Audax ; to Audax, therefore^ 
he vowed eternal friendship, and this vow 
Audax, in the intoxication of the mo« 
mcnt, willingly repaid. A league was 
forthwith formed, the two friends ap- 
peared infeparable at all the rtforts of 
gaiety and diOipation, and Celfus and 
Audax ibortly became the Pylades and 
Oreftcs of the town. For the firfl raontli 
Celfus fwam in an ocean of delight. 
" At length," he exclaimed, «< I have 
attained the wiih of my heart, a friend 
polTcflcd of everv virtue and every ac* 
compHlhment, wnofe appearance gratiAea 
ray vanity, whofe good-humour is x_ 
never- failing fource of pleafuft, whofir 
wit exhilarates, and wnofe virtue ea- 
forces efteeml" A few months weiTC 
fufficieiit to awaken Celfus from his 
dream of felicity ; he found the animal 
fpirits and gaiety of Audax a poor f«b* 
ititute for the more durable qualities of 
good fenie and virtue, was (hoftly duped 
by his infeparable friend in an amorous 
adventure, and had juft reafoned hiodelf 
into a determination to challenge his per« 
fidioui aiTociate, when he learnt, to hia 
infinite fatisfaflton, that Audax had that 
morning been killed in a duel. Foiled 
but no| deterred from his purfuit, Cdftis 
/hortly attached himfclf to two fellow- 
ftudents, one of whom had obtained the 
chara^er of a Bon Vivant, and the other 
that of a Lover of VertG. Thefe tenns 
i/rms in their literal couftniAion under ^ 
flood to fignify a Good Liver and a 
Lover of Virtue : a few days were fuf- 
ficiient tp convince him of his miiiake | 
the Good Liver died under a diiMtr 
occafioaed by excefiive gluttony, and the 
Lover of Virtue narrowly cfcaped an Old 
Bailey profecution for robbing the ca« 
binet ot his benefk^torof fone valotbls 
gold, and fiiver coina. 

It would be % tafk equally firoidafa mi 
unpleal'ant, to follow Celfus thfough 
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tbe masts of error into which his lofty 
opinion of hirofelf and others had brought 
him. He foHcited the friendship of the 
eiegant» and wondered to find them tri- 
fling and empty j he courted the regard 
•f celebrated authors, and was aftoniihed 
Bot to find them equally celebrated for 
|;raceful manners and polite behaviour : 
Se flighted artiils becawfe they were not 
fafhionable men> and fafhlonabie men 
frecaufe they were not artifts 5 till tired 
anddifappointed, his fpirits forfuokhimy 
his appetite failed^ he became a Hoven 
in his appearance, and feemed polling 
with haity ftrides towards chagrin and 
death. In this extremity he determined 
his whole foul to Candidus, the onlv 
friend who had watched his prog^rels witn 
real concern, without importuning him 
with empty profeiRons of friend Hiip. 
Candidus heard the little flory of his 
misfortunes with more concern in his 
heart than he chofe to exprcfs in his 
countenance ; and when he had finifhed, 
thus addrefTed him : ** Mv dear Celfus 1 
Your difappointment is the natural con- 
fequence of that lofty irritability of mind, 
wiiich feeks abfolute perfeflion in thofe 



about it $ ai^ being difappointcdt qvar* 
rels lik^ a child with itlclf and »n the 
world. A very moderate degree of ex- 
perience might convince you, that Per- 
fe^lion is not attainable by Man ! and 
that wifdom and policy equally dii^i:* 
to him rather to be content with what 
nature offers, than wailv; hi,s health aid 
fpirits in fccking that whic!^ natuic never 
intended him to obtain. You beat yoor 
imagination with viliomry excellence, 
and then walk abroad, iccking to embody 
the phantom : you arc toiled in vcur 
fchemes, fall out with the world, aiw the 
world in ^ts turn foils out with ycu. 
Life has been frequently and apily c ra- 
pared to a journey in a ftagc coach.

LORD MANSFIELD. 

The following anecdote of the defigna- 
. tion of this great Judge to the ftudy of 
the X«aw is told on the higheft autho- 
rity : — One day, in company with Mr, 
Foley and fome other young men at 
'Chril^. Church, he mentioned his inten- 
tion to take orders, and how linall his 



profpefts were in that profeflion. Mr. 
Foley exprcfll-d his wonciei' at this, as he 
was certain, from Lcid Mansfield's ge- 
nerally acknowledged talents, he would 
rife to the ^rcateft honours of the Bar. 
Lord Mansfield mentioned his pecuniary 
embarraffinents, and that he had not in- 
come enough to fupport him till he made 
money by his p'"''^*^^*^'''' ^^^' Foley 
immediately aiTured him, that (if he 
would permit him) he would give him, 
out of the income, four hundred pounds 
a-year, which his father allowed him, 
and which was much more than he 
wanted, one hundred and fifty pounds 
a-year for fcvcn years. This, atier 
much hclltation. Lord Mansfield ac- 
cepted 5 and to the gcnerofity of his 
friend the Bar is indebted for one of iti 
greateft ornaments. Lord Mansfield lived 
cv^r afterwards in habits of the greateft 
intimacy and friendihip with Mr. Foley 
(who afterwards became Lord Foley, 
and was known by th« name of th« 
Batchelor Lord of tnat name), and^ ap- 
pears to have been conltantly attentive 
to any one who bore the name of Foley. 

NOEL D^ARC0N!«E.

Noble** 
man, now at the 9^P^ ^^ Good Hope,

qucncc, his learning, and his Love of his 
country, did not appear in them. 

GENERAL WOLFE. 

This intrepid Officer laboured under 
a mo(f horrid difeafe of tiis bladder 
during the fiege of Quebec, in which he 
fo nobly fell ; and faid to his furgcon, a 
few days before he died, ** I know you 
cannot cure my complaint, but pray 
make me up fo that I may be without 
pain for three days, and able to dol my 
duty ;• thjit is all I want,'' 

LORD CHATHAM 

Had been ill for a long time before-, 
unhappily for the country, he fell down 
in the HouCe of Lords, and was Rruck 
with death. Mrs. Hood requefted^him 
not to go to attend his duty in Parlia« 
ment, as ihe was atTured he would die 
if h6 did. "That I know very well. 
Madam,*' replied he ; " but I am ftill 
refolved to go ; for I dcfire to live no 
longer than I can a6^, no longrr than I 
can attempt to ferve my count; yj*' in 
this fpirited exclamation imitating Pom- 

}}ty the Great, when he told his phy- 
ician, who wilhcd him not to embark 
for his celebrated expedition againft the 
l^irates, •* There is no ncccflity of liv- 
ing, but there is a ncceffity for my 

Lord Chatham, independent of hit 
(agacity and of his eloquence, had many 
qualities requifite to conftitute a great 
man. In public his manners were dig- 
nified, in private they were fafcinating ; 
and his public education (that of the 
army> had given him the knpwledge of 
the world, and that intuition into the 
chara£le^& of men which a private asd 



a confined education can never procure,* 
and which is but too apt to render eveiT 
perfons of confiderable talents infoleot 
and alTuming, as having never pafied* 
through the ufual gradations of difci* 
plineand of fubordination, 

MONTESqjJJIFU,. 

In one of his pofthumoirt workv 
fpeakiog of Gothic archite6tore, fays, 
•• This architefture appears extremely 
varied ;- but the confunon df it» orna- 
ments fatigues the mind by their fmall. 
nefs, which is the reafon that we cannot 
diftinguifii one from the other ; and their 
number is fo great, that there is no 
lingle one upon which the eye can reft f. 
fo that it difpleafcs even by the meant 
that have been taken to raakeii.pleafe.'* 
Montefquieu appears to be miftaken in 
this pofition. The fmallnefs and in- 
finity of the ornaments certainly exhibir 
BO particular cffe^ of any pan, bur 
caufe them to be loft in the generah 
eife^t of the whole, and rather make ic 
appear as one rough* (Urface than as 
divided into certain minute portions. 
The late Mr. Thomat Warton has (broc 
excellent obfervations on Gothic archi- 
tecture, in 'his notes on his * Fairy- 
Queen i' and left behind in MS. many^ 
more, which we hope will foon be 
printed under the infpe^ipn of hi» 
elegant and clalfical brother. 



SIR JOSHITA REYNOLDS, KlTt. PR£- 
SrOENT OP THE ROYAL ACADEMY^ 

Though this great Painter, as Dr* 
Raw ley {iy% of his godlike patron Lord 
Bacon, was no great plodder upon 
books, yet from the oonverfation of 
other perfons, from his- own welUdt- 
redted reading, and from the naturaf 
fagacity of his mind, he had colle^ed 
together fuch a variety of materials on: 
moil fubje£ts, that his writings an<^ 
converfation teemed with general po» 
fitions, and with abftra6t propofitions^ 
that refemblcd very much the apho- 
rlfms of Lord Verulam himfclf. To 
the ingenious Mr. Malone ^he world 19 
much- indebted for printing, in his ' Life 
of Siv Jofhua,^ fome of his MSS« ob^ 
fervations on his own profeflion, " in 
which one particularly fees that power 
of generaiiaaiiony the concomitant of 
genius, and- the attendant upon great 
and forcible mioda.*' Sir Jo&ua fays, 
with that ingcnuoufne^ in owning his 
defeats which' ar mind confcious of fa* 
pcriority only willcxhibit, ♦• Not having 
3 the; 
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'fHt a<]vantage of an early academical 
education, 1 never ppficlTcd that facility 
of drawing tl^e naked Egurc which an 

-artift ought to have. It appeared to me 

•too late, ^hen I went to Italy, and 
began to feil my own deficiencies, to 
ffudeavour to acquire that readincft of 
invention which I obferved others to 

.pofifefs. I confoled myfelf, however, 
by remarking, that thofe ready in- 
ventors are extremely apt to acquiefce 
in imperfection ; and that if I had not 
their facility, I (hould, for this very 
reafon, be more likely to avoid the dc- 

^f eft which too often accompanies it, a 
trite and common-place mode of inven- 
tion. How difficult it is for the artift 
who profeflcs this facility to guard 
againft careleffnefs and common-place 

•invention, is well known; and in 
Metaftano,'in a kindred art, is an eroi- 
acnt inftance^ who always complained 

*of the great difficulty of obtaining cor- 
reftneis, in confeijuence of having been 

•in his youth an improvifitore •. . . • 
1 confidcred myfelf as playing a great 
game in art," adds Sir Jolhua, *• and 
•indead of beginning to fave money, I 
laid it out fatter than I got it, in pur- 
chafing the bcft examples of art that 
could be procured ; for I even borrowed 
money for this purpofe. The poflVfling 
portrait? by Titian, Vandyke, and Rem- 
brant, 'I confidered as the beft kind of 
wealth. rBy ftudying carefully the 
works of the great matters, this ad- 
jrantage is obtained ; we find that cer- 
tain niceties of expreflion arc capable of 
being executed which otherwife we 
-might fuppofe beyond the reach of art. 
Thfs gives us a conifidence in ourfelves, 
and we are thus incited, not only to 
endeavour at the fame happincfs ofv 
execution, but alfo at other congenial 
excellencies. Study, indeed, confitts in 
learning to fee nature, and may be 
called, the art of ufine other men's 
minds f. By this kind of contemplation 
And exertion we are taught to think in 



their way, and fometimet to attain to 
their excellencies. Thus, for inttance, 
if I had never fcen any of the works of 
Corregio, I (hould perhaps have never 
remarked in nature the cxpreflion which 
I find in one of his pictures; or, if I 
had remarked it, I lliould have tbouglit 
it too difficult, or perhaps impolfible, to 
be exccutecj." 

^'-So defirous was he," fays his inge^ , 
nious Biographer, '* that the Cathedral 
of St. Paurs ihould be decorated with 
fculpture (which he thought would be 
highly beneficial to the Arts), that he 
prevailed upon thofe who were con- 
cerned with him in the management of 
Dr. Johnfun^'s monument, to confent 
that it (hould be placed in that Cathe- 
dral. In confequence 6f the ardour 
which he difplayed upon the fubjeft, it 
was thought proper to depofit his body 
in the crypt of that magnificent ch^irchi 
which, indeed, had another claim alfo 
to the remains of this great Painter ; 
for in ttie fame ground (though the 
^aiKient building conftru^ed upon it has 
given place to another edifice) was in- 
terred, in the middle of the latt cen- 
tury, his great predeccflbrSjr Anthony 
Vandyke J*' his inferior in two branches 
of the art, in light and ihade, and im 
beauty and variety of back-ground. 
To depofit Sir Jofliua's corpfe in the 
crypt of St. Paul's, is doing vefy little 
honour to his talents, and by no nvcans 
bringing them into remembrance; un- 
lel^ a iTaruc or a monument, of fome 
fizc and fplendour, indicate where the 
.remains of -the Britifh Apciles, the 
painper of grace and expre(rion?, are 
depofikCd. 

FJ^THER PAUL SARPT. 

The dying wilh of this great patriot 
of Venice has not been fulfilled, ** EJlo 
perpetua ! * — May it latt for ever I — 
The power of the French, which, like 
a baleful, comet, does roifchief to the 
general fyttem of the Univerfe, without

^old is beyond other metals j that the

In contradiction to the opinion of the 
Ancients, and perhaps of the Moderns, 
the Author inverts the order, and" en- 
deavours, plaufibly at leaft, to prove that 
the firft was the Iron Age, and the la(t, 
when it (hall pleate Heaven to fend it, 
will br that of Gold— no Golden Age 
having yet exifted^ except in the iroagi- 
vation of poets. 

iif then notices the coijyidences to be 



found In various unciviiized countrici^ 
though diftant from each other, and 
marks the chara6teriftics of the firlt (tatc 
of man in his lavage ftatCv which he 
denominates very jpropcrly the Iron Age. 
The Bin7cn Age then lucceeds, whjch 
he confidcrs as that ftate of fociety whca 
people begin to refufe immediate grati- 
fication for future convenience. The' 
charaCteriftics of this period arc then 
pointed out, which bring on the Silver 
Age, which is I'uppofcd to be the prefent. 
The inlprovements of the prefent times 
in preference to the paft are then tur- 
forily enumerated and difculfed, and the 
Author concludes a very entertaining 
difquifition in the following terms :

He had heard a harper at Bath— the per- 
former was foon left harplefs— 'and now 
Fifcher, Abel, and Giardini were all 
forgotten — there was nothing lilcc chords 
and arpeggios ! He really ftuck to the 
harp long enough to play fcveral airs 
with variations, and, in a little tirae» 
would nearly have exhaufted all the pieces 
ufually performed on an inftrumcnt in- 
capable of modulation (this was not a 
pedal- harp), when another vifit from 
Abel brought him back to the viol-di- 
gamba. 

"He now fow the impcrfeftion of 
fudden founds that inftantly die away — if 
you vtranted a JlaccaiOt it was to be had 
by a proper management of th^ bow, and 
you might alfo have notes as long as you 
pleafe. The viol /li-gamba is the only 
mllruracnt, and Abel the prince of mn« 
^cian^ ! 

*< This, and occafionally a little flirta- 
tion with the fiddle, continued foroc 
years j when, as ill luck would have it» 
he heard Crofdill— but, by. fomc irregn- 
jarity of condu^lj for which I

anyielt of every partiality^ and fpeak of 

Jbim as he really was. I am the rather 

induced to this, by feeing accounts of 

Isim and his works given by people who 

were unacquainted with either, and, 

^onfequently^ have been mifiaken in 

both. 

** Gain(borough'*s profefllon was paint- 
ing, and mufic was his amufement — yet, 

there were times when mufic feemed to 

ht his employment, and painting his di- 

^erfion. As his ikill in jnufic has been 

•celebrated, I will, before I fpcak of him 

-as a i>ainter, mention what degree of 

merit he poflelTed as a mufician. 

" When I firft knew him he lived ^t 

JBath, where Giardini had been exhibit. 

ing his tbm unrivalled powers on the 

violin. His excellent performance ^ade 

Gainlborough enamoured of tliat inllru- 

xnent $ and conceiving, like the Servant- 

jnaid in the Spe6\atQr, that the mufic lav 

in the fiddle, he was frantic until he poft 
iciifed the 'vtry inih-ument which had 

J;iven him fo much pleafure— but feemed

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icconirt, Ke neitber took up, nor bought 
•he violoncello. All hit paflion for the 
Bafs was vented in defer! pt ions of Crof- 
<4iirs tone and bowing, which was rap- 
turous and enthufiailic to the lall degree. 
'* More years now pafltd away, when 
tipon Iceing a Theorbo in a- pieluie of 
Vandyke's j he concluded (perhaps, be- 
taufe it was finely painted) that the 
Theorbo muft be a fine inftrument. He 
recoUefted to have heard of a German 
froftffmr, who, though no more, I ftiall 
4«rbear to name — afcendcd per varios 
rtoifus to his garret, where he found 
him at dinner upon a roafted apple, and 
iinoking a pipe—* ♦ • fays he, I am 
•come to buy your lute—

" In this manner he frittered away his 
mufical talents \ and though pofiefl^ of 
ear, tafte, and genius, he never had ap^ 
{>lication enough to learn his notes. He 
fcorned to take the firft ftep, the fecond 
was of courfe out of his reach 5 and the 
iiimmit became unattainable. 

** As a painter, his abilities may be 
eonfidered in three different departments^. 

** Portrait, 

" Landfcape, and 

** Groups of Figures— to which mufi 
be added his Drawings. 

** To take thefe in the abovementioncd 
order. 

«< The firft confideration in a portrait^ 
efpccially to the purchalcr, is, that it 
be a perftt^ likerefs of the fitter —-ia 
this relpeft, his (kill was unrivalled — 
the: next point is, that it is a good 
piAure — here, he has as often failed as 
lucceeded. He failed by afFe6ling a thiix 
wafliy colouring, and a natching Ityle of • 
pencilling — but when, from accident or 
choice, he painted in the manly fubftan- 
tial ftyle of Vandyke, he was very little, 
if at all, his inferior. It fliews a gi'eat 
defed in judgment, to be from choice, 
wrong, when we know what is right. 
Perhaps, his belt portrait is that known 
among the painters ^y the nam^of the 
Blue-hoy — it was in the paflefllon of Mr. 
Buttall, near Newport market. 

•' There are three different seras in hit 
landfcapes — his firft manner was an imi- 
tation of Ruyfdael, with more various 
colouring — the feeond, was an extrava- 
gant loofenefs of pencilling \ which, 
though reprcheftfible, none but a great 
mafter can pofTcl's — his third manner, wa* 
a lolid firm ftyle of touch.- 

** At this laft period he poflefied hi» 
greateft powers^ and was (what every 
painter is at Ibme time or other) fond of 
varnifb' This produced theulualefteits- 
— improved the pi61ure for two or threa 
months j then ruined it for ever \ With 
all his excellence in this branch of the 
art, he was a great mannerift — but the 
worlt of his pictures have a value, from 
the iacility of execution — which cxceU 
lence I ftiall again mention. 

** His groups of figures are, for the 
moft part, very pkafing, though unna- 
tural—for a town-girl, with her cloathi 
in rags, i» not .» ragged country girh 
Notwithftanding this remark, there are 
numberlels inftances of his groups at the 
door of a cottage, or hy a fire in a wood, 
&c. that are lb pkaiing as to difam 
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criticifsn. Re fometimes (like Murlllo) 
tave intercft to a fingle figure — his 
Shepherd's boy, Woodman, Girl and 
Pigs,, are cqtial to the beftpi^ures on 
fuch fubjefls— his Fighting Dogs, Girl 
warming herfclf, and ibme others, fliew 
his great powers in this ftyle of painting. 
The very diftinguiflied rank the Girl and 
Pigs held at M, Calonne's fale, in com- 
pany with Tome of the belt pictures of 
the bcft mailers, will fully juftify a com- 
mendation which might elle fccm extra- 
vagant. 

** If I were to reft his reputation upon 
coe point, it Ihould be on his Drawings. 
Ko man ever poflcfled methods fo various 
in producing effeft, and all excellent— 
his waihy, hatching ftyle, was here in 
its proper element. The fubjeft which 
l& fcarce enough for a piflure, is fuflicient 
Hot a drawing, and the hafty loofe handr 
ling, which in painting is poor, is rich 
in a tranlp^rent wafli of biitre and Indian 
ink. P«ihaps the quickelt effects ever 
produced, were in feme of his drawings ; 
and this leads me to take up again his 
facility of execution. 

** Many of hit; piclu^es have no other 
merit than this facility j and yet, having 
it, arc undoubtedly valuable. His draw-, 
ings almoft relt on this quality alone for 
their value 5 but poffcfling it in an emi- 
nent degree (and a%no drawing can have 
any merit where it is wanting) his works, 
therefore, in this branch of the art, ap- 
proach nearer to perfection than his 
paintings. 

«* If 3ie term /<ar/7//y explain not itfelf; 
inttead of .a dehnition, I will illultrate 
it. 

** Should a performer of middling exe- 
cution on the violin contrive to get 
through his piece, the moft that can be 
laid, is, that he has not failed in his at- 
tempt. Should Cramer perform the fanle 
muhc, it would be fo much within his 
powers, that it would be executed with 
eafe. Now, the fuptriority of pleafure, 
"yvhich arifcs Irom the execution of a 
Cramer, is enjoyed from the facility of a 
Gainfborough. A poor piece pci-formed 
by one, or a poor iybjcft taken by the 
•ther, give more pleafure by the manner 



in wjiicb they are treated, thiiJ a 
piece of mufic, and a fublime fubjeSt in 
the hands of aititls that have not tba 
means by which effects are produced, in. 
Jubje&ion to tbem^ To a good painter or 
mufician this illuftration was needleia \ 
and yet, by them onlyt perhaps, it will 
be felt and und^rftood. 

'< l^'f way of addition to this (ketch o£ 
Gainiborough, let me mention a few wai^ 
cellaneous particulars. 

*^ He had no relifti for biftorical paint« 
ing — he never fold, but always gave 
away his drawings-^ commonly toper- 
fons who w«ie pertc^ly ignorant of their • 
value*. He hated the harpiicbord and 
the piano- forte. He difliked fmging» 
particularly in parts. He dctefted read- 
ing ; but was fo like Sterne in bis letters* 
that, if it were not for an ortginality that 
could be copitfd from no one, it might 
be fuppofed that he had formed his ityie 
upon a clofe imitation of that autlK>r* 
He had as much pleaiure in looking at a 
violin as in hearing it — I have feen him 
for many minutes furveying, in filcnce, 
the perfefiions of an inltrument, firom 
the juH: proportion of the model, aod 
beayty of the work man ftiip. 

^< His con venation was fprightly, but 
licentious — his favourite lubjcds wero 
muJic and paint.ing, which he treated in 
a manner peculiarly his own. The com-* 
mon topics, or any of a fuperior-caft» htt 
thoroughly hated, and always intemi]^d 
by fome Itroke of wit or humour. 

** The indilcriminate admirers of my 
late friend Avill confider this (ketch of his 
character as far beneath his merit ; but 
it muft be remembered, that my wi(h was 
not to make it perfe6V, but jull. The 
fame principle obliges me to add — that 
as to bis common acquaintance he was 
fprightly and agreeable, fo to his inti- 
mate friends he was fmcere and honeft* 
and that his heart was always alive to 
every feeling of honour and gencrofity, 

<* He died with this exprclfion — * We 
are all going to Heaven, and Vandyke is 
of the party*— Strongly expreilivc of a 
good heart, a quiet confcience, and « 
love for his proteirion> which only left 
him with his life/* 



" • He prefented twenty drawings to aMady, who pafted them to the wainfcot of her 
dre/Ting.room. Some time after (he left the houfe « the diawin^s, of ^ottf(e> bccocne ^c

fore us. But in a Poftfcript Mr. Pol. 
^hcle fays, «' It is in this manner that 
I have carried the whole of the General 
Hiftory from the point where I noyr 
break, off, through the times of the Ro- 
mans, the Saxons> the Danes> the Nor- 
mans, &c. &c. to the Year 1790. The 
voluminous papers containing thefe ex- 
teniive refearches, ail as complete as 
thofe here printed (and fome indeed much 
more flnilhed) have been for feveral years 
depofited on my (helves. As I proceed 
with the printing, all that remains to be 
done is to retrench exuberances $ other- 
wise the Firfl Volume wculd run oat to 
ft leaft 1500 pages. The papei-s for the 
7birc/ Volume are in the fame ftatc of 
preparation." 

The following remarks of this inde- 
fatigable Author we read and ti*anfcribe 
with concern t 

" Several of my fubfcrJbers have long 
ago feen this vaft accumulation of papers 
with their own eyes ; having noticed 
their arrangement, and lamented that any 
obihcles remained between the MS. and 
the Prefs ; and when I alTcrt that I it^ 
a weight on my mind, which will not be 
removed till I have publiihed the whole» 
no one, I think, poflcfldng common can* 
dour, can doubt tne truth of my decla* 
ration. Who indeed, after having de- 
voted his days and nights, for years, to 
ibch arrangements, could acquiefcc in 
the dreary profpeft of MSS. diftributed 
along the melves of his library, however 
orderly the diftribution ? After all his 
labours, would he fit down compofedly 
with a view of his quiefccnt papers faft 
gathering the duft of oblivion } Con- 
I'cious that he had done as much, within 
a given fpace of time, as any perfon ,in 
his own line of refearch had ever done i 
could he enjoy his confcioufnefs amidft 



TO the induftry and talents of Mr. 
Pclwhele the Public have been in- 
debted for much amufement and much 
iu/^ru£lion. The jgreat objeft that now 
engages his attention muft, when com- 
pleted, form a valuable addition to the 
provincial hiftory of our Country 5 and 
viewing it as the work, oi an individual* 
almofi unaided, and (as we gather from 
hints here and there fcattered) depreifed 
by the uncharitable conftni^ions otfome, 
ind the paHiiiiony of others, we cannot 
withhold the meed of praife due to 
learned labours fo ufefully dire£led. 

The Author*s defign extends to Three 
Volumea. Of thefe the Second, con- 
taining a portion of the Chorography of 
the County, appeared in the year 1794, 
and was duly noticed by us (Vol. xxvi. 
p. 197, &c.). If the reader will take 
the trouble to make the reference, he will 
there find Mr. Polwhele's reafon for be- 
ginning hi» publication with the Second 
Volume. 

The Firft Volume is intended to com- 
prize The Natural Hiltory of Devonihire j 
alio The Government, Religion, Archi- 
te^ure, Arts, Manufadures, Commerce, 
Langua^ and Learning, Perfon s and 
Population, Characters, Manners, and 
Cuftoms of the Danmonians. 

Thefe fubjeAs are defigned to be 
treated under eight Divifions of Time, 
each Period being complete in all the 
ievenU points : viz. 

1% From the Firft Settlensent to the 
Arrival of Julius Caefar. 

II.« From Julius Caefar to Vortigem.

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If (a* we flifpefl) the author has been 
made the dupe qf men who had cruelty 
enough to hold out fallacious promires of 
patronage, or of pecuniary or literary 
aiTittancc, without meaning to accord 
cither the one or the other, we cannot 
wonder at the forenefs evinced in the 
preceding quotation. 

Mr. p. then proceeds to remark on 
fuch gentlemen as have, during the pro- 
grels of his voluminous Hilrory, pub- 
liflicd fmaller works that in fome degree 
interfere with, , and anticipate certain 
pajts of his plan. Of one pcrfon in 
particular he Ipeaks with fome alperity, 
accufing him in plain terms of hav^in^ 
deceived him. It icems they vifitpd to- 
gether the remains of antiquities, and 
mutually communicated their obiervations 
on the fpot without rcferve. Yet the 
gentleman alluded to b/ts, we find, Jiit^ 
\^ ftlrSed for the public eye tboje njery 
articles only which evidently interfered 
with a writer (Mr. P. himfclf) to ivh fe 
pwfuits be always prettnded to ivijb pC' 
cefi^ and ivbom be bad proffjff.d to feiye 
by colUlitn^ tboje identical materials,'^* 

We have in the early part of this ar- 
ticle given tlie reader an idea of the pro- 
poled contents oi the FiTjl f^olume. Thp 
'Second has been already reviewed by us. 
The Tbnd is intended to continue and 
complete the Chorography fo largely 
treated in the Second Volume, with an 
Appendix of Curious Papers, and a Ge- 
neral Index. Mr. P. promiles to pro- 
ceed with the piinring of the work *» till 
it ftiall be "completed. ** For the manner 
(fays he) in which the work will in fu- 
ture be brought forward, let me oblerve, 
that it is the only one by which julHcc 
can be done to the fubje6>. With refpcft 
to the Firlt Volume, for inftance, I could 
eafily print an abridgement of all the 
papers defigned for it in 400 pages. 
This would have faiiified a great num- 
ber of my fubferibers j but it would have 
been merely an b't/iorical outline of De- 
vonlbire. By publilhing the hiftcry in 
portior.s or numbers, I (hall pay a proper 
attention to every part of it ; but this 
will be necefl'anly a flow and tedious 
publication."" 

It is evident enough that our Author 
has fuficred much mcrtification from 
promiles never pertcrmed, and from re- 
ne^^ions ungenerous in thcraiclves, and 
tendered more illiberal by coming from ' 
pcrfons to whole negligence perhaps the 



delay complained of may be principally 
attributable. IVe cannot Doflibly be com- 
petent to judge between Mr* P» wx* tfie 
perfons in quellion : but in the fmcerity 
of our hearts we declare, that of pro- 
vincial hittories we know very few wit|i 
ftronger claims to public encouragenKAt 
than the prefent. 

The Author, we fee, by permifljon, 
dedicates his Firft Volume to a munificent 
Patron, the King } who, we fmcerely 
hope, will not overlook the following 
pafl'age in the Infcription t *' J (hall pro- 
lecute my undertaking with unremitting 
zeal ; nor, amidji all the DiscevRAOE- 
MENTS ivttb lubicb I bai/e to contend, 
fliall I reft fatisfied with my labours till 
I have laid my whole Collection of Pa- 
pers for the Hiftory of Devonfhirc at the 
feet of Yoyr Majefty." 

Thus far of explanation as to the Na- 
ture and Ccnduft of Mr. Polwhele's un- 
dertaking; and thus much we hav^ 
thought it neceflaiy to fay in order to 
account to our Readers for the retrograde 
and partial mode of publication that cuf 
Author has adopted. 

The Volume (or rather Part of a Vo- 
lume) now before us begins with a G^* 
neral Defcription of the County, which 
is followed by fome ingenious Remarks 
on the Air and Weather, illuftrated by 
copious £xtra£l8 from different writeri 
on that fubjeft. In that part which 
treats of Thunder- ftormp, the following 
pafTage from Prince is introduced i 

** In t:he year of our Lord 1638, Oft. 
21, being Sunday, and the congregation 
being gathered together in the parifli 
church of Wydccombe, in the afternoon, 
in fervice tjme, there happened a very 
great darknefs, which ftill increafed td 
that degree, that they could not fee to 
read: loon after a terrible and fearful 
thunder was heai*d, like the noifc of many 
great guns, accompanied with dreadful 
lightning, to the giiat amaiement of thf 
people ; the darknefs ftill cncreafmg that 
they could not fee each other j when 
there prefently came fuch an extraordi- 
nary (lame of lightning as filled the 
church with fire, Imcak, and a loathfome 
fmell like brimftone j a ball of fire came 
in likewife at the window, and parted 
through the church, which fo affrighted 
the congregation that moft of them fell 
down in. their feats, fome upon their 
knees, others on their faces, and fome 
one upon another, crying out of burning 



• The Second Part of the Firft Vclum^ (ippluding the Roman, Saxon, and Nomnan 
periods] 19, we yn^krAand; in the pieftt. 
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ud fcaldingy and all giving up them- 
ulvet for dead. Thit our Mr. George 
Lyde was in his pulpit, and although 
mMch attoniftied> yet, through divine 
mercy, had no harm $ but was a fad 
fpeflator of the hurt and fufferings of 
others, the lightning iVizing on his wife, 
and burning her cloaths and many parts 
of her body, and another gentlewoman 
by her in the fame manner $ but her maid 
and child fitting at the pew door had no 
hurt i another woman attempting to run 
out of the church, had her cloaths fet on 
fire, and was fo miferably fcorched and 
burned, that (he died the fame night. 
One Mr. Mead had his head luddenly 
ftruck againft the wall in the feat with 
fuch violence, that he alfo died the fame 
night, no other hiut being obferved, his 
ion fetting by him had no harm. At the 
fame inftant, another man had his head 
cloven, his ikuU wrent into three pieces, 
and hia brains thrown upon the ground 
whole i but the hair of his head, through 
the violence of the blow, ftuck fail to a 
pillar near him, where it remained a woe- 
ful fpe^lacle a long while after. Some 
i«:at8 in the body of the church were 
turned upfide down, yet thoie who fate 
in them bad little or no hurt. One man 
(oing out of the chancel door, his dog 
ran before him, who was whirled about 
towards the door, and fell down itark 
dead, upon which the maimer ftepped back 
and was prcferved. The church itfelf 
tvas much torn and defaced with the 
thunder and lightning j a beam whereof 
Ijreaking in the midft, fell down between 
the minirter and clerk, and hurt neither : 
the Aeeple was much wrent ; and it was 
obferved, where the church was moft 
torn, there the leaft hurt was done among 
the people. There were none burted 
with the timber or (tone, but one maid, 
who it was judged was killed by the fall 
ot' a (lone $ which might eafily happen, 
fmce (lones wtre thrown down from the 
iteeple as faft as if it had been by an 
hundred men. A pinnacle of the tower 
being thrown down, beat through the 
church : the pillar againft which the 
pulpit ftood being newly whited, was 
turned black andlulphury. There were 
in all four perfons killed, and fixty-two 
hurt, divers of them having their linen 
bufnt, though their outwaid garments 
were not fo much as fmged. The light- 
oing being pa(Ied, and the people m a 
terrible ^maze, a gentleman in the town 
ftcod up and (aid, ' Neighbours, in the 
oame ot God (hall we venture out of the 
iUuich >* . To whom Mr. Lyde, the 



Minifter, anTw^rtd, ' Let us make an 
end with prayer, for it is better to .die 
here than in another place.'' But the 
people looking about them, and ieeing 
the church fo terribly \yrent and torn over 
their heads, durft not proceed in the pub- 
lic devotions, but went cut of the church ; 
ar.d at the fame time the bowling alley, 
near the church-yard, was turned into 
pits and heaps, as if it had been plowed." 
Mr. Priilce then enquires into the caufe, 
the e(Fe6U, and the end of fuch occur- 
rences, with the formality of a philo- 
fophcr without the lagacity, and the 
zeal of a divine without the fobriety. 
The brains of the man that were daihed 
out againft the wall, fo deeply funk into 
it (laid the fexton who (hewed me the 
church) that every attempt to wa(h out 
the Itain was inefte6lual y and the only 
experiment was to plaiiter the ftones, 
Ot this occurrence a Jong defcription, by 
therufticmul'eofWithecombe, is hung up 
a^inft the north wall, to the admiration 
ot theparifhioners.** 

Mr. P. then proceeds to examine the 
fprings, trace the rivers, and'defcribe the 
harbours of the diftri6t. He takes a 
. view of the external afpc6l of the coun- 
try, and is thence led to its fubterranean 
geography, in the latter of wlijch invefti^ 
gaiions much curious matter occurs. In 
moft parts of the county we find either a 
blackifh mould, a thin light (helfy foil, 
or a reddiih or deep red loam. Having 
gone through the mineral, our author 
comes to defcribe the vegetable pro- 
du6lions of the county, and notices a 
variety of plants which ' grow fponta- 
neoully in Devonfliire, generally pointing 
out the fpot where each individual plant 
may be found. The Birds common to 
the county next ensage his attention, and 
a great number ot amufing and.intereft- 
ing f:\Bs are related, in ¥vhich we find 
mingled among (we had almoft faid 
buried under) innumerable quotations, 
much original rem^irk. Infe^ls and the 
Finny Tribe, Reptiles and Quadrupeds, 
next fucceed j and in our progi-el's through 
this part of the work wc have been often 
tempted to tranfcribp. The limits of 
our Magazine, however, render it neccf- 
fary to be very brief. The following 
inftance of canine reQe6lion (cr at leaft of 
reminifcence) is faid by Mr. Polwhele to 
be well authenticated. 
^ ** A gentleman of the name of Ware, 
whole place of rcfidence was a few miles 
from Plymouth, poflcrfed an extraordinary 
fine greyhound -y and having a viator in 
A a a his 
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Kit houle, a conrle wai f h>po{ed, which 
wa» to take place the following day. 
Accordingly, early in the morning a hare 
was found, whole feat had been for a 
long time contiguous to the houfe ; and 
being turned out, an excellent courfe be- 
^n. The hare being at length nearly 
cxhaufted, and the greyhound hard at her 
heels, the inftant he was about to feize 
her (he turned round,— and at the fame 
^ indant the dog defifted from the courfe, 
hung his tail between his legs, and (low- 
ly dunk away. The folution of this 
ssnigma is thus given: the hare was 
recognized as one who when a leveret 
had been brought up in Mr. Ware's 
houfe in habits of intimacy with the 
greyhound when a puppy ; and whenever 
the do&r, from his natural paillon for a 
bit of hare, dealt rudely with her, fo he 
was furc to receive inftant and fevere 
corre£^ion. The confequence of which 
was, that education got the maftery of 
the propenfity given by nature, and with 
a fnap at the hare he ever after conne6led 
the idea of punifhment : in the very heat 
therefore of the courfe, he retollefled his 
pW chuiTT, and dreading chaftifemcnt, 
forbore feixing on her.'* 

Having given a copious account of the 
Natural Hiftory, Mr. P. enters on the 
General Hiftoiy of the County. In the 
firft Seftion, reipefting the Aborigines of 
Danmonium, little is conjefturwl, and 
ftill iefs afcertained : the moft probable 
derivation o? the inhabitants is, no 
doubt, from the continent of Gaul. On 
the fubje^l of their refpef^ive fettlements, 
divifions of land, and Government, we 
have a more fatisfi^lory account. 

Amons^ the national peculiarities of 
Britain, the early relirion of Danmonium 
appears fmgularly ftriking. Its cha- 
rafter of fanflity and wildora attra^ed 
the attention tt the more learned and 
inquifitive among the Gauls. This re- 
ligion was Druidifm ; among the rites 
ot which it was the human facrifice that 
chiefly aftonifted the riations of Europe. 
Mr. Bryant is of opinion, that this myf- 
tical facrifice was a typical reprefentation 
of the great vicarial iacrifice that was to 
come. 



«« At firft there is no doubt (fiijr* Mr. 
P.) but the Druids offered up their hu- 
man vif^ims with views the moft fublime.^

But after the Phoenician colonies had 
mixed with the piimeval Britons, this 
degenerated priefthood delighted in hu- 
man blood ; and their victims, though 
fometimes beaits, were ofteiier men.'* 

With refpe6l to the architcilurc of tlic 
DanmonialiSy Mr. P. tells us, that no- 
thing can be advanced with certainty. 
But if we imagine (lays he) " a Itrong 
fortified manfion-lyntfe Duilt on the fide 
of a hill, and a clufter of inferior bahi^, 
iaiions riGng on the bank of a river, im- 
mediately under the eye /of a fortreiis, and 
a road winding through the vaUey and- 
iloping away till it gain the higher 
grounds, and a beacon on the natural or 
artificial eminence overlookmg the wliole^ 
and commanding the circuuvacent coun- 
try, we may conceive a tolerable idea o^ 
a British town, as reprefented in its pr^ 
raeval rudenefs.** 

We next come to fome ingenious fpe- 
culatlons on the early Agriculture of 
Danmonium. The Mineralogy' is then 
treated of j the Manufa^ures and Com- 
merce fuccecd to confideration, and in- 
clude fome judicious remarks on the 
/hipping and coins of the country from 
the earlieft times to Caelar^s invafion. 

Our intention was,to have concluded thia 
Article with an £xtra6l refpe^in^ the 
Charafter, Manners, and Uiages oi the 
ancient Danmoniairs ; but we are obliged, 
on account of the limits of our work, to 
forego that defign. 

We wifh Mr. Polwhele health, ftrength, 
and (what is as necefihry as either) 
public encouragement, to profccute to 
Its juft conclulion this moft laborious 
but highly ufel'ul undertaking. 



Confiderations upon the State of Public Affairs at the Beginning of the Year \t^%* 
Part the Firft — France, is. 6d. Rivingtons. 1798. 



THE Author of the Pamphlet now 
before us addrefled the Country on 
the State of Public Affairs about two 
years ago. His <« Confiderations** were 



then well received : they had the honour, 
we rccolleft, of being tor fome lime at- 
tributed to Lord Auckland^ and paflfed 
through ievcral editions. 

The 
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The purpofe of his former Work was, 
to fepai-atc the cmifei of the war from 
the do&rtaes of the French Revolution, 
and the objeSs of it from the elbiblifh- 
ment of any particular form of govern- 
Ptent in France 5 to ihcw, that we were 
draggling for ponun initead of opiniont^ 
and for our commerce and marine (to 
which our independence is attached), in- 
flead of fanciful /peculations, and notions 
of piety and abftra£l virtue j to fhew the 
earth over-iun rather than rprr^/^i/; and 
the fences of nations thrown down by 
cannon and foldiers, inttead of go^ern^ 
vients diflurhed by novelties and pbilo- 
fopbers ; to remind men of antient limits, 
of territorial rights, of national liberty 
and national character ; and to hold up 
to view the monftrous ambition of the 
enemy. < 

In the prcfcnt pamphlet, which may 
be confidered as a renewal of tMe fore- 
going fubjefl, our author throws ftrong 
light on the internal pofition of France ; 
for the double purpofc of confidering the 
means Jbe pcfpfj'es of inflicting farther 
. injury in the continued profcicution of the 
war upon this country j and, the probu" 
bility of a civil war arifmg in her own 
bofom, to intercept any part of the injury 
this cohntrv may be prepared to infiia 
upon herfelr by a premature and inade- 
quate peace. 

*« I confefs (fays he) it is not now 
the French revolution that I dread, but 
the 7TtnQ\x grealnefs,^* — *« It is not the 
form of government in France, it is not 
her atheilra, her fpirit of. plunder and 
cruelty, but France berfelf that I hold 
up as theobjeft of juft apprehenfion." 

Throughout this work the author 
bends all his Itrength to roufe, not the 
fears, but the fpirit of Britons. He 
fays : <* It is not quite certain, that we 
have not too much difclaimed ambition ; 
I «!o not know that the fpirit of the 
people would not be higher, if we had 
announced fome brilliant enterprife, fome 
proud and lofty conditions of peace, than 
It appears even now to be tor its own 
laft and neceflary defence — now, that we 
have pulhed our moderation to the ex- 
treme, and purged, by fo many embailies, 
our caufe fr5m the fufpicion of any of 
thofe afpiring views, with which the 
enemy, upon his part, endeavours to 
arouzc and enrage his people** 

He begins with confidering the pro- 
bability of a civil war in France, that may 
revenge the caufe of Europe and of hu- 
manity. On many points of fa6l which 
be producesi he does not pretend to cer* 



tainty j but we give him eafy credit, 
when we retrace, combine, and coaipart 
events recent and pcrfeftly in our owb 
reculie£lion ; and his inferences in general 
claim refpeci. 

, After a fenfible difcuflTion of tlie fub- 
je6t, our Author thinks the probability 
of a civil war not only contJTkil6tory to 
our experience of what the French people 
have endured, but to all jud realbning 
and combination of the future. "la 
my opinion (lays he) there are wanting 
the leeds and principles of a civil war. 
All the elements of revolt and iniurre(Hioi» 
are in the hands of the ufurper j and la, 
the people there is neither dcCre of free- 
dom, nor aClive fenfc of opprefHon '/ 

Kc then proceeds to examine tlie rau 
tural capitais of France, which he con- 
fiders as the fuel and materials of a war 
doomed never to expire but with the 
fubliance it con fumes. 

The wri'ier coniiders under every poioc 
of view the population, the agriculture, 
the wealth, the trade, and the conquers 
of France j her foreign relations, and lier 
ccmmerce j all which are fliewa to be 
inelficient ; and he concludes one of the 
moll fjuritcd brochures we have lately 
f^KVi in the following addrefs to his conn- 
tiymt* n : 

" Behold the people whole prepoderou* 
government affecls the empire of the feas, 
without a fliip of war that dares look 
out of her harbours, and threatens her 
enemies with her own i-uin and calami- 
ties ! To me, I confefs, the menace* 
of the French appear like thofe of other 
madmen. The ravings of the Luxem- 
bourg are like the ravings of thq Bicetre 
— Do this, or give me that, or I wili 
ftab or drown myielf. Yield {o me^ £iy« 
France, or — what ? I will come and 
periih on your fliores : — throw dowa 
your arms, or I will dafli myfelf upon 
your coafts j— woHhip me, or I will de- 
vote hecatombs of my own children j — 
acknowledge my fuperiority, or I will 
tear out my own vitals ! This I confider 
as the r^al fenic and meaning of her ftate 
papers, of her public declarations, if 
that can be called fenfe and meaning-, 
^hich is the jrery paroxyfm of delirium 
and folly.— I ^cannot 'dread the madneiii 
of an enemy, I think it rather our own 
fafety and our own arms. Can I fee 
with trepidation or regret his legiena 
rotting in the marlhes or Calais and 
Ortend, or blighted upon <he bleak hills 
of Normandy ? Can I regard * the Army 
of England,^ but as our glory and ouf 
grize, if ever. (I know not by what help 
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from heaven or from hell) it were to be 
embarked upon the Channel ? Shall we 
befitate to provoke, and call, with our 
prayers at lead, that glorious ifiue of the 
war, in which we may all partake j but 
which, without fome power above us 
fliall oblcure and worfe confound, and 
impel the enemy upon his ruin, we dare 
not hope for ? When. the firft Gaul was 
at the foot of the Capitol, whtn the fcnate 
and the people, the liberty and the gods 
of Rome were befieged in a fingle cita- 
del, and the very name of a nation, def- 
tined to the empire of the world, hung 
doubtful upon the ifTue, the Roman did 
not defcend to meet him there ? but 
waited with ardent hope till he had 
climbed the glacis, then,drove him down 
the tteep Tarpeian with refiftlefs impulie 
and accumulating ruin 5 and muft not we 
have courage to expeft him on thefe fatal 
ihores, where the armada was wrecked, 
and from every cliff of which we have 
beheld his fleets led captive towards our 
iiarbours, and the ocean covered with his 
fragments and his fhame ? 

" We hear of Rome and Carthage 
every day and in every debate, even to 
puerility and pedantry, but without pro- 
fiting much, I think, either as to policy 
or magnanimity from their example. It 
feems, however, certain, that if Carthage 
could have anticipated events, or have 
lived over again her own hiftory, ftie 
would not have been fubdued and extir- 
pated a fecond time-. We, therefore, who 
have the advantage of her experience, and 
can contemplate along with her ruin the 
caufes of it, ought to bring this war to 
a very different iffue and conclufion than 
flie did } our enemies too, tholV dottrels 
and apes of Rome, might at leaft profit 
enough by the fame knowledge, to defpair 
of fuccefs by the prefcnt means : for had 
Carthage difplayed that vigour before 
flic had given up her hollages, her ^fleets, 
and her arms, which flie did after, the 
event of the conteft could not have been 
the fame. The modem Romans, there- 
fore, have afted with impolicy and ab- 
furdity, in pawning our lands, and af. 
iigning our revenues, and raifmg loans 
upon our commerce and our property, 
and dooming our crown artd liberty, be- 
fore we have made thofe funenders which 
Carthage made ; becaufe they have pLced 
H9 in the fituation in which Carthage 
Would have. been if Rome had made thefe 
declarations to her ; in which Carthage 
would have kept, like us, her fleets, her 
arms, her fortrelTcs, and her Hannibal ; 
and in which the event of the Carthaginian 



war mufl have been different from what 
it was. 

** Thefe, therefore, are the ob;e6^« to 
which I would dire£l the attention of 
Engliflimen at the prefent moment. When 
they hear the loud and lofty threats of 
their intemperate enemy, they fhould hear 
his groans alfo $ when they fee his hoHs 
gather on the hills of Brittany, they 
fhould fee, at the fame time, the hollow, 
nefs of his center : they (hould df^jyife 
witb prudence^ as their fathers did, the 
vanity and infolence of a people, whole 
coloHal greatnefs has hitherto been 
equal Fed and fubdued by the moral great- 
nefs of their own country ; they mould 
con|idcr their impotent menaces but as a 
challenge to the folid and fober virtues 
which have fo often defeated them \ .and 
contrail once more, with confidence and 
pride in heaven, and in themfelves, the 
Iterling ingenuous worth and valour of 
the Britifh character, to the drunken cries 
and fury of a multitude, deflined to feed 
the fifhes of our feas, 01*^0 take nothing 
from us but our prifons and our graves. 
^ " Thefe are the points upon which I 
would wifh to fix the attention of the 
Britifh public : I think it is impoffible 
to confider them without feeling inflantly 
all thofe proud and confoling fentiments 
which ought to make us bear patiently 
oxer Jbare in the general calamity tvbiciy 
the ambition of France has let loofe upon 
mankind. That our governors have not 
been able to defend us from every attack 
upon every fide 5 that we have been in 
this place infefted by the moral peftilence, 
and in that have fufiered from the natural 
evil J that here Wc have breathed the 
poifon of her principles, and there op- 
pofed our trealure and our blood to the ' 
violence of her fleets and armies 5 in 
fhort, that we are ^t war, and feel fome 
of the ills infeparable from war, does not 
appear to me, I confefs, to be matter cf 
juit crimination or reproach ag^nfl a 
government of human counfels, and com- 
pofcd of human beings. Tha't we have 
not been unitormly profp'erous ; that we 
liave not been entirely exempted from the 
broad comprehenfive mifchiefj that we 
too have luffered in the temped ; that 
the earthquake has fhak^n our cities al- 
fo ; might be objefled as a crime to thofe 
gods or faints, whom the favagcs and 
idolators that worfhip them arc accul'- 
tomed to fcourge an4 ^hip under thcii' 
own fufferings and misfortunes \ but 
cannot be imputed to men by roan, nor 
by heaven idelf to the counfels of human 
beings, and the limited faculties of 
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human CenCt, The revolution of France 
IS the wreck of -the moral world, and the 
corqucfts of FraiKC are the difiblution 
and dcftruflion of the political order. 
'When I fee what entire and integrrint 
maffes of both the king's minifters have 
prelerved fircm the general ruin, I confefs 
my general gratitude, though I too can 
difcerny perhaps, where to lay the finger 
of blame, or to dire6l the cyk of enquiry. 
But when I perceive that our arms are 
viflorious in every quarter of the globe, 
and that at home we have ftill the bleirmg 
of our invaluable conftitution ; that our 
religion, our laws, and our property, ttre 
maintained and rc(pe£led under it; that 
lue are proteSed, and ate free \ that we 
are independent as a naltion. and, as in- 
dividuals, enjoy a degree of civil liberty, 
of which I defy the mo ft learned difcon- 
tent, and the moft ingenious democracy, 
to (hew me a parallel in any of the old 
republics, at leaft in times of preffure 
and anxiety j when I eftimate what they 



have defended and prcfcrvecj for us, and 
how great a (hare of our ^reateft cala. 
mities the fury of the elements and the 
fcythe of invifible and rcfiftlcfs death 
mull divide with their errors and their 
overfights, then I think that I could not 
withhold from them fome cxpreflions of 
applaufe and thankfulnels, without injury 
to the public, as well as injuftice to 
them ;' and though I cannot fuppreis, 
confiftently with what I feel ns a public 
duty, my wiHies and my arguments for 
loftier counlels in the termination of this 
dreadful contelt, and for a ftriiter eco- 
nomy in the conduft of it, it would be 
difingenuous upon that account to with- 
hold the little honour it is in my power 
to confer upon them, or to conceal the- 
fentimcnts with which I imagine every 
unprejudiced mind will compare and re- 
ward their miftakes and their merits.*'

An Authentic Account of anEmbafly from the King of Great Britain to the Em- 
peror of China, &c. 

[Continued from Page 107.] 



EVEN in fwamps and moraffes the 
Chinefe difplay wonderful examples 
ot agricultural mduftry and ingenuity. 
They form rafts or hurdles of bamboo, 
which they float upon the water, or reft 
upon the moralfes. On thefe rafts they 
fpread a layer of foil, from whence they 
rall'e various kinds of vegetables ; as 
fmall vegetables are fometimes produced 
on fhipbcard,by laying feeds on moiftened 
earth, or even on pieces of flannel, fixed 
in frames, and wetted. By theie means 
the radical leaves of muftard fprout up 
quickly, and are particularly grateful to 
jSerfons long abfent from land. 

From the- Tallow Tree, the Croton 
Sahiferum of Linnaeus, the Chinefe make 
a. large proportion of their candles. The 
fruit, in its external appearance, bears 
fome refemblancc to the berries of the 
ivy. As foon as it is ripe, the capfule 
opens and divides into two, or more fre- 
quently three divifions, and falling off, 
difcovers as many kernels, covered with 
a fleihy fubftance of a fnowy whitenel's. 
This fubftance is fcparated from the 
Jternels by crufhing and boiling them in 
water. The candles made of this fat 
are firmer than thofe of tallow, as well 
as free from ail oflfcnfivc odour. They 



are not, however, equal to thofe of wax - 
or fpermaceti. 

Wicks are made of many different 
materials : thofe for lamps are of the 
amianibus, which burns without being 
confumable in fire ; but for candles a 
Itgbt inflammable ^^ocd is ufed, in the 
lowier extremity of which is fixed a fmall 
tube, to receive an iron pin which is fixed 
on the fiat top of the candlettick, and 
thus fupports the candle without the 
necefllity of a focket. The Chinefe con- 
fidcr this form o f candle ft ick as anfwering 
the purpofe oi :i fave-allt vvhich makes a 
difference of about a ttntb in the con- 
fumption of that article. 

Sir G. Staunton infcrms us that the 
namfs oi t\\t Chinefe are, independently 
of the addition of their qualities, all of 
one fy 1 1 able j as is every word in the. 
Chinefe language. The additions are 
the more necelfary, as a name implies no 
diftiniiion in favour of the family who 
bears it. There are but one bundred 
family names known throughout the 
empire. Each family name is borne by 
perfcns of ail clalVes : identity of fuch 
names implies, hvjwevcr, (bmeconneflion; 
all who bear it may attend the hall of 
their fuppofcd common ancellors. Though 
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MO bixeditaiy nQhllitj cuifts in China, 
P'eiiigree is <hcre an object of ^much at- 
tention. He who can reckon ar.ceftcrs 
to a diftant period, diUinguiflied by pub- 
Jjc fei vices, or priViitc viitues, or by the 
Kcncurs conferred on them incoulcquchc^ 
by Government, is much more relpc6led 
than neiv mtn. The luppofcd dclcend- 
«nts of Coniuclus are treated wiih par- 
ticubr regard, and immunities liave been 
granted to them by the Emperor. The 
Ambition of an iUu/lribui defunt is fo 
general, that the Emperors have often 
granted titles to the deceafed anceftors of 
a living man of merit. This, by the 
way, (liews tither that the faffion of the 
Chinefe for dijiingitijbed anc^ry arifcs 
ibmetimcs to an a^furd extravagance^ or 
that they have very exacted ideas of their 
Emperor** facuky of difcerning and pro- 
dacing virtue j but they art: not the only 
people among whom ^ndt and ambition 
overftrain themfelves, till ridicule lakes 
flacs oirefi>€Si. 

Chapter the Fourth contains a de- 
fcrlption of the city of HanCboo-Foo^ 
"whtre tire travellers remained fome few 
days, while the Embafly was dividing 
into two parties, to take different routes. 
The Embafiador, with the Viceroy of 
Canton, Chawng-ta-Zhit}, were to pro- 
ceed to that capital j while the Mu' d. rin, 
H'jfi-ta-Zhin, undertook to conduct to 
Chu'fan^ Colonel Benfon and the other 
Oentiemen who were going to join the 
Hindollan Indiaman. This Chapter alfo 
relates the circumftanco* of both thofe 
jounuys, 

Wh-.le the party was at Ha:;-CbO'FoOi 
Mr. Baijow and fome other Gentlemen 
of the EnibafTy were invited to fail 
acrofs the lake See- boo, which lay at a 
little diilance to the weftward. A^a- 
goda, which they faw in their progrefs, 
n'ttracUd particular attention : it was 
itnaicd on the verge of a bold penmlula 
that juts into the lake, and was called the 
i^^'f'^ng la, oTtewple of the t bunder ntg 
vy/w./i. Fottr ftories were yet llanding, 
Injt the top was in ruins. Something 
like a regular order was yet dilcernible 
an the mouldering cornices, that pro- 
jciilcd in a kind o^ double curve. Gra!s, 
fl'.rahi>, and mofs, were growing ujx)n 
thwin. AV /1J', the natural produdion 
of luch a place in Europe, was perceived 
upcn It J nor indeed in any other part of 
China. The arches and mouldings were 
of nd, the upright walls of yellow ftone. 
Irs pjt;itnt height dees net exceed one 
hunurtd uj^.d fAei.ty Icct. It rs confi- 



dently afTertfd to hav« been eu^ed In 
the time of Confucius, upwards of tw^ 
tboufand years ago. 

In the route to Cbu'fan by water, it 
happens fbmetimes that the waters of a 
higher canal pafs inunediately into an- 
other of a lower level. This ipecies of 
navigation is not managed in China by 
Jocks or flood-gates \ but a dam is made 
acrol's the extremity of the-uppcr canal, 
by means of a very ftrong and wclU 
compa6:fcd wall ; the top of which is 
level with the furfaceof the upper water. 
A beam of wood is laid on the upper 
edge of the wall, which is rounded off 
towaixls the water. Beyond the wall u 
ilopiD|r plane of ftone- work extends to 
the lowei' canal, in the form of a glacis, 
with an inclination of about forty- five 
degrees, and del'cending near ten feet in 
jkrpendicular depth j at the bottom of 
which the canal is carried along as the 
level of the country will allow, when an- 
other wall and glacis for another canal 
itili lower are conftruded as before. 

In paffing from an upper to a lower 
canal, the veiTel, lifted over the crofii 
keam, Aides down by its own gravity ; 
and to prevent the water fiom flufhtng 
over the decks, or her plunging into the 
canal below, a railing is fixed, at the head 
of the veficl about to be launched, befopt 
which Js placed ftrong niatting at the 
time of the defcent. To draw up a larfift 
veflel from tlic lower canal along the 
glacis into the upper canal, requires 
fometimes the alTi fiance of near a hundred 
men, whofe firengUi is applied by the 
means of bars fixed in one or more cap- 
ftans, placed on the abutments on each 
fide of the glacis. Round the capftan«^ 
is a rape, of which the oppofite extre- 
mity is paffed round the veffePs ftcm, 
which is thus conveyed into the upper 
caval with leji delay than can be done by 
lock?^ but by the exertion of much more 
human force \ a force indeed which irf 
China is always ready \ oi little cofl^^ 
and conftarttly preferred there to any 
other. 

The following account of the 'tartar 
ca'valiy is fupplied by Captain Parifh t 
Tiiey carry howsy wh'ch appears to be 
the weapon held hig]|)eft i^ eltiraation. 
They are made of elaft ic wood tllrengthened 
by horns, which arc connefled in the 
centre by their roots, from whence they 
fpring in diftin6l arc'.ies tow^ards the ex- 
tremities. The ilring is of filk threatls, 
laiil together and firmly 'voulded. The 
airows are armed at the points with a 
4. ftiank 
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Atnk ind ^pefir of ((eel. 60th Chlnefe 
and Tartan ralue themfelves on their 
flcill in the ufe of this weapon. They 
bold it ibmewhat obliquely in the left 
hand. The firing is placed behind an 
Agate ring upon the right thumb j the 
iirft joint of which is bent forward, and 
kept in that pofttion by prefling the 
aniddle joint of the fore-hnger upon it. 
In this fituation the ftring is drawn till 
the left arm is extended, and the right 
hand paiies the right ear. The fore- 
£n^r is then withdrawn from the thumb, 
which inftantly forces the ftring firom 
the agate ring, and difchargcs the arrow 
with coniiderabie force. 

Their armour confifted of an helmet of 
iron, in the form of an inverted funnel : 
the creft, correfponding to the pipe of the 
iimnel, ftands fix or feven inches above 
the head, and terminates in a Ipear. It 
is furronnded by a red taflel. The neck 
is fecured by a niece of cloth, ftuflfed, 
quilted, and ftudded with iron, which 
Aangs forward round the face. On the 
body is an upper and an under drefs of 
doth, alfo quilted and lludded with iron ; 
the latter reaches below the calves of the 
legs, the former only a little below the 
waift. The officers had their hehnets 
^iibed, and ornamented with gold, with 
« higher creft than thofe of the men. 
Their bodies were covered with purple 
•r blue filk, with ftuds of gold or gilt. 
Their boots were of black fatin. 

Some of the troops were armed with 
fwonds only, and the iiger drefs. This 
flirefs is of yellow cloth, with dark brown 
Ihipes fitted to the (hape ; the cap, which 
nearly covers the face, is formed to re- 
jwefent the head of a tiger. They cany 
A ftiield of bamboo, or rattan, painted 
ludeouily to reprefent dragon*s or tiger's 
heads, with open mouths and enormous 
teeth ; and much ftrefs is laid upon this 
terrific appearance. On each Hank of 
the parade a trophy of wood was erefted, 
fiainted, or covered with pieces of filk or 
cotton of bright colours, in feftoons. 
Under thefe were the military manda- 
rines. Tlie mufic was in tents fitted 
for the purpofe. The tnirapeis,4?ppjt- 
rently the proper military mftrumcnt, 
were very large. The ufual compliment 
confifted of three diftina blafts. 

In an account of China it would be 
thought a culpable omiftion to fay no- 
thing on the Aibje^ of the tea- plant. 
The following is the fubftancc of Sir 
G. Staunton's information on this ma- 
luabU exotic : In China, wherever it is 
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regularly cultivated, it rifes from the 
feed fown in rows, at the diitance dF 
about four feet from each other, in lanA 
kept free from weeds. Its perpendicular 
growth is impeded, for the convenience' 
of colkfting its leaves, which is done 
firft in (pring, and twice afterwards Ik 
the courie of the fummer. Its long and 
tender branches fpring up ahnoft firoai 
the root, without any intervening naked 
trunk. It is bufliy like a rofe-tree, and 
the expended petals of the flower bear 
fome rtfemblance to that of the rofe* 
ne largeft and oldeft leatfes^ which are 
the leaft, efteemed, and deftined far the 
lower claffes of the people, are expoied to 
fale with little previous maniputation* 
The young lea'ves undergo no incon- 
fiderable preparation before they are de- 
livered to the purchafer. Every leaf 
paftes through the fingers of a female^ 
who rolls it up almoft to the form it had 
ftftumed at its firft appearance. It is 
afterwards placed upon thin plates cf 
earthen ware or iron $ much thinner than 
can be executed by artifts out of China* 
It is confidently faid that no plates of 
copper are tver employed for that pur- 
pofe. Scarcely any utenfil in China ie 
made of that metal, the chief application 
of which is^ for coin . The earthen plates 
are placed over a charcoal fire, which 
renders the leaves dry and crifp. 

The colour and aftringency of green 
tea is thought to be derived from the 
early period at which the leaves are 
plttckedy and which, like unripe fruity 
are generally green and acrid. The tcS 
is packed into large chefts lined with 
very thin plates of lead, and prefled down 
by the naked feet of Chinefe labourers. 
The upper ranks in China are notwith- 
ftanding as fond of tea as the people are, 
and particularly folicitous in their choice 
of it. That of a good quality is dearer 
in Pckin than in London. By the way, 
this afiertion of Sir G. Staunton do^ 
not feem very well to agree with the 
information derived from aeWs Journey { 
where we are told, that the price of the 
beft tea at Pekin^ either green or bohea^ 
is half an ounce of Jther the Chinefe 
pound J which is equal to what it would 
bs at two JbiUings a pound in England,. 
We are not however to conclude, from 
this inconfiftency, that either of thefe 
travellers has gi*ven an erroneous com* 
putntion. Neither, when we read in 
BelKs Narrative, that the Tartar miliiary 
are very infolent, and almoft infup port- 
able to the Chinefd zvA compare it with 

Sir 
Bb 
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Sir G. Staiint6n'4 account of the mid- 
iiefs of the Jbidiery in the difperfion of 
ifowds, mult we fuppofe that one of thefc 
hiftorians han written from an imperfe^l 
view of the fubje^. 

No traveller can b« anfwerable for 
more than he has actually obferved him- 
felf } and he is only fo far culpable as he 
ttiakes general inferences from particular 
cafes. Making the ufual allowances for 
tht change that may have taken place /« 
China in the ft ice of commodities^ and in 
the temper of Governors in an. interval of 
nearly a century^ and the accounts may 
both of them appear to have an equal 
claim to credit. 

We return to Sir G, S/s account of 
the Chinefe method of preparing the tea^ 
ptevioufty to exportation: It is fome- 
times made up into balls. A ftrong 
black extraa alfo is frequently made from 
it. It is cultivated m feveral of the 
provinces of China, but feldom more 
northward than thirty degrees beyond the 
equator. It thrives beft between that 
parallel and the line that feparates the 
temperate from the torrid zone. Such 
immenie quantities of it are cpnfumed in 
the country, that a Tudden failure of a 
demand from Europe would not be likely 
to occaiion any material diminution of 
its prices in the Chinefe markets. 

A plant very like the tea flouriflies on 
the fides, and uie very tops of mountains. 
The Chinefe call this plant Cha-whawg 
•r flower of tea j becaufe its petals, as 
well as the entire flowers of Arabian 
jelTamine, are fometimes mixed among 
the teas, in order to increafe their fra- 
grance. This plant i» the ameliia fe^ 
Jangua of the botanifts, and yields a nut, 
from whence is expreffed an afculent oil, 
equal to the bed which comes from 
Flcrrence. 

On the fubje£l of manure, the manage* 
ment and diligence of the Chinefe bears 
a ftriklng relemblance to that of the 

iapanefe, as dcfcribed by Baron Thun- 
erg. A prodigious number of old men 
and women, as well as of children, in- 
capable of much other labour, are con- 
ftantly employed about the (Greets, pub- 
lic roads, and banks of canals, with 
baflcets tied before them, and holding in 
their hands fmall wo.oden rakes, to pick 
tip the dunff of animals, and offials of 
any kind, that may anfwer the purpofe 
of manure ; but above all others, except 
the. dung of fowls, the Chinefe farmers, . 
like the Romans, prefer foil, or the mat- 
ter collected by nifhtmen in London ; in 
the vicinity of which it is part applied 



to the fame tifes. This manure is inlxid 
fparingly with a portion of iliff loamy 
earth, and formed mtocakes> dried after- 
wards in the fun. In this flate it is fold 
to farmers, who conftru6l large ciftemt 
for containing, befides thofe cakes and 
dung of every kind, all forts of vegetable 
matter, leaves, roots, or ftems of plants, 
mud, offals of animals, even to the 
fhavings coUefled by the barbers. With 
all thefe they mix as much animal or 
common water as will dilute the wholes 
and in the aft of putrid fermentatiou 
apply it to the plougned or broken earth. 
Near paths and roads large earthen veflels 
lu-e buried to the edge in the ground for 
the accommodation of the panenger who 
may have occafion to ufe them. 

The mode of examination of ftudents 
for degrees feems well adapted to en*- 
courage literature. It is always public. 
The body of auditors who attend, at 
virell as the prefence of the Governor and 
Chief Magifbratcs of the dtfh-ift who 
prtfide, muft cure any difpofition to 
partiality in the judges. Some oral 
queftions are put, and Ibme are given ia 
writine, to the candidates, as in tke 
£ngli£ Colleges. The rewards of thofe 
who fucceed are not confined to the 
honours of the Univerfity ; for thefe be- 
come the afcending iteps which lead to 
all the offices and dignities of the ftate* 
Even thofe who fail in the main puriiiit 
have, in the profecution of the. conteft, 
made fuch acquirements as add to the 
general mal's of knowledge in fbciet]r« 
and fit them for ufeful occupations i 
Though the opulent youth have no doubt 
greater facilities and better opportunities 
of inftru^ion than the children of the 
poor, yet genius may have occafionall^ 
the (irength to counterbalance fuch dil- 
parity. Our Traveller might have ad- 
ded, that neceffity is the ftionged of all 
incentives to exertion j and the fecurity 
of wealth will cheriAi idlenefs. At any 
rate the pofTibility of I'uccefs is. an en- 
joyment even to thoie who are never 
likely to obtain it. 

In the city of Chan-choo-foo, thfougb 
which the EmbaflV pafied in its way to 
Canton, a fingular cuftom prevadedt 
which had been remarked before on the 
*fai'boo lake, where men were often ab* . 
fent from their families. The boats, 
which ply from one part of the city to 
another, are chiefly managed by females, 
who are generally young and neatly 
dreficd, with an (hrident intent of ix* 
tra6ting the attention of paifengers. At 
CbuM'Cboo*foot the commorce of two na* 

vigable 
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tigable tivert oceafioned a concourfe of 
nme ftjrangers. The frail females in the 
boats had not embraced this double oc- 
cupation without the concurrence and 
approbation of their parents, who feel 
litde relu^ance, wh^ they cannot marry 
them adyantageouHy, to devote them to 
a lucrative thongh difbonourable trade. 

The Fifth Chapter treats of the r^Jf- 
dmce of the EmbalTy at Canton and at 
Macao. While they continued at the 
former of thcfe places, they were treated 
with ereat attention and civilitv by the 
Vice-Roy, who had accompanied them 
ffom Han-cboO'foo. Accident perhaps 
in part contributed towards infpiring him 
with refpe^^ful fentiments of the fcience 
and acquirements of the Europeans. 
The cuttom of inhaling the vapour of 
tobacco, as well as that of taking it in 
powder, it ftty general in China, and 
extends to the highe(( ranks. The Vice- 
Roy once wanting to lieht his pipe in 
the ab&nce of his attendants, the Em- 
baflador took from his pocket a fmall 
pbofphoric ' bottle, which opening, he 
1000 kindled a match that anlwer^ the 
purpofe wanted. The fmgularity of a 
Dcrfon^s appearing to carry fire about 
nim, without damage, attra6tcd thfc* 
Vice-Rtoy's attciTtion. His Excellency 
explained the phenomenon to him iif 
gtmeral terms, and made him aprefent 
of- the bottle, which yras not a little va- 
Jttable in his eyes.- It was futficicntly 
apparent from this, and other incidents, 
that the Chinefe, though (kilful and dex- 
terous in particular arts, were much 
behind the weftem nations in many phi- 
lo^hical and ufeful branches of fcience. 

Thoaeh o\ur author enumerates many 
caufts which contribute to augment the 
poptUatioti of China, yet (Hil it appears 
imfnenfe^ and alrnoft tncredtbU* He af- 
ierts, upon unqueftionable evidence, that 
evpry Square mile contains, upon an 
average, one third more inhaoitants, 
being upwards of three hundred, than are 
Ibuiid upon an equal quantity of land in 
the moK populous country in Europe. 
The Mrfaole, as appears in the firft table 
of the Appendix, is three hundred and 
tbirty^tbree mlUws ! 

On the anttjuity <^ tht Chinefe Empire 
we are informed, that the Chrittiao year 
1 797 anfwers to the fifty-fourth year 6f 
the fixty-eighth Chinefe cycle, which 
a'fcertains its commencement to have been 
fwo thou/and two hundred and feventy' 



frven years before the hirib of Cbrifi i 
unlefs it be fuppoied that the ofHcial 
records and public annals of the Empire, 
which bear teftimony to it, ihould all be 
Bilfified. 

The day is divided in China into 
twelve .parts onlv, as by the ancient 
Egyptians, confilting each of two Eu- 
ropean hours \ the firft beginning at 
eleven at night. Thefe portions of time 
are meafured with tolerable accuracy by 
means of a lighted taper, made from the 
pith of a particular tree, of which the 
confumption by ignition is fo regular* 
that divided into twelve equal parts, 
each continues burning during the twelfth 
part of twenty-four hours. 

Our author's remarks on the language 
of China are new, and rauft be interefting 
to every lover of philological difqui- 
iitions. We (hall conclude our account 
of this work by a felcftion of fome of the 
more curious obfer vat ions. 

The founds of feveral letters in moft 
alphabets, fuch as B, D, R, and X, are 
utterly unknown in the Chinefe tongue. 
The organs of fpeech in a native of China, 
are not habituated to pronounce them. 
In ifndeavouring to utter one of thefe, 
another to which the lame organ has been 
accuftomcd is generally founded : in (lead 
of the letter R, the liquid L is uftiaily 
pronounced by a Chinele, who thus oc- 
cafion^ly falls into ridiculous miftakes. 
A Chinefe dealer in rue, for example, \% 
fometimes heard to oflfer for (ale what 
few perfons would be dilpofed tp pur» 
chafe. 

A very few particles in this language 
denote the pafl^ the prcfenU and //>//«. 
tnre \ nor are tiiofe auxiliaries employed 
when the intended time may otherwUc 
be inferred with ccrtaintv. A Chinefe 
who means to dethure his intention of 
departing to-morrow, never Ihys that he 
wilt depart to-morrow j be^ufc the cx^ 
preflion of the morrow is fufftcient to 
afbertain that his departure muft be fu- 
ture. The plural number is marked bv 
the addition of a word, without which 
the fingular is always implied. The 
l^goage is entirely monofy liable. A 
(ingle lyllable always expreffes a com- 
plete idea. Each fyllable may be founded 
by an European confonant preceding k 
vowel, fometimes followed by a. liquid. 
Such an order of words rendei^ the Ian.*

TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 10. 

The Royal Aflent was given by Com- 
mifHon to the Supplementary Militia 
Bill, and two private Bills. 

The Houfe in a Committee of Privl* 
leges heard Counfel in fupport of the 
claimant of the Beaumont peerage. 

THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 21. 

In an«Appeal from the Couct of 
Chancery, the Duchefs of Rutland and 
others agaiiift —- — Wakeman and ■■ 
Eyres, Efq. their Lordihips affirmed the 
decree, with lool.cofts. 

The Bills on the table were read. 

Mr. Dundas brought up Lords Duncan 
and St. Vincent's Annuity Bilb, and a 
Bill to explain and amend a Bill relative 
to the Supplementary Militia, which 
paflled this iefiion. It was read a fiift, 
iecond, and third time. 

FRIDAY, FBBRUAHY 13. 

The Royal Aflent was given by Com- 
miiiion to the amended Supplementary 
Militia Bill, and two private Bills. 

The Coramiflioners were the Lord 
Chancellor, and EarU Spencer and Chef«, 
terfield. 

Adyoumcd* 
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THURSDAV, FEBRUARY 8. 

THE Speaker read from a paper» 
which he iiad in his hand, the no- 
tices received by him from the Governor 
and Deputy Governor of the Bank of 
England, relative to the ftoppage of the 
circtilation of dollars, and ot the payment 
in ca(b of the one and two pound notes. 

Mr. Pitt moved, that the Houfe do, 
en Monday fe^nnight, refolve itfelf into a 
Committee of the vrhole Houfe, to take 
into coniideration the feveral Reports 
from the Scieft Committee of Finance. 
Agreed to. 

The Aft of laft Seflions, empowering 
his Majefty lo raife a Supplementary 
Militia, &c. having been read, 

Mr* Dundas rofe : he had to move for 
leave to bring in a Bill to repeal the faid 
Aft. The objeft of this Bill partly was 
alfo to afcertain how far his Majefty can 
A^ve the jpower of calling out a certain 
portion et the militia within 21 dayf . 
That part of the Aft which had juft been 
read, which related to this circumftance, 
bad been differently understood by dif. 
ferent perfons, and fome delay and dlffi. 
culty had arifen in confequence of it. 
In this Aft his Majefty was only em- 
powered to call out one-third of the mi- 
litia ; but that body having (ince been 
reduced by a draught of 10,000 men from 
it to the regular regiments, it was now 
found expedient that his Majefty fhoufd 
have the power of calling out one- half. 
It was found necefl'ary, for the fake of 
the counties, that the bufincfs ftiould bo 
done with greater expedition than hither, 
to $ and to effeft this, and prevent too 
great an affemblage of the militia, he 
mould jpropvfe that the men be called out 
in the lubdivifions of the counties, and 
tthcre ballot for the half that is to fcrve. 
It would be remembered, that it was 
towaids the dofe of the fittings before 
the recefs, a Bill was brought in for 
drafting that 10,000 men- -from the mi- 
litia, and he had the fatisfaftion to fay 
that the mcafiu-e was attended with fuc- 
cefs. But it neceflftrily occaftoned a de- 
ficiency in fome corps, which it was now 
intended to fupply by incorporating the 
Supplementary with the Regular militia. 
He did not mean to (ay, that a larger 
portion than one. half would at no time 
he called out ^ this would wholly depend 
upon the exigences of the coontryt In 



the prefent fitnation of public afFairf« 
every meafm*e of fafety was to be taken, 
land the Houfe would, he was fure, agree 
with him, that the preparations for our 
own fecurity were to oe governed con- 
fiderably by the preparations of the 
enemy. But the country was not to be 
alarmed even at thefe preparations, nor 
the fpirit in which they are made. .He 
was convinced, that whatever might be 
the gafconadine of the enemy, whatever 
the language they hclrf out to the people 
of France, whatever the alluring pifturet 
.of the wealth of this country, and their 
incitements to attempt invasion for the 
fake of plunder, ft ill the fpirit of the 
Nation would not be appalled*; Englifh* 
men would notfubmitthemfelves willing 
facrifices to an inveterate, marauding foe* 
He fpoke it with warmth, becaufe he 
fpoke it to and with the country, that 
if the enemy ftioutd ever be fo mad as to 
attempt an invafion, they would find a 
ppople great and wealthy, prepared and 
able to defend themfelves. " And (con- 
tinned Mr. Dundas) our meafures will 
be fuch, that every man may lay in peace 
in his bed, on the faith of thofe exertions. 
And fure I im, that whenever the enemy 
will make fuch an attemjpt, they will 
be overwhelmed with confufion and de- 
ftruftion." He concluded with moving 
for leave to bring in a Bill for enabling 
his Majefty to call out fuck a portion ef 
the Supplementary Militia as may at any 
time be found ncceftary, and to provide 
the neceRary augmentation of the corps 
of the Regular Militia therefrom.— 
A£reed to. 

Mr. Dundas brought up this Bill in 
purfuance of his motion, which was read 
a firft time. 

FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 9. 

T*he Sheriffs of the City ot London 
brought up a petition from the Lord 
Mayor and Corporation, praying for the 
continuance of the Aft lor preventing 
Frauds in the'' Metage oi Coals, whicn 
would otherwife expire with the prefent 
feftion.— Ordered to lie on the tabie* 

The Sheriffs alfo prefented a petition 
againft the Merchants* fcheme for making 
Wet Docks in the Port of London, and 
praying to be heard by counfel againft 
the fame. 

Mr. Alderman Luftiington requefted 
that it may beo bfervcd, that the general 

fenit 
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ienfc of the Corporation wa«*by no means 
againft the meafure. The merchants 
were at pre(cnt employed in the formation 
of a^ new plan. Wheth«r that may prove 
more acceptable he knew not, but at all 
events fome meafure was neceiTary to re- 
pair the prelent defe6live ftate of the port 
of London. 

The petition was ordered to lie on the 
table, and both parties to be heard by 
their counfel. 

Mr, Serjeant Adair brought up a pe- 
tition from Ml*. Macklin, ofFlect-ftreet, 
dating that he had propofed to difpofe of 
his Gallery of Pidtures^ by way of 
chances dependant on the eniuing State 
Lottery, The ftate of the times was, 
bowcver, fuch that he could difpofe of 
no more than one fixtb of his whole 
number (2,500). The petition therefore 
prayed, that the decilion of thefe chances 
may be po(lponed to, apd depend on the 
State Lottery of the year 1799. 

The petition was referred to a Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Pitt brought up a meflage from 
the King, of which the following is a 
copy : 

" His Majefty having taken into his 
Royal confideration the eminent and fig- 
nal fcrvice performed by Adam Lord 
Vifcount Duncan, one of the Admirals 
of the Blue, on the Coaft of Holland, in 
tn engagement, in the month of 0£lober 
laft, win» a Dutch fleet, under the com- 
mand of Admiral Dc Winter, not only 
highly honourable to himfelf, but greatly* 
beneficial to his Majefty's kingdoms, 
and being defnous to beftow upon the 
iaid Adam Lord Vifcount Duncan fome 
confiderable and lafting mark of his 
royal favour, as a teftimony of his Ma- 
jefty's approbation of the faid fervice, 
and for this purpofe to give and grant 
unto the faid Adam Lord Vifcount Dun- 
can, and to the next fucceeding heirs 
male of the body of the faid Adam Lord 
Vifcount Duncan, to whom the title of 
Vifcount Duncan fliall defcend^ for and 
during their lives, a net annuity of aopol. 
per annum ; but his Majefty not having 
It in his power to grant an annuity to 
that amount, or to extend the efFeft of 
the faid grant beyond the term of his 
own life, reconmiends it to his faithful 
Commons to confider of a proper method 
of enabling his Majefty to grant the fame, 
gnd of extending, iecuring, and fetttm? 
fuch annuity to the faid Adam Lord 
Vifcount Duncan, and to the two next 
peribiis on whom the title of Vifcount 
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Duncan ihall defcend, in fuch a manner 
as ihall be thought moft effeftual for the 
benefit of the &id AdankLord Vifcount 
Duncan and his fsunily/^ 

Mr. Pitt moved, that this Meflage may 
be taken into coniiderition by a Com* 
mittee of the whole Houfe on Monday- 
next. — Ordered. 

Mr. W. fii^ moved for an account 
of the produce of the taxes to the 5th of 
January 1798 \ and alfo for an account 
of the income of, and charges upon, the 
Confolidated Fund to the iame day.— 
Ordered. 

Mr. Mainwaring obfcrved, that feveral 
petitions from the workmen and dealers ^ 
m clocks and watches now lay on the 
table. Several had been prefented (ince 
the recefs. It was not his intention to 
enter at prefent into the fubjefl matter of 
thefe petitions, as he underftood that no 
oppofition was intended to be made to 
his motion. He fhould therefore fimply 
move, that thefe petitions fhould be re- 
ferred to the confideration of a Conmiit- 
tee.— Ordered. 

The Committee wa^ named, and or- 
dered to fit to-morrow, 

Mr. Pitt moved the fecond reading of 
the Bill for c^ling out a certain portion 
of the Supplementary Militia. This was 
a meafure the utility of which was ge- 
nerally acknowledged. Some objections 
may arife when the Bill came to be dif« 
cuffed in detail. Thefe, however, would 
come forward more properly in the Com- 
mittee. The Bill was ordered to be 
committed on Monday. 

MONDAY, FEBRUARY la. 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the Houfe to refolve itfelf into a 
Committee to take his Majcftv's Meilage 
into confideration. The order was ac» 
cordingly read. 

Mr. Pitt, alluding to fome circum- 
flances which had lately come to his 
knowledge, refpe6ling another iliuftrious 
Commander, who had sained a brilliant 
viflory in a different part of the world, 
propofed to defer the confideration of the 
Meifage to Wednefday next, in order to 
take both cafes into confideration at the 
fame time.

Mr. Pitt brought up a Meffage from 
lii$ Majcfty, vwtiich wa» couch^ in the 
following terms : , 
"O.K. 

*« Hit Majefty having taken into his 
r6yal confideratLon the eminent and fignal 
ferviccs performed by Earl St. Vincent, 
Admiral of the Blue, in an engagement 
with the Spanifti fleet, under the com- 
mand of Admiral Don Jofeph de Cor- 
dova, on the 14th of February 1797 j a 
fervi<:e' not only honourable to himfelf, 
but highly beneficial to this kingdom | 
and his Majefly being defirous to beftow 
ibme permanent mark, in teftimony of 
his royal approbation, on the faid Ad- 
miral Earl St. Vincent, for fuch fignal 
fervice, has determined to give and grant 
to the (aid Earl St. Vincent, and to his 
two next fucceeding heirs male, on whom 
]iis title fhall defcendy a net annuity of 
2000I. But his Majefty, not havins^ it 
in his power to give or extend the iame 
beyond the term of his own life, recom- 
mends to his faithful Commons to take 
his royal intention into confideration, and 
to adopt the neceffary meafures to enable 
his Majefty to grant, fecure, and fettle 
the above- mentioned annuity on the faid 
Earl St. ViiKent, and his two next fuc- 
ceeding heirs, on whom the title ihall 
devolve, in fuch manner as fhall be mof^ 
cfFeftual for their benefit.*' 

The Kf effage was ordered to be taken 
*into confideration to-morrow.- 

The Town Corporate jurifdiaion Bill 
went through the Committee.

WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY 14.. 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day, 
for the Houfe to refolve itfelf into a Com- 
inittee to take into confideration his 
Majefly^s Meffages, recommending a 
parliamentary provifion to be made ' to 
Admirals Earl St. Vincent and Lord 
Vifcount Duncan, for their diflinguifhed 
l^rofeflional fervices. The exploit^ 
achieved by thefe two gallant Command, 
crs were, he remarked, fo fimilar in 
brilliancy and importance, that he hardly 
knew to which the precedence ought to 
be given in the Committee. As Lord 
St. Vincent's viftory claimed it in point 
of date, and as this was the anniverfary 
of that memorable event, he propofed 
that the refolution refpe^ing the noble 
Earl ihould have the priority* In the 
Committee a refolution, reciting the 
beads of the meflage, and expreffing the 
itadinefs of the Houfe to ensible hia 



Majefty to carry his wllb fnto eflfeft 
towards Earl St. Vincent, was*^ read. 

Mr. Jekyll remarked, that the Houfe 
and the public muil feel that this was a 
pompulfory aft of patitude. A refe- 
rence to dates would ihew how tardy 
Miniliers were in rewarding merit in one 
inflance, and with what alacrity they 
ck>uid do it in another. To eflabhfh thia 
point, he adverted to the Addrsfs of 
Thanks voted on the 2d of March to 
Lord St. Vincent, for hip unparalleled 
vi^lory. On that occafion the queflion 
of form was inter pofed to a propofitioii 
for forne fignal mar|c of approbation. 
Put when the relative of a perfon high in 
office diflineuifhes himfelf, a peerage is 
fbontaneoufw granted, and before thofe 
moes wpre old in whi^h he walked to the 
Houfe of Lords, a pecuniary recompence 
is propofed. 

Mr. Pitrfaid, with refpeft ta the tar- 
dinef^ complained of in the one inflance, 
and the alacrity in the other, he had only 
to remark, that Lord Duncan^s circun^* 
ftances were known to be unequal to fup- 
porting the dignity of the peerage with- 
out a pecuniary provifion at the time the 
title was beflowed, but declared that he 
wa^ not in poffeflion of the information 
fefpe6line Lord St. Vincent's inability tQ 
fupport the dicnity, more than twenty - 
four hours before the communication wa^ 
prefented to the Houle. 

Mr. NichoUs did not think the prefent 
fituation of the fountry warranted the 
propofjtion. * 

Mr. Dundas admitted his affinity to 
!Pord Duncan, and afked if it was rea- 
fonable that a man's fervices fhould not 
be requited, bccauffe he happened to be 
related to his Majefty's Minilters ? He 
then beflowed fome handfome compli- 
ments on the public and private cha- 
n6itr of his Loidfliip, and declared, 
that unlefs lie received the propofed re- 
ward, it wo\il4 be an injulticf to the 
fountry. 

Sir W. Dolben fqggefled the pro- 
prietv of granting the pepfion to the 
family in perpetuity.

WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY II. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
toved the Order of the Day on the Re- 
ort» of the Committee of Finance ; 
hich being read. 

He moved, that the proceedings of the 
^mmiifioners of ihe Trealury had in 
anfequcnce of fuch Reports be referred 
> the iame Committee. — Ordered. 

The Houfe relolved itfclf into a Cora- 
Httee of the whole Houfe, to confider of 
li thcfe proceedings. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer tlicn . 
bf^rved, that the proceedings which had 
een hail upon the lubjed now before the 
'ommittcje were nccelfarily of great 
.ngth. There were many thing* which 
luit hereafter come before the Houle for 
ilcuflion. Many other things had been 
indtr the regulation of Executive Go- 
ernraent, and arrangements made, agree- 
ig in general with the opinions and 
tJggeftions of thefc Committees. There 
?ere not many points that would require 
be intervention of Parliament to carry 
he fuggeftions of the Committee into 
ftc5l i at leaft he (hould not have many 
f them to bring forward now. He 
iculd only move fome of the points that 
ad been fuggeftcd by the Committee j 
nd here he rauft obkrvc, that after the 
Jills for which he fliould move were 
rought in, Gentlemen would have an 
pjjortunity of dilcufling the points bct- 
er than could be doae at prefent. That 
which he now chiefly referred was to 
•e found in the Fourth Report^: the firft 
•art related to general finance, of which 
e did not a\ prefent mean to take. any 
oticc. The part to which he wi/hed 
draw the attention of the Committee 
elated to the neceflity of making fom« 
Parliamentary regulations with regard to 
ublic offices j and his chief objeft was 
give a Parliamentary fan6^ion to the 
jggeftions of the Committee upon that 
ubje6^, many parts of which bad been 
Iready carried iiUo execution by £xei» 



cutivc Government, they having power 
to do fo without legiHative authority. 
Much of the plan of the Committee had 
been put in^a train during the laft four- 
teen years j but there was fome modi- 
Acation of offices which had been deemed 
adviieable by the Committee that could 
not be carried into effisft without legif- 
lative authority, and therefore it became 
necelTary for him to move for leave to 
bring in Bills for thcfe purpofes. Few 
of thefe mcafures were expected to be of 
immediate public benefit, but they were 
expe^ed to be hereafter beneficial to a 
confiderable extent. They differed per- 
haps from tome parts of the Reports of 
the Committee, but in general they were 
in conformity to fuch Reports. He 
ihculd move that leave be given to bring 
in a Bill to aboliih certain offices in the 
Cuftoms, and for regulating others. Sec* 
He faid it had been long under con- 
lideration to abolifh certain fees, and to 
introduce fome .regulations inllead of 
them at the Culloms ; but he appre- 
hended that the queftion would be at- 
tended with confiderable difficulty, and 
he was extremely doubtful whether any 
mode could be tound that would be more 
fatisfadory to tne Merchants than the 
mode now adopted. For that reafon no 
airangemcnt had hitherto been attempted 
to be made ; nor had he at prefent any 
thing to propolc upon that head, fie 
had heaixi a great deal, and many plans 
had been fubmitted upon that fubjefV j 
but he had not yet been able to form a 
decided opinion, upon any of them. 

Another meafure was relative to the 
Cuiloms and other Offices, upon which 
he had a propofition to fubmlt to the 
Committee, which was, *• That leave be 
given to bring in a Bill to aboliffi the 
unneceflary number of holidays at the 
Cultoms and other public offices, and 
for enforcing the perlonal attendance of 
certain officers belonging thereto.'' 

Another meafure was, one alfo founded 
on the Report of the ConSmitiee j it was 
an alteration of the mode of ccile<5ling 
the revenue on the article of fait. This 
he propofed doing by transferring the 
management of that duty to the manage- 
ment of the Officers of Excife. 

Another meafuie was, one that was 
more of a queftion of police perhaps than 
any other, he meant fome better regu* 
lation with regard to hawj^ers and ped* 
lars. 

He then moyed for leave to bring in 
the different Jills, the objeft of which 
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fie La4 thus Ihortly o|>ened9 and leave 
was given for each in its order. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer then 
iaid, that the next obje^ he had to fub- 
mit, was one that related to the Land 
Tax and the Affeflfed Taxes of Scotland. 
He moved, that leave be given to bring 
in a Bill to provide for the more fpeedy 
colleilion and remittance of the Land 
Tax and Aflefi'ed Taxes in Scotland 
, Sir John Sinclair faid, he entertained 
iloubts whether this motion would an- 
fwer any good purpole, or whether it 
contained all that ought to be fpecified 
in order to attain the objcA which die 
Right Hon. Gentleman feemed to have 
in view. This, however, was not his 
chief reafon for rifmg j what he wanted 
'chiefly to know was, whether the Finance 
Committee was tabe revived or not ? 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer^faid, 
that he had not fubmitted all he had to 
fubmit to this Committee. The Hon. 
Baronet might have colleilcd from what 
he faid, that he fhould have fome motion 
to that efFeft, and it happened fmgularJy 
enough, that he held now in his hand a 
motion to revive that Committee. He 
ftated that few of the objects comprifed 
in the Reports of the Committee were 
fuch as to require Parliamentary pro* 
vifion J that moft of them might be well 
managed under the regulation which had 
been adopted by Executive Government, 
and that fome of thcfe regulations had 
already been carried into effeft. How 
fiar others that had been fuggeftcd might 
need improvement, he would not preiume 
to determine j but when they came to be 
laid before the Home, every Gentleman 
would have an opportunity of delivering 
bis opinion upon them, and the Houle 
would undoubtedly fupply any unin- 
tentional omiilions of the Executive Go- 
vernment t and an opportunity would be 
given to the Committee to luggeft any 
iurthcr' improvements that might appear 
to them to be prafticable. In order to 
keep this matter before the Houfe, he 
meant, after this Refolution fhould be 
difpofed of, to move, that the Chairman 
\>e dire^led to move the Houfe for leave 
to fit again. 

The queftion was then put and car- 
ried < 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer made 
a motion for the revival of the Select 
Committee of Finance, which was agreed 
to. 

The Houfe being refumed, Mr. Ho- 
bart reported the Refolution s, and aiked 
U'are to iit a^^, which was granted. 



The Finance Commtttec being nonn* 
nated, it confuted of the fame naaies as 
the former. Mr. Sheridan's being tlM 
laft upon the lift. 

Mr. Wilberforce doubted the pro- 
priety of fuffering the nanne of any 
Member who had iecededfrom the Houm 
upon any Committee, becaufe it wa» 
important that none fhouW be nomini$<!d 
upon fuch Committees but thole wb» 
were likely to do their duty. 

The iiueftion being put, that thefe be 
the names of the Committee, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
that if it ihould appear there was a de- 
ficiency of attendance, the Houfe pof- 
ftiTed, and would cxercife the power of 
fubftituting other Members for tholi 
who abienied themfelves. But it did 
not appear to him to be neceflary tomake 
any alteration in a Conwnittee whole Re- 
port gave fo much fatisfaftion. But at 
to thofe who chofe to abient themfelvea, 
he could only fay it was utterly impof- 
fible for any Gentleman, conliftently with 
the duty he t>wed to his conliituents, to 
abfent himfelf ; and as impotffible for him ^ 
to fay in that Houfe that he wonk!- not 
attend it, >vithout being fnbje^l to tbe 
cen!'iire of the Houfe. Whether any 
thing of that kind had been did any- 
where elfe was not then to be inquired 
into. The Houfe could not be guided 
by any rumour of fecefllon. As to fome 
of the Members of the Committee, their 
abfence was unavoidable, for they were 
upon military duty. He did notj think 
that there would be any material de- 
ficiency of attendance of the Committee, 
and therefore he did not move for any 
additional names.. 

The queftion was then put and car- 
ritd. ' 

The Houfe agreed to go into a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe on Monday 
fe'nnight, to confider further of the Re- 
port of the Committee of Finance. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved the Order of the Day, for the 
Houfe to refolve itfelf into a Committee 
of the whole Houle, to confider of Ways 
and Means for railing a Supply. The 
Houfe having refolved itfelf accordingly. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
he had now to move for the ufual fum to 
be raifed on Exchequer Bills, that was, 
he propofed the fame fum as was granted 
Jaft Scffion of Parliament. The parti- 
culars of this motion he would ftate to 
• the Ccmmittee. From the circumftanccs 
of the country he had thought it proper 
to ,defer the opening the Ways and 

Means 
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Means for railing the Supply for fome 
wetkt> for which there were various 
vcafons. There was reafon for thinking 
that leaving this matter open for a tinut 
^ nay render a Loan lefs neceflary than it 
would otberwife be. The Uherality and 
|»ubUc fpirit which had aheady difpiayed 
itfelf» and the fpirit which had spread y 
been manifefted, and which he trufted 
would foon Ipread all over the kingdom, 
was of a very flattering nature, and he 
thought it advifable to give time for the 
operation of that A>irit before he opened 
the Ways and Means for railing the 
Supplies of the year.' Another reafon 
was> that by the delay he propofed in 
this relpe£l, an opportunity would be 
liad to iee the effea of the late Aflefled 
Taxes, by allowing the time for the firft 
inftalmentto pafs before the Ways and 
Means wenM)pened» He then moved a 
^efolution, ** That three millions be 
jraifed on Excheouer Bills /^ 

Sir John Sinclair laid, he doubted the 
policy of this meafure. If there were 
anv circumftances that rendered it pro- 
bable that money would be lefs fcarce 
bereafter than it was at prefent, then the 
|K>ilponing the Ways and Means would 
DC a wife meafure j but he apprehended 
the contrary,, and therefore the Minifter 
might have reafon to repent of this de- 
biy. He complained of the complex 
manner in which the public finances 
were brought forward. In former times 
the whole income and expenditure of the 
.Country were brought on together, fo 
that both could be ieen at a view ; but 
by this complex mode of proceeding, the 
^ance of the coimtry could not be well 
imderftood. This was a new confufion 
in our accotmts, and he mult obje^ to 
this Refoiution. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ob- 
ikrvtdy that he believed there never was 
a period in the hiftonr of this country 
in which the fubje^ of finance had been 
rendered fo acceilible to every under- 
Amding as the preient period. True it 
was that in former times the matter was 
laid before the Houfe at one time, but 
that did not imply that they were clearer 
<m that account ^ and in reality they were 
fo far from bemg fo, that they were in'> 
teliigible only to thofe who had made 
finance the whole iludy of their lives. 
The reafon why be flated thefe things 
more than once, was for the purpofe of 
explaining each article under its own 
]>articular head ; and it was fingular that 
the Hon. Baronet, who complained of the 
confiiiioa of gur Enaacct^ ihould be 



againft a fyRem that had explanation kt 
its objcft. 

The Refoiution was then put and 
cairried. 

The Report of Lord Duncan and Earl 
St. Vincent's Annuity Bill was brought 
up, read, and agreed to, after which the 
Bill was ordered to be itad a third time 
to-morroBv, if then cngrofled. 

A Bill was ordered to be brought in 
purfuant to the Refoiution of a Com- 
mittee relative to the Scotch Diftillery* 
It is to be a temporary meaiure only. 
Some letters upon this fubjcA dire6>ed to 
Mr. Rofe and the Officers of the Trea- 
fury from the,Collc£lor8 in Scotland, 
were ordered to be laid before the Houfe. 

Sir John Sinclair brought up a pe- 
tition Irom the Boaid ot Agriculture, 
which was ordered to be laid on the 
table. 

Mr. Rofe brought up a Bill to repeal 
the late duty impofed upon gold and 
filverufed for watch cafes. Read a firft 
time, and ordered to be tead a fecond 
time to-morrow. 

The other orders were deferred. 

THURSDAY, FEBRUARY a*. 

The Bill for permitting the importa- 
tion of lalt from Portugal in neutral 
bottoms was brought in and read a firft 
time, as were the Bill for the abolition of 
fuperfluous Offices in the Cuftoms, the 
Bill for reducing the number of Holidays 
at the Public Offices, and the Scotch 
DiftiUenr BUI. . 

Earl St. Vincent's and Lord Duncan's 
Annuity Bills were read a third time, 
and pafkd Hem. con ^ 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report of 
tlie Committee of Ways and Me«ns, and 
a Bill was ordered to enable his Majefty 
to raife three millions on Exchequer 
Bills. 

The Solicitor General gave notice, that 
on Monday next he would move for leave 
to bring m a Bill to prevent the enemy 
from drawing any refources from this 
country through the medium of the 
United Provinces. 

Mr. Baker moved for an account of 
the proceedings of the Admiralty and 
Tranfport Boards, and of the Sick and 
Hurt Office, with rcfpea to the treat- 
ment of French prifoners of war. 

Mr. Rofe feconded the motion\ 

An account was then moved fbr, of 
the expences incurred by the prifonert 
of war, from the commencement of the 
war, together with the daily or weekly 
allowance to each individusu: alfo an 
account of the ratioiu iflued doily by the 

Com« 
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fcommiffion^rt fot Frenth prifoncri, up 
to the ill of Fcbi-uary ; and a copy of 
inftru6tions to Captain Coates, relative 
to the regulations of BngUfii pnfonert in, 
France. Agreed to. 

FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 23. 

Mr. Huflciflbn moved, That there be 
laid before the Houft extra6ls from the 



letters and torrefpondencc rcfp^ftln^ the 
detention and confinement of Sir Sidney 
Smith, and the negotiation entered into 
hy the two countries reipefting prifonert 
ol* wai'. 

Captain Berkeley feconded the motion* 
which was agreed to.

'T'RAVELLERS, who have vificed 
Jt this part of Africa for the purpofe 
ofinvedigaring the natural hiltory of the 
Country, fpeak with rapture of the fa- 
lubrityof its air, and natural productions. 
I think it will be found, upon inquiry, to 
merit the moft favourable opinion with 
Tcfpeft to them. The face of the coun- 
try, for a confiderable diftance (except 
the land which forms the Cape) is rather 
low, but open and well cultivated, of a 
fandy and marly foil, which foon abforbs 
the rain, thereby preventing thofe noxious 
exhalations, which are fo produClivetof 
licknefs in hot climates. The air, except 
s^ few months, may be called temperate j 
the atmofphere is feldom loaded with 
moiflure, but pofTeiTes a degree of elalii- 
city not often felt in any other country. 
And although Farenheit^s thermometer, 
duruig the Aimmer months, ranges from 
80 to 90, and frequently a confiderablo 
variation is Suddenly experienced, yet 
from the drynefs of the atmofpheric air, 
«nd a briflc circulation of it being kept 
up by the prevailing South- eaft winds, 
the eonftitution fuffers little from relaxa- 
tion. Invalids froni India, labouring 
under complaints of debility, the effcft of 
ereat heat, foon recover their (Irength 
nere, by the temperato and bracing air of 
the winter montns. And as a further 
proof of its falubrity, the florid and 
nealthy looks we perceive in the Dutch 
inhabitants, efpecially thofe who live in 
the country, and are not enervated by 
huniry and indolence. Though it'is re- 
marked that there ire not many inftances

of longevity among them, in a great mea* 
fure owing to their habits and manner of 
life, yet they are happily exempt from 
many of thofe endemic tnd epidemic 
difeaics which rage Wi other parts of the 
world, and annually carries off great 
numbets. The fmall-pox, mealks, re- 
mittent and intermittent fever, and that 
moft fatal of all difeafes the jail, hofpital, 
or ihip- fever, which deftroys fo many of 
the human fpecies in everv part of Eu- 
rope, are never generated nere j and are 
unknown but when introduced, which, 
unfortunately fcr the natives, has fome- 
times happened. Wd likewife find that 
neither the inhabitants or oflkers arc at- 
tacked with the difeafes which prevail 
among the foldiers 5 and it is a fingular 
circumftance, that not an officer of the 
army or navy has died of difeafe con- 
trafted here, fince the Britilh fprces ar- 
rived at the Cape ; which I think clearly 
proves, that no noxious quality exifts in 
the air of this country, which has been 
by fome imagined, and erroneoufly blamed, 
as the caufe cf the malignity of the 
diforders, and the many deaths that have 
occurred in the General Hofpital. Wc 
muft therefore look for other caufes than* 
thofe afligned. 

The natural prodtiflions for the ufe of 
man perhaps exceed in variety moft parts 
of the world. At that feafon of the year 
when great heat prevails, nature has 
made ample provifion to leffen its influ- 
ence on the human body, by the abund- 
anee of fweet acid fruits, which inftina 
and OUT reafim dilate thf nk of« Upon 
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the i^holUf confulering its fituation, cli- 
matCf and naturai produ€lion8, fb far 
from being deaoied unhealthy, It may 
more properly, in my oplnioAy be ftiled 
the Montpellier of the Southern Heml- 
fphere. 

After enumerating the caufes of difeafe^ 
and pointing out the mekns of prevention, 
he concludes with obfervinp;, that by at- 
tention to cleanlinefs, ventilation, proper 



diet,^ doathing, bedding, and prtventbg 
the ufe of ardent Spirits, the moft bb»c- 
ficial and falulary effefts would doubtlcfs 
be produced in a 'country where the cli- 
mate is fo favourable to health ; and I 
think is proved to have little or no (hare 
in occafioning the difeafes which are fo 
deftruftive to the troops.

The Cofiftitueni /Jfembfy, for by that 
name the Convention is novir called, has 
abotUhed all the provifional Adminiilra- 
tiont by the decree of Unity, of Sov<;- 
i^ignty, and Tejptoryj fo that we are 
no longer Hollandera or Utrechters, but 
i4ipertain equally to the Bataviau Re* 
public. 

The French head-quarters will for the 
luttve be at the reUdence of General 
Joubert, ^or whom Government has hired 
the hotel formerly occupied by the Pruf- 
iian Envoy. General joubert is Com^ 
mander in Chief of the French and Ba- 
Uvian troop6> but cannot fend the latter 
out of the country without the content of 
the Conttitucnt AiTenibly. 

All the Conunanders of the French 
troops in the Republic have received 
•rders to carry into execution the decrees 
of the Conftituent Aflcmbly, which 
unites in itfelf all power. '

icmbly wear a tri-colourcd fcarf, on 



which are embroidered the arms of the 
French Republic. 

The Mini Hers under the orders of the 
Executive Dire^ory will be in number 
fix, viz. A Miniiter for Foreign Af- 
fairs ; another for Internal Affairs j the 
Miniltcrs of Jultice, the Finances, War, 
atid the Marine. All public Officers mull 
take the oath of hatred to the Stadtholder- 
ihip, Ariftocracy, Fcderalifm, and Anar- 
chy. 

. The principles of oiir new Conftitu- 
tion, according to the late decrees, are to 
be the abolition of the rcfpeftive fove- 
reigrnty of the provinces, and of the feudal 
fyltemj the exclufion of the Orange 
party, and the enemies of the Sovereignty 
of the People, from the right of voting 
for ten years after the acceptance of the 
Conftitution J a plan of a newfyftem of 
finance, founded on the relative abilities 
'of individuals ; the abolition of provin- 
cial quotas ; (the Executive Government 
will fix the imports, fubjefkto the ratifi- 
cation of the Lcgiflative Body 5) the fe- 
paration of the Legiflative, Executive, 
and Judicial Powers ; an annual refpon- 
fibility for the public expenditure ; a 
ftrid alliance with the Fiench Republic, 
&c. 

On the 5th inft. the Direftory com- , 
pleted the new organization of the Pro« 
vjncial Adminiftrations. In the pro- 
vince of Holland, not only the 55 Niem- 
bcrs of the late Provincial Adrainirtra- 
tions, but the 18 Members of the Pro- 
vincial Committee have been let alidc ; 
and in their Head one body only ap- 
pointtd, confiding of ao Members,, with 
Citizen Hovens^ of Haerlem, for their 
Prefident. Thefe are all tried men, 
whofe political principles are known to 
be perle6lly agreeable to the new lyttem. 
They have received inlhii^lions from the 
Direftory, contained in twenty- five ar- 
ticles. Their authority is, however, in 
every thing entii-ely fubordinate to that 
of tne Direflory. Their funftion is to 
maintain order and tranquillity in the 
Province of Holland 5 to colleft the im- 
ports, which, till the new Conftitutioo 
Ihall be completed, will remain on the 
former footing; to pay the penfions 
charged on the Province until further 
conliderations anddire^lions. They are 
all required to take the oath of hatfed to 
the Stadtholderrtiip, Ariftocracy, Fcde- 
ralifm, and Anarchy. They may em- 
ploy military force m cafe of neceflity, 
but muft give immediate notice to the 
Direftory ; and they may immediately 
fet afide f^-om their oiBce all Magiftratts 

who 
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vrho are ina6live, or dirmclincd to Ac 
prefent fyibm. The great power en- 
trufted to them has caulcd a confjdciablc 
leniatioD, and greatly alarmed many 
perfont. 

The National AflTembly has decreed, 
that thole who have refigned their feats 
as Reprefentatives, (hall b« confidered as 
having loft the confidence of the Con- 
flituent Ailembly, and of th« Batavian 
people. 

The Batavian ConlKtnent Aflembly 
hat fixed its new Government on Con- 
'ftitutional bales. The bafcs are as fol- 
lows : 

** The abolition of the Divifion into 
Provinces. The cOnfoIidation of the 
debts of the different Provinces. The 
abolition of the Feudal Syltcm. 

** The reparation of the C.h/»rch from 
the State. No Corporation to have any 
regulations contrary to the laws of the 
Republic. 

«* The exduiion of ali the friends of 
the Houfe of Orange from the right of 
voting, and alfo" ot the enemies to the 
power of the people, and to the unity and 
mdivifibility of the Republic, for the 
^ fpace often years. This exclufion to be 
» exadly defined, that no fcope may be left 
for arbitrary decifions. 

" The formation of a Democratic Rc- 
prefentative Republic, by the eftabliih- 
ment of a Legiflative Body, confiiting of 
two Councils^ and by the ertabliihment 
of an Executive Power, confuting of Five 
Members, aAing by their lu&rdinate 
agents. 

'• The inveftmtnt in the National 
Treafury of all the public revenues of 
every kind and defcription. 

** The formation of a new Plan of 
Finance, founded on the relative abilities 
of every citizen. 

" The abolition of all the Provincial 
Quotas. 

«« The Executive Power to fumifh 
every year the ftate of the expences, both 
ordinary and extraordinary. , The Le- 
giflative Bodies to examine into thefe 
accounts, for the purpofe of granting or 
rejefling them by a formal decree. 

*< The Commiflioners of the Treafury 
to be named bv the Executive Power. 
Thofeof the Chamber of Accounts by 
• the Legiflative Body. 

** The territory of the Republic to be 
divided into a convenient number of de- 
partments.* • 

«* There fhall be a diftinft divifion be- 
tween the Executive, the Legiflative, and 
the Judicial Powers, 



<* CommiiTaries from Oat Executive 

Power to watch Over the Adminiftrativ^ 
and Judicial Authorities. 

*' A High National Court to be formed, 
to Judge of the offences which may be 
comnMtted by the Members of the Lc- 
^(lative AfTtmblies, and of tlie Executive 
Power, in their refpeftive fun6lions, 

«* The formation of a Court of Judges 
of the Peace, whofe interference maf 
conciliate the contending paities previous 
to their entering on a fuit at law. 

** A reform of the Civil and Penal 
Codes, and new Laws to be framed for 
this purpole, at the lead within the terms 
of three years. 

" The right of petitioning indivi- 
dually, to be granted to every cithoL 
The Popular Societies to be united with 
theConftitutional Circles. 

" The Revifion of the Conftitutional 
Aa after the term of five years. The 
fiibfequcnt periods of revificfn to be de- 
cided by the Conftitution. 

** The Organization of a Natiboal 
Guard thrcugnout tlie Republic. 

<< An annual account to be publicly 
given by the Adminiftrators of the Nap 
tional Funds. 

" An oath to be unavoidably taken of 
hatred to the St?Kitholderian Government, 
to Federal ifm, Ariftocracy, and Anar- 
chy, by all perfons employed by the Go- 
vernment. 

" No power to have a right to inter- 
fere witth the Banks in the different 
cities of the Republic. They (hall be 
confidered as facred pledges and lup- 
ports of the credit of the Republic. 

«• Inftiiutions to be cftabUihcd for 
public inftru^ion in the arts and fi:iences, 
and alfo for the encoumgement of com« 
merce, navigation, agriculture, manu- 
factures, fiOieries, &c." 

The laft article of this Code, whicH 
confills of twenty- eight, Itates, 

'« That there ihall be a ibrift union 
between the French and the Bataviaa 
Republics, in fuch a manner, that the 
latter, though confidered as completely 
free, can entertain no political or com- 
mercial connexion with the enemies of 
France ; and that, in future, the two 
Republics fliall cor.fider the caufe of 
cither as n common cauie." 

RuJIaMy Feb, 3. The following is 
the anfwer of the French iMinifters to the 
note of the Deputation of the Empire, in 
which they declared that they could not 
agree to the ccffion of the left bank of 
the Rhine, a:id that the indemnification 
proj^clcd for the powers who have pof- 

fcHions 
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i^&iii Dti tkt l^t>)knk of thd Rhine, at 
tke expetice <rf thoCe ott the right* and 
the recuiarization of the EkAoratet or 
BithopriUf it impra^icable. It con- 
tluAei With entreating the French Mi- 
aiders to propofe nrore reafonable bafet 
in the following words : 

** The Deputation of the Empire has 
t>cefi coihpelled formally to admit that the 
Republic wcatU not cu^uire a coi0derable 
mc^on of power and greatnefs by the 
acquiiition of tlie Trans-Rhinane pro- 
vinces, either in refpe^ of their extent* 
their lan|;iia^e» their cuftoms, and their 
modes df thmking. From this obferva- 
tion it indifputably follows, that it it 
not firom a defire oi a^randizeroent that 
the French Republic ^lires the boundary 
W the Rhfaie, and that its demand refts 
upon a baAs much more forcible, upon a 
ttiotiVfc common to the two powers, that 
of proiridingby invariable boundaries for 

' fh^ir future tranquillity. 

** Such is the objea at prefent to be 
fttfled, and not that feries of queftions 
which the Deputation of the Empire en- 
ideavouts to iubftitute in the room of the 
true obje£l of difculTion. The under- 
figned A>ai) add only a fingle refle6lion, 
and it is, that the prompt accefljon to 
the deniand of the French Republic, the 
Ibb/equent examination of the acceAbry 
4^itions> and the conclusion of a folid 
peace Nvitl remove all pretext for mutual 
Complaints. This is the true way to 

, prove that we refpe£livcly wilh in reality, 
and^not in appearance, to put a period to 
the calamities of war.''

the aggreffion of the French, and hope 
tike DireAory will fee the imponance of 
their obje^Hont. 

RfiVOLUTIOK IN ROME. 

The Dircftory have fcnt a mcfTagc to 
the Councils, on the fubjc^ of the late 
events in Rome. This melTage details 
the events which have chara^erifed the 
prefent Revolution. It expatiates upon 
the crimes of the Popes> Cardinals, and 
Priefts, who have for 1400 years formed 
the Theocratic Government of Rome, 
which in profperity and adverGty was 
uniformly perfidious. 

The Roman people declare, in their 
aft of Sovereignty, publilhed on the 27th 
Piuviofe, that it u their wilh to preferve 



the religion which they venerate and 
praftife, and to leave untotlched the 
dignity and ipiritual authority of the 
Pope. They farther declare, that their 
Reprefenutives ihall j^rovide in a fuitable 
manner for his maintenance, and the 
fafety of his perfon (hall be Secured b| 
the National Guards . 

On the id Ventofc, at four In the 
morning, the Pope left Rome j he was 
followed by a guard, and treated with 
the refpeft due to his age. A Pi ovifory 
Government, confifting of fcven Confult 
(fix of whom had been chofen) was eflab- 
uihed $ the Municipalities! Civic Guard, 
Sec. had been organized, amd the oath of 
fidelity to the new Republic had been 
taken. In honour of this Revolution^ 
which was cfFcfted without blood(hcd> 
Te Deum was performed in all the 
churches of Rome, on the joth Pluviofe, 
Fourteen Cardinals joined m fmging this 
hymn in the church of St. Peter. 

The Pope on leaving Rome went to 
Florence^ and from thence no one knows 
where. It appears that the King of 
Naples has refuled him an afylum. The 
courier who brought thc/news of the de- 
parture of the Pope, met Caidinal Maury 
flying from Piza. 

Relative to the entry of the Fxench 
into Rome, the Redaaeur, and all the 
other papers, contain the following ar* 
tide : 

AI^MV OF TTAtr. 

** Rome is free. The people have re- 
fumed their rights of Sovereignty, by 
proclaiming their independence — by 
giving to themfelves the Goverment of 
ancient Rome, and by conftituting the 
Roman Republic. 

** The following are fome of the de- 
tails refpe^ing this memorable event : * 

" On the 15th of February, t4ie people 
repaif-ed in great crowds to the place 
Campo Varino. It was there that with 
ihouts they proclaimed their liberty, and 
that the Roman Republic was refulcltated 
by an aft (igned by fevcral thoufands of 
the citizens. The Tree of Liberty waa 
afterwards planted before the Capitol, 
and in feveral of the public places. 

" At noon a Deputation from the 
people, bearing the colours of the Ro- 
man Republic, went to find the General 
in Chief, Berthicr, in the French camp, 
under the walls of Rome, and prelented 
to him the wilhes of the Roman people, 
and alio their Provifional Government. 
The Contmander in Chief, after having 
received the Deputation, proceeded im- 
mediately 
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■Mdiateljr to the Cspltol. Ht trrifed 
ttierc, preceded by the miilic and by the 

Senadtert of his armyy and followed by 
8 £t»t-Majory with loo horfemen from 
every regiment of cavalry. The pro- 
ccffion jpaiTed through the city in the 
inidit at an imnoenle crowd of people, 
^ho were electrified by the moll holy 
cnthufilihi. 

<« In fine, the Rerolution is effe6ted 
«t Rome, The altars of liberty have 
l>eennuied in the Capitol. Five Con- 
Alls are there in vefted with the Executive 
Power. The other Members of the Pro- 
vifional Government are inftalled in the 
place of the Papal Government. Perfons 
and property are every where refpe^edy 
and every where bid's the prudent de- 
meanour of our troops. We here tran- 
scribe the dil'patch by which General 
Bcrthicr informs the Dire^ory of this 
aewfuccefst

«* Citizen Direfton, 
•* The French army has been at the 
-Capitol to render homage to the great 
mefi of the fairefl times of Rome. The 
Roman people have declared their re- 
Iwmption or thofe rights which have been 
^itirperf frmn them, and have demanded 
fi-om me the prote^ion of the French Re- 
i>ublic— and Rome is free. 

« Health and refpeft, 

*«Alex. Berthier," 
Some of the laft French papers contain 
m fort of Ptoclamaiion of a very extraor- 
dinary natore, addreflfed to the Emi- 
grants. It begins with exhibiting- to 
' them the miferies of their prefent refi- 
dence in foreign countries, and the im- 
poflibiliry of their return to France j it 
then endeavours to excite in them an in- 
dignation againfl England, and finally 
invites them to ailemme in America, for 
thepurpole of invading Canada, wrefting 
It from England by an union with their 
countrymen there, and of fubmitting it 
to the protection of their mother coun- 
tiy, vrho, though it will not receive them 
at home, may afllft them abroad. We 
fliould icarcely have thought this Paris 
' fpeculation worthy of notice, if it had 
not been drawn up with fome ability, and 
inferted ia their official journals.

** Mr^ St. George Manfh^h, Who had 
a conOderablc eftate im Ireland^ which ' 
moftly lies in the Glyns of Artglin, came 
there fbme time ago to^iflift in quieting 
the country, his tenantry in patticulatf. 
He was very a£tire, and firom his exer- 
tions, with the affiftance of the militarjr 
and veomanry, much good was expe^ed» 
and in fbme degree thought to be etn^ed i 
but his condua was in a great meaiutie 
marked with fool-hardinefs, as appears 
by the laft imprudent a6t. Jie had a 
confidential ferjeant, who alwap attended 
him with a ^ord, a blunderbufs, and ar 
cafe of piftols. In general he would not 
go from one houfe to another, withotit 
this man \ he frequently went to thefe 
Glyns, but alwavs had this ferjeant, and 
ufually fbme foldiers with hiim. One 
day he fet fire to, ind burnt a houfe^ 
where he was informed meetings of thofe 

Eeople called United Men were held { 
ut here he was aflifted bv fome of the 
military. He declared puolicly that he ^ 
would burn tnd demolifh every houfe iti 
the Glvas, and )hat he would firft begin 
with his own tenantry. The day of the 
night he was murdered, he went out to 
thofe Glyns, about eleven o^clock in the 
morning, to view fome depredations that 
were conunitt«d on his woods \ he took 
a Gentleman, a Magiftrate, who Jives in 
that town, his orderly feijeant, and two 
foldiers with him, but would not ftilTa* 
them to take any arms with them. He 
met a number of people in a field on his 
own eftate, moftly his own tenantry j 
and after declaring his intention of burn- 
ing, &c. he told them he would fleep at 
Mr. Uniack*s that night unprote^ed, 
where he did not fear to meet Captain 
Doe, a title affumed by the leader of thefe 
infatuated men ; he accordingly came to 
Mr. Uniack*s, made the Magiftrate re* 
turn home, and lent away likewiie the 
ieijeant and foklicrs^ Mr. St. George 
dined and fpent the evening at Kb*, 
Uniack*s ; between ten and eleven o'clock 
Mr. Vniack went up ftairs to fhew Mr. 
St. George his bed-chamber j foon after 
a number of armed men entered the houfe, 
pafled through the parlour where Mrs. 
Uniack was with her ion, a boy about 
thirteen years of age, ruflicd direAly 
up ftairs, where they met Mr. Uniack 
and Mr. St. George, whom they dragged ~ 
dovm to the kitchen, where they mur- 
dered them in a moft barbarous manner , 
having liraditrcd their flcuils by repeated 
blows. Mrs. Uniack endeavouring to 
prevail on them to fpart her hulbasd, 
was knocked down at the p!ar)9Qr door, 
E e where 
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>irhcfe ^e lay till the party had l«ft the 
ihcule* , XJriiortunatcly it fo happcix:d, 
that Mr< Uniack^s houTe was totally un- 
provided with arms, which prevented the 
pcdibility of making any defence/' 

19. The Earl of Moiia brought for- 
ward, in the Irifh Houfc of JLoitls, hi« 
fxpecitrd propofition for a change of lytttm 
in the internal Govemnaent ot that king- 
dom. His Lordihip, after alluding to 
tk« calumnies heaped upt*n him in the 
Ministerial prints, and lamenting that 
'men in official fituations ihould- defcend 
to, fuch cofitcraptiblc and degrading ex- 
pedients, proceeded eaiTieftly to pray their 
Lord/hips to put aa end, by their rejlo- 
lutions of that day, to the fylttm of ter- 
ror, of cruelty, and oppreOion, under 
which the nation groaned ; for he infilled, 
and wo^ld prove, that Government had 
been guilty of the moll wanton and un- 
provoked a(5l$ of cruelty. .The aife^ion 
of the Irifh people (lUll fixed on their 
Sovereign and his heir) might be yet i-q- 
covered, even by Government, if they 
w^ould adopt the principles of mpdeiation 
and couciliation. If they did not, and 
. their prefent fyftem was continued, he 
predl^ed the moll melancholy catailrophe, 
not only to Irelam), but to the whole 
Britilh Empire. His LordAiip con- 
, eluded by moving an Addrefs to the Lord 
Lieutcpant, «« rtccnimending the adop- 
tioi^of fuch conciliatory meal'ures as may 
allay the apprchenlions and extinguilh the 
dilcontents unhappily prevalent in this 
cuuniry/* 

His Lortlfhip's motion was warmly 
oppoled by Lord G lent worth, who was 
convinced his Loidihip was much im- 
p>redonby inili^cefentation, and niif- 
took tlie caufe^ toretfciU, 

The BiAiop cf Downc, in a warm 
fpecch, fupported the motion, and ccn* 
eluded in the following words : ** What- 
ever, my Lords, may be the fate of the 
coungryj it will be imputable folety to his 
Wajellys Miniliers." 

Lords DuUaney and Bellamont alfo 
• fup|">oired it. 

The Lird Chancellor (the Earl of 
Clare) in a molt abl<f fpcechoi four hours 
continuarce oppoled the nution.' iHe 
juHificd ail the mcaiures adopted by the

have been by this time in complete hn 
bellion. His Lordiliip concluded by ar- 
guing .againk the policy of Catholic 
Emancipation and Parliamentary Reform 
at the prclcnt moment ; and on adivifion 
there appeared for Lord Moira't motion 
9— againtt it 44.. 

Dublin y Mar lb %, In con(equence of 
information received, that Mr. Arthur 
O'Connor, the fworn proprietor and puU- 
lifher o<J The Prels, had been feized at 
Margate, in the a^ual attempt of taking 
his parage for France, with Quigley, tl\e 
Prie4t of Dundalk, Alderman Alexander, 
on Tucfday, having received proper in- 
formation upon oath, proceeded to. fei^e 
the materials and papers of The P«fs:i 
.it became a matter of immediate" and ii>- 
difpenlable neceflfity to prevent a fugitive 
from Ireland, accufcd of treafonable li- 
bels here, and endeavouring to fly fro|o 
England to France, from exciting any 
longer the people to infuire^ioni whillt 
it was incumbent on (government to pro- 
cure every proper evidence tor con*obo- 
rating and fubftantiating the proofs 9f 
bis guilt. 

The Superintendant Magiftrate, in 
fearching the place where fhe abov^*- 
mentioned Paper was printed (the houfe. 
No. 62, Abbey-ftreet) feized, a quantity 
of feditious papers in manufcript, with 
fome ball cartridges, which a woman wks 
endeavouring to convey out of the houle 
while this Magiilrate was doin^ his 
duty. Some of the workmen ot the 
above newi'paper were taken into cuftody» 
but afterwards dilcharged. 

Among thtf perfons in the houfe where 
The Prc^ was printed, were found Loi;d 
EdwHid Fitzgerald, Counfellor Samplbn, 
. and Mr. Switt, fen. wiiofc puniftiment 0f 
imprifonment in the New Gaol, for ii 
libel again ft certain of the Fellows of 
Trinity College, fome time ago, had been 
humanely remitted by Government, and 
whoQn it was fuppofed then a8ed as di- 
reftcr of that paper. 

None of thefe leaders were detained that 
night, having pledged tl^ertUelves to be 
forthcoming in the morning to anfvrer 
any charge chat might be allsdged againd 
them.

OUR Readers will recolleft the pub- 
fic Meeting calle<l under the auf- 
pic^ Qf the Correfponding Society, on 



the 31ft of July laTl, in a field near P.^- 
cias, at which Sir William Addington 
took into cuitody ayoungbarrillcrot the 
name of Fergiiflon, who tfiought proper 
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to appear theft In a very confplcuous 
fituation. For tliis KJr. Fei-^flbn 
brought an aftion againft Sir WilHami 
wh»ph was this day tried in the Court of 
King's Bench. Mr. F. conduced hia 
. own caufe ; and after, a very long Ipccchj 
brought forward feme evidence of the 
tranladlions of the day, previous to pro* 
ducing a copy of the Notice fervecl on 
Sir William, of Mr. F.'s intention to 
commence the aflion. This irregularity 
was objefted to ; but when the notice 
came to be produced, it appeared that it 
was informal^ the place ol refidencc of 
tlic attorney not having been indorfed 
thereon J and he was ttonfuiled, Mr. 
F. had la^d his damages at 5000!. 

March 1. Arthur O'Connor, Efq. 
proprietor of a newfpaper called The 
rrefs, printed tn*D«blin, John Binns, 9 
celebrated Member of the Correfponding 
Society, John Allay, Jaihcs Favey (alias 
Colonel Mori-is, alias Captain Jones, a 
Komi^ pneft), and Patrick Leary, ferv- 
ant to Mr. O'Connor, were brought to 
town from Margate, in four port chaifes 
and a poft. coach, by Fugion an4 Revett, 
two of the Bow-ftreet OJficers, efcorted 
by a party of light dragoons. In the 
evening they underwent a private exami- 
nation, before Mr. King, the Under Se- 
cretary of State, and Mr. Ford j from 
which it appeared, ' that they had been 
taiceii into cuAody on fufpicion of holding 
a trcalbnable correfpondencc with the 
French Goveninient, and of having ah 
intention to obtain a paiFagefrom Mar- 
gate to the Jiearcft port in France, for 
which purtDofe they offered a fiOierman 
at Margate 1 50 guineas, and to leave 300 

guineas jnore, as a Iccurity, in caie the 
9at fliQuid be taken by the French. It 
was ftated, that they went from Londop 
on Sunday iait by a WhitAable hoy, but 
^^nding themfelves iufpe6led at that place, 
they yi-ed a cart to carry their baggage, 
and, accompAnying it themfelves on foot, 
walked ^roi& the countiy to Margate, 
whcj-e they arrived on Tuefday evening, 
suki put up at a little public houfe, called 
the King's Head, on the S inds, when 
Favey jnifled as Colonel MtPtris, and tius 
others a^ hislervanti ; but their cpodu6^ 
.being here alio fufpe^ed, and the fifher- 
jman ^iog fearful to embark with them 
for France (hat nigl^t, they were detained ; 
and early the next morning the above- 
mentioned oScers, who bad hoard of 
their route at Gravcfend, came to the 
houfe, and having four- of the light dra- 
goons to ailiit theor),.in caie oi need, took 
,(hi:ai into curtody^ and fecurcd ail their 
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baggrlgc, whrch completely ' fillea a *poft. 
chaile. It confiftedofa number- of iniaU 
tiunks, boxes, and parcels, packed up 
extremely clofe, and very heavy, luppoled 
to be ready for the pnrpofe of linking, ii^ 
cafe of neceffity. About fixty gtiineatf 
were found in the p )fleflion of the pi i* 
foners, together with fome fire-arms, cut- 
lafles, and a quantity of baggage j and^ 
from Favey, alias Captain Morris, the 
ofHceri took a very (]iarp dirk or dagger: 
on Binns was found a pair of loaded pil- 
tols, and in the pocket of a coat, lup- 
poled to belong to Favey, a paper W3$ 
found, purporting to be an Addrefs from 
a Sucrei Committee in Irela/t'i to the Exf' 
cuti've Dire8oty of France, and which 
contained many treafonable exprcflions : 
this, however, the prifoncrs dilclalmed 
any knowledge of, nor would tbet^ own 
any part of the baggage, except fucih ar- 
ticles as they were lure would not cri- 
minate them. The prifoners all, except 
Favey, declined faying any thing in it- 
ply to the charge ; and he merely laid; 
that he went to Margate for his health, 
from whence he intended to go by a 
trading veflcl to Ireland. They were aft 
cominirteJ for further examination to le* 
parare priCons. 

The mahogany boxes, part of the bng. 
gage of" the prifoners, and in which their 
papers were depofited, were of lingular 
formation, having, at the bottom and 
fides, leveral concealed drawers for the 
fccretien of papers ; in other relpects 
they relemblfcd medicine chetts, ana the 
locks were of fuch excellence, that no 
key or pick could be found, to open them, 
and the boxes were nearly broken to 
phrces in order to attain their contents. 

Mr. Atthur O^Connor is nephew t* 
Lord Longueville, whole fortune he was 
to have inherited \ but it feems, that 
from the violent oppofition of Mf^ 
O'Connor to the Government,' his Lord- 
ihip has dilinherited him of as much of 
his eftates as the law would allow him to 
do.

It appeared that a watch- 
man near the Chapel, between three anj 
four o'clock yefterday morning, obferred 
three men get out of the prifoner's coach i 
fufpe6ling their dcG^n, he informed the 
patrole, and on their approaching the 
men, they ran off: on fearching the coach 
they found the body of a child wrapped 
up in feme cloth, upon which they took 
the priforter into cultody ; and in a ihort 
time after, on the appearance of day • 
light, the -other bodies were found in 
facks in a ditch, near the burying 
rround. The prifoner denied any ktiow*^ 
kdge of the men who were in his coach^' 
or that he even knew the body was in his 
coach ; but, after a confiderable inveili- 
gation, it came out that the pri£bner 
was nick* named Loujy Jac}, that he was 
connc61ed with Reuirre£lion Men, and 
, that he had been implicated in the rob- 
bery of Hampftead Church -yard fomc 
time fince, upon which he was committed 
for further examination. 

There had been fix funerals on Thurf- 
day afternoon, and the whole of the 
bodies were in the facks, and among 
them was a woman who died in her lying- 
in, with her infant, who were interred 
together. The greateft fcene of diftrefs 
was exhibited round the Chapel yeftcrday 
hy the relatives of thofe who have lately 
been buried in that ground, and the 
^whole of the bodies, except o^ woman, 
were owned in the courfc of the mornin?.

'Chapel- yard, dcpt from home on T.hurf- 
day night.

He 
tranfmitted the manufcript to Mr. 
Strahan the printer, who, after keeping 
It for fome time, wrote a letter to him 
difcouraging the publication. Such at 
firft was the unpropitious itate of one of 
^be.moft fucccfsful theological book*

WHEN a large party is anTemblcd 
by chance at a public entertain- 
ment, and the company are unacquainted 
with each other, they may be faid to be 
on an ahfolute equality.

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^nctple of eiiriofity hn planted in u» by 
I nahire, and it it a' principle to which I 
for obvious itafons fliall not obje6V ; at 
I ftaiid in tlie (ituation of a 'traveller my- 
felf, and con&quently may hope to re- 
ceive a fmall portion of that attention^ 
which I have ever been willing to pay ; 
but «s> without being properly intro- 
duced, I can oniy obtain a cafual and 
fleeting regard, I /hall proceed to give 
fuch an account of my fell' as will at leafl 
free me from the charge of haranguing 
upan interefted motives, and thus give 
me a chance of being liilened toi by the 
good people of England $ a circumitance 
which I ihould hope for in vain, were I 
the tool of men in power i being firmly 
convinced, that my fellow countrymen, 
ip their ardent love of liberty, would 
difdsiin Ufteiling to an oracle itfelf, had 
they reafon to lufpeA that the high prieft 
aded under the influence of their rulers. 

I was bom in this great metropolis $ 
my mother humoured me from my in- 
fancy, but as I hope J have no great 
portion of evil in my compofition, "the 
41 effect of her indulgence had no other 
e0e^ than that of inftiiling into my tur- 
bulent bofom an unconquerable propen- 
iity to follow my own inclinations : tl^.e 
^fii Latin didich I learned by rote was 
the following from Horace : 
Kallius addi^lus jurare In verba magiflri 
f^o me cunque rapi^ teropeftf|9| def^ror 
hofpes ; 

which I repeated with all the ardour of 
youthful admiration. I muft however 
$:onfefs, that in my roving temper I met 
with coniiderable oppoiition from my 
father, who in the regularity of hin mo- 
tions bore no yerv diftant reiemblance to 
a town clock, dv him I was placed in 



father'* s deceafe, I have ^ted^ as far a« 
my power extended, every part of thcj 
habitable globe, to which the account^ 
of travellers or my own curiofity invited 
me. I fojourned a conlidemblc time 
amcng the lavages of North America { 
their rambling mode of life plea fed me, 
and I verily believe, that had I met with 
a fuihcient fupply of books, I fliould 
have taken up my abode with thofe pri<r . 
mitive Tons of nature. France and Italy 
afterwards detained me feveral year>> tiU 
the French Revolution, behind which 
everv virtue and everv joy is bi^ as the 
ti-acic of the (hip in the ocean, drove me 
homeward, and forced me to take flielter 
in this my native land, which I revifited 
with as much delight as the dove felt at 
regaining the ark, after wanderii^ in 
vain over the dark expanfe of waters. 

Nor (hould it be imagined that my 
excurdons have been confined to feat and 
continents. I have carefully perufed the 
human heart, examined with attention 
every vice and every folly that ihoot vp 
there to cfaoak the rair fruits of wifdom 
and virtue, and the refuit of my ^peca- 
lations has been a firm conviction, tbit 
as commerce hat brought to our pohs 
the commodities of every nation, ip thif 
promifcuous intercourle cf our couMry- 
men with the reft of the world, t^it niaae 
England a grand refervoir of vtrtoet sad 
vicet of & moft eppofite tendency. 
Here ferioufneis and levity, cunning and 
fimpiioity, honefty and knavery, ec»- 
nomy and diflfipation, ad '* chaos-iike 
together cruihed and bruifed,** not un- 
freouently unite in the fame character* 
whilfl the ftnuige mortal (probably cal- 
ling himfelf a philofopher) who it fated 
to fuffer this internal commotion, may 
be feen flrlving in vain to curb the

ACCOUNT OF THE SAVOY. 

[ WITH A VIEW. ] 



SAVOY, or Lancafter Houfe, was 
iituated to the wellward of Somerlct 
Hou/e, between the Strand and the 
TJha'mes. This pkce obttiined the name 
of the Savoy firom Peter, Earl of Savoy 
and Richmond, who built it about the 
y^i; 1245, and afterwards transferred it 
Ao^ the Friars of Montjoy, of whom 
Q«e*n Elinor, the wife ot King Henry 
Ili. purcliaied it for her fon Henry, 
Ihikc of Lai^cafter. The Duke after- 
wards enlarged and beautified it, at the 
cxpence of 52,900 marks, at that time 
an immvnie fum. Here John, King of 
France, refided, when a prifoner in '^ng- 
land in the year 1357, and upon bis re- 
turn hither in 1363, when it was ertecracd 
one of the fineft pabces in England. 

.This edifice was burnt in 1381 by the 
JCentlfli rebels, on account of iome pique 
llicy had conceived againft John of 
Gaunt, Duke of Lancafter, who was 
thi^n the proprietor. But the ground 
afier.vards devolving to the.crown, King 
Henry VII. began to rebuild it for an 
bofpltal, for the reception of an hundred 
jiiflielfcd obje'Sls; but that Prince not 
living \i> i'ee it completed, Henry the 
Eigbth, his fon, not only g^rantcd his 
piaiidr of the Savoy to the Bifiiqp of 
IV'inchefter, and others the Executois of 
Jiis Father's will, towards fin i flung the 
JicTfpital ; but by his charter of the 5th 
pf July i5i3> conitiruted fhem a body 
politic ;^nd corpqrate, to.- q^nfift .of ^ 
piilUr, fiv'G fpcular cl)apLiiin8, and four 



regulars, in order of his Jf/m C^r/Jfp 
bis mother^ and S^ John the Buptjjf j 
the foundation to be denominated -Ti*^ 
}hfl>iial of King Henry FU, late %in^ 
^ England, of the SaDOf* 

This hofpital was mppreifed itt the 
rdgn of Edward the Sixth, when the 
revef/ues were found to amount to*^ol> 
per annum, which that Prince gave to 
the city of London, towards making n 
provifion for the hofpitals of Bridewell^ 
Ch.ilt Church, and St. Thomas j bnC 
Qiieen Mary convcrteil'it into an hofpitaj 
again, and having endov«ed it an^w, her 
ladies and maids, of hono^ coippletcbr 
furniflied it, at tlieir owp expencc^ witl»' 
all neccfiaries." However .the hofpiuH 
was again fupprcfled upon- the acccfliotl 
of Queen Elizibcrh t© the throne, aw^** 
tlw revenues appfied-to the ufes intended 
by her bi'other. ' ^ 

Nothing is now Xt "be fcen hut tlti^ 
ruins of the ancient edi^ce, buHt with 
free lione aiKl flints j among v9^iidi, a 
few years fince remained part of a great 
building, in which detachments of the 
King's guai-ds laid-, and where they have 
tlicir Marihaifea prifon for the con|ine- 
ment of delerters and other ofEendcrsj and 
to lodge their recruits. 

A part of the Savoy was afligned by- 
King Williahi the Third for the*refi- 
dence of the French i*cfugees, who have 
ftiil a chapel here, in whicn they pdhform * 
to the Cburch of England* 



SWITZERLAND. 



BY the information which we have 
bctn able to coile^l from different 
Ijiifrteis, it appears that the whole, of the 
jiiU^ival fro;n che timg when the prvlon- 



gation of thearmiftice was agreed upon, 
to the 5th of March, on which day the 
Fuench entered Berne, was one contmued 
i%\t\ of Inti'lgMe and perfidy on the part> 

of 
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of thtFrench, and of timidity, irrcfolu- 
tion, and inconfiltency, on that of the 
Bernefe Government. 

The French had, from the beginning, 
their partizans in the Councils of Berne. 
Some, pcriiaps, but thofc probably few 
in number, won over to them by a6lual 
perfonal corruption ; others, enamoured 
of their principles; and dcfirous of inno- 
vating, at ail hazards, upon the ancient 
conftitqtion of their country, for the fake 
of tryi ng the experiment of a conllitution 
founded on liberty and equality j othefs, 
®S^i" (probably the largeft niftnbtr) de- 
luded by the hope, that if the prell-nt 
war could by any means be brought tp a 
termination, they fliould be able, by fair 
parley and negociation, to biing ^he 
French to a kvic of the injullicc ot their 
attack upon Switzerland, as well as of 
the intereft which France muft have in 
preferving the friendlliip and good -will 
of fo refpeftable a neighbour, mther than 
in incurring its cverlaiting enmity, by a 
continued and unprofitable aggreiTion. 
Aftingupon one or other of thele princi- 
ples, a confiderable majority of the Coun- 
cil oppoled the itianly and deciiive mea- 
fures which the Avoyer Steiguer (and 
•hofe Members of the Government who 
faw with juft apprchenfion the real, and, 
to fay the truth, the almoft undifguifed 
defigrts of France againft the liberty^ and 
the exiftence of Switzerland as an inde- 
Dcndent country) would have adopted ear- 
ly in the conteit ; meafures which would 
probably have checketl, in the firft onfet, 
the ardour of the French, and which their 
Own people not only would have carried 
through with fpirit and chcarfulnefs, if cal- 
led upon to do lb, but did themftlves call 
upon their Government to bring forward, 
and ultimately overwhelmed with their 
vengeance, thofe whom they fuTpc^lcd of 
hiving prevented their adoption. 

The majority were for treating, but 
they did not prefume to think themfclvcs 
in a fituation even to treat with an invad- 
ing enemy, until they had endeavoured 
to propitiate that enemy by a facrifice of 
lb much of their ancient laws and privi^ 
Jeget as they thought might induce him 
to liiten with patience to Ibrae modelt 
propofaU for the prelci-vation of the re- 
mainder. They reformed therefore, and 
they opened a negociation. The, reform 
dcllroyed the energy of the Government 
at home. The negociation gave ample 
room to the French not only to increafe 
their force by frelh detachments from the 
Italian army, but alfo to regulate their 
cpcratioiis Uom without, in I'vcb a m«n« 



ner as fliould bed tally with the prepara- 
tions for their reception, which wtrc bu- 
fily carried on by their friends within the 
walls ot" Berne. 

It is unneceflary to repeat here what 
has been publiftied in all the ncwfpapcrs 
of Europe, the terms of peace which 
France propofed — the modincations uh- 
der which the daftardly rulers of lierne 
offered to accept them. It is fufficicnt to 
obferve, that the price which Fmnce cx- 
a^ied for forbearance was precilely, or 
within a trifle, the fame as the penalty 
which {\ic hasinfii^ed for refiltance — the 
fubverfion of the ancient Government, 
and the fubftitutif n ctone on the French 
model — Hoftages, profcriptions of indi- 
viduals and ot families — and a funi of 
money. 

While the Council deliberated on thcfe 
and fuch like demands, the ptafantry of 
the country were crowding to the gate* 
of Berne with offers of fervice, and de- 
manding to be led againft the invaders. 
The fpirit of the troops rofe at times fo 
high, that the Council had not the cou- 
rage nor the power to rcprefs It ; and, on 
the 26th of February, General D'ErlacIi 
received full powers to attack the enemy 
if he fliould fee it rie;ht, immediately up- 
on the expiration ot the armlttice on the 
2d of March. This conceflion was no 
fooner extorted from the Council, thaa 
the French General Brune was apprized 
of it by the French fa^ion. He took 
his meafures accordingly, determining to- 
make the attack himfelf when the Swifit 
fliould not be prepared for it. He pro- 
pofed a new conference for the amicable 
arrangement of exilting difFciences. The 
French faction fupported the propofal, as 
highly likely to produce an advantageous^ 
and honourable peace — the inajoriiy of 
the Council were induced to come into 
it ; part becaule they were weary of op- 
pofing to no purpofe, and part yielded 10^ 
the old argument, that a refural would" 
irritate the enemy , and would give him 
an opportunity of proving to Europe^ 
that they were not (Incjrc in their delirc 
for accommodation. Fitty-fivc Members- 
had the good lenfe to uppoH: the meafurc,. 
but in vain. 

TheconfequcnGeof detcm^ining tipon 
this new cont^rence with an armed ene- 
my in the heart of th«ir country, was the 
withdrawing the authority given to Ge- 
neral D'Eriach to attack on the ejcplra- 
tion of thearnjlllicc, and thus leaving the 
Swlls army at the njtrcy of Frcach g<:od 
faith. For a moment, on the ilt cf 
March, the Coancll fecmed to h^ve beta 
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ienfible of their imptiidtnce, and a refolu- 
lion was hafiily obtained, rcftoriiig to 
General D'Erlach the liberty to attack 
tbe next day. But in the; courfe of a 
iew hours, ibe French fa6lion regained 
its aiccndar.cy, and General D^Erlach's 
powers were again withdi-awn. The re- 
lult was what inight be expeftcd. Whijc 
the deputies of fiefne and Fribotirg were 
conferring at the conferences of l^ayemc, 
and the Council of Bepiff w^s hugging 
itfelf in the notion of not irritatin&r the 
enemy, and of having put it out ot hit 
power to prove to Europe that they were 
not (incere in their defire for accommoda- 
tion—the French facrcral Brunedid pre- 
clfely what he had all along intended to 
do, and what the i'upporters of the pr»- 
fent fyftem in the Council perfc6tly knew 
that he intended. He attacked the Swifs 
army on the night of the ill : the battle 
was obftinate and bloody, but there was 
tn Officer high in command in the Swiis 
army, who was unwilling to irritau tbe 
enemy. He abandoned his charge— tlie 
battle was loft, and Fribourg was taken. 
The name of this wretch has not reached 
us. 

General Brune entered Fribourg on the 
famfe night that the army under General 
^hauenbourg entered Soleure. Fribourg 
was given up to every fpecies of excels 
and outrage. The Avoyer VeiTor, a ma- 
gi ft rate ot high chara6ler, and who con* 
dueled himfclf with exemplary courage, 
was butchered. His body was mutilaied 
in the moft (hccking manner, and hi» 
head paraded round the city on v^ pike. 

From the moment of the lofs of this 
battle by the treachery of an officer, fuf- 
picion and difunion wt re propagated 
through the Swils army. The French 
knew how to improve thefe difpofitidns : 
theli* emiflaries fpreadthcmfelves through 
the Canton, pointing outas objefls of di- 
ftruft every man of real chara^er, bonefty, 
and courage — luggefting to the peafantry 
the danger of trulting themfelves to the 
c«ndu£\ of men who were hired to betray 
them J and recommending them to enfurc 
their iafety by ftandinr by quietly, and 
letting things take their courfe. In ma-^ 
nr parts of ttie Northern Cantors a Louis 
d or was known to be the fixed price 
which any man might receive for merely 
declining tq march to the affiftance of 
Berne. 

The mo^5^ent$ of the S w i fs aimy were 
fuch as to give countenance to thele no- 
tiont among the people, as trcm the 2d 
thcj were ^^eflarily perhapsj and inc« 



Vitably after having miffed tie firfi dp* 
portunity of attacking) one continued re* 
ti-eat. They fought, however, in re«. 
treatii>g. On the id, 3d, and 4th, there 
were repeated and defperate engagements ^ 
in every one of which the Swifs Ibldiers 
fought, in the firft inftance, with the 
greateft fury againft the French ; and af- 
terwards, when they were obliged to fall 
back, turned their arms againft their Of- 
ficers, whom they fufpc£l«d of ilackndsi 
or of treachery. 

The Council at Berne in the meantime 
continued/aithful to the fyftem of cow^ 
ardice and felf-betrayal with which they 
had let out. They ftill continued reform**- 
ing and negociating— a Proviftonal Go^ 
vernment was ere^ed ;and there remain* 
ed but one article left to difpute with the 
enemy, which was the immediate dir^ 
banding of all their troops. 

Y«t, however, the fpirit of patriotifm 
was not extinguiflitdnor fuppreUed among 
the people of the country. Tfiat part of 
the troops which were at Berne demanded 
loudly to be led againft the French army 
under Scbauenbourg, which was now ra« 
pidly advancing^from Soleure towards the 
city. The rrovifional Government 
though it might have the will, wanted tnt 
power to refift the enthufiafm of the 
troops. The venerable Avoyer Stci- 
guer put himielf at their bead, and tbia 
admirable man perilhed under the walla 
of Berne, true to a refolution which h^ 
had long cherifhtd, and often expreffed ia 
the courfe of thedifcuffions that preceded 
the furrender of Switierland to Freadi 
negociation, that if an honourable death 
wt:re to be found, he would not furvive 
the enftavement of his country. . 

At his fide periftied in the fame battl« 
the flower of the Patrician youth otBeme^ 
who, from the age of fouiteen, had formed 
themfelves into corps, and fought till the 
Jaft individual among them was flain. 
Not a family of diftin6lion in Berne but 
has to record the fervices and the facri- 
iices of a fon or a brother, on this memo* 
rable and calamitous day. 

After the lofs of this battle, all viraa 
terror and confufion. The Swifs troops, 
' enraged at their defeat, and goaded and 
inflamed by the agents of the Direftory* 
wreaked their difappointment upon their 
leaders ; and General D'Erlach, with hit 
whole Staff, and fuch Members of the old 
Government as were raoft marked for 
their hoftility to Fiance, fell a facrifice to 
their miltaken fury.

Mr. Fox (afterwards 
Henry Lord Holland) propoied giving 
him the Government of Quebec j a place 
he had heard would be quite agreeable 5 
but Lord Bute would not confent, and 
fo the matter dropt. Lord Holland fre- 
quently condemned this obftlnacy of his 
colleague by faying it was his rule " to 
nip an opponent in the bud (if he was a 
fellow of any parts) by providing for 
him/' 



When Wilkes firft arrived from France, 
and before he was taken up on the out- 
lawry, he lodged in a fmall houfe near 
St. George's Fields, where he was oc- 
cafionally vifited by feveral of the moft 
rcfpeftable members of the Minority of 
that time. Amongft the reft Mr. Fitz* 
herl»;:rt (the father of the prefent Lord 
St. Helens) and a late celebrated Member 
of the Houfe of Commons being his vi- 
fitors, he (hewed them one evening Several 
political manufcripts, which he mtended 
for immediate publication, and afked 
their opinion of them. They at firft de- 
clined It ; but Wilkes prefEng them for 
their advice, one of the Gentlemen laid, 
" Why, Mr. Wilkes, though there are 
fome ifubborn fa^ls in thofe papers, and 
very |>ointedly told, do you think they 
are quite fo prudent f " * No,"* fays the 
other, « certainly notj but what the 
D— 1 have I to do with prudence f I awe 
money in France, am an outlaw in Eng- 
land, hated by the , the Parliament, 

the Bench ot Bilhops, purfued by the 
Courts of Law, the Minifters, &c. &c.— 
and what, do you talk to me of prudence 
for ? I muft raife a duft, or (larve in a 
jail for life!' 

" Well, but what are the meanft you 
intend to purfue ?" « To fetup for the 
City of Lgndon.' " Good G— d, Mr. 
Wilkes, where is your qualification ? 
What are your pretenfions ?" • General 
Warrants and the good ruUure of my 
fellow citizens.'

His friends left him in defpalr ; but 
the refult (hewed, defpcrate as the mea- 
fure was, it in part fuccc^ded, as, though 
he loft his election for London, he in- 
ftantly propofed himiclf a candidate for 
Middielex, which he ultimately carried 
and reprefented for feveral fcflions. 

When his turn for jocularity uftd 
fometlmes to induce him to fay ftrong 
things to the people about him, fome ot 
his intimates ufed to remonftrate by afk. 
ing him, ** Whether he was not afraid 
of lofing bis friends ?" « Friends! >Vhere 
are they? Thefe x fellows are my /<?/- 
low nit and they are now fomehody j but 
they very well know what they would 
be, were tbey once out of my fu'ite^^ 

When he was in Paris, a French No- 
bleman, who had got the liberty mania 
ftrong upon him, expreffcd a great defire 
to be acquainted with him \ and hearing 
he dined occaSonaliy at a certain ordi- 
nary, he made it a point to attend for 
that purpvle : he at length fucceeded* 
and fome degree of intimacy commenced 
between them. One day, talking of tha 
Conftitution of England, the Marquis 
afked him very ferioufly, ** What lengths 
he thought an Englimman could legally 

fo in arraigning the condu^ of his 
n?" Upon this, Wilkes, af- 

fe£ling to paufe for fome time, replied, 
** Why as to the precife lehgth I cannot 
exa^ly fay at prefent ; but I am now 
making the experiment^ and when I have 
proved it, I ftiall be proud to have the 
honour of informing your Lordftup.'* 

When Forbes met him at a coffee- houfe 
in Paris, he firft aiked him, " Whether 
his name was Wilkes ?" To this he 
made no anfwcr. The other however, 
foftening his tone a little, afked him, 
«* Whether he was not the celebrated 
John Wilkes ?" This took him in ; 
but did not entirely take him off his 
guard t for, when the other immediately 
challenged him, Wilkes told htm he did 
not think himfelf engaged to fight every 
adventurous Scotchman, merely for gir- 
ing general opinions on particular coun- 
tries : and when the other faid he would 
Dot be trifled with, but that he muftmeet 

him 
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him.dire6lly9 Wilkes again parried tltc 
attacic by gravely put Vine out his pocket 
bookf and fccming to look over fomc 
memorandums^ told him he rauft wait for 
his tum» for that he bad nineteen upon' 
bis lift before him. 

This railed the laugh againft Forbes, 
when Wilkes quitted the coffee houfe, 
and very prudently kept out of his way 
ever after. 

During the pendincy of Burke^s Bill 
of Reform, he met a friend to that mea- 
iurc, whom he afkcd, " W^at they could 
be about by the introduflion of fuch a 
Bill ?*• < Why to weed corruption out 
of the Houfe of Commons/ fays tlic 
Qther very gravely j * but the matter is 
not at prefent fufficiently digefied^'* 
" Then," fays Wilkes, " you had bet- 
ter iet the Bill alone, for you know 
€orrupiion always foitows di^eftion.'''' 

He admired io general j3urke*s 01-3- 
tory, but very juitly obferved it was 
fometimes interlarded with coarfenefs: 
as it w;^s obferved of Appeltes Venus, 
that the flefh of it appeared to be fed on 
milk of rofes, fo Burke^s Tpeeches fecmed 
to partake of potatoes and whiikey. 

Dining one day at the Prince's table, 
ibmc of the young men began quizzing 
him about women, politics, &c. when at 
laft he was afked to fmg a fong. A re* 
aueft in fuch a place being always con- 
fidertd as a command, Wilkes, who was 
a pcrfcwl maftcr of good breeding, imnic- 
diatel^Aruckup** Godfavegreat George 
our l^ingf The company began to 
' ftare ; and after he bad done, the Prince 
afked him, << How long he had been in 
the habit of Hnging that fong." • Ever 
iince. Sir," (ays Wilkes, making a re- 
fpefiful bow, < I had the honour of 
knowing the Prince of Wales.' 

Nearly about the Tame tune, it being 
talked of at table that the French cabinrt 
tAforJt at Carleton Houie coft the owner 
above twenty-^ve tboufand pounds j and 
it being remarked at the fame time, what 
a fum of money it was to give to fo- 
reigncrSf Wilkes drily replied, " And 
]>ray. Gentlemen, don't vou think his 
EngH/b cabinet has coft hna a great deal 
more?" 

WTicn the imprcvements were made 
near St. Sepulchre's Church, where a new 
compter was ere^ed, one of tlie aldermen 
#a» obferving how convenient it would 



be in its correfiondence to fffw^aie* *' i 
difiikc it for that very rcafon," ^^^ 
Wilkes, ** becaule it is encouraging a 
criminal corre^ndenceJ"" 

He vras afktd by a GentUman in Paria 
to take a fuppcr with him afoi^ wirfi a 
girl who» he was on the eve of quitting, 
and to whom he propofed giving two 
hundred Louis, Wbilft they were at 
table the girl feeraed very difconfolatc, 
and fonfetiraes wept, but ftill continued 
eating till fhe had fiuifhed three large 
partridges 5 trpon which Wilkes obferved 
to his friend in Engli/h, «< That though 
he always under ft ood forrozu to be drjf Im 
never knew it fo hungry as at that mo- 
ment." 

The gallant took the hint, and g^ave 
the hdy but halt the fum he origiuiallj 
intended. 



Being one day aiked by a Gentleman, 
whether he took fnuff ? he quickly re- 
plied, «* No i I never dealt in liuU 

vices,'*'' 



The late Mr. Janies BofweJ! dining 
one day at an Old Bailey dinner, when 
Wifkes happened to be prefent, he com- 
plained to one of the Judges that he had 
his pocket picked of his handkerchief, 
as he was coming out of court, ** Pob, 
poh !" fays WUkes, ** never mind him, 
my Lord j it is nothing but the oftcn- 
tatlon of a Scotchman, to let tlie world 
know thit he had been in pofteflion of a 
pocket liandkeichief." 

During the firft city poll for Lord 
Mayor, when Wilkes was a candidate 
f(»r that office, a livciyroan came to 
Guildhall in a fedan chair to give his 
vote. Wilkes, feeing the chair co3>e 
into the hall, jocularly turned about to 
Alderman H alii ax, and fa id, " This it 
not for me, I'm fure 5 for I am a beggar, 
and can't afford it." « Nor for ra« 
|lthcr,' fays Halifax, * for I am a bank- 
rupt, and can Ijffs afford it.' *• Aye 
but," replied Wilkes, ** the Kfiniftry 
can." 

Being roaftcd a good deal one day at 
the Beef- ftcak Club about his deiening 
th<f caufe of patriotifm, he obferved with 
hiS ufnal plcafantry, " Why What wouiJ 
you have mc do ? Formerly I emitted aa 
much^^*?;^ sindjzre as the bcft of vou % 
now you muft look upon me a« a bnrni^ 
9ut *voUano/' 

The 
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The B«nch of Juft ices having denied a 
ikence to a publican, which he fuppofed 
to be only for putting up the lign of 
John Wirtcci, he aiked Wilkes what he 
Biould do in the matter ? " T ell thcm,^^ 
iays the other, ** you' only hung me up 
in fffi^ 5 and if that wont latijiy them, 
fay you are ready to pull down John 
Wilkes, ami bav^ up ihe lubule Bench of 
Jkfiices in his place. 

When rallied about his uglineft he 
ufed to fay, " The only difference be- 
tween hhn and the handlbmcft man in 
England, when in company with a wo- 
man, was the latter hariug the advantage 
of him for the iirlt hour."" 

A filly young Con^nw* Councilnwn, 
at one of the city dinners, talking of his 
birth-day, obfei-ved how fingular it was 
that he ^lould be bom between twelve 
and ten o'clock on the (irft day of Janu- 
ary, <' Not at all. Sir," fays Wilkes, 
" confiderinjr you mult liavc been be- 
l^ottcn tbeji^ of jiprjl,^^ 

When a certain Book feller (who had 
t>een reroarkabJe for his ftrong publi- 
cations againft Govemroent) had left off 
t>uiincf8, lie took a fancy to wear his own 
Jiair ; Wilkes meeting him in the ttrcet 
thus clolely cropped, exclaimed, ** Good 

G — d, Mr. , How can you be fuch 

a fool as to appear thus metamorphofed ?*^ 

* Why I don't know,* fays the other j 

* every body, I think, does fo now/ 
•* But, my dear Sir, what's every body 
to you ? Some are led by convenience, 
others by taihion or folly, &c. but what 
will one A^^ £onccal yur ivaitt of €au iia 
wclla$awig?*^ 

Dr. Johnfon fubfcribes to the very 
great popularity Wilkes early had in the 
city when he lays, " It is wonderful to 
think that all the force of Government 
was required to prevent Wilkes from 
being cholen Chief Magiftratc of Lon- 
don, though the liverymen knew at the 
iame time he would rob their (hops and 
debauch their daughters.** 

Notwithrtanding this fplenetic effufion. 
Dr. John Ion was afterwards fo reconciled 
t9 Wilkes, that he dined with him at 
Mr. Dilly's, in the city, and totally for- 
got the party man in Uie charms of his 
agreeable converfation. 

Wilkes's knowledge of human life 
was equal to his talle tor books and lite- 
rary converlatlon ; being one day alked 



by a friend, how he would like to go 
over his political life again ? he replied 
with great force of obfervation, " Not 
at all : adverfity may be a good thing 
to break faft on j nay, a man may dine 
upon it J but, my good friend, believe 
me it makes a confounded bad fupper." 

Offering with a friend upon fome 
point of politics, the other obferved that 
he did not always think {o, " Very 
probably. Sir j but then it mud b« when 
I was a IVilkiler 



Jelling one day very liberally with a 
well-known knight and aldei-man, with 
whom he had run a great part of his po- 
litical career, the other good-huraouredly 
faid, ** Aye, aye, Wilkes, go on j you 
always make a buti of me." * By no 
meaj?8,* (aid the other, < I never ftuck to 
an empty butt in my life.* 

His prelence of mind feldora or never 
forfook him \ and be had the felicity of 
laying things, and timing them in a 
manner, that none but a man fo intimately 
acqtiamted with the world could attempt. 
Being at a public dinner, where Ser^^eant 

B n was prefcnt, Wilkes let on Ibmc 

pleafantries on the profcffion of the Long 
Robe, which the Sergeant imprudently 
applying to himfelf, he fell into fuch a 
paifion, that he began to be very pcr- 
lonal ; infomuch, thai there was no in- 
cident of Wilkes's life, whether true or 
bX(tt that he did not retort vpon him 
with much acrimony. This changed the 
converfation, which before had been very 
fprightljr, into a very embarraifing fcene } 
a part of the company attempted to turn 
it off with a laugh» whilft others predif^ed 
(bmething more ferious j but Wilkes foon 
put an end to all their anxieties by telling 
the Sergeant with great fang froiJp 
«< What a wretched memory he muft 
have, that in attempting to calumniate 
h'is chara^er by a lift of imputed crimes* 
he had forgot fo capital an inftance as 
the fory of the Foundling Hofpital.''* 
This turned the tables completely on the 
Sergeant, who was obliged to join in the 
laugh, and to beg pardon for entering 
the lifts with fuch an invulnerable cha- 
rafter. 

When he fiift went to Court, after all 
that had happened about < Wilkes and 
Liberty,' forac of his friends rallied him 
about the inconfiftency of his conduct. 
«< Not at all," fays he ; «* That I did not 
go to Court formerly was that I would 

G g a not 
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not enter any Gentleman's haufe, where 
I knew I was not welcome : 1 now go 
there as btsgueftj** 

Though the prorpc6l of Wilkes's for- 
tune throughout his political life was 
rather gloomy, it feemed to have com- 
pletely vanilhcd on the late Mr. Hopkins 
Dcing confirmed Chamberlain of London. 
This was the place Wilkes (et his heart 
upon J an office of emolument and dig- 
nity, and which he had perhaps a right 
to expeft from his fellow citizens for his 
long and perilous political warfare : but 
this place he lolt, after every ftrugelc 
that^couid be made by the combined in« 
tercft of all his friends and followers. 

He was at this period turned of fifty 
years of age, with a (battered ^conftitu- 
tlon, a ruined fortune, without profef- 
fion, or the leaft prorpe6t of being pro- 
"vided for in an) luitable department in 
the difpofal of the city. This was fo 
truly a picture of dcfpair, that his beft 
friends could not offer him any confo- 
lation J he had, however, ** his own good 
fpirits to feed and clothe him.*' When 
they aflced him. What he intended to do ? 
he anfwered, ** Nothing ; I muft ftill 
hang upon the chapter of accidents, and 
wait 10 drive the firft nail that offers." 
Moft tortunatclv for him that nail did 
fooii prefent itfelf, by t\itfudden death of 
Mr. Hopkins j .when returning to the 
charge with unabated fplrit, he an- 
nounced himfelf a candidate for the office 
of Chamberlain, which he carried and 
enjoyed to the laft hour of his life. 

With all his wit and pleafantry he 
was in many relbcCls a man of meibodj 
particularly in his poltttcal lin/s, the 
management of which he unckrliood 
better than any man of his time. He 
was the firft who introduced the pra£lice 
of a candidate's fending a card oi^ thanks 
to his voter in an hour's time after giving 
him that vote j a circumftance which in 
the proporti(*n as it flatters individual 
vanity, fets it at work to repay the flat- 
terer by frelh exertions in his cau/e. 

He likewifc K-^j t a book wherein he 
carefully and alphabetic a", ly arranged the 
names of ait th'ic who cither voted for 
him, or whom he knew, or thought, 
wifhed well to him, or who had written 
any thing in iavcur of his party. An 
inltancc of this occurred to a Gentleman 
who had callr \ upi'n him one day about 
particular buii.cU, and who imagined 
timfelf totally ui known to him j but 
Wilkes foon let him know the ^ontraryi 



by politely tcHing him he believed h« 
had the honour of his acquiintance ; and 
then turning to a port folio, he fliewcd 
the Gentleman his name, the place of hit 
abode, with the title of a pamphlet he 
had written fomc years before on a po* 
litical fubje^. 

It feems to be the lot of moft political 
managements^ that they are not always 
condu^led on the moft moral principles ; 
where the objeft is to be attained, the 
means feem to be made ufe of as they 
can be found, and thefe fometimes are 
fuch as cannot be juftified on the general 
principles of integrity. Wilkes was a 
politician on this lax principle : when 
pei'fonal influence failed, he had not 
money, like others, to fecond his pcr- 
fuafion ; he therefore had recourfe to /<?- 
litical management, and in this he not 
only was equal to moft of thofe who had 

f©ne before him, but had the credit of 
eing the inventor of fome new fyftems j 
fuch as railing reports in the morning 
which he knew muft be contradifted in 
the evening, and calculating on the value 
of their tcm(ioi*ary credit j chaiging his 
Majefty's Minifters with proceedings, 
which, from their oath of office as Privy 
Counfellors, they could not exa6lly ftatc 
to the public in refutation, &c« &c. 
all thefe he confidered as the warrantable 
weapons of attack, which he was at no 
pains to conceal when the affair was over; 
but on the contrary often made them the 
fubje^ls of his wit and pleafantry. 

From his talents, education, natural 

food fpirits, and oppofition to Lord 
iute's Adminiftration, Wilkes lived 
with the firft perfons for rank and abili- 
ties of his time. When he originally 
went on his travels, he was determined 
to fill no fubordinate fituation in the 
company he mixed with j and as thefe 
for the moft part confifted of the prime 
Nobility of England, his expcnces ran 
very high. We have heard them efti- 
mated, by a near relation of Mr- Wilkes, 
at not lei's than ten tboufand pounds \ and 
thiji was one of the firft objects of diffe- 
rence between him and his father, when 
he had ran through his paternal pro- 
perty. General IV arrant Sy and his pcr- 
icvering fpirit of oppofition to the then 
exifting politics, rendered him confi- 
derable amongft the heads of his party, 
and the idol oi the populace. The eter- 
nal topics of converfation which his very 
name gave birth to in all affociations 
are well remembered by many at this 
day : ccneral illuminations have witneffed 
his political viftorics j crowds have titiccd 

him 
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Mm with admiration in the ftreets ; and 
Miniftcrs and Ambafladors havt been 
often forced to difplav the words < Wilkes 
and Liberty' chalked upon their (hoes •. 

He lived to fee all thefc gaivJs vvifi 
away, with moft of the principal a«or« 
in thofe tumultuotis times. ** He could 
not however but remember that fuch 
things were;" and he frequently amufed 
his private circlet with many an enter- 
taining anecdote, which he generally in- 
troduced by faving, «« Now Til tell you 
a ftory which happened in the late John 
Wilkes's time." 

He bore another teftimAny to the high 
charafter of the late Lord Chatham, whom 
he always diAinguiftied as one of the molt 
lUuftrious patriots of his time for vigour 
of mind, and unOiaken integrity. He 
once related an affair of gallantry, which 
this Nobleman had in his early days with 
a certain lady of high rant, celebi-atcd 
by Prior's, mufe, with fome circumftances 
of a very extraordinary nature, that can- 
ttot be fo well related. 

With a variety of mental qualifications, 
Wilkes was reckoned one of the politeft 
men of his time 5 and, very much to his 
credit, this politenefs, mixed with a fin- 
cere affe^ion, he (hewed to his daughter 
upon all occafions. In all his trialsof 
adverfity, in all the burfts of popular ap- 
plaufe, ne never fwcrved from this dutyj 
ihe was the conftant obje6t of his attention 
and paternal regard. Thofe who knew 
him moft intimately have obfervcd, that 
the topics of converfation which he in- 
troduced in her prcfence were of the iffi 
kind, and that he always fpoke his &fji 
upon thofe occafions. Let this praife- 
worthy conduct balance many of his de- 
fefls J and let it be followed as aa 
example by all parents ! 

Wilkes might literally be Paid <« to 
have lived all the days of his life j" not 
that he was either VL^ourmare/ or a great 
drinker, but he enjoyed the plcafurcs of 
fcciety (of which he foimed fo confpi- 
cuous a part) to the laft. He dined on 
the 30th November (St. Andrew's Day) 
at The Crown and Anchor, with the 
Gentlemen of the Scotch Society ; and 
though he died on the 26th December 



following, he bore his part in the plea- 
fantries of that day with his ufual wit 
and good humour. 

He%was not confined to his room above? 
a fortnight before he died ; . and though 
he was very fenfible of his approaching 
diffolution, he feenied neither to dread or 
wifh for the event j philofophically con- 
fidering death as one of the conditions of 
human nature, which (according to Da- 
vid, found from long experience to be 
the beft calculator on lives) man generally 
muft fubroit to at the age of three/core 
years and ten. 

As it may be a matter of curiofity f 
know what topic might have engaged 
fome of the laft moments of fo extraor- 
dinary a. man, we are well infK)rmed that 
topic was «' The Purfuits of Literature. '• 
To give a full length political cha- 
mber of this very extraordinary man 
would be nearly detailing the hiftory of 
four Adminiftraiions ; the fafls are like- 
wife too recent in almolf every body's 
memory j and yet we cannot fuffer fuch 
a man to defcend into his grave without 
fome delineation. 

The prominent feature of his chara^er 
was that of a Pa'riot^ and though affuming 
this charade cr, as he himfelf ufed to de- 
clare, by accident t may feem to challenge 
its fmcerity, yet when we confider how 
many great and virtuous men have taken 
their delignations in life from the fame 
caufe, and that genius itfelf is defcribcd 
to be a mind of large general powera 
acciJentallv determined to fome parti» 
cular dire6Hon," we have a right to fup* 
pofe (particularly as his fubicquent po- 
litical life did not contradi6l it), that 
having once taken his line, he proceeded 
on it from principle. Whether his long 
political ftruggles have extended the 
circle of civil liberty, is a queftion that 
fome doubt, and many flatly contradi<5l j 
however all difpaflionate people mult 
agree that he was the occailon of era- 
dicating General ff^arraniSf which had 
fo long remained in the hands of bad or 
weak Minifters as an engine of uncon- 
flitutional opprefTipn. If it is afked. 
How he came to acquire fo much popu- 
larity as he did, and enjoy it fo long ? 



• The popularity of Wilkes ran fo high at one time that many people thought him a 
bandjomc man^ and that his ffuintlng became him ; a laughable inlUncc of this is recorded : 
In a converfation between two of his follower^ at Guildhall one day, afur he had made a 
confiderablc fpcech, «« Tom," fays the one to the other, *< What a d — ^— d fine haodfome 
fellow Mafter Wilkes is!" • Handfome !' fays Tom, * Nay, not much of that, for he 
Jjumts moft horribly.' ** Squints !" fayi the other, taking a flcadicr view of him, ** Why 
yet, to be iurc he fquints a little ) but^ d-^mn my eyes^ not more Uuu) a Gentleman fhouki 
dor* 

much 
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Bwch of it will be found in the wnknefs 
and pcribnal rcfentments of Mtnifters, 
'vrho attempted to crulh him by legal 
liibdetics and unwarrantable ft rains of 
power. In ihort, he wifticd to be the 
idol of the populace, and hit enemies 
CJe6led the altar. 

As a political writer be ftands m a 
very reij>c5lablfi Line ; he was firft icnown 
JO thij capacity by a publication en- 
titled ** Obrei*vationa on the Papers re- 
lative to the Rupture with Spain, laid 
before both Uooieft of Parliament > 1 76a,** 
which wa» well received ^ but he foon 
becanae the objc^ of snore general at- 
•ention by being the principal writer in 
that well-known periodical paper called 
** The North Briton,^* which appeared 
5th July 17^ a. In thefe, as well as in 
thevarious other papers, letters, faeecfaes, 
Sec. Sec which he bat written, there is a 
aeatnelk, a precifion, k decree of wit and 
pkafantry, that evidently exhibit the 
Scholar, the politician, and the polifbed 
man of the world ; but we cannot think 
he pofleflcd great and commanding ta- 
lents, nor was he formed for great oc* 
ca^ooi i that u to iay^ 1^ ^uide on grtai 



oeoifioMs: lively and enters akung partff 
fagacity, a perievtring fplrity and aboVc 
alia mind made fertile in refources from 
his wants, formed the pi-cdominant fea- 
tures of his charaftcr ; lime and acci- 
dent drew tboic talents out to full length ; 
the public have feen what he attained ; 
perhaps he could be no more. 

When he matured into tl>e charaSera 
of MagifircUt and Cbanbertaiu of ihe 
City oj LondoHy no man could have fuU 
fillc4 thofe duties with more attentioa 
and integrfty. His information, joined 
to an excellent underftanding, rendered 
him perfectly acquainted with the nature 
and duties of thole offices, and he ful- 
filled them in a very becoming manner* 
In (hort, though John Wilkes had many 
failings, and fome that his nui'jfitin 
fwelled inio faults f he will occupy no in- 
conOderable niche in our hitlory as a /•- 
pidar leadrr. In the Corporation of 
London he will be recorded as an active, 
inteli'igent, and upright Magiftraie, 
whilit convivial circles will long bear 
teiiimony to his wit, his pleaiantry, good 
humour, and eaiinds of aianners.

KITCHEN FITTED UP AT THE FOUNDLING HOSPITAL* 

Vndtr the DireSiion of His Excellency Count Rumford. 



' »TpHE fi7e of the Kitchen is 11 feet 
JIL % inches by 17 feet. In the center 
of the wall, oppofite the windows, is the 
roatUng machine, which is let into the 
wall, and is .5 icet deep by % feet wide, 
and 15 inches high* In this the dinner, 
on the roaft meat days, beinff 112 lb. of 
l>cd:, for the officers and children, is how 
dreft (tlie time required being four hour« 
and a half) with a peck of coals and a 
peck of cinders mixed together; the 
cinders being favcd from the confumption 
of the foi-rter day % inftead of which the 
average confumption on the roailing 
4ays, in the former and common mode of 
roafting, was above ten times the quan- 
tity of coals, being from two and a half 
to three bu/hei. Communicating with 
the roaiter there are two pipes, by which 
the hot air may be forced fo as to make 
the meat more or lefs brown, at the dif- 
cretion of the cook. For the convenience 
of taking out the meat, either to turn it 
jn the courfe of the dreffing, or to take it 
Vf when dreft, there is a table on caftors. 



which b eafily moved to or front the front 
of the roafter, and which in height and 
Hie correlponds exa^ly with the bottom 
of the roafter. 

On the right fide of the roafter is the 
fteam box, 9 feet 8 inches by % feet, and 
the large oblong iron boiler, 5 feet by j 
it^t 4 inches, divided into two parts % 
one containing %^ gallons for boiling the 
children^ meat, the other 41 gallons for 
boiling greens. The fire place that fup- 
plies this boiler and fteam box is funk 
into the floor, fo as that the upper part 
of the boiler is not higher than is con- 
venient for the cook to reach over ; the 
ipace occupied by this boiler, and by the 
flues belonging to it, including the part 
on which the fteam box ftands, is 8 feet 
2 inches by 5 feet 1 inches. This double 
boiler and the fteam box, in which the 
potatoes of the Hofpital are dreAed, and 
which is capable of boiling 200 lb. 
weieht of potatoes at once, aie fupplied 
by the heat of one fmall firej the con- 
fumption of whicli, ibr dreffing all this 

beef. 
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oeef, |;Ren9, and pottitoci, is at prefent 
«xa6^Jv one peck of coals, and the fenjc 
quantity of cinders. The fteam is con- 
aii6^cd by a fmall pipe into the bottom of 
tbt fteam box, and by another pipe at 
the lop of the fteam box into a chimney 
^uc in the wall. In order to prcrent the 
•vaporation of fteam from cither the 
fcoilcr or the fteam box, an obje^ of 
•inioft as much feving to food as to fttei^ 
rtiere w to each a double rim that re- 
ceives the edge of the cover, and which' 
fecfng kept fupplied by a little water, 
BKikes It impervious to the fteam. 

The fteam box is a common deal box, 
guarded at the corners with iron, and 
rined with tin ; • in tt there is, at the 
fceight of 5 inches abore the bottom of 
tfcc box, a falfe cullender bottom, which 
permits the fteam to pafs equally under 
every pait of the potatoes. 

On the left fide of the roafter, next the 
corner, is another oblong dc ubie boiler, 
3 feet 4 inches by 2 feet 3 inches, con- 
taining in one part 35 gallons, and in the 
other 1 7 gallons, for tl^ purpolJj of dref- 
fing a letter quantity of food, when the 
farger boiler is not wanted. This lias 
the fame double rim as the larger boiler, 
for preventing the evaporation of fteam. 
The avera^ quantity of coals that is 
wfed for this Icfler boiler, for a day's 
dinner, is lather but very little lefs than 
• what is ulcd for the great boiler. Next 
to this is a round iron boiler, of 53 
rallons, for boiling milk- porridge, and 
for boiling hot water occalionally 5 this 
confumes, on an average, about half the 
fuel that is ulcd In the hrgcr boiler. 
The fpace occupied by theft two boiler* 
and their flues, and the fliape and height, 
are made to correfpond cxaiTlly with the 
other fide of the room ; fo as to have a 
pafTage of 6 feet 8 inches clenr between 
them, and -to leave ia the tront of the 
room, next the windows, an unoccupied 
fpacc of 1 3 feet by 17 tcct. 

Such is the general account of the 
work. It remains to add, tor tlie in- 
formation of thofc who may incline to 
benefit by tht example, a few obfcrvations 
on the advantage the Foundling Hoipital 
derives from it, the nmount of the ex- 
pence, the ules to which it is generally 
applicable, and the degree of attention 
and care required in the management of 

The moft important benefit to the 
Hofpital is the faving in point of fuel. 
How much that may eventually be, can- 
not yet be precifely ftated ; at prelent, 
the coft oi the peck of coals, which Is 



wfed in boiling the 1 11 lb. o^ beefi k 
proportionable quantity of greens, and 
too lb. weight of potatoes (Itippofirg 
coals at the high price of tl. xis. m 
chaldron) is Four-P£N€E j a IcHi* 
quantity of coah than is no ar uled wfii 
probably be fufficient j but it will re- 
quire feme time and experience' to aictt- 
tain the exa£l amount $ and it ilsoakl he 
obferveil, that in cold weather it i» very 
likely that the draught of the fire, and 
the conl'umption of the fuel, may be in^ 
creali^. For four chaldron confumed In 
the Foundling kitchen, in the former 
mode of cooking, there is, as nearty as 
can be efKmated, but one chaldron no«r 
ufird with Count Rumford's aiiparatns. 
Befides this, the food being dreft mot« 
gently, and with lefs evapoiation, there 
is lefs wafte in that refpeii ; and the 
food of the Hoipital is better dreit than 
heretofore, and (now the cook is ufed to 
it) with much lefs trouble to her, and the 
other perfons employed in the kitchen. 

As to the expence, the original coft df 
the roafter was 16 guineas } to which is 
to be added, for dripping pans, gridirons. 
Sec, belonging to it, near 6 guinea-, moie. 
The coft of the large double boiler wa* 
25!. of the fteam box 2I. 8s. and of the 
lefTer double boiler III. To this, whein 
there is added the amount of about loL 
more, for a variety of incidental charges 
for iron work, in the courle of fitting up 
the kitchen, it will appear that the wliole 
bill for iron work is between 70I. and 
Sol. The bricklayer's, carpenter's, and 
fhme mafon's bills, amount to near as 
much more, Thefe however muft have 
been fomewKat incrcafed, by the circuiu- 
ftance of this having been the firft eitJ 
perimcnt of the kind that has been made, 
on a large Icale, in England. 

With regard to the general ufe of the 
invention (I have now no reference to 
the Count's fire places, the expence of 
which is trifting, and the advantage 
equally applicable to the fraallcft family, 
and to the luunhleft cottage) it will ap- 
pear that the benefit of thefe kitchens is 
in proportion to the magnitude of the 
fcale i and that in private families, the 
advantage will be of Ids confideratioa. 
To fay nothing of the applicatioa of his 
principles to the burning of lime, or to 
engines or manufactories, where firs is 
the inftrument of operation j. or of the 
iiii; to be maJe of his boilers in hufbandry 
and in breweries j it is worth notice, 
that fo fimple an invention as the fteam 
bux, for preparing potatoes for cattle, 
may be applied by tanners with hardly 

any 
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any expence or trouble* and with (he 
greateft advantage ; and in the cookery 
<5f all large eftabliihments, where a num- 
ber of pcrfons is to be fupplied from the 
iame kitchen, the benefit is of the utmotl 
ipiportanc^. In foldiers' barracks, pub- 
lic fchools, hgfpitals, manufa^orics, 
workhoufen, and cook Aiops, the faving 
in fuel, and in the mode of preparing 
food, and the confequcnt increafe of the 
comfort and accommodation of the poor 
are Co great, as to make the encourage- 
ment and promotion of thefe valuable 
Inventions of Count Rumford a national 
ebje^l. 

As to the requifite attention and care, 
it is eflential that the flues of the boilers 
and roafters ihould net be too fmall, nor 
fo conftrufted but that every part of 
them may be cleaned t.horougnly out 
once a month. The expence pf this, 
which from caution has been hitherto 
done at the Foundling by the bricklayer 
himielf, has been is. a time for the three 
fets of flues j which would amount to 
245. a year. Care (hould alio be taken, 
in ufmg the pipes of the roafter for forcing 
the hot air, not to open them both too 
haftily, as the eflc6l may be fo flton? as 
"to fet fire to the meat. It is in this, 
and it is prefumed in all kitchtns, better 
for the tbod, and a faving both in food 
and fuel, and alfojels prejudicial to the 
fines, that the fire (hould not be made 
too fierce, but that the cookery <Jw>uld 
take rather more than Icfs time; and 
therefore, though water, without forcing 
the fire, will boil in the great boiler in a 
hour and a half, yet it has been found 
better to moderate the fire fo as to allow 
two hours and a half. When the boiler 
is juil opened, the heat of the confined 



fteam is (b great at to fcald more tioi* 
lently than even hot water, if carelefsly 
approached : the coveis therefore of the 
Foundling boilers arc all opened by 
balanced pullies. To thefe only one 
caution need be added, neceflary in all 
kitchens, butmoft in thofe families where 
the cook wears mujlinf that (he fliould be 
careful in opening the doors of the grates 
to ferve the fire, that the draught, which 
is very ftrong, does not draw in and fct 
fire to her cloaths. 

iV. B. At the porter's lodge of the 
Foundling, the fire place- had been very 
fubjeft to fmokc, on account of the un- 
favourable fituation, and want of height 
of the chimney flue. This has been 
alteied on Count Rumfdrd's principle, 
at the expence of a few ihillings, and the 
defea is thereby in a great meafure, if 
not entirely remedied ; and at the fame 
time neither the grate or room will now 
allow the confumption of above half the 
fuel that was beferc neceflary. 

In a cook's fliop, on the Foundling 
Eftatc (in the Colonnade North of Upper 
Guilford-ftrect), there has alio been fit-, 
ted up, in a room oi^ly 1 5 by 11 feet, a 
kitchen on Count Rumford's plan, which 
is capable of drefline food for 300 per- 
fons : this kitchen, the whole expence of 
fitting up which has hardly exceeded 50I. 
is intended for providing good and wholc- 
fomc food for the poor, at a very moderate 
price in money, or upon tickets given 
them by tlieir opulent and chariuble 
neighbours, who purchafe the tickets at 
Hillyer's fliop, in the Colonnade, and by 
directing their charity into that channel, 
prevent, in a confiderable degree, the 
abufe of it.

THOUGHTS ON THE PROVINCIAL COPPER COIN.

DURING the inter-rcgiium the to-

another. 
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iaother» tttended with Aieh eonftifioo 
ftfid ioconvcniencc to the people in ge« 
Aeral, that when the ftorms which had 
agitated the country had fubfided» upon 
the return of the public to reafoa and 
royalty, it became necefikry for Govern- 
ment to turn its mod ierious thoughts 
toward the difcountenancing this bait 
and nefarious tiaffic* and authorising a 
copper coinage under its own infpeflion* 
Accordingly, in the year 1671, halfpence 
fuid Dauthinsrs, Itruck at the Tower, were 
firA publi/hed under the fan^ion of the 
Legiuature^ 

In the courfe of this brief inquiiy into 
the ftate of the ancient and mbdem cop- 
per coinage, it will be ncccflary for me 
to direct the reader^s attention once more 
to Ireland. Upon turning our eyes to 
that kingdom we (hall &d that, as I 
have hin^ in a preceding note, halfpence 
And fartkings of that metal had a circu- 
lation from a period confiderably ante- 
cedent to their publication in England j 
and from the licence given to individuals 
to become coiners, an immenic number 
of thefe kind of tokens, under the appeU 
lations of Gai/ry balfpencey Butcher^ s 
balfpetue^ Black- do gs^ Jcws^ and St. 
fatricts Raps^ had been circulated 
through the kingdom : and as they con- 
tinued to increaie, while the gold and 
iiiver coin in a certain proportion di- 
<Dini/hed and dilappeared, the Adminif- 
tration of the country thought it neceiiary 
to check their circulation, by granting a 
patent for the coining halfpence, which 
ihould not be liable to the depreciation 
of the former, as the perfon who held it 
ihould be obliged tOjgive lecurity that he 
would upon dcmafuTtxchzngt them for 
gold or Ulver. 

Under theie reftridtions Mr. Knox, in 
the year 1690, obtained the faid patent, 
and began to coin ; but it does not ap- 
pear that this fpeculation was attended 
y^iih much f'tcccis, torn fliort time after 
he traiisierred his patent to Mr. Moor, 
who was obliged to difcontinue the 
operation from the difficulty he found in 
the performance of the condition of the 
obligation which he had entered into j 
as he had Contracted, not only to fultain 
the lofs that had, and might accrue from 
his being obliged to change his own 
halfpence into gold or filver foon atter 
they were iS^aed, but was oalled upon to

Viake good the deficlenef of an {mmenfc 
qiuaatity of rap> or counterfeits which 
had got into circulation. In this fitu* 
ation Mr. Moor abandoned his pyoje6t^ 
and the raps^ which I have juit mep'* 
tioned, having •btained this triumph 
over the halfpence fan^ioned by Govern- 
ment, continued to be almoft the only, 
copper coin circulated in Ireland until 
the year 1714. 

At this period Mr. Wood obtained a 
patent under the broad leal to coin ont 
ostntirid mnd eight i\kO\xi^i\iA pounds worth 
of Copper, for the u.e of the kingdom of 
Ireland \ a tranfa^lion which gave rifis 
to the Prapier's Letters, and, in other of 
his publications, excited that keennefa 
of irony, and aCperity of obfervation, for 
which that eccentric genius Df* Swift 
was fo remarkable. 

" Thfc itinerant Brazier,** (hielded as 
he was by bis patent, and guarded by the 
fword of the Legi/lature, had to contend 
with an enemy by much too powerful 
for him ; an enemy who could give dig- 
nity and importai'.ce (I will not, in othet 
inllances, lay luccets) to any caufe which 
he chofe to efpouie j and who had, in 
this dilpute, lb artfully applied himfelf 
to the palTions, the prejudices, the io- 
tenell, nay to the very exiftencc of the 
middle and lower orders or the people $ 
who had fo well caiculated the mcaaa 
ncctlTary to obtain his end ) that he 
gained a popularity by far more grati- 
fying, as it was by far more ample, than 
had attet>ded any of his former political 
exertions, or had accrued from any of hit 
former publications. 

The periecutipn that attached to the 
printer of the Di^picr's Letters, and the 
reward that was offered for diicuvering 
their author ♦, caufed the Dean, who 
>yas perhaps r^ore than fufpe^led, to bt 
confidcred as the tutulary genius of the 
fcoation. Whitihed, tiie Lord Cliief Juf- 
\tice, and all that were concerned in the 
|>roiecution of«the aforel'aid printer, were 
^otiiirained to *^ hide their diminifhed 
jrays," while Mr. Wood was forced to 
withdraw his patent, and with empty- 
pockets retire from a country which ht 
had entered with the expe^lation of find- 
ing it to him an El- dorado \ ia which » 
like Midas^ he (hould with a touch con- 
vert ihip-loads of <;opper into the moft 
precious of metfUs. 
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It might, if foch a difquifitlon vrere 
neceffaiy, be an amufing fpeculation to 
enquire whether the motives which 
prompted Swift to fo efficacious an oppo- 
iition to a meafure> which has, now party 
Tirulence hath long fince fubHded, been 
on all fides deemed inimical to the true 
Interefts of his country, was purely pa- 
triotic. Perhaps, if we wei-e accirrately 
to examine, we ihould diicover through 
the whole of the conteft, on the part of 
the Dean, tt^cet of the operation of that 
difappointment which infufed fuch a 
portion of keennefs and acrimony into 
the produ6lions of his pen, after he had 
been forced to relinqui/h that fhare, whe- 
ther principal or fubordinate, which he 
had had in the tranlaftiont of the latter 
years of Queen Ann. 

Conceivmg that the Tories had re- 
ceived their coup de ^rdce from the Whig 
Adminiftration, which came into office 
upon the acceffion of the HouTe of Brunf- 
wick to the throne ; that they had fallen 
never to rife again ; and, as he alio 
thought, that the political offences of his 
friends ihrunk to nothing when compared 
with his own, which that anxiety and 
irritability that are the concotniiants of 
genius whifpered him were in magnitude 
as much fuperior as their effufions were 
in wit and humour, he rightly judged 
that he was, by the faid party, coniidered 
as a perfon the moft hoitile to their mea- 
fures, which he c^tainly, though fe- 
cretly, endeavoured to thwart. 

The patent for the copper coinage in 
Ireland, denominated Wood's halfpence, 
was a Whig meafure ; and although it 
would be too much to aver that the cir- 
culation oi its produ^ would have been 
attended with all thofe evils which the 
Drapier prophecied, it certainly, upon the 
lace of it, was fufficiently markra with 
the appearance of a jobf to alarm the 
people, and to give to the Dean of St. 
Patrick, who well knew how to t»ke ad- 
vantage of the irritability of the public 
mind, a celebrity and popularity, perhaps 
far greater than even his ambitian had 
led him toexpe^*. 

This digieffion would indeed have been 



ufclefs in this fpeculation, and wrhten ^ 
little purpofe, did I not endeavour t<3 
appiv the preceding hiftory of the fraudf 
for io it appeared to be, which under the 
colomr 01 aflifting commerce was at- 
tempted to be committed upon the re- 
venue, and ultimately upon the people 
of Ireland, to a number of rtcent at- 
tempts of the like kind, but infinitely 
more flagitious, becaafe the perlbns con- 
cerned in them do not even alledge that 
they a6l under any authority, however 
obtained \ but with the lame pretence, 
namely, to affift the retail venders of 
commodities with that kind of fmaU 
change which every one knows to be fo 
ncceitary, and to promote the general pur- 
pofes of trade, proceed to levy contri- 
butions upon the public to an almod in- 
calculable amount. 

The reader will now fee that I am 
arrived at the period when the provincial 
copper tokens, which I obferved at the 
beginning of this trektife have been, hj 
thofe that have written on the fubje^ 
generally commended, had obtained a 
confiderable circulation : and I wiU 
freely allow, that when I firft faw the 
Anglefey penny, I joined the multitude 
in aidmiration of the venerable counte- 
nance which the obverfe exhibits : and 
• without reflefling that the circulation of 
a coin, of which the firll dies were ex- 
ceedingly well executed, could ever be 
attended with any inconvenience either 
to the community in general, or to par- 
ticular individuals, confidered it only as 
- a handlome medal, intended to perpetuate 
the memory of a Company, who had re- 
vived a branch of commerce in a remote 
part of the ifland, which had been neg- 
lected perhaps from the time of the Ro- 
mans } wlio, owing to laudable induftry, 
had arrived at the height of opulence, 
and confequently importance ; and whofe 
exertions and i'ucceis were equally a be* 
nefit to their country and their neieh- 
bourliood. 

But although I confidered the coin in 
queilion in this point of view, and it 
was probably the light in which the 
Company who promulgated it intended

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rttat it (hottid be confidered, it foon ap- 

reaied that the fabricators had given a 
int which was (tttcd with avidity and 
proltcmed with i'uccei^, and that a let 
of ingenious men had combined, I mean 
combined in principle, to fave Govern- 
ment the trouble of a copper coinage* 
which, every one allowed, next to one of 
^Iver, was m'uch wanted (efpecially as 
the reafons which caufed the delay of the 
former did not operate againit the latter) 1 
and inftead of the portrait of his Ma- 
jeily, fpread thoic of merchants, me- 
chanics, manufacturers, and tradefmen, 
far and wide, upon a fubftance fo per- 
manent, that tl^fe tokens in their cir- 
cuUtion ftiould not only excite the ad' 
miration of the prefent Mje, but bid fair 
to defcend to the remoteft pofterity. 

This idea of the permanence of the 
materials which they had to work upon, 
ieems to have introd\iced another into 
the minds of the ingenious fabricators 
of thefe halfpeiKC : they knew that by 
the Coinage laws, however defeflive they 
might be in gencial, and by two ftatutes 
in particular *, they were reftri6led from 
counterfeiting balfp€nc€ and faribings^ 
but they knew, at the iaroe time, that in 
the Ham€ of thefe fpecies of coin by the 
greateft objeCUon ; they alfo knew, that 
no one had ever yet thought of framing 
promiifory notes of any fubftance more 
ibiid than paper, Pleafed therefore to 
find that their former flimfy materials 
might, with great advantage, be changed 
for one of a much more intrinfic valuer 
they ieized this happy opportunity, and 
literally became the coiners of notesv 
wrhicb certainly exceed thofe of many of 
the country banks, as much in real worth 
as they do in durability. 

From this cucumfiance, it is probable, 
has «been derived the creation or fuch an 
immenie variety of forts and fpecies of 
this coin as is now difperfed through our 
provinces, and which are fo various in 
their defcriptions, and indited fubftances ; 
fir although a few may be of pure cop- 
J»er, the tar greater part of them are of 
^fe metal^ or in other yrords, compofed 
of the drol«, filingB, and fweep, of the 
Birmingham^ Biitton, aod Wolvisr- 



hampt«n manufa6lories. Theie tokens, 
though (as I have obierved) of more value 
than paper, are certainly not of the value 
that a halfpenny Qusht to be. Indeed 
fome of them are fo thin, that accordmg 
to the calculation which I have made, a 
pound of this metal, which unwrou?ht 
IS of about the value of ievenpence liaif. 
penny, may be made to produce from 
leventy to eighty of thefe pieces j this 
bttfinefs thererore, if only confidered as a 
fpeculation, is, it feems, a pretty pro- 
fitable one. But there is another con- 
fideration annexed to the circulation of 
the(e pieces, which has fometimes bten 
known to have a ftrong^er operation upon 
the human mind than even avarice, or it 
perhaps in thefe commercial adventurers 
clofely conne^ed with that pailion, I 
mean the love of. fame : the deiire of ce- 
lebrity, of notoriety \ which has led 
many of thefe perfons, while they have 
thought' it neceflary to oblige the world 
with their portraits on the nice of their 
domeftic ra«dals, to give, on the reverfe, 
the arms of their illuftrious family, or a 
view of thofe (hops in which the cheapeft 
books, hats, candles, foap, linen, &c* in 
the faid world, were to be ibid. 
" I have now before me above an hun- 
dred different impreflions of thefe kind 
of halfpence, of which I will juft enu- 
merate and obferve upon a few, viz» 

I, a, 3. The London and- Middlefex 
halfpenny, two impreflions, with the 
head of the Prince of Wales, front and 
fide face $ a third, with his buft and 
feathers on the reverfe. 

4, 5. The Duke of York halfpenny, 
two impreifions \ reverfe of one, a (hip ) 
of the other, the (igure of Fortitiide. 
Motto of the latter, <* God fend peace. ^* 

6. The next, taken in the order that 
the^ lay before me, is the Liverpool 
halfpenny. Front, a (hip : reverfe, 
arms.

1T*HINK it is uoiverfelly aJlowed, 
that nothing can add a greater weight 
tfr 7U(\j affii£ti6n incidental to humanity^ 
tkan to rtfltc^ that one has formerly been 
ia » iituatioD which feemed to promife an 
abfeltUe impoiTibility of being ever fub- 
jc^ to fuch an evil. The recollection of 
any pail enjoyment is always an ag^ra- 
TstioD of the pain we endure at prclent. 
And as the conllant viciOitude of human 
alTairs leaves the moft flouriiliing fortune 
itt pefpetual dread of it& reverie, a reverfc 
nore dreadful irora the more promifing 
afpef^ of its prtient ap]»earance ! it is 
impoilible to pronounce any man com- 
pletely happy (liowever he may now be 
diftingnilhed by Cuccels and honour) bc- 
§jie the ccnchiilon of his life, the final 
period of his exll^ence here. 

An unlucky cloud may overcaft the 
very eve of age l Some fatal cataftrophe 
may overtake a man in his laft fcene of 
lite : We need not raife up the Fompevs 
and the Csefars from the dead, nor dif- 
turh the allies of men le fs ancient, but as 
^eli known as they» to evince this truth. 
The experienced authorof that inftruClive 
fctire, ti(-m whence I took the fentence 
which ftands in the title of this paper, 
lias fupplied us with fome memorable 
ir.ftances which preceded his time. We 
©urlclves can remember many, and re- 
collefl more, which come nearer to our 
own days. I dial! name, and only name, 
a Belizarius and a Bacon ; I may add a 
Raleiffh and a Buckingham : chai-a6lers 
indeed extremely different, but all con- 
fpiring to con£rm the truth of that 
afiVrtion. 

If that unfortunate Prince, whcfe pro- 
tra^lid troubles and unprcccd<^nted death 



fill up the blacked page in Engllfh ftor^r^ 
had ended his reign before the opening 
of that melancholy fcene, fucceeding 
generations might have called him bleifed. 

And if the life of a Princefs, who iiK 
herited from him (let the refle^^ion fifJl 
on any head but hers, whofe fovereignty 
and whofe fex fhoiild fecure her from 
infult), had not been prolonged beyond 
her wars, (he had left behind her an un- 
bleroiftied name j; and the brightett reign^ 
for the term of its duration, tliat had 
ever been recorded in Britiili annals. 

In ihort, one need but caft a curfory 
eye over the public and private revo- 
lutions of the world, to, fee the rapid 
mutability of fortune $ how it is perpe* 
tually fliiiting the fcene in every circum* 
fiance and degree of life. 

To fee the entiie enjoyment of bealth 
overcome by ficknefs and infirmity ; .the 
moft exalted underltanding clouded with 
diftra6lion, or loft 'in dotage; perfons 
who have been fitting in the full blase 
of honour, in an inftant covered with in- 
delible-ignominy -f fome pleading their 
caufe as criminals before that very Bench 
where they once lat as Judges 5 con- 
querors caft down into captivity, and 
princes bailed headlong fix>m their 
thrones into prifons, or into exile ! 

In all thele caies the mifery that Is 
AifTered is made lels tolerable, by an un- 
avoidable compariibn with the more 
pleafing circumftances which preceded 
it ; fo that a man cain never be denomi- 
nated truly happy till he has perievered 
in one conitant tenor of a6\ionand fuccefs 
through the whole of lite : but few are 
the charaOers that are cheouered with no 
ihade ! Few are the lives th»t have pre- 

fcrved 
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fcrrcd one colour from their commence- 
ment to their concluflon. 

That great pcrlbn who has now wound 
up his lalt thread of life, who haft jull 
fini(bc<i his cour(e, and completed his 
race of glory, was one of thofe happy 
fcw, whofe fetting rays were, at leaft, as 
glorious as thofe of ms firlt appearance. 

That favourite fon of nature and of 
fortune! endowed with every internal 
difpofitiofl, and blefled with every out- 
ward circumftance, which were capable 
of promoting his own happinefs, or the 
common good. 

It is beyond the defign of thcfe ihort 
reflexions (which wtre not intended a$ a 
monument to his honour, but as a pleaiing 
fpeculation to myfeH) to enter upcm an 
accurate difcuflion of any part o£ that 
glorious lifei 

His public tranfaflions will hereafter 
be recorded with aitonilhment, and read 
with rapture. And thole who haye had 
the happinefs of a nearer view into his 
retirement, will recoUefl with a melan- 
choly pleafure the eai'y enteitainment of 
his mod private hours. 

I (hall confine mvfelf to that one ge- 
neral obfervation wnich firft led me into 
this train of thought : that taking in the 
whole of his exigence here at on^ view, 
and confidering this point of time as the 
termination ot it, he ieems to have been 
as completely blefled as humanitjr Is ca- 

J>able of being on earth : that whatever 
ofs the public, or his own private friends 
may fultain by the death of one io va- 
(uable to both, yet everv man who truly 
loved him may conlble nimfelf with this 
conHderation, that how unfortunate fo- 
ever his death maybe to others, it muft 
be allowed to have been molt glorious to 
himfelf ^ glorious to an uncommon de- 
gree, to fee fuch a life preferve its tenor 
to the end : no variation of principle ; 
no diminution of honour i not the leaft 
obfervable inequality of temper. 

His life was of a piece ! a confiftency 
and uniformity of condu£l and fucceis 
ran firom one end of it to the other, as if 
Heaven had intended him for a pattern 
of fuccefsful refolution to a moft fiu6tu« 
atin^ and irrelblute age. 

His great political principle was love 
of liberty. His firft llruggle was for 
liberty, and he ftru^gled with fuccei's. 
Nor did his patriotilm Hnk in his place, 
the common burying-place of modern 
patriots. He continued to muintaia 



thofe very principles in the Arrvlce of 
two fuccelTive Kings, which he had be« 
gun to defend in oppofition to tw9 d/t- 
figning ftatefmen, to the eternal honoor 
ot his royal matter's reign, and «f hit 
faithful Miniftry : it muft be owncd^ 
that the people of England have at no 
time enjoyed a fuHer Icope bf <very ii- 
berty, even to the border of its bad ex- 
treme. 

His Aiccefs too was as invariable a« 
his principles. He ttood for Undent/ 
years together (an inftance unparalielkl 
in any hiiiory) tlve moik £ormiJal>le op* 
pofition that was 4:ver known. Lx fac- 
•ceflive repeated flcirmiihes and engage* 
raents, he triumphed without infolencep 
and was at laft defeated without de- 
je<5lion. That which was conddcred as 
his overthrow, was, in i'ai6k, the univcriai 
eltabJiihment of his fame, and the entire 
confulion cf his perlbnal antagonifts. I 
will not rake up a dying fire, nor think 
of heightening that chaAa6ier by com* 
parilbn, which needs no foil to Hurw it 
to advantage. The refult of a Com* 
mittee appointed to infpefl Ills coiAaSt, 
the conttant attachment to his peclba 
after his recefs from public bufine^s, and 
the lefpe^l which has been paid, etca 
to his death-bed, are fuch amaxing ia«. 
fiances of continued honour as no paK 
age has feen, and as the future wifl 
fcarce believe. 

To crown all, that equanimity, thtat 
undiflurbed compofure of mind, whicli 
eafed every public care, and fwectcned 
every private jov, was in him unintcr- 
ruptecf to the la(i. It was the beJl 
medicine in his ficknefs, the powerftil 
cordial that fupported him under the 
decay of nature ; from hence be drew 
frefli refources of comfort in thofe trying 
hours, when every external aiUliance 
faiU. When he faw death before hiiOy 
he feemed to meet it, as he was ufed to 
meet thofe who threatened to purfuc him 
to it, with an artlefs imile. That fir- 
renity, that intrepidity of foul (which is 
the efrcifl and ornament of integrity) was 
the cjntlufion of his prefent happicels, 
and a pleafing prelude to futurity. 

What more can be wiflied for by man, 
or bellowed by Heaven ? What can 
thofe who fucceed him in his honours, 
■ or emulate his ccnduft, wifti more for 
themielves, than that they may die the 
death cf this great, tills happy m^^n, and 
that their latter end may be like his ? 
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DR. BLACKWELt 
iays, in his < Court of Augiiltuf,* " Time 
was, and not very long ago, when every 
Gentleman in Great Britain thought 
himfelf obliged to ht good for fometbin^p 
and believed that a knowledge and de- 
portment becoming his rank was more 
necefTarv to diftingulfii him than liveriet 
or tinfel equipage. Cards, drel's, hunt- 
ing, and trifling, did not then ensrofs 
their time ; expeniive diveriions did not 
drain their eftates \ nor did their billa^f 
fare occup)r their underftandine/* 

«' How inglorious,*' adds nc, ** doet 
that man go to the grave, who has eatcrn 
and drank, 'carded and fquandered away, 
all his income ; who has centered all his 
wiihes, and funk all his revenue, in his 
little felf ; who has thrown away on 
ficknefs, riot, and repentance, what might 
have purchafed a lite of health and vi- 
gour, a life of reputation and honour, 
heightened by conicious worth and the 
hopes of a glorious memory ! Would y« 
then, ye expenfive purfucrs of plealure, 
tafte real joy ? Try for once one ge- 
nerous, benevolent deed. If fmcerely 
done, ye will iind it the highctt cnjoy-- 
ment, the moft conftant, the molt lerene, 
the fwectell ieafoning to eveiy other de- 
Ught.- 

DR. JOHNSON. 
Mrs. Cotterell one day defiHng Dr. 
Johnfon to introduce her to a certain 
man of learning who had written a book, 
*• Deareft Madam," replied he, «* do not 
deli re me to do it ; the bed part of an 
author is in general to be found in hit 
book.** This idea has given rile to one 
of the raoft beautiful and appropriated 
fimiles in the Englifh language. ** The 
tranlition from an author's book to his 
converi'ation is too often like the entrance 
into a large city after a diflant profppc^.

DR. WARREN 

WAS the fon of a clergyman of 
iinall fortune, who expended much 
of it in the education of himfelf and of 
his brother, and died fomething in debt. 
The brothers, as foon as they began to 
fucceed in the world, very nobly paid 
their father's debts, and ereded a monu- 
ment to his memory. 

A Lady one day afked Dr. Warren to 
which univerfity flic fliould fend her fon ? 
*• Madam, I believe they drink an equal 
quantity of Port wine at each •,** was 
his reply. 

This acute . pra£litioner made more 
money than any phyfician ever made in 
London, except j3r. Mead. He would, 
liowever, never tell what fees he made 
9l day during the prevalence of the influ- 
enza. He ufed to fay that Bath had 
never produced a phyfician of talents, 
except Dr. Moyfey ^ and that if a phy- 
fician had common fenie when he firfl 
fettled there, he foon lo(t it all in looking 
out for bile, and giving into the medical 
cant of the place. When he honoured 
that city fome years ago with his pre- 
fence, he was much perplexed by the 
phyficians of the place, who wiflied al- 
ways to give him their theories of dif- 
orders. •« Pray, Gentlemen,^*' replied 
he, archly, ** let me prefcribe fir ft, and 
then I will hear your theory if you pleafe. 
It mull be a ftrange thing indeed, allow- 
ing me common fenfe^ and recoUe^ling 
the habit I am in of feeing patients of 
xiifferent kinds, if in ten minutes time I 
cannot prefcribe as efficacioufly in com- 
mon cales as if I took half an hour to do 
it in." When, alas! will Dr. War- 
ren's lofs be repaired to the world ? 
When will the art of medicine have again 
to boaft £b wife, ifo acute, and fo bene- 
volent a phyfician as himlclf ? one who 
completely gained pofleflion of the minds, 
and cured the bodies of his patients. 
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Hmptet and turrets of palace s> ar.d Ima- 
^itit it ro be the refidence of ipiendour, 
grandeur, and magnificence j but when 
vrt have pafied the gates, we find it per- 
plexed with narrow paflages, diigraced 
withdefpicable cottages, erabarrafftS with 
t>b(hru6^ion8y and clouded with fmoke.'*

ibn's enemies, no lels than his friends, 
have now done writing his Life, it were 
to be wifhed that Dr. Parr (than whom 
no one knows better how to appreciate 
the merits, nor to fhew the defects in his 
ftyle) would gratify the public with 
Obiervations on bis Life and Writings. 
His cxquifite epitaph in St. Paul's might 
be the tond on which he might embroider 
the work. 

This great man, to the lafl moment of 
bis life, inculcated in his converfation 
that excellent Icheme of morality which

day betorc he died he-was vifited by the 
ingenious and c^eelfcnt Dr. Burnt-y *. 
After having taken an affcdionate leave 
of his old friend, he laid, taking his 
hands between his, ** My good iriend, 
d o rt// /A^ goody OK can ; ' ' word s expreffi Ve 
of the whole tenor of his own exemplary 
life. 



ARCHBISHOP SECKER. 

In fpite of envy and calumny, the 
talents and merit of^ this great and good 
' Prelate have now found their juft degree 
of appreciation. He was dilfinguiHied 
as a preacher, an a (fatefman, and as. a 
inan of buUnefs. His chaiitieu were great 
and wilely diftributed ; and he died, 
nearly as D'Alembert lays an unmarried 
£ifhop Ihculd do, without debts and 
without weaikh. His manntr of preach- 
ing was particularly imprciTive ; it had 
the air of^ the familiar yet digniHed con- 
verfation of a man of piety and of fenfe 
with a friend whom he wifiied to con- 
vince that he had afted wrong, and to 
put in a way to do better in future. It 
was earneft, yet unafFc^cd. In this he 
has been imitated with great fuccels by a 
Chaplain of his, who has Unce become a 



Bidiop, and who has written with great 
elegance the Life of his patron and of bit 
model. Archbifhop Seeker's knowledge 
was very extenlive and accurate \ and he 
fumiihcd the prelcnt Dean of Gloucelier 
with fome Remarks on his < Diredioa 
for Travellers^' which, it is to be hoped* 
will be printed in the new edition of that 
ufefui work. His « Le6lurt« on the 
jL'hurch Catechifm' will xemain as long 
as the language in which they are writ- 
ten : the pure do6^rines they teach, and 
the excellent morality they inculcate, Itill 
continue to diltinguiih this happy coun* 
try. 

SIR JAMES PORTER* 
The defeat ot Eftgliih politics has ap» 
peared in nothing moieconfpicuous thatt 
in the little attention we have ever paid 
to the appointment of foreign Miniflers^ 
who. arc but too often liint out of the 
country without knowledge, without 
morals, and without manners. Thip 
made Madame de Morcilly, the wife oi> 
Lord Bolingbroke, fay on the fubjeft, 
** You Englilh, I believe, know every 
thing by infpiration."' From this inn 
putation the, late Sir James Porter muft 
be exempted j of whom the great King 
of Pruflia, no incgmpetent judge, faid to 
Sir Andrew Mitchell, " Fous avez urn 
Minijh&d la Poitc Ot toman f qui y fait 
la pluie KSf ie beau tempi"^ — You have a 
Minifter at the Porte who can do any 
. thing there. — Cai'dinal D'Oloat's Letters 
were a very favourite book with Sir Janif s 
Porter ; he thought them the models of 
diplomatic correlpondence and commu- 
nication. His own book on the Turks 
wijl ever be highly cfteemed. The po- 
litical efforts of Sir James were well 
fcconded at the Cour^ of Bruffels by hys 
excellent and well informed Secretary, 
the prefent Mr, Pianta, of the Britifli 
Mufeum, whote talents Icem now ena- 
ployed according to their proper defti- 
nation, in commemorating the intereft- 
ing hiltory of the ancient Helvetic Con- 
federation. 

DR. PRIESTLEY. 

This acute man has written {<i much, 
thati not long before he fet out for Ame- 
rica, being afked if he could tell the 
names of all his writings, affured the en- 
quirer that he could pot, but that X)^

Upon Grammar.* One of the late great 
Mathematicians of Camhndge faid, that 
the Do5lor wrote oob of hi$ phtlofophical 
Works much fafter th;in he could corre^ 
it. Love of gain items by no means to 
have Simulated his literary' efforts. He 
' feidom flDade any terms with his book- 
feliers, nor cxafted any fpecific fum for 
his labours, being contented with what 
his pablifher thought fit to give him $ 
fend having to do with an honefl «nd U- 
hetal boot^eller ^ (oh, mirtim/), he did 
well, and faved himfelf much trouble. 

However virulently an Irifli Prelate 
thought fit to give him the appellation 
of Antichrift, yet Dr. Pricft ley's friends 
know well that he would sro readily to 
the flake in defence of Chriftianity. His 
rough and acrimomous attacks upon the 
lEftabli/hed Church arc unworthy a man 
of hts knowledge and underftanding. He 
inuft know very well, that in all poliihed 
countries in the world (except China) 
there has ever been an Eflablifhed Re* 
ligion ; and, if they were juft and wife, 
they allowed tolei-ation to all others 
whofe tenets were harmlcfs, and did not 
intrench upon the Eftabliihed Govern- 
•ment and Religion f* Of Sir William 
Watfon, junior's ingenious « EflTay upon 
Time' Dr. Prieftlcy faid, it was the bcft 
piece of modern metaphyfics he had feen ; 
and of Dr. Hartley's celebrated * Oh- 
ietvationB upon Man* he always declared, 
that he learned more from it than from 
any book he ever read, except his bible. 

ALDERMAN DR. SMITH. 

This exteniiveand finguiarpraftitioner 
was a man orgreat fagacity. He pufhed 
powerful medicines to avery great height 
in certain cafes, and often fucceeded. 
He had once thought fit to advife, in a 
very defperate cafe, a medicine of fuch 
power that he was afraid to (ign the 
prefcription himfelf, but told the patient 
that be would di^late it to him if he 
would write it down. This the patient 
did, took the med i c i ne, and was cured. 
Chalybeate wine was a favourite medicine 
with him 11^ many cafes, and he gave it 
in very large dofes}. To facilitate his 
pra6iice, he had copper- plate prefcriptions 
for general and ufuat complaints printed, 
and on feeing the patients he added the 



dofes with his pen. The fingolarity q£ 
his manners, and the apparent opemiefs 
of his mind, endeared his patients very 
much to him, however irregular he wa$ 
in his attendance u^on th^, and how- 
ever inattentive to the long fiorkt o£ 
their complaints. In early life he pnh- 
liflied a Text book of hxs Lea«res, and 
fome very elegant ffutmula of pic»- 
fcriptions. 

He had been once long plagued vrtth 
an hypochondriacal patient $ at hft he 
iaid to him, << I have now only one thing 
mere to propoie to you a become a foot- 
fold ier as fooa as you can} for in ]rour 
prefent fituation as a Gentlcnrum, you eat 
and drink too miich« vbA, work too 
little.'' 

a. WATSON, D. D. LORD BISHOP OF 
LLAVDAFF. 

Soon after this ingenious and acute 
Prelate was made Chemical Profeflbr in 
the Univerfity of Cambridge, he read 
Le^ures in Chemiftry ; a fcience of which 
he had been totally ignorant : and on hia 
friends profeflGng their wonder at it, he 
laughingly feid, ** that the only way to 
learn any fcience was to begin by teach- 
ing it.*' Of the truth of this pofition, 
as far as it related to his own verfatile 
and prompt mind, his. * IntroduAory 
Leflure,' now printed, is a mofjt firiking 
illuflration. 

The public, however, and mankind 
have hign<^ obligations to him for his 
obi'ervations on the wifdom of the Deity 
in appointing different conditions in hu- 
man life \ and for the proofs that he has 
given of the advanta^s arifing to the 
poor (at leail in this tree, liberal, and 
humane country) from the inequality of 
ranks and of wealth in it. They are 
detailed, in his ufualperfpicuous.manner^ 
in a fermon, thus entitled, * The Wif- 
dom and Goodnefs of God in having 
made both Rich and Poor.' ^ 



SAURIN. 

When the news of the great vi6lory o£ 
Ramillies, gained over the army of 
Louis XIV. by the armies of tlie Allies^ 
was brought to the Proteflant Church 
at the Hague, where the celebrated French 
refugee preacher, M. Saurin, was in the 
pulpit, he immediately fell on his knees,

Saurin's two fennons ^ fur le Kenvw 
de la X^gnverfiotC'-^Km the Delay of Re- 
pentance — are perhaps two of the moft 
eloquent and forcible compoiitions in any 
language. 

This great Preacher eminently ex- 
celled in the extempore prayer he made . 
before his fermon. In one of his dif- 
courfes the character of Peter Bayle is 
finely depi^led. 

MASILLONy BISHOP OP CLERMONT. 

The manner of preaching of this ex- 
cellent Prelate was To extremely earneft 
and impreflive, that the firft time that 
Baron, the celebrated French a^or» went 
with foroe of his comrades to hear him, 
he exclaimed, *' My friends, this is in- 
deed an orator, we are only a£\ors.** 

MADAME DACIER. 

• When Madame Dacier, then Made- 
moilelle Lefeare, was marri^ to her 
learned huiband M. Dacier, the Duke of 
Orleains faid, in coniideration of the 
fmallnefs of iheir fortunes, *< Hunger has 
married Thirft.'* Another wag faid, 
** Greek is married to Latin.*' Some 
one addrefled this dittich to her :

OBSERVATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS ON THE FORMATION OF 

IRON. 



SY MR. SMITH* 



HAVING (hewn in the foregoing 
papt^rs, that calcareous and argil- 
iaceous earth, and vegetable foils, ful- 
phur and phofpbonis, are all obtainable 
Irom air ; and that animal and vegetable 
life are the great powers by which nature 
forms theie fubUances, I (hall now ob- 
ierve that decompoiition, or the diflercnt 
modes of decompoiition, has a great ef- 
fc€t in the formation of the immenfe va- 
rieties of matter j and it is by the dif- 
ierent decompoiition of air and water, 
that animal and vegetable life form all 
terreftial lubliances whatever. 

Iron is too well known to need a 
defcription : it is the mo(t common and 
the moft cafily decompofed of all the 
metals : it exiils in almoft all fubdances, 
at leall it may be obtained from them by 
certain chemical proceiles ; hence, the 
£rft quell ion that prelcnts itfelf i«. Whe- 
ther is this Iron io found the produ6lion 
of life, like day, or is it formed during 
the dcccmpcfitiun of thefe fubflances ? 
J am inclined to adopt the latter, from 
the following Experiment, and namely, 
that the Iron, which is found in thcfe 
• chemical precedes, is formed during the 
«lecompoijtion of animal and vegetable 
fabftances, in the fan>e manner as iul- 
phur, &:c. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 

One pound of white clay, mixed with 

■ tn equal quantity of filicious ^artb, and 

kneaded with water, when heated red 

hot; waft reduced by the evaporation of 



the water to nearly one half of its former 
weight : one quarter of a pound of thi,8 
earth being put into a fmall veffel, and 
reduced to a proper degree of moillure, I 
* fowed in it fix crefs feeds, five of which 
came up; in about two months time 
they were grown fo large as to weigh, 
wl^en newly gathered, iour ounces and. a 
half : I then reduced thefe plants to 
a(hes, and they yielded feven grains of a 
white- coloured afh : I diffolved them in 
rain water ; and, when all the earthy 
parts of the a(hes were fubfided, I pourci 
off" the cltar liquor On dipping two 
fmall flips of paper ftained with the juice 
of the red radifti into it, they were 
changed to a green colour; twenty-four 
drops of .the marine acid being added » a 
flow cfFcrvefcence took place : after this^ 
a fmall portion of Prufliated alkali being 
added, a quantiiy of Pruflian blue was 
produced : I afterwards added fome 
caultic alkali, and a large precipitation 
of lime to«.k place. The earth was 
heated red hot and weighed, as at firfl-, 
and had not loft any thing of its weight. 
This Experiment not being fatis« 
fa^oiy, as the plant* might be fup- 
pofed poffibly to extraft the iron from 
the earth in which they grew, I made 
the following Experiment, which would 
be, as I thought, free from th^s ob- 
jedion : 

EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 

I took one quarter of an ounce of ^o^fe 
hair bakedj luch as is ufed in ftuffing 

chair S| 
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chairs; and after having kept it in a 
heat of 105 dcgices for twelve hours, by 
means of a ipirit lamp, I weighed out 
fixty grains of it« My reafon for chufing 
this lubftancc was, that the root of any 
plant which 1 planted into it might be 
difengaged, without the danger of being 
broken, that would have attended the uie 
of cotton, flannel, or linen ra^s . Having 
put this hair into a flat veftel, I covered 
It with fixty grains of muitard feed, and 
placed it in a bot-bouff: in eight days 
the plants had run up to a great height, 
by realbn of the heat and warn of irerti 
air, I then took out tht plants, with 
the hair adhering to them ; and after 
liaving carefully difengaged the roots, 
one by one, from the hair, I replaced 
the hair in the air, and applied the fame 
degree of heat, and upon weighing it I 
found it had neither lutt nor gained. On 
weighing the plants I found that they 
weighed two ounces and a quarter j the 
cjuantity of rain water that they had been 
lupplied with was four ounces and a 
halt : I took one ounce of thefe plants, 
and reduced them to alhcs as in Expe- 
riment the Firit : to fix grains of the 
afhcs I added one Quarter cf an ounce of 
diftilled water : after the fcdiment had 
fubfided, I poured off the clear water, as 
in Experiment the Firft. This water 
turned the blue extrad of violets to a 
green. To this water I added twenty 
drops of the marine acid, which pro- 
duced an effervcfccnce as in the foregoing 
Experiment. I divided this liquid into 
' two equal parts j into the one I ifourcd 
^ folution of the Piufiiatcd alkali, and 
a copious precipitation of Pruflian blue 
took place : into part of the other I put 
, a few drops of ihong extra6l of galls, 
and a flight blackneis enfued. The re- 
maining paft of the liquid produced, 
when iaturatrd with caultic alkali, a co- 
pious precipitation of lime, in the form 
of white flakes^ but ftill a relidue was 
Jeft. That 1 might be informed what 
this relidue was, I prepared a larger 
quantity of the plants, aiu! treated them 
in the fame manner j and h:iving col- 
Jei^U'd them as i'lcc as poiTiblc troni all 
othtr luhltances, upon a proper inveiii» 
gation of the relidue, 1 f^und it to be 
m©lt]y fllicious eaith *. 



From the foregoing Experiments we 
fee that vegetable life has a power of 
pr<»ducing filicious earth and Irc» f 
Whether is this Iron cxiftpnt in the 
plants before calcination^ or was it 
formed during the proccfs? To alccr- 
tain this, I made the following Experi- 
ment : 

EXPERIMENT THE THIRD. 

I took half an ounce of the frefti muf- 
tard plants, and poured half an ounce of 
the nitrous acid upon them ; but after 
flanding fome time, it took up neither 
iron, argillaceous earth, nor lime. Upon 
a finall quantity of the fame plants I 
poured nitrous acid, and applied heat» 
but with the lame negative efte<Jl. 

EXPERIMENT THE FOURTH. 

I next treated one quarter of an ounce 
of ihcfc plants with the marine acid, but 
could procure no Iron, 

From thefe Experiments we are led 
to conclude that Iron is formed during 
the decompofition of the vegetable fub- 
ftances, and that this dtcompotition muft 
be by means of fire, as we lee that no 
Iron was produced when the plants wcne 
decompofed by means of acid. I do not 
mean to fay that fire is the only means 
by which a plant can be tlecompofed, to 
obtain Iron : on the contrary, I am con- 
vinced that there is a procefs every day 
going on in nature, which dccompofes 
vegetable matter fo as to form chalybeate 
waters. From thefe Experiments it ia 
very eafy to conceive how large quan- 
tities of Iron and chalybeate fprlngs are 
found on this globe. This likewile ac- 
counts for their more generally being 
found in coal countries, and by the dc- 
compofition of the wood which goes to 
the formation of coal. Countries in 
which there are large, quantities of de. 
caying vegetables arc in general furnilhed 
with chalybeate fprings and Iron. 

For if their origin be carefully exa- 
mine J, they will be generally found in 
countries where there is large beds of 
deciyed vegetable matter J a la<5l which^ 
I believe, is generally known.

faiJierr/* If the complaint could have 
been then maAt with juftice^ the tinnes 
Jiave ^ce not improved : to the topickt 
enumerated by Mr. Hume may be now 
added tlie (acred duties of religion, the 
6n6lions of a future ftate, and the obii* 
gations which bind fociety together. 

The Lady whole' roenu>irs are now 
before ut appears to have poUeflcd good 
abilities, and originally a good dUpo- 
iition; but, with an overweening con- 
ceit of heri'clf, much obftinacy and felf- 
will, and a difpofition to run counter to 
cftabliihed pra^ices and oj^nions. Her 
condufl in the early part of her life was 
blamelefs, if not exemplary } but the 
latter part of it bleroiflied with alliens, 
which muft confign her name to polterity 
(in fpite of all palliatives) as one whole 
example, if foUowtdy wouki be attended 
with the mod pernicious confcquerices 
to (ixiety \ a female who could brave 
the opinion of the world in the moft 
delicate point \ a philofophical wanton, 
breaking duwft the bars intended to re- 
strain licentioufnefs ; and a mother, de- 
fertin? a helplefs offspring, difgracefully 
brought into the world by herielf> by an 
latended aft of fuicide. 

According to Mr. Godwin's account, 
ihe was bom tlie a7th of April 17599 
•ad was treated in her infancy with great 



and unmerited harflinefs and fcrcrity bv 
her parents, who appear to have btcn ill 
qualified for the bufinefs of educating 
their children. In one of her works, 
when Mrs. Godwin fpeaka of the petty 
cares which obfcured the morning of bar 
heroine's life ; continual reftraint in the 
moft trivial matter j unconditional fub- 
miflion to orders which, as a mere child, 
fhe foon difcovcred to be unrcafmable, 
becaufe inconOftent and contradiAory j 
and the being often obliged to fit in the 
prefence of her parents three or four hours 
together, without daring to utter a word ; 
fhe is to be confidered as copying the out- 
line of the firft period of her exiftcnce. 

Her father was perpetually removing 
his place of refidence, and by degrees 
embarralTed his circumftances. Aboot 
the year 1776 he relided at Hoxton, and 
his daughter became acquainted with a 
female triend, named Frances Blood, 
who then lived at Newington Butts. 
Partly by example, and partly through 
emulation, our authorefs was led to cul- 
tivate her talents. ** She had hitherto,'* 
fays Mr. Godwin, •* paid but a fupcr- 
ficial attention to literature : flie had 
read to gratify the ardour of an inex- 
tinguilhable thirll of knowledge, but (he 
had not thought of writing as an art. 
Her ambition to excel was now awakened, 
and fhe applied herlclf with pafBon and 
earnellncfs." Soon after this period fhe 
began to be dilTatisfied with her fituatioo 
at home, and determined to quit it. She 
accordingly, in 1778, became the com- 
panion of a Mrs. Dawfon at Bath, with 
whom ftie lived two years, and only left 
her from being fummoned by the melan- 
choly ciicumttanccs of her moibd-'s ra- 
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fU^j itellsMf health. We mxn& the 
toliowing parage with great fatisfa^lioa ; 

" The illneTt of Mr$. WollftoMcraft 
waa Ungering but bopele/a. Mary (ruch 
It the naaoncr in which &e ta invariably 
mentioned in this work) was aflidocHia 
in her attendbace upon her mother. At 
6rtt every attention was received with 
SicJuiowkdginents and gratitude j but aa 
tiie attemiojM grew habituali and the 
lieaith W the mother more and more 
wretched, they were rather cxa^ed than 
received. Nothing could be taken by the 
unfortunate patient but from the hands 
of Mary ; reft was denied night or day» 
and by the time nature was exhaufted in 
the parent, the daughter was qualified to 
aiTume her place, and become in turn 
Kerielf a patient. The iaft words her 
mother ever uttered were, * A little pa- 
tience, and all will be over!* and theie 
words are repeatedly referred to by Mary 
in the couric of her writings." 

She now bade a final adieu to her 
father's roof, and went to live with her 
friend Fanny, and afterwards attended 
her fi^r in a dangerous ftate for feveral 
months. She then, affifted by her friend 
and two fiOers, opened a fchool at IHing- 
ton, but afterwards removed it to Nevr- 
ington Green. She here became ac- 
quainted with Dr. Price, and '' fomctimes 
attended his fermons, but not with a 
faperftitious adherence to his d«6lrioes. 
The fa^ is (adds our author), that as 
far down as tlie year 1787 (he regularly 
frequented public wor(hip, for the molt 
part according to the forms of the Church 
^of England. After that period her at. 
tendance became lei's conllant, and in no 
ion^ time was wholly dil'continucd. I 
believe it may be admitted as a maxim, 
that no perfon of a well fumifbed mind, 
that hasfliaken off the implicit fubje6tioa 
of youth, and is not the z<:alous partizan 
of a fet>, can bring hirof'elf to conform 
to the public and regi^lar routine of fei*- 
mons and prayers.'* We (hall only re- 
mark on this paflage, that at the time 
above afcertained, commenced thofe ec- 
centricities in Mrs. Godwin's conduct, 
which ftained the latter part of her life 
with ignominy. A female, unreftrained 
by the obligations of religion, is foon 
ripe for licentious indecorums. 

The plan of life adopted by our 
authored did not laft long. The health 
of her frieiyi and partner declined, and 
ihe was advifed to go to Lilbon in the 
hope of a recovery. As fhe grew worfe, 
Mrs. Godwin's regard and anxiety for 
her iDcreafcd; ihe wag imprefled with 



the idea that her fHend wot^d die m thia 
diftant country, and (hocked wi(h the 
recoiled ion ot her fcparatioa from the 
circle of her friends, determined to pais 
over to Lisbon to attend her. She had 
not money to defray the ei^nces of the 
Journey, but was fupplied by a friend^ 
and in a ihort time after her arrival at 
Li/bon, had the melancholy confolatioa 
of attending to the grave, in iVKemb^- 
I 7;B 5, the companion of her youth, whoie 
mennory (he appears to have chu'iihed 
with unabated iondnefs. We are glad 
ci' an opportunity of beftowijig anqua- 
lified piai(e on this inftance of her af* 
£:ftionate attention. 

The fchool in her abicnce had fuffeitd 
confiderably, and (he foon judged it pro- 
per to rclinquifh it entirely. The fiithcr 
and mother of her deceartr<i friend wiihed 
to tranfport themfelves to Ireland, and 
Mrs. Godwin undertook to lupply them 
with the means. She accordingly wrofie - 
her * Thoughts on tlie Education of 
Daughteis,' which flie Ibid for ten 
guineas. With this fum ffie was en- 
abled to eife6l the purpofe for which it 
was procured. There docs not appear 
to have been much harmony amonglt 
the fillers whilft the ichool laded. 

She then, as a temporary iituation, ac- 
cepted the office of Goveiucfs to the 
daughters of Lord Viicount Kinglbo- 
rough, eldeft fon to the Earl of King- 
Aon, in the kingdom of Ireland, atU 
wonders are told of the I'alutary ef&ds 
of her iyftcm of education ; but wh^n we 
refle^l on what Nfr. Godwin is fiknt 
about, the mircondu61 of one of her 
pupils, who has lately brought diigrace 
on herfelf, death on her paramour, riik 
to the life of her brother and father, and 
mifery to all her relatives; when we 
confjder alfo Mrs. Godwin's own fuble- 
quent conduct ; we lieiitate in giving 
implicit credit to the eulogium. We 
fear the pupil was too thuch influenced 
by deference to the example of the Go- 
vernefs. 

The family of Lord Kingfhorotigh, ia 
the fummer of 1787, came to Bristol, 
where Mrs. Godwin compofed a little 
book, which bears the title of < Mary,W 
Fiction j' a ftory, of which aconfiderable 
part confifls, with certain modifications, 
of the incidents of her own friend (hip 
with Fanny. At Briltol, her connedliun 
as Govemefs in the Kingiborough fa- 
mily cealed. 

She then devoted her attention entirely 
tp literary iubje^s, and refided in Gcorge- 
ttreet, oa the Sttrry lidc of Blackh-lars- 
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bridge. 5Mn after (he produced a little 
^o'rk, ^entitled 'Original Stories from 
"Rtzi Life, intended tor the Vie of Chil- 
dren.*' At the commencement of her 
literary career, fhe is faid to have con- 
ceived a vehement avcrfion to the being 
regarded by her ordinary acquaintance 
in fhe character of an author, and to have 
employtd lome precautions to prevent its 
occurrence. She now s produced fcveral 
tranflations from the French, and tock a 
confiderable /hare in the Analytical Re- 
Tiew, inltituted about the middle of 
1788, She aJlo inteiefted herlelf in be- 
half of the ii dividuals of her family. 

** At this period (Mr. Godwin cb- 
ferves) the French Revolution, while it 
gave a fundamental flicck to the human 
intelleiSl through every region of the 
globe, did not fail to produce a confpi- 
curus effcfl on the progrcfs of Mary's 
refltflions. The prejudices of her early 
years fuffered a vehtment cciicuflion. 
Her refpeft lor eftaBlifhments was un- 
dermined. At this period occurred a 
mifunderltanding upon public grounds 
with one of her early friends, whore at- 
tachment to mufiy cretds and exploded 
abliirdities had been increafcd by the 
operation of thffe very circumftarces by 
which her mind had been rapidly advanctd 
an the race of indenendence." At tlje 
latter end of 1790 fne wrote her anfwer 
to Mr. Burke's celebrated bock, and 
foon after compolcd * The Vindication tf 
the Rights of Woman.' 

Having quieted any alarms which 
might be excited by an attcrc'ance on 

^ public worflnp, flie procetded in her 
anti- religious plan of independence on 
fyftems with great rapidity. She had 
until this time we are to prefume/as 
^Jr. Godwin fays nothing to the con- 
trary, not erred in the article of chaflity ; 
but at the age of mere than 30 years, flie 
diveded hcrielf of that old falliicned pre- 
judice, and fell in love with Mr. Fulcli 
the painter. « She conceived," fays her 
liufband, " a perfonal and aiti.ent af- 
fc6^ion for him. Mr, Fufeli was a mar- 
ried man, and his wife the acquaintance 
tf Mary. She readily perceived the re- 

^■ilriftions which this circumftance feemed 
to impofe upon her ; but (lie made light 
of any' difficulty that might arife out of 
them." This platonic regard foon dif- 
fatisfied her. '♦ It was in vain that /he 
enjoyed much pleafure in his lociety, and 
that /he enjoyed it frequently. Her ar- 
dent imagination was continually con- 
juring up piftures of the happinefs /he 
fliould have fcund, if fortune had favoured 



tbeir more intimate. uiiioi)< She felt tief^ 
felf formed for domeftic aflPcftioti,' and 
all thofe tender charities, which men of 
fenfibility have conftantly treated as the 
dearcii band of human fociety. General 
convcrfation and fociety could not fatisfy 
her. She felt hcrfelf alone, as it were, 
in the great mafs of her fpecies, and /he 
repined when /he rcfle6^ed, that the beft 
years of her life were fpent in this com* 
fortlefs folitudc.'* She therefore went 
to France, apparently without any fettled 
plan, and *< lour months after her arrival 
a I Paris, in December 1792, deliberately 
entered (as Mr. Godwin expre/Tes it) 
into that fpecies of conne61ion, for which 
her heart Iccrttly panted, and which had 
the effefl of diflufirg an immediate tran- 
quillity and chearfulnefs over her man- 
ners." The perfon with whom /he 
formed this conne6^ion was Mr. Gilbert 
Imiay, a native of North America, and 
Mr. Godwin is minute enough, though 
Ibmething incompatible with the former 
date, to mark the time of the confum- 
mation of this intrigue to be the middle 
of Apiil 1793. 

But this tranquillity and chearfulnefs 
wns not to laft long. The illicit con- 
nection punifhed itlelf : Imlay, who H 
delcribed as a vulgar fenfualifi, after be- 
coming the father of a child by her, grew, 
as might be expe£tcd, negligent and in- 
different towards her. He left her in 
France with her child ; and the lady, 
impatient at his abferxe, followed him 
to England, and foon after took a journey 
to Norway, to fettle lome buimcfs for 
him. 

In the early part of this volume (p. 38.) 
Mrs. Godwin is faid to have pofielTcd 
■ ** a firmnels cf mind, an unconquerable 
greatnefs of foul, by which, after a /hort 
internal ftruggle, /lie was accuftomed to 
rile above dillicultics and iufFering." 
Whatever flic undertook /lie perhaps in 
all inltances accomplifl.ed, and to her 
lofty fpirit fcarcely any thing /he defired 
appeared hard to perfonn. But the de- 
fection of Mr. Imlay was too much for 
her, and /he became lubjeCt to fuch weak- 
nefs, as the weakeit ot her fex would have 
avoided. 

■** It was not long after her arrival in 
London, in the commencement of 06fo- 
ber, that /he attained the certainty /he 
fought. Mr. Imlay procured her a 
lodging. But the neglea fhe experienced 
from him after flie entered }t, fla/hed 
conviction upon her, in I'pite of his al- 
(cverations. She made further enquiries, 
and at length was informed by a iervant, 
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of l!he real ftate of the cafe. Under the 
immediate (hock which the painful cer- 
tainty gave her» her flrft impulfe was to 
repair to him at the ready. fumiihed 
houie he had provided for hie new 
mifti^s. What waa the particular na- 
ture of their conference I am unable to 
relate. It it fufficient to fay that the 
wretchcdncis of the ntght which fuc- 
ceeded this £aital difcovery, imprefled 
facr with the feeling, that (he wotild 
iboner fuffer a thoufand deatha, than paTs 
another of ecpial mifery. 

** The afony of her mind detdmlned 
l^r i and that determination ^ve her a 
ibrt of deijperate fertnity. She reiblved 
to plunge herieif in the Thamet { and» 
not bebg iatisfied with any fjpot nearer 
to London, ihe took a boat, and rowed 
to Putney. Her firft thought had kd 
her to Batterfta- bridge, but ihe found 
it too public. It was night when (he 
arrtTed at Pulocy, and by that time 
had begun to raift with great violoQce* 
The rain fuggefted to her the idea of 
walkins up and down -the bridge, till 
Jier douiea were thoroughly drenched and 
fnATj 5^th the wet, which (he did for 
half an hour without meeting a human - 
being. She then leaped from the top of 
the bridge, but ftill feemed to find a" 
difficulty in finking, which (he endea- 
voured to countcraft by prefllng her 
ch>thes clofely round her. After fomc 
time (he became infenfible ; but (he al- 
ways fpokeof the pain (he underwent 
as fucb, that, though (he could after- 
wards have determined upon almoft any 
other fpecits of voluntary death, it would 
have been impofHble for her to refolve 
upOT encountering the fame fenfations 
again. I am doubtful, whether this la 
to be afcribed to the mere nature of fuf- 
focation, or was not rather owing to the 
preternatural a^ion of a defperate fpirit. 
** After having been for a confiderable 
time infehiiblc, (he was recovered by the 
eaKrtiont of thofe by whom the body wat 
found. She had umght, with cool and 
deliberate firmnefs, to put a beriod to 
^ her exiitence, and yet me lived to have 
every profpeft of a long pofTefTton of 
enjoyment and happinefs. It is perhapa 
not an unfrequent cafe with (uicidea, 
that we find reafoo to fuppofe, if they 
had furvived their gloomy purpofe^ that 
they would, at a. (ubiequent period, ban 
been confiderably happy. ' It arifa in- 
deed, in fome meaibre, out of the rtvf 
stature of a fpiilt of (ielf-deflruaion j 
which implies, a degree of anguifli, that 



the conilitution of the human mind wifl 
not (uffer to renoain long undimini(hid4 
This is a feriout refleaioo. Probably 
no man would delbroy himielf finim aft 
impatience of preient pain, if he felt • 
moral certainty that there wart yeara 
of enjoyment ilill in referve for aim^ 
It is perhaps a futile attempt to thiab 
of reasoning with a man in that ftati of 
mind whidi precedes fuieide. Moril 
reafoning is nothing but tht awakc&fllg 
of certain feelings ; and the faclii^ bf 
which he is aauated, is too ftrong m 
leave us much chance of unprtf&ng hili 
with other feelings, that &ottid hm$ 
force enouj^ to counterbalance it. Bnt^ 
if the pro(pe£l of future tranqmllity ani 
pleafure cannot be expefted to nave aDMill 
vreight with a num under an inu^edtattt 
purpoie of fuicide, it is fo much dii 
more to be wifhed, that men would im» 
prefs their minds, in tbeir ibber nu>nients« 
with a conception, which, being rendered 
habitual, (aems to proinift to ad «a a 
fuccefsful antidote ia a paroyyijo of daf- 
peration. 

<« The preftat fituation of Mary e£ 
neceflity produced fome further inter- 
courfe between her and Mr. ImUy^ 
He fent a ph^cian to her ^^ and Mm 
Chriftie,, at hu defire» prevailed on her , 
to remove to her houie in Fiafbury* 
fquare. In the mean time Mr. Imlajr 
auured her that his present was maraly 
a cafual, fenfual connection ; aad, of 
courfc, fodered in her mind the idea 
that it would be once naore in her choica 
to live with him. With whatever in- 
tention the idea was fuggefted, it waa 
certainly calculated to increafe the agi- 
tation of her mind. In one refpe^ hotr- 
ever it produced an effe^ unlike that 
which might moft obvioufly have betfn 
looked for. It rouied within her tha 
charafteriftic energy of mind, which flia 
ieemed partially tp have forgotten. , Sha 
faw the necedity of bringing the atfW la 
a point, and not fuffertng months aa4 
years to roll on in uncertainty and fuf* 
pence. This idea infpitcd her with an 
cxtraordinanr refolution. The Unguaga 
(he employee! was, in effe^, as iolk>ws t 
< If we are eyer to live t^ether again, it 
mutt be now. We meet now, or wa 
part for evet. You fay, you cannot 
abruptly break off the eonneflion yoa 
have Ibnaed. It is unworthy of my 
courage and charaRer to wait the ua« 
certain ilTue of that connexion. I aa 
determined to come to a deoifioQ* 4 
coafent thcfij £9f the jpreica)^ tolivt witk

youy ind tly woman to whom you have 
ifTociatedjrourfelf. I think it important 
t^t you mould learn habitually to feel 
lor your child the afFe£tion of a father. 
But if vou reje^l this propofal, here we 
«nd. You are now free. We will cor- 
refpond no more. We will have no in- 
tiA'coiurfe of any kind. I will be to you 
M a perfonthat is dead.*' 

But Mr. ImUy was not to be re- 
daimed, and, Mrs* Godwin, aiter many 
ineflPe^ual efforts, gave up the purfuit, 
and Teems to have refumed fomething 
Jikt tranquillity. In January 1796 the 
acquaintance took place between her and 
Mr. Godwin 5 the progrefs and com- 
pletion of which, aS; it is curious, we 
nail grive in that Gentleman's own 
words : 

** The temporary reparation attendant 
on my little journey, had its effe^l on 
the mind, of both parties. It gave a 
fpace for the maturing of bclination. I 
l>elieve that, during this interval, each 
fiimiihed to the other the principal topic 
of foiitary and daily contemplation. 
Abfence beftows a refined and aerial de- 
licacy uponaffeiSlion, which it with difH- 
culty acquires in any other way. It 
feems to refemble the communication of 
fpirits, without the medium, or the im- 
pediment, of this earthly frame. 

** When wc met again, we met with 
new pleafure, and, I may add, with a 
more decifive preference for each other. 
It was however three. weeks longer be- 
fore the fentiment, which trembl^ upon 
the tongue, burft from the lipS of either. 
There was, as I have already faid, no 
feriod of throes and relblute explanation 
attendant on the tale. It was iriendihip 
melting into love. Prcvioufly to our 
mutual declaration, each felt half af- 
iured, yet each felt a certain trembling 
anxiety to have affurance complete. 

" Mary refled her head upon the 
ihoulder ot her lover, hoping to find a 
heart with which fhe might fately treafure 
her world of affeflion ; fearing to com- 
mit a miftake, yet, in fpite of her me- 
lancholy experience, fraught with that 
generous confidence, whith in a great 
leul is never extinguiflied. I had never 
loved till now ; or, at leaft, had never 
Douri(hed a pafCon to the fame growth^ 
or met with an object fo confummattly 
Worthy. 

«* We did not marry. It is difficult 
to recommend any thing to indilcrhninate 
adoption, contrary to the e(labli(hed 
fi4e« and prejudices of mankind ) but 
citTUkily fMi^ng can - be ^ ridiculous 



upon the foce of it, or fo contrary to tlie 
genuine march of fentiment, as to re- 
quire the overflowing of the foul to wait 
upon a ceremony, and that^ which, 
wherever delicacy and imagination exift, 
is of all things moft facrcdly private, to 
blow a trumpet before it, and to record 
the moment when it has arrived at its 
climax. 

«« There were however other reafons 
why we did not immediately marrv. 
Mary felt an entire convifkion of the 
propriety of her conduft. It would be 
abfurd to fupnpfe that, with a heart 
withered by deleVtion, flje was not right 
to give way to the emotions of kindneft 
which our intimacy produced, and to 
feek for that fupport in fricndfhip and 
affeftion, which could alone gi^c pleafure 
to her heart, and peace to her medi- 
tations. It wras only about fix months 
fince fhe had refolutely baniflied every 
* thought of Mr. Imlayj but it was at 
leaft eighteen that besought to have been 
baniihed, and would have been banifhed, 
had it not been for her fcrupulous per- 
tinacity in determining; to leave no mea- 
furc untried to legam him. Add tp 
this, that the laws of etiquette ordinarily 
laid down in thefe cafes, are cflcntially 
abfurd, and that the fentiments of the 
heart cannot fubrait to be direftcd by the 
rule and the fquarc. But Mary had an 
extreme averfion to be made the topic 
of vulgar difcufTion j and, if there be 
any weaknels in this, the dreadful trials 
through which Ae had recently pafl'ed, 
may well plead in its cxcufe. She felt 
that ihe had been too much, and too 
rudely ipokcn of, in the former inftance 5 
and fhe could not refolve to do any thing 
that fliould immediately revive that pain- 
ful topic. ^ 

" For myfclf, it is certain that I had 
for many years regarded marriage with 
lo well-grounded an appreheufion, that, 
notwithllanding the paitiality for Mary 
that had taken pofl'emon of my foul, I 
ihould have felt it very diflicult, at leaft 
in the prefent Itage of our intercourfe, to 
have reiblved on fuch a meafure. Thus, 
|)artly from fimilar, and partly from dif- 
ferent motives, we felt alike in this, as 
we did perhaps in every other circum- 
ilance that related to our intercourfe. 

" I have nothing further that I find it 
necelTary to record, till the commence- 
ment of April 1797. We then judged 
it proper to declare our marriage, which 
had taken place 'a little before. Tlie 
principal motive for complying with this 
^etemoiiy, <|^s the circumi^ance of 
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Miry> being in a (late of pregnancy. 
She was unwilling, and perhaps with 
reafon, to incur that exchifion from the 
fodety of many valuable and excellent 
individuals, which cuftom awards in 
cafes of this fort. I ihould have fielt an 
extreme repugnance to the having caufed 
her fuch an inconvenience. And, after 
the experiment of Icvcn months of as 
iatimate an intercourfe as our refpeftive 
Ixodes of living would admit, there was 
certainly lefs hazard to either, in the 
fybjeAtngourielves to thofe confequencet 
which the laws of England annex to 
the Illations of huiband and wife. On 
the fixth .of April we entered into pof- • 
iefllon of a houle, which had been taken 
1^ us in concert." 

Mr. Godwin then cenfures thofe ladies 
who, attending to the opinion of the 
world, declinm the aequamtance of his 
wife, when her conduct was not con* 
fidered lb correal as it ought to have 
faten, and had become matter of noto^ 
riety. For the honour of the fex, the 
extravagances of the new philofophy 
have, not yet taken root fume lent ly to 
qbUterate all (enfe of decorum. Mrs. 
Slddons and Mrs. Inchbald will be ac- 
. q<titted in the court of propriety. 

The courfe of the narrative now draws 
on to the laft fatal fcene of. her life. On 
the 30th of Ang;uft flie was talcen in 
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labour | and a venr mtnutei 'and in fome 
particulars a diigufting, narrative is 

fiven of her illnefs, v^icb, after ten 
ays continuance, left her children with* 
out a mother. She died the lotti of 
September, and her hufband boafts that 
during her whole illnefs not one word of 
a religious caft fell from her lips. Rare 
philofophy t On the 15th (he was in* 
(erred in the church-yard of St. Pancras. 
Such was the cataftrophe of a female 
philofopher of the new order ; fuch the 
events of her life ; and fuch tl^ apolojgrv 
for her conduft. It will be "read with 
difguft by every female who has any 
pretenfions to delicacy ; with deteftati«n 
oy every one attached to the interefts of 
reli|rion and morality ; and with indig* 
nation by any one who might feel any 
regard for the unhappy woman^ whole 
frailties ihould have been buried in ob- 
livion. Licentious as the times are^ we 
truft it will obtain no imitators of the, 
heroine in this country. It may a6l/ 
however, as a warning to thofe wha 
fancy themfelves at liberty to difpen/jt 
with the laws of propriety and decency^ 
and who fuppofe the poueflion of per^ 
verted talents will atone for deviation* 
from rules lon^ eflabliihed for the wejl^ 
government of focietyi and the happU 
nefs of mankind.

T^e *Work doles with a number of 
legal decifions and fusunary judgnoents 
in different difputed ca/a that have arifen 
from the complex natiu^ of the Au6^ion 
Laws* Thtk are ftated with a perfpi- 
cuit^ that renders them clear in their 
nieritSy though not reported in the Ian* 
^ guage of the Courts. 

** The Auctioneers, in general (fays 
Mr. P.) may» I believe, be confidered 
as coming under that defcription of people 
known at the Excife O&ce by the Ap- 
pellation of Fair Traders \ but I do not 
imagine I ihall run the rilk of eivtng 
SAV ofeace to the majority, by acknow- 
leoging that there are fome few among 
them, as well as in every othe^ profeiHon, 
who make no fcrtfplo of taking advan- 
tages as often as opportunity ofters : and 
there is no doubt that under the idea of 
checking the unfair trader, the Com- 
miflionersof Sxcife have made the orders 
and r^ulations which have occadoned lb 
much trouble and inconvenience to the 
fair trader \ but the misfortune is, that 
the very regulations which fo much 
harafs and pcrp^ thole who mean to a^ 
uprightly, open a door to thole who 
mean to do wrong, to pais their accounts 
without tht fame trouble and difKculty y 
for, can it be luppofed, that a trader of 
aay deicription, who comes with an in- 
tent to pals a falfe account, will be very 
fcnipulous about the means of fupplying 
the place of a few neceiTary forms ?

« It is a known fad, that there ai« 
various lets of people of that defcriptkii^ 
who live as long as thty can upon one 
clafs of dealers $ and when they haft 
plucked them fufficiently to keep tbeai 
on their guard againft their extortiedt 
they refort to another defcription of 
dealers, whom they pui'fue in the Smam 
manner till they are no longer worth fd- 
lowing. After having long lived upoa 
the pawnbrokeriB, glovers, perfomers» 
Sec. &c., they have taken it into their 
heads that the Auctioneers are fair 
game ; and having fucceeded in leveral 
inltances at their outfet, feem elated wttk 
the hopes of bringing down at leaft two 
or three brace a w^ j for they are i^ 
general keen fportimen, and having their 
Jcliers as well as their lurchers^ ieldom 
mifs their mark when they have once 
found their game. 

<* They, in general, have fomething 
like an attorney as their leader, who* 
having no reputation at (take, and coi^ 
fequently no profpe& of getting eta^iaj'* 
ment in a refpe£table line, makes it hit 
itudy, upon the appearance of any xxdt 
of parliament where penalties are an* 
nexed, to pick out thofe claui'es which 
are l>t)it adapted to the purpofe, and them 
fets his agents to lie in w^it for thole

Mr. P. here makes very levere remaifct 
upon the condu^ of fome of the country 
magiftrates, and (tops little (hort of in* 
finuating that they mull have an intereft 
in the profits of thefe deprodations.

been iifuaUjr confidered as the buiinefs of 
a large portion of human life, even with 
verv dole and diligent application. Our 
author makes (bme acute remarks upon 
this fiibjea» which fliew that the ftudy 
it not fo fbrmtdabk as it has been com- 
monly fuppoicd. 

In Chinefe, there are Scarcely fifteen 
hundred diftind founds. In the written 
language there are at leaft eighty thoulamd 
characters, or diflPerent forms of letters 5 
which number, divided by the iirft, grives 
fifty ienies nearly, or charafters, upon 
an average, to every found cxpreflcd ; ^ 
dii^MToportion that gives more the ap- 
^raoce than the reality of equivocation 
and uncertainty to the oral ianguaee of 
afae Chinefe. Johnfon*s Bngliih DiSion- 
ary atfbrda inftances of words taken in 
Upwatde of one hundred different fen(«s, 
without any doubt being thereby felt in 
Engiifli convedation \ where indeed, if 
tiitce were> fK> iiecouWe tan be had f<n* 
aiccrtatning its preeiie fafe, as in the 
Chiaeft, to the form of the written cha. 
raaer peeuliar to each ftafc in which the 
word is received. 

The aamber^of words^ or meanings of 
awards, in any language, muft d^nd 
•ahiefly on the ftate of civilisation to 
which the people that ufe it are arrived | 
«ad on the arts flouriibing aasong them. 
It it M« foprifisg, there^, that ihe 



Chineie diaionary fliould cmitain at teat 
eighty thoufand charafters. Perhaps, if 
everj fenfe in which an Engliih term is 
veceived were confidered as a diftinft 
virord, and the vaft variety of thofe em- 
ployed in the diffinient occupattoiis of 
life were taken mto the account, die 
number would not be much fewer than 
that ef the Chinefe. 

A certain order or connection is to ba 
perceived in the arrangement of the 
written characters of the Chinefe, as if 
it had been formed upon a fyftein to taka 

f>l»ce at once, and not grown up, as other 
anguages, by flow and diftant intervals. 
Upwards of two hundred charafters, coa* ' 
filling each of- a few lines or ftroket^ 
mark the principal objects of nature, in 
the manner of Bifliop Wilkins*s divt- 
fions, in h4s book on the fubjeft of uni- 
verfal language. Thefe may be eod* 
fidered as the ^einra or roots kA language^ 
in* which every other word or fpeciot^ in 
a fy hematic fenle, is referred to its pr6- 
per r^irtfj. The beofri is a genus, of 
whidi the repreientation of a curve line 
approaches to the forms of the objeft \ 
and the fpecies referable to it include all 
the fentimentSt pafflonSf and e^e&ionsi 
that ^ttate the human brealt. Eadt 
Jpreies is accompanied by ibmemark, de«^ 
noting the genus or beari^^ Under tht*^ 
genus band are arranged n)oft trades and 
manual eaerctfts. Under the genua 
wordi rrsry fort of fpeoch, ftndy, writing, 

and 
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iwd debate. A horizontal Itne marks a 
»nit J crofled by another line, it (iands 
for ten. as it does in every nation which 
repeatsfhe units after that numlier. 

The compofition of many of the Chi- 
nefe characters difpbys confiderable in- 
fenuitv, and fervci alio to give an infight 
into the opinions and manners of the 
people. Tlie chara^^er expieflive of hap- 
pinefs includes abridged marks of land, 
the fourcc of their phyfical ; and of chil- 
dren, that of their moral enjoyments. 
This character, embelliflied in a vaiicty 
of ways, is hung up almo(^ in every 
hcufe. Sometimes written by the hand 
ci the Emperor, it is fent by him as a 
• compliment, which is very highly prized, 
and fuch as he was plealed to fend Co the 
.Emballadcr. 

The Sixth and laft Chapter of this 
Work contains an account of the paflTage 
to St. Helena, and home. From this 
we have nothing to cxtra^. In the 
Appendix are feveral tables of different 
degrees of importance and utility. The 
firlt expreflcs the population of China 
and its extent j the iecond, its annual 
revenue in money, rice, and other grain ; 
the third and fourth fupply lifts of the 
chief civil and military ofiicers ; the 
fifth gives an account of the trade to 
China of the En^lifli and other Euro- 
pean nations j the fixth ftates the amount 
of the tea annually exported, beginning 
from the year 1772. In this article is 
included a plan to prevent fmuggling 
tea, by laying a fmalltax on houfcs, fub- 
niiticd to Government in 1783. By this 
it appears that the tax, known by the 
uame of* the Commutation-T*ax origi- 
nated from the Author of thefe Travels. 
There ai^e three other tables, making in 
all nine, relative to tjie fame trade. 

We have now fihilhed our account of 
thefe Travels, having extrafled or 
abridged whatever we thought molt 
likely to inftru^l or entertain our readers. 

We do not mean to infinuate that wc 
have extrafled every thing that can in- 
flrad or entertain them;* this would 
have confiderably exceeded the limits of 
our plan. Undoubtedly Ynuch remains 
unnoticed by us, for the gratification of 
curioiity. It muft however be confeffed,^ 
that though this Work is upon the 
whole ingcniowfly and elegantly written, 
there is much matter that is irrelative to 
the fubje6t in hand. Sir G. Staunton 
certainly excels in perfjpicuoas and Sci- 
entific description I but this will hardly 
|Nrar him out in the difcufl'ion of topics 
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which havfc been long ^go fufficietitly 
explained. Though words are iWift of 
flight, and therefore tenncd winged by 
the great father of poetry, they cannot^ 
^nlefs animated by new ideas, mount to 
fa^e and fortune. The ancient fable of 
the Sibilline volumes may Convey ufeful 
counfel to an author ; who commonly 
enhanCes the value of his compolition in 
proportion as hecontra^s itsdimenfions. 

Of 'the wifdom, and of the ultimate 
futcefs of this Einbaffy, we prefume not 
to fpeak : wt are not placed on^ fufficient 
elevation to view all the bearings and 
circumftanccs of the queftion. We may 
venture, however, to pfonouDce that 
Lord Macartney, by making out his 
arraneements for a refidence of ibme 
duration at Pekin, feems to have pro- 
mifed himfelf ^(bre than a reafonabic • 
expc^ation would juftify. To have tad 
his charges defrayed by the Emperor 
would have been burdenfome and uii« 
pleafant : to have been permitted to de- 
fray them from his own fuods, *the 
Prince muft have departed from an eftab- 
lifticd cuftom for a Granger's accommo- 
dation and ftrvice. And for what ufe- 
ful purpofe to his country > China has 
neither the wants, nor the fears of the 
nations of"- Europe. No ftates exift 
within reach of communication, to whom 
fhe would deign to fend a Minifter ; and 
the ChineCc are too fkilful and vigilant 
politicians 10 receive a fpy among them- 
felves, veiled under an honourable name^ 
Ot their extreme caution in admitting 
into their country impcrtiWnt and un- 
profitable foreigners, a laughable inUance 
IS related in Bell's Travels. 

The Mandarine, who was to conduft 
tht^ Ruffian Embaffy to Pekin, having 
feea, on his arrival at the borders, fome 
women walking in the fietds. alked the 
Ambaffador, who they were, and whither 
they were going ? He wa« told, they 
belonged to the retinue, and were going 
along with it to China. The Mandarine 
replied, that they had women enough in 
Pekin already ; and as there had never 
been an Eurupeaa woman in China,\he 
cou))d not be anfwerable for introducing 
the firft without a fpecial order from the 
Emperor. But if his Excellency would 
wait for an anfwer, he would fend a 
courier to Court for that purpofe'. As 
the return of this meffcngcr could not be 
fooner than fix weeks, it was thought 
more ex|^dient to fend back the women 
to $s/inginfiy, with the wagg6n8 that had 
brought the baggage from that place.

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But thougli vc do not ^ifh to <i«tain 
our readers with cur own opinion on the 
expediency and a^wUAget of chi« £m- 
baiTy, ibn)e weight may be due to an 
extra£k from a letter, which a correfpond- 
€nt has tranfmiited to us» written ofa- 
ginaily by a mitiionary i«ttkd in China, 
and received at Camon in December 
179s. The fate of the Embafly is there 
dated with fuSieient impartiality, and 
in foflic meafure explained. We will 
give tlie fubHance ot it as brieiiy as we 
can, and conclude our review of tiieie 
Vdumcs.

rheie requeiU were made In various 
conferences both orally and in writing, 
and were ^U formally refufd \ the firlt 
(imply and without comment; the relt 
tvith fcm^ rede^lions annexed of no 
pleaHng or favourable complexion. Tlie 
firitiih pre/ent« were eonfidered as coAly, 
and the behaviour of the EinbanadoranJ 
his whole fuite was extremely circUm- 
fpe£^« The chanader and manners of 
Lord Macartney in particular were affable 
and liberal. He has failed i^twith- 
(landing in the main jpurpofe of his 
miiHon \ and the following reaibns aj;;e 
aiHgned for it by our Chinefe corre- 
fpondent. He (ays in the iit^ place, 
that there appeared great ignorance of 
the etiquette and cufloms ol the Court 
of Pekin \ and the EmbaHy was at- 
tended hy an interpreter as uninlbrmed 
as themlelves. They omitted alfo to 
bring prcients with tjiem for the ions of 
the Emperor and the Minifters of State. 
They pcriiiled iu refuiing to comply with 



the ceremonial in paying homage to thf 
Emperor, and gave no iatisfa^ory reafon 
for their fingulwit^r- This by the wajr 
appeared to us nonienikal fcrupuloufoefs 
as we have already remarked in its pro- 
per place. The Embafly Qioreover pre- 
&nted itfelf at Court in apparel too plain 
and fimple for the talle of the country 
into which they were fisnt. I'hey w#pe 
inattentive to the neceflary diftribution 
of douceurs to the various Mandarins, to 
whom were committed the care of their 
affairs and the proviGon for their wants* 
To thefe caufes of failure another is fub- 
joincd, more extenfive probably and dc- 
cifivc in its operation thjm any of the 
others: the unfavourable reprelentationc 
wade of tlie Englirti nation by amiflion- 
ary of gieat weight with the Emperor* 
who had considered this Kmbaify as verjr 
inimical to tJie commerce of his owti 
countiy. ^ 

Our readers will cbierve in thefe 
ftri^ures of our correfpondent fome 
marks of partiality and prejudice ; it is 
(b much tne more likely that they wc»c 
the icntiments of nuiJtiti4des at Pekin* 
who Were abie, openly or covertly, to 
•bllrufl Lord Macartney. But howevm: 
fmall the commercial profits accruing 
from this Ecnbalfy may prove to our 
own country, the advantages tp Europe 
muftbeconliderable. Large importations 
of intelle£lual wealth have been conveyed 
by tlie returns of this voyage to the 
J&ores of literature and the arts^ whicii 
excited neither the fWs of politicians, 
nor the jcaloufy of traders ; and thelo 
will gradually fpieadwith pA'ulific vigour 
over the weliern liemifphere, in de6anoe 
of (he intrigues of ambition, and the 
.rapacity of avarice. In parti^lar, the 
example of this mighty Empire wiil 
teach the imalier nations of the globe 
the quantity of good which they prevent 
by their rivallhips, fufpicions, and ani- 
mofities \ that public nappine& is ' not 
obliru^ied by a confumption limited to a 
nativt beverage and native manuia^ure»| 
that agriculture compeniates for the 
want of external commerce ; and that the 
certain offfpring of perpetual peace, fub- 
ordination, frugality, and indui^ry, are, 
wiia^ have hitherto been thought the great 
objects of government, an overflowing 
revenue, 'and a multitudinous popu« 
lation.

Pfague, areccmnUed from a fmali Pam- 
Dhlet in the Italian language, publi/hed 
by Cpiint Ber-chtold at Vienna in 1797, 
one -copy of which is in the pofi<llion of 
the Royal AcD<kmy of Sciences of Lifbou, 
to whom it was picfented by his ]^xce1- 
iercy Mr. Pinto, her Majcfty'a Secretary 
of State, ^^^ic.

Cugtiele; and this exira^ in £ngli(h it 
particulariy intended for the ul'e of the

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General at Alexandria in Egypt, who, 
during a long refidence in that country, 
after much thought and obfervation, was 
induced to believe that the ufe of fweet 
olive oil applied to the (kin, might prove 
beneficial in the treatment of this dread- 
ful and hitherto incurable malady. 

Mr. Baldwin communicated his ideas 
to the Rev. Lewis dc Pavia, Chaplain and 
Agent to the hofpita] called St. Antho- 
ny's at Smyrna i who, after five years 
eifperience, pronounces it to be the moft 
tmcacious remedy hitherto made ufe of, 
for the fpace of twenty-feven years that 
I he hofpiial had been under his manage- 
ment. He acquainted Count Berchtold 
with the fuccefs and the mode of appli- 
cation i and from his communications the 
pamphlet leems principally to have been • 
compofed. 

Count Berchtold further fays, that it is 
Mr. Baldwin's intention to publifha more 
full and philofophical relation of his ob- 
fcrvations and experiments ; that he fa - 
vourcd the Count with the perufal of the 
manufcript, and permitted him to tran- 
fcribc any part of itj and he apologizes 
to the world and to Mr. Baldwin for thid 
leeming anticij^ation of the work ; at the 
fame time oblerving, that he feels it an 
indii'penfable and facrcd duty, to lofe no 
time in making known a difcovery of 
fuch iiirportance, particularly to thofe 
countries that are nearer, and have mpre 
frequent commerce with the Barbary 
States and Ports of the Turkifh Empire. 

The dire^ions are fimply thefe. Im- 
mediately that a peribn is perceived to be 
infefled with the Plague, he mutt be ta- 
ken into a clofe room, and over a brazier 
of hot coals with a clean fponge dipped 
• in warm olive oil, his body muit be very 
briikly rubbed all over, ior the purpoie 
of producing a profufe fweat. During 
the fri6lion, fttgar and juniper berries 
muft be burnt in the fire, which raife a 
denfe hot fmoke, that contributes to the 
effefl. 

The fri^ion ought not to continue 
more than four minutes, and a pint of oil 
is enough to be ufed at each time. 

In general, the firft rubbing is follow- 
ed by a very copious perfpiration j but 
fhouJd it fail of this effcft, the operation 
may be repeated, firft wiping the body 
wiih a warm dry cloth } sind m order ftill 
further to j^romote perfpiration, the pa- 



tient may take any warm Tudorific drink, 
fuch as elder, flower tea, &c. 

It is not necefTary to touch the eyes, 
and other more tender parts <ff the body 
may beVubbed more gently. 

Every pofTible precaution mu(H>e made 
ufe of to prevent the patient from taking 
cold, fucn as keeping covered thofe pans 
of the body not direaly under the opera- 
tion, nor mutt th^ linen be changed till 
tbej>erfpiration has entirely fubiided. 

The operation fhould be repeated once 
a day, until evident fymptoms of recovery 
begin to appear. 

if there ai'e already tumours upon the 
body, they (hould ie gently and more 
frequently rubbed, till they appear to be 
in a itate of fuppuration, when they may 
be dttffed with t^t ufual platters. 

The operation ought to be begun on 
the appearance of the firft fymptoms of 
the diieafe ; if negle<^cd till the nerves 
and the mafs of the blood are affected, er 
a diarrhoea has commenced, little hopes 
can be entertained of cure j but ftill the 
patient fhould not be defpaired of, as by 
an aftiduous application of the means 
propofed, fome tew have been recovered, 
even after tbe'diarrhoea had comuienced. 

During the firft four or five days, the 
patient mutt obfervc a very abftcmious 
diet : the author allows only a imall 
quantity of vermicelli {imply boiled in 
water. Nor muft any thing be *t.iken fcr 
the fpace of thirty or forty days, except 
very light food ; as> he fays, an indigef- 
tjon in any ftage of the dilorder might 
be extremely dangerous. He docs not al- 
low the ufe of wine till the expiration of 
forty days. ^ 

There is no inftance of the pcrfon rub- 
bing the patient having taken the infec- 
tion. He (hould previoully anoint him- 
felf all over with oil, and muft avoid re- , 
ceiving the breath of the infe^ed perfon 
into his own mouth or noftiils. The pre- 
vention to be ufed in all circumftances is, 
that of carefully anointing the body, and 
living upon lignt and eafy digeftable food. 

One of the many ingenious obferva- 
tions made by Mr. Baldwin i»,. that 
amongft upwards of a million of inhabi- 
tants carried off by the Plague in .Upper 
and Lower Egypt dui ing the fpace of for- • 
ty years, he could not difcovcr a Cngle 
oilman or dealer in oil.

mips had countenanced -the crime, for the 
confequences of which he was feeking 
relief} and -therefore he was not entitled 
to any from Parliament. The prance 
cf obtaining; divorces had lately increaftd 
to a moft alarming degree, notwithibind- 
ing the efforts made by a noble and 
)eajmed Lord, who prefided in one of the 
Courts of Juftice, to jtuntih the crime of 
adukery. This praaice, among others 
imported from France, had become more 
frequent fince the reje^ion of all virtue^ 
Mligion, and morality, in that country. 
He did not wt(h to prevent the hearing 
of cotinfel on the prelent BiU, but he 
certtiinly would vote for its rejection. 

The Duke of Athol faid, that if even 
«n the obligations in the Bill ihould ap- 
pear from the ftatemenu of coiinfel to 
DC true, it ought not then to be fuftered 
to pafs through that Hovck ; and for that 
jreafon hr thought it might be rcjo^led at 
once.

The Lord Chancellor faid, that bef&^ 
any decision was come to on the Bill, it 
N/ould be proper to hfAi what the coun^ 
ftl had to lay. 

The Blihop of Durham faid, he woul4 
Aot oppofc the hearing of counfcl alter 
the recommendatton which had juit come 
from fo high an authority. He could 
not, however, avoid complaining of the 
liKquoncy of applications fimilar to the 
prefent. He conGdercd it a conlcquencc 
of the grofs immoralities imported of late 
.yc^ars into this kingdom irom France | 
the Direftqry of which country, finding 
that they were not able to fubdue us by 
their arms, appeared as if they west 
determined to gain their ends by dcftfoy- 
ing our morals. They hjid fcnt over 
perfona to this country, who made the 
moft indecent exhibitions on our theatres j 
exhibitions which would not have been 
allowed even in France j and which, £> 
far irom beine allowable in a Chriftian 
country, would have dlfgraced the ancient 
theatres of Athens and Rome. It was 
his intention to move, on fome futuiv 
day, that an Addrefs be presented to hit 
Majeity, befeeching him to order all fucJi 
perfons out of the kingdom, as people 
who were likely to deraroy our morality 
and religion ; and who were very pro- 
bably in the pay of France. He hoped 
that the noble Lord on the wooh'acl^, 
with the alTiilance of another noble and 
learned Lord, would confider whether 
ibme regulations aught oot be adoptfd 
to prevent that frequency of divorces 
which was a diigrace to a civiliatd 
country. 

Their LonHhipt then heard Mr. Dallat 
iniupportof the Bill. He ftated, that 
the only obje&ion againft its pafling into 
a law was the circumftancc of Mr. EUUa 
having (igned articles of reparation from 
hit wife in the year -1739, which he did 
with g^reat relu^ance, and to which he*

of Hamilton. All thefe hSih Mr. Dallas 
called witneifes to prove. 

The BiOiop of Kochefter, having read 
over the Articles of Separation, pointed 
out certain palTa^s whidi he denred to 
be read, and which ftated that Mr. Eften 
liad agreed never to fue any perfon in any 
Common Law or Ecdefialtical Court on 
his wife's account, or in confequence of 
any conne6Vion between fuch perfon and 
his wife.

The Lord Chancellor then rofe and 
told their Lordlhips, that previous to the 
motion he was about to make he would 
inform them, that in confequence of the 
fuggeftion of a noble Lord, it was his 
intention to bring forward ceruin pro- 
pofitions, the objcfts of which would be 
* to ftop the frequency of divorces, which 
had lately been as common, and as eailly 
attainable, as it was for a man to Aiffer a 
i-ecovery in the Court of Common Pleas 
to bar an eftate tail. In the flrlt place he 
would recommend as a neceifary mea- 
fure, that a copy of the fentence of the 
' EcclefiaflicaJ Court ihould accompany 
every petition to that Houfe for a di- 
vorce. Secondly, that a Committee 
(hould be appointed with power to exa- 
mine the parties who had been plaintiff 
and defendant oi) oath, in order to dif. 
cover whether there had been any col- 
luiion between them* And, in the third 
place, he fhould propofe that an enquiry 
might be made in order to afcertain whe- 
ther the adultery had been committed 
during the cohabitation of the hufband 
and wife, or after thfey were feparated. 
He would lay thefe points in the (hapc 
of Reiblutions before their Lordihips on 
Monday next : and then a day might be 
fixed upon for the purpofe of taking them 



into con(]deration» that a Bill might be 
brought in grounded upon the fame. 
His Lordfliip then moved, that the Bill 
then before the Houfe be rejected.

Lord Minto expatiated with feverity 
on the offence, and moved, ** That they 
be conunkted toprifon for three months^ 
and pay a fine or 50I. each,** which was 
carried in the affirmative. 

The Duke of Bedford then rofe, and 
after a fpeech of fome length, in which 
he reprobated the condufi of Minifters* 
moved an Addrefs to his Majefty, which 
in fubftance appeared to fet forth, that 
the preient fituation of the Country, Sec. 
was folely to be attributed to the mif- 
conduA of Minifters, and praying that 
his Majefly would be gracioufly jHeafed 
to difmifs them from liis prefence and 
councils for ever. After which a diviOon 
took place ; For the Motion ix. Proxies 
2—13. Againil it 88, Proxies 25— 
113. Majority againft the Motion, i oo. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 23. 

The various Bills before the Houfe 
tvere forwarded in their re^ftive ftages* 
Adjourned.

THE Mutiny and Corporation Caufcs 
Bills were read a third time, and 
palled. 

A pcrfon from the Mint prefented ac- 
counts of gold and filver coined in the 
year i797» 

The Maftcr of the Rolls prefented a 
petition from the Truftees of the Britifh 
Muieum, praying for the aid of Parlia- 
ment ; which being ordered to lie on the 
table, the Mafler of the Rolls moved, 
<« That there be laid before the Houfe an 
account of money advanced by Parlia- 
ment to the faid Truftees."— Ordered. 

The Solicitor General brought in a 
Bill '* to prevent perfons refident in this 
country from advancing money for Bills 
of Exchange or Debts due to the Go- 
yernmcnt of the United Provinces, or to 
any Bodies Corporate or Politic, exer- 
cihng jurifiliftion within the fame, du- 
ring the war, without a licence for that 
purpofe prcvkufty had."— It was read a 
lirft time, and ordered ta be read a fccond 
time. 



The County Jurlidiaion Bill, after a 
converfktion between Mr. Wigley, Mr. 
Burton, Mr. D. P. Coke, and Mr. Jef- 
fery (tlie latter wiihing to have the town 
of Poole exempt ), was read a third time, 
andpafled. 

TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 27. 

Keyworth and Great Leeke Inclofure 
Bills, and Gloucefter Road Bills, were 
read a third time, and pafted. 

Mr. Alderman Lufliington moved for 
the appointment of a Committee to revife 
fo much of the A£ls of the 13 th and 
I4.th of Geo. III. as relates to the ad- 
ditional duties to be paid at weighing 
engines, ^nd to the number of horfes 
employed in drawing carris^es and wag- 
gons on turnpike-roads $ and to report 
their opinions on the fame to this- Houfe. 

Sir J . Sinclair wiftied that the enquiry 
fliould he extended to all the roads 
through the country, as a circumftance 
neccftary to the improvement of agri- , 
culture, and one which had already em- 
ployed the attention of that Bti«rd.

..Mr. Mainwaiing faid, that the ohjcSk 
of the Hon. Aldeiwan was to increaic the 
toll on carriages and waggons, and thus 
by a fort of paradox to relieve the 
farmers. 

Sir J. Sinclair moved to omit the words 
of the motion after the A^s of the i ^tli 
ind 14th of Geo. III.' This motion, by 
which the enquiry is made geneitoj, was 
agreed to. 

WHDN£SPAY, FEBRUARY 2S. 

The Houie having refolvcd itltlf into a 
Ccjnmittcc on the Ek6lion Treating A^, 
Mr. S. Smith in tbe chair, 

Mr. Simeon roi'e to I'ubmit to the Com- 
mittee the claui'ts which he had before 
cxpreiTed his intention to bring forward. 
It would be for Geatlemen to adopt or 
rcjeft them, after they had confidercd 
their tendency, and this might be dif- 
tin6tly and generally urdtrftood; If the 
Committee (houkt agree to his bringing 
them up, he hoped they would be printed. 
His obje^ was biieOy to make the law 
of EleiHonslcnown to thj? Electors, to 
people engaged in the condu<5)ing of 
Ele^lions, and to Mejnhers of Pailia- 
ment j and he believed this could only be 
cfFe6lually done, by declaring what the 
law ought to be. He next brought up 
ieveral claufe8,(which were as follow : 
. ** That between the time of ifl'uing an 
Ele8ion Writ, and the return being made 
^o Parliament, no Elc6>or is to receive 
from any Candidate, or pu ions employed 
by him, either Meat or Drink : and any 
carriages or other conveyances ufed by 
tlie Electors muli be paid for, not by the 
Candidate or any other perfon conne^cd 
with the Ele6>ion, but by the Voters, 
who arc to receive no money tbr.lofs of 
time } and the fee to enable a perlbn to 
acquire the right of voting mul^, ia all 
cales> be paid by the perlbn applying for 
it. That the votes of perfons violating 
the above claufe in any of its provifions, 
ihall be null and void."* 

The Mafter of the Rolls here remarked, 

' that as he took it for granted the clauttis 

were merely propoied to- be printed* and 

recontidered, he would not tben make 

any obfervations upon them. 

Mr. Simeon next brought up a claufcy 
which dated, 

«« That Candidates who fliculd be 
)6roved guilty of uling any of the mean's 
forbidden in the tirit claufe^ ihoutd be 



confidered incapable of being ele£led for 
the place for wnich they itood, or for any 
other place in that Parliament, or during 
the term of fix years. / 
. " That it fhall be lawful for Candi. 
dates to fupply with meat and drink, and 
pay the expences of a certain number of 
the perfons ferviog on Committees, not- 
, withdanding that they may be voters. 
The number of voters on a Committee 
fcr a Ccunty Election to be xa, and for 
' a Borough 6. 

" That an oath ihall be adminiilered 
to each voter at the time of polling, 
agreeably to the firft claufe." 

Lord Belgravc brought up two claufes, 
purporting, "* 

** That during the time of an Ele6lion, 
no Candidate or his agent (hould give to 
the EJe^^ors ribbons or any other badge 
of dilUn^ion. 

*« That the ele£tion of any Member 
returned to Parliament is liable to be 
queftioned on the ground of havkn? on 
former Elc^ions infringed the A6t of 
William III. which difqualiHcation is 
to extend alike to the unluccefsful Caxv- 
iidate during the term of 6 years.'* 

The Hctuie being refumecl, the Report 
was ordered to be taken into conude- 
ration on Tuefday the 27 th of March i 
in the mean time to be printed with the 
amendments. 

THURSDAY, MARCH I. 

Mr. Grant preiented a petition from 
the Farmer's Society of tnc county of 
Bamf, in Scotland, ftating the loffes 
furtained by farmers in confequencc of 
the low price of com, which they con- 
ceived to be owing to the importation of 
foreign grain. They prayed that means 
might be adopted to prevent the fame j 
and alfb, that no additional duties might 
be laid on diiUUeries. — Ordered to lie 
on the table. 

Mr. Alderman Lufliington brought up 
the report of the Committee on whom 
was referred a petition from certain 
fiiipowners, praying for relief from rc- 
rponfibility j and obtained leave to bring 
in a Bill tothateffea. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the report of 
-the Committee of Supply and Ways ami 
Means, which was agreed to. He alio 
brought up the report of the Scotch Dil- 
tillery Bill, which was ordered to be re- 
committed on Tuefday next. 

The Exchequer Loan Bill wa« read & 
third time, and pafled. 

A^MeiTage from the Lords informed 
the 'Houfe, that their Lordlhips had 

agreed 
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agreed to the Mutiny Bill and fome pri- 
vate Bills, without any amendment. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 2. 

Mr. Wilbert'orcc rofe to make a mo- 
tion of which he had f ivcn notice a few 
days ago. The objea of it he would 
briefly explain. It wa$> he faid, well 
known that vicis every day acquired 
dominion over minds unaweq by autho- 
rity, and unchecked by falutary re- 
ftraints. The objc6^ of his motion was 
to ftrengthtfn the hands of Magift rates, 
which; at this period, he thought more 
than ever neceflary. This could only be 
done by rendering their power more 
clear, and fubje6\ing the counties to the 
payment of expenccs of aft ions for mif- 
demeanours. He wifhed to bring in a 
Bill of as general a nature as poflTible, 
that Hon. Gentlemen might have an op- 
portunity of making fuch alterations in 
it as they might wiHi, and full time 
would alfo be afforded them of cxercifing 
their judgments. His Hon. Colleague 
and himfelf had been able to collect ge- 
nerally the fentiments bf the Magiftratei 
of the United Kingdoms. Having made 
thefe general obic'rvalions, he had no 
doubt but it was the intention of the 
Houfe to eivc fupport to the Magiftrates, 
and would therefore (imply move, *• That 
leave be given to bring in a Bill to em- 
power certain Courts to order expences 
of anions of mi (demeanours to be paid 
out of the county-ftock." 

Mr. Mainwarmg faid, it was with ex- 
treme reluftance he rofe to oppofe any 
motion made by the Hon. Gentleman, 
who never propofed any thing but what 
was evidently intended to benefit the 
community j but he believed the prefent 
motion was not his own : it muft have 
been founded on the reprefentations of 
interefted individuals. Had the Hon. 
(Jentleman confidered the fubjeft of his 
motion, he would have known that a Bill 
of the fame nature was brought in fome 
time ago, anii had been amply difcufled ; 
but the Houfe hid not thought fit to 
adopt it* He therefore expcoed to find 
the reafons ftated why the Houfe ought 
not to reject the prelent motion. The 
Gentleman who advifed the Hon. Mem- 
ber to bring this matter forward now, 
l^ad fent letters to the different counties } 
and Mr, Mainwaring himfelf, as a perfon 
officially interefted, received one of thefe 
letters, the propofals in which, after 
being very ftilly qonfidered at the Qiur- 
tcr Scflions, were pronounced unnecellary 
axid improper. This decifion vi^as founded 
on the notorious incapacity of the coiuiiy 



to bear any further aflcfltnept, and that 
the perfons, principally liable to the rates, 
were thofe who could leait bear them. 
Under all thefe circumftances, he ihouid 
deem it his duty to oppofe the Bill when- 
ever it was brought in. 

Mr. Henry Lafcclles ob/erved, that by 
a iatc vcrdi« of the Court of King's 
Bench, Magiihrates were placed in a new 
fituation. Formerly, their expences were 
awarded to be paid by the county, but 
now they muft pay their expences them- 
ieives. He ftiould therefore fupport the 
motion. 

Mr. Rofe concurred in the fentimintt 
of the laft Hon. Gentleman. 

Mr. Mainwaring contended, that the 
A£l of Parliament refpefling the power 
of Magiftrates was clear, and exprefsly 
prohibitory of the payment of expences 
out oF the county rates. 

Mr. Buxton . ftated, that Magiftratet 
were not fafe in the execution of their 
office. He was a Magiftrate ; and though 
a violent mob recently afTcmbleil in his 
county, which had endangered his Iife» 
it had fallen to him to pay the expences 
of profecuting the offenders. Thus, 
when Magiftrates, appointed by the law, 
are endangered for tnc execution of the 
laws, they muft pay the expences attend- 
ing the corre£\ion of crime, and lit down 
with empty pur fes. - 

On the queftion being put, leave was 
granted to bring in the Bill. 

MONDAY, MARCH 5. 

In a Committee on the Dutch Inter- 
courfe Bi^l, the Traitorous Correfpond- 
ence Aft was read, and on the motion of 
Mr. Solicitor General, it was agreed that 
the proviiions of the laid Aft be extended 
to the prefent Bill. 

In a Committee of Supply the petition 
and other papers prefented from the Boaid 
of Agriculture were taken into con&- 
deration. 

Sir J. Sinclair ftated, that the infti- 
tution of the Board of Agriculture was 
of fuch great national importance, that 
he could not anticipate any objeftions 
that could be urged againft his motion i 
he (hould therefore content himfelf with 
moving that a fum, not exceeding 3000K 
be granted to the Board for the ^rvice 
of the year 1798*. 

Mr. Baker faid, he thou^t the Houfe 
ought to have a more fatisfsiftory ac- 
count of the {Appropriation of the money 
II ready voted, particularly of laft year, 
before they agreed to any further grants. 

Mr; Pitt (aid, he had no objeftion to 
the motion. The Houfe would relerre 

to 
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to itfelf the power of judging whether 
the ioliitution had or had not been of 
national utility. If It had not, the^ 
might inquire into the reafon ; and it' i^ 
liad, they would derive a fatist'a6^ion from 
feeing that th^ obje^ propofed had been 
attained. 
. The motionPwas agreed to. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 6. V 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Reports 
of the Conunittees of Supply and Ways 
and Means. 

On the motion of Mr. Hobhoufe, the 
accounts from the Bank, relative to the 
advances to Government, were ordered to 
be printed. 

Mr. Alderman Lu(hington brought up 
the Ship Owners' and Mailers* Relief 
Bill, which was read a Brd time. On 
nccount of its great importance, the Hon. 
Member faid he ihould propoie the fecoud 
reading to be pollponed to a dillanc day, 
to ^ive Gentlemen an opportunity of 
conhdering the fubje6l. Wednefday, the 
6th of April, was £xed for that pur- 
poie. 

THURSDAY, MARCH S. 

Mr. W. Dundas jbrought up a Bill for 
enlarging the povv^rs of the Company of 
Merchants ot Edinburgh^ which was 
read a firft time. 

Tlie commitment of the Slave Carry- 
ing Bill was deferred. 

The Militia Pay and Cloathing Bill 
was brought up and read a firfl time. 

The Bill for difcontinuing the Bounty 
on Sail Cloth and Canvas exported to 
Ireland, was read a third time and pfliled. 

The Dutch Imtrcourfe Bill was read 
a third time and pafled. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 9. 

A Meflfage from the Lords acquainted 
the Houie, that their LordHiips had 
agreed to the Land ConftmiiTioners Ap- 
.Doiniment Bill, the Watch* Cafe Duty 
Kepeal BUI, the Salt Importation Bill^ 
and fevei'ul others of a private nature* 

MONDAY, MARCH 12. 

A perlbn from the Tax -office prefented 
an account of the amount of the duties 
on Clocks and Watches to the lateft 
period to which the fame could be made 

. Mr. Pitt fuggelled the propriety of re- 
ferring this account to the Conunittce 
to whom the petitions upon this fubjeft 
had .been referred. That Report, he 
faid| he wiOied to be taken into confi- 
deration on Wednefday next, when he 
ihould propoie a duty in 'lieu of the pre« 
fent duty oh Clocks and Watches* 



Mr. Jones intimated hU intention t9 
bring ftjrwaid a motion on Friday next 
relative to the Emigrants j which notice 
he afterwards withdrew, on aa expla- 
nation from the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. He wifhed that fome ftepc 
ihould be taken to afcertain the naaits, 
ages, fex, and number of the Emigrants 
in this country. 

Mr. Pitt admitted the importanee of 
the fubje6l, but he aflured the Hon. 
Gentleman, that a learned friend or his 
had it in contemplation to propofe a re- 
vifal of the Alien A6i, in which feme 
regulation^ would be propoied, which 
would probably meet the ideas of the 
Hon. Centleman. 

On the motion of Mr. Hobart, leave 
was given to bring in a BiU to inctvale 
the rates to Innkeepers and others, for 
quartering foldiers. 

The Committee on the Finance Com* 
mittee Reports was deferred. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 13. 

Mr. Wilberforce gave notice of hi» 
intention to bring forward, on Wednef- 
day fe'nnight, a motron on a fubjed (tbt 
Slave Trade) which had often been be- 
fore the Houft. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Innkeepers 
Relief Bill in the quartering of foldiers. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he yefterday intimated 
his intention to go into a Committee to- 
morrow on the duty on Clocks an4 
Watches. He Aould now propofe to 
refer to the confideration of the £une 
Committee the duties on fevcral other 
articles. He then moved, "That it be 
an inftru£lion to the Committee, to whom 
the icveral petitions from the C)Qck and 
Watchmakers are referred, that they 
(hould like wife take into condderatioa 
the aflefled duties on inhabited Houies, 
Window-lights, Horfes ufed in Haf- 
bandry, and Dogs,*' Agieed to. 

WliDNESDAY, MARCH 14. 

The Innkeepers Relief Bill was rtad a 
fecond time. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he had on a former da^ 
intimated his intention to propofe a tax 
as a fuhftitute for the tax upon Clociis 
and Watches^ which it had been deemed 
expedient to repeal j but he (hould defer 
to Friday next the detail of the fubje£l 
which ftood for this day's difcuffion, be- 
caufe it was neceifary to have a little 
more time to clafs and arrange the heads 
of the plan he propofed to fubmit to the 
Houfe. At nnefent he ihould confine 
himfelf to a hmple vote for the repeal of 
the Clock and Watch duty. He fhooU 

bowcTcr 
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liowevcr ftatc to the Houfe, that he meant 
to proppfe (bme augmentatioa of the 
duties on inhabited houfes, windows^ 
carriages^ horfeSy horfes ufed in hiif- 
bandrvy and dogs. That augmentatioQ 
would perhaps amount to .one ieventh> or 
an eighth part of the prcfent duty, and 
fupply the deficiency that would oe oc- 
cafioned by the repeal of the Watch 
Duty, which had been eftimated to pro- 
duce 200,000!. He likewife ftated it to 
be his intention to propole fome alteration 
of the rate of Aflefl*cd Taxes, independ- 
^nt of the augmentation he intended to 
propofe. His chief reafon for deferring 
the detail of the refolutioni to Friday, 
was, that the various rates of duties on 
windows, according to their number, 
were of a complicated nature, which the 
interval would afford him an opportunity 
of iimBlifying. In the Committee, there- 
fore, he ihould propofe a refolution for 
the repeal of the duty on Clocks, 
Watches, and Time- pieces ; and that 
the Chairman ihould be dii-e^led to rc- 

g>rt progrefs, and aik leave to fit again, 
e then moved the Order of the Day, 
for the Houfe to refolve itfelf intoa Com- 
mittee to take into confideration the 
'different petitions from the Clock and 
Watch Makers, praying a repeal of the 
duties, $cc. and that the feyeral papers 

frefented yefterday and Monday, ihould 
c referrea to the laid Committee. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into 
Z Committee accordingly, 

Mr. Pitt faid, it was, as he had al- 
ready ilated, his intention to fimplify 
fome of the Aifefled Taxes, and at pre- 
fent he fhould only move a refolution for 
the repeal . of the Watch Tax j but to 
prevent mifapprehenfion, he begged leave 
to ftate, that the repeal of the tax only 
applied to the a^ of^ lafl feflion impofing 
tne duty, and that it had no reference 
whatever to the afleflinents, which had 
fince been a criterion of the property of 
thofe by whom fuch afle0ments were to 
be paid. He concluded by moving, 
*« That it is the opinion of this Com- 
mittee, that the duties on Clocks, 
Watches, and Time pieces, ihall ceafc 
and determine. 

The Refolution was put and carried. 

On the refumption of the Houfe the 
Jleport was ordered to be received to- 
morrow, and the Committee to fit again 
on Friday next.

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Com- 
mittee on the Bill for reducing the num> 
bcr o{ holidays in certain public offices, 
and enforcing the perfonal attendance of 
the oflScers. 

Mr. Rofc brought up fcvcral claufcs, 
which were agreSl to. 

The moft mateiial were for enabling 
the CommifHoners, after the 5th of July, 
to regulate the hours of attendance at; 
the different ports, fo as to prevent trade 
fuftainlng any inconvenience from delaj, 
to allow a compenfation to ofKccjs tor 
extraordinary attendance or lofs, and to 
exempt the perfonal attendance of thofe 
who are authorifed by patent to do tbek' 
btifinefs by deputy. 

The Innkeepers' Relief Bill went* 
through the Committee, and was ordered^ 
to be reported to-moirow. 

FRIDAY, MARCH l6. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that from the variety of 
details neceffary in the new duties which 
he intended to propofe in lieu of the 
Watch an4 Clock Duty, the fcale of 
which would neceffarily go into as great 
detail as the variety of the charges, upon' 
the number of windows, and the varloui 
proportions to which it related, he muft 
be under the neceflity of poftpontng the 
Committee on that fubje^ to Monday. 

The Report of the Holiday Abolition 
Bill was read, and the Bill ordered to be 
engrofled. 

MONDAY, MARCH 19. 

Mr. Wilberforce put off his motion on 
the Slave Trade to this day fe'nnight.' 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer oU- 
ferved, that he had on a former occafioa 
ftated the general outline of the plan he 
intended to fubmit for fupplying the de- 
ficiency that would be occafioned by the 
repeal of Che duties on Clocks and 
Watches. It confiiied in a confolidation 
of rates, and chiefly in a confolidation and 
augmentation of the rates on inhabited 
houfes, according to the number of win- 
dows. It was intended to include all 
thefe in one table, and to increafe moft of 
the articles, in order to make the general 
fcale more regular, to avoid frai^ions, 
and to prevent any fudden rife, and ftop. 
ping up of a' great number of windows. 
The prefenf amount of the duty he ftated 
to be 1 ,2 59,oool. %ind the increai^ amount 
at i86,oool» It was likewife propofe^ 
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to conibliditc other duties upon houfe- 
keepers, in the articles of fervantSy horfc«y 
dogs, and carriages. He did not pro- 
pole to make any regulations in thefc, 
except with a view to avoid fraflions. 
The increafe that would occur from thia 
eonfolidation, added to the Aim of 
x86,oooL would produce a total of about 
405,0001. It would appear to the Houfc, 
lie faid» that very detailed refolutions 
Biuft be propoied in the Committee of 
Wavs ana means. He ihould move thefe 
refolutions to-day, and afterwards pro* 
pofe that the table of the old and new 
rates, which he held in his hand, fhould 
be printed, in order that it might be de- 
livered with the votes, before the con- 
£deration took place, which would per- 
haps happen on Wednefday. He then 
moved, that the Speaker (bould leave the 
chair.— Agreed to. 

The Houlc having refolvcd itfclf into 
a Committee of Ways and Means, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved his firft refolution, ** That it is 
the opinion of this Committee, that the 
liutiet on inhabited houles, impol'ed -by 
the 19th of the prelent King, do ceale 
and determine.** — Agreed to. 

The heads of the other refolutions 
were likewife read, agreed to, and the 
report ordered to be brought up to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Ryder called the attention of the 
Houfe to a fubje^ of confiderable im* 
portance. Great inconvenience had been 
i'uftained by tanners, from the fcarcity of 
oak-bark, occafioned by the immenic 
quantity of oak conveyed to the dock- 
yards, and the pra6lice of ihipping trees.

The reiolutions* 
he remarked, had not been lead in the 
Committee, the report had been Wcived 
without a fingle comment, and the forms 
of i\\p Houfe fo' multiplied, that it wa« 
impoffible to know in what itage it wat 
intended to difcufs thofe refolutions. 

Mr. Pitt faid he had no objeftion to 
delay, if any Member wiflied the refo- 
lutions to be poftponed. He ihould» 
however, confider himfelf obliged to any 
Gentleman who would have the goodneis 
to exprefs his doubts, as a very' few 
words might perhaps remove them. 

Mr. Hufley contended, that the Right 
Hon. Gentleman had not adhered to the 
principle he profefTed ; for on examining 
the fcale minutely, it would appear that 
it fometimes rofe and fometimes £rll. He 
therefore wiflied to fee the printed refo« 
lutions— 170 windows amounted only to 
3l.6d. whereas, after the fcaJe left off 
180, an additional duty of 2S. 6d. was to 
be impc fed upon every window ;' fo that 
the additi(.n of 80 windows to 180 would 
make the increafe lol. Another reafon 
why he wiihed the refolutions to be poft- 
poned was, that an increafe of ii,oooI* 
was itated upon inhabited houles, whicti 
was not even alluded to in the printed 
table. 

Mr. Pitt faid, it was his obje6l to ef- 
tablifli an uniform increafe upon a fcale 
that would obviate the tnconveoiences 
and irregularities of the old fyitem. Witjh 
refpe^ to the inhabited houfes, the rate 
was 6d. upon houfes under 20I. a year 
rent, ^d. under 40I. and is. upon ajl 
above 40I. but io addition to thofe rates* 
there was xol. per cent. In lieu of the 
old rates he propoled to fublUtute 8^. 
IS. and 19. 3d. and to abolifli the %oU 
per cent, addition. With refpeft to the 
dog tax, it was intended, where 3s. yd, 
was now paid, sd. (hould be added, 
making the whole 48. With refpeft to 
carriages, horfes« and fervants, the al- 
terations were rather in the nature of re- 
gulations, with a view to avoid fraf^ions 
than an increafe, making, however, in 
the whole, a confiderable auddition to the 
oldproduce. 
The motion for the fecocd reading of 
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tht refolutions wat tken withdrawn, and 
tbc Report ordered to be fgrthcr^jon- 
Widened to-morrow.

The following; is the fpiritcd letter of 
the OflScers of the French army at Romt 
to General Berthier, on the Aibjeft of th^ 
peculation of which fome officers of tho 
Staff had been guilty. 
•* Citizen General, 

** The rapid march of the Army of 
Italy tokome, to avenge the murder com- 
mitted upon the pcrfon of General Du- 
phot, is an undoubted proof oi the ca* 
gemefs with which every Frerchman is 
ready to facrifice his life for the liberty 
and happinefs of his country. Ncvcr- 
thelefs, certain individuals, invefted with 
authority, go through all the richeft 
houfes in this city, and carry off the moft 
valuable effects without giving any re- 
ceipt. Such offences ought not to paft 
with impunity : they cry for vengeance : 
they difgrace the French name, which 
now in a peculiar manner is calculated 
to infpire relpe6t throughout the uni- 
vcrfe. Yes ; we fwear by the Eternal, 
in whofe teppie (the Rotunda) we are 
aflcmblcd, that we difapprove of all the 
Ipoliations committed in the city of Rome 
and otiicr places of the Ecclefiaftical 

States. 
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States. We proftfs contempt and hatred 
for the bafe individuals who have been 
Kuiity of them. We fwear likewife, that 
Henceforth we will ceafe to be the inftixi. 
roents of thefe- monfters who abufe our 
cograge. The foldiers and the officer 
fuffer the fevercft diftrefs from the arrears - 
of their pay being fo long undifchargedi 
and yet the means of payment are great. 
There are in the military cheft fevera] 
millions, while three millions would be 
fufEcient to difcharge the pay which is 
due to us. We infift upon it that the 
troops (hail be paid> and that within 
twenty- four hours. The accounts of 
each corps are already made up, confe- 
auentlv their ordinary pay can be ea- 
»iy a^jufted ; and, with regard to the 
arrears fmce Prairial laft, the accounts 
can be made up in forty-eight hours. 
We likewife infift, that the eflPeas car- 
ried off under various pretexts from 
houles and churches belonging to foreign 
powers with whom we arc at peace fliall 
be inftantly reftored, and that all thefe 
edifices be reinftated in the fituation in 
which they ftood before our entry into 
Rome. Befides the difcharge of our pay, 
we inHft upon vengeance being infli£led 
upon the robberies committed by our 
fuperior officers, and by thofe wafteful 
and corrupt Adminiftrations which night 
and day indulge in the mod fcandalous 
luxury and debauchery. Citizen Gene- 
ral, you have complete authority in your 
hands 5 it is in your power to exercife 
the utmoft feverity againft thyfc mif- 
f leants by whom, we repeat, we arc dif- 
£[raced. We tell you plainly at the fame 
time, that if you do not put a ftop to the 
(xce/Tes which prevail, and puniih the 
authors of thde which have been com- 
mitted, we throw upon you the difgrace 
by which we are threatened, fince you will 
then be confidered as their accomplice in 
the guilt.

WEST INDIES. 
By the Leeward Ifland Mail we havt 
received fome verycircumfbmtial advices 
of what has pa0ed in the Weft Indies re« 
fpe^ling Lord Camel ford, who was tiTied 
by a Court Martial on die 13th of Ja- 
nuary laft, at Fort Royal Bay, for the 
murder of Lieutenant Peterfon, and ac* 
quitted. 

Antiguat Jan. 13, i79l. 

On the 13th inft. died at Englifh Har- 
bour, Charles Peterfon, Efa. Firft Lieu«- 
tenant of his Majefty*s (nip Perdrix* 
This event was occafioned by a dispute 
between the deceafed and Lord Camel, 
'ford, upon the right of commanding at 
Englifh Harbour. Lord Camelford com- 
manded his Majefty^s Hoop of war the 
Favorite, by virtue of an order or war- 
rant from Admiral Harvey \ and Mr. Pe* 
terfon, though an older lieutenant thaoi 
Lord Camelford, had lately ferved on 
board that ihip under his command'; but 
having bten removed to the Perdrix, and 
Lord Camelford not having a commiffion 
as mafter and commander, Mr, PeCerfoB' 
beinff thep at Engliih harbour, fuppof- 
ing nimfelf to be the commanding offi* 
eft*, and, under that idea, ilfucd (bme 
orders to Lord GamtUord, which were 
anfwered by other orders from Lord C. 
to Mr. Peterfon. Upon Mr. Peterfon'a 
refufal to obey thefe orders, aLieutenanr» 
with a party of marines, were lent to put 
him under arreft, and Mr. P. prepared for 
refiftance, and ordered the crew of the 
Perdrix to arm in bis defence. But be- 
fore any conflifl took place. Lord Ca- 
melford arrived, weot up to Mr. P. and 
demanded if he would obey his orders o^ 
not, and upon being anfwered in the' ne- 
gative, he inmiediately ihot him dead up- 
on the fpot. 

Ao inqueft was taken by the coroner 
the next day 3 but the jury, not being 
willing to take upon themielves the de- 
termination of the queftion upon whom 
the command at EngliOi Harbour hadde^ 
folvcd) tp^nd on(y that the deceafed ha4

qucncc of a mutiny. - 

The following is an Extraft of t Let- 
ter from an Officer in his Nlajcfty's (hip 
Vengeance, dated Antigua, Feb. 9. 

** No doubt you have heard of the 
«Ieath of Lieutenant Peterfon, of his Ma- 
jefiy^s Ship Perdrix, vvbo was ftiot by 
Lord CamcUoixl. The circumftances are 
su follow : 

'* Lord Cajnelfor;d has the rank of ma- 
fter and commander, and has the cpm- 
mand of bis Majefty's (loop of war the 
Favorite. The Favorite and Pcrdrix were 
lying In Englifti l^arbour on Saturday 
the 13th of January, at which time 
Captain Fahie, of the perdrix, yvas ab- 
icnt in St. Kitt». Mr. Peterlbn was Firft 
Xietrtenantof the Perdrix. Lord Camel- 
lord, as being commanding ofHcerat that 
tine in Englifli Harbour, ordered Lieu- 
tenant Peterlbn tx» row guard in the 
liarbovr for that night. This order 
JLdeu tenant Peterfon rcfttfed to obey. 
Captain Fahie beme Lord Camelford^s 
iienior officer, and his Lordihip having 
therefore, in his opinion, no right to 
fire the order. Both (hips were hauled 
flkleng.fide the dock -yard, repairino:, and 
the companies of each (hip col!e£led 
ronnd the party in the dock yard, where 
the altercation began. NIany words 
miled between the Lieutenant and his 
Xordikip^ but ftill Mr. Peterfon refiifed 
to obey. About twelve of the prew of 
the Perdrix came to the fpot armed in n 
iew minutes afterwards, and Loid Ca- 
mclford brought fix of his maiines to 
the place, armed alio. Mr. Peterfon 
BOW drew up his men in a line, aftd 
1m ftood at their head with a (word 
'by his fide } L^rd Camel ford alfodrew 
Dp his fix men \n a line fronting the 
Ptrdrix's people, and diltant about four 
' jards. His'Lordfhip then quitted the 
place for about two minutes, and re- 
tnrntd with a pit^ol in his hand, which 
he had borrowed of an officer of the yard. 
Mr. Peterlbn was ftanding at the head of 
bis men, as before, with his (word drawn, 
the point of it relling on the ground. In 
this pofition Lord Camclford went up to 
iiim with his piltol in his hand, and 
faid, << Do you ftill perfift in rcfufmg 
to obey my orders ?" To which the 
Lieutenant anfwered, ** Yes, 1 dp re- 
fufe.** On which Lord Camelford in- 
fianUy clapped the piftol to his right 
bres^, and fired. Mr. Peterfon fell on 
bis back immediatelyi and never fpoke 
s woixl morei or movt;d^ a^ the ball went 



entirely through his body. His coipfif 
was then carried into the capiian-houle, 
where Lord Camelford attended and exa- 
mined the body. The armed part of the 
crews of the two (hips quietly went on 
board their relpe£tive (hips, axkl Lord 
Cameltord gave himfelf up as a prifo- 
ner to Captain Mat Ion, of the leaver 
(loop of war, in which (hip he wras car- 
ried up to the Admiral in Fort Royal Bay» 
and there tried and acouitted. Hit 
Lordfhip gave in a very admirably writ- 
ten defence, containing eighteen pageSf 
very clolely written. He if now re- 
turned to this place, and is again tit 
command of his (nip. Lieutenant Peter- 
fon was a native of Nevis, of a very re- 
fpeflable family there, and quite a 
youth.

THIS morning Mr. Barrett, of No. 
71, Cheapfide, a wholelale dealer 
in the Manchelter line, was apprehended 
by Lawrence, a City Marfhalman, at the 
Crofs Keys, on the Surry fide of Black- 
'friars Bridge, on a charge' of having 
forged, or being concerned in fcrging, 
icveial bills on the houfe of Mr. Stan- 
field, in Watling-ftreet, who is alfo in 
the Manchefter line. On his being iirft 
apprehended, he denied his name, but on 
being identified by a perfon who knew 
him, he refiened him lei f. When he 
arrived at the roultry Compter, he fent 
to the Lord Mayor, requefting he would 
indulge him with a private hearing, to 
vrhich his Lordfliip immediately confent- 
€d. His examination came on at fcven' 
o'clock in the evening, previous to 
which, two officers were fent to his 
houle by his Loidfliip, to feize all pa- 
pers and letters, as it was expelled tnat 
fome important matters would be deve- 
loped rel'pefling the forgeries in which 
Mrs. Adamfon, Wilkinfon, and Ka- 
vana, are involved, which turned out to 
be the faft. Several letters were found, 
yrhich have been received from houfes 
in different parts of the country, threat- 
ening hira with immediate appreheniion 
if their bills were not taken up, as 
they had fome fufpicion they were for- 
geries. Thefe bills were paid. 

It is dreadful to relate the many bills 
that appeared to be in circulation, pur- 
porting to be drawn at Guernfey, Ame- 
rica, and various places, payable and ac- 
cepted in the names of perlons who have 
no cxiftence> the moft part of wliich are 
direfled to be paid at ^o. 24,* Old 
Change, the late refidcnce of Kavana; 
but almoft every bill is accepted by a 
different name.

Houfe, when Mr. Stanfield attended his 
examination, and the bill of 54I. n.

J Inhere Mr. MelUfli had left his carriage, 
or which place th* parly fet off tor 
London immediately ah ci dinner. Poll- 
horfes were put to the carriage, and 
they were proceeding pn their way to 
to>yn, when, about half an hour palt 
eight, and within a quarter of a mile of 
the Magpies, on HounAow Heath, tUey 
were attacked by two footpads, who 
ttarted out of a hedge, one of whom fto(xl 
at the heads of the horfes, while the other 
went to the fide of the carriage, and, 
x^^hout any previous intimation, inftant.

After the robbers had 
obtained their booty, and before the car- 
riage was allowed to proceed, a tiiird pi- 
ftol was difchargcd from the right-hand 
fide of the carriage, the contents of whith 
entering the window in an oblique direc- 
tion, and, Mr. Mellifh being leated in the 
kft corner of the carriage, unfortunately 
ftruck him in the forehead. Mr. Pole, 
who was featcdin the oppofite corner, re- 
ccived the gunpowder in his face and 
eyes, where it lodged^ and for a /hort 
fpace of time deprived him of his fight. 
The pcrfon who fired this laft piftol, af- 
ter uttering a mod horrid oath, di/cfted 
the boy to drive on.. They had net pro- 
ceeded many yards when Mr. Boi'anquet 
liked his companions if thcV had received 
arn- injury. To which Mr. MelHlh replied, 
that he tearcd he was hit on the head ; 
and, en coming uo to the light at the Mag- 
pies, his face and clothe© were perceived 
to be covered with blood j the ball from 
the laft piftol had entered his forehead 
about half inch above the right eye. He 
was much cxhanfted from tbc lofs of 
blood, and was carried up ftairs at the 
Magpies', and laid on a bed. A mef- 
(bn^tr wasdifpatched inllantly to Uoun- 
U^w for alllltanct, and Mr. Froglcy, an 



eminent furgeon and apothecary of that 
place, in proceeding thither, was fto|>- 
ped and robbed by the fame gang. The 
feat of the wound was too complicated 
and difficult perhaps for Mr. Froglcy's 
fingle interference, and accordingly a 
melfenger was dilpatched to London, who 
brought down Meflrs. fi lizard, Jones, 
and Rufli ; by whole united aid, how- 
ever, the fituation of the bullet could net 
be difcoyered. 'Mr. Meililh died on Sun- 
day.

♦ented in t^is Country, who have purlucd 
means whicii tend to the introdu^Uon of 
the iame kind of anarchy and confiiilon 
which lately prevailed in France. Pow- 
erful ag thele opinions have been in 
France, and extcnfive as have been their 
influence, they cannot make way in the 
minds and affedions of the fteady and the 
fober*part of the people of this country ; 
hecaule our Conltitution ftiews us, that 
men njay, with us, live happy if they 
^ 'picafe ; and the Law ibows equal protec- 
tion friun the higheft to the lowcft, to 
aU the members of our community. In 
the prefent ftate of our tonftitution and 
govenunenty we have nothing to ftar 
from power and authority, for the civil 
magiftrate can only a6l on the advice of 
others, and they are rcfponfible for their 
conduft, and cannot give any advice but 
i'uch as the law of the realm ftinitions* 
We have full fecurity fof our freedom, 
for no law can be cnafted which will not 
render every member of the Legill^tive 
Body liable to its efkSk, as well as tl)e 
pooreft fubjc^l in'the reabn; and the law, 
while it refills vice, is alio the fecurity 
ol virtue. There is not in this country 
one rule ormeafureof a^ion for the rich, 
and another for the poor 5 both are 
equally governed by the law : rank, 
fortune, and authority have, with u$, 
no power to opprefs the needy ^ every 
crime which one man may commit to- 
Vwu-ds another is prohibited, and the ag- 
grdfor is puniOied by the law. Every 
,grievancc which a man feels,* every in- 
jury hefuftains, isredreflied and repaired 
by the law. It is in this fyliem of hunjan 
fociety, that true aini valuable equality 
confifts. Difference of rank and itation 
is the certain effeft of fuch a fyftcm ; 
nien, by fuperior talents and fuperior ap- 
plication, excel their neighbours, and 
virtue itlclf would be left without one . 
of its happieft incentives, if the prudent 
and tnduftrious were put upon a footing 
with the diflipated anci id^e. 
' ** It may, perhaps, fcem ftrange to 
fomef that a number of men ihould wifli 
to adopt another form of GovemiTient ; 
but it was the dblervation of a very wife 
man, <« that he who goes and tells the 
people that they are not fo wejl governed 
as they ought to be, will never want 
healers." 'The reafon for it is a very 
plain one 5 the fecrets that belong tea 
4^vermnent, the difficulties wtd- pcf- 
piexities of it are great, and almOft in- 
puraerablc ; they are alfo, many of them 
^ leaft^ ineyU|ib(e| ;»iid the people ^t 



large have not felEcicnt judgment to con.- 
fider duly of thefc things. Among the^ 
di (advantages, that are infeparable franx 
every State, much raifchipf may be done 
by deiigning .men ; much mtfchief hfs 
been done by dwelling on imperfe6lioas 
which are infeparable from every human 
fyftcm, and by imputing all the evils 
which happen to a State, to the general 
corruption of its rulers j by which ar- 
tifice the people are taught that they 
ought, for their own fafety, to take tl^c 
Government into their own hands. They 
would do well to confider, whether- any 
change of Government could lervc tbem. 
They would do well to remember, thit 
Government, even if Monarchy were no 
part of it, mult, from the nature of the 
thing, foon fall into the hands of a few, 
and the condition of the inafs of the 
people would not be in the Icaft improved. 
Under our prefenit iyftem, we lice daily 
that private individuals, by the due and 
diligent application of their talents, ac- 
quire larg-e fortunes, and obtain the 
highefl: ranks and honottrs $ of the truth 
of this, the inftances are numerous |n 
every depaitment. B.ut as no State ever 
did, nor ever could, fatisfy all delcriptioss 
of men, we have had, and* we ft ill haye» 
<thofe who are diCcontented. One migi 
thinks his merits are negleded> fn4 
imputes the fault to the Government un- 
der which he lives, although, in trut^^ 
be may over-rate his value. 

" Others have brought tl\crafelves V> 
indigence, or embarraftment, by their 
own imprudence, and conceive that a 
general change of things will betjer 
their condition 5 fuch defer iptions of men 
look to anarchy and confufion as tl\e 
chance of their relief. In the due ad- , 
miniftration of the Law, and tlie regular 
courfe of Government, they can hope for 
no advantage. They are in hafte to bet- 
ter their condition j they ther^ore wifti 
for that diibrder in the Sute> by which 
they hope, but they vainly hope^ to ob- 
tain in a day, and on the liidden, that ' 
aifiuence and honour, which is properly 
the reward only of a virtuous and long 
life. Such jnen have exifted, njorc or Icls 
mtmeroudy, at ail times* and it has been 
the policy of the Law of England to 
check and thwart their views. To guard 
againft fuch turbulent fpirits, the com- 
nK>n Law, and alfo the Statute^ have 
made various provifions.*' 

His Lordfhip then went into a de-

chefter, arrived in town from that place 
with the following perfons apprehended 
by them on Tuefday night and Wednef- 
day morning, on fufpicion of High 
Treafon, viz. James Dixon, James 
•Hughes, and Andrew Doghcrtv, weavers j 
John Dodds, a taylor j William Cow- 
drey, a printer ; Mofes Fry, a taylor; 
Thomas Towlc, a fpinner j and William 
Chetham, a cotton-manufaf^urer. They 
were all fafely lodged in the Houfe of Cor- 
rc6tion in Cold-bath fields. They were 
efcortcd to London by different parties of 
the military. An attempt was made at 
Manchcftcr to rcfcue Hughes, which, by 
the vigilance of the officers, was de- 
feated. The papers found upon the 
pnfoners are left in the pofTeffion of Mr. 
JFIoud. 

The brother of Cowdrey was alfo ap- 
prehepdcd, but nothing appearing to cri- 

• ininatc him, he wzs dikhargcd at Man- 
chefter. All the above prifoners, except 

* Chetham and Cowdrey, are Iriihmen. 

It is alfeiied, that the perfons brought 
firom ManchelVer are ace u fed of having 
adminillcred an oath, fuppofed fimilar to 
that of the United Irifh, to 1 50 ibldiers, 
and many others. 

One of the Cowdrcys was lately em- 
pjoycd as a compofiior on one of the 
London anti-minilterial prints. His fa- 
ther, if we millake not, is in cuftody for 
having printed a libel. 

19. The moil fortunate difcoverie? of 
the defigns of the traitors to their coun- 
try have reiiilted from the apprehending 
ot the perfons at Manchefter. Sixteen 
pcrlbns belonging to the London Cor- 
retppnding Society were the night before 
lait taken into cuftody, and at twelve 
o'clock lalt night, another divifion of the 
Society (and we Inrlieve the head of it) 
called the Exeputive Committee, whilik 
iitcibg ^n high confuit. 

This Committee had long jnct, very 
fecrctly, in a large old building in Jhe 
paffage leading out of Newcaftle-ftrcet, 
Strand, into Craven-buildings. Sixteen 
members of the Society were la(t night 
found fittiog, with a bo^, books, papers, 
Si^, and I'evcral dcfks, a^ if the Ucr^- 



taries of the different divifiont were thcrp 
to take d6wn the minutes of the refo- 
lutions of the Executive Committee. , 
There was alfo an elevated feat like a 
pulpit. Eight of thcfe democrats were 
firft conveyed to Carpmeal's, in Bow- 
flreet, while the other eight remainM 
under guard t the fecond eight were af- 
terwards taken away, and all of them 
were lodged in fecure cuftody. The box, 
with the papers and the books tied on 
(he outfide of it, was taken away bjrthc 
King's Meifengcr. 

Among the various papers that ha?e 
been found in poft'effion of the confede- 
racy, is a letter from the Correfponding 
Societ}' to their coadjutors at^aochcftert 
complaining that tbey have no armSf and 
that fbr vi^ant of them they cannot aft 
with any confiderable efFett. In anfwcr 
to this application, they are told by their 
bretbren at Manchefter, ?* The belt arms 
you can employ is FXKE P' 

Further arrefts of members of the 
CofreJ'ponding Society were made the 
next day, both in town and country. In 
a houlc in Cow Crofs, whei"e fomc of . 
them were taken, 500 pikvt^aod ^aggcr^ 
were found. 

Among thofe arrefted in CravcD Houfe 
were Lemaitre, who wa$ implicated in 
the plot forattentpting to kill the King bjr 
means of an air-gun ; Galloway , Secretary y 
and Hodgfon, the hatter, of Weftminfter. 
They h«3 long aflembled in the room. 
The houfe was kept by an old woman* 
and is inhabited by other perfons. This 
old wom^fh, in fweeping tne fiiK)r, picked 
Up a card, which, upon /hewing to fomp 
perfons, difcovercd the bufmcis of tlic 
meetings. It i§ fuppofed that fomc 
very important information has been ob* 
tained. 

Among the papers feized belonging to 
the Committee ot the Correfponding So- 
ciety, was one -called " The Torch, or ^ 
Light tp enlighten the Nations of Europe 
in their way toward^ Peace and Happi- 
iiefs," partly exlratlcd from a blaf- 
phemous French oublication, tending to 
.excite, by way ot dialogue, the middling 
and lower orders of the peo^e, and the 
foldiery, againft the Lcgiflative, Eccle- 
fiafticai, and M^giiierial authorities. 
• Bone, the Bookfeller (wHo kept ia 
Lower Holborn a {heading Room tor the 
Democrats), and Spent e, in Little Turn- 
llilc, who publifhed ?igC Meats or food 
for Smnif are among the pcrlbns «#- 
rcftcd. 
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Plymouth i April j. ^e are extreriiely 
concerned to announce the lofs of his 
Majefty's (hip the Pallas, of ,32 guns> 
the Hon. Capt. Curton. 

The Pallas arrived in Plymouth Sound 
on Tueiday morning, from a cmize off 
the coait of France. Soon after (he an> 
chorcd, a heavy gale of ^ind came on 
from the S. by W. attended with a moft 
tremendous fea> which continued with 
increaGng violence until about leven 
o^ciock on Wednelday morning, whtn 
ihe parted with one of her anchors , and 
.drove much nearer to the ihore before 
her. other anchors coukl bring her up. 
The yards imd topmafts were then ftruck» 
and ihe rede with an apparent degree of 
£ifety until half paft €>gb^* when (he 
again began tp ^'vit. The crew now 
cut ^way all her mafts^ to prevent her 
■ holding fd much wind $ but» n<)twith- 
ftanding all their exertions, 0ie did not 
bring up, though with three anchors a- 
head, until the alter part ftruck upon the 
rocks in the Bay, between Withy Hedge 
and Mount Batten Point. The tide, by 
. this time, was at ftrongebb, and the (hip 
remained with her he^d to thcf fea, being 
kept in that fituation by means of her 
.cables and anchprs until a quarter pall 
three p*clock, the fta making a free and 
tremendous break over her. Though 
now quite agpround abaft, the fe^ railed 
her fore^part fo m)ich, that the cables 
parted, and the furf heaving her broad- 
iide rojund, b^at againft h^r with fo much 
fiiry, that (he was every minute com- 
pletely hid from the view of the fpeda« 
(or^. WhilH in this Titration, every 



hope of the crew being faved feemed at 
an end \ but jprovidtntially, from the 
circumftance of her drawing left water 
forward than abaft, eveiy fucceeding furf 
forced her bow round nearer to the land, 
until (he got again nearly end on with 
her ^rn to the lea. The (hip being now 
quite aground, fore and aft, (he was thus 
miade to heel towards the ihore, and by 
the latter fortunate circumitance, the 
crew were (helttred from the violent beat 
of the fea, and expofed only to the (pray, 
which every minute fornned a cloud over 
them. In this (late the (hip lay till eleven 
o'clock, when the crew were out of dan- 
ger, and by noon the tide had left her 
(6 as to enable the officers and men to 
get afliore with fafety. The gale abate4 
about one, and the crew, with the people 
from the dock- yard, began to get out the 
iiores, the greater part of which will be 
iaved. A more melancholy fcene, for at 
lead two hours, could not be witnelTed, 
as no other profpe£l*appeared during that 
time thUn the lofs of the whole crew, be* 
caui'e, in their then £tuation, no aflift- 
ance could po(ribly be givea to theiny 
either on the land or fea &ie. On boai4 
the Pallas, one man only lod his life, and 
he was killed by the fall of the main- 
mad. The (hip was reduced to fuch a 
date of wreck, that (he could not be ^ 
oif, and it was expe^ed (he would lall 
to pieces the next flood tide. 

A boat belonging to the Canada, in 
attempting to go to the relief of the 
J^allas, was upfet, and Mr. MalTey, a^- 
ing Lieutenant of the Canada, and three 
fdunen, were unfortunately drowned.

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MEMOIRS 

OF THS LATS 

RICHARD BROCKLESBY, M. D. F. R. S. &c. $cu 
(with a portrait.) 



IT has been wtll obfcrved of BLo- 
gFtphy, "That every life of an il- 
lulh'ious perron contains ibmething which 
is valuable to that art, that fcience, or 
thofe virtues, In which he excelled/^ 
Xt becomes, therefore, not only the life 
of the artiit, or tlie profelTional man, but 
» portion of that art, or that profcflion 5 
not only a tribute to individual virtue, 
but to virtue itielf. 

Few men, upon this principle, have 
deferved m?re a niche in the Temple of 
Worthies than the fubjeit of thcfc M«. 
moirs. Of the profeffion he was bred 
in, he was long a refpe£lable member, 
in the trueft (enlc of the word ; — refj^cfl- 
;ible in the knowledge of his art, and 
refpeflable in the bumattfi^ application of 
It I he was, befide, a mao of general and 
aflive virtue, accompanied with a, natural 
mildnefs and foftnei's of manners, at once 
both pleating and exemplary. 

Dr. Richard Brocklelby was the only 
Ton of Richard Brocklefb^, £fq. of the 
city of Cork, who pohelTed a landed 
citate In that county, on which he lived 
to conliderable old age with much hofpt. 
tality iind refpe6l. Being educated a 
quaker, he married a Mifs Mary Alio- 
way, of Minehead, Somerfetfkire, who 
was of the fame profipivion ; and he and 
his wife beiflg on a vifit to her parents, 
on the firtt year of their marriage, 
Kichard,, the fubje£l of thefe Memoirs, 
was bcrn there on the nth of Augulb 
% 722, O. S. We notif:e thefi: particular* 
with ace uracil becaufc it was generally 



underdood that Dr. Brocklelby wat ut 
lrijbman\ and from his being partly 
educated in that country, his manners 
and early dialect may' have ftreoetheneil 
this fuppofition ; but the fa^ is (and we 
ftate it from family records, as well a« 
his own frequent affirmation), that lie 
was bom at Minehead, and renudned in 
that town till he was three years old, 

On his being brought over to Ireland* 
he was privately inftruJEled, in his father's 
boufe at Cork, in the rud4ments of th^ 
Eneiifh tongue, writing, arithmetic, htCm 
and from thence, at a proper aee, A»nt to 
Bally tore fcbool, in the Nortn of Ireland | 
the lame fchool where Edmund Burke 
was educated, and which had the credit 
of giving to the learned profeffions in 
Ireland lome of the moft diftinguifli^ 
perfons of the prefent timet. The Do^bor 
being above (even years older than Mr* 
Burke, they were not of courfe ihidentt 
at the fame time \ but the latter, treading 
upon the heels of the former, knew kim 
by report as well 2a by many traditional 
anecdotes, in common with all great 
ichools, which many years afterwards 
produced an acquaintance that ended Ia 
a friendihip honourable to both parties. 

Having finiihed his clalTical education 
at Bally tore ichool« which he vifent 
through with very becoming diligence 
and iuccefs, his father, intending him 
for a phyftcian, fent him to Edinburgh { 
where, after continuing the ufual time, 
he proceeded to Leyden \, here he gra« 
duated under the celebrated Gaubitts, 
who gave fucb a fiin^tion to his yoyng 
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pupjr? progfcfs in h;s ftudics, that he 
correfpondcd with him for i'evcral years 
afterwards ; a circiimltance no lefs cre- 
ditable to the Do6lor^s mertty than ufc- 
fill to him in the courfe of his profeflion. 
His diploma is dated a8th June 1743) 
ai^d the fan)e year he publifhed his firft 
Jiterary work, entitled ** Dijfntatio, 
Inaug. dd Sab*va Sana et MorbofaJ''' 

The Doctor's firft refidence in London 
was in Bioad-Jirert j and as the pro- 
fcflion was then filled with many men of 
eminence, long pra£lice> and family con- 
iie6tion9, he nad to ftruggie with his 
Situation finglyl " A phyfician in a great 
city (fays Dr. Johnfon) fecms to be the 
mere plaything of fortune j his degree of 
reputation is for the moft part totally 
cafual. .They that employ him, know 
pot his excellence j they that rcje6^ him, 
know not his deficiency.** Dr. Brockle/by 
lor fome time, and in lome degree, fhared 
this fate. He. had firft to make ac- 
quaintances, next to wait the cai'ualty of 
Acir requiring bis afliftance, and laftly ' 
the chances which may be againft him of 
their being previoufly engaged from in- 
clination or family habits. Diligence, 
integrity, and oeconomy, joined to very 
cenciliatory manners and addrefs, how- 
ever, foon overcome thefe difficulties. 
He was aided in thefe, likewifc, by an 
allowance from his father of one hundred 
and fifty pounds per year j but, as hp 
often laid (and which, coming from a 
nian of integrity and Ibund experience, 
fliouJd be told for the benefit of pofteritv), 
his great fecret of getting forward in fife 
jwras, Ne*ver fufering b:mftlf to have a 
want that was net accommodable 19 bis 
fortune \ a leftbn, tfiough difficult to 
learn where vanity, oltentation, and bad 
example have formed contrary habits -^ 
cafy, as 'tis delightful in the praftice, to 
all thofe who nave a proper fenfe of 
internal comfoiiSt real diJiinSion^ and 
ffonourdble indel>endence. 

In 1746 he publifned an Kflay con- 
cerning the Mortality of the Horned 
Cattlt, and in the beginning of April 
X751 was admitted a Licentiate of the 
CdlJege of London. The Doaor had by 
this time rilen into reputation ; and, ais 
iiis manners were naturally mild and 
conciliating, his knowledge well founded*. 



and his talents fomewhat known a; an 
author, he foon became acquainted with 
the leading men in the profcflion— parti- 
cularly the celebrated Dr. ^eade, Di'. 
Leatherland, the prefent Father of the 
Medicinal Art, the good and learned Dr. 
HeJ^erden, Sir peorge Baj^er> &c. He 
added another te(timony to the fame of 
Dr. Meade, by always praifing his Ikill, 
his learning, urbanity, &c. and amongft 
many other anecdotes of this extraordi- 
nary man, ufed to relate the circumftance 
of his giving that celebrated impoftor, 
Pfalmanaazar, an opportunity of eating 
nearly a pound of raw human fle(h >t hi^ . 
table, to prove that this was the confiant 
food A the inhabitants of Formofa ^, 

On the iSth of September 17549 he 
obtained an honorary degree from the 
Univerfity of Dublin, and viras admitte4 
to Cambridge ad ettndtm the i6th of 
December following. In virtue of this 
degree at Cambridge, he became a Fellow 
of the College ot London (.he Zfth qf 
June 1756 J and, on the 7th of Oftober 
1758 (on the recommendation of Dr. 
Shaw, favoured by the patronage of the 
late Lord Barrington), he was appointed 
Phyfician to the Anny. In this ca- 
pacity he attended in Germany the bcft 
part of what is called ** tl^e (even years' 
war,** where he was foon difting^i(hed 
by his knowledge, his zeal, and hu- 
manity ; and particularly recommended 
himfelf to the notice ot his Grace the 
Duke of Richmond, the late Lord Pem- 
{)roke, and others, which with the for- , 
mer mellowed* into a friendfhip, only 
teiininated by the Do6\or*8 life. On the 
27th of 0£lober 176Q he was appointed 
Phyfician to the Hofpitals fcr the Britilh 
Forces, and returned to England fomp 
time before the Peace of 1763. 

On his return he lettletl in Norfolk- 
ftreet, in the Strand, where he was con» 
fidered a« a Phyfician of very extenfivc 
experience, particiilaily in all diftalc^ 
incident to the army. His pra6\ice 
fpread in proportion to his reputation \ 
imbmuch, that befide the ordinary pro- 
duce oif his profefTion, he had the care 
of fix noble families, at the ftipulaicd 
income cif one liundred pounds cacli 5 
which, with his half- pay, _and an ertate 
of about Jii{ bunarcU pounds per year 



* Amongft many otlier impoittions oi Pfalmanaazar, he related that the inhabitints of 
Formofa conf^sntJy eat human '^eih,' of which he as frequently partook, and whieh he called 
** delicious eating.** Dr. Meade, tP try him, <^ained a pound of human flcfh of one of the 
diffe^nt; Surgeons of the hofpital'from the po(feriprs of a man who had been hanged that 
nioming, which he had ferved up at his table, and which PTalmanaazar a^ualiy cat, feem*^ 
ingly with a goqd Ukins, befb^ a large party fcl^^cd for. that purp^ 
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^now devolved to him by the death of 
his father), enabled him to live in a very 
handfbme manner ; and his tnhic was 
frequently filled with Ibme of the moft 
diftingiMHied perfons for rank, learning, 
and abilities, in the kingdom. 

In X763, the late Mr. WUkes having 
a duel with Samuel Martin, Elq. the 
Member for Camelford, whtiein the 
former was wounded in the belly with a 
piltol ftiot, Dr. Brockk(by was the phy- 
iician called in by Mr. Wilkes, and con- 
firmed by the Houie of Commons ; but 
the Houlc afterwards becoming impatient 
for Wilkes's appearance (in confequcnce 
of a previous complaint urged againft 
him as the Author of The North Bnton, 
^^' 45)> they ordered Dr. Hcberden and 
Mr. Hawkins likewife to attend him, in 
order to obftrve the progrels of his cure, 
aud report the fame to the Houle. Dr. 
^icberden, with his ufual politcncfs, 
>vroLc a note to his friend Brocklefby, 
acquainting him of this ciicumftance, 
^nd Dr. Brocklefby inclofcd the fame, 
with a copy of the order of the Houfe, 
Co Mr. Wilkes, defiring him to appoint 
an hour for their joint attendance on the 
Monday following j but Wilkes, attached 
to his favourite phyhcian, and of too 
pMOud a fpirit to be di6\ated to in a 
matter of private concern, wrote the 
following card tp Pr. Helwden, which 
.we iniert as a proof of the good opinion 
Wilkes had of the Doaor'ij abilities, 
independent of all party conne^lions ; 

** Mr, Wilkes prelents his compli- 
ments to Dr. Hcberden, and is duly 
ferifiblc of the kind care and concern of 
the Houfe of Commons, not only for his 
health, but for his fpeedy recovery. He 
h attended by Dr, Brocklefby, of whole 
integrity anc| ability he has had the ex- 
peritrnce of many years, and on whole 
fkill he has the moft perfeft reliar.ce. 
Mr. Wilkes cannot but ftill be of opinion 
that there is a peculiar propriety m the 
choice he at firfl made of Dr. Brocklefby 
for the cure of what is called a gun-fliot 
wound, from thf circumltance of the 
Do^lor's havine been I'cvcral years Phy- 
f<cian to the Army j but ai the fame 
time entertains a real eftcem for Dr. 
Heberden's great merit ; and though he 
cannot lay that he >vifhcs to fee the 
Potior at urelent, he hopes in a few 
weeks he fliaH be well enough to beg 
?hat honour, to eat a bit of mutton iix 
i^reat George ftrect/* 

Wilkes wrote fomewhat of a fimilar 
|)Qie t« Mr« Hawkins ^ but lu juftili* 



cation of the chara£ler« of Dr. Brocklefby 
an A Mr. Graves, he fent for Dr. Pun- 
can, one of his Majefty's Surgeon« m 
Ordinary, and Mr. Middleton, one df 
hi4 Majefty's Sergeant Surgeons, who 
attended him accordingly^ : the reafon he 
humouroufly gave for fending for thele 
two Gentlemen was, ** That as ho 
found the Houfe thought it proper he 
fhbuld be watched, he nimfelt thought 
two Scotrbmen moft proper for his fpies.** 

Wilkes's futlden recovery, anld the 
bruft which this tranfaftion occafioned ta 
the political world, gave great increaJGb 
to the Dolor's rifmg reputation 5 and 
what perhaps ftill rendered his popularity 
of a more permanent nature, was him 
well known and dncere attachment ^ to 
his country ; for though he v>ral a mem* 
bcr (in common with fbme of the moft 
diliinguiflied characters in the kingdom^ 
of <« The Conftitutional Club,'' and a. 
warm protestor of Wilkes rcfpefting 
General Warrants and tbe Middle/ex 
Ele£iion<t he never once deviated from 
the relpe£l he owed his Sovereign and the 
Laws J and, as one proof out of many of 
this fincerity, he quitted that Club the 
ifioment it branched out into other doc« 
trines, and under other leaders* 

Though the events in the life of % 
medical man, particularly after he has 
arrived at the top of liis profteilion, in 
general excite little curiofity ; having a 
bufy uninterrupted practice to fill up 
almoft the whole of his time ; vet therp 
are incidents in his private life which 
might produce fome good impreilions ; 
and let it be recorded to the memory of 
this worthy man, that altliough he was 
fcrupuloufly attentive to every call of 
profeflion, and felt the curve of manual 
pra&ice in common with the moft at- 
tentive and induftrious of his -clafs, his 
medical advice, as well as his purfe, was 
ever open to the poor, as well as to men 
of merit or thofe m profeffional lines whtf 
were narrowed in their circumftances j 
and this he did not only when his fbr« 
tune was at the flood, but proportionably 
in the outfet of his profeflion, when his 
means were fmall, and his pra^ ice little.^ 
Thus a well-timed oeconomy, nmongH 
other comforts, enables a man to be good 
to others as well as to himielf ; and adds 
a luiire to benevolence, ** which not only 
bleffcs him that gives,^* but ^ets an en- 
couraging exam)rle to him who receives, 

AVc could give many inftances of hit 
a^^s of benevolence, were it neceHary to 
detail them here j but though his own 
^l;;nn€r of doina; go«d has tit us the 
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example e^/iience on this fubjeft, juilice 
to departed woi th, as well as the bticfit 
of emulation, require the ftatement ot a 
few particulars'. 

Bcfidc giving his advice to'the poor of 
all dd'criptions, which he did with an 
»^Hvf and unwearied benevolence, he 
bad always upon his lift two or three 
poor widows, to whom he granted finail 
annuities j and who, on the ouarter day 
cf receiving their ftipends, always par- 
took ot' the holpitafitics of his table. 
To inch of his relatibns who wanted his 
aiiiiiance in their bufmcfs or profeOions, 
he was not only liberal, but io judicious 
h\ his liberalities as to luperfede the ne- 
ctdity of a repetition of them. To his 
friend Dr. Johnfon (^when it was in agi- 
tation amongft his friends to procure an 
enlargement of hij penfion, the better to 
enable him to travel for the benefit of his 
health), he offered an cftablilhment of 
#»c hundred founds per year during his 
life : and, upon DoCior Johnfon's de- 
clining it (which he did in the moft af- 
fe^ionate terms of gratitude and friend- 
ship), he made him a fecond offer of 
apartments in his own houle, for themorp 
immediate benefit of medical advice. 

To his old and intimate friend £d- 
jninind Burke, he had many years back 
bequeathed by will the fum of one tbou- 
fi^nd pounds \ but recolle6\infir that this 
event might take place (which it after- 
vrards did) when fuch a legacy could he 
of no fervicc to him, he, with that ju- 
dicious liberality for which he was al- 
ways diftinguilhed, gave it to him in 
advance, */ pignus aviic'ttia : it was ac- 
cepted as fuch by Mr. Burke, accom- 
panied with a letter, which none but a 
plan feeling the grandeur and purity of 
iriendfhip like him, could didlate. 

PafiTing through a life thus honourably 
occupied in the liberal purfuits of his 
prof'driun, and in the confidence and 
friendiliip of fome of the firft chai:a6^ers 
pf the age for rank or literary attain- 
inentSy the Doctor reached his 73d year; 
9nd finding thofe infirmities, generally 
attached to that time of \\f% increalc 
^pon him» he gave up a good deal of the 
Jbudle of bufinefs, as well as his half- pay, 
on being appointed, by his old friend and 
patron the Duke of Richmond, Phyfician 
General to the Royal Regiment of Ar- 
tillery and Corps ot Engineers *. This 
was a fituation exa£\ly (uited to his time 
of life and inclinations ; bence he em- 
ployed his time in occalional trips to 



Woolwich, with vifits t6 hif friends aofl 
patients. In this laft lift he never forgot 
either the poor or thofe few friends whom 
he early attended as a medical man eon 
amore» Scarcely any diUanc^^ or any 
other inconvenience, could itrprefii thit 
benevolent cuftora ^ and when he heard 
by accident that any of this latter de- 
icription of his friends were ill, and had 
through delicacy abftained from lending 
for himi he ufed to get peeviih and fay, 
** Why am I treated »thus f Why wa* 
not I ient for ?*' . 

Though debilitated beyond hie years, 
particularly for a man of his conftant 
exercife and abftemious and regular man* 
ner of living, be kept up his acquaint- 
ance and fnendfliips to the lafty and in 
a degree partook of the pleafaittries and 
convivialities of the table. The friends » 
who knew his habits, fometimes indulged 
him with a nap in his arm chair alter 
dinner, which greatly refreflicd bite 5 he 
then would turn about to the company, 
and ^ay his club of the converfation, 
either oy anecdote or obfenration, en- 
tirely free from the laws or (e verities of 
old age. 

In the beginning of December 1797, 
he fet out on a vifit to Mrs. Burke, at 
Beaconsfield, the long fre^quented feat of 
friendftiip and hofpitality, where the 
mafter fpirit of the aa;e lie lived in, as 
well as tne mafter of that manfion, had 
fo often adorned, enlivened, and improved 
the convivial hour. On propofing this 
journey, and under fo innrm a ftate at 
he was in, it was hinted by a friend, 
whether fuch a lengfh of way, or the 
lying out of his own bed, with other 
little circumftances, might not faiigwe 
him too much ; he inftantly caught the 
force of this fuggeftion, and with his 
ufual placidity replied, " My good 
friend, I perfcrtly underftand your hint, 
and am thankful to you for it j but 
Where's the difference whether I die at 
a friend's houie, at an inn, or in a poft- 
cUaife ? I hope I'm every way prepared 
for fuch an event, and perhaps it would 
be as well to elude the expectation of 
it." He therefore begx\n his journey the 
next day, and arrived there the lanoc 
evening, where he was cordially received 
by the amiable miftrefs of the manfion, 
as well as by Dodlors Lawrence and 
King, who happened to be there on a 
vifit. He remained at Beaconsfidd 'till 
the nth of December, but rccollcfling 
that his nephev^ 1>T, Yeung was tat 
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teturn from Cambridge to London on 
the next day, he inftantly fet out for his 
houfe in town to meet him. On his 
anival he found his two nephews, Mr. 
Beeby and Dr. Young, before him ; and 
he had the fatisfk£tion of eating his laft 
dinner under his own roof, with his 
neareft friends and relations. He lecmcd 
tfi feel a particular fatisfa^lion at this 
interview j and, though fomewhat fa- 
tigued from the preceding day's joumey, 
he fupported himfelf with cheadulnels, 
and repeated feveral lines from Juvenal 
{his favourite Author) in the courfe of 
the evening. 

About nine o*clock he dcfircd to go 
to bed J but going up flairs fatigued him 
i'o much, that he was obliged to fit in his 
chair for fome time before he felt himfelf 
Sufficiently at eafe to be undrelTed. In a 
little time, however, he recovered him- 
felf j and, as they were unbuttoning his 
waiftcoat, he faid to his elder nepbcw, 
** What an' idle piece of ceremony this 
buttoning and unbuttoning is to me 
now !*• — When he got into bed he feeraeJ 
perfe^ly compofed, and gave orders to 
his man relative to fome domeftic affairs, 
wliich were to be executed the next day — 
that day to him, however, was an eter- 
nity ; as in about five minutes after- 
ward; he yielded to the gentle gradations 
of decay, and expired without a groan. - 
' On Monday the i8th of December fol- 
lowing he was buried in the Church -yard 
of St. Clements Danes (according to his 
©wn particular reoueft), in the mcll 
private manner potnble $ blowing no 
trumpet before his fanie, but leaving the 
ftlent virtues of a good and wellfpent 
life to be his belt and only monument. 

His fortune, which amounted to near 
thirty thoufand pounds (after a few Je- 

factes to friends and diitant relations), 
e has nearly divided between his two 
nephews, Robert Beeby, Efq. and Dr* 
Thomas Young. He m a great nieal'nre 
educated them both : the hilt he early 
lent out to India, where he arrived to a 
juridical fituation, which he filled for 
ibme y<iars with honour and ability, and 
now lives upon his eftate in SufTex : the 
other he allowed three hundred pounds 
per year, to enable him to travel and 
finifh his education. He is juft returned 
from Groningen, where he has taken his 
degree, and is now at Cambridge, in 
order to qualify himfelf fof a fellow of 
the College of Phyficians, London. He 
is conlidcred as one of the bctt Greek 
fcho^rs of his age ; ard from his par- 
ticular attachment to Uudy, and hi*: 



ardent ambition to excel in all parts of 
general knowledge, there is every pro- 
bability he will refleft ^reat credit on his 
uncle's judgment and liberality. 

Though Dr. Brocklefby had nor 
brother, he had feven fitters, four oft 
whom died young. One of the furviving' 
three was married to Mr. Davis, of 
Minchead ; the other to Robert Beeby, 
Efq. a refpeftable merchant in Cork ; idt 
and the elder, who never married, lived 
with the Doftor till her death, which 
happened about eleven years ago. She 
was a very prudent Icnfiblc woman, and 
did the honours of the Doftor's table lb 
fatisfa6>ory to his guefts and creditable 
to him, as perhaps was one of the rcafons 
why he never married. On her death, 
many hints were' thrown out to him to 
(b(inge bis condition ; but the Do6lor 
very prudently replied, ** he thought 
Jixty-fi've too advanced aw age to try 
iiich an experiment,'* 

As a phyfician Dr. Brocklefby muft 
be placed in the fir ft forum ^ if he is to be 
judged by the regularity of his edu- 
cation, his long and extenfive praflicc, 
the many noble families who patroniied 
him, and his high medical aflfociationr 
To the knowledge of a phyfician he ad- 
ded that mildnels of behaviour and be- 
nevolence of heart which conciliate cfteem 
in no one line more than that of the 
medical profeflion. 

His general Ii\^rature was refpe6>al>le, 
and his taite for it ftiil more ioy as •he 
not only drew about his table fome of ^ 
the fjrit chark^ers for learning or genius^ 
but always fupported the caufc of art 
and literature either by his aid to public 
.works, or by his private benevolence to 
mtn of genius ftruggling with diftreis. 

Asa man aiul a good citizen, no one 
could fill thofe duties with more credit ; 
and in his fricndfliips he poiTefled that 
ai^fivr fpint^ which coiifidered neithe# 
time or afllduity any obltaclcs to its pur- 
fult. He fecmed to have a pleafure in 
being thus employed, and it may be 
truly faid of him in a moral as well as a 
medical line, ** That he daily went about 
doing good." 

As a ccmpanicn he was polite, chcar- 
ful, and entertaining { he often quoted 
from the belt authors, antieni and mo* 
dern, with great propriety, and had a 
find of tipecable anecdote, wliich he 
told with limplicity and without in- 
irufion. ' 

In fhort, take Dr. Brcckkfby " for all 
in aJl," he was a mod honourable and 
uicful Mitinb*r of foclcty j whether we 
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tftimate him by the good deeds he hat * 
4one, or the good example he has left 
l>ehind him*

TVj^OGHEDA, a large populous 
i. T Town, in the county of Mcath, is 
S3 miles North of Dublin, on the banks 
of the Boyne, and five from the main 
fea. It was formerly a place of great 
llrength, being furroundccl by a wall that 
fiood the teft of many fieges \ but during 
the Common Wealth, Cromwell, in the 
year 1640, made an attack on the place, 
and after a mod obftinate rcliftancc, it 
tvas taken by ftorm. Whether he de- 
iigned to Arlke terror in the other un- 
conquered towns, or owing to the furious 
brutality of his foldiersj is only furmifc, 
but every perfon foimd in arms was 
ilaughtered: amohgft the number were 
the Governor, Sir Arthur Afliton, Sir 
Edmund Varney, and Colonels Warren, 
Tempcft, and Finglas, with many others 
ot ini'crior note. Ships of large tonnage 
can unload at the Key, where is a good 
Cultom-houfe, an Exchange, three large 
Inns,, and every accommodation in point 
of trayelliiig that could be wi(hed tor. 
There are feveral Meeting Houies, a 
Church lately built in the Gothic ftile 5 
one alio at the end of the town, in the 
church. yard of which are, ereft againft 
its walls, two figuiea in ftone, about fix 



feet high, faid to reprcfent a Noblcpun 
^nd his wife, who were caft away upon 
the Coafl ; b^t more probably as a.me- 
mento for the giddy and unthinking 
pifiepger, to prepare him for that ftate 
he looner or later muft change to : thefc 
images being in their (hroua&, and in' the 
lall Itage of decay, give rife (or the con- 
jecture. Inllances of the like arc it 
many places in England ^ particularly, 
Bilhop Chichclcys, at Canterbury ; Fox, 
at Salifbji-y, Gloucelter, &c. They had 
a broad inl'cription of the old text round 
them, but that is now fcarce legible. 
The Town is governed by a Mayor and 
Aldermen, returns two Members to Psr- 
liament, and carries on an extenilre 
commerce, particularly in Corn anJ 
Sheetings : the latter remarkable for their 
ftiength. The only Ufquebaugb that 
can be called g^enuine is made here, and 
has frequently relieved the moft dreadful 
fits of the gout, even when the patient 
has been given over. Immcdbtcly acrofs 
the river is Mr. Ogle's domain ; the 
wood from his grounds ei^cs a fine piece 
of back fccncry to the Town, and i» 
defcribtd in the amiexcd Plato. 
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PROGER's PAPERS. 



BY fhft hvonr of a Gentlemany in 
podbilion of ibme original papers 
formerly belonging to Edward Proger, 
Elq. we are enabled to preient to our 
readers the following Letters trom KiAsr 
Charbs the Second ai^ other dUUngiiiihed 
perfonaees. 

The family of PaocER is rery ancient. 
The fM traces of them are to be foundf 
ftt a refpe6l^le manAon-houfe, called 
Wern t DDU, near Abergavenny, in 
Xfonmouthfliire. They were numerous 
and widely difperfedy and we find that in 
1620 a Philip Proger was one of the 
«<)uenrie8 to King James the Fir ft. He 
bad ifliie JaiDes^ who left a fon Wroth, 
who either fold or bequeathed the manor 
and eftate of Gwerhvale, near Crick- 
bowel], in Brecknocklhire, to Henry 
ProgCT, E{q. (afterwards Sir Henry) fon 
to Philip before-named, and one of the 
equerries to Kine Charles the Second. 
Sir Henry Proger dying, left his eftate of 
Gwemvale to Charles Proger, his only 
fon, a Colonel in the foot-ffuards, Who 
mortgaged it to Samuel Awbrey, coach- 
maker, at Charing* crofs, London } and 
upon the death of CharUs (which hap- 
pened a few vears afterwards), Alice, 
his widow, ibid it to Edward Proger, 
who had been page of honour to King 
Charles the Firft, groom of the bed- 
chamber to King Charles the Second, 
and ranger of the middle park of Hamp- 
ton Court, in which ofiice he died, in 
the reien of King Georse the Firft. 
Edwara Proger died towards the end of 
the year 17x3, leaving all his eftates, 
real and perfonal, to his three daughters 
Philippa, Catherine, and Frances. In 
the partition of the property Fhilippa, 
the eldeft daughter, poftefled the eftate of 
Owemvale, juft as Sir Hemy left it | 
and, on her marriage with Samuel Croxall, 
D. P. (Author of The Fair CircaSan 
and other celebrated works), on his fur- 
viving her, tiiis eftate, under a fettlement 
made previous to their marriage, became 
iiis property. Dr. Croxall died in the 
year 1751, making a will, and giving 
his per(onal eftat^ to a lady who was a 
diftant relation, and (ince dead, who gave 
tbefe napers in her life- tune to the prefent 
pofleUor. 

«« Edward Proger, Efq.'' fays the 
writer of the Notes to the laft edition of 
Graiiuiiont*s Memoirs, <* vras, in the 
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vear 1669, one of ttie gitMois of tW 
bed-cnamber to the King. By a letter 
from Cowley to Henry Bennet, dated 
18 0£l. 1650, Mr. Proger appears to 
have been thm a£tive in his mafter'a 
fenrice (Brown!s Mifcellanea Anlica 
1701, p. 153). In the lampoons of the 
times, particularly in thofe of Andrew 
Marvel], Mr. Pro^ is defcribed as one 
devoted to ailift his mafter^s pleafures* 
In 1660 he was named, fays Lord Or* 
ford, one of the knights 4f the Royal 
Oak, an order the King then intended to 
inftitute. By the fame authority we are 
informed that he had permiftion from the 
King to build a houie in Bufti^ Park» 
near Hampton Court, on condition that 
after his death it Ihould revert to the 
Crown. This was the houfe inhabited 
by the late Earl of Hallifax. Mr» 
Proger died, fays Le Neve, *< December 
jifty or January ift, 17139 ased 96, dP 
the anguift) cutting teeth i he havine cut 
four new teeth, and had feveral ready ta 
cut, which fo inflamed his gums that he 
died thereof,** (Menumenta Anglicana 
I7i7> p. 173.) , ^ 

From the papers now before us we 
learn that Mr. Proger was fwom grt>oi0 
of the bed-chamber to the Prince at Paria 
in 1645, and in the year 1650 had a 
warrant made out to him, grrariting him 
1000 acres of land uj>on the continent of 
Virginia, next adjoming unto the colo- 
nies and plantations then already fettled. 
On tlie 14th January 1 flyo he was fwom 
houfckeeuer of-his Majefty*s palace at 
York. H[>n the iift of March 1678-9 he 
had a grant of the office of chief i'earcher 
of the poit of London, to takeeftcfl from 
the death, furreoder, forfeiture, or otRer 
determination, of the eftates and intercfts 
of Peter Percival and William Fowlys, 
Efq. 

At the beginning of the reign of Qiieen 
Anne he prelient^ a petition to her 
Majefty, in which he frated . that King 
Charles the Second, by letters under his 
fjgn manual, dated the ayth of Auguft» 
in the fifteenth vear of his reiffn, had 
granted tp him the fum of five thoufand 
pounds fterlingy payable out of the fund 
given by the adventvirers and foldiers of 
Ireland, to reward fuch as had ferved 
the Crown, of which fum he received 
only one thoufiuid pounds. This fecurlty 
failing, he received from t^e Kods, by 
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Icttert patent tinder the Great Seal of 
Irelandy dated 19th March, in the ^th 
year of hit retgn, a pcnfion of 4ool. per 
annum, payable out of the revenue of 
that kingdom by half yearly pq)rmenu» 
until 4000]. ihould be received. Of this 
1^ only receifed lool. The petition then 
Hatet , that at Jane next he fli'ould have 
lerved the royal family threefcorc and 
nine ycart, and that he was expofed to 
more dangers in the time of the rebellion 
than any reformed officer that had half 
pay to hibfift on. He therefore prayed 
that fuch a fund mieht be fettled on him 
as might preierve him and his family 
from extreme want. The eflfca of this 
, petition is unknown. 

The following epitaph feems to have 
t>een ddigned^fo be inicribcd on his 
tomb{ but whether executed or not, does 
Hot appe^, 

«* Hcne lies, in hopes of a happy re- 
Ibrre^iion, the body of Edward Fro- 
OER, Efq. defcendedYrom the Progers 
of Gwemvale, in Monmouthfhire. He 
was page of honour to King Cliarles the 
Firft 5 and, though very young when the 
civil wars broke out, behaved himfelf 
with fo much courage, and acquitted 
JiinHelf of many Tecret and important 
employments with fo much j\^gment and 
fidelity, that that prince, during his inq- 
prifonment at Hampton Court, found 
means to fend an order to have him 
fwom one of the grooms of the bed- 
chamber to his fon the then Prince of 
Wkles, afterwards King Charles the 
Second, in which poft he continued du- 
ring the life of that prince, having ierved 
his country I'eventeen years as a Member 
of the Houfe of Commons for the county 
of Brecon: upon the death *of King 
Charles the Second he retired from afi 
public bufinefs, fpending the remainder 
of his days fn zealous prayer for the 
good and profperity of his church and 
country.

In your Notcf on Virginia, combating 
certain fentiiQenti of the celebrated Bui- 
foD» you have given us an eulogiuip of 
the North American favages \ and, to 
cftablilh th«ir eminence in oratory, have 
introduced the fpcech of LOGAN (whom 
jfou have dubbod a Mingo Chief) to Lord 
Dunmore, when Govci-nor of Vir^nia 5 
^ morfel of eloquence, in your opinion, 
pot to be excelled by any paflage in the 
orations of Demofthenes, Cicero, or of 
any more eminent orator, if Eurepe hat 
^mllhed more eminent. And that your 
reader might be the better enabled to 
flifUnguilb all its fuperioritv of luftre^ 
you have given him the following pre- 
liminary ftatement of incidents: <<Inthe 
fpr^g of the year 1774,'* yoo fay, " a 
fobbery and murder were committed on 
an inhabitant of the frontiers of Virginia 
by two Indians of the Shawanefe tribe. 
>he neighbouring whites, according to 
their cuSom, undertook to puniAi this 
putrage in a fummary way. Colonel 
Crefap, a man infamous tor the . manj 
mHtdfrs he h^ committed on tboie much 
injured people, colle£led a party an(l pro- 
ceeded down the Kan^way in <}ueK of 
vengeance. Unfortunately a canoe of 
women and phildren, with on^ man only, 
was feen coming from the oppoiite fliore^ 
tmanped, and unfurpeftine an hoftile at- 
tack from' the whites. Crefap and his 
pai'tv concealed themfelves on the bank 
of tne river, and (he moment the (anoe 
reached thp Ihore, fmgled out their objef^, 
and at one lire killed every peribn in it. 
This happened tobp thp £ami^ of Logan, 
V^ho had long been diftimriuihed as the 
iritnd of the whites. This unworthy 
return provoked hi# vengeanpe* He ac- 
fpffdingly fignaltzed himfelf in the war 
which enfuol. In th^ autumn ^( t|ie 
fame year a decifive battle was fought at 
thie mouth of the Great Kanaway between 
^he pollened forces of the Shawanefe, 
MingoeSf and Delaware; , and a detach- 
ment of the Virginia militia. The In- 
dians were defeated, and fued for^ peace. 
Logan, however, dlfdained to be feen 
^mong the ^vppliants : but left the iin- 
cerity of if treaty (hould be diftrufltd, 
from which fo diiifnguilhed a Chief ab- 



fented himfelf, he fent, bv % meflTenser* 
the following fpeech to be delivered t9 
Lord Dunmore.** 

This fioty and that fpeech of Logan» 
having b^n feleftcd by Mr. Fennel, in 
his << Readings and Recitations, Moral, 
Critical, and Entertaining,** induced me 
to addrefs to that Gentleman a letter on 
the fubje6^, which perhaps you may not 
have femi^ fdt I know not whether you 
are in the 1kabit.of reading the newf- 
papers \ but that you may, if you pleafe, 
nave an opportunity of feeing it, permit 
me to refer you to the twenty-fixth num- 
ber of Porcupine* s Gazette *, printed ia 
the city of Philadelphia, in which paper 
a copy of my letter was publiihed. 

To the world at large, and to every 
individual interefted, ^v, as anhiftorian, 
mufi be confidered OMfvierabU that the 
fpeech of Logan \% genuine ^unadtdterc^ed^ 
and not zfiSion. And as, that the 
beauty and excellence of ^at fpeech 
might be more clearly perceived, you 
thought good to enter into a detail of 
£i£^s i to the world, and to every perfoa 
interefted, you muji^ as an hiftorian, be 
coniidered anfwerable for the truxb of thofe 
fkas. 

\firfi became acquainted with Colonel 
Crefap in the year 1772 ; I was then on 
a journey to Fort Pitt 5 Colonel Crefap 
was at that time living at his feat by 
Old Town. He was ntver on the Weft 
fide of the Allegany mountains from that 
day until his death. Nor was Logan*s 
fisimilv killed on the Kanaway, but at the 
mouth of Yellow Creek, on the Eaft fide 
of the Ohio River, and about fony or 
fifty miles above Fort Wheelan. And 
as you have fo much miftook the ^Uufe 
where the tranfa£lion happened ^which^ 
by the bye, is a little remarkable in an 
enlightened hiftorian, volunteering on 
events which happened in the ftate where 
he lived, and thofe too of fo recent a 
date), it is not very improbable that you 
have been equally miftaken in the peribn^ 
or in the title ot the perlon, whom you 
have fixed upon as the principal per- 
ibnage in thole tranfa£tions.

^d. Whence did you procure your 
information that Colonel Cre(ap» or any 
per/on of that name^ was « infiimous for 
the many murders he had committed on 
the much injured Indians ?'* When, and 
where, were thofe murders committed ?

By the late Philadelphia papers I ob- 
serve, Sir, that in your " Readings and 
Recitations, Moral, Critical, and Enter- 
taining,** among your other feleflions, 
iou wive introduced " The Storr of 
.ogan, the Minffo Chief.** In doing 
this, I am fatisfied you were not af^uated 
by a defire to wound the feelings of a 
refpeflable family in the United States, 
or by a wifh to give a greater publicity 
to a groundlefs calumny. 

You found that ftory and fpeech ta 
Jeffcrfon's Notes on Virginia: yon 
found it related with fuch an air of ao- 
thenticity, that it cannot be furprifing 
that you (hould not fufpefl it to be % 
Ji£lioH, 

Bat, Sir, phitofophert are pretty much 
the fame, from old Shandy, who m fun- 
port of a fyftero iacrificed his aunt Dinan, 
to De Wanrille and Condorcet, who for 
the fame purpofe would have facrificed % 
world. 

Mr. JefFerfon is a philofopher ; he too 
had his hypothefis to eftablim, or what it 
much the fame thing, he had the hypo* 
thelis of Buffon to overthrow. 

When we fee him employed in weigh* 
ing the rats and the mi<e of the two 
worlds, to prove that th6fe of the nevB 
are not exceeded by thofe of the old. 
When, to eftablitfi that the body of the 
American Saf9age is not inferior m form 
or in vigour to the body of an European^ 
wo find him examining minutely every 
part of their frame, and hear him declare 
that, though the wrift and the hand of 
the former are fmaller than thofe part* 
of the laiieTy yet *'fei or^anks ae •/« ' 
generation ne font plm foibles on plj^ 
pet its 5** and that he hath not only at 
many hairs on his body, but that the 
fame parts, which are produflive of hair 
in the one, ' if le/t to therafelves, are 
equally produ^ive of hair in the other.—* 
When we fee him fo z<alous to eftablifli 
an equality in fuch trifles, and to prove 
the body ox bis favage to be formed on 
the lame module with '* the Homofapiens 
Europ^eus f* how much more folicitout 
may we fuppofe him to have been to 
prove that the mind of this favage wat 
alfo formed on the fane modula. 

Than the man wh«m he hat calum- 
niated, he could fcarctlv have ielefled a 
finer ex^nple^to eftabim the pofition that 
the human race in ths weftem world are 
not be-litiled in bod) or mind ; but that 
unforttiAately that nan wat not bom in 
America. 
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For fht vnak of better matcrah he 
was obliged to make ufii of (w(h n came 
to hi# Inusdt I wad we may reaiboablf 
conclude whztc%vrji^ orfii^b he could 
pick up, caioulated to dcttrey the bjrpo- 
tbe(U of Bafioo» or to eftabUfli hit own» 
•hteciaUf in fo important a point, iB(lea4 
«r being fcratioiacd minutely, would be 
welcomed with avidity* And great and 
^^pcaabk aa the authority of Mr. Jef- 
fcncm may be thought^ or may be in 
feali^, I have no bStation to declare, 
that from an escaminatton of the (bbjeA | 
«p convincad the charge esdiibited by 
him ^gainft Colonel CkESAP is not 
^winded in mubi and alfo that no fuch 
ipecimca of Imii^tm oratory was ever 
«ahibited« 

That Ibme of Logan's family^ were 
luKcd by the Americana, I donbt not j 
whether they &U the viaims of juftice, 
c/milbke, or of cruelty, refts with tbofe 
kf whom they £dL But in their death 
Colanel 04f/a^ or ^y of his iaroiiy, had 
no Ihare. And in lopport of this af- 
iertion I am ready to enter the liils with 
the author of t^ Notes on Virginia. 

No man, who really knew the late 
Colonel Crefiip, eould have believed the 
tale. He was too brave to he perfidious 
or cruel. He was a man of undaunted 
refolution« A man of whom it might 
he iaid, with as much propriety as I 
believe was ever iaid of man, << that he 
knew not fcar.*' 

Courage, hofpitality, candour, and 
Imcerity, were the prominent featums of 
his charader t Thefe alfo are the plead- 
ing traits in his defcendants. 

Immediately after the peace of Aix« 
la*Chape)le he ettabliOied himielf at Old 
Town, OQ the North Branch of the Po- 
tomack, only fifteen miles this fide of 
Fort Cumberiiind, and one hundred and 
-forty miles to the weftward of Baltimore 
•town. What muft have been the fitu- 
atioB of himfelf end his family on fo 
4iiftattt a frontier, during the war which 
terminated in the year 1763, and during 
the troubles which preceded that war, 
may be eafily conceived by thoie who 
have any knowI«dge whatever at that 
time of the fettlunentsof Pennfylvani;^ 
Kl^rylandi and ^Vjginia. 

After the defeat of General Braddock, 
a company^ raifed and conunanded by his 
oideft fon, Thon[ia4 Creiap, and in a great 
<ncafure fupplied with arms ^d other 
««ceflaries by the Colonel himfelf, at- 
tacked the invading favages, and drove 
'them over the mouirains; but.this vic- 
tory was embittcrol by the iofs pf lh£^ 
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Chiefs fell by wounds, mutually infii^ed^ 
^d expired together. Soon after this 
event Colonel Creiap and his then eldeft 
ion raifed another company at their owa 
expence, eroded the mountains, and de* 
feated the Indians with confiderable 
daughter. After the inhabitants of that 
part of the country where he refided ha^ 
generally iled from thei< houies, and rt* 
tu'ed to the neighbourhood of Conogo- 
chcaque, he remained with his family at 
his houfe, near Old Town, which he ha4 
furrounded with a llockade, for twelve 
months or upwards ; when at lalt he was 
induced to withdraw from fo dangerous 
a fituation, removing with his nooks 
and papecs, accompanied by a few of the 
former inhabitants, who had been in hia 
neighbourhood coUe^ling their cattle, 
and were driving them down the country, 
he was attacked by the Indians, who 
lay in anibufh for him, and four of hi^ 
party were killed on the fpot ^ the |n« 
dims were however repulfed with con- 
fiderabie Iofs, and he had tlie good for- 
tune to efcape unhurt. 

That Colonel Creiap and his fiimiljr 
were frcouently and a^lively engaged in 
the conflifls which took place between 
us aikl the Indians is w^ll known. Tua^ 
ibme of the Indians have fallen by thcir 
hands is not denied j but thofe were not 
in the number of our friends. 

To the Indians, who were attached to 
our caule, his doors were ever open. At 
his houfe was their frequent rendezvous } 
there often they o)et meffengers from the 
then Governors of Virginia and Mary- 
land ; there they were often furniAcd 
with arms, with ammunition, and with 
provifions, and not unfrequently out of 
his own lieiies^ and at his own expence. 

It was to Iholie favages, who were 
Employed by the Frcuch nation (before 
it became our very good friend and ally) 
to ravaee the frontiers ai)4 butcher the 
peaceful inhabitants, tnat he and his fa- 
mily were terrible. And to tbofe they 
46eTe terrible, though not << as the fires of 
Heaven." 

But perhaps it was from the hJ^% 
which I have here Itatcd that Mr. Jcf- 
ferfon confidercd himlclf 'authorifed to 
fay « Colonel Creiap was mfamoui ^ 
the many murders he had committed 00 
the much injured Indians.'* And left 
feme future philofopher, in (bme future 
notes on Virginia, might he tenaptcd ^ 
call him alio << infamims for bis many 
murders of the much injured** Britons, 
ntay perhaps h^ye ^n his motive for 

fiyiog 
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Ajrfng %{th fodi ftlccipilailiim fiiom f li« 
text ^ h\% Govermnent, Aot many ftwt 
§inf:t, vrhen the Biitt^ army taraded 
Uiat ftaic. 

As to Logan ; lightly wooM I tread 
OTcr the graTe trtn at the untutofed 
iarage, btrt jufticc oblige* tne to Aht, I 
Am well afTored that Ste Logan «/#^ 
wiUferftefSf — the rra/ Logan of mahtre 
had but iittk, If any morclikfVieAi to the 
fiSitioui Logan of Jfferfon^s Noies^t than 
the bmtified Caflfrce of Africa to the en- 
lightened philofopherof MonteccUo. 

In what wildernefs Mr. Jeffef fon cnlUd 
this fair flower of akoriginal eloqnence j 
whether he has pre fervid it in the fame 
tfate in which he found it, or by tranf- 
planting it into a more genial A>il, and 
expojing It to a kinder fan, he bas given 
it i^e emheUifimems of cmkivaiiom I 
know not. 

There are many philolbphers fo very 
fond of repreieniing favage nature in tfaie 
moft amiable, and moft exalted point of 
view, that we feel ourfelves lefs rarpriied 
when we fee them become favaees them- 
itlves. To forae one of this clals of philo- 
fophers, I dodbt iMt it owes its exii^ence. 

Yet, but for Jeflerfon, " it would have 
breathed its poilbns in the defart air.** 
Whatever was the foil in which it firft 
fprune up, i: foon would have withered 
and died unnoticed or forgotten, had iiot 
^ prefirued k in his ct>Re8i9n, Prom 
thence the authors of the Annual Regitter 
have given their readers a drawing as 
large as nature. The Rev. Mr. Morfc 
in his Geography, and Mr. Lendrum in 
his Hiltory of the American Revokrtion, 
have followed their example \ and you. 
Sir, are now increafing its celebrity, by 
exhibiting it to thronging fpeAators, witii 
all its colouring retouched and heightened 
by the flowing pencil of armafter.

THOUGHTS ON THE PROVINCIAL COPPER COIN.

HAVING, in the firft part tif this 
Treatife, confidered the * Copper 
Coinage in general, from the earlteft an- 
tiquity down to modern times $ and in 



the fecond made an application of fueb ^ 
obfervations as this confideration intro^ ' 
duced, both to this kingdom and to 
Ireland : and, ftiU farther to elucidate 

the 



* It win be m^dorftood, that when I fjpeak of-theanelentcopper money, I mean alfo tht 

braft. Indeed thofe two metals, as applied to coinage, bave not been by the Medalifts ^rery 

accurately itiftsnguiflied. They have frequently memioned coin and noedah as of br^fc, 

^nrhen it is certain that they contain ajiwch grfater- propertienHof- eopptry and n/ioi ^N/jk, 

* Through 
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the M^ of this di<quifitioo» baring 
defcribcd a number <^ tUfe Qomt» fioail 
indeed if compared to the vaft multitude 
which are in circulation^ but fuch aa 
ftruck me at being from their publichy, 
or fome other particular* moft worthy of 
iMtioe t it now becomes neceflary, in or* 
de|jo profecute my defign to its com- 
pletion, to carry the reader a little out of 
the track in which we have hitherto tra* 
veiled ; and, before we determine upon 
the partictilar inconvenience and the lofs 
accruing from thit fpecies of fraud upon 
the revenue, and coniequen^ly upon the 
jpublic, advert a little to the evils arifing 
from bale and counterfeit copper coin in 
gencrai. 

It is a pleafrng circumftance to me, in 
this part of my lab9Ur, to find the ground 
cleared, and the profpe^l opened, by a 
Gentleman whofe iuperior experience as 
a Majriftnte has made him much better 
acquainted with the fubje^t $ and whofe 
acute and penetrating mind has led him 
to thofe reiearches which have enabled 
him to trace the evil to Its fource, and to 
delineate, with perfpicuity and truth, that 
infiMnous traftic which has long fubtifted, 
and deluged the land with thofe bale 
metal haU pence, known by the appellation 
of Birmingham's. 

The Provincial Copper Coin I take to 
be a branch from the fame ftream, di- 
verted irom its original channel j or, in 
other words, a fraud more cautioufly 
concealed, under the fpecious form of en- 



couraging the art$» promodng trade and 
coomierce, perpetuating public events 
and public in(f itutioas, and even of ehi- 
cidkting the hiftory of the country. 

Tiie Gentleman to whom I have al* 
luded (Mr. Colcuhoun), in his excellent 
Treatife on the Police of the Metropolisy 
page no, fpeaking of the counterfeit 
copper coin, lays, << Of the copper money 
made in imitation of the current coin of 
this realm, there are many forts, fold at 
di£ferent prices, according to their fixe i 
but in general they may be divided into 
two, namely, the (lamped and the plain 
halfpence. Of both thefe kinds immenfe 
quantities have been made in linden, 
and alfo at Birmingham, Billton, Wed« 
nelbury, Wolverhampton, &c.'* 

'* A fpecies of counterfeit halfpence, 
made wholly of lead * has- lately been 
circulated. 

•« The plain halfpence are generally 
made at Birmingham, and from their 
thicknefs afford a wonderful deceptioiv. 
They are fold, however, at about a 
farthing each, i oo per cent, profit. Thefe 
dealers are not the uiUren i but the^ fell 
them again, in pieces, or five ihilling 
papers, at the raie of twcnty-cight, or 
thirty-one (hillings for a guinea, not only 
to the fmajberi^ but a& to perfons in 
different trades, not only in the metro- 
polis, but country towns f, who pafa 
them, in the courie of their bufinefs, a^ 
the full import value.**

Through all the northern counties of this kingdom, the cuftona is to call the copper coin 
«< brafs." •' This is good brafa !*' — " That is bad brafs !'' — are phrafes equally applied to 
tbe Tower. Birmingham, or Provincial halfpence, as either may happen to be current in the 
difbi^. With refpta to the two latter fpecies, they are, generally fpeakmg, nearer the 
mark ; for they are, as I have obTerved on one of ihem in the beginning of this fpecuUtion, 
«'f that compofitign wh Ch founders denominate wtttalt i. t. a mixture of copper and brafs, in 
whieh the latter predominates. The fame may be faid of the coin and medals of the ancients t 
Ifewofthcmbcingeithcrof pure copper, whch they judged would be too foft, or of fmre 
brafs, if that term may be applied to it, which would be too hard, and confequently fly to 
pieces under the Aamp. They fbmecimes contain alfo a portion of tin. 

The well- known ftory of the origin of- Corinthian brafs (a mixture of gokl, fihrer,'and 
copper) induced many curious perfons to have fome of thofe pieces, faid to be compoied of 
jt> tried by tbe refiners : but it proved a mere fidion, and hath been k>ng fince exploded. 

* I have one of thefe in my poffeffion : it feems rather to be of pewter than lead. The 
imprefiion is fi:oma die better executed than the generality of this rubbifh ; but the curbfity 
#f it is, that it is coloured fo as exadly to refemble copper. I am not acquamted with the 
method of giving it (his Patella. 

f In the month of February 2797 a circumfUnce occurred, vtrhich, as it will (hew the 
mode in which this ne&rious traffic is conducted, I (hall briefly flate s 

The principal of the Mail Coach Manufa£tory was iaformed by the perfon that is appointed 
to Infped thofe machines when they rttum from their joumies, that in rummaging the 
Coiport coach he had found three parcels of confiderable weight, which, upon examination, 
were difcovered to contain a large quantity of counterfeit halfpence. The Gentleman to 
whom this was communicated, much to hin credit, had the guard anef^ed and conveyed i# 
Bow«(treet« wheie the mattfr underwent fevcral Imig and very accurate inveitigaticns, m the 

courfe 
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To apply what has been quoted of 
Counterftit copper coin ia general to the 
provincial halfpence in particular, J 
muft obferve, that all the mifchiefs, and 
all the inconvenience which is attached 
to the reception of bafe money, operates, 
with refpeil to thefc, in as great a de- 
gree, and to as full an extent, as it does 
from thole pieces which have been dc- 
fcribed as being made to refcmble (faint- 
Iy> I confefs) the genuine coin of the 
country. 

If, as many authors have, I had taken 
up the pen to write a panegyric upon the 
Provincial Coin, it would have been very 
eafy for me to have fele^lcd feveral that 
are, it is certain, admirably executed : 
perhaps there may, among the immenfe 
number, 'be founa fome that are, in point 
of workraanftiip, nearly equal to thofe of ' 
the independant ftates of Greece, and 
fuperior to many of the Roman medals, 
paiticulaily thole of the lower empire. 
I might alio have much enlarged the 
preceding catalogue, and have felefted 
leveral as deferving of attention, for 
bearing the imprefliions of buildings, 
cither remarkable for their antiquity or 
their eminence : fuch as Ipfwich Crofs, 
Somerfet Houfe, Bigod's Cattle, York 
Minfter, Mebron Abby, &c. which will 
convey the refemblances of thofe build- 
ings to pofterity long after the originaU 
have mouldered into duft : but it was 
not my intention to write a panegyric 
upon the fubje6^ ; for however great my 
defire may be to fee the arts flourilh, and 
the emanations from them extended from 
the one end of the ifland to the other 5 
nay, from their centre in this country 
over the face of the globe 5 yet I do not 
conceive, even in this point of view, that 
any real and permanent advantage can 

Soilibly be derived to the arts from the 
range and heterogenous juipble of events, 
fyftems, chara^ers, opinions, and ope- 
rations ; from portraits, fymbols, figns, 
and infcriptions, which a coUeftion of 
thofe pieces exhibit. From this motley 
mixture of city conceits, town fenti* 
ments, and village records, ill formed, 
ill condu6led, and ill applied, I do not 
conceive, as I have jutt obferved^ that 



any advantage that could be derived can 
in the fmalleft degree counterbalance the 
evils that accrue, when we confider that 
many of thelir provincial pieces conceal 
an impofition upon the public in general, 
and the lower cfafs of fociety in particu- 
lar, under the patriotic and fpecious pre- 
tence of tranlraitting to pofttrity thoft 
occurrences which, thougn bif^hly im- 
portant to lis who at prefcht exift, would 
perhaps, without fome fuch ijiementos, 
be obliterated, and their remembrance 
confequently loft to the next generation. 
How would it be to be lamented if there 
was any reafon to fuppofe that, perhaps 
a century hence, the worW would be in a 
ftate of ignorance of fome things that 
have dignified the clofe of the prefent } 
fuch as, that in the year 1791 an eminent 
tailor lived in one of the principal ftreeta 
in Birmingham : that a panorama was 
to be feen near the fame fpot : that a 
large colle6lion of wild beafts was cxhi- 
bitetl at Exeter 'Change, London 1 that 
it was neceflary to ftrike a medal to an- 
nounce that tea, coffee, and chocolate, 
might be purchafed in the market-place 
of one town, and foap and candles in that 
of another : that the cheapeft hats in the 
world were to be fold in one part of the 
metropolis ; the cheapeft books in the 
world in another : that it was thought 
necertary to obtain a patent in order to 
fecure to a trufty and welLbeloved fhoe* 
maker the right to make a pair of boots 
of a certain conftru6lion : that beautiful 
lace might be purchafed in Bond-ftlreet s 
and ribbands at Coventry. 

Thefe intimations, engraved on per- 
manent fubftanCes; on fobftances, the 
*value of which cannot, as has frequently 
happened to medals of gold or fdver, 
caule their diminution or diffolution ; 
will be difcoverics to thofe that engage 
in the numifmatic ftudy, perhaps a thou- 
fand years hence : though no one will 
pretend to fay that the pofterior advan- 
tage, which the mind may contemplate 
from thefe tokens of ourdomeftic purfuits 
and avocations, can be of fufficient con- 
fequence to us to make us blind to the 
fraud that is concealed under the fpecious 
pretence for the circulation of thefe and 



comfe of which it appeared that this fellow, who was appointed to proteA the property of the 
public, and alfo the perfons and tfft&% of paflengers, had been long in the habit of carrying 
on this nefarious traffic. That he had at different times received great quantities of thefe 
kind of halfpence, and probably of other goods, from a Jew at Pertfmouth, and conveyed 
them to the hands of fome of the f«in)e fraternity, either upon the road or in the metropolis^ 
Where they are circulated in the manner Mr. Colquhoun has ftated. 
* T^be weight of the halfpence in queftion was upwards of feventy potindi^ 
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hundreds of the fame fpecles : for if we 
do but coniider that many of them are 
made of a ibaaller fize, and much thinner 
in fub(tance> than the Tower half^iencc; 
that they are in fa6l, both with lefpcf^ to 
their metal and their weight, exa£\ly 
upon a par with thole ccunterfcits of the 
current coin wliich have been mentionvd j 
that they are lold at the Unu price, via. 
twenty eight nominal pounus in Pro- 
vincial halfpence tor tburtcen pounds 
^erling, which is four for a penny, joo 
per cent, profit ; though, I have hc2id, 
that when a new mint has been eitHb- 
linked, and there has ibecn a great delire 
to circulate its produce, five tor a penny, 
and even a difcount for prompt upon 
them, has been allowed : my readers will 
therefore judge that where the profit has* 
been fo immeofe, the temptation to en- 
gage in this nefarious tiafhc has borne an 
equal proportion ; and that the lofs to 
the public has been in an exa6) ratio. 

How the valt multitude of thefe coins 
are circulated ? may now become a quef- 
tion : and the evils that attend fuch cir* 
culation will then be an object ot iiujuiry. 
With rtfped to the fir It, I am forry to 
obferve that tl\is Ipecici of tralfic touKI 
not be carried on to any great extent, or 
confequently with any efll»^>, if it had 
not its rile among, or was countenanced 
and ailiHed by, perfons in couriderabie 
bufinefs, and of gieat opulence, either as 
manufa^urcrs, trade linen, ihopkeepcrs, 
or thofe engaged in public works, where 
a number cf men arc employed. 

Thele j>enbns, who have in the exifting 
fcarcity of filver a pretence, though net 
an excufe, either make or contiHct for 
large quantities of thele Provincial half- 
pence, at prices feldom higher than thofc 
I have dated : and the X\\k\ tlHi and the 
Jaft difperfe them to their workmen and 
labourers, in the pioportion of five fhil- 
lingg in filver, and five (hillings w^r/zj of 
cjpper : though it frequently happens 
that thefe poor mechanics, and the la- 
bourers that are, in^ particular, employed 
in canals, in which branch of vifionary 
ioduilry there is e*ven now confidcrable 



fpeculations, are paid their ten ihillingf 
per week wholly in ihefe kind of tokens*. 

The Shopkeepers in, provincial cities 
and country towns, who from fainoert 
receive more gold and filver than circu- 
lates through any other medium, pay 
tht'e lialfj,cnce in the imall change for 
whxh they fo frequently have occafion ; 
therefore, if they have a c-nfidcrablc 
trade, they utter them in fuflaeient num- 
bers to make this a profitable branch cf 
traffic to themltlves. And that it is fa 
ma)' be conjciiurcd by the indultry «^Hi 
Itcfuious anxiety with which they appear 
to encourage their circulation. The 
conlequence of this has been the depre- 
ciation of thole which ufed to be current, 
namely,^ the Birmingham or counterfeit 
hall pence, which are now calkd, and 
will only, in the country, be taken as 
fartbtngs. 

It does not to jne appear fingular, that 
one fpccies of fraud ihould wear out and 
ffive j;)lace to another, becaufe experience 
has convinced me that it is fo m more 
inlUnces than this : but it certainly does 
feem ft range, that a ba/e (hould be pre- 
ferred to a geniane commodity ; yet fo 
it is with relpeft to tradefmen^s tokens, 
which are not only held in doubU the 
eitimation of the counterfeit, but are 
really preferred to the true C government 
hall pence in many, perhaps in all the 
<;ountits north f of the metropolis ; 
where the authc rizcd copper coin of the 
kingdom is frequently, and certainly il- 
legally, refuled, except it is parted with 
at ieis than its real value J. 

With ref|>e^> to the authorized copper 
coin of the country, it is generally known 
that three Tower halfi>ence will weigh 
an ounce : they areveiy frequently ulcd 
in this way in retail (hops, if the ounce 
cr two- ounce weight liappens to be mif- 
laid : therefore the pound of copper 
(Averdupoize) produces firty-eigbl, 
which, taken at its medium price of feven- 
teen pence, fiat ted and in a ftatc fit for 
coining, Uaves a profit of fevcnpence, 
fubje6^ indeed to the expencc of the preU 
labour, \ipon every pound. The very

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fMttutiAiI penny pieces, lately puhlifhcd, 
are proportionably hsraVier, an<l conse- 
quently not io proHtaMc to Government. 
Many of the Provincial haifpencc pro- 
4^UQc fe^/rnty-i'wo from a pound of inctal, 
pot intrinlkally worth, in a ftate fit for 
coining, more than eleyenpcncc \ leaving, 
tlitreforc, a profit of two /hillings and 
one penny per pound, more than two 
hundred yi<rr cent, to the on^Wi'iX founders 5 
they C3KJ, conlcquently, well afford a 
large dtfcount j or, in other words, to 
make the uttering of this bafe and illegal 
coin a matter ot confiderable importance 
to manuta«5lurers, canal- undertakers, 
todefnien, and fliopkeepeVs, cfpecially 
xvhen to large profit is joined another 
inducement, which is perhaps, if we even 
^onlider them as in Ibme degree con- 
nc^ed, a ftill Itronger ftimulus to the 
human /mind: I mean notoriety, fame, 
celebrity, avarice, or by whatsoever ap- 
pellation that pafTion, which leads a man 
to publifh hb own works, or his own 
/hop, is diftingui/lied : it is therefore no 
wonder that their circulation is immenlJf, 

Huving now confidered our Proviiicial 
halfpence in feveral points of view in the 
former pages, and the particular mode of 
circulating them in the latter, I (hall 
conclude this treatife with a few ob- 
servations upon the evils and inconve- 
niences which arife from fuch circu- 
lation. 

The D/apier, in his Addrefs to the 
People of Irdand, aflcs this qneftion ; 

** Do you think that I would give you 
a yard of tenpcnny llufF fur twenty of 
thefc (Wood's) haifpencc ?'* and then 
ftnfwers timfelf, «« No ! J muft have two 
hundred at leaft." 

So do I I {o does the people of the 
metropolis fay : that they will not take 
Provincial tokens at a greater than the 
intrinfic value of the metal ; and that, I 
have (hewn, is Icarce of any. 

But although this drofs is in London 
exploded, it is ftill cuiTent in the coun- 
^^y* How current ? It has not, I con- 
^<ffii, that unlimited circulation which it 
had while a novelty ; you cannot now 
Paff at Bamet, nor e? en at Doncafter, a 
ProTincial halfpenny which fou took at 
York ; but ftill it is certainly current in 
a diftrifl, from which local currency 
arlies a confiderable fraud upon, and a

confiderable inconvcnjcnce to the indi- 
gent part of the public j as, for inftance^ 
luppole a poor man is raid his wages aS 
a labourer on the CheRer canal in the 
Provincials that are the favourites in thai 
city : he is perhkps difcharged, crchufes 
to remove to another fcene of employ- 
ment. If he travels to Shrcwibury on 
the one fide, or Manchefler on the other, 
or indeed to any town at twenty or thirty 
miles diltance, he will find more than 
half the coin which he took at the fonuci" 
city of little ufe to him upon the road, 
and of none when he grts to the end of 
his journey. At one place he will learn 
that I hey aic people of fuch tafte that 
they will not take a luig halfpenny : at 
another, a bat • < ffends them. In Ibme 
towns they diflike the motloiy in others 
the portraits, 'which thofe pieces exhibit. 
One man, they fay, has brought fo many 
children from diitant parts, that he has 
deprclVed the price of labour, and raift^ 
that of provifions, therefore they will 
have nothing to do with his image. The 
machinery of another has, they ftate, de- 
prived the poor of employment, therefore 
they will not fuffer his face to be current 
aniongft them. Of the politics of fome 
they difapprove, of the principles of 
others ; in fhort, thefc pieces arc the fport 
of caprice, the unconfcious obje£ks or an- 
plaule or of deteftation, fubjeft to all the 
various operations of pafiion, of intcrcft, 
of malevolence, of tommcrcial oppofition, 
and of party prejudice : all which, if 
they are even carried no further than to 
fharpen the invention^ and awaken the 
mental powers, of their circulators or de- 
predators, are, with refpe6l to this coin, 
of ferious confequence to the poor 5 many / 
of whom, owing to the cuxumftarces 
juft ftated, have large quantities by them, 
or have been obliged to fell to the tinker^ 
for, the mercft trifte, that trafti which 
they had been weak em)ugh to receive as 
the reward of induftry and ingenuity. 

In the courfe of a tour of near ftve 
hundi*ed miles tliron^h the Northern 
counties I experieiKed tht operation of 
that caprice, withi'efpe6l to thefe ^okens, 
which I have juft made a fubjeA of cb- 
fervation* The change, which I had 
received at one turnpike gate, was very 
frequently refufed at the next. ' The 
Provincial halfpence, which were in ont 
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town of general currency^ were in an- 
other fcnipuloufly examined, and per- 
haps half of them rejc6^ed 5 or only 
deemed paiTable at a diminiOied valuation. 
I remarked the operation of this ca- 
pricious fyftem in many places, particu- 
larly in markets, and faw that it was 
produ£live of confiderablc contention, and 
confequently hindrance of bufmefs; of 
fraud in the original promulgators y and 
lofs and inconvenience to the poor : I 
therefore determined, through the medium 
of The European Magazine (ave- 
liicle in which they were the moft likely 
to attraft the attention of the public), to 
ftate my thoughts upon the .fubje6l. 
This I Hiould much fooner have done, 
had not a number of avocations precluded 
me ; but it is not yet too late $ the evil 
flill continues, and indeed^ as I am inr 
formed, increafcs: therefore, although 
the Le^iflature has not armed the hands 
of the Magiftrates with very ftrong wea- 
pons, I (liU think that they are eoual to 
the fuppreifion of this illicit kind of 
traffic^ which, if fuffered to prevail, muft 
not only caufe a further depreciation of 
the authorized copper coin of this king- 



dom, and that too in a moment when» 
from the exertions of the artifts con- 
cerned, it has acquired an elegance and 
beauty unknown to that of former ages ; 
but will totally inlpoverifh the lower or- 
der of the people, to the burthen of thei^- 
relpeftive parishes, by inducing them to 
exchange their commodities, their la- 
bour, their time, and talents, for a vile 
kind of drofs, of no value in itfelf, and 
fubje6l to the capricious eftimation of 
ihofe who may, for finifter pui*po fes, find 
it convenient to depreciate in one county 
or town thofe tokens, to which they are 
fcdulouHy endeavouring to give an arti- 
ficial currency in another. I therefore 
do ferioufly recommend to the faid Ma- 
giftrates, in every diftri6l, to pay that 
attention to the luppreinon of theie in- 
ill' uments of fraud and opprefTion which 
theii* duty demands, and which the pub- 
lic expefls from them ; convinced at the 
fame time, that they only needed the 
flightcft Jiint to ftimulate their aftivity, 
efpecially, as while it will have in view 
the protection of the revenue, it will alfo 
be exerted in the fervicc, and for the rct 
lief of the poor.

It has 
been well obferved that a pallion for the 
marveJlous is the diftingulfhing cha- 
rafterillic of a nation emerging from, or 
finking into, barbarity 5 as man, jn thp 
oppofite extremes of childhood and old 
age, requires rocking in a cradle. If 
this ftatement be true, and hiftory cer- 
tainly confirms it, the profpefts of the 
prefcnt age are of a nature extremely 
alarming j for perhaps there never was a 
period, fmce the days of Charlemagne, 
that teemed with fuch extravagant ro- 
mances. I have, during my peregri- 
nations, watched with fome attention the 
decline and fall of novels in the prefcnt 
age, I remember the time when ge- 
nuine nature was the tafte of the town j 
"when we condefcended to be pleafetl with 
the trania^lions of an inn, or a kitchen 
6 re- fide, delineated by the maftei^y pen 
of a Fielding or a Smollett i wit was then 
thought a neceflary appendage to a writer, 
and the fimple defcnptlons of real life 
were perufed with avidity and fatis- 
faflion. This period, however, vaniihed j 
and "Britain, changeful as a child. at 
P^*^y»*' grew fo luxurious and dainty, 
that common life ceafcd to intereft her. 
Sentimental delicacy fucceeded next, and 
a whole -hoft of fighing fwains, with the 
voluminous Richardlon at their head, 
continued to entangle the town indelicate 
diftreffes, errors of innocence, and ex- 
ccfiive fenfibility. Nature, though thrown 
in the back ground, was yet not totally 
deferted j but vi^as occafionally brought 
forward, like inferior obje6l$ in a picture, 
to increafe the effeft. |t was referved 
for the prefent times to <* out hend 
Herod/* and introduce extravagancies 
hitherto unheard of, and catallrophies 
which the moft fertije imagination could 
not have conceived. Net that the fenti- 
mcntal clafs is totally excluded j we haye 
ftill a flying fquadron (as any ore who 
takes the trouble to perufe Mr. J^ane's 
catalogue may perceive), compofed of 
embarraffed attachrnents, exalted attach- 
'ments, error? of fenfibility, exceflive kn- 
Ability, &c. &c. but the main body is 
•put to flight, and in their (lead a race of 
exotics is introduced, incumbered with 
the Gothic pomp of German armoui*, 
which I fmcerely hope, for the credit of 
our nation, will not be long fuflFered to 
keep their ground. We have generally 
and juflly been reckoned an honefl; and 
i^pright people j but Ihould a foreigner 
vt ordinary nerves take up a catalogue of 



our prefent publications, he would cer- 
tainly fuppofe us a fet of the molt in- 
fidious and fanguinary creatures that 
ever in felled the world. The Daniih 
MaflTacre, The Myfteri^s of UdoJpho, 
Myfterious Warnings, Piiantoms of the 
Cl'jifters, or The Myfterious Manufcrij^, 
interfperled (as the fair Author kindly 
informs us) with beautiful pieces of 
Poetry, The Myfteries of the Black 
Tower, The Sorcerer, with a countleiis 
et cattra of books of the fame tendency, 
would certainly deprive us of allclaimt 
to opennefs and candour, if the mannert 
and difpofitions of a people are to be 
difcovered from the ftatc of Literature 
among them * 

Thus it appears that the Literature 
of our country has been divided into three 
clafles, the natural, the fentimental, and 
the marvellous, anfwcring precifely to 
the periods of profpcrity, decline, and 
fall of the Roman Empire \ and perhaps 
the caufes of both may be traced to the 
fame fource, namely, an enormous in- 
creafe of luxury, and the repeated inroads 
of Gothic barbarians. 

It is worthy obfervation, that moft of 
the romances above enumerated are the 
productions of female pens ; and it will 
be difcovered, that Mr. Lane is obliged 
to the female lex for furniffiing at leall 
three- fourths of his ample library, where, 
^o quote his own words, '< the fofi, 
fender, fympathetic foul, who wiflics 
poetical amufements, will find folace j^* 
and where, <« for his gay, volatile friends, 
whofc deHres center in a chearful amulc- 
pient of their leifure hours, an alTiduous 
collection has been made of every nuvel 
and romance that has ever been pub- 
l:Jbect r"* Heavens, what a flough of 
defpond to wade through ! how inex- 
preifibly is the world obliged to him for 
his care and attention ! What praifes aie 
fufficient to celebrate this Maecenas of 
the age j and how much more, (hould we 
be delighted, if, inftead of the prefent 
emblenriatical device in the frontifpiece 
of his catalogue, of Minerva protecting 
Literature, he had depi6\ed himfelf, like 
another Jupiter, fitting in ftate, with bis 
inferior deities around him, apd Minerva^ 
Jfliiing front) his head. 

I was led into this train of thought by 
a converfation which I lately overheard 
in the library in Leadcnliall-ftreet. I 
had not been many minutes there, when 
the appearance of two very pretty women 
drew my attention, between whom the 
following converfation pafl*ed : «* My 
dear l^vxv^t have you read tl^e new novel 

I re. 
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I recommended to you, TIi4 Animated 
Skeleton ? I afl'urc you it i$ the pro- 
du6lion of a very young lady, and is her 
firft appearance in that cbara^Vcr." — 
/,. * Heaven grant it may be her Jaft ! 
What, a young lady in the chai-a^ler of 
an animated (keltton ? I prottft I fti ud- 
der at the bare idea/ — ** Pooh ! You 
will know better foon ! To be fure they 
vfed to frighten me a little at firft, but it 
is nothing when you are ufed to it 5 
there is nothing elfe read now, and for 
my part I would not give a farthing for 
a novel that had not fomething about 
ghods, and Ikeletons, and hobgoblins, 
and Emily walking alon^ with a great 
Jamp in her hand through a parcel of 
damp cellars, in fcarch of fomething to 
terriiy her io her heart's content.'' — 
/.. « Well, It is furpriUng- to me what 
pleafure you can take in I'uch (hocking 
Dooks, that ought to infpire you with 
horror; for my pait I never 'touch a 
novel that is not recommended by Cap- 
tain O'Brien, and he always fends me 
Difinterefted Love, Exceffive Senfibility, 
Delufions of the Heart, and all thofc 
charming books that melt my very foul, 
and make me weep while fitting under 
the great Oak in our garden.' Here the 
converfation funk to fo low a whifper 
that I could not overhear wliat pafied, 
but retired, convinced of the error of the 
race of fnailing moralifts, who find fault 
with the tendency of thofc innocent re- 
creations. 

To fpeak ferioufly, I cannot approve 
of the preient rage for writing that in- 
fefts our fair 'countrywomen J the pen in 
the hands "of a woman (when thus ap- 
plied) is almoft as uncouth an inftrument 
fts a lance or a mufquet ; and if, like the 
Amazons of old, they are detcrmfncd to 
wield the aiTns of men, they will, like 
thofe warlike virgins, be obliged to dif- 
^gure them felv ti> in order to be qualified 
for the undertaking. Authorlhip is at 
bcft but an idle trade, and all the private 
anecdotes I have been ablt; to collefl of 
thoife females who have devoted ihem- 
felves to its perils, have not induced me 
to alter my opinion.. The fate of many 
k female writer may be confidered in two 
points of view. In youth fhe is perhaps 
nandfomc in her perlbn, and pofrcfTed of 
an 4ruent imagination, ftrong paflion«. 



and weak judgment. She {ct% cut with 
a dctcjmi»ation to diftinguilh herfelf io 
the world, bi:t unluckily ,is not very nice 
with regard to the manner. Ficra htr 
eccentricities flie is Ihut out from the 
few modes by which a woman may ren- 
der htrfelf independent, and^hus at ah 
early age relics on the exertions of her 
pen for fupport. If fuch' a woman be 
any way attni6\ive in her perfon, fhe 
cannot fail to fall a facrifice to fome art- 
ful fultor, who, attacking her with her 
own arguments, perfuades her to live 
with him unfhacklcd by the mairiagc 
tic. The confequences of fuch an union 
are cafdy forefeen j a few months of joy, 
then indifference on the qjie fide, and 
frantic upbi-aidings on the other : a /e- 
paration enlues, and if the lady be a 
ttorou^h'brt'd modern philojopbery /he 
claims the liberty of doing as fhe pleafes 
with her own perfon, aiKi quit« the 
world in a rage. If this event does not 
take place, /lie in her eccentric courl^ 
attaches herfelf to fome man, who, having 
like her tafted of the fruit of perverted 
knowledge, is, like her, felf-cxilcd from 
the paradifc of fecial pleafure. With 
him ihe labours in the vincyaid jof in- 
novation, and rails at her fex for not 
adopting maxims, which to her have 
brongfit nothing but difappointment and 
mifery. Such- are her purfuits whilo 
ycuth and beauty in fome fort extenuate 
her foibles j but when old age ap- 
proaches, that time in which fingiuarities 
of any fort are lefs callly tolerated, her 
iituation becomes much worfe. She 13 
now negligent in her appeai"ance, (lighted 
by her acquaintance, and ridiculed hy 
the world j and fits like the female 
Writer of Tragedy, fo well defcribed by 
Smollett, in all the confufion of genius 
and literary difliabille, ** whilfc bens ?nd 
dogs and hogs are feeding by.** Hapiiy 
the wK)man who is content with the lot 
in which frovldence has placed her j 
who can improve, herfelf by the literary 
labours of others, without wiAiing to 
become one of the fraternity ; and whq,j 
in old age, looks back tvlth tranfport oil 
her paft life, confcious that the well- 
educated family around her arc indebted 
to her ileadinefs and prudence for thv 
various advantages they enjoy.

PRECOCITY of talents, or of un-^ 
dcrltanding, are not always dtfirable, 
as progreffion of talent and of under- 
ibnding does not always attend them, 
and it 18 too common a complaint, that 
primis ultima cedunt, that the latter ef- 
forts bear no proportion to the firit •. 
Nfr. Wcftley is an exception to this rule j 
he compoied an oratorio %\. the age of 
eight years, and played well on the 
organ at five f . Yet his compofitions 
are now much more forcible than they 
were, and his manner of touching the 
organ more Icarnfed and moie varied. 
His fingers are extremely well managed, 
and he has all the grand and ferious 
graces wliich that folemn inftrument de- 
mands in the higheft peife£lion. He is 
an exquifitc performer for a church, as 
he contents himfelf with playing fuch 
mufic as the dignity and facrednefs of 
the place require. He accompaiiies the 
voice with the organ with great feeling 
and delicacy, and fupports it without 
overpowering it. His talents, his man- 
ners, and his virtues, fhcw that he does 
not degenerate from his family, who 
have now for nearly a century been dif- 
tir.guiflied for their genius and their 
piety, and ftiew how eminently fitted he 
18 to conduft the mufic of an HofpitaJ, 
no lefs dillinguiflied for the excellence of 
its charity, than for the honourable and 
dilintcrefted manner in which it is go- 
verned. 

Nothing could be conceived more af- 
fefling than the countenances of the ex- 
cellent father and mother of this extraor- 
dinary young man,whilfthe was eliciting 
his deleft ial drains from the organ. 
Their eyes, nearly fuiFufed in tears, were 
lapliftcd to Heaven, and their hands 



clafped together in pious gratitude and 
thankfulnefs to the great Author of every 
good and perfeft gift, for having be- 
Sowcd upon their fon talents fo'^tran- 
fcending the ordinary qualities of man- 
kind. It made a pifture fitted for the 
pencil of 0orainichino himfelf, that great 
painter of fcntiment and of afFe6lion.

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prince, he has been accufed of nepotifm, 
and of favouring too much a nephcvv^ of 
his own name, whom he created a Duke.

Pafquin faid of him 
on the occafion, in allulion to two parts 
of the Mafs, ** Our Pope is gone with- 
iiut Glor)' to vlfit a man who has not the 
Creed ;"" and our Dr. Johnfon was much 
dllguiUd and ijidignant at the peregri- 
nation of the Head of the Weftcrn 
Church. Some of his plans were mag- 
Dificent, particularly that of draining 
the Pontine marihes, and rcil^oring fa- 
lubrity to a great tra6l of territory. It 
failed by the cxcefTivc rainy weather, and 
frcm want of money, that fad deftroyer 
of many an excellent proje£l in a State. 
The Pope was reckoned a man of Ibme 
vanity, and anxious of diftinguiHung his 
Pontificate by ere^ing buildings, lome- 
times without neceffity, fometimcs with- 
out tafte, antl ibnietlmcs to the detriment 
of very beautiful edifices which had been 
b^ilt. His arms are lilies, an eagle, and 
Boreas blowing,| and feme liars. Seme 
Latin lines were made upon him, vi'hich 
|nay be thus tranllated : 
Let GaiUa''s King his beauteous lilies wear. 
Nor from the Pole iti glories longer tear i 
Rcllore to Auftria's race her plumed creil. 
Then fur thyGrlf, go^d Brafchi, keep the reft. 

Yet what events have happened fince 
tlicfe lines were made ! Gallia has no 
longer a King, the proud creft of Auftria 
is cruelly debafcd, and the Pontiff him fe If 
is an exile and a wanderer ! With what 
other difal^ets the womb of fate teems 
for Europe is known only to Him in 
whofc almighty hands are the iffues cf 
life and ot death, the lot of mankind, and 
the fortune ot liates and empires. 

COUNTESS OF ORMONDE. 
" It was my chance,'* lays the learned 
Sir Thomas Smith, in one of his Orations 
on the Marriage of Queen Elizabeth, 
•* to be at dinner with the Countefs of 
Ormonde, whom Sir Francis Benyon 
married. She iaid fhe had now borne 
ten children, and that fhe was brought 
to bed not To nicely as the ladies arc here 
in Kngland, but either in a tent or a 
wide barn, after the manner of her coun- 
try Ireland : * and I tell you,' laid (lie, . 
« tLat i ftlt no manner of pain at thefc 



births ; nor I fee no caufe why I (houti, 
make fo nice of the matter as you do 
here in Epgland : we do not fo in our 
country.* Whereat an old Lady wa* 
wonderfully offended, and faid that they 
were beaits, and that Lady Ormonde was 
but a beaft to fay fo. Then Lady Or- 
monde, as a witty Lady, turned the 
matter, and faid it was a gift which 
Saint Patrick begged of Our Lady for 
his countrywomen. But the truth is," 
adds. Sir Thomas, ** that all women do 
not iHr about to travail and to labour as 
they do there, and do not ufe them fe Ives 
to red and to eafe, as they can better 
away with travail becaufe of ufe, fo they 
bear that travail ot childbirth with much 
more eale, or in manner without pain.'*

CHARLES THE SECOND, KING OF 
ENGLAND. 

Nothing is fo bad as the excefs of 
good ; it makes the real good to be 
difliked, and caufes perlons to find fault 
with the good itfelf, and not with the 
abufe of it. Charles the Second's difiike 
of religion is fuppofed to have arilen 
from his being obliged, when he was in 
Scotland, to hear fix fermons a day, and 
to fpend the whole Sabbath day in his 
loom, without (tirring out to take & 
walk. 

The Proclamation refpe^iing the al- 
lowance ot Sports, made in 1633, reftored . 
to rur countrymen the, falutary ufe of 
the Lord's-day, which before that time 
had been made a day, not of reft, nor of 
Icifure, but a day of mortification, and 
of too laborious devotion, by the Pu- 
ritans. 

** The inconveniences," fays the Pro- 
clamation, " that the prohibition *of 
Sports on the Sabbath-day occafions, are, 
that it ket|/cth the common and meaner 
foit of people from ufmg fuch exercifc 
as may make their bodies more able for 
war ; lets up drinking, tipling, and fil- 
thy drunkennefs, and breeds a number 
of idle ami difcotUenifd Jt>fe€hcs in the 
ale-houl'es : for when fitall the common 
peo/>ie have itave to exircifty if not 
upon Sundays and holidays, feeing that 
they mull apply their labour and win 
their living on all working days. 



" His Majeftifs pleafure is, that, 

after the end of divine iervice, his good 

people be not dilturbed, letted, or dif- 

courag^^ 
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courage^, from my Uwfui ^xercire ^, 
I'uch as dancingi eiuier vien or womeiiy 
archery for men, leaping^ yaultihg, or 
any fuch harmleni recreation j nor from 
ihaving of May-games, Whittun ^es, 
roorrice dancing, and the fetting up of 
May-poles, and other fports therein 
ufual, fo as the fame hfi had in due and 
convenient tim«, without impediment Qt 
negleft of divine worfhiu." 

The Puritans, Indeed, had gone fo far 
ti to prevent brewing on a $aturday, for 
fear th£ beer fliould v.vrk on (he Sunday 
afterwards. 

Genoa of all the towns in Italy ufed 
to be the dulled and the moil wicked. 
** I wilb»^* fan! the acute Signer CateHa, 
^' that we had as many harlequins as *at 
Venice, we (hould then have fewer jea- 
] /ufies, fewer intrigues, and fewer aflaf* 
linations. Idleness is more dangerous 
than amuiement to the peace of the miqd, 
and public amufement lefs corruptive of 
its purity than private pleafurc.** 

BEAUMBLLC. 

The ingenious writer of the * Memoirs 
of Madame de Maintenon* virrotc a whim* 
£cal book, called * Mef Pinfiai in which 
there arc the(e oblervations refpe^ing 
En^laBd :— « The foliditv of £ngli£ 
credit,*' %s he, <* is fuch, toat the nation 
procures a^ fource of wealth from a fpe- 
cies of borrowing that would niin a 
private perfon. When Frai^ce borrows 
^he fpeaks of Old France), it creates a 
atbt, and often a want: in England, 
when k borrows, it extingviHies always 
a want, and at the fame time ci-cates a 
revenue. , 

*,< England is a very ftriking proof, 
that an eternal and immoveable confti- 
tudon is an effe^ that cannot be bought 
too dear. The conftitution of England,*' 
concludes he, " muft be immortal \ for 
a wife pec^le can never be etiftaved by 
an enemy from without, nor can a free 
people be ever enilaved by an enemy fcom 
vritbin. Rome has perilhedj and, in« 
deed, could it liave fuhfifted ? Its fyftem 
tended to deftroy its n-eatnefs, and not 
to its prefervation.

This once popular writer ufed to de- 
clare to his friends, that the motive f 
for his writing < Trlflnun Shandy,* wae 
a deiire to expofe pedantry and mik pre** 
tenijons (o learning; This does not ap* 
pear very probabki^ nnd perhaps he was 
glad to give (onut plsufible reak>n for the 
pbje^ionable parts of his book. When 
firft he came to town, he was extreouly 
fSie and rarefied by the great and the 
wits of the metropolis. He was the idol 
of every coqapMiy ; and Dr. Johnfbn 
u(ed to fay, that the livelinefs of his 
converfation had made (iich an impnffion 
on Garrick and Keynokis that iie re« 
movedwith fame difiiculfey. 

The ingenious Dr. Ferrior, in a Daper 
printed amoogft the < PhiiolbphicaJ and 
Critical Memoirs,* publiAici by the Li- 
terary Society of Mandiefter, has very 
fairly proved now much Steirne borrowed 
(took &iihop Hall, Burton's Anatomy,

^ome to yqur hands.

THE office, to which you are this day 
appointed, is of no finall import- 
ance } inafmuch as the welfare of a con- 
fiderable part of our fellow- fubjefts de- 
pends upon the due execution of it. It 
isj^tfwr duty. Sir, to be the Gvardian 
AND Protector of the Poor;^ 
and, as fuch, to provide employment 
for thofe who can work, and relief and 
i'upport for thofe who ccwiot j to place 
thtyouttg in a way of obtaining an honcft 
livelihood by their induifr^, and to en- 
able the aged to clofe their labours and 
their life in peace and comfort. 

In the execution of this office, it is 
your duty to confider how you -may beft 
improve tl^ fitnation of the Poor in your 
pariih, fo as to leflTen the calls for pa- 
rochial relief, and thereby to diminifli 
your parifti rate. In this refpeS, much 
may be done ^»y occafional aid and en- 
couragement to pariffiloners with brge 
families J much, by means of regular

tn making the )KK>r*$-rate, it is -necef- 
Ary that a majority of the church- 
vfaraettit tmd overfeert (bould concur i 
tffid It ta your duty to tnake an equal 
jk^ impartial rate, without favour or 
alMkyn, upon every cccMfiier of lands, 
hojCtfiM* tithes, mines, and faleable un- 
derwoods in your pariih. When fuch 
rate is made, it is to be apmjbvfd and ^ 
figned by two juftices, dwelling in or 
near your pariih ; and, on the Sunday 
after, pubTilhed in your parifh church. 

In cafe the rates, fo made, ihall not be 
regularly paid, you may obtain a fum- 
moms for the perfoh making default to 
appear before two ncighbourinc juf- 
tice* J who nlay, by warrant, authorize 
fuch nrtes to be raifed by diftrcfs In 
your pari(h 5 or, if fuflScient goods of 
fuch perfon making default be not found 
in your parifh, then, upon application to 
one juftice, to be levied in any other 
county or diMft, wheit the dtfiiulter 
may have property. 

with regitrd to the pdor^i^rat^, we 
know that there are inftances in (bme 
parts of England where it has been levied 
V Tipon tife Pedr : we mean by the poor, , 
tnofc v^ho have Mt the advantage 6f arty 
Jirofcflkm, trade, property, or income, 
nor dthcr means of fVipport, except their 
daily labour ; »Ad who have only a cot- 
tage, a Kf tie garden, and a few articles 
Qt furniture, merely fuch. as utt neceflary 
for them and their families ; and we 
think it our duty to obferVe, that, to 
charge fuch poor perfon s to the rate at 
all, appears to us to be diiie5lly contrary 
to the authority under which the rate is 
made; viz. the Statute of £I»abeth, 
lArhlch was puffed f<!>on after thediilblution 
of the monafterieft, and intitled " An 
Aft for the Relief of the fw$" an 
A6^, in which if e^uages had been in- 
fended to have been included, they would 
have been exj^befsly named, .at wdi as 
bonjis I from which they were then con- 
fidered as totally difftrent, and diftin- 
guifhable in point of hiw. 

It is impoflible to read that ftatute, 
without perceiving that it wa? never 
intended to compel the Poovt who are 
frugal and induftrious, to fup|)Ort thole 
■who are not fo; but that thei^ is 
throughout a diftinAioa made betweea 



the etafs of men, n<sr havmg Income or 
property, which is to be intitled to relief 
vnoer it, and thofe who, fix>m tfie hicome 
of their property,' profefiion, trade, or 
occupation, are to contribute to that 
relict : that by the Poor are intended 
the labouring cottagers 5 who, if out of 
employment > are under that Aft to havo 
work found them 5 if lame, impotent^i 
old, or blind, and unable to work, are to 
receive pecuniary or other relief; *»ho, 
If habitaiiona are wanting, art to hava 
thfcm ereftid at the charge of the p^riA t 
and whofe children, if uaemploy^, are 
to be iet to work, and, at a fit age, to 
be placed out apprentices in fervice, or 
to a trade. 

But, whatever may be the opinion a$ 
to the laiify there can be no doubt in 
Doint of prudence J that Awhile the day 
labourer, who has children, is exerting 
himfelf to maintain his family without 
parochial aid, it is a dangerous experi- 
ment to attempt to make him contribute 
to the fupport of your other poor, with 
the probable, or even a poilible, C05- 
fequence of driving a large family on thQ 
parifh. • 

There is, however, one clifs of la- 
bouring men, who have ftill a fuperior 
daim to exemption from pariih rate* j— 
the members of Friendly Societies, wha 
arc acquiring for thcmi'elves, out of the 
favings of their own induftry, an eligible 
and honourable provifion, independent of 
the poor laws. As thele focieties, par- 
ticularly ^beri they enjoy ibfe adveuftage 
9f having their rules framed and con-, 
firmed according to /«w, have the eflfeft 
of greatly reducing the poor's -rate, it 
is required of you, as an aft not m^ely 
oi Jujiice but of /rudtneey not to en^ 
deavouTf in any cafe, to compel fucl^ 
hbourin^ men, being members ot Fricndr 
ly Societies ef^bliO^ according to laWj, 
to contribute to the fupport ot ibe 6tbtt 
f^r of their own pariih. 

In applying the rate for the r^cf of 
the poor, we requeft that yoM will attend 
to the permanent imprv^ement of thei^ 
condition, rather than to the little es?- 
p^dieiit or economy of the moment. If 
a poor man's family is vifited by fKk- 
neis or calamity, it is better for your 
parifh that he fhould r^ve a timely 
Aipply of medka] and other neceffary 
afliltahcc at home, and be re-cibbliiheci 
in the power of maintaining himl'elf and 
his family by his labour, than that they 
(hould be negkfted, until ^t beconm 
aeceffiur/ to'motf ^h(m into the yo«r- 

houfe« 
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houTe, wheri they mtv pr6babiy i^nnain 
« borthen to the paiiui for many ytan t 
It" the poor of your par^ want employ* 
menty there it more economy in fupply* 
ing them with initni^ion* attot^rage- 
menty Ipirniiiiff-wheeU, wool, and other 
means of eamtng a livtiihoodi than in 
Jearing them to be oppreiled by poverty, 
and by that languid and de(ponding in* 
dolence, which it often ntser the mif* 
fortune than the vice of the Poor $ with 
the conieqtienoe of being obliged to 
makitain the family afterwatda, at tdn 
tim^s the escpence that wouM hare been 
incttrred at firtt by a timely fupply of 
relief to themieiret. Upon thit head 
we have one earneft requeft to mftkei 
that whatever is made by their labour, 
they may hai^ the wif&U frothtte of it> 
without any dedof^ion, on any pretence 
whatever. Thfc evnings of the poor 
Oiould be facred and inviolate, in order 
to encourage them to ivork» and to 
exempt the charafter^of their employers 
from the imputatkm of intcrcibrd mo* 
(ivct. 

Upon the authority of the cafe of 
the King and North ^birlds (20. Geo* 
III.) we have, where parents have ap«. 
plied fotf fupport for their infant chlk 
ittn under tevcn yeart of age, ordered 
them relief at home, without removing 
the parents or chikben into the parifi 
workhoule ; adopting the hutnane and 
judicious fentiroents, which Mr. Joftice 
Buller delivered on that occafion : *^ 
That it wouM be injurious to pariihes, 
if, ** when one of a numerous family 
wants relief,, the wboU muft go to the 
|>ariih workhoufe 5" and that it woukl 
pe very unjuft « that the parifli ihouki 
be intitl^d to the labour of a whole 
family, bfcaufe one of them might want 
relief.'' Any diflB«u|ties, however, that 
have remainea on this fubje^, have beeq 
removed by the Aft (36. Geo. HI. 
cap. 23.), which enables Magtftrates 
fo make fpeciai orders for the relief of 
induftrious poor perfons at borne. 

It is your duty, Sir, to fee that there 
are proper habitations for the poor of 
your parilh ; and if, by the decay of 
cottages, or by the increai^ of popu- 
lation, v^oTt habitations are want^ for 
them, you arc, with the leave of the 
(ord of the roano^, to ereft e^tttge^

tive encouragement and proteRlon of the 
dc^rving poor, there remains another 
claisi which it will be iieceliary to re« 
fbnn by puniflimcnt 1 I mean thole 
drones of ioctety, iale and dtjordarlff 
perionsy whom the law has defcribed as 
^agranJif rogues f and Vi^ab^ndi. It is 
d«e to the honeft eitertions of the iiu 
duib-ious cottaeer, <that, while he re- 
ceives aid and eneouragemcnt^ thejr 
fhould no^ efcape correal ion : that every 
diftiii£lioti flu>«ld be made between him 
and thofe who wander about, cnde»- 
v«Urinff to fubilft, without labour, oa 
the indulhy of others $ of whom many 
have deferted their families, and almoft 
all have quitted the place, or lituation, 
where their fervice« might have been 
ufeful, and where they ought to have 
been employed. In bringing tbele to 
puniihn^t, with a view to aniendroent. 
It will be prudent for you to a^ply for 
dire^ons to thit Bench, where yon 
have found regular attendance and aiuft- 
ance from the Magi ft rates for the ipaoe 
of ^ine years $ and it will be snercifoi 
fo to it\m the obje6ls, a« that the puni/h^ 
ment of few may have its ef{e& in the 
reform of many. 

At in your conduft towards the poor 

out of the workhoufe, fo, in rei^^cct of 

tbofe within its walls, there Should be 

a Ptariifi dijiin^ion between the f ji- 

dujiriovti ^d the idie^ iuid between the 

4grderly and the profiigede^ Tl^ere ia 

nothing, in the intenial regukition of 

this country, more fubvcriive of its 

credit, or more inimical to its prof- 

perity, than the uniform and unvaried 

treatment, whi^h the befl and the worft 

ef our fellow-lubje^s receive in a pariik 

vrorkhouie. In that place, it is of tkt; 

iitmoft importance, not roerel)r to the 

poor perfons who are driven thither by 

the rra^ell of fortuae, but to the very 

well being of the country itlelf, that 

there ihouid be a decifive boundarj^^ 

a line of lirparation^drawn between ths 

indi^ious and bone/l poor, who aro 

fbfFering under a calamity from whieh 

neither you nor we can preltune to ba, 

exempt, and thofe vicJom and aband9iu4 

chandlers, which are the pefts of (o^ 

ciety» and the obje^s of puntfhment. 

In adminiftering relief, we incjuire in<f 
to the induftry and chancer of ihe pei^^ 
fon who applies. We have found no 
imall benefit in adhering fbiflly to this 
rule J and we confidently recommend to 
yQU> as vi $iic.9uragem^nt to. the ^^^KSY 

?nd 
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and good habits of the poor, not to 
give to the idle and the vicious the 
hmf encoujagemmt as is due to the 
l»«nc(l wad induftrious labourer, fuF- 
lering under ficknefs or misfortune. 
1£ tt appears that tlie perfon who ap. 
f\it% has exerted himfelf bonourahly and 
dih gently ia bts fityation, it is yonr 
^tyt Sir, and it is the intereft of your 
]^fh, that be be .relieved kindly and 
tibiralfy, ' ' 

There is an KEi of Parliament which 
enables you, if you are fo dijpo/kd^ to 
iarm your workhoufe. tt is pofiible, 
that a farmed workhoufe, confided to a 
«leieyving perfon, like abfalUte power in 
the heft and moft virtuoui ba)uis^ may 
\tt the inftrument of good; but there 
w no inftance whatever, in which the 
ektfy and imer^Ji of the perfoa intntfted 
are fo completely in oppofition to each 
other, as itf that oi^the farmer of a^parilh 
wortehcufe. For, while his duty ihould 
direft kim to improve the ftate of tljfe 
workboufe, it U his intereft to keep it 
so inch a condition, as to deter any com- 
petitor from of!«ring for it, at the end 
cf the year. The neceflaicy - conicouoice 
of this is the increafe of parochi^ ex- 
pcncea; and wft find, from the different 
returns throughout the kingdom, that 
wher^ workhoufes have bwi farmed, 
though there was fome faving at firft, 
yet in a few years the expences have 
thereby been greatly increased, and the 
poor's-ratc accumulated to an alarming 
mnonnt. Where, indeed, a principal 
land owner, or land occupier, ot a parilh 
can be induced to contraJl for the parifh 
workhoufe, be bas an intereft in tbe per* 
. manent improvement of its condition^ 
and in the diminution of the diftreO'es 
•I" tbe poor j but where a vagrant fpe- 
adeuing contraSor vifits your pariih^ 
with a view of making his incidental 
profk by fanning your workhoufe, we 
cruft you will consider the Chriftian 
principle of DOING as you would be 
DONH BY ; and that you will not con- 
fide the poor> whofe guardian and 
PROTBCTOR. it is yottr duty to be, to 
«ne, into whole hands you wouki not 
truft an acre of your land, or any portion 
of your own property. 



With regard to your workhoufe, we 
have another obfervation to make, and 
that rei'pe6^s your pariih children. Aa 
you regard your •wn intereft and their 
welfare, ' we entreat you to educate them 
out of the workhoulc. You c^n do it 
with as little, and even lefs, expence to 
the parifh j ' with much Icfs annoyance 
to the old people in the workhoufe, who 
are too often the fport of theiie little 
unthinking, and uneducated creatures | 
and With . much more benefit to the 
ehildcen, who get earlier, and more ad* 
vantageous iituations in lervtce, and fuc- 
ceed better in Kfc, pAroceeding from a 
parochial fclio9l, or cottage» than from a 
workhoufe. 

With regar/l to., the removal of la- 
bourers belonging to other pari(hes, con- 
fider thoroni^y -what you may lofe> 
and whiat the individual may fufter, by 
tbe reraoval,^ before you apply to us on 
<he fubjca. Where you have had, for 
a long thne, the benefit of labour, and 
where all that is wanted ia a little tetiu 
pordty relief, refleft whether, after fo 
many years fpent in your iervice, this 
is tbe moment and the cakfe Ux removing 
them from the icene of their daily ]%• 
Mbur to a diftant pariih. There at^ 
cales, in which removals from oi)e parifli 
to another are proper and juiUnBble$ 
but in every inftance, before you apply 
for an order of removal, coniider whether 
it is prudent f and if prudent, whether it. 
itjufi. 

Within four days after tbe appoint- 
ment of your fucceubrs, you are to pro* 
duce your accounts betore two of the 
neighbouring juftices for examination ; 
and, within fourteen days after fuch ap. 
pointment, you are to deliver your 
books, materials for work, and balance 
of caih, to the peribns appointed to fuc^ 
ceed you. If you ftiall :have executed 
your office duly and confcicntioully, you 
will then quit it with the bleffings o^ 
the poor, the efteem and refpeft of the 
other clafles of fociety, and the appro* 
bation of your own conicience.

To 
have the warm approbation of the zealous 
friends of this iree Country and Confii- 
ttttioDy is one •f the higheft gratifications 
I can en|oy* It will ever be my ambition 
to tranfmit my name to Poftfritv as that 
of a man fincerc and honeft in the public 
caufcy and inflexible in the defence of 
our laws and liberties, over* which we 
cannot keep too watch Ail an eve, when 
we obferve ajmoft all the nei^nbouring 
Nations funk io al^je^V deCpotiim. 

The General Warrant of Lord Chief 
Jttftice Jefireys was new hiftorical mat- 
ter, I coofefs, to me. I obferve that it 
is iifued at a degrading period, when 
Cliarks II. was almoft abfolute, in Sept. 
i6i^4, after the City of London^ and 
molt •£ the Corporations, had icta 



tricked out of their charters. It Vat a 
very bold ftep of Jeffreys ; for his, prc- 
deceflbr, Sir William Scrogs, fo lately as 
in 1689, had been impeached by the 
Houfe of Commons, for having, ** fmce 
his beinz made Chief Juftice of the Court 
of Kifips Bench, in an arbitrary manner, 
granted divers G€neral IFarrantSy for at- 
taching the perlbns and fcizing the goods 
of his Majefty^s fubje^, not named or 
defcribcd particularfy in the iaid War- 
rants.'*

THIS Work, which is not to be read 
as a mete book of entertainment, 
contaias an important period of the His- 
tory of England, accurately and im- 
partially written from documents to 
which no former hiftorian of the times 
bat had accefs. The Author is well 
known to the public by his former pro. 
dubious, and the reputation he has ac- 
quired will not be cUminifhed by the 
prefent periormance. 

From the preface we learn that Mr. 
Coji^ having undertaken to write j< The 
Hiftoricaland Political State of Europe," 
11) the fro^utioo of that work, obuined 
•Cfiv£» 10 wirious colk^ns of original 



papers, particularly thole of the Earls of 
Hardwicke, Harrington^ and Peter- 
borough, aiid of Sir Benjamin Keeive« 
He h^ made fuck progrefs in this work 
that the hi&^ries of Spain, Portugal, 
Avftria, the German Ccn&itution, RulTia^ 
and part of Prulfta and Sweden, were 
prepauretL^ar the prels. He had alfo 
iketchedlhe hiftories of the Italian States, 
Holland, and France ; when, finding it 
impoi&ble to obtain fufficient information 
in England ]«rpe6)ing foreign countries, 
he vilked Germany in 1704, with a view 
to obtain accurate knowkdge of recent 
events. 

On ^s return to England he went to 
Woltcrton, 
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Woltertoih 16 Infpeft the papers of lord 
Walpole duHng ils toibafllt^ io (ranee 
and Hollandy in which bufinefs be em> 
ployed htmieif fome time, and in the 
tourfe of his occupation traced motives 
of action unknown to hiftorians, whieh 
placed in a new light the foreign and 
donieftic trsmfa^Vions of the Cabinet. 
The French RtvoIution> and the un- 
certain pofition of Europe at this period^ 
induced him to tbrego his dc(ign until 
the return of more quiet and favourable 
times. 

He then propofed to felef^ and arranee 
fome of Lord Walpole's papers for the 
public eve \ when, finding feveral of Sir 
Robert Walpole^s letters and papers, he 
became folicitous to obtain further in- 



from whom I derived poUtlcid infbnna* 
tion i and,, after duly weighing all the 
ctrcumltances, have equally avoided tht 
extremes on either lides/' 

The firtt period of the Hiftory is from 
the year 1676 to I7i4> which indudet 
an account of Lord Orford^s family. 
He was the eighteenth male* in a iin<nl 
deicent from the Conqoefty of a iiefped- 
abie lamiiy> which took its fumame firom 
the town of Walpole, in Norfolk. Ht 
was the third Ion of Robert Walpole» 
Efq. and was1>om the i4th of Anguil 
16769 at Houghton. He received the 
firft rudiments «>f learning at a private 
leminary at MaiHngham in Norfolk, and 
completed his education on the fbundatios 
at £ton.. On the tid of April 1696 he 



formation concerning his charafter and was admitted a fchoiar of Kind's Col- 



adminiitration. This led to ftill further 
information J he was permitted to fee 
the papers of Lord Or ford, Lord Town- 
feod, Lord Grantham, Lord Waldegrave^ 
and Mr. Poyntz. 

With thele fources of information the 
work gi-adually expanded ; and Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole, from being a fecondary, 
became the principal objeih He de- 
termined to give the world Memoirs of 
the Life and Adminiftration of this great 
Mini Iter, drawn from thefe copious and . 
original lources, and to illuftrate, by in- 
terelling and authentic documents, the 
tranfaftions of tht bufy and eventful pe- 
riod in which that Minifter a£led a con- 
fpicuous part. In the execution of his 
plan lie alfo obtained the ufe of the 
Stanhope, Midletooy Melcombe, and 
Egremont papers. 

The plan of tlie Work is to give an 
uninterrupted narrative of the life and 
adminiitration of Sir Robert Walpole» 
illuftrated by original correfpondence and 
authentic papers i divided into eight 
periods, compixhending a term of fiaty- 
nine years, from his birth in 1676 to his 
death in I74-5. 

Mr. Coxe then gives an account and 
' chara^er of the materials he has employed 
in his Work, and adds, «^ith the 
ailiftance of thefe extenfive fources of in- 
fontation, I have been enabled to ciuci- 
d^ many parts of (ecret hiilory either 
totally unknown or wholly mifrepre- 
iented, and to trace the motives of aaion 
which influenced the conduft of the 
Miniftry, and direded the condu6^ of the 
Britiih Cabinet. I have pot been biafled 
by the prejudices of party- hatred or parcy 
affe^ion. I have always confidered tKe 



lege, Cambridge, but refigned his fcho* 
laHhip on the 25th of May 169^^ on 
becoming the heir of his father^e eftate 
by the drath of his elder brother. On 
leaving the Univeriity he returned home* 
and a(Klifled him felt to purfuits whicb 
had n^ reference to learning or politics. 
OiKthe 3ath of July ,1700, he married 
the daughter of Sir John Shorter, Lord 
Mayor of London, a woman of exqiiifita' 
beauty and accoittpliflied manners } and 
the amufements of London fucccedei the 
more a^ve employmenu of the counery* 
Soon after his tnarriage hit £uher died» 
and he inherited the family eflatet the 
rent«roll of which exeeede^ leoolt a 
year. 

On the death of his father, he wai 
eleaed Metaber for Caftle Rifing, and 
iat for that borou^ in the two fliort 
Parliaments which aflembled in the tw» 
iaft years of the reign of King William* 
He foon became an a£live Member, par* 
ticularly in what refpefted the couat|- 
of Norfolk, and joined himfdf to the 
Whig partv, to which he a ihered during 
life« On the acceflion of Queen Anne Ijue 
was again returned for Caftle Rifingt 
which he reprelented until be was ad- 
vanced to'the 'peerage. ^ He now became 
a confpicuous figure in the Houfe Qf 
Commons, and was noticed by Lord 
Goidolphin and the Duke of Marlborough . 
In 1705 he with feveral ef the Wh«|r 
party was brought into ofy$ ae one m 
the Council to Priace George of Dea* 
mark. Lord High Admiral ot En^^and* 
In the year 1705 he was tnftrumcBtai in 
reconciling L«rd Godolphin- t* thp 
Whigs, and in lyot fuceaeded Sir Iol|i^ 
afterwards Lord Boliagbrokef aa fftfit^ 



coone^kions and principkt of the perfont Jtary at War, va the rfC9«mcnd|ti»ii of 
YoiH XXXIiL Mat 179s. T t 
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tke Duke of Mavlborougli. On the de- 
cease of Sir Thoiuas Lyttelton he wa$| 
appointed Trcafyjrer ot the Navy, which 
emce for a Ihort time he held with that 
<rf Secretary at War. 

In 17x0 he was a manager for the im- 
peachment of Sacheverel, ai^d principally 
aoadu6M that imprudent bvkneft in the- 
Houlc of Commons. The event of thi« 
trial was difFerent from what was ex- 
peAed, and the MiniOry, in confequence 
of intrirueft and cabals, was loon after 
difmifled. Mr. Walpole might have 
Cdiltinued in hia office, to which he was 
&li<Kfied by If arLy ; Uit he rejected every 
advaece mad^ ta himv and treated witk 
oontempt the threats thrown out againi^ 
bim. So unwilling was tne new Miniftry 
to come to hoitiiities with him, that he 
was i'uifered to continue in his poft of 
Treafurer of the Navy fcverai month* 
after bis friends were completely- dif* 
Qlif^ed^. 

. Hit oppoiition %o the new Miniihy 
was (6 violent and determined, that it 
was thought ^d^ri&ble to filence him by 
any meana wha|ever ; and Bromley, a 
Tory Member, declared, that hlsexpul- 
fion* was the liMAm Heceffkriam,- as they 
could not carry on the bufin^s, if hie 
was fuflfo^ed to continue in the houfe. 
** ft is no wonder, therefore," fays Mr. 
CoMe, « liiat hie enemies, who couM 
command a majority, ihouid find a pku- 
ible- pittoxt. The Commiffioners of 
Public Accounts laid a charge of vena- 
lity aii4 oorrtiption againft htm for forage 
contm^a in Scot4and^ while he was Se- 
cretary at War. They accufed him of 
luiving taken in two contrails, two notee 
^ hand, one for 500 ^lineas, the other 
for ^oL the firft ot which had been 
|>aid, and a receipt, given in his name> 
and of the other 400I. was paid. It ap- 
peared on examination of the witneOes on 
^atb, that the contra6lors, rather than 
admit into their .partneribip Robert 
Mann^ agent fw Walpole, who, accord- 
ing to the tenour of the original agree- 
ment, refened a (hue for a friend to 
have a benefit of the lifth part, if not 
redeemed bv the contractors with a fum 
of money, nad preferred paying the 500 
guineas and 500I. and that Mann had 
received the money for t^e firft note, and 
llad obtained the fecond note a# a depofit 
for the iwn fpecified to be paid. 

** In cofiifequence of thefe reports* 

Walpole was heard in his own -defence, 

though DO partictrhirs of his i^eh are 

pfeierred in tl^ precsediiif^ of Ftrfik- 

• tfient t aftcx he had witluUawjij a. .vrarm 



debate took place, which lafted tltt pM 
ten at«ight. His friends on this occalion 
fupportcd him with lb much zeal, that^^ 
the Houfe Was dividetl four timet in the 
fame fitting ; apd the Miniftcrs, who- 
carried all political queftions in this Scf- 
fion with only a trifling oppofition) gained, 
the motions for his condemnation and- 
expullion by a fmall majority. On the 
firft divifion, in which Pultaey (then hi* 
iatiinate friend, afterwards his moft bit- 
ter opponent) was teller, to leave out tho 
words *^and notorious corruption,*' waa 
negatived by a majority ot 53. The 
main nueftton pafled in the affirmative by 
57* The motion for committing^ hiw t^ 
the Tower by only itj and his exp^lfiott 
was decreed by 41. Thefe fmall ma- 
jorities fuiHciently prove, either that 
Walpole poflfeflfed great perfonal influenca 
in the Houfe ; or, that many of the 
Tories oonlklered his accufation a fcan- 
dalous profecution, and wou4d not give 
their votes againlt him* The Houfil 
however refolved, ««'That Robert Wal- 
pole, Efquire, was guilty of a high 
breach of tmft and notorious corruption { 
that he fhould be committed priibner t* 
the Tower of London }'• and on a iiib- 
iequent motion, which was carried only 
by a majority of ao votes, ** That he 
ihouM be expelled/* 

" On the next morning Walpofc fur- 
rendered himfclf aprifoner, and was conl- 
n»itted to the Tower. It wzi expe£Vcd 
that he wouid have pctitioncl, and fbb- 
mitted himli»lf to the cenfure of the 
Houfe ; but he refofed making any con- 
celTion, which would imply a conlcionf- 
nefs of gufk, a;id he therefore remained 
a prifoner until the prorogation of l^ar- 
Itament. In*the mean time a new writ 
being ifPied for Lynn, he was rc-chofen 
for that borough j 1)iit a petit4on being 
preferred again ft tlie return by Samuel 
Taylor, tlS; oppdtng candidate, the 
Commons refolved, <« That having been 
expelled this Houfe for an high breach 
of trufl in the execution of his o^ce, and 
notorious corruption, when Secretary at 
War, he was incapable of being r^- 
tlefted a member to ierve in the prelenx 
Parliament. 

«« While he remained a priA^oer he 
was eonfidered as a martyr to the caoic 
of the Whigs, and repeatedly viftted by 
perfbns of the higheft difHn^on and 
abilities, particufarTy by the Dttke and 
Buchefs of MarlVoraugh, Godolpbin, 
■ Sunderland, Somers, and Pultney, and 
liie apartment eJihlbitod the iqppcarancc of 
» arouded levee.

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** During hit conEnement he had fuf^ 
ficlent leifure to compore a clear aud 
judicious vindication of himiidt', which 
waspubliftied under the title of *« The 
Cafe of Mr. Walpolc in a Letter fr^in a

(icfcnce he fully juftines hinif(^lf> and ap- 
peals to evidence taken upon oath, from 
the two principal charges, high breach 
of truft, and notorious corruption. In 
regard to hjgh breach of trult, he fhewt 
<har he had no advantage in the con« 
tra^t i that he was not the ooly perfon 
concerned in making them j and that 
they were fettled on the beft and moft 
advantageout termt to be obtained at 
the time : in reply to the charge of no- 
torious corruptions, he provet that a 
(k'dve in tlie contrail being given to hit 
friejKl Robert Mann, the contractors 
preferred paying him a fum of money io 
xecoi^ptQce tor giving up his (hare) 
that the contra^or who had negotiated 
this bargain with Mann dying, the other, 
not knowing his name, made the notiextf 
hand payable to Walpole, or order, for 
the lUe of bis friend ^ that the note was 
indorlM by himielf onjy for form, and 
the money received by Mann was for hit 
9wn ufc and benefit, and that WalpoJe 
had not the leaft intervft direAly or iadi- 
rcftly in thit alFiair." 

The S^iTioh was prolonged. beyond the 
ufual time for the purpole of retaining 
him in piiibn, from whence he was not 
relealeduntil theSihof July X713. The 
remainder of this firi^ period ot his Hie 
was employed in writing, and otlierwiie 
oppoling the Miniilry, in every vfay 
which ottered itfclf. 

The next period commences with the 
acceflion of George the Second in 17 14., 
and ends with the commencement of the 
^outh i>ca Ichcme in 1710. On theele** 
vation of the new Sovereign, the Whigs 
immediately expelled their oppon(;nts, 
and took their places, and Mr. Walpoie 
was appointed Paymaltcr of the Forces. 
The iCfinilier, who at this period took 
the lead, was Chailts Vifcount Town- 
iend, of whom Mjr. Coxe gives the fol- 
lowing accou#( t 

*^ He was the eldeil fon of Sir Horatip 
Towniend, who was lb highly inltru- 
n)crttal in forwarding the Keltoration of 
Charles the Second, that in i68a he was 
created a Peer. Charles took his feat tn

Whig Lords. But Jbii teal for thg 
Tories Toon abated, and even took a col* 
Irary direftion, .to which the reprefenta- 
tions and condu6l of his fri^d Walpolt 

freatlv contributed. He then attached 
imie/f to Soraers, and a^ed fo-cordiail^ 
with the Whigs, that when William 
fonoed a new Adminiftratson, prbci* 
pally compoied of that party, a riunour 
was confidentially circulated that he wa$ 
appointed Privy Seal. In 1706 he was 
nominated one of the Commitlioners for 
fettling the union with Scotland ; io 
1707, Captain of the Yeomen of the 
Queen^s Gttard i and, in 1709, accom- 
panied the Duke of Marlborough to 
Gcrtruydtnberg, as |oint Plcnipott ntiMr 
to open a negotiation for peace with 
France : he was deputed in the inxttt 
year Enibaflador Extraordinary to th« 
States- Qenerai, and concluded with thent 
the barrier treaty. Soon after the chan|tt 
of the Whig AdminiAration he reiign% 
his Embaffy, was removed from the poft 
of Captain of the Yeomen, and cenfured 
by a ToryHoufeof Conunons for havinr 
figned that treaty^ During the early 
part of the reign of Queen Anne, on ac- 
count of his youth, he had a6tcd only a 
fubordinate part, and was not conCdered 
at one of the great leadert of the Whig 
intcreft $ but towardt the clofe of that 
reigUy his ierviccs and decifive condut^ 
railed his conlequence, and he gaine4 
great acceifion ot charafter with his party 
, on being pcoiecuted at the fame time with 
the Duke of Marlborough. 

«* Thoueh naturally ol' flow parts^ he 
had acquiitd from long experience the 
talent that rendered him an able man of 
bufineDi, which was the Ible obje£l of h!s 
ambition: he was rough in manners, im- 
patient of contradi6lion, of a fanguine 
dilpofition, impetuous, and overbearing ; 
though inelegant in languare, and often 
perplexed in argument, yet he fpokc fien- 
libly, and with a thorough knowledge 
of his fubje^t . He was generous, higU^ 
diGntcreUed, of unblemiibed honour : 
initiated in diplomatic tranfa£lions dur- 
ing the Coqgiel's ^t Gertruydenberg and ^ 
tlM: Hague, he cheriihed too great an at- 
tachment to negotiation i and» fond of 
vifionary (c hemes, was too apt to propofe 
bold and decifive meafures, which the 
-more temperate and pacific difpofition of 
Walpole was continually employed in 
counterafling.''* 

With this Miniftcr Mr. Walpple aaed 

for two years, and during that bufy 

period was very aftiYe againft the Mi- 

aiilert of the four Uft yeava of Queen 

T t X Annu 
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Anne; . Ht driBw up the Report of the 
Secret Coitimittee, was the chief m&nager 
of the Impeachments, and on the nth of 
Oiftober 1715, was appointed Firft Lord 
Commiffioncr of the Treafury, and 
Chancellor of' the Exchequer. In the 
year 1716 the famous feptennial bill was 
paifed { a meafure which appears to have 
nad the approbation of the ^preat Lord 
Soikimers. ^^he remainder ot the time 



of the adminiftration of Lord Town lend 
vras filled up^with the intrigues of the 
Duchefs of ICendal and fome German* 
who came over witff the King, and a^ed 
with intolerable rapacity. A ^oohJefii 
and difference of opinion foon took place 
between Walpole and Town fend, which 
endc^ in the difmiifion of the latter*

influence. 

^ The men .have formed themfelvet 
into diflferent focieties, called tabmgieSf 
or fmoking-dubs, becaule ail the mem- 
bers fmofce moft furioufly. Each club 
is compoied of nearly the fame age, a 
cuftftm to which the love of equality 
perhaps gase rile, but which is obferved 
to be extremely prejudicial to the roan- 
pers of the young men of Bafil, by ex- 
cluding all forms of deference ana po- 
litenelf I as weU as all means of improve- 
ment. With rcfpeft to thefc things, 
there is indeed nothing peculiar to the 
clubs of Baiil ; fince from Brooke's, 
compoied of the honourable members of 
the Britifh Parliament, to thcfe tabagies, 
Aled with the fenators of the laudable 
lielvetic Body, a man who has long fre- 
quented fuch meetings becomes entirely 
unfit for al| other fociety \ he foon thinks 
it an hardihip to pafs an evening cU'e- 
wber^y and terms ail other company con- 
ftrainti becaufe it wants the eafe of A 
tavern, where tumult is miftaken ibr 
esiety, and familiarity for friendftiip. 
But while in other places the tafte tor 
clubs is confined to a few perfons, Bafil 
is a town of clubbift9> containing no 
lefs than twelve fmoking focieties, each 
compoied of about ilxty members, who 
meet every afternoon at an early hour, 
drink tea amklft the exhilarating fumes 
of tobacco, difcufs the political fituation, 
but far more indefatigably the com- 
mercial affairs of the town, calculate the 
gains and loiTes of the day, form new 
ichemes of acquiring wealtn, and iepa- 
rate at the hour of fupper before tney 
have faid one word on any fubje^ of 
lafle, or literature. 

<< The ladies of Bafil, abandoned by the 
fnen, have recourfe to clubs alio, and 
lometimes twenty ladies affimible together 
• without one man being of the party, 
although to fuch as prefent themielves, 
admittance, far from being 'refufed, is 
even gratefully accohled j and fometimes 
a ilranger, taking advantage of the 
pofture of affairs at Bafil, which leads a 
coterie of young kand£>me women to 
coniider his comMnir at a favour, pays 
tiis homage to tdtfadka, while clouds 
•f 'Other incenfe arp rifinf in every quar- 
fer of the tosimiram the tabagies where 
Iheir ahfent hufbanda are convened.

formed from infancy of children of the 
fame age, and of the lame clafs; and 
durine their childhood* the eqnalitv af 
years is fo Ihi^ly obferved in thelc i^ 
cieties, that Ifters, whole ages dHFer 
three or four years, have their ieparate 
coteries in the fame houfe. There i$ 
fomethifh^ foothing in the idea of thel^ 
infant aiiociations } it fcems forming aa* 
other bar;-ier for our helplefs (ex agatnft 
the future teropefls of the world $ and n» 
doubt many a fair member of thefe young 
focieties, when afTailed by thoie ftorma 
of misfortune, which often beat with thf 
mofl pitilefs fury agalnf^ hearts that caa 
lead refift their violence, recalls witl| 
tender regret the focial circle of her child- 
hood ; and perhaps finds in the fyropathf 
of fome female companion, to whom &c 
is endeared by the charm of thofe earif 
recolie^tons, a fource of confolation an4 
relief. The young unmarried women, 
and the dowagers, have all their difHnft 
circles,^ fontetiines increafed by the ad- 
miflion of fifters-in-law, who become

from all pai ts, and in all dire^ions, that 
commerce was the inlallible road to 
wealth, imuiedtatdy fet up with thofe 
folid funds lome Ipecies ot trade- One 
lady provided herleU with a tzffa of 
pocket haiMllcerchiefs, another with an 
aAbrtinent of (hoes \ fome fold tallow, 
candle*, fome wax ; fome dealt in 
powder, and others infmiffj btttall.h^ 
their little tralHc; all were animttrd by 
the fame reiilefs fpirit ot .gain. T4i«« 
ipecies of eommerce, however, was of 
fleeting duration. Sierne has obferted, 
that Frenchmen conceive, better than 
they combine ; iliil more juHly may this 
oblervation be applied to French women \ 
who,, when they became adventurers in

HOUSE OF LORDS. 



^ MONDAY, MAfcCH a6. 

A NUMBER of private Bills ifvvit; 
brought up firom the Houfii of 
Commons and read a firft time. 

The 5arl of Moira rofe, , s^nd having 
Aatcd that he underftood a noble Peer 
then near him had thrown out fdme ob- 
servations tiending to controvert what he 
liad folcmnJy averted before their Lord'^ 
ilmis on a former occafion, relative to the 
aflfairs of Ireland, and in fuch a way, as 
if it appeared he had it in his power com- 
pletely to rel'utc it ; he had hitherto de- 
ililed from going farther into the fubjc6t 
until he faw him in his place : being 
then prefent, he thought it incumbent 
upon that hobie Load to come forward 
^ad fpeak explicitly on the iubje6t. 

The Earl of Hillft>orough (Marquis of 
DownHiire in L-eland) tcelin? himftlf 
called upon, role and avowed Iub readi- 
ncfs to meft the noble Earl fully upon 
the fubje^t in queftion 5 and would iiake 
his credit upon the iflue of the difcu/Iion : 
he would then repeat the tenor of what 
he advanced on a former night \ which 
was, that whatever cafual exceflcs might 
have been committed by the army in 
Ireland, they were never, performeu. by 
tbc order of Government, nor did the 
latter alford its fan6tion to them in any 
ihape. 

Lord Grcnville deprecated the farther, 
difcuflionof the fubjeil. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 27. 

The vvarioui Bills before, the Houie 
were forwarded in their refpeflive ftages. 

WEDMESC^AV, MAR.CH2S. 

Several private Bills were brought up 
from the Houfe of Coraqpns, and read a 
£r(i time. 

The Earl of Carlifle role, and apolo- 
gized to their Lordfhips for taking that 
mcment to remark upon a fubjeft which 
was not before the Houfe.

The fubje^T, undoubtedly, 
was not in a regular maimer before Par- 
liament ; but he hoped, that on a future 
day, and that at no very mat diftance* 
the opportunity would aiwe, when the 
fubjea could te regularly adverted to. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 29. 

The Earl of Porchcfter (late Lord 
Milton) was fworn, and took his feat 
in confequence of the deceafe of his father, 
the late Earl. 

Th^ feveral Bills before the Houfe 
were forwarded in their refpeftlve ftages. 

MONDAY, APRIL 2. 

A Bill to revive certain expiring Laws, 
together with two private Bills, Vere 
preiented from the Houfe of Coniinons, 
and read a firft time. 

WEDNESDAY, APRIL 4. 

Several Bills were read a third time, 
and paffcd* 

THURSDAY, APRIL 5. 

The Royal Aflcnt was siven by Com- 
miffion to the Defence of the Realm Bill, 
and thirty-five public and private Bills. 

The various Bills before the Houfe 
were forwarded in their refpeftive ftages j 
and, after making fome amendments with 
rcfpe^ to the private bulinefs, the Houfe 
adjourned for the Eaiter Rccefs.

meafure calculated to enlure the fecurity 
^f the Crown, and the independence of 
the Nation." 

The Addreft was carried nem* C9n* 
ajid, upon the motion of Lord Grenville, 
ordered to be prefented to hit Majefty: 

Lord Grenville then moved the firft 
reading of an A^, to empower his Ma- 
jefty to iecure and detain luch peribns as 
his Majefty may fu(pe6l of confpiring 
againft his Majefty 's Perfon and Govern- 
ment* 

The Bill ¥rat then read a fidl and 



fecond time, committed, read a third 
time and paiTed, and fent to the Commona 
for their coqcurrcnce. 

The Bills on the table the;i paflcd 
through the Committee. 

SATURDAY, A»RIL ai. 

The Royal Affent was eivcn by Com- 
^iflton-to the Bill for Aifpending the 
Habeas Corpus Aa. 

MONDAY, APRIL 13. 

The Duke of Portland delivered a 
M^age from his Majefty. 

The Mcflage ftatcd, that his Majefty 
recommended to the Houfe to enable his 
Majelly to advance to Ireland, from time 
to time, I any fum of fums not exceeding 
two millions fteriing, provifion for the 
intereft and charges of the (ame being 
made by Ireland. 

His Grace then moved an Addrefs of 
Thanks to his Majefty, which was 
agreed to* 

Adjourned. 



HOUSE OF COMMONS. 



MONDAY, MARCH 26. 

THE Bill for repealing the Clock and 
Watch Duty was read a firft riiije. 
Drdered to be printed, and rea^ a fecond 
time to-morrow. 

Mr. W. Dundas moved for leave to 
bring in a Bill to toable his Majefty to 
call out apart of the militia in Scotland. 
Leave given. 

Mr. Hufkifon, in the abfcnce of a 
Right Hon. Friend of his, gave notice, 
that to*morrow a motion would be made 
for leave to bring in a Bill to enable his 
Majefty to dire£l that meafures (hould be 
taken to remove cattle, &c. from the fea 
coaft in cafe of invafion, or for the ufe of 
his Majefty *s forces. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 17. 

Vr» Secretary Dundas rofe to move 
for leave to bring in a Bill for making 
more effeaual provifion for the fecurity 
and defence of tne reahn, and for inden\- 
nifying perfons who may fufFer in their 
property in cafe of emergency. In dif. 
tcrcnt parts of the country, he fald, regu- 
lations, Hmilar in principle to thofe con- 
tained in the prcfent meafure, had been 
made by tlie Sheriffs and Lords Lieute- 
nants of counties ; but doubts had been 
entertained whether they had fufficient 
power to carry their plan into effcft : 
the objcA of the Bill he ftated to be, to 
gain information of thofe who would be 
* ready, in their refpe^ivc neighbourhoods. 



to co-operate with the regulars, and be 
placed in convenient portions ; that no 
peribns might be induced to drive away 
live ftock \ to indemnify the proprietors 
for the ftock ufed by the military; to

It was not, he laid, his wifti to difturb 
unanimity i but he was forry to remark, 
that there were perfons (few in number 
he hoped) who were not only inimical to 
the Conftitntion, but who, by a trai- 
torous corrcfpondcnce, had proved their 
defign to be, to eftablifli their fyftem on 
a French invafion 5 he did not fay that all 
,^ho profcflfed thcmfclvea to be advocates 
for Parliaipentary Reform wimed to fa- 
vour the fchemes of the enemy, but many 
of thofe with whom they were alfociated 
wiflied to carry their objeft by nefarious 
and treafonable means. -He concluded 
by moving for- leave to bring in a Bill 
for the purpofes above-mentioned. 

General Tarleton declared his readinefs 
to give his fupport to any meafure thai 

was 
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5»at calculated for the better fireurity of 
the Country againft foreign invasion, at 
the fame time he coiild not refrain irom 
imputing all the dangers and difficulties 
to which we were expoied to the mifcon- 
du6l of Minifters. 

Mr. NichoUs save it as his opinioiit 
that Peace could not be accompiiihed 
without uniting Ireland to this country, 
by abandoning the fylbm of coercion and 
terror which nad been adopted by the 
pre&nt Adminiftration, 

Mr. Pitt laid, during the prefent reigrn 
conciliation had been uniformly purfu^,

now enlarge upon the fubjcft. If any 
Gentleman was difpofed to ft ate any 
obje^ions, the Bill had been printed, and 
an opportunity would occur m the Com- 
mittee, l^xpedition was neceifnry, and 
he (hould propofe that the Bill Ihould be 
referred to a Conunittee of the whole 
liouie to-morrow. 

THURSDAr, MARCH 19. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas ftated to the 
Houfe, that in confe^uence of fuggeftions 
from perfons moft mterefted in the Bill 
for the better fecurity of the country, he 
thought it right to propofe that the Com- 
mittee (liould be poftponed for one day ; 
in confequence of which Mr. Wilber- 
force*s motion on the dave trade was de- 
ferred till Tuefday next, 

Mr. Pitt faid, on Monday he intended 
to fgbmit certain proportions ©n a fub- 
jed of great national importance, namely, 
for the redemption of the land-tax } and, 
in order that Gentlemen might have time 
.to confider a meafbre fo new and im- 
portant, he (hould propofe going into the 
toniQuttee on Wcdi^^y> an4 taking 



the Report into coniideratioh on Thorf- 
day, the laft day before the recefs. 

The Solicitor General brought up the 
BUI for continuing and amending the 
Allen A61, which was read a Br^ time, 
and order^ to be read's fecond tune to- 
iporrow. 

rRIDAY, MARCH 30. 

The Hottfe having refolved itfelf iata 
a Committee 00 the Bill for enabling his 
Majefty to pro? ide fsr the defence ot the 
country, Mr. S. Dooglas in the chgir, 

Mr. Dundaa brought up an amend- 
ment, propoiing that the perlbns ierving 
under this Bill (hould not be under the 
age of 15, or above that of 60 ^ which 
was agreed to. Mr. Duqdas then brought 
up a daufe, empowerinjg his Majefty to 
nominate officers, in cale the Lords I^- 
tenants (hould not have appointed a fuf- 
ficient number. Agreed to. 

The Bill being read through, and 
agreed to by the Cotomittee, the Report 
was ordered to be received to-morrow. 

SATURDAY, MARCH 31, 

Mr. Douglas brought up the Report 
of the Committee upon the Bill for pro- 
viding nK>re eflPeftually for the defence of 
the kingdom. 

Several new claufcs were propofed by 
the Solicitor General and Mr. Dundas, 
which were agreed to. 

MONDAY, APRILS. 

The National Defence Bill was read a 
third time and paflfed. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into 
a Committee, to consider the Land Tax 
BUi, 

Mr. Pitt (kid, though much labour 
had been beftowed upon the fubje^ which 
he was about to introduce, yet it wa< 
not his intention now to call upon the 
Committee for an ultimate decition on 
the fubjea. With refpea to the objeA 
of the mcafure, it was to invigorate pub- 
lic credit, to facilitate the means wn^re-^ 
by we were to continue the (truggle with 
an implacable enemy, and to animate the 
fpirits of the people, by (hewing the ex- 
tent of our refburces. His proportion 
was to convert the Land Tax mto a per- 
petual annuity, which (hould be equally 
dcftined to the public fer vice, and in 
making this converfion to produce a large 
pecuniary advantage to the public* It 
was not, however, on this point that he 
(hould lay the principal itrefs. He 
wjflied, by diminilhing the (quantity of 
(lock in the market, to remove the pre(- 
fure which of all others was qioft deeply 
l^lt. 
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His. firft objeft was therefore to do 
awav the depreciition of the public 
fuixis. This was, in his opinion, a 
eiear and fubftantial meafnre of policy. 
On this principle Parliament had aflcd, 
in confining a large proportion of our 
Supplies within the vcar. * The expe- 
diency of that meaniFe had been ad* 
Knitted. The refolutions he (hould pro- 
pofe were merely for the fan^tion of the 
Committee. He adverted to the aera of 
the Revolution, and ftated, that the pro- 
duce of the Land Tax had continued at 
the fame rate of afleiTment for a century. 
Tke annual amount was about two mil* 
lions fterling, which fum he propofed to 
(Commute for 80 millions , at 3 per cent« 
itock, by felling the produce of the tax 
at 20 years purchafe, and receiving ftock 
in payment for it at par, inftead of mo- 
pcy. The (lock being transferred, the 
intereft on 80 millions, at 3 per cent, 
would produce 2,400,0001. Thus the 
prefcnt »ncunt of the tax would be re- 
'placed with an increafe of one fifth, or 
400,0001. a year, 'as a * faving to the 
public. 

He then enumerated the various modes 
, of redemption, obferving a due pro- 
portion between landed and funded pro- 
perty. With refpcft to the landholders 
the cafe would be this: If a pcrfon 
bought ftcck at the prefent price of 50I. 
it would coft 2000I. and he would thus 
have redeemed ^his' tax at twenty years 
purchafe. Should he pay 52^ per cent, 
for the flock, it would cofl 2100U or 
twenty -one years purchafe, his profit 
VouM be 900I. J at 55, twenty-two 
years purchafe j 57 J, twenty- three years 
' purchafe j 60, twenty- four years pur- 
chafe; and fo pn, even to 75> wnich 
would be thirty years purchafe. It 
would be. Gentlemen would perceive, 
optional to the landholders to redeem 
their tax 3t twenty years purchafo, de- 
livering flock inpayment for it at 50I. 

Having gone tKrough the fcale with 
much perfpicuity, the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman dated the queftion to be, whether 
20 years purchafe was a fulHcient tempta- 
tion to purchafe, aiid next, whether th? 
proportions were fairly made oiit. To 
fiim twenty years purchafe appeared a 
vary defirable bargain. After goinz 
very much into . detail upon collaterw 
points, he concluded by mpvinc; a firing 
of Refolutions founded on his ftate- 
inent. 

Lord Sheffield gave it as his opinion, 
that the prefent was the mofl unjuft and 
cpprcfTive noicafurc (hat ever was brought 



into that Houfe. His Lordfhip afked 
how it was poiiible for perfbns to redeem 
tjie Land Tax, when he could with diffi- 
culty raiie money to pay the all«lied 
taxes. 

Mr, Tiemey objefled to feveral parts 
of the meafure, and particularly to Ac 
making annual taxes perpetual, and per- 
manent taxes annual. He ajfo objcAed 
to the meafure as unconftitutional. 

After a few more remarks the Houfe 
refumed, the Chairman reported pro- 
grefs, and afked leave to tit again on 
Wednefday ; and the Refolutions were, 
on motion, ordered to be printed. - 

TUESDAY, APRIL J. 

Mr. Wilbcrforce, in purfuance of no- 
tice, rofe to move for leave to bring in a 
Bin " for the Abolition of the Slave 
Trade, 'at a tune to be limited." Not. . 
withftanding the numerous attempts he 
had made to accompiifh this objcu, and 
the ill fuccefs that had attended his 
exertions, became once more to call moft 
folemnly upon the Houfe to be faithful 
to its own Refolution of the 3d of May 
1792, which was, ** That /row and after 
the ift of May 1796, the Slave Trade 
fhould be abolifhed.'* This was not a 
hafty' d^cifion $ - it waS the refult of ample 
difcuilion and mature deliberation ; and 
though every principle of juftice, huma- 
nitv, and policy conturred, that Refo- 
lution never had been carried Into efFe5l. 
Having enlarged upon the ftate of flavery 
in the Weft Indies, he proceeded to re- 
mark upon the dreadful atrocities per- 
petrated in Africa, in order to lecure a 
fufficient fupply for the Wefl Indies, 
where, he was forry to fay, thefe enor- 
mities were regarded merely as mcrcari- 
tile tranfajlions. He concluded by 
moving for leave to bring irt a Bill for 
aboJilhing the Slave Trade at a i>eri(>d to 
be limited, and alfo that the Hou^e do 
now relblve itfelf into a Committee to 
coniiderthe faid qOeftion. 

The^motion being r^ad from the chair, 

Mr. Pitt, in a fhort and energetic 
fpecch,' fupported the motion. 

Sir W. Young • and Mr. Henniker 
Majbr oppofed the motion. 

Mr. Fox made a very eloquent and 
argumentative fpcech in favour of the 
motion. 

A divifion took place t— For Mr. WiU - 
berforce's motion, 83; againft^it, 87. 
Majority, 4. ^ 

WEDNESDAY, APITIL 4.

The Order of the Day being read for 
confidering the Jleport of the Committee 
refpe6^iiig the Redemption of the Land 
Tax, the feveral Reiolutions were re:|d 
the firft, and on the question being put 
for their being read the fecond time, 

Mr. Hbbhoufe faid, if this meafure 
was likely to produce a fum of import- 
ance for the exigency* of the country, ex- 
ceptionable as it was in principle, he 
ihould agree to it i but when he con- 
fidered that it was calculated to produce 
much mifchief, and comparatively no 
gobd, he vtras determined to give it hit 
decided negative. Its effect, ^he might 
judge from the Refolutions, would not* 
till the expiration of five years, produce 
more than four hundred thoufand pounds 
a 3rear ; a fum which might be exceeded 
by the abolition of certain finecure places 
andpenfions. 

Mr. Pitt remarked, that the oppolition 
of the Hon. Gentleman proceeded from 
his ignorance of the Refolutions. Befidea 
the pecuniary aid, the meafure, he ftated 
at the opening^ would be the means of 
railing tne price of ftocks, and retrievinfi^ 
our refources. If it fuc^eded, it would* 
fumifh us with freAi and proereHive re- 
iburccs, as long as the conteit might be 
contiriued by the obftinacy of the enemy* 
.He dated the impropriety of propofmg 
to prevent difcuflion, by oppoling. the 
preient Itage of the Refolutions, and 
concluded by expreiling a wifh that 
Gentlemen would not throw any ob- 
Hades in the way, at a moment when we 
ought to ufc every effort to relieve our - 
, embarraiTments, and repel the common 
enemy. 

Mr. Hobhoufe fald, his obje£lions went 
fo much to the principle of the meafure, 
that it was not fufceptlble of any alte- 
rations or modifications that could rs^ 
move them. He contended that by 
making the Land Tax permanent ioftead 
of annual, was rclinquifliing the conftt- 
tutional check of Parliament againft the 
encroachments of the Crown.

This he 
calculated would produce 1 so,cool. which 
added to the fonner fums, would amount 
to 763,000!. the lum required. 

He then took a fummary review of the 
whole ilatement ; hoped the taxes would 
be adequate, a"d founded on fuch a piai| 
ss would give reafon to fuppof^ they 
would l>e produflive. If they proved 
fuisfa^^ory, the Houic would perform 
their duty by acceding to tbe^ioljition*^ 
which he read.

VIENNA. 

THE condua of the Republican Ge^ 
neral Bemadotte, as well as thofe attachtrd 
to his i'uite, had been marked by an un- 
conunon degree of infolence ever fincc they 
arrived at Vienna. Their general lan- 
guage* refpeaing the Emperor and the 
Auftrian Government was indecent and 
undifguifed. Soon after Bernadotte's 
arrival at Vienna, he imitated the con* 
duSi of Buonaparte at Rome, by demand- 
ing that the quarter of the city wherein 
he redded ihould be free, and that all 
Frenchmen living in Vienna ihould be 
amenable to him only for their condu6>. 
But the Auftrian Government, lefs ac- 
quiefcing than the weak and pliant Go^- 
vernment of the Pope, repeatedly refufed 
this application. 

On the 13th of April iJ^S, the mafs 
of the population or Vienna had volun- 
tarily arrayed thcmlclves in arms, to de- 
fend their city, and the palace and perfon 
of their Monarch againlt the attack of 
the French anny, then fuppofed to be 
on its £uii march towards Vienna. The 
Emperor had received it with gratitude 
^^id delight — it had been acknowledged 
^nd recorded in the public a^s of tfu: 
Government, and its anniveriary was to 
Jbe celebrated with ceremonies of civil 
pomp and religious folemnity. 

On the evening of this day, and dur- 
ing the ferment ot thefe fen limcnts among 
the populace, for the firft time was the 
.trt coloured Flag difplayed in triumph 
on the balcony of the French Ambaja- 
dufi hotel. 

The flag was hotfted a jittle before 
runfetj and the report of this circum- 
stance i'uddenly fpreading, produced mur- 
onurs of difcontent among the populace, 
.«nd .og:ailone4 their alTcrabrm^ in iinMl 



groups in the different ftreets. One of 
the Chief Commiffioners of the Police 
immediately waited upqn the AmbalTador* 
^ prefled him to order the flag to be 
removed, declaring that the people were 
fo exa()perated, that it was impoflible to 
anfwer for the confequences, if it were 
fufFered to remain. ' The Ambaflader 
received him with great haughtinefs, and 
putting his hand upon his iword, an« 
nounced his determination to defend the 
flag, which was hoifted in coniequence of 
orders from the Direfkory, to the laft 
extremity. 

The populace, in the mean time, were 
approaching in great crouds to the houfe 
ot the Ambaflador. They demanded* 
by )oud and repeated cries, that it (hould 
be ^ taken down, and at length proceeded 
to ailail the houfe with ftones, by whiclr 
all the windows were fooo dellroyed. 
The loudeil acclamations of loyalty and 
attachment to the Emperor were beard 
on ail fides, accompanied with the l^rongeft 
cxprellions of execration and deteftation 
of the French. A fmall picket of ca« 
valry, with fome infantry, foon arrived^ 
but they were unable to overcome the 
violence of the people. A boy, aflifted 
by thofe who were next to the hotels 
mounted to the balcony, and puUed dowa 
the flag, which was inftantiy torn, and 
the flamlan!, to which it was attachedf 
was burnt. 

The refentment of the people, how. 
ever, put in motion, did not flop here. 
They burft open the gate of the hotel, 
threatening in the msTt violent language 
to I'acrifice the AmbafTador and all hit 
Suite to their vengeance. They denEio* 
lifhed every thing that they found on the 
ground floor of the hotel. They laid 
hold of two of the Ambaflador's car- 
riages, and dragged them, the one to a 
neighbouring^ fquare, and the other to 
the court ot the palace, and broke therti 
in pieces. While they were thus em- 
ployed, a confiderable detachment of 
military arrived, and availing themfelves 
of the ablence of the mob, occupied tlie 
entrances into the ftreet in which the 
AmbaHador's houfe is (ituated, and pre- 
vented their return. 

Early in the evening M. Bernadotte 
wrote to "Baron Thugut, to inform him 
of the inl'ult offered to him) and to de- 
mand prote6tion. M. de Degelmano 
was immediately difpatched to him, with 
orders to exprels the concern with which 
the Auffrian Government had learned 
thedifturbance that had taken place, and 
to afiure him^ that an adequate number

Id the beginnins: of the tumult, the 
jAmbalfador iiiTited the.Winirtcrs of the 
Powrrs in alliance with France, to vifit 
bim at his houle. The Spanifh Am- 
baflkdor and Dutch Minifter, the former 
fey his fifcretary, the Jatter in writing, 
txpreflTed thjeir concern that the ftate of 
their health did not permit them to leave 
their rooms at fo Jatc an hour. 

In the morning they both waited upon 
Ikim, when he declared his intention to 
quit Vienna. Shortly after, his firft fc- 
erctary was difpatched with a letter to 
the Emperor, containing the following 
requlfitions as conditions of his con- 
tinuing at Vienna i 

ift, The diimiffai of the Miniflcr

adlv, The immediate and exemphry 
pwnirtiment of the Chief of the Police,

^dly, The eftabliihment of the Pri- 
vileged puarter in the City of Vienna 
(already required and refulifd) for the 
French Miffion, and its Compatriots. 

4thly, That the Fmperor (hould re- 
fair, at his own expence, the flag and 
ftngftaff, and the pielure of the French 
srms. 

It is hardly neceflUry to obferve, that 
the whole of thefe 4(:niands were peremp- 
roriiy refufed. Upon which Bemadotte 
• <|tiitted Vienna, denouncing vengeance 
stgainft the Auftrians, and threatening to 
return, and punirti upon the fpot, the 
outrage upon the dignity of the Greax 
Nation! I !

mitted, it is incumbent on me to declare, 
tliat I ptrcejve no ground of expectation 



that the ob je6^s of their miflion can be, 
accompiiihed en terms crmpatible'with 
the fafety, honour, or the eiTential io- 
tercfts of the nation. 

** The refuft carnot with juftice b^ 
attributed to any want of moderation on 
the part cf this Government, or to any 
indif'pofitionto forego fecondary interefts 
for the prefervation of peace. Knowing 
it to be my duty, and believing it to be 
vour wifh, as well as that of the great 
Dody of the people, to avoid, by all 
realbnable conceiuons, any participation 
in the contentions of Europe, the powern 
vefted in our Envoys were commenfnrate 
with a liberaland pacific policy, and that 
high confidence which might juftly be 
repofed in thi? abilities, patriotifra, and 
integrity of the chancers to whom tbc 
negotiation was corpmitted. 

** After a carefii! review of the whcl^ 
ftibje^, with the aid of all the information 
I have received, I can difcern nothing 
which could have infured or contributed 
to Aiccefs, that has been omitted on my 
part : and nothing further which can bi 
attempted, confiftently with maxims fcr 
which our country nas contended, at 
every hazard, and which conftitute the . 
bafis of our national Sovereignty. 

** Under thefe circumftances I cannot 
forbear to reiterate the recommendations 
which have been formerly made ; and to 
exhort you to adopt with promptitude, 
decifjon, and unanimity, fuch meafures 
as the ample refources of the country 
afford, for the prote6lion of our leafaritig 
and commercial citizens ; f r the dcfcrce 
of any expofed portions of our territory ^ 
for r'pleniftiing our nrlenals, efJablifhing 
founderies and military manutafturcs ; 
^rd to provide fuch efficient revenue, as 
will be nccefTary to defray extraordinary 
expences, and liipply the deficiencies, 
which may be occafioned by depredations 
on our commerce. 

" The prefent ftate of things is To 
eflentially difi'erent from that in which 
inftro^Hons were given to Colle£Vors tp 
reftra^n vjefTels of the United States from 
lailing in an armed condition, that the 
principle on which thofc orders were 
iHucd has ^eafed to exilt. I thereforjt 
i\ttTn it proper .to inform Ccrgrefs, that 
I no longer conceive myfclf jwftifiable in 
continuing them, unlcfs iii particular 
(fafes, where there may be rcafonablc 
ground of fufplcion that fuch veflels zvp 
intended to be employed contrary to law. 
** In all yotir proceedings it will he 
important to mantfeft a zeal, vigour, and 
concert, an detenc« sf the tiational rights^

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proportioned to tlieu!anger\iitb which 
they are threatened.

By letters from New York of the tsth 
olt. w^ are informed, that the Congreft 
of the United States have agreed to adopt 
all the meafures of defence recommended 
by the Prefidcnt, in confequence of the 
hoftile intentions of the French Republic 
towards that country. The propofition 
for arming their ihips was carriod only 
by a majority of four ; but all the other 
4;|aeilions, which related merely to de- 
feniive operations, were carried unani- 
mooily. Our advices add, that the mer- 
cantile intcreft of America, confiding in 
the protcAion of Great Britain, entertain 
little orno apprehenfion from the hoftility 
of the common enemy. Tlie demands 
of ^e Executive Directory appear to 
# have been of the moft exorbitant nature. 
They indfted In the firft place, throngll 
their agents (for they never condefcended 
to give the American Minilt#rs an ao- 
dience), that all conmiercial connexions 
between Great Britain and America 
fliould be broken off; fecondly, that the 
United States fliould pay to the French 
Republic the fum of 500,000!. previoufty 
to any negotiationr beine entered into ; 
and thirdly, that America ihould grant 
» loan of s,ooo,oool. fterling to France. 
To tbcie extravagant demands the Mi- 
nifttfs repHed, that their inttruAions did 
not empower them to agree to any fucb 
terms, and that the juftice of their caule 
had led them to expeX more equitable 
and honourable conditions for their coun* 
try. The rejoinder wasy that the French 
Republic could treat on no other terms j 
in conieqtience of which one of the Ame-> 
rican Ministers left France, and the other 
has (ince received an order to ^«it thcf 
territories of the Republic. 

The Preijdent of the United States has 
been induced, from the prefent gloomy 
and threatening afpeft of affairs, to ifTuc 
a ProcUmation, recommending a General 
Fait. This Proclamation bears date the 
«3d of March, and Itattes, that " As the 
United States of America are at Patient 
placed in an hazardous and amiflive 
fitoation, by the unfriendly diipolition, 
condoft, and dsMMnds, of » Foreign 
PoWer, evinced by repeated infults, in 
refufmg to receive otir - meitegers of re- 
conciliation and peac'e^ by depredations 
00 our commerce, and the infliXion of 
injuries oa very many of our i^Uow-

dttaens while engaged iii ^W hiwful 
biifineis OB the feas }*' he has thoueht it 
a doty to reiMnmend to the peopM the 
«th of May, to be fet knart for ** felemii 
humiliation, failing, and prayer, in order 
that Chriftians of all denominations may 
(in the way they think moft fuitable and 
proper) implore the proteRion of the 
Divine Being, and befeech him to wivtrt 
the impending calamities which threaten 
them as a Nation." Similar Procla- 
mations have been iflned by Averal of 
the Governors of the indivldtial States. 

The Senate of the United Stittes, oti 
the 26th March^ brought fbrward a ftrin^ 
of Refolutiont, which had for their ob- 
je6k thefe feveral points t —To iky an 
embargo— 40 complete and garrilbn the 
fortificatioBs— to ralfe a provifional ar- 
my—and to provide for the fupply of 
arms and military ftores. There Reft)* 
lutions were not decided on when the 
accounts came away, except the fid^^ 
which wai negatived. ^ 

The papers have been fince ^bltflied# 
and contain the letters of credence to 
MeiT. Pinkne^, Marihall, and GerTy f 
then come their full powers as Ambaf« 
ladors, to rtftere a good underibnding. 
The Prefident of the Umted States ez- 
plains that he Aibftitutes initials, and 
omits paffiiges, that might diicover the 
peribni alluded to, who negotiated with 
the Mkiifters} but thefe, he aflures Con«> 
grefs, he knows, by the key eftabliflied 
with the AmbaiTadors. 

The firft letter from the AwnMStdon 
to the Preiident, is dated O^ber as s 
Md afterffiving an account of the refoiarl 
the Minii&rs met wt^ in their a^tdnpt 
to be received by the IKieAory, it ht^

<* On the morning of O^ober 1%, Mu

expefied would anfwcr the purpofc.— 
General Pinckney faid, he (hould be glad 
to hear it. Mr. X. replied > that the Di- 
rc6tory> and particularly two of the 
Members of it, were exceedingly irri- 
tated at fome paffages of the Prclident's 
^echy and defired that they fhould be 
ioftened, and that this ftep woi»ld be 
neceflary previous to our reception j that 
befides this, a fum of money was required 
for the pocket of the Direftcry and 
Mi«ifters, which would be at the difbofal 
of M. Talleyrand ; and that a Loan 
would alio be infiftcd on. Mr. X, faid, 
if we acceded to theie meafures, M. Tal- 
leyrand had no doubt that all our dif- 
ferences with France might be accommo- 
dated. On enquiry, Mr. X. could not 
point out the particular. parages of the 
I'petch that had given offence, nor the 
quantum of the Loan j but mentioned 
fliat the douceur for the pocket was 
twelve hundred thoufand livres, about 
5o,cool. fteriing. Gen. Pinckney told 
him, his colleagues and himftlf, from the 
time of their arrival here, had been treated 
with great llight and dilreipc6l j that 
|hey ^earneftly wifhed for peace and re- 
conciliation with Fiance, and had been 
, enrruited by their country with very great 
powers to obtain thoie ends on HONOUR- 
ABLH TERMS ; that with repaid to the 
propofitions made, he could not even 
conlidcr of them before he had commu- 
nicated them to his colleagues : that af- 
ter he had dene fo, he (liould hear from 
him. After communication and con- 
fultation had, it was agreed that Gen. 
pinckney fliould call on Mr. X. and re- 
quelt him ta make his propofitions to us 
^11 ; and, for fear of miiiakes and mifap- 
preheniions, that he (hould be reque(red 
to reduce the' heads into wciting. H^ 
laid, his communication was not imme- 
diately with M. Talleyrand, but through 
anotlier gentleman in whom M. Talley- 
rand had great confidence; this proved^ 

afterwards to be Mr. Y ." 

- [I^ appears, that feveral meetings took 
place on the fubje^, the following is a 
brief ftaument.] 

«« O^ober 49. 
« M. X. again called on us. He laid 
M, Talleyrand was extrsmcly anxious to 
Jbe of fervice to us, and rec^ueited that one 



more effoit (hould be made to eoable hini 
to be fb. A great deal of the fame con- 
vejrfation was repeated We were told 
that the de(lru6^ion of England was ine- 
vilable, and that the wealth and arts of 
that nation would naturaUy pafs over to 
America, if that event (hould find us in 
peace." [Here follows the anfwer 5 af- 
ter which the account proceeds as fol- 
lows]:— «« The fum of his prqpoiition 
was, that if we would pay, by, way of 
fees (that was his exprefuon), the fum 
of money demanded for private ufc, the 
Dire6^ory would not receive, us, but 
would permit us to remain in Paris as 
we now were, until one of us could go 
to America, and confult our Government 
on the fubjeft of a Loan. Thefe v^rcrc 
the circumftances, he faid, under which 
the Minifter of Portugal had treated. 
We aiked, if in the mean tim^ the Di- 
reftory would order the American pro- 
perty, not yet paffed into the hands of 
privateers' men, to be reftored ? He faid 
explicitly, that they would not. We 
aflced him,^ whether they would fufpend 
further depredations on our commerce? 
He faid they would not. But M, Tal- 
leyrand obferved, that on this fubjeft we 
could not luftain much additional injury, 
as the winter feafon was approaching, 
when few additional captures would be 
made." [Here follows the anfwer of the 
Envoys, in which they complain of the 
hoftile proceedings ,of the French, and 
ibte,] "That they would not give a 
(hilling,.unlels American property, un- 
juftjy captured, was prcviouHy reltored, 
and further hoftilitics fufpended j and 
that, without this, they would not even 
confult their Government concerning a 
Loan." «♦ He faid, that without this 
money we (hould be obliged to quit 
Paris, and that we ought to confidcr the 
confcquences j the property of the Ame- 
ricans would be connfcated, and their 
velfels in port embargoed.'* Heie fel- 
lows the anfwer, which thus concludes : 
** We told him it was a fubjeft on which 
we had confidcrcd maturely, and on 
which we were innnoveable. He parted 
with us, faying, if this was the cafe, it 
would not be worth while for M. Y. to 
come ; but in the evening M. Y. and 
M. X. called, and were invited by M. 
Gerry to breakfaft with us next raom- 
iflg.^V 

" OSober 30. 

«< After breakfafl M. Y. rencvwd the 

fubjeft, faying, what he had to offer had 

not the landion of the Direttory. But 

Talleyrand had acquired fuch fiiixmela in 

hit 
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fci$ fituation by the peace with the Em- 
peror, he was fo intimate with Buona- 
parte and the officers of the Army of 
ItaJy, that he would probably be Minifter 
fix months, and could now undertake 
what he could not venture upon before. 
M. Y. then called our attention to our 
inability to defend ourfelves againft the 
power* France could bring againii us. 
^ The fete of Venice was one which might 
befell the United States. But he pro- 
ceeded to obferve, it was probablh we 
might rely on forming a league with 
England. It' we had uich a reliance, it 
would fail us. The fituation of Ehgland 
was fuch as to«compel Mr. Pitt to make 
peace on the terms of France. A variety 
of caufes were in operation which made 
fuch an efFeft ablbluttly certain. To 
fay nothing of the oppofition in England 
to the Minifter^ ana to the war : an op- 
pofition which the fears of the nation 
would increale : to fay nothing of a war 
againit England, which was preparing 
in the North : an army of 1 50,000 men, 
under the command of Buonaparte, fpread 
upon the coaft of France, and aided by all 
the vaft refources of his genius, would 
moft probabljr be enabled to invade Eng- 
land ; in which event their Government 
would be overturned. But ihould this 
invaiion not be abfolutely effeAed, yet 
the alama it would fpread through the 
nation, the enormous expence it would 
produce, would infallibly ruin them if 
It was to be continued, and would drive 
them to fave themfelves by peace : that, 
independent of this, France poflcfled the 
means which would infallibly dellroy 
their Bank, and their whole paper fyliem. 
He faid he knew very well it was gene- 
rally conjeflured that Buonaparte would* 
not leave Italy and the^army which had 
conquered under him, and which adored 
him i he affured us that nothing could 
be more unfounded than the conjecture. 
He faid that Pitt himfelf was fo confident 
of the necedity of peace, that after the 
naval victory over the Dutch, he had 
iignffied his readinefs to treat on the 
fame terms which he had offered before 
that a6lion : we could not then rely on 
the aifiHance of England. What, he 
^ed, would be our fituation, if peace 
ihould bfc made with England before our 
differences with France were accommo- 
dated ? He then Hated the advantages 
of the influx of wealth that would be the 
confequence to America of the deilru^ion 
of England | and repeated; that all thefe 



proportions were to be' confidered as 
coming from us. » M. Y. continued, you 
imagine the unreafonablenefs of thefe de- 
mands will unite America againft us. 
You are miftaken, faid he ; you ought to 
know, that the diplomatic fkill of France, 
and the means ihe poflefles in your coun- 
try, are fuflScient to enable her, with the 
French party in America, to throw the 
blame which will attend the rupture of 
the negotiations on the Federaiifts, as 
you term yourlelves, but on the Britifh 
party, as France terms you ; and you 
may afiure yonrfelves this will be done. 
We then urged the injuftice of this pro- 
ceeding-, reprefenting that America had 
been the only power that had remained 
friendly to France, when all Europe was 
againft her : that America had ient the 
Meflcngers of Peace j but inftead of 
being received, a demand was made for 
money, and America threatened to be 
crafcd, like Venice, from the lill of na- 
tions ; it was threatened to deftroy the 
only free Republic on eai'th which had 
fliewn real friendlhip to France. To 

five money would only encourage further 
emands. We had no regard to our 
fituation with Britain, but we were de- 
termined to fupport American Inde- 
pendence. France mifcalculated on the 
parties in America: all would unite 
againft her. M. X. faid, Talleyrand 
would not lay our proportions before the 
Direftory, unlefs he previ^ufly received -« 
the 50,000! • or the greateft part of it. 
Y. left his propofitions, ana we gave 
our anfwer in writing.'*

Virginia, amounting 
to i50;0ool. he (Beaumarchais) would 
pay 50f00ol. to Talleyrand for the Di- 
rectory. The laft of thefe papers is 
dated the Sth of January, when, in con- 
fequence of the decrees ot France againft 
all neutral (hips with Englifb goods, the 
negotiations appear to have terminated. 
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April 14. John Hay and Timothy 
Hickey were tried before Mr. ^ijeant 
8tanlev» at Cork* for the murder of the 
late Colonel Maniergh St. George and 
Jafper Uniacke. Efq. and after a Ion? 
trial, which lafted from morning until 
eleven o*clock on Saturday night« were 
convicted by the Jury without ktTtnr 
the box. The evidence of Mrs. Uni- 
ache, the widow of the decealed Mr. 
Uniacke, and of her ibn, a bov of la 
years old, was the moft aflTefting nar- 
rative that ever was difclofed in a Court 
of Juftice. The pi^hire Aie gare of the 
tragical (bene wounded the feelings of 
every man who heard it. Her evidence 
as to the identity of the prifoners was 
clear, ftrong, and coniiftent. The learned 
Judge, after a pathetic exhortation from 
the Itench, palled ientence of death upon 
the prifoners very late oh Saturday night, 
and ordered them to be executed on 
Monday morning at Kihrorth, near 
where the barbarous murder was com* 
mttted.

acquifition of accompUfliments, which he 
however attained in an eminent degree. He 
flood defcrvedly high in the eftimadon of 
iiit brother officers, and to him they looked 
with a very general expcAation that he would 
l>ecome one of the moft diAinguKhed orna- 
Kicntt of his profeffion. 

In the year 1779 he was made a lieutenant, 
and appointed to the Bedford, commanded 
by that able and difceming officer Captain 
(afterwards Sir Edmund) Affleck, who foon 
diftovered his merit, and Arongly recom- 
mended him to Admit al Digfcy, to ferve with 
Prince Waiiam, as an officer well adapted 
to exhibit to the royal youth a patterif of 
prof'efficnal talents, combined with the mcii 
cacemplary viitues. ^ He was immediately 
appointed with Mr. (row Captain) Rcats to 
the watch on board the I'rincc George, in 
vchich his Royal Higlioefs fcrved, and from 
that moment to the time of his death was 
honoured with peculiar marks of his Royal 
Highneis^s regard. In 17S2 he was made 
nnaOer and conunandcr by Admiral Digby, 
and in 1790 was^ raifed to the rank of poll 
captain by the interest of bis Royal Highncfs 
the Duke of Clarence. At the commence • 
' ment of the prefent war he was appointed, 
by the recommendation of his old mefi* mate 
and dear friend Lord Hugh Seymour, to the 
command ot the Eurydke, and about two 
years afterwards, by the fame intereA, to 
that of La Revolutionnaire, which he ccra- ■ 
manded with equal honour to himfelf, and 
UtikfAiWon to the fliip*ti company, wlio, at 
the time of the mutiny, and on other oc- 
cafions, gave uncommon proofs of pcrfonal 
auschment to their commander : for although 
he was Ari^ to all points of difcipline, he 
was coniidered by them as a father and 
friend. 

He died, as might be expeded from the 
habitual virtues of his life, with a magna- 
nimity fo digniAed as to difplay at once the 
fbrtiiude of which he was pol]clT.d as a man, 
and the hope of whjcti he was full as a 
chriit an. Agreeably to his cxprtfs di- 
rections, he was biu.cd without j^aradc at 



the church of St. Hillary in Cornwall, near 
the wiie wh^m he had loved with the ten* 
derefl sffcQ'ion, and whofe death he nnofl 
deeply lamented as long as he furvived her.

ftewn in chronological order, mod the 



*^ that after a perufal of that excellent 
performance, the ftudent^s curiofity ia 
naturally led to enquire further into the 
origin of the law, with its progrefs to 
the Hate in which it now is. Thefe fen>

RtcTcs was appointed Chief Jaflxc* 
a*^ wei>t there to esccute the dotica of 
his office. On h?s retcm to Eitfland* in 
the autumn of 1 791, he found the pablic 
mini mvth agitated bf the pradkes of 
ircendiarict, and aianj wdl-naeaning 
pmcns dcfponitxtg at the gloomy pro- 
fpca lYtn exhibited to the world.

Id 1795 a pamphlet wae psih fi in d, 
entitled «« Thoughts on thcEn^iiiGo- 
venuneat. Addrcflcd to the qaicimd 
Seale of the People of E a g fan d, la a 
Series of Letters. Lcticr L^ Ivo. which 
a^oft ipinicdiaicly bccasK the oh^ of 
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laimadverfion an hoth Houftt of Par- 
liaiticnt. A complaint was madeagainft 
it in the Houfe of Comroont, and a Conr- 
mittcc appointed to enquire who wa» the 
Author. On the Heport that it was the 
production of Mr. Ri^vti, the Attorney 
General was ordered to proiccate him 
for a libel, and tht information was tried 
on the »oth of May 1796. The refult 
of the whole, to ufc the words of the 
foreman of the Jury, was, '* That the 
pamphlet which had been proved to have 



bc«ti written by Johli Reerety £A}. It a 
tery improper publication $ but beinr 
of opinion that his motives were not fucm 
as laid in the information^ ' they found 
him Not GuiJty. 

Mr. Reeves, lince this event, has not 
appeared very conipicuoHfly in public 
matters ;• though we do not doubt, but 
if the times require it, he will again ftep 
forward^ againit the enemies of his coua-* 
try, and we hope with equal fuccels t# 
his exertions as t'ormerly. 



MAJOR RENNELL'S AND MR. EDWARDS'S REPORT 



TO THX 

AFRICAN ASSOCUriOfh 



UNTIL Mr. Park's Jounial is pub- 
lifhed by htraielf, the following 
notices from Major RenncU and Mr. 
Br^an Edwards, printed for the fatis- 
ftinion of; the A^'^ican Aflbciation, may 
be confidered as matters equally curious 
antl important. 

The difcoveriet of Park giv^ a new 
Uxx to the phyfical geography of Weftcrn 
Africa. Tbevidcertam the fources of 
the Gambia, the Senegal, and the Niger; 
iiQd prove, by the conries of thcfe great 
revel's, that'i belt of mountairs, running 
from Weit to Calb, occupies the parallels 
between 10 and 11 degrees of N. L. and 
at lealt between the id and 10th degrees 
of W. L. from Greenwich. The higheft 
part of this chain of mountains is Ikuatcd 
between the 6lh and 10th degrees of 
W. L. fince within this fpace are found 
the fources of the Gambia* and the 
Senegal, whkh run to the North Weft ; 
and alio the fource of the Joiiba, or 
Niger, which runs to the North Eaft. 
The bead of the principal branch of the 
Senegal is 80 geographical miles to the 
Weft of the Niger 5 and the head of the 
Gambia is roo Weft of the Senegal. 

Mr, Park firft dlfcovercd the Niger at 
the town of Scgo, fituate near the 14th 
decree of Northern latitude, and 2 and a 
half jdegrecs Weft longitude froni Green- 
wich ; and therefore above 14. degrees 
from the Wtftcrn coaft of Africa, from 
whence he begs^ his travels \ which were 
continued from Sego to Silla, 70 miles 
in the direaionof N. E. along the banks 
(fi the* river. 



The vaft continent which he liad tra- 
verfed, Mr. P. found to be ever) whert 
divided into petty itatcs, inhabited bv 
Negroes or by Moors : the former kind 
andhofpitable j the latter the moft per- 
fidious of the human race, combining In 
their chara^Ur the Wind fupcrftition of 
the African Negro with the. favage 
treachery of the Arab, and all of them 
taught to Regard the Chriftian name with 
Jnconceivabk abhorrence, and to confider 
it nearly as lawful to murder a European 
aj it would be to kill a dog. hy thele 
Moors, Mr. P. was kept in merctleft 
and iniulting div^nce upwards of twa 
months, at Renown, lituate in 1 5 ^egnsci 
N. L. and 7 W. L. 

Finding that it was in cositemplation 
to deprive him of life, or put out hit 
eyesy he determined, rather than remaia 
longer among fuch monftera, whole ten<* 
dereft mercies were cruelty, to rifle perifti- 
ing in ihe woods by hunger, or the fury 
of wild beafts. He fortunately procured 
at bis departure his horie and' his pocket ' 
cpmpafs \ which laft he had, during hit 
confinement, concealed in the iand. He 
rode forwards without ftopping the whole 
of the firft day. His horie grew tired t 
he experienced the torments of thirft. 
Whenever he came to a tree, he climbed 
it, in hopes of difcovering a watering 
place j he chewed the leaves, but found 
fhcm all bitter. Towards the evening 
of the fecond day, be muft inevitably 
have pcriihed, had he not lighted upon a 
few fcattcrcd hutsof Toulah Shepherds. 
Perceiving an aged negro woman among 
them who gazed on himrhe tendered her 

hit 
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hh handlaerchief, tnd requeued in (r*- 
change a lictk corn. She kindlv invittKi 
liim into her but, and produced a large 
%ror<Wn bowl ot koulcoiu, or boiled corn ; 
|)rocuring him M the lame time ccm and 
water Hvr hit hcrfe. 

In this manner, obtahttng eleemcly- 
nary Tup port trom the moft wretched of 
hninan beings* he wandered for the i'pace 
oi 15 days, direfling his cciirfe nearly 
Eaft South £aft, in the ncconipliftiment 
of his miliion. At length, in the morn- 
ing ot the i6ih day, having- been joined 
by Icroe Mandingo Negroes who were 
travelting to Sego, he had the incxprcf- 
fible lati&ia^icn to behold the great ob- 
jeft oi his wiflKS— the long lought ma- 
jtStic Niger, glittering to the morning 
iuo» a& broad as the Tha^ies at Weft- 
liiintter> flowing with flow majeiiy from 
Weii to Eafly through the middle of a 
Tery extenfive town, which his iellow^ 
traYellers told him was Sfgo, the capital 
of the great kingdom of Bambara. 

His emotions were exquifite : and it 
wti«iii)juA not to give them in his o^n 
words—** I baftened to the brink of the 
river, and having drank of the wateri 
lilted up my fervent thanks in prayer to 
the great Kuler oi tU things, for having 
thus liar crowned my endeavours with 
iiicccfs/' 

The houfes of Sego are of clay, with 
iat roofs ; many of them two (lories 
big^, and white waflied. Moorifh 
Booiques aye feen in every quarter of the 
city, which contains about ^OyOoo inha- 
bitants. The boats on the river are 
Bumerous, and the furroundin^r country 
well cultivated. Sego is the rdidence of 
Xlanlbng, King of 3ambara, a Negro j 
who, tearful ot the malignant cruelty of 
|he Moorifli inhabitants toward? a Chrif- 
tian ftranger, ient to defire Pa»k to quit 
bis dominions, giving him 5000 cowries 
to defraiy the expences of his journey. 
An hundred of thefe cowries, or little 
fiiells, Vviil mainuin a man and hit horfe 
S4. hours in Bambara. 

After leaving Sego, the firft town of 
note at which Mr. P. arrived, in the 
dire6lion of N. E. was Kabba, fituated 
In the midft of a betutiful and highly 
cultivated country. It was the fealbn 
of the Shea harveft 1; which confifts in 
gathering tlie fruit producing the tree- 
bucter. The tree itfelf relembles the 
American oak $ and the nut, from the 
kernel of which the butter is prepared. 



refcmbles a Spaniih dllre. The butter, 
obtained by Amply boiling this kernel in 
water, is whiter, firmer, and hat a finer 
flavour than any that can be made firom 
cows* milk, and has alfo the advantage 
of keeping without lalt. 

Mr. P. proceeded two days jotimey t* 
Silla, and intended from thence to have 
advanted to Jeune, TombuAo, and 
Houfa, the principal cities on the Nigcar ; 
but was deterred by the information that 
the two firft places were wholly undef 
the influence ot the Moors. In return* 
in^ hom«?ward, Mr. P. followed the banks 
or the Niger, aiui traced back that great 
river nearlv to iu ibarci. During the 
courfe of tnit peregrination, he encoun- 
tered the tropical raint in all their vio* 
lence; and was chiefly indtbted for his 
fupport to the Doodyt or chief roan ia 
each place j one part of wh6le<luty it is» 
to provide for ,tbe neceflitous traveller. 
To iiiflfer the King'^t ftranger to dbpart 
hungry (fuch is the phrafe)> it an oflfence 
of a very heinous nature.— The gene* 
rofity of the Negroes often madt them 
refufe cowries in payment* but their fu- 
perflition made them earaeft Mfter/a^Us 
or charms. Thefe fuphiet are fcraps of 
paper, with a fentence of the Koran, 
ibid by the Moors to the poor Negroes } 
who, being fumiflied with tbit mer* 
chandife, no longer dr^ad the lurking 
ferpcnt or the prowling tycer. They 
oblerved, however, «« that if a Moor*s 
faphie is good, a white maii't muft need 
be better.*' Mr. P. indulged thit ixnm 
cy, and ibnietimes gave them the Loid*s 
prayer. His pen wa» a reed \ charcoal 
and gum- water fupplied him with ink \ 
a thin board lerved the purpose of paper. 
At Kamalla, which is 500 miles trom 
any friendly country on the Gambia, 
Mr. P. was detained one naontb by a 
dangerous fever, and five months n^ore, 
waiting for the flrfl caravan of flavess the 
company of which was neceilary to his 
journey through the delcrt. The chief 
dire6lor of the caravan reftded at Ka- 
njalia ; to him our traveller applied ; 
and for the value of one (lave, to nc paid 
on bis lafe arrival at the Gambia, this 
worthy Negro undertook to conduA him 
fafe back to Piiania, and alfo offered 
him the accommodation of his hoofe un- 
til the time of the caravan's departure. 
During the long and unexpe^lm 4eUy 
of fix months, not a murmur efcaped the 
lips of KarAi ^this was the (iegro'a 
name), or thofe of any of hit wivet, at 
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^ tbe trouble and expence vkich their in- 
" nAte brought upon them. To the 
tender roUcitiide» the chearfol aflTiduityy 
and ilovfiog hofpitality, of thcfe poor 
Pagans, Mr. P. declares hlmielf indebted 
for his fafe return to Great Britain, and 
the preiervation of his life* 

la' April i797> the caravan bdng 
tomplcted, and our traveller's health re- 
aAabliihedi he fet out trom Kamalia in 
company with feventy perfons, under 
the dtre^ion of Karta. In nine days 
they came to Maana, bordering on the 
branch of the Senegal. In ten days 
more, they reache4 the iinail but fertile 
State of Dentilla, and crofled in their 
journey fome of the ftreanu that con* 
tribute to the great river of the Gambia. 
On the 4^h of June they fell in with 
that river two days' journey above the 
falls of Baraconda. On the 10th of 
June Afr.P. to his infinite fatisfadion, 
entered the hofpitable manfion of Dr. 
Laidley, from which he had fet out 18 
ndonths before. On the 15th he em- 
barked in a Have (hip bdund to America $ 
which being driven by ftrefs of weather 
into Antigua^ Mr. P. took his .paflage 
from thence to London^ where he arrived 
on the 25th of December 2797. 

In his extenfive peregrinations, one of 
the greateft curiolities he met with is 
the Lotus, a plant of ancient renown, 
rather a thorn v fhrub than a tree, 
tobounding in ah the countries he ti*a- 
Veried> but flour ilhing molt in a fandy 



foil. Its ffuit is a ioM '^iiiaccoiia 
berry, which bcfengpouadcd and dried in 
the iun, i$ made into excellent cakes, 
refembling in colour and flavour, thv 
fweeteft gingerbread. A li4Uor alio is 
prepared from it, delicioully iwcd ; the 
lame, peihaps, which is lablcd to hare 
produced fuch extraordinary eifcds 00 the 
compantonis of Ulydes. 

A new and important circumdaiice 
brought to light by Mr. P. is, that the 
Moors, thofe mercikfs bigots, whole 
territories extend in a narrow belt from 
the mouth of the Senegal to the confines 
of Aby(Iinia,do not, as has been hitherto 
univerially believed, truft Iblely to^ the 
i'word for the propagation of their tenets. 
They have introduced among the Pagans 
of Africa a fyliem of proielytilm much 
more efficacious and extenfive. By e^iab- 
lifliing Schools wheiV:v<rit is praclicable, 
in which the Negro children are taught 
to read, and inf trusted in the tenets of 
the Koran, they fix a bias on tiur minds 
of their difciples, which no accidents ia 
life can ever altcrwards remove. 

Mr. P. faw many of thole fchools in 
his progrefs, and could not but lament 
that none of the European Goveinments 
(Sierra Lecne bein^ a private concern), 
have introduced a Umilariyflem among 
thefe poor people, for inculcating the 
do«51rines ot Chriftianity j a mcaiure 
which, in his opinion, many ciicunw 
ilances concur to render pra£licablc«

and as thoroudox a preacher, as ever af- 
cended the ftairs of a pulpit. But oh, 
Mr. Mr. how 'fraid I 

am he is falling away, and going to de- 
frrt the Church's caufe ! The laft Sun- 
day that ever was, he preached a vehe- 
ment fermon againft ourPfalms, and was 
no fooner out of the pulpit but be diftri- 
buted a large number of a new fort of 
Plalm-books, which none of us ever faw, 
or heard of before. A Prelbyterian 
neighbour of mine tells me, they arc 
not the Pfalms that are fung in their 
meeting- houfe 5 fo 'tis plain, he fays, 
they muft be taken out of the mafs- 
book. 

Now my mafter, Sir, has given me 
(Irjft orders to fmg thefc, and no other j 
and will direi\ me, he fays, every Sun^ 
day, what Pfalm, and what vcrics, he 
thinks proper to be fung. I durft not be 
io bold as to difpute with him before all 
the peoplt?, but I could not forbear fol- 
JoNving him to-theparfonage, wheie Mrs. 
Betty never fails to treat ree with a 
ibber pint of ale, and the peiufal of the 
, if my mailer has done 
with It J and I tell her in return, I'll 
iay a hearty Amen at her wedding, and 
i\ flia'nt coft her a farthing. 

$0 as my mafter fomt:times condefcends 
to difcourie with me on religious matters, 
I was refolved to change a word with 
him, before I fubmitted to his new or- 
ders : therefore e'^nail^'t him downrightf 
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whether he was in cameft about the new 
Plalms. You arc loth, I perceive, faid 
he, to part with your old acquaintance 
Stemhold and Hopkins j but if you may 
have better Pfalms in their ftead, won't 
you be fatisfied ? Better ! faid I, what 
oetter tluur tho(e that are in our bibles 
and prayer-books ? They are bound 
up) fays he» with our bibles and common 
prayer-books, but they have no bufinefs 
there ; and have been fung in our 
churches too years, without any order, 
or authoritative allowance, either of 
Church or State. Now, thinks I to 
myielf, and fmiled, I (hall certainly be 
too hard for my mailer: fo ftepping into 
the kitchen, I fnatched Mrs. Betty 't 
prayer-book oflp the pewter (bclf, and 
turning to the title page of the Pialms, 
Sir, faid I, begging your pardon, I can't 
help fhcwing you your miftake here in 
print : <« Set forth and allowed to be fung 
in all Churches, &c." and fo I read the 
whole ftavc to him 5 but he woudn't be 
convinced for all that : he afk't me when. 
and by itwom they were allowed ^ and, 
becau(e I was not fcholar enougli to 
anfwer fuch queftions, he woudn't believe 
his own eyes. To be lure, I never knew 
my mafter talk fo like an unbeliever in 
all my life: but I guefs where the ftioe 
pinched : he didn't care it Ihould be faid, 
he was worftcd by his own clerk ; fo I 
'thought it became me, in modefty, to 
fay no more as to that point. But then, 
continued I, don't you think it very 
hai-d, Sir, that the poor clerk here, who 
has ferved the Church duly and truly for 
fo many years, is not allowed to have 
wit enough, after all, to chufe'his owiji 
Pfalm? Why parilh- clerks, faid vny 
mafter, are apt to make miftakes now and 
then I witneis the 30th of January, when

^Here my mafter thought he was up 
with me for fliewing him nit error a little 
before. But, replied I, I thought, Sir,. 
I had fufficiently recovered nsy credit 
fince that, and did not expe6l to be 
twitted with it any more. If I was a 
little out on the 30th of January, you 
will own> good Sir, I made amends for - 
it on the 5 th of November : you had 

fiven us an excellent difcourfe againft 
bpery, and I backed it, every body 
faid, very apropos^ with the iifthPfalm, 
againif worfiiipping images :

Don't be angry, Sir, if I give you 
my fimple opinion, that Mr. Hopkins

|cins, to expofe the fenfelefs idol and its 
worihippers the more IhamefiAiy, lets us 
know, that the idol's ears did not grow 
ibut of, or belong to its head, like the ears 
of aJl living creatures, but they were 
joined \ that is to fay,' they were tacked 
to its noddle with hammer and nails. 

In the late War too, when a long; lift 
of his MajeAy's forces appeared in the 
newfpapers, I had t)ie good fortune to 
lieht upon a ftavc in the iSSth Plalm, 
which, you will own, was to the pur- 
pofe: 

God's army is t^o fnillions, 

0>f warriors great and ftroiig 5 
The Lord alfo in Sinai, 
' Is prefent them among. 

^ A brother clerk of mine, I confefs, 
flit upon a prettier on the fame occafion : 
one of the lines, I remember, was. 

Lord ! hit thy foes a rap. 

And in a late hard winter, when poor 
folks were fo put to*t to get bread, you 
hiay remember, Sir, how I was applauded 
for my cbotce of the izylh Pfalm : 
Though ye rife early in the morn. 
And fo at night go late to bed^ 
Feeding full hardly with brown 
bread ; 
yet were your labour loft and worn. 

The mention of brown bread, I per- 
ceived; moved the congregation exceed- 
ingly $ for, you mult know, the pooreft 
people in thcfe parts tliink it a terrible 
thine to eat brown bread t fo I had a 
mind to give them a hint that brown 
bread was fubmittcd to in David's time, 
or at leaft in Meflrs. Stemhold and Hop. 



kins* time ; who, at I take it, lived 
many years after David. Befides, K 
thought that line had a noble found with 
it, as ijaoft lines have where you meet 
with the word fuU\ for I always fancjp 
this word full fills my mouth, and con- 
fequently the church> better than anjr 
other: 
Feedlng-fuU hardly-with -brown bread. 

This line and feveral others don't nm 
quite fo well in fome of the young fingcra* 
prayer books ; but I always keep to the 
old book I found in the church when X 
was made clerk. That's the book our 
forefathers ufcd, and I canH perceive the 
world grows wifer. Beiides, thele, I am 
fetisfied, are the words of Mr. Hopkins^ 
and I love to be true to my friends, and 
know no bufmefs we have to make them 
(peak juft what we think fit, or as 
fa/hious alter, when they are dead ^d 
gone. 

Your fentiments, and your choice of 
thefe Pfalms, my mafter was plealal to 
fay, are equally wife and judicious. In 
my opinion, the late learned and excellent 
Bifhop of London, in his Ccurfe of 
Singing Pfalms (for a plain reafon I 
could give you), has not chole much 
better : and I would have ycu go on, 
and try your genius in a higher way. 
Don*t fpend your time in turning over 
and fuUying your prayer-book, to find 
proper Pfalms, but compofe fome hymns 
of your own : but don't meddle with 
David's Pfalms, I cljai^ge you j let the 
whole compofition be entirely your own, 
and 1 ani perliiaded, it will be more fcn- 
IJbly cxprcrted, and more poetical, ihai> 
Thomas Stemhold and John Hopkins* 
Tranflation j and, I am lure, will have 
as good a right to be fung in our 
churches. The moment he had faid 
this I felt myfelf infpired, and began 
thus : 

O dear Sir, I oft-times have my 
Full empty brains beat fore. 

Yet never cculd I hammer out 
One rhjrming vcrfe — 
One rhyming vcrfc — 

On with it, fays my mafter, never fea^. 
One rhyming verfe — therefore* 

Mighty well, fays he. You fee now, 
Solomon, 'tis no fuch difticult matt»:r to 
pet a rhyme, pr^/vidcd one is not cver- 
Icrupulous aH ut the fenfc. But I al- 
ways though', laid I, one muft have fenfe 
aid. rhyme too. Right, laid he 5 hut it 
is not neccflary to have both in one, or 

ih 
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in every line. The firft verTc jrou make 
Ihould always have ibme feDfe m it ; the 
next, or third, according to your mea- 
furc, muft have a rhyme ; but here the 
ieni'e is not fo materia] : I will give you 
an inilance in the 35th Plklm : 

Ami clad myfelf with facie. 

This, you fee, is the fecond, or rhymine 
Vcrfe ', but there"* not one jot oi lenle 
in it: the, feufe Jay til in the firll or 
fenijbie verfe 5 for can you make any 
ienle ot' a peribn^s being clad or cbathed 
with lack ? Sir, iaid I, there is an oui- 
tvardf and there is likewifc an inward 
cloatbing. In the reading Pfalm, the 
word is fackdotb, which exprefTes both 5 
for as clotb keeps the outward man warm» 
fo viiWfack the inward man. I will ex- 
plain my meaning as you> Sir, often do 
m the pulpit^ by a familiar inftahce. 

Once on a time, I remember, I was 
going home, about ten, from your Chrilt- 
nias entertainment : now, *tis well known. 
Sir, what great care you take to fend 
your parimioners home well fatisfied, 
but very fober, from your plentiful table j 
iftnd, to my thinking, I was as fober as 
ever I was in my lite j but yet, I know 
not how, as I was crofling the church- 
yard, my legs failed me m*angelyt and 
down I tumbled : ;tnd methought I ielt 
as if I had been caft headlong into a 
grave I dug the day betore, and was 
wedged fait in the bottom of it. So 
there I lay, in a bitter ,cold night, till 
funrile next morning; when I perceived 
I had only been dreaming about the 
grave, and lay on as plain a piece of 
ground as your parlour floor. But now 
to come to the matter in hand, it I had 
not been well lined with your good tn- 
ivard cloatbtngy my dream about 'the 
grave would loon have been out \ and 
you, Sir, would have had an opportunity 
of cuuiing a better clerk, who might 
perbafu have chofe better Pialms than 
your humble fervant. I fhould have en- 
deavoured to chufe a fober one, faid he, 
and will take better care of you next 
Chriiimas. I was furprifed to iee him 
look fo fternly at me ; for I thought my 
fimpie manner of telling this ftory of my- 
iclf would have diverted him \ cfpccially 
as it was all the invention Qf my own 
brain, to help my matter's apprehenfion \ 
for i could have told him, that no one 
ever knew the clerk of this paiifh over- 
taken, any more than the parlon . How* 
crer, he ioon recovered his ufual good- 
nature, and told me, my expofition waa 
iflgenlouf \ it might procure me a great 



name among the methodilb % but there 
wa« one fmail fault in it, viz. it was not 
a true one, for that the matter was plainly 
this : John Hopkins, to whole hard lot it 
fell to veriily tliefe ftubborn unpoetical 
words of David, iput 9n fackdotb^ knew 
not what ro do with this fame fackciotb^ 
He wanted a word of one fyllable, and» 
as ill luck would have it, this had two t 
and he wanted a rhyme to Jlack, but (lack 
and cloth made no melody t even falfe 
fpelling, which was his uliial expedient 
on fuch occaiions, would not make *eni 
tuneable. Soy after a great deal of 
fcratchinc^ and beating his brains, he 
eVn refoTved to throw away the cUib 
and keep i)^^facJt, the inward cioatbingf 
as you term it : and this, though it might 
injure the fenfe a. little, anlwered both, 
his other purpofes, and the whole ftave 
was tuH happily compleated : 

When they were fick, I mourned there- 
fore, 

And clad myfelf with fack ; 
With fafting I did faint full fore> 

To pray I was not flack. 

Do you know, Sol, continued thy 
mafler, who rheie wonderful verfioneert^ 
this Sternhold and this Hopkins, were } 
I fuppofe, Sir, faid I, they might be the 
Poet-Laureats of their time. No, no ! 
faid he. Poet Laureatsl^-Poet-Laureatt 
make verfes for the King, for the King 
of Great Britain ; and he muft be lerved 
with other fort of verfes than we offer 
up to the King of Heaven. Was our 
incomparable Laureat to carry no better 
poetry with him to St. Jameses, than the 
rialms we fmg in our Churches, I guefs 
he would hardly have a knife and fork 
laid for him. Thefe Pfalms of yours 
were indeed, foine years agoe, patched* 
and a little mended in ieveral places ; 
but by whom''*werc thefe anoendments 
made ? Not by an aflembiy of divines, 
I can aflfure you, but (as I have been 
chdibly informed) by a fingle parifh- 
clerk, whol^ name was Hill : and inftead 
of the Royal aifent, they had, I fuppofe, 
the approbation of the Company of 
Stationers, who, being long agoe afhamed 
to print fuch fluff as yvt are not yet 
a(hamed to ling, fet this Pfalmiftical 
Cobler on work tp tnend them. 

Thefe now are the Pfalms which you 
ddmire, and many of our people look 
iipon as part of our Liturgy, becaufe 
they corns to their hands" with their 
prayer- hooks t whereas there is hardly a 
mad of fenle in the kingdom that will 
fay any thing more in their favour, thaa 
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that they are better underftood by the 
vulgar thait other verfion^ : and yet this, 
I am confident, is far from being tnie | 
ibr wh^t was vulgarly and meanly ex- 
prefled 200 years agoe, is not half fo in- 
telligible to the common people n'ow-a- 
days, as the natural, eafy, and pure, as 
well as fublime and poetical langoage, 
which we meet with in the verSon of 
Brady and Tate. Befides, this has the 
Royal allowance and permiflion, and fo 
has that of Sir Richard Blackmore : and 
fuch permiflion of two verfions implies 
a command to ufe one of thofe that are 
permitted, and no other. However, I 
wifli from my heart a proper authority 
would fpeak out, and exprelsly enjoin us 
to ufe no other. We nave offered the 
lame and the blind for facrifice long 
enough : we have too long fcen and heard 
the fublime fenfe of the iacred writings, 
infpired by the holy (pirit of God, 
mangled ^d debafed ; for though thefe 
our Tranflators have, for the moft part, 
retained David's fenfe, yet by cloaihing 
it in an unfeemly drefs, and by the un- 
accountable power of dulnefsy they have 
made that lenfe contemptiole j fo that 
there would be much lefs obje6Vion 
againft thefe Pfalras, if they were ori. 
ginal compofitions, and not a pitiful 
tranflation of the divine language of holy 
David. But as they plainly are fo, and 
iince a more delirable method of getting 
rid of *em is not likely to be obtamed, 1 
~ freely declare, that in this particular I 
am tor joining with the fcoffers ot the 
age, and laughing *em out of oiir 
churches. 

I ddubt not but many pious Chriftians 
have ufed thefe Pfalms with devout af- 
fections t the fervent zeal of their hearts, 
though it muft in a great meafure be 
damped, yet could not be quite extin- 
guimed by any words or expreflions, 
now cold or (^iritlefs foever \ and it will 



five me a real concern, If any Aich (bmilil 
e offended at this way of proceeding : 
but the offence, I am confident, would 
foon be removed, if the New Pfalms, as 
they are ftill called, were but put into 
theu- hands', and the old ones taken away, 
which have occafioned the mott exccUenc 
part of divine lervice to be performed 
with fo much coldnefs and indifference $ 
for tiJi it be etpeflM that men will fing 
thofe Pfahns with devotion, or tTen wia 
ferioufnefs, in the church, which they 
hear fo frequently and fo delervedly ridi- 
culed in our flrcets? But every pioui 
Chrillian will rejoice when be finds the 
devotions of his heart affillcd and 
heightened by expreflions fuhable to thif 
heavenly exercife, Snd will pronounce \i 
a joyful and pleafant thing indeed, 10' 
fing praifes to his God, when he cain isa^ 
thole praifes with underftanding« 

My mafler, I perceived, was growing 
warm j fo I knew, though I bad nercr 
fo much reafon on my fide, I muft difpuie 
with him no longer. But I ventured, in 
a low and fubmilfive voice, to add, that 
alterations were dangerous. So fay the 
lukewarm and the indolent, replied he, 
turning quick upon me, who bate to he 
rf formed j but you may as well be afraid 
our parifh-church fhould fall, when yoa 
deniolifh the cobwebs, or bruOi the grrea 
fhould off the walls, as apprehend any 
danger to our Conftitution from fuch an 
alteration as this. And (b faying, he 
left me in great perplexity, till 1 refolved 
to eafe my mind, by laying the whole 
matter before you, Mr. . But, 

good Sir, iion't be like my maftcr, and 
fet your wit and your learning againft a 
plain man $ but tell me, in one piaia 
word, that I am in the right, and 
I will bp 
Your moft obedient fervant 
to command,

AN ACCOUNT OF A SUBTERRANEAN CAVERN, 

LATELY DISCOVERED AT STONEHOUSE, NEAR PLYMOUTH* 

To tbe Right Hoaourabie LordEvGECVMhE. . 



Pijmotttb' Doci, March 1,1776. 

MY LORD, 

1HAVE the honour of comniunicating 
to your Lordihip an account, which I 
took on the fpot, of a fubterranean ca- 
vern, lately difcovered in your Lord(hip*s 
dcmefns at Stonehoufc. The place, at a 
confiderable extent round, as ycur Lord- 
ihip well knows, belonged formerly to 
the Monks : part of the wall that in- 
clofed their garden is ftill to be fccn. 
The cavern was accidentally dilc vered 
by fome miners in blowing up a conti- 
guous rock of marble. The aperture, 
difclofcd by the explofion, was about 
four feet in diantetcr, and looked not 
unlike a hole bored with an auger. It 
was covered with a broad flat ttone ce- 
mented with lime and fand $ and twelve 
feet above it the ground ieemed to have 
been made with rubbilh brought thither, 
for what purpofe I know not, unlels it 
were for that of concealment. Here in- 
deed, but here only, we faw fome ap- 
pearance of art, and veflige of malbnry. 



The hill xtfelf, at the northern fide of 
which this vault was found, confifts, for 
the moft pait, of lime lione, or rather 
marble. 

Fr m the mouth of this cave (thro* 
which we defccndcd by a ladder) to the 
firit bafe, or landing place, is 16 feet. 
At this bafe is an opening, bearing N.W. 
by W. to which we have given the name 
of Tent Cave. It refembles a tent at 
its bafe, and in its circumference^ and 
ftretchcs upwards, fomewhat pyramidi- 
cally, to' an invifible point. It is, as 
far as we can meafure, about ten feet 
high, fcven broad, twenty- two long : 
though there is an opening, which, oa 
account of its narrownefs, we could hot 
well examine, and in ail probability it 
has a dangerous flexure. In each fide of 
this Tent Cave is a cleft ; the right runt 
horizontally inwards ten feet, the left 
meafures fix by four. The lides of the 
cave are every where deeply and un- 
couthly indented, and here and there 
itrengthcncd with tibs, natunUty Ibrmed, 

which 
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wKich placed at a due diftance from each 
9ther, give foroe ideas of fluted pillars in 
old churches. 

In a dire^ line from this tare to the 
oppoHte point is a road 30 feet long. 
The d»;fccnt is ftcep and rugged, Ajther 
from ftbnes thrown into it From aoovc, 
fincc the difcovcry, or from fragments 
that have fallen off at different times, 
from different places below. This road 
is "Very ftrongly but rudely arched over, 
and many holes on both fides are to be 
fecn ; but being vciy narrow, do not ad- 
mit of remote mfpecUon or critical I'cru- 
tiny. 

Having fbrambled down this deep de- 
fcent, we arrive at a natural aich of 
gothiclike ftru^^nre, which is four feet 
from (ide to fide, and fix feet high. Here 
fome petrcfa^ions are fecn depending. 
On the right of this arch is an opening 
like a funnel, into which a (lender perfon 
might cfeep ; on the left is another cor- 
refpondent fnnnel, the courfe of which is 
oblique, and the end unknown. 

Beyond this gothic pile is a large fpace, 
to which the arch is an entrance. This 
fpace, or inner room (for fo we have 
termed it), is 11 feet long, 10 broad, 
- ^5 high. Its fides have many large ex- 
cavations, and here two columns, which 
feem to be a mafs of petrefa£\ion8, pro- 
jeft coniiderably. 
thofe pillars below, 

taftic protuberances, ami on the hanging 
roofs above, fome cry ital drops that have 
been petrified in their pro^rcis. Be- 
tween thofe columns is a chal'm capable 
of containing three or four men. 

Returning from this room, we perceive 
on the left hand an avenue 30 feet long, 
naturally floored with clay, and vaulted 
with ftone. It bears S. S. W. and be- 
fore we have crept through it, we fee a 
paflage of difficult accefs and dangerous 
mveitigation. It runs forward 25 feet, 
and opens over the vault 30 feet high 
near the largeft well. Oppofite to this 
•palfage are two caverns, both on the 
right hand. The firft bears N. \V. by 
AV. and running forwards in a ftraight 
line about 20 leet, forms a curve that 
▼crges fomcwhat to the N. E. Here we 
vralJc and creep in a winding courle from < 
cell to cell, till we are topped by a well 
of water, the breadth and deptli of which 
are as yet not fully known. This wind- 
ing cavern is three feet wide, in fome 
parts five feet high, in fome eight. Ke- 
turning t6 the avenue wc find adjoining 
to this cavern, but feparated by a large 
and maify partitloa oi SiQikc, the iecond 



cavern running wtft ; and by defcending 
down fome fitiall piles of lime ftone, or 
rather broken rocks, the bottom hers 
being (heivy date, or more properly a 
combination of (late and lime- ftone, we 
difcover another well of water. This is 
the largeft. The depth of it is in one 
place 23 feet, the width uncertain. Op- 
pofite to this well, on the left hand, by 
mounting over a fmall ridge of rocksy 
covered with wet and ftippery clay, we 
enter a vault eight feet broad, xS long, 
30 high. Here, towards the S. £. a road, 
not eaiy of afcent, runs upwards 72 lett 
towards the furface of the earth,' and fo 
near to it, that the four^d of the voice, 
or of a mallet within, might be diftinflly 
lieard without: in*confequence of which 
a very large opening has been made into 
it. At the bottom of this vault, in a 
place not *readily obferved, is another 
well of water, the depth of which, on 
account of its fituation, cannot be veil 
fathomed, nor the breadth of it afcer- 
tained. 

While the miners were exploring thofik 
gloomy and giotefque regions, they were 
alarmed at a murmuring found that 
feemed to come from the hollows of the 
cave 5 and- one of them, who chanced t» 
be near the largeft well with a candle in 
his hand, faw at that inftant the water 
On the furfaces of •rife about half a foot. This phaeno- 
are feen fome fan- menon then could not be explained ; but 
now we think that the feveial wells arc 
nearly on a level, and that the waters 
Ihape their courfe towards the fea, and 
mix with it in Mill Bay, at the diliance 
of four Imndred and twelve feet. It is 
not certain whether thole wells, though 
they lie below the extremity of the Jimct 
ftone, have a mutual communication or 
not : but it is highly probal)le, as tiie 
bottom of the largeft well is clay, and 
its fides are ftielvy ftate, that there are 
fprings, and it is certain that this ftielvy 
vein of ftate, nearly of the fame kind and 
colour with fome feen at Mount Edge- 
cumbe on the oppofite fhore, is continued 
even to the fea, where two openings at 
low water have been found, throueh 
which it is propable the water of the 
great well dilcharges itfelf. When the 
tide rifes, it is prefumed that the prefiure 
of the fea without'retards the courfe of 
the water within, and this may account 
for the rife and fall Jo manifeft atdifterent 
times of foundings and the fame cir* 
cumftance is obferved alfo in a well near 
the old French prifon, in the environs of 
Plymouth. 
£ach cavern has i^ arch| each arch \^ 

flrong," 
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(^rong, and In general curiou9. The 
way to the largelt well M| in one part> 
roofed with folid and fmooth (lone, not 
unHlce the arch of an oven. No on$ 
icemed to be aifefted bv the dampt tiJ| 
he came hltber» and then the candies 
grew dim, and one of the InTeftlgators, 
as well as myfelf» felt umifual and un- 
cafy fenfations.

It is very likely 
that the hill itJ'elf is hollow i foine of the 
caverns ii^ve reciprocal comqaunicattons ^ 
bnt the clefts are often too narrow for 
accurate infpeflion or minute enquiry. 
The water here and there is ftill dripping, 
and incru Nations, ufuai in fu^h grotto^, 
coat the furface of the walls in fome 
pbces. There are fome whimfical like- 
Dciles. which the pen need not defcribe 



nior the pencil delineate. Mr. Cool(« 
worthy, of Plymouth, a very ingenkms 
n)an, and an excellent chemlft, has been 
Co obliging as to analize the water of the 
tbree weUs, and has found, by many 
eYpertaents, that it is very foft, and £t 
for every purpolc. I therefore beg leave 
to congratulate your X.ord(hip on the dii^ 
covcry of this water, which, though 
there was no want befot^, p^noot fail to 
be. a valuable acquifition to vour towi| 
of Stonehoufe ; a place very delightful, 
and fuperior to moil for the b^aiuty of 
its profpe^s, and the eleganee of it^ 
iityation, and what is fti(l b^er, for the 
goodnefs of the air ; as the longevity of 
the inhabitants fu$ciently eyinces.

He would 
have thought, perhaps, that Painting 
would foon follow ; and that the princi- 
pal ^8 ions in the life of the Patron Saint 
would foOn decorate the interftices and 
fpaces which he had left for that em- 
belliftiment as well as for that of Sculp- 
ture. 

• Sir Chriftopher (believe it, pofterity,

. Mr. Editor, 

IT is a maxim laid down by a very 
elegant writer^ in the advice wliieh

In the very z^ of condemning myf«]f 
for having difturbed thefe interetting 
per(bn8, 1 obfervcd them ftop of a fudden, 

.and^ the niece place her aunt agaiinft a 
tree for lupport, and chafe her temples. 
I feizcd this moment for volunteering my 
fcrvices, and accommodating the invalid 
with ray arm, I attended them to Great 
George-ftreet, called a coach, and en- 
treated permiiTion to accom}>any them, 
as tbe prefence of a medical man might 
be ufeful, fiiould the dilbrder return. I 
acknowledge, Sir, this hint at being pro- 
feflional was an artifice ; but the motive 
will exonerate me for the deviation, hnce 
both ladies evinced an uneafinefs at my 
attentions, till my fancied profcffion re- 
moved it.

** I /bould teil you, Sir, that this 
nephew of mine has realized a fortune in 
India infinitely beyond his expe6lations, 
which induced him to vifit his relations 
In England. On his atrival he learnt 
that his excellent mother had been dead 
for foiir months, and that no part of her 
ample penfion from Government (as the 
widow of a General Officer who^ied in 
defence of his country) was continued to 
her onljr daughter } who, being totally 
unorovidcd tor, folicitcd my prote^ion 
till flic (hcuUl Iwrn from Bengal what 



fteps her brother wouUif wHh hcr,*e 
purfue.^ I had. Sir, very early in lite, 
offended my family by making a diiln- 
terefted marriage, and continued, at the 
time of my niece's application for pro- 
tection, excluded from all myxonnexjons, 
fupportcd by the fmall penfion allotted 
the widow of a Lieutenant. When thh 
latter circumftance was known to her, I 
had much difficulty to^ prevail with Marjr 
to fliare it with me 5 but the natural pcr- 
fuafion that her brother would render 
her independent, from motives of family 
pride as well as from afFeCkion, inducted 
her to comply with my entreaty.

I did write — yes, Sir j again 
and again I wrote to him ; but irom 
that tlay till the preftnt no anfwer has 
evtr ainved, notwithftanding a friend of 
tnine delivered two letters, one from me, 
iind another from Mary, into her bro- 
ther's hands, who was juft getting into 
his curricle lor an hour's drive.

AT a time when foreign anarchy and 
licentloufnefs arc attempting to 
produce that calamity, which foicign 
arms have ever been found unable to 
effeft, it cannot be a labour totally ufc- 
lefs to delineate the chara^ler of a masi 
vho might in other circumftanccs have 
been Icrviceable to fociety ; but who, 
having caught the reigning contagion, 
has btrcome the regret of his friends, the 
ridicule of his acquaintance, and the 
pity of the wile. 

Doflor Ventofus Is a pcrfonage of 
ftrong prejudices and weak principles : 
Lafty, overbearing, and credulctis, his 
mind is a grand relervoii* ot every exotic 
tolly which the prelent age bountifully 
patroniles. He has read much; but, 
having ftoreti his mind with images as 
initruments of cavil rather than con- 
vifticn, his converfation is an odd jum- 
ble of fcntcntious wiTdom and afFc<^cd 
. Itbertinifm. Too volatile tor Icrious 
ftudy, and too eager for regular deduction, 
his brain catches with ardour every para- 
dox which fophiitry gives birth to, and 
may be compared to thoic mirrors which 
are fo difpofed as to receive on their 
furface each tranfitory obje«il that paiTes 
the ftreet. Is there a needy adventurer, 
who by help of botanic lyrup promiies 
cfFe^lually to cure every diforder of the 
human frame ? Does fome modera Pro- 
metheus by vital air reftorc the fund ions 
of the body, or method i (tic leveller re- 
pair the fabric of the foul ? Has fome 
fage conjuror promifed to leap into a 
quart bottle, or out of a four pair of 
itairs window ? let him repair to Ven- 
tofus, where he is furc of receiving en- 
couragement and reward, as tar as the 
Doctor's confined income extends. Thi« 
ingenious philoibpher commenced his 
career with a refolution to be fomebody. 
He found the beaten track to fame 16 



worn with ufe, and fo crouded with 
candidates, that hedefpaired of ever fig- 
nalizinghimielf there, and in conlequence 
determined, to draw the attention of the 
.world by taking fome road which no 
traveller had hitherto explored. He re- 
membered to have read in Ovid, that 
Phaeton had driven the chariot of tb« 
Sun for a day, and could not but remark 
that he had acquired more fame bjr 
driving helter ikelter over bulls and 
fcorpiuns, mountains and vallies, than if 
he had perlcvered in the dull track which 
his father had pointed out, To be furc, 
he could not deny that the poor youth 
burnt and deftroyed every objeft he ap- 
proached, and was him felf knocked on 
the head at laft ; but he thought it ex- 
tremely tyrannical and opprellive, that a 
phiiolophcr, whiUl nurluing a barmleff 
experiment, and revolutionizing a few 
ccuutiies, which the beams ot Apollo 
had never enlightened, Ihould be ftopt 
fliort by an ariltocratical thunderbolt, to 
the ruin cf genius, and utter exLenni<- 
nation of experimental philofophy. 

Thus fraught with principles of con« 
tradi6lion, it cannot be furprizing that 
Ventolus (hould have rendeicd himlelf«an 
obje6t of notoriety. ' In his politics lie 
is antiminiltefial, in his perfuafioh nou- 
conformilt, and in bis religious (^ti- 
ments antichriilian. Ever on the wipg 
in quell of feme gliitcring povelty, his 
whole life is fpent in deceiving and being 
deceived ; forming opinions to-day, 
which to-morrow fees fucceeded by new 
ones, like the wave which builds a heap 
of iand, fated to be deftroyed by the wave 
that fucceeds it. 

The French Revolution has found 
Ventolus more confiltent in his incon- 
fidency, than any other event. Its three 
grand attributes of novelty, imniorality, 
and anarchy, have produced a fund of 
admiration in his muid, which no liib- 

fequent 
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hi^atnt event hat yet been ab^c to effece. 
J occafionally frequent a club pf w hich 
Do^lor Vcntoiurf is a mcmbcrrand was 
ibmc days aga greatly furpriied to ke 
bim enter the room» waddling under the 
weight oF two enormous quarto volumes ! 
«* There citizens T' cried he, throwing 
tl^ books down upon the table, «* there 
18 a complete refutation of all that your 
Grotius and your PufFendcrff, your 
Cokes, Jurtinians, and Blackftones, ever 
wrote in their lives , and all in the tri- 
fling compals of two volumes ! You 
may remember Euftatbius thinks Homer 
a good fubtiitute for all other books 5 
but Euftathius was a fool : Homer is 
too fend of celebrating Kines, and men- 
tions nothing of « tbc majtjiy of the 
Teoi>le\ ^ certain fign that he was a 
incrc ignoramus, and his admirers no 
better than drivellers. As to Horace, 
Virgil, and Ovid, I this morning made 
a bonfire of them in my court- yard, as 
the curate dcftroyed the romances of Don 
Quikotc, and tor the fame rcafon, be- 
paufe they hinder the operation of rcafon^ 
by their fulfom'e praifesof AuguWus and 
fuch fort of fellows. Here, qn the con- 
ti-ary, no Kings are praifed j all c^o^ii•ncd 
beads and eftabliftiments arc pulled down, 
and nothing is ere^ed in their itcad, 

♦« We nobly take the high priori road, 
^' And reafon downward, till we doubt 
of GoU." 

'And pray,' interrupted I, * what is 
the title of this grand compendium of 
f he wildcm of a^es ?'— *< The title, Sir," 
he replied i ** we do not acknowledge 
titles J but the name of it is Political 
Juftice. I may almoft fay, I have got 
it by heart. For four long years I have 
Icarce peiufed any other boi^k j and when 
once I (hall be able to repeat it off hand, 
/Iiall congratulate myielf with no imall 
joy, as having reached the ultima thuU of 
human wifdem.*' 

It was not without reafon that Do6lor 
Ventofus expatiated on the admiration 



blind projeflor. Upon the entraoce of 
dinner. I civilly requeued him to take a 
ifeat } when, Parting from his reverie, he 
exclaimed, ** Why fhould we have com- 
mon meals ? Am 1 obliged to be hungry 
at the iame time that you are } Ought 
I to c me at a certain hour from the 
Mufeum where I am working, tb^ recefs 
where 1 meditate, or the obfervatory 
where I remark the phenomena of na- 
ture, to a certain hall appropriated to the 
office of eating j inllead of eating, as 
reafon bids roe, at the time and place 
mod fuited to my avocations • ?" 

This opinion however did not continue 
long J he afterwards tookMiis feat verv 
quietly at the table, and eat with no imail 
appetite for fo rigid a philofopher* 
When rallied upon this, he informed us, 
that human prejudices could not be fud- 
denly aboliihcd, but in procefs of time 
he had no doubt that filly prejudice in 
favour of eating would be totally a*bo- 
li/hed ; adding, that it was in that lenle 
he undeiftocd the affertion of Franklm^ 
** that mind would one day become oni- 
nipotcnt over matter." When the 
boundarjes of fclencc fliall be fo greatly 
enlarged, we may expert to Ice the votary 
of Bacchus quit the juice of the grape 
for the produce of the chryftal well, the 
debauchee difband his feraglio, and th^ 
lagacious common- council man, abibrbed 
in Utopian vifions, futfer the wcU-drelTcd 
haunch or tempting turtle to fraokc re- 
gardk'ls by him. Evei7 friend to the 
human fpccies muft acknowledge that 
this is a conliimmation devoutly to be 
wiihed J how fax it is to be cxpc£lcd, 
time only can determine. 

The Doclor continued to entertain us 
during dinner with many ot;her para- 
doxes, drawn from the fame fagacious 
fource. One of the company having oc- 
calion to mention the pyramids of Egypt, 
ex};icficd his allonilhment at the quantum 
ot labour ntceflary td ftniOi fuch ftu- 
pend'jus fabrics j but Ventolhs Itopped 
liim flioi t by obleiving, that though the 
his two vclumrs had excited j for we *pyram Ids were works of great labour in 



fournl bim, to our uttei difmay, (o com- 
pletely imbued with the new philofo'phy, 
that common charity had almolt induced 
us to remove him from the BiitiOi coffee- 
})oufe to Bedlam. During the foUloquy 
above related, he continued to Itride 
acrofs the room, playing with his watch 
chain, clappmg Jiis hands, and elevating 
)}i< a-cft, with all the fervour of a pur- 



the darker ages, ere the new philofophy 
had enlightened mankind, -yet that in a 
very few years he had reafon to believe 
we might finilh fuch buildings as thofe 
with little or no trouble 5 adding, with 
peculiar emphafis, " Hereafter it is by 
no means clear that the moft extenfive 
operations will not be vrithin the reach 
or one man j or, to make ufe of a familiar

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i^ftance, that a plough may be twircd 
into a field, and perform its office with- 
eut the need of fuperintendance *'." 

Innumerable were the follies which 
Ventoliis continued to commit under ihe 
influence of the above-mentioned political 
Spinoza* Having never been able by the 
affiftance of ,His all-pov^crful realbn to 
(dilcovcr the e\a6l fituation of Heaven, 
lie has concluded, perhaps a little too 
haftiJy, that there is no liich place. To 
foch a man it muftbc very inconvenieot 
and mortifying to die : lo obviate this 
inconvenience, he had rtcourfc to his 
lagaciou* Mentor, who is very f^iitful 
pf refources, and who informed him, 
that thei-e was very little doubt of man- 
kind being able, by their own energies, 
to protraft their lives to five or fix 
Jiundred years, and in proceis of time to 
attain immortality. 

We began at hft to be tired of the 
fociety of Ventofus. The converfation 
r ©f fools may begin with making us 
merry,, but it alway« ends with making 
PS lad. To break the chain of are^- 
ment, I propofed adjourning to Drury 
Lane Theatre, which was immediately . 
agreed to j but even here the aftivelpirit 
of Refprui inftigated Ventofus to the 
commiiJion of a thvufand cxU'avagancies. 
iHe looked at the orcheftra with dildain 
tor employing fo many fupernumerary 
hands : *< WDl it not,'' cried he, *« be 
practicable hereafter for one man to per- 
tbrm the whole ? . Shall we have thea- 
trical exhibitions ? This feems to in- 
clude an abfurji and vicious co-operation. 
It may be doubted whether men will 
hereafter cone forward in any mode 
gwvcly to repeat worde and ideas -not 
their own. It may be doubted whether 
any mul^cal performer wilj habituall/ 
execute the compofit jons of others. We 
yield fupinely to the fuperior merit of 
our prcdecefTors, becaufe we arc accuf- 
tomed to indulge the ina6liviiy of our 
own faculties. All ibrmal repetition of 
other men's ideas feems to be a fcheme 
for imprifoning for fo long a time the 
. operations of our own mind. It bor- 
.ders perhaps, in this refpedl, upon % 
breach of nncerity, which rec;[uires that 
we (hould give immediate utterance to 
every ufeful and valuable idea that oc- 
curs to our thoughts f."" 

In the courfe of the evening Doftor 
Ventofus attached himfelf, with philo- 



fophic afTurance, to a damfci of no vcrjr 
bafhiul or indeed niiodett appearance. { 
expreifed nriy furprifc at this, and ven* 
tured to point out the unpleafant confb* 
quences that might enfue to his cha- 
i^8er from fo public an intimacy witl^ 
a woman of her profelTion. " Her pro- 
felHon!" exclaimed he : ** By the fliade 
of Brutus, I think her profeifion one «? 
the mott honourable in the world. She 
is at open war with marriage, that * moil 
odious of all monopolies,' and with an 
amiable philanthropy aominilters to the 
plealiires of all mankind. Beiides,"*' con- 
tinued the Do^or, recurring to his new 
creed, for which he feels a rcfpefl as 
implicit as that of the brother, in The 
Tale of a Tub, for hT» father's will, 
^ I deem it right afljduoufly to cultivate 
the intercourfe of that woman whofe ac- 
com^^diflunents fhail ttrike me in the moll 
powerful manner J but it may happen 
that other men will feel for her the lame 
preference that I do ? This will create 
no difficulty. We may all enjoy her 
converihtion j and we fiiall all be wiie 
enough to con fide r the fenfual intercourfe 
as a very trivial objeft. This, like 
every other affair in which two'perfon? 
are concerned, mijft be regulated in each 
lucceflive inftance by the unforced con- 
fent of either party. It is a mark of the 
c;£treme depravity of our prefent habits, 
that we are inclined to fuppofe the fen- 
fual intercourie any wife material to the 
advantages arifing from the purell aOf- 
feftion. Reafonable men now cat and 
drink, not from the love of pleafure, bi^t 
becaufe eating and drinking are cllentiai 
to our healthful cxiitence. Reafonable 
men will then propagate their Ipecics, 
not becaule a certain ienfible pleafure i^ 
annexed to this artion, but becaufe it is 
right the fpefies fhoul4 be propagated ; 
and the maimer in which they excrcile 
this function will be jegulatcd by the 
didates of rcafon and duty J.'* As he 
now feemeil to have arrived at the acb/?i^ 
of peifedit:»n, i deemed it no longer 
necellkry to continue in his company ; 
we accordingly parted, he to propagate 
the new niorality among the votaries of 
Cytherea, and I to wonder at the blind- 
neiJ which could thus miftake novelty 
for ifupiovcijient, and Icnfuality for phi- 
loibphy. Upon enquiry it will be found 
thnt tliefe vilionary do^lrines genei-ally 
owe their origin to Ibme lubtie knaNtr,

ON opening; thi^ magnificent Edition 
of the Works of a pleafmg Writer, 
we were furprilcd at the miihomer by 
ivhich the Author is diltinguifhed. In 
everyone of Lord Orford's works, wh^rc 
he hajp octafion to fign his name, it is 
tiniformly to be found written Horace, 
and not Horatio, we therefore conclude 
it to be an overiight in the Editor. 

The lovers of anecdote will be highly 
gratified by this publication, which con- 
uins mucn of the iccret hiflory of the 
reigns of George the Firfl, Second, and 
Third, and much of the literature of the 
times : it contains the greater part of the 
works of Lord Orford, and includes not 
only the manufcfipts bequeathed by his 
Lordfhip for publication, but rauclf 
new matter, communicated by himielf 
during his life to the Editor. « It has 
been," lays the Editor, «< fiili fiirther 
enriched by the contributions of his 
executorf and others of his friends $ who, 
admiring his epiftolary talents, bad pre- 
f^rved every hne of his writing ) and 
who thought that by enlarging the col«

In io large and fo expenfiVe a public 
cation the purchafer would probably wi/h 
to have had the Catalogue of the 
Houghton Colle6)ion pf Plmu'es, as well 
as the Catalogue of Lord Orford's own 
Colle6^ion at Strawberry Hilli omitted. 
The decreaf^ in the price would havoi 
more than compenfated for the want of 
themy and publications of this kind are 
only ufeful as they ai^ portable i an 
o^avo volUibe of the latter at lead of 
thefe, at a moderate rate, would have 
been highly acceptable to the public s . 
of the former, as the pi^ures are gone»

rable additions are made under the re- 
fpe6live divifions of the original work j 
notices of feveral pieces omitted in the 
former edition are here inferted, and a 
pofti'cript and an appendix are fnbjoined/* 
he might have added, that this work 
was originally very imperle^, and that 
it ft ill rcnnains fo. Lord Orford, though 
apparently fenfibJe of its defe^^s, was 
avcrfe to take any trouble to amend 
them. In one of his letters to Mr. Gray, 
who had fcnt him fome corrections 
(Vol. V. 378. )> he fays, «« Thank you 
for the notes on the Noble Authors. 
They fliali be inferted when I make a 
new edition, for the fake of the trouble 
the perfon has taken, though they are 
of little confequence. Dodljey has aflced 
me for a new edition; but I have little 
heart to undertake fuch work, no more 
than to mend my old linen. It is pity 
one cannot be born an ancient, and nave 
commentators to do fuch jobs for one.'* 
Such a commentator (hould have been 
looked for on the prefent occafion* In 
pafling through the Volume we have 
oiicovered many oniiTions which ought 
to have been fuppUed. Ifa new Edition 
imprinted} vre hope to fee it more corre^ 
^nd Icfs impcrfe£t. 

Vol. II. contains The Caftle of 
Otranto j an Account of the Giants then 
lately (1766) difcoveied j The Hiftoric 
Doubts on the Life and Reign of King 
Richard the Thhndj a Supplement, con* 
taining Remarks on fome Anfwers that 
have been made to that Work j a Reply 
to Dr. Milks, Dean of Exeter; Short 
Obfervathms on the Remarks of the 
Rev. Mr. Mafters ; and the following 
Poftfcript to The Hiftoric Doubts, writ- 
ten in February 1793. 

** It is aftidive to have Hved to find, 
in an age called not only, civilized but 
onKghtened, in this eighteenth century, 
' tint fuch horrorsyluch unparalleled crimes, 
have been dtfplayed on the moft con- 
l|>icuous theatre in Europe, in Paria, the 
rival of Athens and Rome, that I am 
forced .to allow that a multipHcity of 
crimes, which I had weakly fuppofed 
were too manifold and too abfurd to have 
been perpetrated even in a very dark age, 
and in a northern iftand, not only not 
commencing to be poliftied, but inmd to 
tobaious manners, and hardened by 



foDgand barbarous eivil wars amoagC 
princes and nobility ftri£)ly related- 
Yes, I muft now believe that any atro- 
city may have been attempted or prac* 
tifed by an ambitious prince of the blood* 
aiming at the croWn in the fifteenth 
century. I can believe (I do not iay I 
do) that Richard Duke of Glouccfter 
dipped his hand in the blood of the 
faint-iike Henry VI. though fo revolting 
and injudicious an afi as to excite the 
indignation of mankind againft him. I 
can now believe that he contrived the 
death of his own brbther Clarence ; and 
I can think it poftible, inconceivable as 
it was, that he afpcrfed the chattity of 
his own mother, in order to baftardizc 
the oft^spring of his eldeft brother : for 
all -thefe extravagant exceifes have been 
exhibited in the compafs of five years by 
a monftei*, by a Royal Duke, who has 
a^ually furpafled all the guilt imputed 
Co Richard III. and who, devoid of 
Richard^s courage, has a£led his enor- 
mities openly, and will leave it irapof- 
fible to any future writer, however dif- 
poled to candour, to entertain one biflotic 
doubt on the abominable a^lions of Philip 
Duke of Orleans. 

'< After long plotting the death of his 
Sovereign, a victim as holy as, and in- 
finitely fuperior in fenfe and many vir- 
tues to Henry VI." Orleans has dragged 
that Sovereign to the block, and pur- 
chafed his execution in public, as in 
public he voted for it. 

^* If to the aflaflination of a brother 
(like the fuppoied complicity of Glou- 
celier to that of ClarcRce) Orleans has 
not yet concurred ; ftill, when early in 
the Jlevolution he was plotting the mur- 
der of the King, being warned by an 
aflbciate that he would be detected, be 
faid, * No ; for I will have my ^natural) 
brother, the Abbe de St. Far, ftabbcd 
too, and then nobody will fufped mt of 
being concerned in the murder of my own 
brother.* So ably can the aflaiTuia of 
an enlightened age refine on and furpafs 
the atrocious dc^s of Goths and Bar- 
barians I 

<« Shade of Richard of Gloucefterl if 
my weak pen has been able to wafti one 
bloody fpeck, one incredible charge from 
j^oier d)araAcr> can I but acknowledge 
that Philip of Orieaniwhas fullied mv 
varnilh, and at leaft has weakened aUL 
the arguments that I drew from the im- 
probability of your having waded fo 
deeply into wickednefs and impudence 
that recoiled on youf felf» as to calum- 
niate your owB mothtr with adultery. 
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If you did, it was to injure the xhiidren 
of your brother} ftill you had not the 
fcnfeleft, (hamelefs eflfrontcry to (hake 
your own legitimacy. PhiJip of Orleant 
mocks your pitiful ftlf-partialitjr. He 
in perfon, and not by proxy, has osciare^ 
his own mother a ftiumpet, has baf- 
tardtzed himlelf, and for ever degraded 
his children^ as progeny defcended from 
a coachman ! For what glory, for what 
objcfts, far be from me to conje^ure I 
Who woukl have a mind congeliial 
enough to that of fuch a monfter, aa to 
be able to guefs at hit motives V^ 

This Poftfcript is followed by The 
<Edcs W^lpoliansB, and that by " Na- 
ture will prevail,** a moral entertainment, 
afled at the Haymarket in 1778, and 
now firft printed. To this fuccced 
Thoughts on Tragedy and Comedy, and 
a deletion of a late forgery, called 
Tcdamcnt Politique du Chevalier Ro- 
bert Walpoole, which completely ex- 



poies its falibcod { but as the originat ^ 
work vras never tranHated into £ogli(h» 
nor ever emei^ from the obfcurity 
which it deferved. Lord Orford thought 
it unnecelTary to publilh his vindication 
at the time, but left it behind him as a 
laft proof of filial anxiety for the cba- 
rafter and fame of a father. The Lite 
0/ Mr. Baker the Antiquary, and the 
Letters which pafled between him and 
various Minifters, relative to his places* 
follow. To thele fucceed the Dcfcription 
and Catalogue of the Curiofities of Straw-, 
berry Hill, and the Elfay on Modern 
Gardening J and the Volume concludes 
with the Counter- Addrels to the Public 
on the late DifmiiTion of a General 
Officer (General Conway), originally 
printed in the year 1764* 

The contents of the three remaining 
Volumes we muft poftpone the cooli- 
deration of until our next Bumber.

EVERY attentive obfcrvcr 'of the 
manners of the prefeat times will 
have remarked, that the iaftf for liovc/- 
reading pervades almoft ail orders of the 
people, and is neither confined to age, 
lex, rank, or profclfion ; we have even 
been told of perfons of diliinguifhed emi- 
ncnce, and dignified ftations in life, who 
have conddered it as an innocent and 
iaiutary relaxation from fcvcre ftudies, 
particularly that of the law 5 while, on 
l;he other hand, many divines and other 
devout perfons, as well as feveral cele- 
brated moral writers, 1iave condemned 
this loo fc branch of literature as tending 
to vitiate the mind, to corrupt the morals, 
and to produce a pernicious influence on 
the conduft of human life, in its ordinary 
occurrences. 

A novel reader, it is aiferted, forma 
extravagant ideas, and^expefts to find, 
in the feveral domed ic and iocial relations 
•f mankind, perfons and charaftera 
finifhed after the models of the heroes 
and heroines delineated in thofe favourite 
works of imagination. Hence are de- 
rived family feuds, feparations, breach 
of friendships, and other dreadful vio- 
Jations of the harmony and tranquillity 
which ought to fubfifl in all virtuous and 
well-ordered focieties. Leaving, how- 
ever, the dilcuflTion of the controverfy to 
Ajeculative writers, we (hall content our- 
itlvei with drawing ooegenerid infisrcnce 



from the real ftate of the cafe, viz. that 
as both the writing and reading of ro- 
mances and novels n become fb ^eneralf 
we aiT called upon, as Reviewers of new 
publications, not to pafs them over in 
filence, but to endeavour to guide the 
judgment of young perfons of bdih (9Xt9, 
who are in the habit of fending for every 
new production of this fpecies from cir- 
culaung libraries, lb far as to enable 
them to avoid thofe which have a per- 
nicious tendency ; and to felc6l only luch 
as promote the cauie of religion, mora* 
lity, and uncoriupt manners, by exhibit- 
ing the fatal conlequences of vice,^ folly, 
and di^ipation, and the final jull triumph 
and rewards of honour, integrity, and 
female virtue, in well-drawn familiar 
examples, taken from the probable events 
and viciflitudejl of human life, inde* 
pendent of the fupernatural agency of 
magicbns, fairies, f^lphs, ghofls, an4 
daamons, and of all improbable axtd in- 
credible fidions: and when it is con* 
fidered, that even the worft- written novd 
has a certainty of fucccfs, through the 
medium of circulating libraries, whicn 
is ^not affrtred to more meritorious pro- 
du£Vions of the preis, the taflc we Lave 
undertaken, of fcrutlnizing them with an 
impftrtial but critical eye, may in thi: 
end prove a public benefit* On thia 
principle, the Volumes now before m 
have been attentively examined £ they 
D d d a aie 
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are thr firft attempt^ tnd the genuine pro- 
duflion, of a refpe^lable lady, and we 
<an fafely pronounce, that they are well 
calculated to leOen exifting evils in fo* 
ciety, for which no radical cure can |>e 
expe^Ved ; to hold up to fcorn and de* 
rihon fome notorious charaflera in the 
fashionable circles of high life, whofe 
portraits, pnd<>r feigned names, are fo 
well drawn, that the originals may be 
readily traced by the ftequentcrs of 
places of public amufement ; to inculcate 
ientiments of real honour and delicacy ; 
to depreciate female affc6lation ; to chaf- 
tife female fcandal and defamation j and 
to encourage generous fympathy, and 
chrillian compafiion and rorgivcnefs for 
tlie frailties and errors of the tender fe x, 
when returning to thp p^ths of virtue 
and decorum. 

ElLinor is a deferted child, whofe 
parents sA-e not difcovered till the web 
of her ftory is nearly completed, and the 
whole reacly to be difplayed as a wcll- 
£ni(hed piece, compact in all its parts, 
and ornamented with many beautiful 
flowers of wit and fancy. Sound judg- 
ment, folid rtaf^ning, and a knowledge 
of the world, form the bafis of the fa- 
brick 5 and, to ufe the Author's own 
words, <' her D'omatis Per/ome are com- 
pofed of mere men and women, fallible 
mortals $ fome of whom, expofed to 
temptations, felt the judgment of the 
head overpowered by the fufceptibility 
of the heart ;" whilft others, like the 
heroine of her fable, having had a juil 
fenfe of religion, honour, and virtue; 
implanted in early youth, were thereby 
enabled 'ultimately to conquer the ebul- 
]itions of improper paflions : and with 
refpeft to thofe perfonages the reader 
will meet with in the courle of this work, 
who, fafliionably fceptical, feared not, 
by their conduct, to offend a deity whofe 
exigence they doubted, and who were 
placed too high in rank to value public 
cenfure, fo that they had nothing to 
deter them from giving unbounded Icope 
to thole vicious propenfitits that could 
alone gratify their depraved hearts ^ fhe 
has pourti-ayed them to fcrve as a Pbaios, 
to guard the unfufpe6^ing confidence of 
truRing youth from the nrmchinations of 
the envious^ and the glazing artifices of 
the fpecidus deceiver. Nor is fhe con- 
fclous of defaribmg her characters Z4 
afting otherwife than they would have 
done in real life, ha-i they been expofed 
to thofe trying filiations in which Ihe 
has placed them." Moft of thofe fitu- 
ations are fuch at might have been ex- 



pe6led to have been the natural refait of 
preceding conduct, and we find' on] v ^ 
ftngle one, in all the viciilittidets "whidi 
Ellinor experienced, that is overltraincd, 
viz. her being on the point of committing 
ain ^oifuicide 5 yet even this meditat^ 
crime, as (he is providentially diverted on 
the inftantfrom conimitting it, is madt 
to fervc the cayfe of humanity and vir- 
tue, by enforcing the following awful 
admonition— NEVER despair j with 
which our n6vel ends : and this afFe6tin^ 
incident in th« fabled ftory of Ellinor 
was propably fuggefted to. the fair Au- 
thor by the real imminent danger of lofing 
his life, from which the late ever to b« 
Irevered philanthropic Jonas Hanway^ 
the uncle of her hufband, was miracu*' 
loufly preferved, as related in h;$ Travels ; 
and in commemoration of whiph tie made 
it the motto to his family coat of arms.' 
It is by no means our intention to an- 
ticipate the pleafure which the detail of 
the various inteiefting and affe^ing 
fcenes in tliis novel will afford to its 
Numerous readers; but we muA cautioij 
young ladies againft that avidity with 
which they too frequently fi^ down to 
read works of this kind, devouring 
volume after volume at a fitting : fedoced 
to this hurtful practice by ■ the artful 
contrivance of fome novel writers, whd 
finifh one volume in the middle of an in- 
terefting ftory, or an impending ca- 
taftrophe 5 thereby, to draw their 
readers on to the fucceeding volume, a.n4 
thus linking the whole together in fuch 
a manner, that the hours of repofe have 
been facrificed to the inchantment, and* 
fomctimes the moft fatal confequences 
have enfued. 

A melancholy inftance of this youth- 
ful folly u/ed to be given by the cele- 
twated Dr. William Hunter, in his ana- 
tomical le£lures at the Royal Academy. 
A young Indy, in the fummer feafon, 
placed her(clf in a fixed attitude, leaning 
en the fill of an open window, for ieveial 
hours, with littlet or no change of pof- 
ture ; and haring no per ion in the houfe 
to controul her, me rcfu fed the fummons 
of a fervant to dcfcend to dine ; whilft 
. Ihe read through three volumes of one 
of thofe entwimd novels : at length, at- 
tempting to rile, fhe found herleif unable 
to remove, without calling for affiftance, 
from an exdruciating pain in the back ; 
the fpine was diflocated, became curved,' 
and tlic fpinal marrow having no longer 
its natural free courfe, produced a lin- 
gering decline, to which fhe fell a fac'ri- 
iice in the fiphUeiub year of her agei 
* • Iftglcft 
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Kcgled of domeftic duties is another evil 
Attendant upon the reading of volume 
after volume without intermiffion, and 
this fault extends to thofe, from whofe 
pature age»,and endearing family con- 
heft ions, better things rt'iglit be ex- 
gifted. Fortunately for her fair readers, 
llinpr^s hiftory is fo judictbufly di- 
vided, that it'holds out no fuch tempta- 
tion ) moderate portions of each volume 
may be read at -different times, without 1 
breaking the chain of connexion ; and 
the termination of one forms a proper 
rtfting place, detached from the eniuing 
volumes. To thofc who have read Di*. 
^oore> Edward f Eilinor will appear to 
beaf" a ftron^ refemblance, with the only 
difference of fex : from the early dawn 
of reafon to the compietion' ot their 
eventful hiftories, they are both diftin- 
guifhed by a dignified propriety and 
fedUtpde of conduct, which exaUs them 
to the rank of exemplary charafterf, 
formed for imitation ) and feme of the 
principal incidents are fo nearly allied 
that we might be led to fuppofe them to 
|>e the children of the fame parents, if 
we did not know that the Do£lor and thq 
J.ady are differently difpofcd of in real 
life ; but this is no impediment to the 
young couple making a good match in 
fhe library. 

From the many beauties of this moral 
novel we fhaU feleft one fpecimen of the 
drHcate fentiments and juii reflexions 
of the Author, which may be of fome 
fcrvice to our female readei-s. 
* EHinor is beloved by a Gentleman of 
ftrift hoik»ur, and of a moft amiably 
diiffofition, to whom, in the fequel, fhe 
is married. But, during his ablence in 
a foreign country, (he is under the pro- 
€eftioa of a Duthefs, whofe fon has dif- 
honourable defigns upon her, which he 
artfully conceals ; and by his iniinuating 
tnanirer^i handfome perlbn, and elegant 
accompliihments, £llinor*s heart is cap- 
ttvated, ^nd her fituatiou is thus de- 
fcribed : *< After the week pnfTcd by the 
Marquis at Bramble Hall, he accom- 
panied his mother and Eilinor to town 5 
6f the latter, as the heroine of our tale, 
we grieve that truth obliges to iay, 
fcfe had made no advances towards con- 

Suering that paflion, which was at once 
le torment and pleafure of her exiftence. 
She had lately blinded her judgment, and 
lulled herlelf into a ttate of fecurity, by

and efteem him as a brother. This 
l)topian fyftem has helped to aid th^ 
caufe of libertinifih, and ruined more 
femlies by the infidious lures it holds 
forth j than by any other means employed 
by the votaries of feduftion to deftroy 
that fex they were born to protcft. We 
eaiTieftly recommend to our fair readers 
inftantly to fly the objeft of their choice, 
who tries to lap their innccenee, and lull 
caution afleep, by painting a fancied fe* 
curlty ; let not nich a man be trufted ; 
ftiun the Ptaionic torpfdn as a covert 
enemy, ever to be dreaded, who, while 
he numbs the fenl'ations of njiture, hi4 
unlufpeXingvif^lm become* an eafy prey 
to his machinations/' 

The Marquis aj a eonvenient fpafoi^ 
throws off the ma0c, avows his intention 
to make her his roiifrefs, and (he follows 
the fage advice juft recited: fhe flies 
from the Duchcfs, finds a friendly afyluni 
in the houle of another female friend, is 
cured of her ill-placecl affeSlion, and, on 
perufal of a letter from her honourable 
admirer, fiie makes the following jutl 
remarks : 

" Howard is, I believe, one of the 
bed of men j honeft, generous, and juff ; 
his mind fraught v^ith good fenfe, and 
a heart overflowing with divine philan- 
thropy for all the ions and daughters of 
afHiaicn.

Or, when his benignant foul is 
exhibited in the complacent fmiles that 
illumine his face, can it be of any real 
conlequence to his wife, whether 'the 
complexion they adorn has to boaft the 
lily blended with the rofe ; or the texture 
of his fkin be like the dufkyhyacinth, 
enfiblematic of his mind, unfluBuating 
as his affe£Vicn, finn as his honour, de- 
cided as his principles ? To the woman 
who is capable of appreciating mental 
beauties, the cafket in which they ai-e 
lodged will alone be valued for the jewels 
it contains.*' 

We will now clofe this article with 
Mrs. Hanway's fimple^yet dignified ad- 
drefs, t\it finale of her preface : ** To a 
candid, difcriminating, generous public, 
this Work is infcribcd, who, tjie Author 
is convinced, will read with lenity, and .

ROBERT, EARL OF SALISBURY. 

IN the time of James the Firit a match 
was propofod by the Spanifh AmbaT- 
fador for one of th»; daughters -of his 
Court with Prince Henry. Salisbury, 
who was a moft accurate ftatefman, faw 
fomc kihd of juggle in this bufinefs \ 
and, without applying to the AmbafTador 
on the fpot for an explanation, wrote to 
the Duke of Lerma, Prime Minifter of 
Spain, in fuch a manner as drew from 
him a confeiTion that there never was any 
ferious intention in the bufniers. Salif- 
bury, not fatisfied with this, and judging 
that the AmbaiTador was only made a 
tool of by his Court, fummoned him to 
full council, and there trid him, <* He 
had abuied the King and State about a 
treaty fcr marriage which he had no 
commifnon for^ and that therefore he was 
liable to be punifhed by the laws of our 
kingdom \ for," faid he, «* when an 
AmbafTador doth abufe-a State by their 
maker's commifllon, then the fervant is 
free j but without commiflion, was cul- 

1>able and liable to be punifhed by the 
aws of that ftate, as being difavowed to 
be fefVant to the King his maftcr." 
The AmbafTador, thunderftruck at this 
dnbourle, after fome pauCc laid, ** As 



he did not underftand the caufe of hts 
being fummoned, he was therefore un- 
prepared to give any anfwer ; but on the 
Monday he would come again, and gife 
in his anfwer." 

On Monday he came and thus "de- 
livered himlell, << My foul is my God^s, 
my life my mailer's, my reputation my 
own, and I will not forfeit the firft and 
laft to preferve the fecond." He then 
laid down his commifTion, and letters of 
inftruftion under tlie King's own hand : 
thus preferving the dignity of his chi- 
racier, though afterwards difgraced by 
his own Court. 



ATTORNEY-GENERAL NOY. 

The Goldlmiths of London had a cuf- 
tom (which is now continued by the 
Mafter and Officers of the Mint) of 
weighing gold once a year in the prelence 
of a fele6l part of the Privy Council and 
the King's Attorney. This ceremony 
is called the P/>, and the fcales in which 
they weigh the ^old are fo exa6^ and 
nicely balanced, that the Maftcr of the 
Goldfmith's Company in Charles the 
Firft's time affirmed, *' That they would 
turn with the two hundredth part of a 
grain."*^** What do you think of that. 

Mailer 
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Mifter Attorney ?'' (faid one of the Privy 
Council to Noy> who was prefent at this 
declaration.) *< Why," fays the At- 
torney very gravely, ** I fhould be very 
loath that all my a6lions (hould be weighed 
in fuch fcales/' 



CROMWELL. 

From every vcttigc of this daring 
ufurper's life we find the ardent defn-e he 
had to mount tliat throne which his hy- 
pocrify and cruelty had violated* He 
had the difcretion, however, to found all 
parties previous to his finally refolving 
on this ftep 5 and it muft be confefled, 
that his relinquiftiing this objefl at laft, 
which he courted through life at the ex- 
pence of almofl evely virtue, was a proof 
that notwithftanding the daring ftrcngth 
of his ambition, he never fufFered it ** to 
o'erleap itfelf/' 

During the liate of his irrefolution on 
this matter, he was defirous of the fup- 
port of the Pre(byterian clergy, and m 
confequence fent for fome ot the moft 
eminent of that profeflion, informing 
them, «« That as a matter of confcience 
he would fubmit his arguments and 
fcruples to their determination : he had 
fcveral conferences on this fubjeft, and 
met with many who faw fuch lueigbty 
reafons in the Prote£lcr*8 difcourfe, that 
they not only coincided in opinion with 
him, but preued him to accept the kingly 
o.lice. Mr. Edmund Calamy, however, 
was one of thofe who with equal truth 
and boidnefs combated the proje6l : he 
endeavoured to prove it not only unlaw- 
ful, but impraaicable, aflerting, ** that 
it was evidently againlt the fenfe of the 
nation, and that nine out of ten of the 
people of England would oppofe it/* 
Cromwell liitened to him with great 
patience and gravity for lomc time, and 
at laft replied, " Well, but fuppofe I 
/hould dilarm the mnef ard put the 
fword into the tenth man*« hand, will 
not that, think you, efFe£t the bufmers.*' 
When Cromwell officially relinquished 
this bufinefs, he parted with it with fuch 
infinite relu61ance and bitternefs of heart, 
that he fainted for the firft time in his 
life. He was from this, ever afterwards 
fubjeft to fits, which, it is conjeftured, 
brought on the ague, which terminated 
his life. 

Cromwell has left behind him a cha- 
ra5ler of two religions, which defcryes 
fome notice. Of the ^»^i^rj, he con- 
felled ** he found them incorruptible j'* 
but of the Vfejbytenans he was often 
heard to fay, ** I am the only man who 



has known how to fubdoe that infolcnt 
fe£t, which can fuffer none but itfelf.'" 

The anxiety of Cromwell's mind dur- 
ing the three lalt years^ of his ulurpatioa 
has been the tlicme of co-temporary 
hiftorians. To thele may be added m 
fat^ veiy little known, which is, that he 
had a lock to his chamber, made in HoK 
land, with three belts,' wJiieh only 
faftened on the infide, and which was 
of fo particular a conftru6)ion that it 
could not i>c picked. This lock was 
fome years ago in the pofleifion of an aunt 
of the Hon. Daines Barrington, and was 
fliewn as a great curiofity to the Jate 
Princefs Amelia, who had it tried in her 
prefence by two eminent lockfmiths, 
who, after exprefCng much curioiity at 
the workmanihip, gave it as their decided 
opinions, *« that it was impolfiblc it 
could be opened without breaking it 
afunder." 



JUDGE BURNET, 

the fon of the celebrated Burnet, Kilhop 
of Salifbury, was fo wildand extravagant 
in his boyifti days, that his father at 
feveral times entertained ferious thoughts 
of abandoning him altogether. Amongft 
other freaks, he was at the head of that 
delperate party of young fellows of 
faihion in Queen Anne's time, called 
" The Mohawks," whofe, nightly de- 
predations made it imfafe for any perfon 
to walk the ftreets after dulk. Swift, im 
one of his letters to Mrs. Johnfon, dated 
17x0, tells her, «« he cannot go to the 
cotfee-houfe for fear of them j that even 
iedan chairs were no proteftion, as the 
Mohawks either dragged the parties out 
of them, or run their fwortis through 
the glaflcs." 

Burnet, to fcreen himfelf from proli- 
cutions in confequence of thefe freaki 
and fome others, was appointed con/iii 
at Lifbon, where he continued fome years; 
but as he was almoft without any fup- 
port, he came home, at very near thirty 
years of age, without fortune, or little 
or no interelt from family conncftions. 

In this dilemma, without means or 
profelFion, he applied to Sir Robert WaK 
pole, who was then Minifter, recanting 
all his former imprudencies, and pro- 
mifmg to give both his induftry and 
talents to any line of bufinefs which 
Sir Robert would point out. The Mi- 
nifter, knowing him to be a ybung man 
oi good education and confiderable abi- 
litics, -propofcd the ftudy of the law j to 
which Burnet at firft demurred on ac- 
count of ills advanced age, and the 

fcantincft 
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icantineft of his prefent means. To the 
fii-ft Sir Robert iaid, ** he ought to re- 
cover the timelpent in pilt imprudencies, 
by working double tides ; and as for the 
tecond, he would allow him one hundred 
|K>und8 per year out of his private porie, 
till he was called to the bar."* 

Burnet, though rather difappointed, 
clolcd with this propofal, and imme- 
diately entered himfelf of the Inner 
Temple. He waited upon his father 
tiome time btfore this, and told him he 
was going to give the world a praffical 
ediuort cf bis works, ** What do you 
»«in, Tom," fays the father ? ** Sir," 
lays he, '* I am now ferioudy fetting 
about Burnet's Reformation^ and I hope 
the work of the fon will not difgrace 
that of the father." He was as good as 
^it word : he ftudied the law with fuch 
unremitting attention, that he became a 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas In 
the year 1741, under the title of Sir 
Thomas Burnet, and filled that honour- 
able iituation with confidcrable ability 
for near twenty years. 

Though Mr. Burnet became a grave 
Couniellcr, and afterwards a gtaver 
Jwigr^ his wit and humour never de- 
ferred him. Soon after he was caHed to 
the bar, he went the home ciicuit, when 
he unfortunately hap;.entd to ledge next 
door to a tall man, who /hewed himielf 
as an exhibition, and whole trumpeter 
kept blowing before the door from eight 
o^clock in the morning till night. Bur- 
net, who yd loved his bottle, and did 
Bot return home trom the tavtrn till late, 
found himfelf io annoyed from this cir- 
cumltance, that he fcarcely could get a 
wink of reft. At lall a thought flnick 
him to get rid of fo troublel'ome a neigh- 
bour, by very formally lending the Giant 
(as he was called) a J'ubpoena to appear 
as a witnefs in a caule which was to have 
come on the next day. 



The man, though cocfcious cf ht« 
knowing nothing about the bufinefs al* 
Juded to, 3ret had fenfe enough to kncw^ 
that if he once made his appearance in 
Coiu't, the novelty of his perfon was at 
an end, very prudently decamped ft-om 
his lodgings in the night, and took up 
bis quarters at the next country town. 

The Judge being one dav at a circuit 
dinner, a petuient young lawyer of fa- 
mily was every now and then interrupt- 
ing the converfation by aiking, ** Who 
baud feen the Elephant that was then 
ihewing at the King^s Arms Tavern* one 
of the gieateft curiofities in the world." 
After talking about this for fome time 
at the bottom of the table, he put the 
fame queftion to the Judge. Burnet law 
the young man*s folly, and very ffravely 
replied, « He had not j but that he wa< 
very glad he mentioned thecircumftance, 
as he was puzzled to know how to ad, 
and would be obliged to him for his 
advice. The point is this : — As the 
ihowman and I have both entered this 
town precfded by trumpets^ the gteai 
queilion is, who (hould pay the iirft 
vifit ? Pray, Sir, can you inlorm nc V^ 

Being once applied to by an old fanner 
in his neighbourhood for his advice in 
a law-fuit, he heard his cafe with great 
patience, and then afked him, whether 
he ever put into a lottery ? •< No, Sir," 
fays the farmer, »* I hope I have too 
much prudence than to run fuch rilks.'* 
«* Why then take my advice, my good 
friend, and fuffer any inconvenience 
fooner than go to law, as the chances 
are more againft you there than in any 
lottery." 

Judge Burnet died the 8th of January 

1753, and left a fmall legacy to Lord 

Orford, as a memorial ot gratitude for 

hisanccftor^s (Sir Robert Walpole) early 

. good advice to bim, and libeiality.

for old jDetal at Jei's than naif their no- 
minal value. When the Provincial coin- 
age was rcfufed* there wat a fufficient 
quantity of good lawful old halfpence 
loon in circulation^ which had been laid 
by in expe^ation of what happened | 
and of late there are abundsmce of penny 
and twopenny pieces of Mr. Bolton's 
coinage in currency, and they are much 
approved of, excepting that owing to the 
weight they are inconvenient to carry 
Hr i but that is an excellent precaution 
to orevent counterfeits. No, 17 is pay- 
able at Macclesfield* Liverpool, and 
Congletoa. I cannot agree with your 
Correfpondent's note on this halfpenny 
(f. A36}, as I think that all reprefenta- 
tions of living pcrfons (hould be in the 
drefs ufually worn by them j and fuch 
pieces may be valuable a thousand years 
nence, to (hew future generations tbt 
^rcC% of the prefent age. And the ob- 
terfe is certainly a more agreeable figure 
of Mr. Roe, than if he had been repre- 
ftnted with no wiv, and his head (haved. 
If I am not miifaJcen, this Gentleman 
founded an elegant church at Maccles* 
field with fteepC, bells, and organ, &c. 
all complete, and at his owm expence. 
No. 20 has the head of St. Patrick. No. 
22 has the arms of the Duke of Norfolk* 
Mr. Mofer is certainly right in his judg- 



ment that the head of Earl Howede> 
ferves to be crowned with laurel (No« 
25} \ but as his Lordfhip generally wears 
a cocked hat, it can be no abiuidity to 
represent him in that manner. No. ^ 
has the arms of the Duke of Bridgwater* 
No. 47 has Plenty with her C01 nucopia. 
This and No. 59 arc nearly alike, ex- 
cepting a difference in the inlcription oa 
the obverfe. No. 6« ) the head of G«<» 
neral Waihington on this feems to have 
been from the fame die as the American 
One Cent piece, which has on the reverie 
# fpread eagle, with a (hield charged witli 
1 3 ftripes on the breaft. No. 66 is net 
Neptune, but the River God of Clyde. 
No. 9 and 11 are not fet down, nor art^ 
any between 49 and 59. 

Many of the Provincial Pieces wen 
exceedingly well executed, and many 
others of them were vile trafli. Mr« 
Pye has publiHied a book of eiccdlent 
engravings of about 180, chiefly of tbt 
bett fort, which will long remain a rao» 
nument of his abilities, and at the £un« 
time exhibit to a future generation tbt 
ftate of the copper currency of Britaia 
between 1788 and 1798$ and indeed 
fome of his copies look neater than their 
original.

draft of anfwers to the queries for the 
coniidcration of the Committee. 

Qj;ERI£9 ADDRESSED TO THE GO" 

vernorsofthbFoundling Hos- 
pital, London, with the An- 
swers, viz. 

Query I. How many children art 
there now in thit Hofpitai ? 

Anfwer* 
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Anlfwcr. ' T?Ticre arc ^ at prefent 357 
ckiidren on the eitabiiihment. 

Query II. How many in the houfc, 
and lK)w many at nurfe ? 

^Anfwcr. There arc 175 children ia 
the houfe, and 182 at nuil'e. 

Qntry III. Are they received Indif- 
crimmately from the country, or is the 
admiilion confined to the County of 
Vliddlefex ^ 

Anl'wer. The cafet arc principally 
from the metropolis; but that is the 
cffc£l of Iccality, and not of any parti* 
ciiiar regulation, the Hofpital being 
equally open to any part of the king- 
dom. 

Query IV. Of the numbers received 
in one year, or any given time, how many 
die ? 

Anfwcr. In the preceding year (1796) 
65 children were received, of whom 7 
died in the ccurfe of the vear ; and (the 
Icafon having been unhealthy) three have 
^icd fincc 5 of thofe 65 children there are 
now 55 living and in promifniff health. 
J t appears by reference to the books of 
the hofpital, that there has been fince 
the end of the year 1 770, the number of 
1684 children received into the hofpital, 
ct whom 4S2 children died under the 
age of twelve months, being rather more 
than the proportion of one in, four. 
The prelcnt management and care of the 
children is moie iuccefsful j the average 
of thofe who have died under twelve 
months in the preceding ten years, being 
only ^ne in fix j and, ior the lall four or 
five years, even Icis than that proportion. 

Query V. At what age are they re- 
ceived ? 

Anfwer. They are generally under 
two months when received. The age 
limited for them is tWlve months, after 
which they cannot be received, except in 
cafe of any peculiar diftrels, which the 
General Committee thinks fit fpecially 



to report to the General Cotirt ; or in 
cafe the child is fent with a donation of 
lool. when the age is not limited ^ or 
except they are the children of foldiers 
and failors in the fcrvice of their country^ 
of whom the General Commit tee is ena- 
powered, by an order of the General 
Court {m^dc the z^th J anuitry 1794.), to 
atimit as many as the funds of the cha- 
rity, with any additional aids, may en- 
able them to maintain, confidently with 
a proper attention to the other objects of 
the charity. But upon this it is to be 
(.bferved, that the number of other ap- 
plications, daily ma«le from the original 
obje<5l8 of the charity, and the prelcnt 
fituation of its finances, have precluded 
the Committee from receiving more than 
a very fmall proportion of the children 
of lb Id iers and fatlors* The age limited 
in their inllance is five years. 

Query VI. Is it known from whom 
the children come ? Or are they received 
in (he cradle, as it is called, or by night, 
without afking any queftions? 

Anfwcr. Children are only admitted 
into the Hofpital on petition ; upon the 
hearing of which the mother is examined, 
and an enquiry dire£led to be made into 
the truth of the particular circum (lancet 
ftated in the petition. By the prefent 
pi-adice of the Hofpital, fomething more 
than the mere neccflity of the mother, 
and the dcfertion of the father, is in 
general requifitc. The previous good 
character of the mother is enquii*ed into ; 
and it is afceitained that, in confequecce 
of the reception of the child, and of the 
fecrecy obferved in the enquiries as to 
the misfortune and fituation of the mo- 
ther, ihe will be immediately placed in a 
proper fcrvice, or in fome other way of 
obtaining an honeft livelihood. 

Resolved, 
That the faid anfwers be approved 
of, and that Mr. Bernard be requeftcd 
to tranfmit them to Sir John Blaquiere.

Mr, Smith moved the Order of the 
I>ay for the Houfc to refolve itlelf into a

It was from 
the reliance the Mai-oons had upon him, 
and an afiiurance that the word of the 
King was inviolable, and dared not be 
infringed, that they conlented to the 
Treaty. The Treaty, however, had been 
violated, and that gallant people had been 
made the viftims of the offended pride 
and jealoufy of the-IHand of Jamaica. 
To deny ihe aflertions that had been 
made in the Paper publiihed in Jamaica, 
to call for praoh to ihew that the Ma- 
roons had a6^ed up to the Treaty, and 
that in no inftancc they had been guilty 
of the exceilSss imputed to them, were 
the motives, tor bringing this motion 
belore the Houfe. It was not his in- 
tention now to inquire into the rcafons 
of commencing the war with them, but 
be would affcrt that the general caufes 
were a juftifiable refiftance to an unpro- 
voked aggreffion. 

The Hon. General adverted to the 
proceedings that had taken place laft 
year on tke fubjc^, and ftated that 
aolhing bad been done j after which he 



uigutd the cottdiiA of the GoVenkaint 
ot Jamaica towards the Maroons, oa 
political grounds i the Maroons, he iiiid» 
were the fafe-c^uards of the ifland $ they 
were moft to be relied on in caie of do- 
meftic. rebellion or foreign invaiioni 
They were now removed. The barrier 
was withdrawn, and an opening which 
might prove difaitrous in its confc^^ 
quences, was made between the -moun^ 
tains and the lowlands. He then nnoved^ 
*' That the Hcnit (hould refolve itlclf 
into a Committee on Friday fe*nnight> 
to take into confideration the proceedingi 
held as to the negotiation entcted into 
between Major-General WalpOle and th# 
Maroons, at Trelawney Town, in Da* 
cember 1795." 

Mr. Dundas adverted to the prooecdih 
ings on this Aibjed laft year, when tbt 
Hon. General diiavewed anyinteneion ta 
interfere with the condu6k of the Aflembly 
in Jamaica, provided the Maroons were 
properly attended to in their banishment ( 
and as the greateft attention had been 
paid to render their (ituation comfortable^ 
the obje6l of the prefent motion was in*- 
compatibhe with that di&voWal, and had 
a dire^ tendency to interfere with the 
internal Government of Jamaif a^ 

Mr. Tiemey having urged the pr»» 
priety and policy of maintaining the 
nonour of promifes made by Joritiih 
officers, and the bad ef{c6l« of countf^ 
nancing a breach of treaty^ which in 
time would {Produce wars of extermi>- 
nation, he concluded by giving bis fup->

The Chancellor of the Excheqacr faid, 
' in filling up the blanks he intended to 
fnake a variation from hie original pro- 
pofitiort. When he firft opened the btifi- 
oeft, he ftated that the price (hould be 
twenty years purchafe, and luch a pro- 
portion of ftock at fliould amount to a 
'nfth more than the Land Tax redeemed $ 
9usd this plan, he had propofed, (hould 
fUtaCh indiicriminately on owners of land, 
and a third peribn, who might become 
the purchafer. With refpe^l to the lat- 
IfT, he meant to fill up the blanks, ac- 
cording to his original ftatement } but 
ibeUng a gfeat defire to give every ad- 
vantage to the owner of the land pur* 
chafing, it was his intention, to propofe 
iilling up the blanks with refpe^ to them* 
^ith the words i8 years purchafe^ taking 
the Aocks at 50, and h in proportion* 
The difference of ezcefs would then be 
only one tenth inftead of one 6tth. The 
blapks were then filled up, and feveral 
formal cUufes brought -up, the Report 
received, and the Bill ordered to be taken 
into further confideration on. Monday 
iWtt. 

• The Militia Regulating Bill, and tbe 
Confiilidafcd AfltlTcd TaxBill, were read 
a third time and pafTed. 

Mr. H. Thornton gave notice, that 
on Friday next he ihould*inove for leave

The Salt Duty Bill went through the 
Committee without any amendment, and 
the • RjCport ordered to be. i-eceived to- 
morrow.

Mr. Secretary Dundas called the at- 
tention of the Houle to two points.— 
I ft, Whether a man had a right to array 
himiek and bear arms without the cou- 
icnt of the Executive GoTemmcnt, 
lodged di(cretionally in the Lord Lien- 
tenant's hands ? and ad. Whether the 
Houfe would ettablifh a precedent, where 
a Lord Lieutenant, intruded with the 
exercife of ^ his Majefty's authority dele- 
gated to him, fliowld be obliged to afliga 
reafons* for i*je6\ing the fervices of in- 
dividuals ? Men coming forward undct 
all the circumftances mentioned, were not 
expe^ed to be intrufted with arms, uulei« 
the Lord Lieutenant was convinced in 
his own mind that they were fit for the 
truft J and to limit his power in that 
refpeft, would be to damp the zeal of 
the country.

- had ' been gvofsly violated in the perfou 
of Sir Sidaey Smiths 

The Appendix was then received, and 
ordered to be printed with the Report. 

Mr. Pitt moved, that the A£k of the 
»4th of his preiinit Majefty, relative ta 
the Silver Coin t (hould- he rettd. 

Mr. Pitt then moved for leave to bring 
in a Bill to fuipend the iMfAtX, — Leave 
given. 

Tkt Report wa« 4»rou{*ht tip from 
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liie Committee for I'egtdatiiig the de- 
pafturing of (hefrp on commons and other 
uoincloitid lands. 

Mr. Pitt moved the Qrder of the Day 
for the Houfe to relblvt itleltinto a Com- 
mittee to take into farther conGderatioa 
the Report on the Land Tax Redemption 
Bill, On the quellion for the Speaker*! 
Icavhig the chair. 

Lord Sheffield urged his former ob- 
je^ion* to the principle and operation of 
the prelent mealuie. 

Mr. Peale contended, that the roeafure 
did not force any man to comply with it« 
provifions. It gave Gentlemen an op- 
portunity of relieving their eftates from 
a burthen, if they were fo inclined $ It 
was an advantage to both the landed and 
monied intereft, and of fuch general uti- 
lity tot^ie country, that he watt altoniihcd 
any man could obje£V to it. 

Sir John Sinclair laid, he had feverai 
objections to urge againft the motion; 
but as a preliminary one, he athrmed, 
the Bill was illegal in point of form.

Oa tonnage, Mr. Kofi* propofed a du- 
ty, the particulars of which he i'pecified, 
^knd faid, they would produce ioS,oool. 
Total of intended duties, 1,378,000!.— 
The Refolutions were agreed to. 

THURSDAY, MAY 17. 

The further confideration of the Re-

SIR, 

I HAVE the fatisfa^ion of incloHng, 
for the information of my Lf»rds Com- 
niiflioners of the Admiralty, a letter I 
received yefterday from Lieutenant 
Price, Commanding Officer on the 
lilands of St. Marcou, in which ic will 
be fciund, that by his firm and fteady 
refiftance againft a very confiderable 
force, thofe iftands have been faved 
falling into the hands of the enemy. 

The calm weather had for fome days 
prevented his Majefty's (hips under my 
orders from checking the progrcU 
which the flotilla from La Hogue might 
attempt to make, and, judging from 
the information I received from Lieu- 
tenant Price on the morning of, the 
6th, that it was on its way to the iftands, 
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I neceftarily approtched them as near 
as the ftate of the weather would- per- ' 
mit me to do. On the fame afternoon, 
however, I was obliged to anchor ; but, 
taking advantage of a light breeze in 
the evening, I again weighed and ftood 
in. At ten o^clock that night, it again 
falling quite calm, and fearing the flood 
tide would carry us too far to the £aft* 
ward, the (hip once more anchored, the 
iftands bearing W. by S. fix miles. 

A little before the dawn of day the 
enemy commenced the attack, and the 
boats were fobn afterwards fee a placedt 
and keeping up a conftant hre. A light • 
breeze Ipringing up at that time from 
the N.N. W. with an ebb tide, the fig- 
nal was made to weigh, and Captains 
Taibec, of the Euridict, and Haggeu, 
of the Oreftes, were dire^ed by me to 
ftand in as faft as poifible, and attack 
the enemy in the manner they ftiould 
judge the moft effe6^ual toward* de- 
ftroying them on arriving ly). While 
going down, however, it wa^ perceived 
the enemy was making his retreat m a 
very hafty and contuled manner, and I 
am not altogether without hope, that 
the near approach of his Majefty's fliipi 
in fome meafure confirmed the enemy 
in his inclination of abandoning an en- 
terprizc, which, from the very able 
condu6t and welUdire6ted fire of Lieu- 
tenant Price, he would, at all evenfs, 
have been ultimately obliged to do. 
It again falling calm, and the ftiips not 
having fteerage way, rendered purfuic 
on our fide impoflible, and enabled them 
to make their retreat to La Hogue. 

It would be great injuftice in not, 
joining with him in his very well be- 
ftowed commendation on the conduft 
of the feveral ofiicers and men under 
his command. 

It may not be deemed improper to 
mention, that I this morning faw fome 
pieces of paper taken from the veftei 
which has bc^n towed in, and that 
amongft them there is a fort of return 
of the crew, by which it appears, that 
it confifted of 144 men ; the total force, 
therefore, m.iy have been very con- 
fiderable, and there is every rcafon to 
believe has^uflPered great lofs*

I proceeded 
to Tea* the t4th, with the (hips and vef- 
fels named in the margin*, having on 
board the troops under the command of 
Major- General Coote, for the purpofe 
of blowing up the Baton Gates and 
Sluices of the Bruges Canal, and de- 
flroy ing the internal navigation between 
Hotlandj Flanders, and France* On 
the 18th P. M. I fpoke the Fairy, when 
Captain Horton totd roe he had taken 
a cutter from Flulhing to Oftend, and 
he underftood from the people on bo^rd, 
ttiat the tranfport fchuyts fitting at 
Flulhing were to go round immediately, 
by the canals tp Dunkirk and OAend $ 
and although it was impofTible that an^ 
information cou)d giVe additional fpirit 
to the troops forming this enterprize, 
or increafe the energy and exertion of 
the oilicers and Teamen under my com- 
mand, yet it convinced Major-General 
Coote and myfclf that it wa$ of the 
greateft imporrapce not to lofe any 
timf, but to. attempt, even under an in- 
crcajTed degree of riik« an object of fuch 



magnitude as the one in qaeftioB i and 
AS the weather appeared more farour« 
able than it had been, I made the fignal 
for Capt. Baxely, in the Harpy, to go 
a-head, with the velTels appointed to 
lie as beacons N* W. of the town of 
Oftend, and for Capt. Bradby, in the 
Ariadne, to keep between the Exp^ 
diiion and Harpy, that we might hd- 
proach as near the coaft as polBbfe* 
without the chance of being diicovcrcd 
from the ihore. 

At one A. M. we anchored 5 foon 
afterwards the wind ihifted to Weft, 
and threatened fo much to blow, that 
the General and myfelf were delibe- 
rating whether it would not be better 
to go to fea and wait a more favourable 
opportunity, when a l>oat from tbe 
Vigilant brought a v^lTel alongBdc, 
which ihe had cut out from under the 
Light-houfe battery, and the infonm- 
tion obtained from the perfons who 
were on board her, under feparate exa- 
minations* fo convinced us of the {mM 
force at Oftend, Newport, and Bruges, 
that Major-General Coote begged he 
might be landed to«ccompIifli the great 
object of deftroying the canals, even if 
the fnrf ihould prevent his retreat 
being fo fuccefsful as he could with. I 
ofcoorfe acceded to his fpirited propo- 
iitions,* and ordered the troops to be 
landed as faft as poffible, without wait- 
ing for the regular orderof debarkation. 
Many of the troops were on ihore be- 
fore we were difcovered, and it was 
not till a quarter pad four that the bat- 
teries opened on the Ihips, which veas 
hiftaptly returned in a moft fpirited 
manner by. Captiin Mortlock of the 
Wolvereene, Lieutenant Edmonds cf 
the Afp, and Lieutenant Norman Gf 
the Biter. The Hecla and Tartaros 
bombs very foon opened the mchrtart, 
and threw their (hells with great qoick- 
neft and precifioa. The town was o» 
fire fevera^ times, and much damage 
was done to the (hips in the Bafon« 
By five o'clock all the troops ordered 
to land, except thofp from the Minerva, 
were on ikore, with their artillery, 
miners, woodfn petards, tools, and gna-

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powder} and before (ix o'clock I heard 
Trom Geoeral Coote, tliat he had no 
doubt of blowfng up the works. I now 
became very anxiout for the fitliation 
of the Maj#r-Geoeral, from the ftate 
of the weather, and I ordered all the 

fun. boats that had anchored to the 
aft ward of the town to get as near the 
Aore at polIible» to cover and aifill the 
troops in their embarkation. The bat- 
teriei at the tov^n ^ntinued their fire 
on the Wolvercenc, Afp, and Biter; 
and as the Wolvercene had received 
much damage, and the Afp had been 
laying near four hours within thr^e 
hundred yards of the battery, I made 
their Hgnal to move, and foon after di" 
reded the Dart, Harpy, and Kite, to 
take their (Nations, that the enemy 
might be prevented from turning their 
guns againft our troops ; but it being 
low water, they could not get fo near 
as thtir Commanders wifhed. At half 
pad nine the Minerva came in ; and as 
1 thoi^ht an additional number of 
trocms would oply add to the anxiety of 
the Genera}, from the little pr»bobility 
of being able to embark them, I fcnt 
Captain Mackellar on ftiorc to report 
hh arrival with four light companies 
of the guards. In his aMence, Colonel 
Ward tilled two flat boats with his 
cfffictrM and men, and was proceeding 
with every zeal to join riie battalion of 
guards, without conlidering the danger 
he was txpofed to in crolfing the furf, 
wlien Captain Bradby fortunately faw 
him, and advifed him to return imme- 
diately to his (hip. At twenty minutes 
paft ten, I had the pleafure of feeing 
the explofioo tnke place, and foon after 
the troops alTem bled on the Sand Hills 
near the Ihore ; but the fea ran fo high 
that it «^as impoiCble to embark a (ingle 
man, tfaer^lbre I . could only make 
every arrangement againft the wind 
moderated i and this morning at day- 
light I went in ihore, in the Kite, for 
the purpoTe of giving ef ery aHjHaoce, 
hot 1 had the mortilkacton to fee our 
%rmy furroi^ded by the enemy's troops ; 
and as 1 had no doubt th^ General b^d 
capitiiktedy I ordered all the ibips to 
anchor farther cut, and I fent in a flag 
of truce by Colonel Boone» of the 
-Guards, and Captain Brown, of the 
Kite, with a letter to the Commandant^ 
a copy of which I inclofe for their Lord- 
ihips* information. At ten this morn- 
ing the.GeneraPs Aid-de-Camp, Cap- 
tim Williamfon, came on board, and 
though it was very painful to (lear 



General Coote was wounded, after all 
his exertions, yet it was very iUttsfa^tory 
to learn, that under many difadvan- 
tageous circumftances,' and after pet- 
forming a fervice of fuch confequenct 
to our eountryi the lofs (killed and 
wounded) was only between fifty and 
iixty ofHcers and privates ; and that the 
General capitulated in confequence of 
being furrouoded by feveral thoufands 
of the National Troops. 

I inclofe, for their Lordfliips' in- 
formation, a copy of fuch minutes as 
were left me by Captain Williamfon, 
from which their Lordlhips will fee the 
iluice gates and works are completely 
deftroyed, and feveral vefi*els, intended 
for tranfponsy burnt. 

I this morning learnt that the canal 
was quite dry* and that the works; de- 
ftroyed yefterday had taken the States 
of Bruges Ave years to flnifli. 

I hope their Lordihips will be fatic- 
fled that the enemy was furprifed, and 
every thing they wiftied was acoom- 
pliibed, although the lofs of the troops 
far exceeded any calculation,, except 
under the particular circumllances of 
the winds coming to the northward, 
and blowing very hard. If the weather 
had continued tine, the troops would 
have been embarked bv twelve, at which 
time the return of killed and wounded 
did not exceed four rank and file. 

I cannot help again noticing the par- 
ticular good conduct of Captain Mort- 
lock. Lieutenant Edmonds, and Lieu- 
tenant Norman, and beg^ to recommend 
them to tbeir Lordfliipr protection. 

General Coote feot to inform me 
that he was highly pleafed with the 
uncommon exertions of Captains Win- 
throp and Bradby, and Lieutenant 
Bradby, who had a^ed oi^ ihore as bis 
Aid-de*Camp : he alfo noticed the af- 
flflance he had derived from Captain 
Mackellar, after his laadiD^. 

I take the liberty of lending thi$ 
difpauh by Captain Winthrcp, of the 
Circe, who commanded the feamen 
landed from the diflerent (bips j and as 
he had the particular charge of getting 
the powder and mines up for the de* 
ftrtiplton qf the works, in which he fo 
ably fucceeded, he will be enabled to 
inform their Lordflkips of every cir- 
cumftance. Captain Mackellar, with 
the officer^ and men on (bore, were 
included in the capitulation ; but I 
have not yet been able to collet an 
exaft return of the number of feftmen 
taken.

I HAVE juft heard with concern

troops of the Republic, and I iruft they 
will be tre-tted with that attention which 
is due tu office) s and men executing the 
orders of tlieir Sovereign. 

It has been the invariable rule of the 
' Bfitifh Government to make the fiiu- 
ation of prifoners as comfortable as 
poUibjc 5 and I am fure, Sir, in this 
inflance you will do the fam^ to the 
troops, &c. who have fallen |nto your 
hands. 

It will not be againft any rule t(r ex- 
change the prifoners immediately j but, 
bn the contrary, add to your name by 
marking it vfriih humanity and libe- 
rality ; and 1 give you my word, the 
fame number of troops, or other prifo- 
n^s, (h.All be inftantly fent from Eng- 
land to France, with fuch officers as 
you fliall name, or as (hall be named by 
the National Convention, provided no 
public reafon attaches againft the releafe 
of any particular perfon. 

I hiavc fent the officers what things 
they kft on board the Ihip, and I am 
confident you will order them to be 
delivered as fuon as polfible. 

1 beg you will allow the officers and 
men to write ietters to England by this 
flag, as a futisfa£tion to their families, 
it being impolfibk for me to know who 
have fallen or received wounds, which 
I tiope will be very inconfiderable from 
the accounts I have received from the 
ihore. 

I beg your anfwer to this letter 
without lofs of time} and, confiding in 
your liberality towards the troops under 
capitulation to you, I have the honour 
to be, &c.

For fome days orders had been iffucd 
by 'the Leaders of the United Irishmen, 
^ire^ing their partizans to be ready at 
a moment's notice, as the meafures of 
Government made it neceffary for them 
to 'aft immediately. Yefterday in- 
formation was received, that it was pro- , 
kable the city and the adjacent diftrifts 
■would rife in the evening ; fubfcquent 
-information confirmed this iDtclligcnce. 
In confequence of which, notice was 
fent to the General Officers in the 
neighbourhood, and Dublin was put in 
ft ftftte of preparation^ The meafiires 
^akcn in the metropolis prevented any 
movement whatfoever ; but I am con- 
cerned to acquaint your Grace, that 
afts of open rebellion were committed 
in the counties of Dublin, Meath, and 
Kildare. Aboui half pad two this 
morning, there was a regular attack 
made by a Rebel Force upon the town 
of Naas, where Lord Gosford com- 
manded, with part of the Armagh Mi- 
litia, and detachments of the 4th Dra- 
goon Guards and Ancient Britons. The 
Kebels con(ifted of about 1000 men, 
armed with mufkets and pikes, and* 
they made their attack with regularity,* 
* but were foon repulfed "by the Armagh 
Militia, and then charged and purfued 
by the 4th Dragoon Gufirds and An- 
.cient Bricifh, and I underftand their 
lofs amounted to near 200. Two offi- 
cers and a few privates have been loft 
of his Majefty's forces. It gives me 
pain to relate, that a (mall detachment 
at the town of Profpcrous has beea 
furprifed, and a detachment of the vil- 
lage of Clare cut their way to Naas 
with fome lofs. There was alfo an 
attack on a fmall party of the 9th dra- 
goons, near Kilkullen, which fuflfered ; 
but in the courfe of the day General 
Dundas was enabled to come up with a 
confiderable body of the Rebels near the 
Hills of Kilkullen, where they were 
entirely routed, with the lofs of aoo 
men. There were alfo feveral bodies 
colle£ted laft night in different parts 
near Dublin, which were attacked by 
the Rathfarnham cavalry, and by a 
detachment of the 5th dragoons, and 
difperfed with fome lofs, and fome pri- 
fohers and horfes were taken. A rebel 
party, however, aflcmbled at the bor- 
der* of the county of Dublin, near 
' Dunboyne, and overpowered fome con- 
• tables, and afterward* took the baggage 
of two companies, guarded by a (malt 
party of the Reay Fcnciblcs, coming to 
towDi and have, during the courfe of 



this day, committed many outrages ; 
feveral of them, however, have befea 
killed, but the body remains undif-. 
perfed. The city is tranquil, aiid I 
have no doubt will remain fothis even- 
ing, and I trad that to-morr)W wc 
ihall entirely difperfe that body of the 
infurgents which has not been entirel/ 
routed to-day. 

I muft add, that the Mail Coach go« 
ing to the North was attacked, within a 
few miles of Dublin, by a fele^ body, 
well armed ; the paflTcngers were taken, 
and the coach burned. The Galway 
Mail Coach w?.», atfo attacked in the 
town of Lucan.but the rebel party was 
driven olf before its deOru^lion was 
effected. 

In confequence of this defperate con- 
duit of the Rebellious* I ifliicd the 
inclofed Proclamation, with the advice 
of the Privy Council. 

I (hall, in a future difpatch,* detail to 
your Grace the particular ferviccs which 
have been pcrform»d j but at prefcnt I • 
am not furnilhed with regular reports,

The whole 
gdrrifon were indantly under arms, and 
took up their pofitions according to a 
plan previouily formed in cafe of fuch 
an event happening. They made the 
attack upon our troops poflied near the 
gaol with great violence, but were re- 
pulfed ; they then made a general at- 
tack in almoft every direction, as they 
had got pofleffion of almoft every ave- 
nue into the town. They continued to

The cavalry imme- 
diately took advantage of their confufioni

the town, together with three men with

Five companies of the Keay Fencibles, 
under the command of Captain Scobie^ 
had halted yederday at UunHiaughlin, 
on their march to Dublin j and hearing 
that the rebels were in great force, and 
had taken a (lation on Taragh Hill, Cap. 
tain Scobie detached three of the com- 
panies, under the command of Captain 
M*Lean, with one field piece, to the fpot ; 
who, being accompanied by Loixl Fingal 
and his. troop of Yeomanry, Captain 
Prefton's and the Lower Kclls' Yeomanry 
Cavalry, and Captain Molloy's company 
of Yeomanry Infantry, attacked the^ 
rebels ; who,' after fome refiftance, fied iii.

By means of cars for the infantry I 
reached this place in 4.S- hours. I am 
now, at feven o'clock this morning 
(Monday), marching to furround the 
town of Kildare, the head-quanters of the 
rebels, with feven pieces of artillery, 
140 dragoons, and 350 infantry. I have 
left the whole country behind me per- 
fcftly quiet, and well prote6led by means 
of the troops and yeomanry corps. I 
hope to be able to forward this to you 
l?y the mail-coach, which I willefcort to 
Naas. I am lufficiently ftrong. — You 
may depend on my prudence and fuccefs. 
My guns are well manned, and the 
troops in high fpirits. The cruelties 
that have been committed on fome of the 
officers and men have exafperated thim 
to a great degree.

whatever Nation it may be, it (hail be 
confidered as a formal Declaration of 
War againft the French Nation j* his 
Imperial Majefty, Paul I. has been jgra. 
cioufly pleafed to order 11 (hips of the 
line» and i5ogallies, under the command 
of Admiral Krufe, and M. de Litta, 
Knight of Malta, ^to proceed to the 
Sound, to proteit trade in general apin(l 
the mantjeft opprejfion of the Dire^ory j 
as fuch a proceeding is evidently con- 
trary to the Rights of Nations. His 
Ruilian Majetty hereby gives his Im- 
perial word to proteft the freedom of 
trade with all his power, both by fea and 
land, which he hereby requires the dip- 
lomatic corps to make known and pro- 
claim.*' 

TOULOT^, MAY 10. 

The General in Chief Buonaparte^ 
having reviewed the Republican phalanxes 
of the Invincible Aimy^ addrclTed them 
as follows :

19. General Buonaparte embarked 
this day on board Admiral Bruey's (hip 
rOrtent (formerly the Sans Culottes), a 
three-decker. The fleet fet fail with a 
favourable wind. The tranfports, with 
the infantry and civalry, got under weigh 
at day-break with eight frigates. The 
fleet confifts of fifteen (hips of the line 
and eighteen frigates. The tranfports, 
to the number of four hundred, are off 
Herrics. 

An inunenfe number of Infiintry, with 
artillery, vaft quantities of mortars, how- 
itzers, furnaces, bombs, grape and can- 
niHer /hot, and other ammunition, have 
been put on board. Men of letters, 
adronomers, geometricians, and arti(tt 
of every fort, have alfo embarked. The 
convoy from Genoa confifted of thirty- 
eight fail, with 1 0,000 men on board, 
Kleber, Berthier, and other Generals, are ^ 
embarked. 

IRELANP, MAY x8. 

This day came on the trial of Robert, ^ 
Earl of KingHon, upon an indiflment ' 
found againit him at the lad a(nzes for 
the county of Cork, charging him with 
the murder of the late Col. Fitzgerald. 
The indt^lment being read,^ and the 
Earl being aiked, whether he was guilty 
qr not ? pleaded Not Guiity, and for trial 
put himielf upon God and his Peers. 

The Seijeant at Anns made procla- 
mation for the witneiTes on behalf of the 
profecution to come forth and profecute. 
No witnefs appearing, the Lord High 
Steward a(ked, whether notice had been 
(erved upon the Attorney General, and 
the next relations of the deceafed. 

Mr. Curran and Mr. Saurin, eounfel 
for the prifoner, anfwered, that (Uch no- 
tice had been ferved, and they produced 
witneffes whiO proved the fervioe of the 
notice. 

Proclamation was again made for tfad 
witneffes on behalf of the profecution, 
and none appearing, the Lords adjourned 
^to the Chamber of J^arliaroent. After 
(boie delay, their l'Ord(hips returned to 
the Court, and the Lord High Steward 
galled upon them individually, begUming 
with the jimior Baron, to lay, whether 
the Earl of KingfVon was KuUty of the 
murder of whichlie was indited or ^ot ?

The Earl of Kingjlon was then called 
to the bar, and acquainted ^ith the de- 
termination of the Lordst and that he 
^Mjas difcharged upon paying his fees. 
His Lordlhip bowed mod reipe£^ fully to 
the Court, and retired from the bar. 

The Lord High Steward then holding 
up the White Rod in his hands, faid, 
<« The Commiflion of the Lord High 
Steward ftands diflblvcd," and imme- 
diately broke the rod. 

None of the Archbifliops or Bifhops 
voted upon the above occafion, having 
defired leave to withdiaw, faving their 
right. 

The following circumftances are de- 
tailed in a Morning Paper refpefting the, 
apprehenfion of Lord Edward Fitzgerald. 
They arc faid to be taken from a private 
correfpondence which may be relied on 
as ftriflly authentic. It they may be 
relied on, they difplay fuch cowardly 
malignity on the part of the wretched 
traitor, as might better become a Re- 
publican Frenchman, than one who bears 
the name of Irifliraan or of Briton i 

Dublin^ May ai.' On certain in- 
formation, Major Sirr, Captain Ryan, 
and Mr. Juftice Swan, proceeded on Sa- 
turday evening to the houfe of one Mur- 
phy, ^a dealer in feathers, in Thpmas- 
ftrcet, near St. James's-gate. They 
were attended by a Serjeant's guard onlv. 
Major Sirr waited behind to ^tion the 
guards, fo as to cut off the poflibility of 
the prifoner's retreat. Mr. Swan firft 
went up, and coming to the apaitment, 
entered. Lord Edward was in bed. Mr. 
Swan told him that he was forry to be 
obliged to fee him on fuch an occafion 5 
that, however, he muft do his duty as a 
Magirtrate ; and that, on his fubmitting, 
he would treat him with every poffibJe 
indulgence. Lord Edward then imme- 
diately turning in the bed, drew a pil^ol, 
which he difcharged without effeft. At 
this time no one was in the room but 
Lord Edward and Mr. Swan. His Lord- 
ihip, on finding his piitol had not told, 
alTailed Mr. Swan with a dagger, and 
ran him through the body above the 
fiioulder- blade. At this inttant Captain 
Ryan entered the room, when Lord Ed- 
ward diftngaged himfelf, and made at 
him with fuch determined fury, that with 
one cut he opened his belly to fuch a 
degree that his bowels fell out. So 
little time paiTed, that Major Sirr had no 
other aiaim than the /hot \ )ind when he 



rufiied VP i^trf , he found Lord Bdwadll' 
attd Juttice Swan ftruggling for the dag- 
ger—both of their hands cut. Captam 
Kyan was in a dying condition ; Mr. 
Swau wacs ejrhaufted with lofs of blood ; 
and the defperate young man making 
another effort, the Major, is his own 
defence, fired on him, and wounded him 
in the (houlder. He was then eafily over- 
powered, and conveyed to the Caflle^ 
where he underwent no examination, and 
from thence to Ne^rgate. 

It appears that the unfortunate young 
Nobleman, although proclaimed, had 
made a pra£lice of gomg out at night 
in difguile, and to deep during the day. 
He was traced by orders ifiued not many 
hours before to the Societies of United 
Irilhmen. 

Lord Edward, when brought to the 
Caftle, aflfefled the politenefs of a cour^ 
tier, and declared tnat he was forry for 
what w6unds he had infii6led. When 
conveyed to Newgate, he appeared to be 
entirely difpirited ; his voice faultered | 
his complexion was deadly pale, aud his 
eyes apparently fixed. 

Murphy, the owner of the houfe Lord 
Edwara lodged in, was conveyed to New- 
gate along with his Lordlhip. 

-Daniel Fredeiick Ryan, efq. died on 
Wednefday thi 23d. 

Lord Eclward Fitzgerald died on Tuef- 
day the 5th of June. The following is 
the verdi& of the Coroner's Jury fum- 
moned to hold an inqueH on his body : 

«< We are of opinion that the deceafcd 
came by his death by anefFufion of water 
in the left fide of the thorax, and inflam- 
mation of the lungs of that fide, occa- 
fioned, as appeared to us upon the telti- 
mony of four eminent furgcons, by fever 
brought on by great anxiety of mind, 
aided by two wounds infii6ted on the 
right arm by two piftol balls found 
lodged over the fcapula of that fide." 

The following Manifefto was to have 
been difpcrfed through Ireland, which 
was found in the pocket of Counfellor 
Sheares, who, with his brother (the fons 
of a banker at Cork), are now in irons, 
and in whofe hand- writing the Maiii- 
fefto is drawn up^ 

** Friends and Countrymen, 
, ** Repair to the Fla^ of Liberty that 
is now flying — many of your tyrants have 
already bled — many more will (hortly 
bleed oy the. decree of the Revolutionary 
Tribunal, wliich will immediately be 
eftabliftied.

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MAY 17. 

IN confcquencc of language that pafled 
in the Houfe of Commons on Friday 
the 15th •, Mr. Ticrncy challenged Mir, 
Pitt J and this afternoon Mr. Pitt, ac- 
companied by Mr. Ryder, and Mr. Tier- 
ney, accompanied by Mr. Walpole, met 
at three o'clock on Putney heath. After 
fomc incffcftual attempts on the part of^ 
the feconds to prevent further proceed- 
ings, the parties took their ground at the 
diltancc ,of 12 paces. A caie of piftols 
was fired at the fame moment without 
effe6l, a fecond cafe was alfo fired in the 
lame manner, Mr. Pitt firing his pillol 
in the air, the feconds then jointly inter- 
fered, and infifted that the matter (hoiUd 
go no farther, it being their decided 
opinion that fuficient latis faction had 
been given, and that the bufincfs was 
. ended with perfe«5\ honour to both parties. 
This duel was fought near Abprihaw's 

fibbet on Putney heath. The Speaker, 
Ir. Whitbread, and Mr. Grey, as well 
.. as two furgeons, were ftitioned near the 
fpot. Mr. Pitt went to the ground, 
accompanied by Mr. Ryder, in a hack 
]>oft.chaife ; Mr. Tierney, witK Colonel 
Walpole, in a hackney coach. Nearly 
an hour was fpent in endeavouring to 
bring ab6ut a reconciliation before the 
duel commenced. After the fecond fiic, 
the feconds in fitted that the affair fhould 
terminate ; and, after a long'confultation 
between the feconds (durine which time 
the two combatants were left in con- 
yerfation together), tlie preceding account 
was drawn up. Mr. Pitt and Mr. 
Tierney (hook hands before they left the 
ground. Mr. T. fent^ a note to the 
MiniAer on Friday, as foon as he left the 
Houfe of Commons. The time andplace 
of meeting were appointed by Mr. Pitt. 



28. This evening a moft beautif\il 
young woman, about twenty yoars of 
age, elefirantly dreffed, was feen going to 
VauxhaTl, accompanied by an officer much 
older than herfelf. Next morning (he 
was found dead in a pond at the back of 
the Black Prince, in Vauxhall road. An 
inqueft was held on the body on Thurf- 
day, when one of the two furviving fifters 
of the deceafed fwore her name was 
Harriet Benfon ; that they lived in John- 
ftreet, Tottenhara-court-road 5 and that 
they were at Vauxhall on Monday night, 
where they were prevailed on to drink 
fo much, that they became intoxicated, 
and mi fled eaf:h other in leaving the place. 
There were no marks of violence what- 
ever on the body, nor had (he any thing 
valuable on her perfon, except her drefs, 
to tempt a robber. Under tbefe circum- 
ftances, the Jury found a verdict of Jc» 
cidental Deaib. 

Maidftone, 'June 7. Mr. O'Coxgley 
having been informed between four and 
five o'clock yefterday afternoon, that he 
was to die this day, received the in- 
formation without the leaft furprife or 
apparent emotion. He fpent the evening 
comfortably. 

This morning he was vifited by a 
Gentleman, whom he told that he had 
been very kindly treated by Mr. Watfon, 
the keeper of the prifon, who was more 
afFe6\ed, Mr. Coigley faid, than himfelf, 
when he announced to him the death 
warrant. Being aiked if he had any 
communications to make to his friends, 
he faid he had not ; for every arrange- 
ment he defired had been already made. 
He had but one thing upon his mind that 
created any anxiety, and that was from 
an apprehenfion that he might be mif- 
reprefented after his death : that he had

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been grieved to hear that a fpeech had 
I'ome days ago been eried about as his 
dying fpeech. He was anxious to be 
faithfully reported, and that was all he 
wiHied. 

At a quarter after eleven, he was 
broueht out of prifon, placed upon a 
hurdle drawn by two hcrles, preceded by 
the (herlfPs men, and eiicoi ted by a com- 

' pany of about loo of the Maidllone 
Volunteers. 

The proceflion moved flowly to the 
place of execution on Pennenden Heath, 
about a mile from the town. When ai'- 

. rived at the place of execution, he ex- 
changed a few words with the Catholic 
Prieft who attended him, and read his 
prayers from a Roman Catholic pi-ayer- 
took in Latin, which he performed with 
great fluency and cafej after which he 
fang 9 verfc in the Pfalms in EngUfh. 
He then took out an orange, and dcfired 
a Gentleman who was near him to cut 
it. — '» I will thank you, Sir," faid he, 
" to cut this orange for mc ; her«, take 
my knife (pulling out a pen-knife) ; it 
-as faid they were afraid to truft mc 
with a knife, becaufe I wiflied to cut my 
♦^hroatj but I would not deprive mylelf 
of the glory of dying in this manner." 
He then turned round to the keeper of 
the prifon, and faid, << God blefs you, 
Mr. Watfon, you have been very kind 

' and civil to me.*' He then afccnded the 
IcaiFoid, and being tied to the gallows, 
made a very inflammatory fpeech, in 
*vhich he protelled his innocence, and 
itfle£led on the- Jury by whom he was 
tried, and the witneiTes who appeared 
aguinft him. The fpeech was of con- 
fidcrable length, and he delivered It in a 
itcdfaiV and imprelfive manner. 



The board was then dropped, at at 
Newgate, and he remained fulpended for 
twelve or tliirteen minutes : he was then 
taken down, the head taken off by a 
furgeon, and the executioner held up the 
head to the populace, faying, ** This is 
the head of a traitor.'' Beth head and 
body were then put i^to a fliell, and 
buried at the foot of the gallows. 

13. The execution of Mr. Reevet, 
Mr. Wilkinfon,andMr. Adamfon, which 
took place this morning in the front of 
Newgate, was the molT awful example 
of juftice ever^itncflcd. Three perfons, 
all , of the rank and with the education 
of Gentlemen, fuffering at one moment, 
and all for the fame pernicious crime of 
forgery, ought to make a deep impreflion 
on every heart. Mr. Kirby humanely 
permitted their families and a Clergyman 
to remain with them till a late hour on 
Tuefday night, and every poflTible in- 
dulgence, confiftcnt with lafety, was 
(hewn them. Mr. Adamfon, who had 
cheriflied hopes of pardon from the ap- 
plicatk)n8 which had been made for mer- 
cy, funk into defpondency i and haviAg 
contrived to procure opium into his ceM^ 
he had fo far eluded the vigilance of the 
turnkeys, as to take a large dole during 
the night. About five o'clock in the 
morning it was difcovercd by the dele- 
terious efle^^s, and Mr. Ramfden, the 
furgeon, was fent for. The opiate, 
though perhaps intended only to compofe 
his ipirits, ^hrew him into a convulfbd 
and feverifli ftate of dilability 5 anrf it 
vvas with great difficulty that he was 
roufed and Icept up. They all defu-ed to 
have the lad folemn prayer given to them 
in private; and with this Dr. Ford 
humanely acquiefced.
